CHAP. I. 


The Original of the Turks according to the 
Opinion of ſundry Learned Authors , With 
the Means by which they acquired their firſt 
Monarchy in Perſ1a ; Tovether with the 
Reign and Death of Tangrolipix their 


firſt King, 


T has, and at this day does caſe ſundry Diſputes 
amongſt the Learned, from what Nation or Peo- 
ple the Turks, now ſo formidable by extending; 
their Empire o're a third part of the known 
World,are ſprung or derived;ſome being of opi- 

nion that they are deſcended of theRemnant of the 
Trojans tliat ſcaped the Sword at the Deſtniftiou of 
the City of Troy, and {trengthen their Argument with 
this Reaſon , viz. That the Word Turci ſignifying a 
Trojan, is corruptly called Twc or Turk, and that - 
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all hands it is affirmed that they originally inhabited 
the leller Aſia, where the City ſo much Renowned in 
Story for its holding out a ten years Siege againſt 
the Power of the then Grecian Empire ſtood; others 
affirm they ſprung from the ten Tribes carried away 
captive by Salmanaſer the Aſſyrian King, and that from 
them likewiſe ſprung the Zartars inhabiting the Nor- 
thern Climes, and their Reaſons are,for as much as the 
great Lords of Tartary derive their Pedigree from 
Tribes, calling themſelves Daniſts, Zebulonians and 
Napthaliſts, and that the Word Tzrk in the Hebrew 
fignifes a: baniſhed man, ar ope in diſgrace; and fur- 
ther, that they ſtill retain many Ceremonies of the 
Jewiſh -Nation, as Circumcifion, and the like, as alſo 
frequently to -repeat to themſelves Lamentations, 
though corruptly for the fall of Jeruſalem , and Da- 
maſens the chief Cities of Fudea and Syria, affirming 
they know not the meaning of ſuch their Lamentati- 
ons, but that they have been taught of their Anceſtors 
ſo to do. Others are of Opinion that they were Scythi- 
ans, who left their Country by reaſon of the Scarcity 
thereof, and Coldneſs of the Clime, and falling on Ar- 
menia , graſped it with ſo hard a hand, that all the 
Power of the Kowian Empire then flouriſhing could not 
reſcue it, but as a Token of their firſt Succeſs 1n their 
iſfning out of the Caſpian Straits, they named it Twrco- 
mania, Wl:ich name remains to this day. And that there 
were fuch a People long before their aſpiring to Em- 
pire in Aſia, Pomponins Mella, Pliny, and Prolomy do a- 
ver; but about the time of their Eruption , Blond 
Platina, and Segonius diſagree, the two former declar- 
Ing itto be in the year of our Lord 755, and the lat- 
ter in 844. yet couclude upon the reaſon of their com- 
ing forth as aforeſaid. | 
Their Riſe and aſpiring to Greatneſs , was after this 
manner ; Azhomet the Perfay Sultan wreſting the Go- 
"SLEEVES vernmegt 
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Yernment from.the Caliph or Succeſſor, of, Idahomer the: 
Impoſtor, or as they fallly called him, their. Great;zPro» 
phet, whoſe Erroneous DotQtrine had-infefted all Aſa, 
Aﬀfrick., and part of Ewope , to. pro vide againſt the; 
worſt ſtrengthned himſelf, and the better to do it, ſent. 
to the Turkiſh Chief in. Armenia to furniſh him- with a; 
competent number of-Men of War, who incompliance; 
to the Sultans Command cauſed-3o00 to, March under 
the Leading of one-of; his. chief: Captains named: Tiax- 
grolipix,by the help. ot! which he overthrew. the Caliph. 
of Babylon, with an incredible Slaughter of his Army; 
and: being further minded to make an Expedition a- 
gainſt the 1ndiaps that, bordered his, Country , and: 
knowing by Experience the great,courage of the Turks, 
and-their ſingular dexterity in Archery, he reſolyed- to 
retain them for his further Service; ſo that, when they, 
delired to be condugtcd over. the-Raver Araxx., he not 
only refuſed to permit it., but. alſp threatned them, if 
they offered- to, make any further, mentjon of; their de- 
parture-, which, Indignity cauſed them;to take the op- 
portunity of withdrawing themſelves into the Deſart, 
of Caranonits, and there. ljke, Out-lays to. live upan; 
S$poil;the News. ofwhich-no ſooner reached the Sultan's 
ear , but he commanded ten of. his Captains to March: 
againſt- Taxgrolipix. with. an Army oft 20000 choice: 
Soldiers compoſed. of diyers Nations, which Incamp- 
ing by, the border of. a Forrelb , whercin the Turkiſh, 
Captain reſided -with his Forces, they. were. in the dead 
of: the night. ſet, upon and pug to flight with: great: 
Slaughter ; ſo that the Turks. furniſhing themſelves 
with. the Spoyls of the ſlain appeared more. boldly in 
the Field, and were in a ſhort time-increaſed to 50000 
hghting, men by ſuch Outlaws and; other Villains, as 
upon the bruit of, their.Succe(s reſorted, to 'um, which 
cauſed. Mabomer, now jcealons of his other Subjects re- 
voltto raiſe a great Army and toadvance againlt T an- 
B 2 groliptz. 
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grolipix. Firſt,having put out the Eyes of thoſe Cap- 
tains overthrown in the fight, and threatned to diſ- 
grace the Souldiers that eſcaped the flaughter by at- 
tiring them in Womans Apparel, which afterward re- 
dounded to hisloſs by cauſing them to avoid future pu- 
niſhment to fly to his Enemy. In fine, both Armies met 
on the great Plain before the City 1/pahar in Perſia, 
and began a dreadful Battle, which with great Slaugh- 
ter laſted till Sultan 2dahomer fell from his Horſe, and 


- broak his neck, at what time both Armies ceaſed from 


fight, and by unanimous conſent choſe Tangrolipix Sul- 
tan of Perſia, and the Dominions appertaining to that 
large Kingdom , who was no ſooner ſeated in his 
Throne, but he canſed the Garriſons that kept the Paſ- 
ſage over Araxis to be removed,and called m the Turks 
his Country-men then dwelling on the other ſide, and 
by degrees advanced them to all the chief Places of 
Truſt, depoſing the Perſians and Sarazens, the Ancient 
Inhabitants of thoſe Dominions ; but long he had not 
wielded his Scepter e'r he made War upon Pz/aſirss the 
Caliph of Babylon, and after ſundry Battles having ſlain 
him annexed his Kingdomto Perſia. 

This Succeſs firing him with adeſire toextend his 
Dominions wider, he ſent Cut/x-Huſes his Nephew to 
war on the Arabians, but thoſe People as dexterous in 
Archery as the Tarks ſoon overthrew him with the 
ſlaughter of a great part of his Army , and therefore 
in his Return requelted of Srepher the Greek Empe- 
rours Lievtenant in Media, that he might paſs through 
thoſe Territories into his own Country; but he not on- 
4 denied him paſſage, but oppoſed him with a power- 

ul Army , which was by the 7xrks defeated, and the 
Lievtenant taken Priſoner : After which the Sultan in 
Perſon made an Expedition againſt the Arabians, 
thinking to revenge the late diſgrace, but procured a 

greater for himſelf , was likewiſe overthrown , _ 
caule 
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cauſed him to bend his Forces to the Conqueſt of Media» 
to effect which he ſent his Brother A4/an, bur in the 
mean while his Nephew fearing his diſpleaſure for 
diſobeying his Command fled, and gathering to him a 
ſtrong Power,ſeizedon Paſar a itrong City of Choraſ- 
mians, yet the Expedition was not thereby obſtrutted; 
but his Army had ſcarce entred the Confines of Media 
before the Emperor's new Lievtenant gave Battle,and 
put the Twrks to flight following the Execution for ma- 
ny miles. | | 
This defeat inraged the Sultan , and cauſed him to 
ſend an Army double the number of the former under 
the Condutt of Humbramy-Alim his other Brother , 
who after ſix days Siege took Arzena Town rich in 
Merchandize, but the Lievtenant having joyned his 
Forces with thoſe of Liperares Governour of Iberca, 
who came to his Aſſiſtance, the Battle was joyned, 
which continued bloody and doubtful for the ſpace of 
tour hours, at the end of which the Victory fell tothe 
Chriſtians, who followed the Execution till Night put 
anend to it, yet Liperates fighting valiantly was taken 
and carried into Perſea, for whote Ranſom the Empe- 
ror ſent great Preſents ; but the Sultan out of a ge- 
nerous bravery. fent him home Ranfam-free, only ad- 
moniſhing never to bear Arms againſt him more, and 
with him ſent Seriph a Mahumetan Prieſt as his Ambaſ- 
{ador,to demand of the Emperor that he would become 
Tributary to the Suttan, and that thereby an Eternal 
Peace might iſſue, which the Emperor rejected with 
juſt diſdain. Whereupon the Sultan invaded the Roman 
Provinces with great Forces, but underſtanding upon 
his approaching Ceſarez that the Emperor's Army was 
upon the March, relolving to give him Battle, and that 
if he ſhould be overthrown there was little hopes of 
retreating by reaſon he had left ſo many Enemies at 
his back, he returned into Media and laid Sicge to the 
B 3 ſtrong, 
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|trong Gity of: Afantizichiert , furiouſly affaulting it 
for thirty days without-intermitlion ; but after the lofs 
of Alcan his chiet Captain, and 20000 T7 wks and Per- 
fans her in great perplexity raiſed the Siege, and upon 
his return being diſpleaſed with his Brother Habraim- 
Alim , he fled by Night and joynedfuch Forces as he 
could ratle with Curl fuſes, againſt whom the Sultan 
marched, and overthrowing theminplain Battle took 
Habraim Priſoner , and immediatly commanded his 
head to be ſtruck off , when in the mean while'Cartu 
Muſes , and his Couſin Melech fled into Armenia with 
the remainder nf 'the broken Army, and from thence 
ſent Amballadors to the'Greek 'Emperor to take them 
4nto protection, but the Sultan following them cloſe 
with his Army, they remoyed from'thence and fled in- 
to Arabia, upon which the Sultan leaving the purtuir, 
turned his Arty upon Uberia and waſted the Country 
with fire and ſword in many places; but upon the ap- 
proach of Acolmthus the Emperor's Lievtenant he re- 
tired to Tawrs , Jeaving behind-him one Sarnich with 
3900 Turks to infeſt the Imperial Territories. At 
which time the Emperor Contanin died, leaving his 
Empreſs and three Children, the former being obliged 
inan'Oathnot to-marry, though afterwards that Oath 
was diſpenſed with by the Patriarch , and ſhe married 
to one Diogines whom ſhe pardon2d as the Sentence of 
death was about to paſs upon him for conſpiracy to 
di\member the Empire : So that he being proclaimed 
Emperor, advanced with an Army againſt the 7wurks 
paſling over into Aſia, where they were waſting the 
Provinces with fire and fword, upon whoſeapproach 
the Snltzn doabting the Event , ſent one part of his 
Army into the South,;znd rhe other into the North,the 
Jatter furpriſing upon its arrival new Caſarea, and fo 
Iaded with rich Booties departed, uponnotice of which 
:ne Emperor purſued them, and atier a ſharp Incounter 
pur 
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put them to flight , recovering the Booty and Priſo- 
ners, at which time the City of Hizrapolss was ſurren- 
dred to him, and many other Cities which the Turks 
had taken ; and then dividing his Army , paſt on with 
one part of it to Syria, and left the other part to de- 
fend the new Conqueſt, which in his abſence was over- 
thrown by the Turks, upon News of which the Gover- 
nour of Aleppo revolted from him. But whilſt the Turks 
ſuppoſed they had him ina Toil, he without any noiſe 
fell in with their Army and put them to flight, making 
great ſlaughterof ſuch as fled, and then receiving. the 
Homage of the ſeveral Countries he paſled through, he 
cate to Alexandria in Celicix, and there quartered his 
Army, and ſo returned to Conftantinople. 

The Emperor having recruited himfelf all Winter, 
early in the Spring haſted to his Army to oppoſe the 
Tirks that were abroad ravaging the Country about 
new Ceſaria,and after having reprelled them paſſed on 
ro the River Enphrates,where leaving part of his Army 
with his Lievtenant for ſccuring the Frontires , he re- 
tired into Capadocia; but in his abſence his Lievtenant 
was routed by the Turkiſh Army which the Emperor 
underſtanding at Sabe#ia, he fent the Governour of 
Antioch with part of his Army to oppoſe them at Mop- 
ſipheFtiz , but they before were broken by the Armeni- 
#ns,who had took from them the rich Booties they had 
acquired by the Sacks of many Cities. 

And thus this Emperour continued to defend the 
Roman Provinces with great Succeſs againſt the power- 
ful Forces of a furious Adverſary all the Reign of 
Fanerolipix the firſt Turkiſh Sultan of Perſia. 


B 4 CHAP. IL

Ci'H AP. IL 


Fhe Reign and Memorable Aichievements of Ax- 
an the ſecond Turkiſh King or Sultan of Perſia. 
The Diviſion of the Turkiſh Monarchy, and the 
Expedition of the Chriſtians unto the Holy 
Land, in order to regain # from the Turks. 


T Angrolipix being dead , his Son Axan was choſen 
by the general Conſent of the Souldiery, Sultan 
in his ſtead; who ſent his Ambaſladors immediately up- 
on his EleCtion to the Emperor Diogenes to conclude a 
Peace, but ſome of his Counſellers perſwaded him that 
thereby the Turk.only ſought togain time till he could 
increaſe his Army, inſomuch that the Treaty broke off 
abruptly, though in anill tune, for the Emperor had 
ſent away part of his Army, yet was he ſpurred on to 
Ingage the Twks by ſuch of his Fredeceſſors Relations 
as envied his Greatneſs, and after Battle joyned, the 
Turks retiring, the Emperor ſuppoſed they did it to 
fetch a Compaſs, in order to ſurprize his Camp, aud 
thereupon himſelf cauſed a Retreat to be ſdunded , 
which John Duca; his Predeccſlor's Brother and his 
Ceſar, under whoſe command a youu part of the Ar- 
my was, perceiving, laid hold of that opportunity to 
ruin the Emperor by, turned Tail and commanded a 
Retreat to be ſounded, which created ſo general a fear 
in the Army , that they fled in all Parts, the Empgror 
not being able to ſtay their flight, which unexpected 
advantage the Sultan perceiving,charged with fury up- 
Til on the Chriſtians ; ſo that the Emperor fighting with 
3s a brave reſolution amongſt the thickeſt Squadrons, was 
at laſt taken Priſoner , together with leveral of his 
great 
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great Commanders after ſeveral wounds received, yet 
comforted by the Sultan, and within a while honou- 
rably diſmiſs'd, when during the time of his Captivity 
John Ducas his Ceſar, Pſellus one of the Senators, and 
other of the FaCtion had thruſt the Empreſs into a 
Monaſtery , and praclaimed Michael Ducas her Eldeſt 
Son Emperor, ol when they heard that the Emperor 
Diegenes was at liberty, they ſent out Letters to the 
Lievtenants of the Provinces to apprehend him, which 
made him gather a great Power, but being diſcomfitted 
by Arzdroniczs the Eldeſt Son of John Ducas, he was 
forced to relign his Claim to the Empire z nor were 
his Enemies content with that, but afterward put out 
his eyes in ſuch ſort that he died miſerably. To re- 
venge which by reaſonof a perpetual League made at 
his diſmiſſion, the Sultan with great Forces invaded 


the Roman Pravinces, whereupan ſeveral Battels were 


fought with various Succeſs; in which the Ceſar and 
Roſelins the oo apo Lievtenant were taken , but 
both ranſomed, the former by the Emperor, the latter 
by his Wife. 

The Affairs between the Empire and Sultan of Per- 
ſia being at this paſs gave Curbs uſes opportunity to 
ſtrengthen himſelf, infomuch that reſolving to caſt a 
Hazard for the Perſian Dominion , he drew. his Army 
into the Field , near the City of Eres , to encounter 
which the Sultan likewiſe drew forth his ; but (fatal! 
to Chriſtendom) juſt as they were about to give Bat-' 
tel, the Caliph of Babylon , who as Prieſt of Mahomer, 
was held in great Eſteem amongſt the Infidels, came 
running between either Army, and conjured them not 
to weaken the Religion of their great Prophet by 
ſhedding each others blood , but rather ſtand to his a- 
ward;the which they laving conſented to do, he inſtant- 
ly decreed that the Sultan ſhould quietly enjoy what 
ever he poſſeſſed, and that his Couzen aided by _ 
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ſhonld poſfeſs in himſelf and Poſterity whatſoever 
ſhould rhenceforward be gained from the Chriſtians, 
on which the Chriſtzars were on all ſides invaded by 
the Tks and Sarazens, their own Divifions in many 
Parts rendring them eafie to be fubducd :, So that the 
Twkiſh Empire - > mg 7 wide, the Chriſtians were 
grievonſly opprefled , eſpecially in the Holy Land, | 
which canſed them to ſend a Letter filled with Lamen- 
tations, by one Petey a Hermit to Pope Urban the Se- 
cond, who taking their fifferings into conſideration, 
called a Council at Chirenionr in France, at which were þ 
preſent upwards of three hundred Biſhops, befides ſe- | 
veral Princes; when to ſtir them up, he cauſed the Pa- 
'Triarch of Ferrfalem's Letter, and other Letters to be 
piblickly read; as likewiſe ordered the Hermit to re- 
ite the deplorable ſtate of the Chriſtians, ſuffering un- 
der the cruelty of the 7nfidels, which with ſuch Elo- 
quence and feeling commiſeration he delivered, that it 
moved the hearts of all preſent ; nor was the Pope | 
himſelf wanting to exhort them to ſtir up the Chriſti- 
an Princes toundertake a War for the deliverance of 
"the Eaſtern Chriſtians, which was ſo cffeCtually orde- 
red, that within a ſhort time an Army of 300000 men 
were raiſed, wearing on their breaſts red Croſſes, un- 
der the Lead of Godfry of Bulloin, Duke of Lorrain, 
and his two Brothers Exftace and Baldwin , Hugh the 
French King's Brother , Raymond and Robert Earls of 
Flanders , Roberr Duke of Normnady, Son to the Con- 
queror, Srephen Devalors, Fatt of Charticrs, Ademar the 
Pope's Lefate, Biſhop of Phare, with many other ho- 
nourable Princes and expert Warriours, who paſſing 
through part of the Greek, Empire, with a Promiſe 
from Alex the Emperor , that they ſhould be from 
time to time provided with neceſlaries,they paſſed over 
the Feltefpont with their Armies , covering the Shores Þ 
oi Afra to the great Terror of the Tnrks and m—_ 
who 
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who notwithſtanding to oppoſe the Tempeſt of War, 
which from Europe threatned. their overthrow ; they 
gathered 'hnge Forces , and falling upon part of Peter 
the Hermit's Army , which was too far advanced be- 
fore the reſt of the Princes , and conſiſted of forty 
thouſand men raifed in the Territories of the Church, 
they cut them off ,, and'cauſed him with the remainder 


| to betake himſelf to Civire, a Town before abandoned 


by the Turks, where he ſtayed till the Arrival of Duke 
Godfry. 
This Loſs inſpired the Chriſtians with rage and'de- 


* «ire of revenge, ſo far that they made a terrible de- 
ſtruction inall places, when in their Progreſs they had 


notice that Cths Muſes the moſt politick Prince of the 
Turks was dead, and had left large Dominions to his 
Son Solyman, of the Proceedings during whoſe Reign

poſſeflionof his Son Sely-myr. The Chriſtian Arty re- 
jolved to recover them again If poſſible, and he as ob- 
[tinately to defend what he had in poſſeſſion : $0 that 
gathering

gathering huge Forces with which he approach'd ices 
where the Chriſtian Army lay in Leaguer, Anno 1097, | 
and after on the Fifth of July-took it, having ſpent fifty 
days inthe Stege, but were well recompenſed by the 
rich Booties they found init, and among1t the reſt Soly- 
man's Wite and two Children, which they ſent Priſo- 
ners to Conſtantinople ;, yet the bad Succeſs put not. a 
itop to the advancement, of Solyman with the: whole 
power of the leſſer Aſia,conhiſting of 60000 Horſe and 
Foot ; So that within a ſhort ſpace the Battle began 
with great fury on both fides, the Chriſtians eager to 
revenge their Fellows ſa lately ſlain, and the Tirks to 
ſecure their Country, made horrible ſlaughter, but af- 
ter a longand abſtinate fight, where nothing bur blood 
and ſlaughter appeared , nor nothing but cries and dy- 
ing groans to be heard, the Turks were = to flight; 
the Chriſtians following the Execution, ſo that 40000 
of them fell in the Battel and purſuit. Though Soly- 
man flying with the remainder of his broken Army, 
gaveout that himſelf had Victory on his fide, the lets 
to diſmay his Subjects ; yet ſo far the Terror of the 
Cbriftians wrought, that the Infidcls fled into fenced 
Citigs, leaving the Villages deſolate 3 whereupon they 
beſieged Antioch , which with little difficulty they 1ub- 
duced , being joyfully received by the Chriſtians there 
dwelling ; next Jconinmand Heraclea,two Cities of note 
ſurrendred upon Summons. Solymar {till flying before 
the Victors, and duly ſending Letters to his Conzen 
Azxan the Perſian Sultan for Aid ; but he not being a- 
ble to _ him againſt ſuch powerful Opponents, 
the Chriſtians recovered all that had been torn from the 
\ Greek Empire, the which according to their Contract 
made with the Emperor they reſtored. 

The Princes thus Victorious in 4/ia , called a Coun- 
c1l, in which it was decreed that an Oath ſhould be ad- 
miniſtred as well to the Princes Commanders as. to the 

common 
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common Soldiers, that none ſhould return till they had 


 Þ won Jeruſalem, which was joyfully embraced. 


And now the Trks perceiving they were no ways 
able to oppoſe the Chriſtians in open fight, endeavou- 
red to ſurpriſe and cut off as many as they might by 
Ambuſhment , and therefore ſent ſeveral ſtragling, 
Troops to face Antioch, upon which the Flemms fallied 
and followed hard till within the danger of the Am- 
buſh, where they had been inevitably loſt, had not the 
Citizens, who were Chriſtians, timely come in to their 
aſſiſtance, and put the 7 ks to flight, and then the Ar- 
mies drawing forth, marched as far as the River Oron- 
tes before they met with any reſiſtance, but there the 
Turks had fortified the Bridge and Banks on the other 
ſide, but being overwhelmed with ſhowers of Engliſh 
Arrows ſent from the Squadron commanded by Robere 
Duke of Normandy, they ſoongave ground , and left 
the Paſſage open, and ſo the Princes paſling the River, 
came to the other Arnrioch in Syria, of which one Caſſia- 
7 was Governour , tothe Relict of which the 1 wks 
came with an Army of 100000 Horſe and Foot , but 
were repulſed by the Chriſtians, and returned with 
20000 leſs than they brought ; ſo that the City on 
the third day of Fw, 1098. was ſecretly and contra- 
ry to the knowledge of the Governour delivered by 
one Phirr«s to Prince Bohemund of Tarentum, who furt- 
ouſly entering a diſmal ſlaughter enſued, inſomuch that 
the Streets run with blood. The Governour npon no- 
tice of what had hapned fled , but falling into the hand 
n the Armenians that were expelled Jeruſalem, he was 

in. 

The loſs of Amntioch being made known to Corbanus 
the Perſian Sultan's Lievetenant,as helay before Edeſa, 
te raiſed the Sige, and with all his Forces marched to- 
wards Antioch, reſolving to put allupon the Hazard of 
a Battle , againlt whom the Princes drew our their 

/ Strengths 
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Strengths , leaving the Earl of Tholows with a compe- 
tent number to ſecure the City from a revolt , hy, rea-, | 
ſon the Twke ſtill held the Caſtle., andafter a long and 
doubtful fight overthrowing with. ſuch - incredible 
ſlaughter of his. men, that all the Valleys were filled 
with blood and: bodies of the ſlain, 100000 Twrks be- 
ing adjudged'to fall in that: Battel, and not above 4000 
Chriſtians, and: the next day they took 5000 Cammels 
with their lading , as. alſo. a new Caſtle built but the 
year before by. the aforeſaid Lievtenant. And thus 
conquering they paſſed on taking ſeveral. Cities of, 
note till they came within the view of Jeruſalem, upon 
ſight of which they ſhouted ſo loud, that all the Coun- 
try reſounded with the joyful Acclamatipns., and: with 
their hands and eyes extended towards Heaven, they, 
called upon the name of Jeſus, and many in humility 
to the place where our Bleſſed Lord: had fo often 
preached his Goſpel, fell to the Ground and kiſled-ir 
with great Aﬀection , making freſh Vows never to 
leave the City till they had delivered it from the ne 
dels ;, but their ſtrength was much impaired by reaſon 
of a Peſtilence that had theAutumn before hapned in the 
Army; yet in a Council of the Princes and chief: Com- 
manders, it was reſolved that the Siege ſhould immedi- 
ately be begun, and carried on withall the vigour ima- 
ginable, 

The Governour having notice of the Chriſtians ap- 
proach, and what was intended, delayed not. to prepare 
all things that might conduce to the making a, ſtreny- 
ous defence, having a little before received a ſtrong re- 
cruit of able Soldiers, and a ſupply of all things neceſ- 
ſary. ; yet the Chriſtians after having got what 
know they could of- the ſtate of Aﬀairs within 
the. City, ſat down before it on the North,for towards: 
the Eaſt andthe Weſt the broken Rocks and ſhattered; 
Hills render it very inco:nmodious, . Next the Wall 

incamped 
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J incamped Godfry Duke of Lorrain with his Germans 


and Lorainers, near unto him on the right pitched their 


J Tents Roterr Duke of Normandy , and the Earl of 


Flanders, before the Weſt Gate lay incamped Tancreed, 
and the Earl of Tholozs, Bohemund and Baldwin, being 
abſent , the one remaining King at Antioch, and the 0- 
ther Governour of Edaſſa. 

The Chriſtians having refreſhed themſelves, it was 
concluded amongſt the Princes, that the fifth day the 
Aſſault ſhould be given , which accordingly was done 
with ſuch bravery, that the Furks were beaten from 
their Defences and miſerably ſlaughtered by the ſhot 
of the Archers ; but they wanting ſcaling Ladders, 


| and the weather being exceeding hot”, the retreat was 


ſounded, but being deſirous of nothing more than 
winning the City, five days after they. gave it another 
fierce Aſſault , which made the Walls to tremble , no- 
thing that Policy or Valonr could afford being wanting 
on the part of the Chriſtians , but ſcarcity of Water 
aflicting them with drought , and the excelfive heat of 
the Weather fruſtrated this ſecond Attempt ; for the 
nemy had either ſtopped up or poyſoned all the 
ells about the City, unleſs that of Sifoe, whoſe Wa- 
ter had worked out the Poiſon,and was become whole- 
08 ». but, that yielded not half enough to ſuffice the 
Army. 

During the time that the Chriſtians beſieged Feruſa- 
lym, a Fleet of Genoeſes arrived at Joppa, where haviug 
notice that a far greater Fleet of the  Egyprian, Sultans 
Bu at Aſcalon with an intent to relieve the beſieged, 
hey after having taken out all things neceſſary, funk 
their Gallies , ang marched over land to the Camp, 
where they became very ſerviccable in making Engines 
for Aſſault , and moving Towers covered with raw 
Hides to prevent their being fired, ong of which they 
et to. the Walls, and from it greatly annoyed the be- 
lieged, 
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fieged , which they perceiving prepared to ſet it ot | 
_ fire, but the wind favouring the Chriſtians , drove it 
fall in the beſiegers face , infomuch that the Duke of 
Lorrain with his German Foot getting upon the Engine | 
beat the Turks and Sarazens from the Wall with great | 
flaughter,and leaping thereon fixed his Standard, keep- 
ing his Ground, though the Enemies ſhot flew as thick 
as Hail , which venturous Attempt ſo encouraged the 
reſt of the Princes , that they preſſed on with great 
fury , inſomuch thata terrible ſlaughter enſued , the 
Souldiers in their rage ſparing neither Mah , Woman, 
nor Child , which made the moſt coiiragious of the 


Turks, Sarazens, and Fews retire to Solomon's Temple ; 
in the Entrance whereof they maintain'da bloody and 
obſtinate fight , ſpreading all the Pavement with the 
bodies of the ſlain, and bedewing it with ſtreams of 
blood, and ſo eager were the Chriſtians to charge the 
Trfidels, that they for haſte thruſt one another upon 


the Enemies Weapons ; yet after great ſlaughter they 
gave back and betook them to the Vaults on the top 
of the Temple, from whence they defendedthemſelyes 
fill the fury of the Chrift5axs was over, and a Trumpet 
ſounded to give Quarter , upon which they yielded, 
and had their Lives ſpared. 

Thus was the Famous City of Fer»ſalem tetaken by 
the Chriſtians in 30 days, Anno 1099. after it had re- 
mained in the hands of the barbarous /rfidels for the 
ſpace of 4.09 years, and ſo great was the joy conceiv 
by the Chriſtians, who inhabited it, and had ſuffered 
miſerable Perſecution under the Txrks , that they 
embraced the Souldiers, weeping for gladneſs, and 
every where ſinging praiſes for their deliverance. 

Things being at this paſs,,the Princes conſulted a- 
mongſt themſelves whom to conſtitute King of the 
Holy City, and after ſome deliberation thought none 


fitter than the valiant Dnke of Normandy , but he 
hearing 
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hearing of his Brothers death declined it,as deſirous to 
return and take polleſſion of his Kingdom of England, 
but at his return foundit poſleſſed by his younger Bro- 
ther Henry, who not only deprived him of his King- 
dorn, but ſoonafter of his Dutchy of Normandy : And 
finally of his life, by putting out his eyes, which many 
held as a Judgment tor his refuſing the Scepter of Je- 
ruſalem, 

Upon the Duke's declining,the Princes unanimouſly 
chole Gedfry of Bolloin, Duke of Lorain, who accepted 
the honourable and glorious Truſt , but at the time of 
his Inauguration refuſed to be crowned with a Crown 
of Gold, ſaying, that it became not a Chriſtian to wear 
a Crown of Gold, where Chriſt the Son of God had 
for the Salvation of mankind ſometime worn a Crown 
of Thorns ; but long he had not injoyed his new ac- 
quired Dignity c'r News was brought that 100000 
Turks, Sarazens, and Jews were upon their march to re- 
cover the City,againit whom the Chriſtian Army ad- 
vanced and gave them battle with fo fearful an over- 
throw that all the Field and Plains for the ſpace of 
ten miles were covered with the bodies of the flain, 
and then paſling on won many famous Cities, ever 
where putting the Inhdels to the rout, but not long, at- 
ter a great Mortality happening , the Heroick Goafry 
King of Jeruſalem died, and was interred inthe Church 
of the Sepulcher of our Saviour on Mount Calvery : 
And! Baldwin Count of  Ed42fſz his Brother ſucceeded 
bim, who with many Victorics and.Cities taken , much 
mlarged the Territorics of Jernſaler; but helieging 
the City of Prolemazrs , he was in a Skirmiſh with thoſe 
I'whs wounded, yet took the City,and lived many years 
after, but the wound being as was ſuppoſed given with 
an impoy ſoned v-capon , and not pertcctly cured, he 
dicd thereof in the eighteenth year of his Reign, and 
Was molt favourably buried by lis Brother, his Sepul- 
(her remaining, yet viſible, C =_— 
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After him ſucceeded his Couzen Baldwin Brugenſes, 
againſt whom the Caliphoft Egypr aided by the King of 
Damaſco, and the Twrks came with a great Army , but 
they returned without effeCting any thing ; yet not 
long after Gazs# the greateſt Prince of the 7urks in 
the leſſer Aſia, aided by the King of Damaſco, and De- 
bes King of Arabia came againſt Antioch with a great 
power , and incamped at Aleppo, againſt whom Roger 
Prince of Antioch advanced without ſtaying for King 
Baldwin, who was on his march with a great Ar- 
my , and unadviſedly joyning battel , his Army was 
overthrown, and himſelf flain ; but King Baldwin 
coming, upon the Trks grown ſecure by reaſon of 
their new acquired Vittory, put them to the rout 
far aud near, filling all the Plains with the bodies of 
the ſtain; but within a while after, cncountring with 
Balac General of the Perſian Sultan's Army, he was 
taken priſoner, and his Army overthrown z but after 
cightcen Months impriſonment , for the Ranſom of 
100000 Ducats ſet at liberty , and afterwards ob- 
tained many fignal ViCtories over the /nfidels ;, and in 
his Reign was ſetled the order of the Knights Tem- 
plers, Hugh Paganw being the firſt great Maſter of 
that Order ; but King Baldwin the Second being tired 
and diſordered with the many battels, and having re- 
ceived many wounds ,- after he had married AMarga- 
ret his F.ldelt Daughter to Foulk Duke of Turin, Anjoy 
and Atayn, tell fick in the thirteenth year of his Reign, 
Anno 1131. and conſtituting his Son in Law to ſucceed 
him, gave up the Ghoſt, and was buried in the Temple 
upon Mount Calvery near his Predeceſlors. 

After the death of Baldwin Foulk, was crowned King, 
of Feruſalemuviz.on the Sixth of September, Anno 1131, 
by W/iltam the Patriark ;- but the Devil envying the 
ſpreading of the Chriſtian Religion , endeavoured to 
ſtir up Diviſion amongſt the Chriſtians , inthe begin- 
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ning of this King's Reign;for Ponrizs Count of Tripolss 
by force of Arms endeavoured to rend the City and 
Territorics of Antioch from the Kingdom of Jeruſalem, 
and Hugh Count of Foppa being highly concerned in 
the Treaſon for fear of puniſhment joyned with the 
Sarazens that held the ſtrong City of Aſcalon, but God 
prevented the miſchict that thereby might have enſued, 
by taking the former away by the Sword of the 7urks, 
and the labter being driven out of Aſcalon, died in Ex- 
ile, the very Heathens abhorring a Traytor. 

Theſe ſtirs were no ſooner over, but the Turks inva- 
ded Antioch with a powerful Army ; but the King 
coming ſuddainly upon them , put them to flight with 
much ſlaughter , and got in the plundring of their 
Camp great Riches. | 

After which John the Greek Emperor raiſed a great 
power to ſeize upon Antioch, pretending, ita part of 
his Empire ; but the Kings of Exrope interpoling , he 
was content it ſhould be holden by the pretent Prince 
the Earl of Poittou, he paying him Homage for his 
Principality ; but being, a man of a reſtleſs Spirit, he 
ſoon after came again with a powerful Army, thinking 
to haveadmittance into the City, and ſo to lurprize itz 
but found his expeCtations frultrate, for the Citizens 
would not admit him to enter, unleſs with ſome few of 
his Followers, in revenge of which he cauſed the Subs 
urbs to be ſacked, and 1o returned into Clicia, whers 
hurting a Boar, whilſt the furious Beaſt preijed on the 
Spear the Emperor held againſt him, the Emperat's 
hand prelled upon the point of a poyionous Arrow he 
had in his Quiver, which entring the ſieſh, the force of the 
poy ſon was fuch;that in great pain he ſhortly died,uport 
which Emanuel Elex his Son was choſen in his ſtead, 

Jeruſalem by this means being, at peace, the King, 
Queen, and many great Commanders went without the 
Walls to take the Air , when there chanced a Hare to 
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be ſtarted, after which the King and thoſe that accom- 
panied him rid, and he forcing his Horſe he fell: fo 
that tne King's head fell under him, of which mortal 
Lruiſe he in three days dyed in great torment, viz. on 
the thirteenth of November, Anno 1142. and was bu- 
ried by his Predeceſſors, greatly lamented of all good 
C7iſtians, and after him ſucceeded Baldwin his Son, the 
third of that name, he being about thirteen years of 
Age, and in his Reign came Conrade the Third, Einpc- 
ror of Germany with a powerful Army to the Afhitance 
of the Chriſtians in Syria, who by the way being oppo- 
ſed by the Zurks at the River Meander gave them battel 
and overthrew them with the ſlaughter of 30000 of 
the Enemy , ſo that the River for many miles ran 
blood, and then marching forward,without the leaſt 
Impeachment, came to [conirm , the Chic Seat of the 
7mkiſh Kings intheleſſer Aſia, which he beſieged 3 but 
it being ſtrongly fortified and Want increaling, in the 
Camp a Mortality hap'ned which deſtroyed ſo many 
of the Souldiers, that the Emperor was forced to raiſe 
his Sieze and to return home. The occaſion of this 
Mortality was faicl to be occaſioned by eating of Meal, 
which the Greeh, Emperor upon their pailing through 
js Dominious , bad canſed to be mingled with Lime, 
asno leis envying the ſucceſs of the Chriftians in Syria 
then the Twrks; and by ſuch like Treacherics he fruttra- 
ted the Expedition of Lew:s the Eighth King of France, 
who aſtcr a long Siege lay'd to Damaſco, without pre- 
vailing azainlt it, wes forced to return with half hisAr- 
my,the other half being through want and diſcales loſt. 
Eut to returnto Baldwin King of Jeruſalem, after he 
had given the 7wrhs and Sarazens ſeveral Overthrows, 
twice relicving Pencad, fortified Gaza , and taken all 
the Cities the 1xfidcls held in the Territorics of Jeruſa- 
lem, he by his Ambaſſadors accorded a Marriage with 
the Greek Emperor's Niece, which Emperor in requital 
thercot,

thereof , deſired in Marriage one of the King's near 
Kinſwomen ; whereupon he offered him Aathildas, 
an honorable Lady, Siſter to the Count of 7r4ipoles, 
but he refuſing her, and taking ry the Daughter of 
Raywund Earl of Antioch, the Count was greatly diſ- 
pleaſed, and with certain Ships of War greatly irfe- 
ited the Emperors Territories, and upon the King's 
coming to Amoch to folemnize the Marriage, he was 
ſ1ppoied to be poyſoned by one Barac a Jew, the 
Counts Phyſician, for he taking Phyſick to prevent 
\Winrer ſickneſs, immediately fell into a bloody Flux, 
and afterwards a Conſumption , of which he died at 
Beri:us,, Arno 1163. when he had reigned proſperoully 
21 years, being, generally lamented of his Friends and 
Enemies , Nor:dan the Twkyſh General and King, of 
amaſco declaring that the world afforded not his Peer. 
During theſe ſtirs in Syria, Sultan Solymar, and Ata- 
homet his Succeſlor being dead , Marſal having upon 
the overthrow of the Greck Emperor's Army graſped 
the Scepter of Perſia, divided his Dominions at his 
death between his three Sons, viz. to Cl: zaSthilon his 
Eldeft he gave Perſia, with the Towns and Provinces 
thereunto appertaining z to Jagupaſan his Second Son 
he gave Amaſa and Arcyra, with the fruitfnl Country 
of Cappadocia, and to Dadun and his Third Son gave 
he the Cities of Ceſaria and Sabaſtia, which Divilion 
cauſed a greater amongit the Brethren ; ſo that mor- 
tal hate inſned, which at its heels brought an Inteſtine 
War; the Elder who bore the name of Sultan ſeeking 
to deſtroy and diſpoſleſs the two younger, which in- 
teſtine broyls the Greek, Emanuel fought to augment, 
covertly aſliſting them both, that they by rending the 
Perfian Monarchy might give him anealie mcans to re- 
cover what had bccn diſmembred from his Empire 3 
but finding the Sultan powerful , he ſuppoſed it beſt 
69 lide with him opculy, which he doing by that means, 
GC 3 J acrpaſan 
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Jagupaſan was overthrown in a bloody and doubtful 
battel, and he flying into Arabza, had all his Dominions 
ſeized, upon which an enterview was had between the 
Sultan and the Emperor , wherein a Peace was Con- 
cluded between thoſe Potentates, the former promiling 
at his return to take Ceſaria and Sebaitia from Dadune, 
and deliver them to the Emperor ; the former part of 
this promiſe he performs, viz. the taking the Cities, 
but the latter part of reſtoring them, as he never in- 
tended, fo he never performed, but forgetting all for- 
mer curteſics, inyaded the Imperial Provinces with 
Fire and Sword, doing great miſchief, taking by ſtorm 
Lagdicea in Phrygia , upon which the Emperor palled 
the Helleſpont with a great Army,and fortified Dorileum 
and Subleum , with other ſtrong Holds, to hinder the 
Inroads of the Turks; nevertheleſs they ceaſed not to 
inteſt his Frontiers, whereupon the Emperor grievoully 
complained of the Sultan's Ingratitude and breach of 
Proiniſe, and he on the other fide of his breach of 
League, in fortifying the Fronticr Towns; where- 
upon the Emperor raiſed the whole power of his Em- 
pire, reſolving to raſe Jconinm marching with his 
whole Army , Phrygia, Laodicea, Chonas, and other 
Countries, tne Tut: keeping aloof , as not daring ta 
give him battel; but the Sultan ſent his Amballadors 
with offers of Peace, but the Emperor driven head- 
long onas it were by the Deſtinies,traſting his power, 
ſighted all his Propofals, willing the Amballadors to 
tell their Maſter, he would give him anſwer under the 
Walls of [comm ; whereupon order was given to the 
Tucks to impoyſnn the Well, and deſtroy all Corn and 
Forrage by the way the Emperor ſhould paſs, which 
Was accordingly put in Execution ; ſo that by ſuch 
means many of the Soldicrs and ſome prime Command- 
ers dicd ; and further they fortified the Straights of 
Zibriga , through wiuch the Chritians were to pals 
uwpQn 
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upon their departure from Myria-Cephalon , which are 
ſeven narrow Valleys of five miles long each, over 
which hang Rocks , craggy Clifts and Mountains, 
that almoſt touch at the top, yet through theſe 
the Emperor would needs paſs, though he had 
notice that the Turks had ſtrongly poſleſſed themſelves 
of the faid Valleys, having frit divided his Army into 
three Battalia's ; but he was no ſooner entred,but the 
Turks appeared upon the Rocks and Mountains on eve- 
ry ſide, ſending ſhowers of poyſonous Arrows upon 
the Imperialiſts, themſelves remaining as it were ſecure 
under the ſhelter of the Rock, inſomuch that e'r he had 
got through, three parts of his Army were deſtroyed, 
filing the Valleys with blood,and the Carcailes of the 
flain 3 but in the middle of his diſtreſs,it pleaſed God,to 
move the Sultan to pity him , and conclude a Peace on 
condition that the fortified "Towns ſhould be raſed, and 
ſo diſmiſſed him with the remainder of his broken Ar- 
my;but after repenting that he had ſuffered his Enemy 
to eſcape his hand, permitted ſuch as would to fall upon 
his Rear, by which means many were {lain, yet at laſt 
he arrived at Chovas in his own Territories, and cauſed 
Sublewn to be raſed, but not the other Towns, where- 
upon the Sultan complained of the 7o-performance of 
the Articles, but receiving no fatisfaCtion to his mind, 
he ſent Araparch one of his great Captains with an Army 
of 2400 Horſe and Foot todeltroy the Emp:zror's Ter- 
ritorics, even to the Sca-ſide, and in token thereof to 
bring an Oar, ſome of the Sea water, and Sea Sand, which 
the ſaid Captain undertook,ſpoyling Phryzia,and all the

Citics uponthe Banks of the River Adeander, taking a 
great Spoyl,hut in his return he was met withal by Johz 
Bataza,the Emperor's Nephew,and Ducaſe Conſt::nine, 
who ſetting, upon him about to pals the Aftander, de- 
ſtroyed him and all his Army, recovering the rich 
Booty. 
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And thus the Emperor Emanuel paſſed over in con- 
tinual Wars, yet by fo doing he gave the Chriſcians in 
Syria reſt , who after he had fat Emperor for the ſpace 
of thirty eight years dicd, leaving Alex1#5 Commenus 
his Son, a Child of twelve years of Age toReign in 
his ſtead under the proteCtion of the Empreſs, both of 
which were barbarouſly murdered by Azdroncws the 
deceaſed Emperor's Couzen, who proved fo inhuman 
and unmercitul, that one /ſaac Angelins, whom he de- 
ſigned to murther, cauſed the Citizens to mutiny a- 
gainſt him, and put him to a ſhameful death himlelf, 
being afterwards choſen Emperor in his ſtead; but he 
reigned not Jong, for proving almalt as Tyrannical as 
the former , he was«lepoſed, and his Brother Alexis 
choſen to ſucceed him, who getting him into his power 
to make all ſafe, put out his eyes, and thruſt him into a 
Monaſtery ; fo that in theſe ſuddain alterations the 
Turks made great ſpoyl of the Imperial Provinces , 
greatly diſmembring the Empire, ſore ſhaken with in- 
rtcſtine. broyls: But Cliſalthlar dying gave ſome Relt, 
by rcaſon his Sons fell at variance among themſelves, 
as he and his Brothers had done; for he leaving four 
all Erown to Mens eſtate , viz. Maſul, Coppatine, Keu- 
cratine , and Caicboſroes, he divided his Domumons a- 
mong({t them; but they thinking cach other wronged, 
unlels every one had all, would not content themſelves 
with what their Father had allotted them, though Do- 
minions large enough to ſuffice twenty Kings , raiſed 
1mp1ous Broils : But after long contention, Maſur the 
Elder fſeiſed by force all the Dominions in Perſia , 
maxing hjmſclt thereby abſolute Sultan, where I ſhall 
leave him ſctling his Dominions , and return to Je- 
rfalem, | 

After the death of Baidwin , Almericus his younger 
 rother was crowned King, anthe ſeventecnth day of 
Feruery, Ani.or163. who was no ſooner ſetied in his 
'T hrone, 
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Throne,but he warred upon Dargan the Egyptian Sul- 
tan for refuſing to pay him the accuitomed Tribute, 
and in a dreadful battel overthrew him , who to ſtay 
the purſuit cut the Banks of N:{,and lay'd the Coun- 
try under water : But whilſt he was buſie tn Egypr, 
Noridia the King of Damaſco making Inrodes u 

the Chriſtians near Tripolis was fought with by Gulbere 
Lacy an engliih man,then great Maſter of the Templars, 
and by him overthrown with the loſs of three parts of 
his Army ; but the next year laying Siege to. Arethuſa, 
the Chriſtian Princes gathered their Forces to oppoſe 
him, who upon their approach raiſed his Siege and de- 
parted, and whillt they eagerly purſued , he trained 
Lhem into certain miry Fens, where turning upon them 
he overthrew their Army with incredible ſlaughter, 
and the Captivity of all the Princes commanding, af- 
ter which Victory he again laying Stege to the City 
had it yielded to him z but Almericiz was more ſuccels- 
ful in Egypr , for he ſo prevailed againſt the Zzrks and 
Sarazens , that they were obliged to purchaſe their 
Peace with the delivery of the City of Alexandria, 
and moſt of the Priſoners taken by Noraaiz in tie 
late overthrow; and within a ſhort while after the 7urks 
infringing the Articles, he aided by the Knights Tem- 
plars, and other Chriſtians lay'd Siege to Pelufium,which 
he after three days ſetting down before it, won and 
gave it to the great Malter, and the Knights of the 
Order, In this City they took the Snltan of Egypr's 
Son, and Nephew, tor whoſe ranfom the King received 
100090 Ducats, and fo he returned to Jeruſalem, 
when ſhortly after $.:r4con the Turkiſh General in thoſe 
Parts, under pretence of Friendſhip, flew the Sultan of 
Foype in his Vert, and was in his ſtead proclaimec Sul- 
tan, being frit 7 7k that ever governed Egypt ;, yet he 
enjoyed not his 11] got Dominion above the ſpace of a 
year before death ſurprized lum, when in his ſtead Sa- 
ladze 
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ladine his Nephew was crowned Sultan , who deſirous 
to be rid of the Caliph, who as Succeſlor to the-Impo- 
ſeor Mabomet ruled in effect the Kingdom, he upon 
ſome diſguſt with his horſeman's Mace, beat his brains 
out at a. blow , and then taking the chief Places of 
Truſt fromthe Egyptians, and giving them to his Turks, 
{0 well ſecured himſelf and his Poſterity , that for the 
revolution of many years that fertile Kingdom re- 
mained in ſubjeCtion to the Twrks. 

Being by the means aforeſaid ſetled in his Kingdom, 
he raiſed a great power andentered Paleſtine, and after 
a ſhort Siege took the City of Daron e're Almericus 
could come to relieve it, and now the Turks increaſing 
in great numbers , the King of Jeruſalem was obliged 
to fend to the Chriſtian Princes of the Weſt for aid, 
and in the meanwhile ſtoutly defended his Territory, 
which the former Kings had extended to the uttermoſt 
borders of Arabia Felix , larger than what ever the //- 
raclites poſleſſed ; and Anno 1173. Noridon King of 
Damaſco died, the foreſt Enemy the Chriſtians had ; 
but as Joy ſeldom comes without ſome taſte of ſorrow 
to allay it; ſo now, for Almericas the Sixth famous 
King of Jeruſalem , returning from the Siege of Pea- 
nead, the ſame year fell into a Fever, which atter a ſhort 
lickneſs deprived him of life. 

Upon the death of Americzs, his Nephew Baldwin 
was crowned King, who mightily oppoſed the 7 wrks, 
ziving them many fatal overthrows , bur was in the 
jlower of his youth cnt off by death the ſixteenth of 
May, 1185. when as he hadreigned twelve Years and 
ſome Vionths. 

In this King's ſtcad his Son Baldwin the Fifth of that 
name, and Eighth King of Jeruſalem was crownct ; 
bunt long he had not wn a er his perfidious Mother 
to advanccher ſecond Husband Gxyto the Throne, poy- 


ſoncd him; But Heaven left not ſuch wickedneſs un- | 


revenged 
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revenged, not long after Guy the Ninth and Laſt King 
of Jeruſalemtook upon him the Scepter , the Chriſtians 
fell at variance amongſt themſelves, ready to turn their 
Swords upon each other, of which Salaazze the Egypri- 
an Sultan taking the advantage, won many Cities, and 
finally ma bloody battel the C briſtian Army Was oVer- 
thrown, the King and molt of his Nobles, together 
with the great Maſter of the 'Templers , were taken 
Priſoners, which altogether broke the ſtrength of the 
Chriſtians in Syria z for hightned with this ſucceſs, the 
Sultan with an Army of 200000 Horle and Foot be- 
lieged Jeruſalem, which being naked of men, and want- 
ing a Head, was after fourteen days Siege, and many 
fierce Aſlaults delivered up to the Enemy, Anno 1187. 
after it had been inthe hands of the Ewropean Chriſtians 
for the ſpace of 100 years , upon condition that fuch 
Chriſtians as would might {till remain there, with free 
exerciſe of their Religion, and thoſe that were mind- 
cd to depart might be permitted foto do, with as much 
of their Goods as they could carry upon thetr backs. 

And thus the Holy City again fell into the hands of 
the Pagans, who poluted it with their prophane [dola- 
trics andſuperſtitious Worſhip, through the Chri/tians 
lukewarmnefs and diſreſpeCt of God's Divine Wor- 
ſhip , who living in abundance of plenty , forgat the 
hand that protected them, truſting in their own arms, 
as the /ſraclites to their colt had done before them. 

After Jeruſalem the Metropolis of the Kingdom was 
taken, Antioch was betrayed by the Patriarck (tuchlit- 
tle regard had Chriſtians of their Fidelity) into the 
hands of the Zzrks, tor a ccrtain ſum of Gold, and at- 
terward molt of the other Citics cither revoltcd , or 
were taken by force, 
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CHAP IV. 
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The Second Expedition of the TVeitern Princes for ; 


the Recovery of the Holy Lana, &c. 


rofng and moſt of the Cities of Paleſtine being 
loſt, as aforeſaid, the Exropear Potentates were not 
alittle grieved, and to recover the ſame raiſed a mighty 
Power ; and firſt that advanced was Frederick, the 
German Emperor, who ſetting forth from Vienna palled 
with a puiſſant Army through Hungary, Bulgaria, and 
Thracia, and fo to Conſtantinople , where he paſled over 
into Aſia, and entring Lyconia gave the Turks a great 0- 
verthrow , after which he beſieged and took comm 
giving the Spoyls thereof to his Soldiers; and from 
thence paſling into Celicia in the Strazghts, where the 
Greck Emperor ſome years before received his fatal 0- 
verthrow , he had a ſecond conflict with the Tark, 
whom he put to flight with great ſlaughter, and rok 
the City of Philomela, and put the Inhabitants to rhe 
ſword, for exccuting his Meſtangers he ſent to trear 
with them about delivering jt peaceably ; and then en- 
tring Armenia the leſs, he took the City of chrene, 
and ſubdued all the Territories ronnd about, and there 
£ave the Turks an other fearfnl overthrow, which Army 
was no ſooner vanquiſhed, but another not inferiour to 
it appeared under the heading of Saphadine Saladin 
the Snltan's Son , which with an undaunted bravery he 
charged, and put to rout, with incredible ſlaughter 
(but the joy of Victory was ſoon turned into Mourning) 
for the good Emperor 7calons for the Chriſtian Caule, 
following hard upon the flyers, his Horſe floundercd 11 
the River Szlcphic, and threw him out of the Saddle, 
with his right foot hanging in the Stirrup, after which 
manner, 
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manner,e'r he conld be relieved, he was drag'd through 
the River, and hitting by the way on certain Stumps, 
ſo bruiſed , that when he was taken up, he was 
heard to ſay no more then , Lord receive my Soul, e'r 
he gave up the Ghoſt, in the ſeventieth year of his 
Age, and of his Reign 38. 40 1190. Whereupon 
his Body was carricd to the City of Tre, and there 
in the Cathedral with all Solemnity interred. 

This Heroick Emperor being dead, his Son Frederick, 
Duke of S«evia, then in the Army was faluted Empe- 
ror and General by the conſent ot the great Comman- 
ders; but now (the Country being purpoſely deltroy- 
cd before them) pale Famine began to ſtare them in 
the face, yet on they marched, and charging Dodegquiz 
Saladins , General, tent to oppole their Pallage, gave 
him a great overthrow, and had all the Citics ren- 
dred as they paſled, till they came to Prolomars, where 
the power of the Chriſtians in Syria were incamped, 
headed by Gzy late King of Jeruſalem, who for a great 
Sum had obtained his Liberty. 

Upon the Arrival of :Frederick,, the Chriſtians gave a 
fierce Aſſault to the City on all Parts, and had taken 
it by Storm, had not Saladine the Egyptian Sultan, 
who lay hovering aloof with his Army, fallen upon 
their Camp, and thereby in the hottelt of the Aflault 
obliged them to draw off to defend the ſame, and 
having forced him torctire with the loſs of a few men, 
they returned again to the Siege, expecting the Arri- 
val of Richard the Firlt, King of Ergland, and Philip 
the Second, King of France, who were upon their way 
with great Forces; but they wintering in the lile of 
Sicilia , the French King, out of Envy to the Glory of 
the Engliſh, and an old grudge having been formerly a- 
bout King Richard's retuling the French King's Sitter, 
and marrying the Daughter of the King of Navar, 
the Fraxch King not long after returned home , and 
withdrew 
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withdrew his Army to the fruſtrating the whole deſign 
of recovering Jeruſalem; yet at preſent he diflemb 
the matter, and looſing firſt -from the Port of Meſina, 
arrived at Ptolomars , where the Chriſtians lay ſtill in- 
camped,afrer whom King Kichard ſhortly followed;but 
layling by Cyprzs, his Flect was diſperſed by a Storm, 
and two of his Ships falling on ground on that Coaſt, 
the If{landers ſpoylcd them , and when the reſt of the 
Fleet put in there, they rudely withſtood their land- 
ing, which to inraged King Richard, that he landing by 
force, ſeiſed the land, and took the King thereof Pri- 
foner, and ſent him bound in Chains of Silver to 
Syria. 

F The King having ſecured the Iſland to his uſe, difſ- 
anchored and failed to Prolomars , where he was joy- 
tully received of the Chriſtiaz Princes, upon whoſe Ar- 
rival the City after a hot Aſſault , and a great breach 
in the Wall, was {urrendred upon condition the Garri- 
fon might depart with ſafety , for which they were 
likewiſe to pay a great. Ranſom to deliver the Holy 
Croſs they had in polleſſion, and a certain number of 
them to remain as Hoſtazes , that the Saladine ſhould 
deliver ſuch Chriſtian Priſoners as he had in his power, 
wherenpon the Germans of Auſtria entered firſt the 
breach, and advanced the Standard of their Duke up- 
on the Wall, as it by their only valour the City had 
been gain'd , which ſo offended King Richard, that he 
cauſed the Standard to be thrown down, and trampled 
on, Which Indignity the Duke reſented ſo heinoully, 
that to the great hindrance of the Wars in Syr4a, he re- 
turned with his Forces into Auſtria ;, as likewiſe did 
the King of France with the greateſt part of his Army, 
under pretence he did it for want of health in ſo hot a 
Clime, but indeed out of ſecret Envy to King R:ch- 
ard. 
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my , and that there ſtill remained amongſt them dif- 

—_ refuſed to pay the money for the Ranſom of 
the Holtages , or deliver up the Chri##an Priſoners 
but threatned that if any Extremity was uſed by the 
King towards them, he would behead all the Chriſtian 
Priſoners, the which notwithſtanding the Hoſtages 


» werenot hurt, he moſt barbaroully pertormed ; in re-. 


turn whereof the King commanded 2500 of the Ho- 
ſtages to be executed in the ſight of the /zfiaels Camp, 
and reſolved to give him battel , which he perceiving 
raiſed his Camp, and departed aiong, the Sea Coalt, 

ruining the ſtrong Towns, to prevent their falling inta 
the hands of the Chriſtians » Who leaving Prolomais 
ſtrongly fortifed, followed cloſe at his heels, reſolving 
to betiege Feruſalem , which he perceiving, and taking 
ſuch advantage as the time and place would aftord, 
faced about : So that both Armies meeting about Noon, 
a dreadful conflict began, which continued with great. 
laughter , eſpecially onthe part of the Turks, till Eve- 
ning : at what time the Victory fell to the Chriſtians, 
who had the Exccution of the rfidels for ſeven miles 
but Winter coming on, they diſpoſed of the Army ll 
Spring , inthe Towns that Salaajne had ruinated , re- 
pairing and fortifying them ſtronger than before z but 
when Spring came, upon malt'ring the Army , they 
were found greatly decreaſed by diſeaſes and abſent- 
ing,, and at the ſame time the King found the Duke of 
Burgunaia, under whole command the French King had 
left part of his Army, till tocrols his purpoſe, as de- 
lirous to return home , having received ftuch Orders 
privately from the King his Maſter, who was contra- 
ry tohis Oath taken at his departure warring upon the 
Normans, then King, Kichara's Subjects, and that others 
were of the like mind, found himſelt altogether toc 
weak to befiege Jerny, ule 1, and hearing how the French 
King had incited his younger Brother | John to take up» 
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on him the Government of the Kingdom of England, 
fearing leſt while he was warring abroad, he might 
looſe his Kingdom at home, he reſolved to make ſuch 
conditions with the Sultantain,as might be beſt for the 
advantage of the Chriſtians in Syria, and ſo imbarque 
for England, which the crafty zfidel underſtanding, 
and finding his power daily todecay, would hearken to 
no other Propoſals, than that the Chriſtians ſhould ſur- 
render all the Towns they had taken, Prolomars ex- 
cepted, and in conlideration thereof be ſuffered to live 
}n Peace, which being concluded on, the King leaving 
Count Henry of Champaigne his Lievetenant of Syria, 
Imbarked with his fair Queen, who had accompanied 
him in his tedious Expedition; but by the way being 
ſeparatedfrom the relt of his Fleet, ſuffered wrack up- 
on the Coaſt of Fiſtria, and attempring with a ſmall 
retinue to walk over land in the Habit of a Templar, 
he was diſcovered, and by the command of the Duke 
of Auſtria (in whole Territories , and whom he had 
diſgraced at the Siege of Prolomars, by throwing down 
his Standard) taken Priſoner , and by him ſold to the 
Emperor Henry tor 40000 pounds, who kept him pri- 
foner a year and three months, and then received for 
his Ranſom 150000 pounds. But the Ship that the 
Queen and her Ladies were in, arrived ſafe in Eng- 
land. 

Soon after the King's delivery, news came that Sala- 
dine the great Sultan was dead, which caulcd the Prin- 
ces of Germany, animated by Pope Celeſtines, to under- 
take a third Voyage for the Recovery of Feruſalem. 
The Dukes of Saxory and Arſtria commanding in 
Chief, and with them went many Biſhops, who upon 
their Arrival joyned with the Chriſtians they found 
there, and repaired Joppa, the which whilſt they were 
doing, the Turkiſh Army approached, whereupon they 


drew out, and in pitched battle overthrew them, bur 
[0 
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to the Loſs of their two Generals, the former dying 
within four days after the ViCtory of a Fever, and the 
latter of the Wounds he had received. And in fine, news 
coming that Herry the Emperour was dead,moſt of the 
chick Captains retumed home, 1n hopes to be elected 
Emperour. After which the Turks took Joppa ahd 
put all they found in it to the Sword, but at the inſtance 
of Pope Innocent the third, Philip the French King 
ſent 5000 Souldiers, under the leading of S702 Count 
of Mont-ferat to joyn the Chriltians, by whoſe good 
conduct things were ſo ordercd that they procured to 
live at peace in 7 yre and Prolomats, where I ſhall leave 
them axd return to the Leſſer Aſa, and relate by what 
means the Turks firſt Empire in Ferp4 was brought to 
nought. 


CHAP. V 


The ruin of the Turks firſt Kinzdom in Aſa, by 
the Tartars. 


He Turks having flouriſhed in Perſia and the Leſſer 
Aſia by the Space of about 209 years under the 
Succeſſion of divers Sultans and Kings: The 7 artars

the Greck will have it Corſautes : The Turkiſh Sultan 
of Perſia leaving all the Cities naked to be polileſled

#herenpon his Son Ugrarchan taking upon him the

The City of Conſtantinople thus taken the 12 of 
April 1204, or as ſome will have it 1200, the Citt- 
zens Lives at the requelt of the Religious were ſpared, 
but their Wealth becamea prey to the Souldiers,ſonow 
thoſe that retuſed to part with a little at the requeſt 
of their Natural Lord for the ſupport of his Honor and 
their Safety, were now obliged to part with all. 
After the Sack of this City molt of the Cirtics of the 
Empire yeilded, whereupon the Princes aflembling, 
choſe Baldwin Earl of Flanders and Hanaulr, Emperor, 
and amonglt the other Princes was the Empire «it- 
vided into Provinces, cach holding his Principality 
in fee of the Emperor as their Supream J.ord. 

Things being at this pals news came that T heodorires 
Laſcaris had fortified Adrianople, and railing, forces 
for the recovery of the Greek Empire which cavſed 
the Latins under the leading, of their Emperor to March 
againſt him, who upon news of ticir Approach retired 
into the City, which he Itrongly fortii&l expecting 
no leſs then a Siege, which accordingly way, lay'd at 
what time John {King of Bul-arta, el Catied 
Myfia a large kingdom lying between rac ereat Monun- 
tain Emans ard Danubizzs, aided by the Sevthtans a 
Parbarous Peoplc,came with a gret power to raile the 
Seige,again{tiwwhom theEmperor drew out his ſtrengths, 
but following too cagerly, the Scyb1- Horlemen lent 
Out 
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out to Skirmiſh on purpoſe to train him into an Ambuſh, 
hc fell im with the Kings power amongſt the Woods and 
Mountains, vherc being Over wear" yed with the tedious 
purſuit,he was overthrown himſelf taken Priſoner, and 
his Army tor the molt part Slain, nor ſufficed it the Barba- 
rous King to have him in his Power, but after an Inhu- 
manc manner cutting olt his hands and feet, caſt him yet 
living into a deep V alley, where be miſerably periſhed, 
and thus dicd the firit moit Valiant Emperor of the 
Latins in Canslantiaoie ere he had Reigned a full 
Year. 

The Emperor Beldiriz being dead, Henry his Brother 
was choſen in his ſtead, who to revenze his Brothers 
Dc: th zided by the Latin Princes, Marched againſt

ſted thither,and ic \ tnriouſly upon the Sultans Army 
ſlew him 1n the . thereof, which fo diſcouraged 
the Turks, that noz./irhitanding Victory inclined to 
their ſide, they fied and left the City free; In this battle 
was taken Alexis the Author ot the War, whom his 
Son-in-law notwithitanding uſed with great reſpect, 
though contrary to his deſert. 

In the mean time the ten years Truce between the 
Chriſtians inSyria, and the Twrks drew to a Concluſion : 
And Almericus King of Cyprus and Titular King of TJe- 
ruſalem, refuſing to aſſiſt them with Proviſions and the 
like, the great Maſters of the nights Templers, and 
Hoſpitalers ſent to complain thereof to the Pope, and 
to inform him, that there was yet living one Ma- 
ry the Daughter of the Mwrquels of Aonr-Ferrat, a La- 
dy of incomparable Ecauty, who they as her Tutor 
had brought up in hope of the Kingdom, and were 
now ready to beſtow her upon fnch a Perſon, as he 
ſhould think worthy of ther, together with her Right 
and Title to the Kingdom of Jeruſalem ; upon which 
the Pope diſcharged Alwericzs of the Title of King of 
Feruſalem, and gave it to John Count D' Brenue, of 
the Daulphinate in France, A man of great Fame and 
Courage, and then in Arms amonelt the 74tiz Princes, 
who upon notice thereof committing his Earldome to 
the care of his Brother, ſailed with a competent unm- 
ber of his followers to 1yre, where he eſpouſed rlic 
Lady, and not long, after the Pope, viz. Pope 11:1:0- 
cent the third, calling in a general Council, fo deair 
with the Princes and Prelates, that great Forces were 
2gain raiſed for the relict of the Chriſtians in the /1oly 
Land, who ſetting fail took many ſtrong Towns and 
Caſtles on the Sea-Coalt, and ar laſt came with a gre:t 
Fleet, and an Army by Land before Damiata, former- 
ly called Peluſtm, ſituate upon the Bank of Nilur 
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reſolving to begin firſt with Egypr, that Paleſtine might 
{ollow, where building Towers of Wood upon Gal- 
tys, they fonght with thoſe that kept the Walls at 
even hand, and after great flaughrer on both ſides 
took the Suburbs, wherein they found-not only ſtore 
cf Provition, but infinite Riches ; being the Merchan- 
diſc of Perſia, Arabia, India, and Egypt, that being the 
chief Scale of Trade in thoſe parts. During tlfis 
TranſeCtion the Srlrav lay hovering, aloof with his 
Army, not caring to inzage the Chriſtians, and ſo long 
he continued that Want began to rage in his Camp ; 
inlomuch that he was obliged to fend away one part 
of his Army. 

The lInfidels thus foiled,though the City ſtill held out, 
Corradine, Sultan of Damaſco and Jeruſalem ſent his 
Ambaſlador to the Chriſtiar I'rinces, to ſue for Peace, 
for himſelf and his Brother the Sultan of Egypt : In lieu 
whereof he promiſed to reſtore the Holy-Crols, and all 
the Towns his Father Salaaize had taken from the Chri- 
ftians,which large offer was thought reaſonable by moſt 
of the Princes, none oppoling it- but Pelagizs the Popes 
Legate, Jobr the late made ing of Jeruſalem, the 
Mzlters of rhe Knights Templers and Hoſpitallers, and 
the Duke of Auſtria, they alledging that the War was 
undertaken generally againlt the /zf:dels, and that they 
onght not to defiit, till tiicy had brought them under. 
Whereupon the $127 ſuppoling they would ſpce- 
dily come to 7eriſc:ley: , canicd it to be raid all , ex- 
cept the Tower of DP:vid, and the holy Sepulcher ; 
Which at the in{taiuce of the Crriſeians there dwelling, 
he ſpared, and then with all lis people departedto D.1- 
72:ajco, but ivon after the Chriſtians, though too late , 
repented ti:cir retuting fo advantageous an offer; for 
Dy reaſon of the riw Dzamps and Vapors that afcend- 
ed from Nizs, a mortal Contagion raged 1n the 
Camp, and muci weakencd it; 1o thac the SuILAR La- 
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king the advantage, indeavoured to put ſuccors into 
the Town, with ſuch ſpeed that many catered, ere the 
Chriſtians could take the Alarum ; but they falling 3 :n the 
Rear cut off a great number that wereſhut out, leſt 
the Chriſtians ſhould have entered Pell-mel with them 
into the City, and heightened with this ſucceſs, they 
marched to the Sultans Camp and dared him to battel, 
but he not willing to hazard his Kingdom upon a calt, 
refuſing, they allaulted him in his Lodging. In which 
daring Attempt, the French General was loſt with ma- 
ny more of note ; ſo that without ſucceſs they again 
returned to the Siepe : Famine beginning to rage ex- 
treamly in the City, and ſoon after its attendant the 
Plague, of which ſuch a number died, that there 
were none left to defend it. So that the Chr:istians en- 
tering, found all the Streets paved with the dead, 
70000 of the /rfidets having periſhed therein through 
obſtinacy, who upon ſurrender might have had their 
Lives and Liberties. 

Thus this great City after a years Siege was taken, 
the Third of November, 1221. After which the Popes Lc- 
gate laying Claim to it in the bchalt of his Matter ; : 
though at the beginning of the War the Princes had 
concluded that all the Citics and Towns taken, ſto! 1d 
be put into the Polletſion of the King of Jeruſcile; 

a Contclt arole between them, inſfomuch that thc King 
retired to Prolomazs, and was hardly | treated tt re- 
turn; upon whoſe return, end the Arrival ot the 
Duke of Bavaria, With ftreth Forces at the Lo2tes in- 
ireaty, a $reat part of the Army was drawn 10rt't in 
arder, to the belieging tlie City of Car, winch they 
cliected not without lopes of winning, it, but Deing ie 
acqnainted with the Coun try, they inczmp (1 : I low 
Ground, the Ee yptiars urew vpn Lhe Stuces of 22745, and 
overliowed then Camp, LNVITORAGSY, It YOUnd with \Wit- 
(crs,of a Proulgious Geptl:50 Lhat 1: Ny PCTiURCU LucrC- 
I, 
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in, and at laſt were obliged to re-deliver Damiata for 
their Ranſom, and fo the Sultan relieving them with 
ſuch neceſſaries as they wanted, cauſed them to 
be Conducted out of Egypt : Whereupon moſt of them 
returned into their own Country, having firſt conclud- 
ed a Peace for cight years with Coradine, the Sultan of 
Damaſco, which Peace was by the Infidel inviolably ob- 
ſerved. King John upon. his return, at the inſtance of 
Honorens, gave his Daughter Toland in Marriage, to 
Fredrick King, of Sicilia, and with her the Title of FJeru- 
ſalem,from whence the tuccecdings derived their Titles, 
inſtiling themſelves Kings of Jeruſalem. 

And now Henry the ſecond Emperor of Conſtantino- 
ple being dead, having Reigned eleven years and ſome 
odd days, Peter Count of Arufſeres was made Emperor 
in his ſtead ; who in revenge to Injuries done to the YVe- 
netians by Theodorus, Angelins Prince of Epirus beſieged 
him in Dzrrachinm ;, but upon his feigned Submiſſion a 
Peace was concluded, when the Emperor too much 
crediting the perjured Wretch, going into the City 
{lenderly attended to an Entertainment, to which the 
Epirot had invited him, was by his Commandment 
flain. 

Upon the News of this ſad diſaſter, the Conſtantino- 
pol:tzns clefted his Son Robert to ſucceed him, but he 
lived not long, for having marricd a beautiful Lady 
bclore Contracted to a noble man of Burgwmain, hein 
revenge, in the Emperors abſence, with a reſolute 
Company broke into tae Pallace, and there ſeizing up- 
on the Empreſs cnt off her Noſe, and Ears® and after- 
ward finding her Mother, who had been the cauſt of 
the breach, of the aforciaid Contract, threw her into 
the Sea, and fled into the Wonds and Mount:ins, living, 
{5 an out-law with the reſt of his Companions, which 
Cruclty and diſgrace ſo gricved the Emperor, that 
©0308 toRome in his return he died, Aftcr him _— 
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ed his Son by the name of Ba/awin the Second, being 
the fifth and laſt Emperor of the Latrins in Conſtantino- 
ple. For Laſcares of whom 1 have betoreſpoken after 


the overthrow he gave the Sultan mightily increaling 
his Power, rigged a great many Ships and Stezed upon 
all the Iſlands in the Iconinm, and Egean Seas, Leſbos, 
Chios, Samos, Rhodes, &c. And by that means ren- 
dered himſelf ſo formidable that molt Cities before 
in the poileſſion of the Latrins revolted to him, inſo- 
much that without any great reſiltance he brought 
his Army to the Gates of Conſtantinople, and then 
dying left his Son Foh Ducas Batazes to ſucceed him, 
who proſecuting the War againſt the Lartins became 
more terrible then his Father, ſtrengthening himſelf 
by a Marriage between Helena daughter to Afan King 
of Bulgaria and his Son Theodore : And atter that 
renewed the League with the Sultain of Jconinm, 
who was then buticed in Warring againſt the 7 ar- 
Fars, 

During theſe paſlages, Fredrick, the German Empe- 
ror, with great forces paſled into Syria, but by Ret- 
ſon he did not humble himſelf to Greegry the ninth ; 
the proud Prelate incitcd therero by ts Strumpet, 
Fulmirated againſt him with Excommunications,fend- 
ing his Letters to the Chriſtiar5, not to aid nor re- 
ceive him upon his Arrival : but they did not regard 
the imperions Pope, for npon his Landing with his 
forces at Profomais, he both joyfully and honoura- 
bly reccived the Pope. Likewiſe ſent Letters to Silizn 
Mciza;rci not to come to any agreement with him, 
but uttcrly to deſtroy, but all fell our conrery to 
his Impious dclire, for the Emperor behave:l 
himſelt fo bravely both in Valour and Condnet, ti 
after having gIVCN tne Encmy divers overtirowws, 
tnat the Stun fearing the ruin of his Kinogom was 
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Teruſalem, with all the Land of Paleſtine, together 
with the Reſpective Ciries taken by the Sultan Sala- 
dine, and all the Chriſtian Priſoners, in lieu of a 
ten years Peace which was accorded, and the Empe- 


ror with his Army coming to the deſolate City of 


Jeruſalem, and there with great Solemnity on Eaſter 
Day Anno 1229 was Crowned King, and ſo having 
fortifyed the City by repairing the Wall, and Garri- 
ſoned Naxzereth, Joppa, and other ſtrong Cities, and ap- 
pointed Reynold Duke of Bavaria his Lieutenant 
in Syria , he returned home, where the Pope had put 
his Subjects in an uproar, and Seized upon his King- 
dom of Naples, working him greater troubles then 
arc convenient to be here related , as not perti- 
nent to this Hiſtory : only note that this was that 
Frederick, that marryed the King of Jeruſalem's Daugh- 
tcr, and with her had the Title of King of Feruſa- 
lem ;, which occaſioned his ſetting forward to take poſ- 
{cſſion of that Kingdom. 

The Emperor was no ſooner returned, but to ſpight 
him, and break the ten Years League, he ſent Lewss 
King of Navar with a great Power into Syria to 
invade the Sulrans Dominions ; but his Expedition 
was no ways proſperous, joyning Battle with the Sl- 
tans Power, he and the reſt of the Chriſtians were 0- 
verthrown, which occationed the loſs of Jeruſalem, 
ſoon aſter taken and raſed by the Turks, all the Souls 
that were found therein being put to the Sword, 
4d with Impious and Sacrilegious hands demoliſhed 
the Sepulcare of our Blciled Saviour which all 0- 
ther Nations had with a Sacred reverence forborn to 
Uctace. 

The News of the ereat overtirey7 and the i-fs of 
Terirfalein, coming to the Ears of the Ciriftizn Princes 
of the Weſt, greatly troablcd them, but moit of all 
Lic Emperor and Zovis the Ninth King of France: 
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Infomuch that the latter gathering a great Power 
Anno 1248. ſet Sail and came to the Iſle of Cyprizs and 
there wintered, by reaſon of the far advancement of 
the Seaſon,during, w hichtime hereceived an Embailador 
from the Malter of the Templars, to inform him that 
there was no need of his coming by reaſon the Sultan 
oftered honourable terms, but the King underſtanding 
that it was a contrivance between them that the Tem- 
plars might have the greater power, ſent back to com- 
mand him under pain. of forteiting his head that he 
ſhould receive no more Emballadors trom the Sultan, 
and Early in the Spring weighing Anchor within 
five or ſix days fail he fell in withthe Coalt of Egypr,and 
with all his fleet failing up the River Ae came be- 
fore Damiata, to oppoſe whoſe landing the Governour 
with what forces he could draw out Itood upon the 
banks, but in vain they rehlilted, for the Frerch-mez: 
manning out their boats thruſt on ſhore and put them to 
flight, leaving the Governour and 500 of thetr Compa- 
nions dead upon the Strand, and percetving the Cir:/t- 
zans were Preparing to belicge the City the former 
Miferies it had indured coming atreih ito their 
mind, they in the dead of night ſet every man his houſe 
on fire and fled, which the Chrijtions perceiving they 
entered the City, and exlcinguiſhed the llames, taving 
fo inuch as was poſlible, and there found abundance of 
Riches. 

The Sultan upon notice of the loſs of this ſtrong 
City was greatly diimayed: Infomuch that he ſent. LO 
the French King to offer him ſevcral places in Paleſtjzc , 
never yet 1n the polleſſion of the Chriſtians, bi hy 
offer was rejected and Alexandria demanded by LC 
Earl of Arthots the Kings Brother. 

During theſe ijtirs Aelaazre the Sultan died, and his 
Lrother Adeleſh-Salla or Aelexala Succeded him, with 
whom joyned the Sultan of Daim?ſco, to oppoſe the 
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Chriſtians, and with his whole Power drew near to 
Damiata, where the Chriſtian Army lay incamped ; 
who Sallying out of their Trenches beat him back, but 
Sallying the next day, and following the Enemy too 
far many of them were ſlain, and the reſt were forced 
to retire, 

Long they were not incamped, before a private 
Meſſenger came to the King trom the Governour of 
Cairo, to inform him that-if he would draw near to 
thz Walls of that great City, he would pvt it into 
his hands; the ſaid Governour appearing to be much 
inclinable to the Chriſtian Religion : Or, as ſome wall 
have it, out of Revenge for the Death of his Brother 
{lain by the Sultans Command, Upon which the King 
atlembied all his Power, and marched till he came to 
an Arm of Nis, with part of his Army, under the 
Command of his Brother Robert Earl of Archos pa- 
ling at a Foard, diicomſited the Turks, that defended 
the further Bank; but contrery to the advice of the 
renowned Earl, and the Maſter of the Templers fol- 
lowing the Chaſe e'r the other part of the Army ar- 
rived, he was incompalled by the Sultans power, that 
lay in Ambuſh ; that not above two 'Templers, one 
Hoſpitalcr, and a common Souldicr cicaped to tell 
the heavy News. 

This News was ſeconded, with that of the Impri- 
ſoniment of the Governour of Cairo; which altogether 
diſappointed the King of his purpole. Wherenpon he 
palled the River at the ſarpe roard his Brother had 
clone, and bcheld the ſad Speftacle of the mingled 
Carcaſles of the flain, cach having his Head and Hands 
cut off, the Sultan the better to incourage his Men, ha- 
mg promijed rewards to fuch as could bring them ci- 
ther, bat long he had not viewed them, before the 
Sultan came upon him withall his Power,being near ten 
to one ; and atter a {harp Incoupter overthrew him, 
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cutting the greateſt part of his Army in pieces, and a- 
monglt the relt the Flower of the French Nobility - 
'Che King and ſome few of the Nobility were taken 
Priſoners, and for their Ranſom delivered up the Ci. 
ty of Damiata, and payed 8000 pound in Gold, with 
a promiſe of a ten years Peace, but whillt the Sul- 
tan was accompanying him toe Daniata, two deſpe- 
rate Rufhans allaſlinated him in the preſence of his No- 
bility, inſtigated thereto by one 1 rrquinunus a Mama- 
luke or Slave, got himſelf proclaimed Sultan, renounc- 
ing the League that Aelech-Sala had made, and made 
another in his own Name, not much different trom the 
former ; but performed not above the half part, but in 
fine, after the ſurrender of Damiata , which the new 
Sultan cauſed to be raſed, the King with all his Reti- 
nue were Conducted tor Prolomars, and at the end of ix 
years, from his ſetting out ſailing from thence arriv- 
ed in his own Kingdom, having loſt 60000 of his Sub- 
jects in that expedition. | 

The'Sultan heing as aforeſaid Traiterouſly murther- 
ed, the Mamalnkes or Slaves, bought by the Sultans of 
divers Merchants, to ſerve them in their Wars : Put 
an end to the Turkib Kingdom in Egypr, by depoling 
all ſuch as bare Offices, or had places of truſt, advan- 
cing thoſe of their own order, continually chooſing 
their Sultans from amongſt themſelves, flouriſhing, in 
great Renown for the ſpace of 267 years, at the end of 
which they were totally ſubdued by Sely-mzs the victo- 
rious Emperor of the 7 wks, viz. Ano 1517. and the 
Kingdom of Egypt with all Syria, and the Land Paleſtize, 
aS they are at this day annexed to the 7wkiſh Empire, 
as ſhall be in proceſs of this Hiſtory related. W killt 
theſe ACtions palled John Drccas, Alias, Baitares dyed, 
having Reigned ſucceſsfully for the- ſpace of thirty 
three years, after whom ſucceeded 7 heodorrrs his Son, 
who renewed the League his Father had made with the 
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Fathanites, the Turkiſh Sultan in the leſſer Aſia, after 
which with a puiſſant Army, he paſled the Srraights 
of Hell;ſpont to appeaſe the troubles raiſed in Mace- 
donia, and Theſſaha by the King of Bulgaria his Fa- 
ther in Law, and the Deſpor of Thefalia, during which 
one Michael Paleoloz a great Courtier fled to the Tur- 
kiſh Sultan, under pretence that he doubted his Life, 
hy reaſon of thoſe Enemies he had at Court, that in- 
veighed againſt him ; and at his coming to /conmn, 
found the Sultan leavying an Army to oppole them that 
ſpoiled his Country, of whom he was kindly received, 
and the Grecks in his Service reduced under his Com- 
mand ; and ſo marching againſt the Enemy a dreadful 
Fight began, the 7urks charging with great Courage, 
putting the Right-wing to flight, and difordering their 
main B:tralion - So that Victory began to declare her 
ſelf in favour of them, when one of the Sultans chief 
Commanders out of ſome former grudge,te!l with the 
Squadron of Perſian Horle under his Command to the 
Enemy, and by that means turned the Scale of War, 
{o that the Zirks,who even now were Conquerors fled 
for their Lives ; nor durlſt the Sultan ſtay in his own 
Country, but fled to Conſtantinople, where of the Em- 
pcror he was kindly received, and aided with what 
Force he could ſpare, under the leading of an experi- 
enced Captain, for which kindneſs he gave the Empe- 
ror the City of Laoatcea. 

Not long, after this, was Palelogis received into Fa- 
vour, and reſtored to his Dignity, upon his ſolemnly 
ſwearing to be true and Loyal to lim and his Sons, 
which had not long been done, ce'r the Emperor fell 
fick and dyed, Reigning only three years, and in his 
ftead was Crowned his Son John, a Child of ſix years 
old, who was by the Emperors laſt Will bequeathed 
to the Tutorage of Arſerizs the Patriarch, and George

When Paleolegus had Reigned at Vice two years, 
he ſent Alexus Stregopulus againſt the Deſpot of Epi- 
1:4 ; who raiſed Tumults in the Weſt, this man in his. 
paſlage with a ſmall Army, by the Treachery of the 
Greeks dwelling in Conſtantinople, found means to ſur- 
prize that City, and again annex it to the Greek, Em- 
pire: After it had. been in the hands of the Larines 
fifty eight years, for which ſervice Alexws triumphed 


in Purple Robes, wearing a Crown of Gold, com-. Þ 
manded that for one year following, his Name next to: Þ

But now the Son of Theodorics, whoſe Right this

for ſoon after came thither Prince Edward, Henry 
the Third King, of Englands eldeſt Son, with ſixteen 
Ships fraught: with Valiant Engliſh Soldiers, as alſo the 
King of Cilia, Navar, and Arragon with great Forces, 
upon which the Aoriſh King making many large 0- 
fters for Peace, it -was. granted in the Name of all the 
Princes, on Condition that he ſhould pay a yearly Tri- 
bnte of 40000 Crowns to the King of Scicily, and to 
ſuffer the Chriſtian Religion, freely. to be Exerciſe 
throughout his Dominions , in all. its particulars; 
which Articles being concluded on and ratified, though 
contrary to the mind of Prince Edward, they welgh- 
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ed Anchor, and ſtood for the'lfle of Scicily, intending

#14: But. coming into. 'the Bay, the Princes were no 
ſooner got. on ſhoar, -but a terrible Storm aroſe, that 
molt of the Fleet were broken to pieces, only of 
Prince Edward's Fleet not one Ship periſhed in this 


wrack, a great part .of the Mariners and Soldiers | 


were drowned, and the -Plague ſtill raging amongſt 
them in ſuch ſort, that the F7exch Queen, the King of 
Navar, and divers others of great Rank dyed ; which 
ſo diſcourag'd Philip the French King, that he returned 


into France, without Attempting any thing further, and 
-with him all the reſt (Prince: Edward his Enghſh ex- * 
cepted, returned into their ReſpeCtive Countries ; but | 
the Prince kept on lus way till he arrived at Proloma-

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zs, and was received by the Chriſtians with great joy» 
where having;reſted himſelf for a'while, and inquired 
into the nature of the Country, he with 6 or 7090 of 
his . Engliſh, took Nazareth, axd upon his return o- 
verthrew a great Army of-Sarazens , - that ſuppoſed to 
have-.intrapped him, and at another time overthrew 


& them with great Slaughter, near Cakhow, a Village a- 


bout 40 Miles from Prolomais : And fo ſuccesfull was 
he in all his undertakings, that the Jnfidds extreamly 
dreaded him ; -Infomuch that the Admiral of Foppa, 
feigned himſelf to be converted to the Chriiti# Reli- 
gion, ſent one of his Servants-to- commune with the 
Prince, about diverſe: Matters, who being admitted in 
Private, and fceming as if he would draw a letter 
out of his Boſom, with an Impoiſoned knife, ſuppoſed 
to have Stabbed the Prince into the Belly, but he being 
aware received the Wound on his Arm, and with his 
foot Struck the Villain down, -and then wreſting from 
him the knife Stabbed him, * during which buſlle 
the Guards entered, and cat hin\ in Pieces as he lay 
on the Ground. This 'Villain the Sultan ſent to 
excuſe, Swearing. by Mahomet it was not done with his 
privity, nor conſent, but however ſhch was the nature 
of the. poiſon, that -it was not cured without great 
difficulty. | 
The Prince having a long time in vain, expeCted the 
coming, of the other - Chri/tian Princes, thought good 
toreturn,which accordingly hedid, having firſt conclnd- 
ed a. Peace with -the Sultan, and- ſhortly after” his 
return, his Father Henry dying, he was Crowned King 
of England, &c. | 
Anno 1273, Reaulph having been advanc'd by the 
Pope to the German Empire, upon promile to paſs 
into the Holy-land,and not caring himfelf for fo redious 
aVoyage, ſent his Son Henry Prince of Meccleburg, who 
_ arriving at Piolormeis, with a great Power, walted the

The Princes of the Weſt rowing weary of theſe | 


tedious expeditions, the /zfidels thereby encouraged, 


under the leading of Alphix or Elpis their Sultan, raſed * 


Trigolis, Sidon and Berytbus,;putting molt of the Inhabi- 
tants to the Sword, the Chriſtians having naw nothing 
left but the ſtrong City Ptolomais;and yet they were at 
varjance amongſt themſelves, ſome for the Government 
of the City, and ſome for the title of King of Ferw- 


falem; During the conteſt Sultan Araphins ſent his Son | 


to beſiege Prolomais, who in vain allaulting it, many 
times made large offers, if he might have it delivered; 
byt they as little prevailed, whereupon his Father 
being dead and himſeli choſen $ultan, he drew down 

efore it 15000 Horſe and Foot, aſlaulting it on every 
ſide, filling up the ditches with his Multitude, but the 
Chriſtians from the Wall, and by fallying, killed fo 


many of the Infidel bs, that they were forced toretire ta | 


their trenches, yet in the Skirmiſh, Perer Grand Maſter 
of the Templars, being Shot with a Poiſon Arrow, 


died within three days, and with him all the courage | 
of the beſieged, for from that time, ſuch as could make | 


their eſcape by &ca departed, ſo that the City being © 


in the end left deſtitute of Defendants, was by the 
Sultan taken and raſed, all ſych as were found therein, | 


bejng put 1 t9 the Sword, ſo that the Chriſtians were 


utterly R. 
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utterly rooted out of Syria, this being the laſt” City 
which had remained in the hands of the Chriſtians for 
upwards of 100 years, and was loſt Anno 1291, juſt 
192 years after the winning of Jeruſalem by Duke 
Godfry. 

And now the Chri##4an Princes deſpairing to recover 
what they had loſt,Caſſanes the Tartarian Prince moved 
thereto by his Wite and her Father the King of Arme- 
ia, undertook the Enterprize, and with a powerfull 
Army entered Syria, walting all before him, when 
not far from the Mountain Aman, he met with Mel- 
ſenoſer, the Sultan of Egypr's Lievtenant, and put him 
to flight with the loſs of 40000 of his Souldiers, and 
drave himquite out of Syria, ſending Molais one of his 
Captains to purſue him over the deſart Sands, to the 
Confines of Egypt; then taking in all the Cities as he 
paſſed, and in the City of Hama lighting upon the 
Sultans treaſure, he divided it amongſt his Souldiers, 
and having fortified Feruſalem and Damaſco, he pur- 
poſed in the Spring to have paſled into Egypr, and to 
have deſtroyed the Country; but in the mean time, 
receiving news that great tumults were riſen in Perſia, 
his new acquired Empire, he with part of his Army 
departed to allay them, leaving Capcapxs Governour 
of Damaſco, and his great Captain Molais of Ferſalem, 
with order to ſend Embaſladors to 'the Princes 
of the Weſt; but they being Imbroyled amongſt them- 
ſelves, nothing could be obtained, ſo that no aids corh- 
ing from the 7 artar, nor King of Armenia; the Towns 
wereas eaſily recovered by the Egyzrian Sultan, as they 
had been taken from him by the Tartarian Cham. 
And thus taking my leave of Syria for. the preſekr, 
I ſhall return into the lelſer A/ia, where I find Meſect 

and Rei-Cubades, the two Tributary Twkiſh Princes 
dead, without doing a any thing worthy of note, of 
which the latter left a Son named Aladan, who likewile 
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paying Tribute, held joyntly the Kingdom, that were 
before poſſeſſed-/by his Father and Uncle. . . 'This. Ala- 
aine the laſt. of the Selzuccian Family dying without 
iſſue, one Sabib his chief Councellour and then a man 
of great Authority,aſpired unto the Kingdom, but being 
riſen from a mean eſtate, he was highly envyed by the 
Nobility,they caſting off all reſpeCt from him,by torce 
divided the Kingdom amongſt themſelves, every one 


ſeizing the Province he could beſt light on ; ſo that 


Sahib who was firſt in poſlcſhon,. loſt all, no part re- 
maining as his Lot, fo that they turned it into a per- 
fect Anarchy, of which the greateſt ſhare fell to Cara- 
man Aluſirus, who ſtrongeſt took conn, with part 
of Cilicia, Lycaonia, Pamphilia, Caria, and Phrygia; and 
of him deſcended the Caramanian Kings, who in the 
riſe of the 0:50man Empire, put the Turks ſo often 
to.the Foil; The next to him was Sarwchan, who 
pofleſſed- himſelf of the greateſt part of Lydia, and 
iomeother Countries adjoyning; 7roas, Phrygia, and 
part of 4y/ia, fell to Calumus and his Son Careſms; the 
remainingpart of yſia, and part of Lydia, was ſeized 
by Adin part of Pontus, the Cities of Heraclea, Pontt- 
ca Caſtomoma, Synope, and others near to the Exxine Sea, 
and Country of Paphlagoria, fell into the hands of the 


 Sons-of- Omer, or as the Greeks call them Amar, of 


whom the Country took not their names, as-did the 
former-of theſe that poſſelled them, but is commonly 
called Bo{li, fo named of the Merropolts, as allo was 
Aerngt(ig, or as ſome will have it denteria,a Country 
in the Lefler A/ca, | | | 
Theſe. and divers others, were the diviſions of the 
Turzſh Empire in Perſia, and the Lelſer Aſia, which 
Anarchy equicd thejr SubjeCtion, and utter ſubverſion, 
as in the. Succeeding part of this Hiſtory, will at large 
appear. | 
Paring this confuſion amongſt the reſt of the grea 
Captains, 
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Captains, there happened one Othomar, of the Oguzian 
Family, who had beenraiſed froma low eſtate, by Sul- 
tan Aladine, yet by reaſon he was not of the Selzucciar 
Family, they made little account of him, not permjt- 
ing him to ſhare with them in their diviſion, though 
by what juſtice is uncertain; all of them feared his 
riling fortune, and ſtrove what in them lay , to hin- 
der, but in vain, for the Deſtinies ſo ordering it, he 
in a ſhort time became the Founder of the Othomar 
Empire, as in the Perufal of his Life and Actions will 
appear.

CHAP. VL 


The Riſe of the - Powerfall Empire of the Turks, 
nder ; Othoman its firif Founder, with his 
Life and Ations. 


« wy" Empires and Kingdoms have their Limitation 
from the Soveraign Creator and Diſpoſer of 
all things, it is undeniably evident, -by the Sundry 
Mutations that have been m all Ages of the World, for 
nothing can be aſſured of long continuance, though 
never {o great and powerful. How are the great Mo- 
narchies of the Perſrans, Medians, Babylonians,Chaldeans, 
Komans, and the like, dwindled away into nothing, no 
more then a bare Relatjon, of their Names and Great- 
nels remaining to teſtifie the mighty aCtions they 
perzormed, when at their: becks were half three parts 
of Mankind. And indeed no.lefs famous was the 7wrkiſh 
Empire in Perſia, andthe Leſſer Aſia, till broken aud 
diſmembred, by the violent intruſign of the Tartars, a 
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Savage People burſting from the Frozen-North, to 
the Terror and Subverſion of the greateſt part of A. 
ſia, and Africa, but now under the Turkiſh Sceptet, 
aS ſhall by the ſubſequent Diſcourſe appear. 

During the time that the Tartars overwhelmed the 
Turkiſh Dominions in Aſia,Solyman, of the Oguzian Fa- 
mily, Reigning in the leſſer Aſia; and ſeeing his Coun- 
try-man the Sultan of Perſia, driven from all his Po- 
feſlions, thought it not fate for him, of far Inferior 
force, to abide the Sorm ; but flying with ſuch People 
as would follow him, after long wandring, the Tem- 
peſt being near over, and he deſiring to return home, 
2s he was about to paſs the Danube, was carried away 
by the Stream, and drowned, leaving behind him four 
Sencur, J eken, Fundogdis, and Ertoerul, of 
ſome called Orthobules, who was the Father of Orhoman, 
This Ertogrul after the Death of his Father, having 
notice that Aladine the Sultan had again ſettled him- 
ſelf in the leſſer Aſia: Sent Meſlengers to him; to de- 
ſire him, that he and the reſt of his poor followers, 
who were Herdſmen driving Flocks ſtill before them 
as they travelled, might inhabit in ſome Corner of his 
Country. The Sultan not unmindful of the ſtate of 
poor Exiles, it having fo lately been. his own Calc, 
appointed them .a Village called Swgra, lying between 
the Caſtle Belezxga, and Mount 1molwu inthe greater 
Phrygia; during whoſe reſidence there with his ſmall 
Train, the Sultan had many: Conflifts with the Tartars, 
whoſe Power by this time was in its Wain ; and being 
hard put to it in one Battle near the {aid Village, Erto- 
gr with four hundred of his Herd:imen unexpettedly 
came to his Aſſiſtance, and behaved himſelf fo valiant- 
ly, that the Tartars were put to flight, for which the 
Sultan honoured him with a rich Cloak, and began 
highly to prize his Valour 3 infomuch that he inlarged 
his Territories, making him-.a petty Lord, which 
Lorditip 
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Lordſhip with great Repute, he held during the Reign 
of the Sultan, doing many notable Services,as taking the 
Caſtle of Cara-Chiſar from the Chriſtians, who by their 
many Injuries had exaſperated the Sultan ; but after 
the Sultans Death, thoſe that ſucceeded, being Tri- 
butaries to the 7arrars, till tuch time as the Kingdom 
was Anachiſed, he lived quietly at home; during which 
time. many conceived great hopes of his younger Son 
Otchoman,called by ſame Oſman Gazi,or Oſman the War- 
like, by reafon of the great delight he had in Arms 
when he was a Child, and when grown up, to diſcourſe 
and Argue with the Commanders and Governours, of 
whom he had the general Eſteem of an active Youth, 
deſigned for great Atchievements, as it afterward fell 
Qur. 

One day Orhomen going to viſit the Governour of 
Eki-Chijar, lately taken from the Chriſtians by his 
Father : He fell in Love by the way with a beautiful 
Damoſel, named Matharwr, and ſent torequeſt her in 
Marriage, but ſhe ſeeming ſomething averſe, exculing 
her {elf that ſhe was of too mean a Parentage, and not 
a fitting Match for him, that was fo nobly deſcended ; he 
as ſhe conceived, deſigning rather to Debauch her, then 


make her his Wite; but this modeſt repulſe making 


him more and more deſire her, he in other Diſcourſes 
declared his AﬀeCtions to the aforeſaid Governaur , 
who ſeeming little to take notice thereof, begun to be 


inflamed with the Love of the Damoſel nnfeen, by 


the lively Deſcription Othoman had given of her rare 
PerfeCtion, which Orhomaz well perceiving, and fearful 
that he ſhould inforce her to his Luſt, having great 
Power in that Country z he ſent her Parents notice 
thereof, who tender of their Daughters Honour, ſent 


her away ſecretly, the which upon Knowledge it was 


done by Orbomans means,fo _— the Governour, that 
he vowed Revenge, and ſent ater him a ſtrong Party 
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to ſeize him at the Caſtle of /z-Ungzi, whither he 
knew he was gone, where being demanded of the Cap- 
tain of that Caſtle, after ſome Debate thoſe that kept 
it reſolved todefend him ; but he not greatly truſting 
them (as knowing the Governours Power in thoſe 
parts) with ſeveral of his truſty Friends, he broke 
through the Leagures, killing ſome, and diſperiing the 
reſt ; yet other Forces coming to their Aſſiitance, they 
followed him into his Fathers Territories, where his 
Danger was no ſooner known, bur all the Youths Arm- 
ed, and ſetting upon the Governours Soldiers, they 
ilew many,took-{ome Prifoners,and put thereſt to flight: 
$0 that Orhoman began to be feared of 1uch as hated him. 

Ertozrul being, ſpent with Age and Infirmity , crea- 
ted by lying in the Field, and watching in Camps, dyed 
in theninety third year of his Age, Anno 1289. Having 
i1nce the-Death of Solymun his Father, governed the Ogu- 
zizn Family fifty two years, who now being dead, the 
Heads of the Family atſembled to chuſe another Lord, 
and thereupon they pitched upon Dunder, Entogrul's 
Brother, but he by reaſon of his great Age refuting 
the Honour ; they with one Conſent eleCted Orhoman, 
ialuting him by the Name of Beg or Lord, he being by 
this means become Lord of the : ſame Family. - "The 
Herdſmen that fed their Flocks upon: the Mountains 
complained to him, of: outrages done them in paſling 
and repalling.by the Garriſog or Soldiers of the Caltle 
of Eineg1ol, they being thereto incited by their Captain, 
with which he being-not- a little grieved, ſent to the 
Captain of Bi/ezuga his Friend, another Caſtle not far 
diſtant from the former, to permir his People to ſhel- 
ter and refreſh themſelves therein, during their paſſing 
and repaſling to the Mountains,:to which in Relati- 
on to the 7zrkiſh Women he Coniented, but not. to 
permit the Men for Fear of a ſurprize: So that they 
wept another. way, avoiding the former _ but 
Othomen 
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Othoman ſtill ſtadying Revenge for the Injuries done 
to his People; whereupon gathering what Force he 
could, he paſled to the Mountains, in hopes to ſur- 
prize it ; but the Captain having notice thereof came 
ont to meet him, laying an Ambuſh in hopes to in- 
trap him, of which he being aware came not into it, 
but gave the Captain battle upon plain Ground ; and 
after ſome ſlaughter on both ſide put him to flight, 
and paſſing on took the Caltle of Chalce not far from” 
Einegiol by ſurprize, putting all he found therein to 
the Sword, of which outrage great Complaint was 
mzde to the Governour of Cara-Ciſar, and great 
Forces raiſed to apprehend him, and deſtroy the Og#- 
wan Family, who as they ſaid coming nor long be- 
fore, poor Herdſmen and-ſheltered out of Pity, be- 
gan to Uſurp over the rightful Inhabitants. 

Againſt theſe Preparations Orhoman provided the 
beſt he could, and near to Monnt 1molws, gave Battle 
to Calanus, Brother to the Governour of Cara-Chiſar, 
who overthrown in the Battle loſt his Brother 
Saragatine, and many other Friends; when ſhortly af- 
ter Sultan Aladine the laſt Sultan of 1corinm under- 
ſtanding what had happened, and that Orhoman might 
ſtand him in ſtead againſt the Chri/tiavs, gave him the 
City of Palcopolrs, with all the Territories thereunto 
- belonging : So by this means he became of a poor 
Herdſman, a formidable Governour, when not un- 
mindful upon what Aggount ſuch a Fayour was beltow- 
ed upon him, he entred into Conſultation with his 
Brother Funds, how he might beſt get away, but he 
finding himſelf too weak, and - by that means 
Conſidering he ſhould lay himſelf open to the Fury of 
the Tartar, he reſolved to make Peace with ſuch as 
wonld accord thereto, and wait his better Fortune ; 
for there wanted not ſome of the Selzxccian Family,that 
preatly enyied his Aſpiring, yet incouraged by the 
Sultan, 
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Sultan; he fook the ſtrong Caſtle of Cara-Chiſar the 
reſidence of his Enemy, and ſo ſettled his Afﬀairs, 
winning upon his People with kind Speeches and boun- 
ty, that great numbers of the Tzrks daily reſorted 
to him. 

Now during the proſperous Proceedings of Orho- 
ran, there happened a Quarrel between the two 
Chriſtian Captains of Belezuga, and Cupri-Chifar, upon 
which the former doubting his ſtrength, and yer de- 
frons of Revenge ſolicited Orhoman tor aid, who in 
lien of ſome kindnefles received, came to his Aſſiſtance 
with 100 Turks; by whoſe Valonr he overthrew his 


Adverſary, took his Caſtle, and put him to the 


Sword, which ſo ſwelled the Captain with Pride that 
he gave Orhoman many rich Gitts, as likewiſe to his 
Soldiers ; but what vexed them more then the Gifts 
pleaſed them, he gave them his Hand to kifs ; and a- 
bove all, Othoxzan who adviced with his Cozen Dunder 
his Uncles Son, what Revenge was beſt to be taken, 
to humble the Captains infſolence ; but feeming to 
diiſwade him from any ſuch Attempt, and to be the 
Captains Friend,leſt he ſhould relate his Intentions, and 
that redound to his prejudice, reſolving to make all ; 
he at an advantage ſhot his Cozen through with an 
Arrow, and hid him in the Sand. 

Long it was not after this Tranſaction, e'r he was 
mvited by one Afichael Coſk Captain of Hirmen Catia, 
to the Marriage of his Daughter, where according to 
the Cuſtom of the Country , making large Preſents ; 
the reſt of Zaptains began to miſtruſt his greatneſs, ſo 
that the Captain of Belezz2a reſolved to prevent it 
with his Death, and therefore the better to have him 
within his Power, he invited him to his Wedding at a 
certain day, making Cofſi privy to his Deſign: Anda 
little before the appointed time, ſent Cofſi to fetch him, 
who wasas ready to accompany him, which Coffs per- 
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ceiving, to prevent his Ruin diſcovered the Conipiracy 
againſt his Life : Wherenpon he ContraCted a ſtrict 
Amity with him, obliging him to ſecrecy, and then be- 
gan to caſt about how he might be revenged of the 
? {aid Captain; and ſo ordered it, that ſending about 
* forty men in a Carriage inſtead of packs of Preſents, 
* they, whilſt the Captain and all his People, unleſs a few 
| left to ſecure the Caſtle, by the help of ſome Soldiers, 
who in the habit of Txrkiſh Women were ſent thither 
by the Captains order, as Orhomans Friends, ſurprized 
it, putting the Warders to the Sword : Now Orhoman 
came according the Captains wiſh, and ſtayed drink- 
| ing with him in his pleaſant Bowers, till he ſuppoſed 
his men had effefted his Commands and together with 
| Coſſi and ſome other of his Companions retired, which 
the Captain perceiving, and loath to let him eſcape 
his Hands, as ſuppoſing he had him ſure; he and all 
his Soldiers followed him, but being over-charged with 
Wine, they were by him and his Company lightly ſlain. 
Things thus proſpering he followed his Advantage, 
and the next Morning fſurprized the Caltle of Farchz- 
far, took the Captain Priſoner ; as likewiſe Lubufer the 
fair Damoſel with all her Attendants, that ſhould have 
the next day been Married to the Captain of Bileznga; 
and gave her in Marriage to his Son Orchanes, who had 
Iſſue by her Amarth, the third King of the Turks, and 
Solyman Baſſa; and immediately thereupon beſieged the” 
Caſtle-of Eznegiol, which he took, and put the Garriſon 
tothe Sword ; and now no longer reſolving to play ſmall 
Games, he belieged the City of Vice in Bythina, not 
many years before the Seat of the Greek, Emperor, to 
relieve which the Emperor ſent ſuch Forces as 
could upon ſo ſhort a warning, be drawn together ; 
which O:zhoman encountring with overthrew, and af- 
terward. by Famine conſtrained the Citizens upon pro- 
miſe of Life, to ſurrender the City with only of 
whic 
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which he greatly inriched himſelf, ſending part theresf 


to the Sultan , who in requital ordered prayers'to be 
put up for his proſperous Succeſs, promiſing that he 
ſhould ſucceed him in his Kingdom, of which being 
diſappointed, at the death of the {aid Sultan by thoſe 
dhat divided it into anAnarchy,henevertheleſstook upon 
him the Dignity of a Sultan, Coining Money, and 
Cauling publick prayers to be put up in his own name, 
and ſezing upon Neapolis, made 1t his Regal ſeat calling 
it Deſpotopolts or the City of the Prince; and thus Anno 
1300 begun the great Empire of the Turks. This 
upſtart Turk, having ſo ſoon advanced his fortune, 
ſetled his Government with wholeſom Laws, the laſt- 
ing Cords of Empire, and then drawing all his forces 
together. lay'd Siege to Pruſia, during which the 
Chriſtian Princes that bordered upon him, drew all 
their forces together, reſolving to give him battle, 
but therein his good fortune prevailing they were over- 
thrown, whereupon ſeveral Towns and Caltles fell 
into his hands, ſome ſurrendring voluntarily , and 
others by force compelled ſo todo; but the ſtrong City 
of Pruſta,in which was the broken Army of the Chriſtians 
ſtood impregnable, whereupon he built two Caſtles to 
block it up, and returned to Neapolis, ſending his 
Captains out daily with ſtrong parties, to fetch 
booties out of the Chriſtian Territories, and to take in 
ſuch Caſtles as by ſurprize,or otherwiſe might fall into 
their hands - His Power being now. greatly increaſed, 
that he was able to draw into the-Field 20 or 30000 
Horſe and Foot, at what time Cofſi the Chriſtian Cap- 
tain revolting, turned 7urk, and ſtood Orhoman in 
great ſtead during his Wars; nor did the other Turks 
in the Leſſer Aſia leſs indammage the Chriſtians, 10 
that the Greek, Empire began to Dwindle into a ſmall 
Circumference, occalioned by the divitions among[t 


themſelves about Religion; for young Balamn the 
Lam 
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Latin Emperor, being expelled Conſtantimople, as is 
aforeſaid in flying into Germany, lay daily at Charles 
the Emperor to reſtore him, which Palcolozus the 
Greek, Emperor underſtanding, offered unto Pope 
Gregory the tenth, that if he would divert the Empe« 
rors forces by intangling him in Domeſtick troubles, 
he would ſo order the matter that the Greek, Empire, 
in matters of Religion ſhould acknowledge the Sce of 
Rome as Supream,and from thence take all directions as 
to Eccleſiaitical affairs, which Innovation cauſed divers 
tumults,and many to leave the Empire, rather choſing 
todwell with the Turks, which troubles laſted to the 
Death of Paleologus, nor could he fulfil his promiſe to 
the Pope. 

After the Greek Emperors Death, Andronicus ſucceed- 
ed in the Empire, who was no leſs troubled with 
the Incurſions of the Tirks,yet he fought with them ſe- 
veral Battles with various with Succels,but then adiffe- 
rence ariſing between him and his Brother Con#tantine, 
all his hopes of prevailing vaniſh'd though without 
cauſe,as moſt believe ſuſpeCtedhis Brothers afpiring to 
Empire, who was one of the chiefeſt Bulwarks a- 
1gainſt the Turks, beyond the River Meander, giving 
to them many a fatal overthrow, yet was he caſt in 
Priſon, with many of his followers, and one Alexus 
Philanthropenus made General of the Army, in his ſtead, 
to whom was joyned Libadarins, an experienced Cap- 
tain, and grave Councellor, the former of which 
after having obtained many Victories over the Turks 
and Tartars, perſwaded by the Cretenſians, Rebelled 
xainſt the Emperor, taking upon himſelf the title of 
Emperor, which laſted not long, for being over- 
thrown by the latter in a mortal Battle, was delivered 
bound by his Souldiers to the Conqueror, who de- 
priving him of his Sight, ſent him to the Emperor,thea 
reliding at C onſtantinople, Th 
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The Rebellion created ſuch Jealouſic in the Emperor, | 


that he choie rather to truſt ſtrangers, then his own 


Subjetts, ſo that he having notice of the Maſſageres, Þ 


a People dwelling beyond Iſter, being oppreiled by 


the Tartars, he upon their Supplication, appointed F 


them part of his Dominions, whereupon they came 


over to him with about 10000 families, which cauſed F 


him to fall into the diſpleaſure of his SubjeCts ; theſe 


new-come gueſts,being compleatly Armed, he ſent them ; 


with many others, againſt the 7wrks, under the leading 
of his Son, and Partner in the Empire Michael Paleo- 
logs, who at the firſt ſight of the Turks, without fo 
much as {ſtriking a ſtroak fled, which gave the Ene- 
my the advantage of conquering the Country as far as 
Leſbos. 

After this as if deſtiny had ſo willed it, the Emperor 
called to his aid Ronzerins a Pirate, who came with 
2020 Catalonians, and afterwards increaſed his number 
þy ſending tor more, who at firit did confiderable ſer- 
vice, but within a while fell to ſpoiling and plundering 
the Emperors Dominions in Aſia, worle then the 
Turks,as likewiſe by ſetting out certain Gallies, robbed 
all the Merchants that paſled thoſe Seas, till at laſt their 
Gallies being deſtroyed by a Fleet of the Genoways, and 
their Captain ſlain, by the command of the young 
Emperor, they called in the Turks, having firſt ſeized 
upon the City of Calipolis; againſt theſe who with joynt 
forces haraſed the Country,the young Emperor went in 
perſon, but was overthrown and moſt of his Greeks 
{lain,upon the revolt of the Maſſagersand other treache- 
rons Mercenaries, who were ſhortly recompenced 
according to their deſerts; for being about to return 
home with the ſpoil they had gotten, the Catalomans 
{et upon them, and put 'um all to the Sword, taking 
trem thema rich booty, and then paſling through many 
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Countrics, they left the Emperor free, till at laſt com- 
ing to the Territories of the Duke of Thebes, and he 
retuling to give them pallage, they ina ſer battle over- 
threw his power and ſeized on his Country, in which 
they ſettled themſelves, where their Poſterity to this 
day remains. 

But this freed not the Emperor of the danger, for 
the Turks coming down in great number, and having 
overthrown the young Emperor ſpoiled all Thracta, 
to ſtay whoſe fury Philes Paleologus a devout man and 
Kinſman to the Emperor , undertook the defence of 
his bleeding Country, and meeting them as they 
were ranging to and fro burning and deſtroying 
all before *um, he in a ſet battle overthrew "um, and 
forced *um into the City of Cher/oneſus, where 
he ſo ſtraightly belieged them by Sea and Land, 
that indeavouring to break through the Leaguer, 
they were molt of them lain, and the relt raken 
Pritoners. 

Things being at this paſs, and by this means peace 
Recovered to the Empire, inteſtine Eroyles be- 
gan anew to be fomented by the faCtious Greeks ; for the 
young Empcror being dead, they ſtirred up young 
Adronicus his Son, to depoſe his Grand-father the old 
Emperor, which after ſeveral Stratagems and devices 
he effected,taking the City of Conſtantinople by treaſon, 
and caſting him in Priſon where of griet he toon after 
died. 

Theſe Civil diſſenſions of the Greeks amongſt them- 
ſelves, gave Orhoman the opportunity to tound his Em- 
pire in Phrygia ard Byrhima, where being Jucce'sful in 
all his Attempts he mightily increaſed his Dominions, 
having by this time ſubdued 20 Cities with all their 
Territories, and amongſt the relt Pruſta, which after 
along Siege worn out with Famine Anno 1 327 yield- 
ed upon {everal Articles, few of which were afterward 

F 2 obſerved, 
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obſerved, by the Tirk, which being the greateſt City 
11) thoſe parts of Aſia, became for many years after 
the ſeat of the Turkiſh Kings. But as all men muſt 
yield to death, fo in the 28 year of his Reign, and the 
69 year of his Age Othoman the Founder of the Tirkiſb 
Empire, ſtill cailed from him the Orhoman Empire,died, 
and was buried in Pruſia, where to this day his Tomb 
15 to be ſeen,and in his new acquired Kingdom,Orchanes 
his Second Son ſucceeded him, his cldeſt dying during 


his Regency. 


CHAP, VU. 


The Life and Aitions of Orchanes; otherwiſe 
Urchan, Second Aing of the Turks 
Alia. 


HE Funeral rights of this great Conqueror being 
performed by his Sons, viz. Orchanes, alias Ur- 

chan, \iis Second Son, and Aladin his third and youngeſt 
Son, and he having left great ſtore of wealth, Orchanes 
his Succeſſor took upon him the rule of the Kingdom; 
allotting to his Brother Aladin, at his requeſt the 
Lordſhip of Fodore in the Teckences Country , where 
he lived a private Life, without doing any thing worthy 
of memory, but Orchanes now ſettled in his Kingdom, 
following his fathers footſteps, whofe Armies of late 
he had altogether commanded as his General, he forgat 
not to procced where he had left off, and therefore pre- 
pare to War upon the Chriſtians, but at firſt with no 
great Succeſs, for the Chriſtians upon the death of 
Othemain, 
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Othoman,drawing theirforces together out of all parts, 
recovered the City of Nice, with divers Caſtles and 
Towns, and amongſt the reſt the Caſtle 7 zuprichiſer, 
which greatly hindered the 7wrksexcurſions,who dwelt 
in Bithynia; whereupon Orchazes upon notice that it 
was {lenderly Guarded, went with ſeveral of his fol- 
lowers, in the attire of Merchants, and by that means 
deceiving the warders got admittance, but were no 
ſooner entered e're they proved fatal ones;for drawing 
their Swords they put all ſuch as they found therein 
to death, and ſeized the Caſtle, and having Garriſon- 
ed it, paſſed on to the City of Nice, to which they 
lay'd ftiege, when to reſcue it the young Emperor 
Andronicus came with ſuch power as he could raile, 
but being for the moſt part unexperienced Soldiers, 
the Turks from the Mountains, as they were paſling 
through the hot Country, ſetting upon them a crucl 
battel begun, but night coming on they parted by con- 
ſent, yet in this fight the Emperor loſt near half his 
People, and was himſelf wounded with an Arrow, 
ſo that deſpairing of cfteCting what he came tor,leaving 
his Tents and great ſtore of Furniture therein, every 
man ſhifted for himſelt in the dead of Night, fo thar 
next Morning what they left became a prey to the 
Infidels, who hightened by this Succeſs, took in ſeve- 
ral Sea Towns, and within a while recovered the City 
of Nice, by Stratagem; As thus the Emperor 1n his 
flight thither trom his Camp, had promited to fend 
them 1000 Horſe-men of which Orch.es having notice 
diſguiſed 800 of his men in Grectar habit, and tent them 
with full inſtructions, who being come within fight 
of the City, he ſent out 300 other in Tk! habit as 
foragers, whom the other efpying, as ii they had becu 
I£n2rant of the Matter, turned upon thein,and after a 
teigned ſkirmiſh put them to flight, then taking their 
way to the City, the Citizens who from their walls had 
= bencld 
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beheld what had paſled joyfully opened their Gates, 
ſuppoling them to be the Emperors promiſed Aid ; 
but they no ſooner entered but the other 300 Horſe, 
and ſeveral Companies of Foot who lay in Ambuſh, 
were at their Heels; by which means that great City 
was a ſecond time taken by the Twrks, whoſe Riches 
became a prey to the Soldiers, and whoſe Inhabitants 
became of free Perſons milerable Caprives. 

The Fate of this great City followed many others in 
the ſame Tract, the Turks walting all before them as 
they went, miſerably burning up what they could not 
carry away ; ſo that the Countries before them were 
diſpeopled, all the Inhabitants flying from them, as a 
ten-fold Contagion - So that no conſiderable Forces 
being ſent from the Emperor, the Cities fell into his 
Hands in great abundance, and above all being deli- 
rous to polleſs the two fair Caſtles of Abydos and 
Seſtirs, he ſent Accccozza, one of his great Captains 
to win them if poſſible, who by the way having In- 
telligence that rhe Captains Son of the Caſtle of Sra- 
mandara being, dead, his Funeral was ſuch a day to be 
Solemnized without the Walls; whereupon laying 
an Ambuſhment, tney upon the Mourners approach, 
ſuddenly iſſued from their Coverts, and flew leverai of 
them, taking the remainder Priſoners, and amonglt 
them the Captain, whom they carried to the Caſtle; 
telling thoſe that kept the Walls, that if they did 
not deliver it, he ſhould be put to a Cruel Death be- 
fore their Eycs ; at which nothing diſmayed they re- 
turned Anſwer, that they might Kill him, Boyl him, 
and Fat him if they pleaſed, but as for the Caſtle 
they weuld not deliver it; whereupon he finding it 
a work of great Difficulty to take by force, departcd 
to Seſizs which he with little Difficulty took, and 
had his Priſoners Ranſomed for a great Maſs of Mony, 
and amongſt tho reſt, the Captain of Scamandra ; and 
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now Abydos flanding in Ewrope on the other ſide the 
Helleſpont, was the onlyzplace Aimed at, when, as Fate 
would have it, the Night before the Trks came before 
it the Captain of the Caſtles Daughter dreamt that 
ſhe falling into a miry Pit, a young Gallant coming by 

plucked her out, and made her Clean; the which as 
ſoon as ever ſhe viewed Abdurachman one of the Tur- 
kiſþ Captains, the fancied him to be the ſame Perſon 
ſhe had beheld in her Viſion, and ſo ſtrongly her fancy 

wrought, that when he lead up his Forces againſt the 
Wall, ſhe out of a Tower from whence ſhe beheld 
what was done, toſled a Letter tyed to a ſtone at 
his Feet, wherein ſhe expreſled her Paſſion, Proteſting 
that if he would accept of her Love, ſhe would on 
ſuch a Condition betray the Caltle into his Hands. This 
Letter being ſhewed to old Accecozza, he much doubr- 
ed the real Intention, fearing 1t was a delign to draw 

them into Danger ; but upon Abdurachn.an's Requelt, 
that he might undertake the Enterprize, he Conlent- 
ed; it being agreed, that to give the belicged the lets 
Suſpicion, the Army ſhould give a gcneral atlaulr, and 
then draw off, the which being done, the Garriſon 
buried in Sleep and Wine for joy of the 7 «rk; deper- 

ture, neglecting their Watches ; the Captain being 
Conducted by his Miltreſs a private way, enicred with 
about fifty Followers, and putting the Warders to the 
Sword, opened the Gates and Jet in the Army, who 
the next Morning took the Garrilon. The Tiks 
departed with their Priſoners and ſnch Booty as they 
found : The Tratyreſs being g1Ven to Abdiurachman as a 
reward of his Advent'rons undertaking, not long after 
Accecozza dying, Orchanes made his Sons, Awmwath and 
Solyman Lords of the Provinces he had taken trom the 
Chriſtians, who lay'd Siege to the City of Nicemedin, 
which deſpairing of juccour, ſurrender'd upon Condi- 
Lion, that fo many as would depart might, and thoſe 
F. 4 that 
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that would ſtay there might, without any hurt : Ej- 
ther Body, or Goods, of which City Solyman was 
made Governour, and thereupon he removed his 
Court from Pruſa to Nice, that he might be near his 
new Conqueſts at all times, to give ſuch neceſſary Or- 
ders as were Convenient ;z and ſo proſpered that he 
ſoon after got Poſleſſion of Taraxa, Govinucia, and 
Mndurne; and raiſing a puiſlant Army, he invaded the 
Country of Caraſiana(the Brothers of the deceaſed King 
being at odds about the Succeſſion ) and ſoon over-run 
It, torcing one of the Brothers to fly into Pergamum, 
and the other as his /afal to hold the Kingdom in 
Fee of him, at the ſame time made his younger -Son 
Amurath Lord of Pruſa. 

The Turkiſh Kingdom being thus ſettled in Aa, 
Archanes conſulted with his Son Solyman about getting 
tooting in Europe, which he promiſed to efteCt ; and 
upon his return to his Government, ſent over Ezes-Bey 
h:s chief Captain, and ſome others to diſcover the 
Country ; who taking a Greek, Priſoner returned and 
preſented him to Selyman, who having given him Mo- 
ny and Rayment, inquired of the Nature of the 
Country, who informed them at large : Whereupon 
repaſſing with a ſmall Force, they ſeized upon the Ca- 
itle of Zembenick,, without doing any harm to the Gar- 
THon, which was indecd but ſimall; moſt of them be- 
INg gone ont to fetch in their Harveſt. 

The News of the Turks landing in Ewurope, ſoon 
fiew to Cecuſtantinople, but ſuch was their Co- 
wardiſe and Sloath together with inteſtine Diviſions, 
that no Care was taken to expulſe them : So that they 
daily increaſing their Power, ty ſuch as were fent over 
In Boats, ſeized alſo upon the Caſtle of Madiras, and 
aſterward ſpoiled the Country of Cherſone/ws, as far as 
Callipolss , which City they took after having over- 
thrown the Goyernour ina pitched Battle; yet ſo on 
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tuated were the greater part of the Greeks, that they 
made a jelt of the proceedings of the Turks, who were 
by this time advanced 200 from the Caltle of Zembenick, 
where they firilt Landed. Whereupon Solyman ſent 
to his Father, to acquaint him with what had palled, 
as likewiſe to. delire him, to ſend him freſh ſupplies of 
Men, not only to ſecure what he had won, but to 
roſecute his ſucceſsful beginning ; upon the receipt of 
which news Orchanes greatly rejoyced,aud immediately 
Commanded 1000 Sarazens and Turks , to paſs the 
Helleſpont in Boats prepared for that purpoſe, upon 
whole Arrival Solymar intercepted the Goveronour of 
Conger Caſtle, who had greatly annoyed the Turks, 
and ſtriking off his Head betore the Caltle-Gate 
ſo terrified thoſe that were within, that they ſoon 
ſurrendred the Place,from whence the Tirks frequently 
fallying fetched in great Booties, venturing evento the 
Walls of Didymorichum, 
And thus in the ſpace of one year, the Turks got 
ſtrong footing in Erope, polleſling themſelves of di- 
vers Caſtles and Towns, with the Countries about 


- them; which Sofyman as a reward of their Service, gave 


to his Captains and Soldlers, as appeareth by the Mo- 
numents of Ezes-Bee, and Fazel-Beg the firſt, Two Tur- 
kiſh Captains that fer Footing in Erope, but for a while 
a ſtop was put tothe 7xks Progreſs, occalioned by the 
Death of Solyman ; who hawking in the Fields of Bolyre, 
and following too furious intaking a Ditch, his Horſe 
threw hin where he received fncha mortal bruiſe, that 
ne within a few days after died, which News coming 
to his Father Orchares, he for grief tell ſick, and with- 
in two Months gave up the Gholt , Aro 1359. and 
of his Age 80 years, having Reigned 31 years. 

This Orchanes was both warlike and Politick ; 
Courteous he was to his Friends, and ſtern to his Enc- 
mics, much devoted to the Aahometan ſuperſtition ; 
and a great Enemy to the Chriſtians, CHAP.

that Name, and third King of the Turks. 


Chanes and Solyman his eldeſt Son being dead, 


Amurath ſucceeded in the Kingdom, as the 
younger Son to the decealed King; who at his 
firſt Entrance upon his Government, had great Con- 
teſts with the Turkiſh Princes of the leiſer Aſia, who 
Envying his aſpiring, as ſuppoſing in the Currant of his 
Victories, he might as well overthrow them, as the 
Chriſtians ;, but having Vanquiſhed their Forces, and 
brought them Terms of Agreement, he turned his 
Arms upon Europe with a great holt ; paſling the Hel. 
leſpont he ſeized upon the Caſtle of Berurum, when 
paſling on the Greeks now rouſed out of their ſecurity, 
oppoſed him with ſuch Forces as they could draw to- 
gether, but were ſoon overthrown : After which he 
won the Town of Trurulws, taking likewiſe all the 
Caſtles and ſmall Towns adjoyning, as Meſfime, Burgos, 
Hebrus, and ſoon after Didjmotichum ;, and ſtaying there 
ſent oneof his Captains named Lala-Schakzy, to beliege 
Hadrianople, now called Aarianople with 'whom the 
Chriſtians fought a greet and mortal Battle, but ſuch 
was their ill {teered Fate that Victory declared for the 
I:fidcls, So that that great City being out of all hopes 
of Relief,, opened her Gates to the Enemy, Ano 1 362. 
The City of Hadrianople being taken, or, as their own 
Hiſtories relate, taken by Treachery in time of Peace; 
Animrath made it the chict Seat of the Tarkiſh Kings 
in 
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{ in Europe, as aplace from whence he might beſt annoy 

* Chritendom, and then ſending for his Captains, he 

* Commanded to invade the Countries of Phz{jpopoles, Zo- 

* gora,and Ipſala ; the which in a ſnort time they brought 
under Subjection. 


The Turk;ſb Kingdom in a ſmall time being ſpread 
w.de, Cura Ruſtemes the Doctor of the Aahbomerarn 
Law, and Zinderlu Chelil the Chief Juſtice deviſed 


| the Order or Conſtitution of the Janizaries ( which 


have ever ſince been available to Turks in all their 
Wars) after this manner, that ſeeing there were great 
multitudes of Chriſtian Captives trequently taken, the 
Youths above fifteen years of Age ſhould every fifth 
be the Kings, and if there wanted of five, then he who 
had them ſhould pay twenty five Aſpers a Head, 
and that thoſe which appertained to the King ſhould 
for three or four years be pnt to hard Labour, the 
better to inure 'um to Hardſhip; and then being 
brought to Court to ſerve in the Wars, as the Kings 
Life-Guard bcing alway near his Perſon. Which advice 
was ſo well approved of, that it has continued accep- 

table to the Orboman Kings and Emperors ever lince. 
Amurath having ſettled his Conqueſts in Ewrope, 
leaving a ſufficient Power with his great Captains : 
The Winter coming on, he paſled over into Aſa ; 
but early in the Spring, upon view that the Chriſt1- 
ans were in Arms he returned, and by the way took 
the Town of ZBoze, putting the chief Inhabitants to 
the Sword, and carrying away the reſt Captives, but 
held it not long e'r it was recovered and raſed by 

the Chriſtians, who ſeryed the Turks in like manner. 
In the mean time the Chriſtian Army in Servia 
and Bulgaria conlilting of 50000 Horſe and Foot, 
advanced in Order to their belieging Adrianople, which 
ovliged him for his better ſecurity, to haſte over the 
Hulleſpout, giving, Order for a great number of A/ars

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to follow him, but by reaſon of the Christ4ans dif. | 


cord amongſt themſelves, and reſuſing to joyn their 


Forces, they were {et upon at advantage, and over. F 
thrown with the loſs of half the Army, e'r the Forces Þ 
arrived from Afia, The News of which fatal over. | 
throw ſpreading wide, Amuwrath's Fame ſpread wi- Þ 


der ; Infomuch that German-Ogly Reigning in the 
leſſer Afiz, and being chief of the Zelzweeian Family, 
ſent his Ambaſladors to intreat a Marriage between his 

Daughter Hatun, and young, Bajaxer, in lieu of which 
he promiſed a great part of his Territory, and that 
his Son-in-Law at his Death ſhould ſucceed. him in his 
Kingdom, by that means joyning both Families into 
one, the which in ſhort time was accorded ; at the Ce- 
lebration of which Nuptials, the Ambaſſadors of al- 
moſt all the Princes of the Eaſt were preſent, who 
in the Names of their Lords preſented the Brice- 
groom and Bride with exceeding rich Gifts ; but A- 
murath to outdo them all, cauſed Erronoſes to bring 
out of Exrope 100 beautiful Boys, with as many Vir- 
g1Ns ; all Chriſtian Captives clad in rich Garments, im- 
broidered with Gold and Pearl, each of them holding 
a Cup of Gold in the one hand, and a Cup of Silver 
in the other, filled with Jewels, Pearls, Amber, and 
the like; which he cauſed in requital of their Kind- 
neſs given to the Ambaſſador to he. 

At this Marriage Chuſun-Beg Prince of Amiſum in 
Galatia, fold by his Ambaſſador his Territories of A- 
vitſim to Amuwrath , as doubting, to keep them; the 
Turks Power being now ſo near him. 

The Nuptials Cclebrated, Aurath making his Son Ba- 
1azet Governour of his Countries in Anatolia, gathered 
what Forccs he could for the Invaiion of Servia, tak- 
ing, by the way the ſtrong City of Phere; and entering 
Servia the Deſpot no ways able to oppoſe him, he 
took Nifſa the Metropelrs of that Province; and loon 
ater 
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© after Apolonia with many other places of ſtrength, 
{o in fourteen days over-run nigh all the Provinces, 
© but receiving News out of Aſia, that Aladine King of 
# Caramania , Who a little before had Married his 
” Daughrer, waſted his Countries in Afia with Fire 
© and Sword, which ſo inraged Amurath, that making 
Peace with the Deſpot of Servia, he paſſed over with 
an Army of 70000 Horſe and Foot, to whom in num- 
| ber Aladine was not inferior, as having Confederated 
himſelf with all the Petty Princes of Aſia, when 
| after ſeveral overtures of Peace propoſed and none ac- 
cepted ; both Armies joyned on the great Plains of Car- 
| ramania, Where after a dreadful Battle Aladin's Army 
was overthrown, he was forced to fly into /conin 
his chief City, and was there ſtraightly beſieged, but: 
> | at the humble Supplication of his Queen, who would 
- | have no denyal at her Fathers hands ; he upon his Sul>- 
miſſion was reſtored again to his Dignity and King- 
' | dom, as likewiſe were all the Princes, his Confede- 
- Þ rates upon Condition of acknowledging him their ſu- 
- | pream Lord. 
, Whilſt theſe things paſſed, the Deſpot of Serviz 
" Þ grieving that he had made ſnch adiſhonourable League 
| | with the 7rks, and being told by his General, ſent 
- I with Forces to alliſt Amwarh againſt -the Caramaniarn 
King, how deſpighttully he had uſed him and his 
| | Soldiers, therewithal ſtirring him up to break the 
- | League, and caſt off the ſervile Yoak, he ſent ſecretly 
to the King of Bozan, to requelt him to joyn with 
im againſt the 7irkiſh Tyrant, who willingly ac- 
corded ;/and at 41 interview between the ſaid King, and 
| | the Deſpot all things were agreed, upon Notice of 
which Amwrarh was not a little perplexed, but yet re- 
, Þ| folving to take revenge, he gathered great Forces to 
{ Þ} invade both Princes; the which whilſt he was doing, 
the Captain of Alexandria took a Caſtle in the — 
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fines of Boſan, came privately to his Tent and offered | 


to deliver to him moſt part of the Country, if he 
would follow his directions, ſtrengthening his Promiſe 
with many ſpecious Arguments; inſomuch that the 


Greedy 1wrk giving Credit to what he had faid, ſent | 
twenty thouſand Men under the leading of his great | 
Captain and Tutor Lala-Schalin, who plundering part F 


of the Country, and at laſt by the ſaid Captains de- 


vice, who had by Amurath been highly honoured, e- | 


- ang with a rich Cloak, which ſignifies the Per- 
on ſo inveſted to be highly in the Favour of the 
Turkiſh King ; but. having drawn them within the 
Danger of the Ambuſh, he ſent to the King of Boſan, 
who coming upon them with 30000 Greeks, as they 
were ſtragling cut of 50020 of them, the other 5000 
with Schakin hardly eſcaping to tell the News. 

Wirth this overthrow of his Men, Amurath was 
greatly inraged, and gathering all his Power marched 
into Servia (which before he had Relinquiſhed upon the 
Deſpots becoming his Tributary ) where he found 
the Chriſtians with a formidable Army ready to receive 
him ; when after ſome Towns and Caſtles taken, on 


either ſide, both Armies met upon the great Plains of : 


Coſſovia, where when the Captains on either ſide had 
put their Men in Order z exhorting them to do their 
beſt for obtaining the ViCEtory, they joyned with ſuch 
Fury that the Earth trembled under their Feet, ayd 
ſuch was the horrid noiſe of Claſhing Arms, ſhouts 
of the Conquerors Cries, of the Vanquiſhed and 
Weeing of Horſes, that wild Beaſts in the Mountains 
trembled ;. and thoſe that beheld the Fight ſuppoſed 
that ſhowers of Arrows deſcended from the Clouds. 
At firit the Turks gave back, being aſlailed by the 
Chrijtians in great number, and the Right Wing rout- 
ed, but Bajazer coming in with a freſh Power renewed 


the Pattle, which having continued eight hours with 
great 
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Freat ſlaughter : Inſomuch that all the Plains were co- 
Vered with the Bodies of the ſlain, moſt of the Chri- 
tian Captains killed Valiantly fighting, and amongſt 
the reſt, Lazerws the Deſpot, the Victory fell to the 
Twhks ; thoſe that fell in the Battle, not being accoun- 


ted leis then 50000. 


After the Battle was over, Amwath greatly Re- 


: joycing in his huge Conqueſt, in a Vain-glorious Hu- 
* mour would needs take a view of the heaps of the dead 


Carcaſles, which made the Plain Mountainous, when 
2s a half dead Soldier, named Cobehits faint with loſs of 


| Blood and Wounds, riling as it were from the Grave, 
* came towards him ſtaggering and falling three or four 


times in twenty paces, when thoſe that were about 
him, would have hindered his approach; but Amu- 
rath ( Deſtiny ſo ordering ) Commanded he ſhould 
have acceſs, ſuppoſing he would have Petitioned for his 
Life ; when on the contrary without a Word ſpeak- 
ing, Cobelits drawing forth a Dagger, ſtabbed him in- 
to the Belly, for which he was preſently hewn in 

ieces z nor did Amurath long iurvive him, but with- 
in three days after dyed of his Wound, and was bu- 
ryed in Prxſia, Anno 1390. of his Age 68 years, and 
of his Reign 31 years. To whom ſucceeded Bajaxer 
his eldeſt Son, who was no ſooner Crowned, but he 
cauſed his Brother Fac#p to be ſtrangled in his Preſence 
with a Bow-ſtring, which wicked Precedent has ever 
1ince been put in Practice by the Orboman Kings and 
Emperors, 
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CHAP. A 


The Life of Bajazet, the firit of that Name 
and Fourth King of the Turks his /Vars and 


Captivity. 


Ho a man of a Proud and haughty temper, 
having taken upon him the Regency of his Fa- 
ther's Kingdoms, fell heavily upon Servia, not ſo much 
as vouchſafing to hear the Embaſladors ſent on their 
behalt, which made the Princes of the Welt begin 
ro conſider their own eltate, and eſpecially YVncelaus 
the German Emperor, and S19iſmond King of Hungary, 
and not contented with the ſpiols of Servia, he made 
ſeveral inroads into Boſan, ſpoiling the Country and 
carrying away great booties, when in the mean whilz 
the King of Caramania hearing of his Fathers death, 
began anew to walte his Countrics in Afa',- which 
canſed Bajazet to ſend a great power, who overthrew 
him and recovered all that was loſt taking from him 
likewiſe his own Conntry which obliged him in 
humble wiſe to beg their reſtanration, which' Bajazer 
upon condition that he ſhould from that time forward 
become his vaſlal reſtored. 

About this time Philadelphia, the only City the 
Chriſtians had in Afia, was beſieged by Bajazets Power, 
and after a ſtraight Siege and no hopes of any ſuccours, 
delivered by the Citizens as a ranſom for their Lives 
and Perſons. 

Having ſubdued Servia, and the greateſt part of 
Boſan, he invaded Theſſalia walting, it as he paſſed with 
fire and Sword, cven to the Walls of _— 
taking 
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taking Neopolss in Greece; and Joarnia in eAtolia, and 
afterward returning into Apa he there ſpent the Win- 
ter, but Spring being come, with all his Power he 
repaſſed the Helleſpour, and lay'd cloſe Siege te 
Conſtantinople, the ſeat of the Greek, Emperor, Ema- 
nel Paleologus then Reigning, who after he had been 
brought to great. extremity, went to the German 
Emperors Court to crave aid, who together with many 
other Chriſtian Princes, ſent an Army of 250000 under 
the leading of young S1giſmond King of Hungary, to 
oppoſe whom Bajazer railed his Siege and found them 
belieging Neocopelts; from whence they drew into the 
greac Plain and joyned Battle, but by reaſon of the 
confuſion that was in theChriſtian Army, their Van being; 
overcharged, the Rear fled without ſtriking a ſtroak, 
ſo that the Turks getting the Victory with a far leſs 
number purſued ſo hard upon the Chriſtians that 
the greater part of the Army was ſlain, taken pri- 
ſoners and drowned in palling the River Danu- 
bins, 

After this great and unexpected Victory over the 
Chriſtians occalioned by the emulation that aroſe a- 
mong it their great Commanders, Bjazet returned to 
the Siege of Conſtantinople, now out of all hope to be 
relieved, where whilſt he lay caſting his eyes upon 
Deſpina, the ſlain Deſpor of Servis's fair Daughter, 
oftered by her Mother ; his former Wife bein; dead 
he Married her.,and for her ſake reſtored to her Brother 
Stephen all his fathers Principalities. 

Aladin the Carramanian King, being. dead, and his 
Son of the ſame name Reigning in his ſtead, delt- 
rous to revenge the wrong Brjazet had done his Fa- 
thers Subjects, coming, to Azcyra ſurpriſed Temurtaſſes 
Bajazer's great Licvicnant, but uponthe approach of 
Bajazet with his Army he richly arraying begged his 
pardon, and {et him art liberty,fending Embaſladors to 
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92 The Turkiſh Hiſtor). 
excuſe them; but Bajazer would not ſuffer them 
to come into his fight, whereupon the young King 


gathering all the Power of his Country ,tought with him Þþ 


a great Battle, but being far too weak tor luch anEnemy 
was overthrown &he taken Priſoner, by theCommand 


of Bajazct delivered to Temurtaſes his Capital Enemy, 


who for the diſgrace he had put upon him cauſed him 


to be ſtrangled,which raſh deed much grieved Bajazer, | 
the young Prince being his Siſters Son, yet he leized 


upon the greateſt part of his Kingdom, though he had 
ſeveral Sons living, and fo inraged was he that he 
expulſed all the Mahometan Princes in Leſſer Afa, 
and ſeized upon their Territories, whereupon they 
fled to Tamerlane the Great, who having Married the 
daughter of the Cham or Emperor of Z7 zrtary, and 
now returned from the Conqueſt of Chiza, he took 
them into his protection, and being art the {ame time 
Solicited for aid by Emanuel the Greek, Emperor, he 
ſent to Bajaxert his Emballadors, with many rich pre- 
ſents,requeſting him to ceaſe from moleſting his Allizs, 
but he in a proud manner not only rejected his preſents, 
but with many opprobrious words, caſt foul reproaches 
on him,telling his Embaſladors that he deſired nothing 
more then to meet him in the field, and with many 
taunting expreſſions diſmiſſed them. The reporr of 
which ſo throughly netled the Tartar, that he reſolved 
witha puiſſant Army to go againſt him, being hightened 
thereto by Axalla his great favourite, a Genoway by 
birth, and friend to the Greek, Emperor, whoſe cauſe 
he daily ſolicited. And 7amerlane who was a well 
wither to the Chriſtians, in his opinion differing little 
from them ſo well approved of all he faid, and having 
taken his leave of his Father-in-Law, and his Wite, 
with a powerful Army he paſled the Mountains, March- 
ing through many Countries, none daring oppoſe his 
pallage;tillat length coming to Gachichich, he muſterer 
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his Army , and found it to conſiſt of 800000 Horſe 
and Foot of divers Nations, to whom he gave gene- 


ral pay, not having ſuffered the leaſt wrong to be 


done in any Country , through which he had paſ- 


| ſed. 


Bajazer lying at the Siege of Conſtantinople, and 
hearing the Tartar approached with a Power that co- 
yered the Countries as he palled, he raiſed his Siege, 


and contrary to Tamerlains Expectation, but even as 


he wiſhed, came over with ſuch forces as he could 
raiſe, into Aſia; where he joyned with his Livete- 
nant, whilſt the Zartars ſtill came on, having by this 
time paſſed Exphrares, and taken all the Cities in their 
way, that appertained to Bajezcr, and amon2it 
the reſt the great City of Sabaſtia, once the chief 
Seat of the Turkzſh Sultan, utterly raſing it, putting 
all the Citizens to the Sword, or as fome, Buryed 
them alive in deep Pits he cauſed to be digged for 
that purpoſe, unleſs the Governour whom he ſet at 
Liberty to carry the News to Bajazet, who was ad- 
vancing 500000 Strong, who upon the Governours 
coming into his preſence, demanded which was the 
greater Army he having ſeen both, to which af- 
ter having craved pardon, he replyed that the Tar- 
tars Army muſt needs be the greateſt : by Reaſon 
he was Lord of far greater Countries z whereupon 
Bijazer Laughing, faid ont of doubt the ſight of the 
Tartars hath made this Coward ſo affraid;that he think- 
th every Enemy two. 

The Armies being come near to each other upon 
the great Plains of Sexnas, he thought not good to 
yn Battle preſently by Reaſon the Evening ap- 
proached ; yet many light Skirmuſhes happened be- 
tween the Parthian Horlemen, and the Forerunners 
of the Twrkzſh Army ; but the next Morning either 
Hoalt being ſet in Array, after ſome Pauſe the charge

was Sounded, whereupon the Prince of Ciarcan Ta. Þ 
marlin's Kinſ-man, with 40000 Horſe charecd the Þ 
Turks in the Front, and Piercing their Battle, put 
the Jannizaries into diſorder; but veituring too far 
was there Slain, whereupon Axalla Leading, the Vaunt | 
-Guard compoſed of Sciths and Paithi:ns, bore 


upon the left Wing of the Turks Army, cutting in Þ ; 


pieces and Bearing down all that oppos'd him, at 
what time his Footmen coming to joyn with him he 
Faced the Batalion of the Fnnaizaries; who behaved 
themſelves Valiantly for the ſafety of <1eir Prince, 
who in the middle of them Fought on Foot, which 
Fight continued Bloody, and doubttal tor the ſpace 
of an Hour, all the place being heaped with che Bo- 
dies of theSlain ; till at laſt the Tartars being, uver- 
charged gave Ground, which Tamerlain from jus Sta.d 
perceiving ſent 10000 Horſe to Reinforce them, aad 
other 10000 to Fight in the Rearward, and at tae 
{ame time ſent his Foot-men, who fell in with the 
Turks main Battle that remained yet unſhaken with 
{uch fury, that making them give way, he opened 
them to the Rear of the Jarnizaries, wherein was yet 
the Perſon of Bajazer, who ſuſtained the greate!? Brunt 
of the Fight, but at laſt overpowered with num'er, 
they were forced to give Gronnd, at what time 1a- 
merlain coming on with 50000 freſh Horſe , Bore 
down all before him till he came to the Farn;zaris 
(who always Fight inthe Heart of the Army)and they 
weary,and rot able to make ſufficient reliſtance, were 
trodden down on all fides, 1o that the Battle Swer- 
ving, the Turks betook themſelves to Flight, and a- 
mongſt the relt Bajazet wounded as he was, whoat- 
Lerwards fell juto the Hands of Arall:, together 
w.th his Son 22a. The Deſpot of Servia and mai:y 
Liicrs ol note. 
This great Victory fell to the Tartars clueily, Þy 
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| the revolt of a great number of Bajazer's men z who 
' were raiſed in the Countries of the Mahometan Princes 


expulſed , who in the Heat of the Battle, ſee- 


| ing their natural Lords under Tamerline's Standard 
' went over to 'um. 


This Fight laſted Bloody and doubtfn] from Se- 
yen in the Morning till four in the Evening, where- 


' inas many report 200000 on either fide were Slain, 


and amongſt the reſt Muſtapha Bajazers Son with moſt 
of his great Commanders. 

After this Bajazer being brought before Tamer. 
lain , and demanded why he oppreſled the Chriſti- 
ans, and made War upon ſo Noble a Prince as 
was the Emperor of Greece ;, to which he replyed, E- 
ven the ſame thing that hath moved thee to invademe, 
even the deſireof Glory and Soveraignty ; and why, 
faid Tamerlain, do you uſe ſuch Tyranny over thoſe 
Jou Conquer without Reſpect of Sex or Age ? That 
1 did, faid he, to grve the greater Terror to my Ene- 
mies : Ah what wouldit thou have done with me, ſaid 
Tamerlain, if it had been thy Fortune to have had 
mein thy Power? I would,faid the haughty Turk. (nor 
Conquered tho overcome ) have put thee in a Cage of 
Iron, and have carryed thee in 'Iriumph about my 
Kingdom. Even ſo ſaid Tamerlain, ſhalt thou ke fery- 
ed, and thereupon ' commanded him our of his pre- 
ſence, and as he had determined, ſhortly atrer Coop- 
el him up in a Cage of Iron, and carryed him into 
the Countries he Conquered , whole Calamity 
may well ſerve as a memento to all aſpiring Mor- 
tals, by putting them in mind that the Worldly Glo 
ry 1s not perminent. 

After this the Greek Emperor ſent his Ambaſl-dor 
to Tamerlaia in his Name, to deliver up 11s City 
and Empire ; but he refuſed, faying he had Dcmi- 
nions ſufficient of his own, and after having fcen 
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the City and wondered at its fair StruCtures and 
Riches, he taking leave of the Emperor ; he paſſed 
with his Army into Egypt, to be revenged on the 
Sultan for aſliſtng Bajazee againſt him with zoooo Þ 
Mamalukes, having firit ſubdued all, or the greateſt Þ 
part of all the Turks Dominions in Aſia, and intire. 
ly reſtored Exrope to its rightful poſleſſors : and 


meeting with the Sultan he overthrew his Army, 
conſiſting of 174000 Horſe and Foot, and fo win- 


ing Damaſco , Feruſalem , Damiata, Cairo, and moſt Þ 


of the Cities in Egypt, Syria, Lybia, and other Ea- 


ſtern Countries, making all the Kings as he palled F 


become his Tributaries, he left Calibes a great Cap- 
tain with the greateſt part of his Army, to purſue 
the Egyptian Sultan, and ſecure what he had won; 
having news that his Father in Law was lick, and 
that his Wite was dclirous of his Company , here- 
turned into his Country, but 'erc his departure Ba- 
qjazet as deſperate and impatient of his Misfortune, 
had beaten his Brains out againſt the Bars of his 
Cage, as the moſt Authentick Authors affirm ; tho 
the Turks fay he was ſet at Liberty by Tamerlein, 
who beforchand had cauſed to take Poyſon, of which 
within three Days he dyed, tho their ſaying is very 
unlikely to be true; but however he was Bury- 
edin Pruſa, by his beloved Wife Deſpina, Anno 
i 399. having Reigned ſeven years, and kept under 
reſtraint two years.

| The Life of Mahomet the firſt King of the Turks, 


and the reſtorer of their Kingdom ruined by the 
Tartars, 


Hough Hiſtorians ſomewhat vary about the Suc- 
T cellor of Bajaxzer, yet the molt Credible do affirm 
that his Son ahomer, ſeveral of his other Bro- 
thers being ſlain and carried away Captive, ſucceed- 
ed him, and that the reſt might be miſtaken in the 
Name. 

This Aahometr, when his Father was taken Priſoner, 
was but fifteen years of Age, having been by him ap- 
pointed his Succellor for the great. Hope he ſaw in 
him, for the recovery of the broken and much ſhat- 
tered Kingdom. 

When Mahomet entered upon Kingly Authority , 
the Tartars poſlelled a great part of the before Turkiſh 
Dominion, but the Remains of the ſcattered Army and 
other Aids reſorting to his Standard after the depar- 
ture of 1amerlain, he recovered many Cities, ſome by 
Force, and others by Revolt from the 7 2r:47s, and not 
long after in a great and bloody Battle overthrowing /- 
nal Ogly T amerlain's Lieutenant, he advanced more bold- 
ly and charged Coſtor Ogly, and Ainpeck, Ogly, two more 
of T amerlain's great Captains, whom he likewiſe 0- 
verthrew ; and following his good Fortune paſlled into 
the leſſer Aſia, of which Tamerl:in having, Notice ſent 
for him with a Promiſe, to give him one of his Daugh- 
ters in Marriage, to whom he intended to go ; but by 
the way being often forced to fight through the Am- 
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buſhment of the Tartars, he fearing it was a Deſign 
to take him Priſoner returned to his Government, 
cxcuſing himſelf to Tamerlair's Amballador, and ſend- 
ing one of his own Ambaſladorsto give the reaſon of his # 
nor coming ; upon Notice of which, and that the Turks | 


{till prevailed ; Tamerlaine prepared for a ſecond Ex- 
pedition, having recruited his huge Army for that pur- 
poſe : But what Man willeth God diſpoſeth, whillt he 
was intent upon the matter falling lick of a Feaver, or 
Ague, after three fits he dycd ; Death Conquering him, 
who in a ſhort ſpace Conquered fifty intire Kingdoms. 
"This mighty 7arrar being Dead, his great Kingdom 
divided amongſt his Sons, by their jarring and diſcon- 
tent of the Nobility was foon after rent into pieces,moſt 
of it falling into the hands of the Turks who at this 
day poſlleſs it: And now dabomea winning all the Do- 
minions his Father held in the greater Aſa, from the 
{irtars reſolved to recover the reſt, which his three 
Brothers, 1/a, Solyman and Muſa had ſeized on in Eu- 
rore, and the leſler Aſia 3. whereupon aflembling all his 
Forces, he marched to Lapadium, near to which 1/4 be. 
31g incamped, he ſent to offer him Caramarna and ſeve- 
ral other Kingdoms in the lefler Afaz though 
indeed they were not his to give, being poſleſled by 
tlieir rizatful Princes, whom 7amerlain had re-poſſell- 
ed them of}, which offer refuſed irom a youngerBrother, 
whereupon a bloody Battle inſued ; in which ja was 
overthrown, and for the preſervation of his Lite for- 
ced to fiy to Emanuel the Greek Emperor : In this Bat- 
tle were {|zin the two famous Baſas, Ewe and I emurta- 
fes, of which overthrow Afahoet lent to certifie his 
Brother Soly,z2n then in Conſrartivople t, after which he 
marched with his Army to Przf.z, and received under 
tis ProteCtion all the Countries adjoyning ; and now 
growing itrong he reſolved to brook no Rival in his Fa- 
tacrs Kingdoms, when on *the other hand _—_— -” 
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Elder Brother hearing what he had done, and knowing 
him to be of an aſpiring Temper, thought it not Con- 
venient to ſuffer him longer ſo Trumphantly to pro- 
ceed ; whereupon by the advice of his Grave Counſel- 
lors , he ſent for his Brother 7/a then at Conſtantinople, 
and making him general of his Army, gave him Or- 
ders to paſs over into Aſia, and curb the Pride of his 
aſpiring Brother. Za glad of this opportunity to re- 
venge his own Injuries ſuſtained, in looſing his Domt- 
nions, obeying his Brother Solyman's Commands, en- 
tered Mabomer's Dominions, and there with Fire and 
Sword began his Progreſs, which ahomer underſtand- 
ing came againlt him, and having overthrown his For- 
ces put him to a ſecond flight into Carramana; where, 
in obſcurity, of the Wounds he received in Battle, and 
grief for his foul defeat he dyed. 

Solyman hearing of the defeat prepared a great 
Army to invarle Aſrza, which made Aahomer retire in- 
tothe Country of Amaſa, 2s doubting the affeCtions of 
his People, by reaſon the Kingdoms of Bajazer of 
Right appertained to Soly- 2s Elder : This retire- 
Ing gave So/ymay opportunity to advance to the Walls 
of Prauſa, which City he belicged, and had it pre- 
ſently yielded, except the Caltle, which upon the 1n- 
terceptions of Mahomer's Letters, was likewiſe ſur- 
rendered, bur upon the approach of A4zhomer with a 
great Power, doubtful to keep what he had got, he 
with a!l his People retired to the Srraizhts of Neapo- 
ls, where he defended himſelt right valiantly againſt 
the aſlauits of his Brother, who by reaſon of the In- 
temperance of the Weather, and a Letter framed by 
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greed, that 44a with an Army ſhould paſs over the 
Euxin Sea, into Europe ; and whillt Solyman was buſie 
in Afia, ſeize upon his Country, which Expedition 
he undertaking, and making 1sfender Prince of Caſte. 
210n1a his Friend, and afterward the Prince of Yalachia, 
by marrying his Daughter, he ſoon prevailed with 
the Governours of the chief Cities, to Revolt from 
Salyman; when entering Hadrianople he cauſed himſelf 
to be inveſted with Royal Robes, and as King of the 
Country ſent forth his Decrees, which Solyman hear- 
ing of as he lay at Arcira in Aſia, palled; the Straight: 
of Boſphorus with all the Forces he could raiſe, up- 
on whoſe Departure Mahomet recovered what ever he 
had won in Aſa, 

Solyman being, come into Exrope , uſa prepared 
to oppole him, and both Armies coming in 1ight of each 
other, uſa fo dealt with Solyman's Captains, that 
they revolted, which he perceiving fled, accompanied 
only with Caratze-Beg, Cara Muchil and one Country 
Turk, whom they took with them as their Guide : 
whoſe perfidiouſneſs brought them to Deſtruction, 
for pretending to lead them through the by-ways zll 
Night, he miſnaming places brought them in the 
Morning near to uſa's Camp 3 when giving Notice 
to the Xrticks they ſet upon them, and having killed 
the two Captains, took Solyman and delivered him 
to Muſa, who immediately cauſed him to be ſtrang- 
led, whoſe Body by his Command was carried to Pru- 
fa, and there buryed by his Anceſtors. 

Solyman being, Dead, ſa took upon him the Go- 
vernment of the Turkiſb Kingdom in Emrope z as had 
been agreed between him and his Brother /4ahomer, 
but e'r he was ſettled he began to '1yrannize beyond 
meaſure over his Subjefts, which cauſed many of his 
great Captains to leave him, and amongſt the relt E#- 
renoſie teigning himſelf Blind found means to depart to 
Conſtantinople 
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Conſtantinople, from whence he wrote to Mahomet then 
in Aſia; giving him an Account of his Brothers pro- 
ceedings, and ſoliciting him to paſs over with his Ar- 
my, whoſe Council Adahomet taking, making firſt a 
League with Emanuel the Greek, Emperor, he entered 
Ewrope with his Army : But by the over eager purſuit of 
his Army, after the YVaunt Conriers of Muſa's Army,his 
Orders being broken , he was put to flight, and for- 
ced to repaſs the Seas into Aſa, leaving behind him a 
great part of his Army,who were ſpoiled by the Enemy. 

Mahomet thus foiled, and deſirous of Revenge re- 
ſolved once more to try his Fortune, and thereupon 
drawing to his Aſſiſtance Dulgager Ogly, who ſent his 
Son with great Forces to ſerve him in his War, 
he repaſled the Exxin, and by the Council of Emnreroſis, 
having procured the revolt of Jegides-Baſſa, Barack-Beg, 
and $S1n0n-Beg, 3 of Maſa's great Captains who came 
over to him with 3000 valiant 7 wrks he reſolved togive 
his Brother battle, the which being joyned, 4u/z by 
the revolt of other Commanders during the heat of 
fight was overthrown,taken, and by the Command of 
Mahomer ſtrangled, receiving thereinthe ſame meaſure 
he had dealt to his Brother Solyw@r. 

After this overthrow of Muſa, Mabomet proceeded 
to take poſleſſion of his Ki:zdom, tae which whillt he 
was doing, news came thiut the Carramanian King 
ſpoiled his Countries in Aſa,ord had burnt his great Ci- 
ty of Pruſa,which being a tronic: City was! expoled 
to the miſeries of War; whereupon boner fetling 
his Aﬀairs in Exrope as neceſſity wonld. permit, palled 
into Aſia, and falling like a tempeſt upon the Country 
of Carramania took Aſpropelis, Deſpotopolisand Hioapolrs, 
laying hard Siege ro lconumm, which cauſed the Cz; r4- 
mainan to fend his Embaſſadors to treat a Peace, tne 
which by reaſon of the great floods of Rain thar fell, 
and the Sickneſs in the Army, occaſioned by the intgmn- 
Perallce 
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perance of the Weather, was by ahomet accorded, 
but it continued not long e're the Carramanian King, in 
the abſence of Aahomer a ſecond time invaded his 
Countries, with whom Aahomet fighting, routed his 
Army, taking him and his Son Pritoners, for whoſe 
Ranſoms he had delivered into his poſſeſſion the 
principal Cities of Carramaria, and then returning into 
Europe ſeized upon Yalachia obliging the Prince there- 
of to become his Vaſlal. 

About this time two Perſons viz. Buriluzes and Be- 
aredin, pretending themſelves to be great Prophets 
drew great multitudes after them who ſpoiled the 
Country, upon notice of which ahomer ſent forces to 
apprehend them, who diſperſing their followers, hewed 
the former in pieces,and hanged the latter upon a Sign- 
poſt, and now Aahomet falling ſick without any hopes 
of recovery , aſlembled all his great Captains and 
charged them to obey his eldeſt ſon Amurath, whom 
after his deceaſe he appointed to ſucceed him in his 
Kingdom, and leſt in his abſence he being then at his 


Government of Amaſa, any diſturbance ſhould happen, ' 


that they that were about him, if he ſhould chance 
to die ſhould conceal his Death : All which, he at 
that time dying, being accordingly obſerved, for when 
the Janizaries and Penſiorers miſtruſting him to be 
dead,and demanded to ſee him,the Baſſasattiring him in 
his Royal Rohes, like as when he was alive brought 
him forth into a large Gallery, placing a Boy under his 
Gown, who as he was Commanded, lifted the Kings 
Arm and moved his head,withwhich thoſe that were be- 
lowwere well contented, and by this Stratagem kept his 
Death Secret 4.1 days, even till Amurath came and 
v00k the Sceptcr, tie which had they not done the 
Faniſaries and Peniioners would have {oiled the rich 
Cities wherein they were quartered, as ever ſince has 
BCCN Obſerved GUring an Interregnum, 
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CHAP. VI. 


The Life of amurath the Second of that name 
and Sixth King ofthe Turks, his /Fars, Vitto- 
ries and Defeats, 


a _ had no ſooner taken poſſeſſion of his King- 
dom, and the Death of Adahomer publiſhed, but 
divers Princes revolted from him, and invaded his 
Territories, as the Prince of Smyrna, Menteſia, and 
others, and amongſt the reſt an obſcure fellow of 
Theſſalonica, feigning himſelf to be A4:/tapha the Eldelt 
Son of Bajazet who was lain in the battle againſt 
Tamerlane, all the Turkiſh Cities in Exrope fell to him, 
whereupon Amurath ſent Bajazer Baſſa againſt him 
with a great Army, which was no ſooner landed but it 
revolted to Muſtapha, leaving the Zaſſa alone to ſhift 
tor himſelf, whereupon the Baſſz together with his 
Brother Hamze ſubmitted themſelves to this coun- 
terteit Son of Bajaxzer, but being envyed by the reſt 
of the Captains, they raiſed ſuch Jealoulies of his 
being treacherous in uſtapha, that he ſoon after 
put him to death, and afterward prepared for the 
Invaſion of Amurath's Territories in Aſia, of which 
he having notice, gathered all his forces to oppoſe 
him, and after asking Council of a Mahbometan Prieſt, 
who aſlured him, he had after two repullſes at the hands 
of the Great Prophet, obtained the favor of making 
him proſperous -in his Wars, and ſo coming to the 
North-ſide of the River Ulbad, he found the Bridge 
broken down, and Muſtapha's great Army incamped 
on the other lide, where he ſo dealt with the great 
Captains 
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Captains of Muſtapha's Army, that many of them 
revolted, and at length Maſt.phs being frighted by 
forged Letters, importing that his Army intended to 
deliver him up, fled by night, after which his men 
{ubmitted to Amurath, and he in his flight being taken 
in Exrope was hanged. 

The Rebellion being pacified, and Amurath informed 
that all this had happened, by the contrivance of the 
Greek, Emperor, belieged Conſtantinople, which in 
vain he often attempted to take by ſtorm, but whilſt 
he lay at this ſiege, news was brought that the King 
of Caramania had ſet up another Muſtapha, viz. his 
younger Brother Son to Adahomer, to whom many 
Countries in the leſler Aja revolted, which made 
Amurath raile his Siege, and with all haſt March to 
oppoſe bim, and with large gifts to have the ſooner 
done he ſo corrupted 1;as Beg the young Princes 
Tutor, that he delivered him up together with the 
City of Nice, where he was by Amurarth's command 
Stranglecd. 

Amnurath having appeaſed theſe Rebellious Tumults, 
Lellened his Council trom 5 to 2 Baſſas, viz. Ibrahim, 
and Eivazes, the latter of which being much envyed 
by thoſe that were outed, they ſuppoling it was done 
by his perſwaſion, poſleſſed Amurath that he had a 
delign upon his Life, and after thart to ſeize his King- 
dom, and for that purpoſe went privately armed; 
to prove the truth of which Amurath one day claſping 
him in his Arms, as in token of Friendſhip, found it 
fo indeed, and therefore growing more ſuſpitious, 
notwithſtanding his many excuſes for his ſo doing, 
cauſed his Eyes to be put out, and ſoon after had 
news of the death of the King of Carramaria his Mortal 
Enemy, who having lay'd Siege to the City of Arralia 
in Pamphilia, as he was viewing, It to ſee where he 
mizht moſt conveniently make an Allault, was ſhot 
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into the Breſt , with an Arrow from a Lope-hole, ar 
which Amurath greatly rejoyced, but his joy was ſoon 
allayed, by other news of a fierce Invaſion of his Ter- 
ritories made by T zamites Prince of Smyrna,but it ſoon 
blew over, for the Prince being Vanquithed bythe Vice- 
Roy of Anatolia,was togetherwitn his Son taken Priſon- 
er ; and contrary to Faith plighted Slain; after this 
Amurath Marryed the Daughter of Prince /ſflendiar, 
and then on a ſuddain in revenge of the pretended 
wrongs done him by the Greeks, beſieged and took 
Thefſalonica and diſpoiled it of all its Riches, lead- 
ing away the Inhabitants into miſerable Capti- 
VILY. 

At this time amongſt other diſtreſled Princes , 
Fohn Caſtrios Prince of Epirus, perceiving the Turks 
ready to invade him, and being no ways Capable to 
withſtand ſo powerful an Army, reſolved to avoid 
the Miſeries of War by a timely accord with the 
Turkiſh Tyrant, promiling to become his Tributa- 
ry, and for confirmation thereof, as Hoſtages deliver- 
ed his 4 Sons,viz.George,Staniſins, Repoſius,and Conſtar- 
tine; Amurath promiſing well and honourably to in- 
treat them, but as ſoon as they were within his pow- 
er, he cauſed them to be Circumciſed, and brought 
up in the Superſtition of the Mahumetan Religion, 
and after the Death of their Father, ſeized upon his 
Kingdom , and Poyloned all but George, whom he 
Named Scanderbeg ; whoafterwards became the Maw] 
and terror of the Turks, as will in the Sequel appear. 

Amurath being buſic in Exrope,the Carramanian King 
and the other Mahumeran Princes invaded his Domini- 
ons in A//a, which canſed him to paſs over to reprels 
that dangerous Enemy, which done he returned into 
Europe, and with Fireand Sword fell upon Hungary,and 
turning thence upon the Prince of Servia's refuſing to 
come to his Court ſeized Servia , tho he had Sworn to 
the contrary, The 
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The Hungarians being at Variance amongſt them. 
ſelves, and likewiſe at Wars with the King of Po. 
land; upon the-breaking off of the Match, between 
their Queen and the King of Poland, Amurath re- 
ſolved upon the Conquelt of that Kingdom, invaded 
Hungary , laying cloſe Siege to Belgrade, often in 
vain allaulting itz and now the Queen of Hungar 
being Dead, leaving Ladiſlaus a Child in the Cra- 
dle to ſucceed her, who not able to take any Mea- 
ſures about oppoſing the Turk, and the Kingdom in 
likelyhood to be overrun; the Nobility concluded to 
Elect Vldiſlaus King of Peland, a man of great Fame 
and no leis courage their King, which done Ambaſ- 
ſadors were ſent to Amrath, till lying at the Siege 
of Belgrade, but they were nothing more able to 
prevail as to his railing the Siege nor procuring a 
peace, till ſuch time as in divers aſlaults half his 
Army were loſt, overwhelmed with Wild-Fire, and 
ſtrangledin the mines,nor then tho he raiſed the Siege, 
would his haughty mind condeſcend to aPeacezin his re- 
turn,hegreatly troubled the Countries of Servia and Bo- 
ſan, cauling the Princes in lieu of ſaving them from the 
Spoil, to pay a yearly tribute of 25000 Ducats. 
Uladiſlaus being ſetled in his new Kingdom, and hav- 
ing frequently intelligence of the incurlions of the 
Turks into Tranſylvania ; the better to reſiſt them 
on that ſide Created John Hunides Vayvod or his 
Vicegerent in that Country, who putting all things 
in order, gathered ſuch an Army as he might, and 
upon news that /ſz the great Baſſa , and one of A- 
muraths moſt Renowned Captains, was returned with 
a great power and ſpoiled the Country ; he went 
againſt hun incouraging his Soldiers to Fight Cou- 
ragioully for their Lives, Country, Wives and Chil- 
dren ; and then ſetting upon the proud Baſſ2 after a 
hard foughten Battle, put him to Flight with the lois 
of 20000 of his men. This 


; 
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This Vi&tory nothing daunted Amwath, but puſh- 
ed him forward more eagerly to revenge the diſ- 
grace ; whereupon early in the Spring he ſent /deti- 
res Baſſa his Viceroy in Aſia, with a great Army, 


Z who ſpoiling the Country, took a great Booty and 


* many Priſoners, but in his return being purſued by 
* Huniades,he overthrew him,&Slew theBaſa & his Son. 
' By that means recovering all the Priſoners and Rich- 
” es, together with the Turkiſh Camp, and many 
* Turkiſh Priſoners of note, which cauſed the Hun- 
| garians and Tranſilvanians greatly torejoyce ; part of 
| the Spoiles with the Head of the Baſ/a and his Son, 
' he ſent to King Uldiſlans, the other part he con- 
verted to religious uſes, and what remained freely 
beſtowed it amongſt his Soldiers, not reſerving any 
part to himſelf. 

Upon Bruit of this Vi&tory, and the Fame of the 
Valiant Huniades, Moldavia and YValachia, before Tri- 
butary to the Trks, revolted, which fo inraged A- 
murath that he ſent yet another great Army to reduce 
them vo their former obedience, which with great pride 
( under the leading of Schech Abedin, Baſſa, conlilt- 
ing of 80000 Fighting men, amongſt which werea 
great number of Fanizaries ) came on walting the 
Country with Fire and Sword as they paſled, to op- 
poſe which the great Huniades marched with 15000 
Hungarians and Tranſilvanians, and finding them ſtill 
Plundering near Yaſcape bid them Battle, where af- 
ter both Armies were put in order, and both Gene- 
rals by moving-Oration had incited their Souldiers 
to Fight to the utmoſt Extremity, a dreadful-Fight 
began, where after ſix Hours dealing Death on every 
lide, the Turkiſh Army broken and diſordered by 
the Chriſtians were put to Flight, with the loſs of 
30000 Horſe and Foot : And their rich Camp which 


became an acceptable Prey to the Souldiers.

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The many Victories gained by Humiades over the 
Turks, made Amurath more inclinable to peace then 
before ; yet in his pride he demanded in conliderati. 
on thereof, the delivery or Belzrade and many other 
places in Servia 5 upon which King Ylazflaxs calledan 
Allembly of the Eſtates of his Kingdom, where atter 
many had given their opimons, it was reſolved that

And thereupon with ſeveral of his 
truſty Friends Poſting away, had the City as he wilh- 
ed for put into his poſlelſon, :vhither he ſent for 
Prince Amaza his Kinſman, and tnany other vi his 
acquaintance informing them what he inter.ded, c4z. 
thathe reſolved to recover his .Rightful inheritance, 
and deliver his Subjects trom theTy1:-nny of tt Tr ks, 
which made them not a little rejoyce, and greatly 
courage him to proceed in ſo honourable «i: urder- 
taking, 

Things being at this paſs, and the deſign known 
ereat was the reſort of the Eprrors to their Lawtul 
Prince, who for the delivery of his Country from Ser- 
vitude had ſet up his Standard : Such Cities asconve- 
nently could daily revolting to him, as Perrella, Pe- 
ra, Alba and Steluſa , other he reduced by force, 
and having polleſlion of the greateit; part of Epiras, 
he raiſed what forces he could, «nd the more to pro- 
voke the 7w/k, palled into Macedonia, ſpoiling the 
Country beiore him, and putting the Tarks to the

Amuiwrath hearing this nnexpe:ted news, ſent 40009

ger Dibra, and overthrew him with the Slaughter of

own, the news of which raiſed ſuch diſpair in Amu 
rath, that he was glad to accord a peace with the 
Hungarian King, by renouncing his claim to olda- 
via, Tranſilvania and Bulgaria ;, and then turning his 
Arms againſt the Carramanian King, his Brother-in 
Law ſerzed upon the greatelt part of his Country, 
but upon his Submiſſion and giving in Hoſtage his 
Eldeſt Son, for the performance of paying double tri- 
bute he reſtored him again to his former dignity, 
and thenas a man weary of the World, ſent for his 
Younzeſt Son Mahomet, his Eldeſt Son Alaaine be- 
ing killed at the Siege of /coninm , by a fall from 
his Horſe, and appointing Caly Baſſa his Tutor, and 
Choſore a learned Doftor of the Law his Counlſel- 
lors, he reſigned to him the Kingdom being as yet 
but 15 Years of Age, and retiring into Aſia entered 
into a Cloiſter of "Furkiſh Monks, there intending to 
ſpend the remainder of his Days. But he had no 
ſooner reſigned his Government, 'ere Vlaiſlaus King 
of Hunzary perſwaded thereto by J«{an the Popes

long unrevenged. For Amrwath rouſed with this un-

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City of Yarna, both Armies meeting a cruel Fight 
began with an infinite Slaughter of the Turks, whom 
Huniades and the King charged with ſuch fury, that 
all the Fields lay covered with the Slain, which A- 
murath perceiving and finding his Battle to Swerve, 
and his men at the point to Fly; pulF'd the Writ- 
ing containing the League he had made with Vldi/laus 
out of his Boſom, and holding it up, with his Eyes 
lifted towards Heaven with a loud Voice ſaid , Be- 
hold thou Crucihed Chriſt, this is the League thy 
Chriſtians in thy name made with me, which they 
have Without any cauſe Violated,now if thon be a God 
as they ſay thou art, and we deem, revenge the 
wrong now done unto thy name, and ſhew thy pow- 
er upon thy perjured People, who in their deeds deny 
thee their God, 

Upon this Speech of Amnrath's, the Chriſtians who 
before. were well nigh Conquerers began to give 
Ground, which the Hungarian King perceiving charg- 
nginto'the Thickelt of the Turkiſh Army, in hopes 
to reſtore the Battle was there Slain, which fo dif- 
couraged the Hungarians, that Humades not being a- 
ble-to- ſtay their Flight giving place to necellity, and 
reſerving himlelt for better fortune fled with them, 
andleft the Tarky the Victory, but ſo dearly bought, 
that only thinking the Chrifiims had retired to their 
Camp, they durſt not venture upon it for two Days 


|. ſpace, till by the profound jilence they perceived it 


was abandoned. In this Fight, moſt of the Hungarian 
Nobility were ſlain, and amongſt the reſt 7/4» the 
Popes Legate, the Author of the perjurous Expedi- 
ton, who being wounded and flying out of the Bat- 
tle fainted for loſs ofBlood,& dyed in a Ditch.And thus 
we may ſee how juſt the Almighty is in puniſhing 
thoſe that diſhonour him , and little Availes the Popes 
diſpenſation.

at the end of which the Chriſtians being rather over- 
wred by number then true valour , having dence 
all that men were capable of doing, Fled diforder- 
ly, and were Slain in great abundance : ZAumiades him- 
ſelf Flying after, having Incountered and overcnine 
two ſturdy Thieves who ſet npon him to Rob him, 
was taken Priſoner by the ungratetul Deſpot of Ser- 
via , whoſe Country he had a little before rcicucd 
out of the Hands of the Turks: And forced to deli- 
ver up ſeveral ſtrong Towns, which the De/por | a4 
tended belonged to his Territories for his Ranſom. 
In this Battle were Slain of the Twrks 40000, and of 
the Chriſtians 17000. 
The Year following Amurath invaded the Deſpor's, 
for not delmvering into his power Humades his 
Capital Enemy ; whereupon he was conſtrained to 
ſend his humble Supplication to FHumiades, whom he 
not long, before had fo evil intreated, for aid z who 
notwithſtanding leavyed a great Army, and paſſing 
through Servia, where tho falſe Defſpor to curry Fa- 
vour with Amwurath, taking an account of his Army, 
ſecretly ſent the 7wk notice what number the Chri- 
ſtians were, and ,what they intended; yet this great 
Captain marched on to the Plains of C:ſſova, famons 
for the many Battles there Fonght berween the I xrks 
and the Chriſtians, where finding Amrrath incamped 
witha hnge Army he bid himBattel,whichas the former 
with great Slaughter continued for the ſpice of 3 
Days, but with better Succeſs, for in. the end V.- 
H 4 cory 
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tory declared for the Chriſtians, all the Plains be. 
ing covered withthe Body of the Slain, moſt of the 
Turkiſh Commanders, either Periſhed in the Fight, 
or fell into the Hands of Huniades, who having re- 
covered many Towns, delivered the Priſoners to the 
Deſpot, and returned with Triumph to Baa. 

And now a quarrel ariſing between Scanderbeg, and 
the Duke of Yenice, about one Lech Zachery, a No- 
bleman of Epirzs ; who being ſhametfully Murther- 
ed by Lech Duchagne his Kinſman, and having great 
Territories on the Frontiers of the Kingdom 3; the 


Duke claimed it as belonging to his Signory, feiz- 


ing upon the City of Dayna part thereof, of which 
trouble Au5tapha the Great Baſſa, who lay in Ma- 
ccdonia with a great Army, being advertiſed by the 
command of Amrath entered Epirus, of which Scan- 
derbeg having notice gathered all his forces, and 
finding him Burning the Country in the upper Di- 
bria, where both Armies confronting each -other, a 
Turk, named Caraguſa ſtepping forth, Challenged any 
in the Chriſti» Camp to Fight him Hand to Hand ; 
which bold Challenge being accepted by Aanefſi one of 
Scandcrbeg's Captains, heat the firſt Incounter llew the 
Challenger, which did not a little diſmay the Turks, 
who highly relyed upon the Strength of their Cham- 
plon -"Or the Battle immediately joyning, the Turks 
were overthrown with great Slaughter, and the Baſ- 
ſa taken Priſoner, who was afterwards Ranſomed by 
Amnurath for 25000 Ducats. 

This overthrow ſo inraged the Tyrant, that raiſing 
a mighry Power, he came in Perſon to invade Epirus; 
promiling great rewards to thoſe that could bring 
Scanderbeg's Head 3 of which more then ordinary pre- 
parations Scarderbeg having timely notice, furniſhed 
I1s Cities with all things neceſſary, providing them 
with ſtrong Garriſons, himſelf reſolving to keep = 
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Field with his Army, and by Ambufhes and frequent 
Aſſaults, to weaken and cut off the Enemy, which 
upon the arrival of the Turkiſh Army he ſo effectu- 
ally performed, that ſeldom a Day or Night paſt 
that he intrapped not ſome or other of the Vauntcuri- 


” ers, or broke into their Camp ;z infomuch that they 


were obliged to be continually in Arms ; whereup- 
on Amwrath deſigning to win ſome ſtrong City, there 
to leave a Garriton, and ſo to depart, beſieged Sfe- 
tigrade with all his power, continually thundering a- 
gainſt it with his great Ordnance. But one Prelat 


. a Valiant Captain being Governour, right Manfully 


defended it, infomuch that in the frequentAſſaults made 
he loſt 200@0 of his beſt men, yer being aſhamed to 
raiſe his Siege 'ere he had won the City, ſent to of- 
fer terms of Peace with great Priviledges and im- 
munities, if they ſurrender'd the place, as likewiſe by 
ſecret means indeavoured to corrupt the Captains 
with great promiſes ; but they deteltinghis offer re- 
garded more their Loyalty to their Prince then his 
Gold, yet at the ſame time there wanted not one baſe 
minded Vallain, who for a Sum in Hand and other 
large offers, when he had performed his promiſe, 
undertook to deliver the City into the Hands of A- 
murath which by this means he effeCted. 

This great City ſtanding upon a Rock, had in it 
but one Well, which ſerved both the Soldiers and 
Citizens plentifully with Water, into this Well did 
the Villain by occupation a Smith caſt the Carkas of 
a ſtinking Dog, which the next Morning found by 
{ome of the Soldiers, and drawn thence the rumour 
thereof was quickly ſpread throughout, whereupon 
the Soldiers notwithſtanding all the intreaties of the 
Governour and chief Citizens, the Soldiers would not. 
be perſwaded to Drink thereof, reſolving rather to 
1ndure. the worſt 'Extremity; and by this means the 


City 


ſpace of 4 Days in two places, beating down port 
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City not being tenable, the Governor to prevent a 
mutiny amonglt his Soldiers, and the danger the Ci- 
ty was 1n to be ſacked, ſent to Amurath to acquaint 
him , that upon condition the Garriſon might paſs 
with Bag and Baggage to Scanaerbeg, and the Citizens 
live peaceably, he would deliver him the City ; who 
being glad of this offer freely granted their demand, 
only with this condition, "that the Citizens ſhould 
build their Houſes without the City. 

Thele Articles agreed on,the City was delivercd to 
Amnurath, and tne Traytor by whoſe means it was 
ſurrendered, was rewarded with three rich Suits of 
Apparel, 50000 Aſpers, and the promiſe of a 
yearly Pention of 2000 Ducats; but long he had 
not enjoyed his riches 'ere he received a juſter re- 
ward of his Treaſon , being, as 'tis ſaid, ſecretly made 
away by the commznd of Amwrath, who tho he love! 
the Treaſon, abhorred the Traytor. | 

The City betng thus gained, Amurath having 
furniſhed it with a Garriſon of his beſt men, de- 
parted with the reſt of his Army to Hadrianople, upon 
the Rear of which Scanderbes ſetting with 8000 Horle 
and 3000 Foot, cut off a great part of his Army. 
And having followed quite out of his Territories, re- 
turned to Croia, and tortifhed it, upon notice that 
Amurath intended to return with his Army in the 
Spring, in which he was not deceived; for the old 
T «rk, deſirous to ſubdue the Country of Epirus, to 
obliterate the diſgrace he had received by the many 
overthrows he had there received, he ſet Sebabyas one 
of his Baſſas before with part of his Army ; himſelf 
following ſlowly with the reſt, and upon his arrival lat 
down before the great City of Croia, where having 
caſt 10 Pieces of Cannon, he began to batter it, tie 
which with great fury he continued to do for the 
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of the Wall, upon which he commanded the Aſſault 
to be given, thruſting his men deſperately into the 
Breach, gving order that ſuch as Shrunk ſhould be 
killed by their Fellows, and on the other ſide pro- 
miſing them great reward, if they entered the City, 
and Mahomet his Son being then in the Camp,and com- 
manding as General promiſed 100000 Aſpers to him 
that ſhould firſt advance his Enſign upon the Wall 
but neither prevailed, for VUranacoztes the Governour, 
a Valiant man incouraging his Soldiers, gave the Turks 
ſuch a Welcome, that they left 8500 of their dead 
Bodies in the Breach, Ditches and Plains adjacent ; 
which Amrrath perceiving and underſtanding the in- 
vincible courage of the Epzrors, cauſed the retreat to 
be ſounded, and after many repulſes and no hopes of 
prevailing, he fel] to his old practice, endeavouring 
to corrupt the Governour, and chief Captains with 
large Gitts, andto that cnd ſent a Crafty Baſſa, with 
two Servants Loaded with Treaſure ; which the Go- 
vernonr with diſdain rejected, Vowang thatif the like 
were attempted again, that he would caule the Hands, 
Noſes and Ears of the Meſſengers to be cut off, and 
they ſo returned to their Maſter. 

During this Siege, Scanderbeg was not Idle but (till 
hovered about the Turks Camp, frequently Alarum- 
ing 'um, and breaking into one Quarter, or other, 
kiiling thoſe that Guarded it,and taking great Booties, 
inſomuch that after ſeveral Months Siege, and the loſs 
of 30000 men, Awwarth through Grief and deſpair: 
Dyed in his Tent Anno 1450, in the 85 Year of his 
Age, and of his Reign the 28, or as ſome ay, the thir- 
ticth, leaving Mzhomet his Son to ſucceed him in his 
tronbleſome Kingdom, charging him to revenge his 
Death upon Sc2zderbeg, and fo having his Corps con- 
veyed to Pruſa, he was there interred by his Anceſtors. 
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CHAP. XII. 


The Life of Mahomet the ſecond of that Name, 
ſeventh King, and the firſt that took upon him 
the Style of Emperor of the Turks, who for bis 
wany Fiftories, was ſurnamed Great. 


' A AAnrath being dead HMahomet the ſecond began his 
Reignover the Twrk;/h Kingdom, Anno 1 4.50. Be- 
ing of a firey Cruel Nature, given to many Debauches, 
not acknowledging any Deity , but aſcribing all 
things to Fortune and Chance, who, er he was well 
ſettled, cauſed his two Brethren, the one an Infant, and 
the other not above twelve years of Age, to be put 
to Death ; after which he fell to altering the Con- 
ſtitution of the Government, by abrogating the Old 
Laws, and Eſtabliſhing new ones more ſuitable to his 
Humour : So that he began to be exceedingly hated by 
his Subjects, when to prevent any diſorder that might 
happen by the Soldiers lying Idle, he hearing that /- 
brabim King, of Carramania was entered his Territo- 
ries in the leſſer Aſia, paſled thither , upon whoſe 
Arrival the King unable to oppoſe him, fled into the 
Mountains, and from thence ſent his Ambaſladors to 
treat with him,who offered ſuch Submiſſion in the behalf 
of their Maſters, as Mahomet was well Content to ac- 
cept, and ſo returned to his City of Pruſa, ſending /- 
ſaac Baſſa, againit Elias Prince of Menteſia, or Caria, 
who altogether deprived the ſaid Prince of his Coun- 
try, annexing it to the Twrt;ſh Empire, for ſo hence- 

forth 1 mult call it, 
Mahomet being proud of his Petty Conqueſts, with- 
out any Colour or Reaſon, only being driven _ 
ong,

long by Ambition ; he reſolved to make War 'upon 
the Greek, Emperor, and to have the ſooner done, 
marched to the Walls of Con#tantinople with a great 
Power, laying Siege to that Imperial City, which had 
once been Miſtreſs of the World, which he reduced 
to ſuch Extremity, that the Citizens- for meer Hun- 
ger left no filthy thing uneaten, and at laſt Eat one 
another ; and perceiving none intended to relieve 
them, they intorced by invincible neceſſity yielded 
the faireſt City of the World, to the Will of the Ty- 
rant, having made all the defence that from true Va- 
lour could be expected. 

The proud Conqueror entering the City, amidſt 
his Cups cauſed all the Grecian Nobility, the chief 
Citizens and Nobles of other Nations to be ſlain in his 
Prelence. ConStantinus Paleologus the Emperor being 
before ſlain and Trampled underfoot in the Preſs, as 
he was indeavouring to eſcape the Imperial City ; this 
taken after a years Siege, Pera a City of the Greeks 
oppolite to 1t ſurrencred, yet were the Citizens uſed 
with all manner of Deſpite: And now removing the 
Imperial Seat from Hadrianople to ConFtantinople,where 
it has ever ſince remain'd, he repaired the Walls, and 
ſuch Buildings, as had been demolifhed by the Fury of 
the Cannon. 

Amongſt the Captives taken in the City, one of his 
Commanders preſented unto him one of the molt beau- 
tiful Ladies that Nature ever formed, named /rene, be- 
ing nobly deſcended ; and for Education not to be pa- 
ralell'd, upon this incomparable Beauty, ahomer fo 
doted, that he ſpent whole Days and Nights with her, 
never thinking his time well ſpent but in her Compa- 
ny : So that his warlike Aﬀairs were altogether neg- 
lefted, which cauſed his Captains to murmur againſt 
him, though they durſt not treely ſpeak their Minds, 
which Auſrapha Beſſa, one that had been bred up 
: With 
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with him, obſerving, preſuming upon the Intereſt he 
had in him, took upon him boldly to declare his 
Mind, laying before him the glorious Atchievments 
of his Anceſtors, and the diſgrace and obloquie he in- 
curred by devoting himſelf to amorous Delights,whilſt 
the Afﬀairs of his Empire were negleCted. 

At this free Speech of the Baſſas, Mahomet was won. 
derfully offended, telling him he was worthy of Death 
for his unſeaſonable Preſumption ; but notwithſtand. 
ing he would pardon him for the good Opinion he had 
of his Fidelity, Commanding him the next Morning 
to aſſemble all his Captains, and chief Councellors 
the next Morning to attend his Pleaſure in his Pallace ; 
which being accordingly done, he came out of his 
Chamber, leading the fair Greek, in moſt ſplendid At- 
tire, which adding Luſter to her rare PerfeCtions, 
made her appear more like an Angel then a Mortal ; 
and ſternly demanding of them, Whether if any of 
them had ſuch an ineſtimable Treaſure, they would 
not be thrice adviſed e'r they parted with it : To 
which they all anſwered;that he had with greater reaſon 
palled his time with her, then any man had to find 
tault therewith. To which the barbarous Tyrant re- 
plycd, well, but now I Will make you to underſtand how 
tar you have bcen deceived in me, and that there is 
noearthly thing that can ſo much blind my Senſes, -or 
bereave me of my Reaſon, as not to ſee or underſtand 
what beſeemeth my high Calling ; yea, I would you 
ſhould all know that the Honour and Conquelt of the 
Othoman Kings, my noble Progenitors, 1s ſo fixed in 
my breaſt, with ſach a Deſire in my ſelf to exceed 
the ſame, as nothing bur Death is able to put out of 
my Remembrance; and having fo ſaid, he preſently 
with one of his Hands catching the fair Greek, by the 
Hoir, and with the other drawing his Sctmiter {mote 
off her Head, the vainly Crying out for Mercy, and 
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then taking the bloody Head in his Hand turning to 
his Captains z ſaid, now by this Judge ye, whether 
your Emperor 1S able to Bridle his AtteCtions, or not ; 
and immediately to put this cruel ACt out of his Mind, 
gave order for his Army to march to the Invaſion of 
Peloponneſus, which he loon brought into Subjection, 
taking moſt of the principal Cities, and putting the 
Inhabitants to the Sword ; but upon the Submiſlion of 
Demetrius the Prince thereof, he reitored him upon 
Condition of his becoming Trivwutary to the Zurksſh 
Empire z and afterwards being, inamoured of his fair 
Daughter took her to Wite, and ſoon after hearing of 
the Death of George Deſpor of Servia, he ſeized upon 
his Country ; and fo patling on with his Army beleg- 
ed Belgrade, both by Land and Water, as having a 
great Fleet upon the River Danbirs, on whoſe Bank 
that City 1s ſeated ; which Fleet being incountered by 
ſeveral Ships of War , ſent by Humaides for that 
o__ were ſoon deſtroyed ; which fo inraged the 

wrk,, that immediately giving order for the aſlault- 
ing the City, his men were beaten off with the loſs of 
4000 men, and amongſt the relt Cxraizrs Baſſa his Lieu- 
tenant in Exrope, who making, his approach was lain 
with a great Shot ; and ſo well did the Valant Hu- 
miades defend that City, that after many unſucceſsful 
allaults, A&ahomer was forced to raiſe his Siege, and 
departed with 40000 leſs then he brought. 

The great Humnades having thus long ſtood a Bul- 
wark to Chriſtendom, now worn out with the toyls of 
War fell lick; and although his Diſeaſe was grievous, 
yet deſirous to recetve the bleiled Sacrament, he would 
be carried to the Church, ſaying it was not fit, that 
the Lord ſhould come to the Houſe of his Servant : 
But that rather the Servant ſhould go to the Honſe 
of his Lord, anc/after his being brought home, his Sick- 
neſs Increaſug, he gave up the Ghoſt to the Grief e- 
al 
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all the Chriſtian Princes, and was buried -in the Church 
of St. Stephen in Alba Julia. 

Mahomet hearing of the Death of this great Cap. 
tain, who oppoſed the Torrent of his Victories great- 
ly rejoyced, and now reſolving to extend his Domi- 
nions, as well by Sea as Land, Equipped a great many 
in the Port of Con#tantinople, with which he invaded 
the Iſlands in the Egear Sea, reducing ſeveral of them 
to his obedience; and Landing his Army, ſtraightly 
beſieged the famous City of Rhodes ; but Calixtus the 
third then Biſhop of Rome, being greatly diſpleaſed for 
the loſs of Pera, a City belonging to his See, aided 
by the Genoways, ſent out a great Fleet under the Con- 
duct of Lodonicius, Patriarch of Amtulla,tought with the 
Turks Gally, funk and burnt moft of them. And by 
that means recovered the Iſlands they had taken, which 
{o inraged Mahomer, that he prepared an other Fleet a- 
gainit the Spring; the which whilſt he was doing, 
Ambaſſadors came from Vſur Caſſanws King of Perſia 
with many rich Preſents, deſiring that he would en- 
ter into League with the mighty Prince his Maſter, 
and remit the Tribute payed him by the King of 
Trepezond; that Kingdom as he ſaid; after the Death cf 
the then Reigning King, revolving to his Maſter, 
in right of his Wife, Daughter to the ſaid King; 
which Peremptory demand ſo inraged Aahomet, that 
he not only refuſed his Preſents, but diſmiſled his Am- 
baſſador with this Anſwer : That he would himſelf er 
long be in Aſia, to teach Vſun Caſſanes what to re- 
quelt of one greater then himſelf, and thereupon 
Commanded the Fleet he had prepared for the Invaſion 
of the lfles in the Egexm, incontinently to fail to S1- 
rope, the chief City of Paphlagonia, and to expect his 
coming, thither with his Army by Land ; which City 
and Country being under the Perſiza King, he reſolv- 


ed to belicge it on no other Account, then to raiſe a 
ground 
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ground of Quarrel ; which City being but Nlenderly for- 
tified, and not able to indure the Force ot the Ordnance, 
it was delivered by 1/-ale the Prince of Paphlagonia into 
his Hands, who putting a Garriſon therein proceeded to 
the Siege of Trepezond, which he had in like manner 
yielded to him, who ſent the Emperor, together with his 
Empreſs Sons and Daughters Priſoners to Conſtantinople, 
diſpeopling the City, and thruſting thereinto a Garriſon 
of his Fanizaries, by that means bringing the whole 
Country into SubjeCtion, and for ever ruining that Chr;- 
ſtian Empire : And now hearing that Wald Dracula 
Prince of Yalachia, his Tributary, went about to joyn 
with the Hungarians his mortal Enemies, he ſought by 
all means to get him into his Power, to effect which he 
ſent Chamuzes Baſſa,and his Secretary accompanied with 
ſereral-others,to invite him ro Court,but the Priace un- 

derſtanding the Deſign upon his Lice, hanged the Baſa 
and Secretary, and impailed thereſt alive, and then in- 
vaded his Country with Fire and Sword, which fo in- 
raged Mahomet, that he in Perſon with a great Army in- 

vaded Yalachia, ruining all with Fire and Sword, tull at 

length driving thePrince out of his Country, he gave it 

to his younger Brother, who in lieu thereof became his 

Tributary,and upon his return invaded the Iſlands inthe 

Ezeum,as he had before | any Landing onthe Iſle 

of Mittylene took the ſtrong City, from whence the I- 

{land take-its name, after twenty ſeven years Battery 

with the great Ordnance, and then for/non-payment of 
Tribute, invaded the Kingdom of Baſſan ; which ſub- 

dued he by that means incompaſled Epirms, he having 

all this while according to his Directions of the Fa- 

ther, by one or other of his Baſſas, maintained War 

againſt Scanderbeg, but with ſuch bad ſucceſs, that be 

thought fore then Convenient to make Peace with 

him; but ſuch were his Propoſals, that Scar 

with ſcorn rejeted 'um, whereupon Mahomer ſent A- 
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maſa Baſſa with 12000 Horſemen, to walt | Epirms; 
buc Scanderber incouitering with 6000 put his Ar 

' to flight, and took him-Priſoner, and worſe faired De- 
breus Baſſa, who ſoon aiter was lent with 14000 Horſe. 
"men, for ingageing with Scanderbeg's Forces, his Ar- 
my was. overthrown , and himſelf 1lain. 

Atabomet grieved his Aﬀairs proſpered no. better, 
and finding that by force'he could not prevail agamlt 
Scanderbeg, he dealt underhand by giving great Re- 
wards to his Captains, thinking if he could caule them 
to revolt, Scanderbeg would eaſily be 1nbdued, and {9 
 effeftually he wroght with doſes his chiet Captain, and 
a/ great Soldier, that in hopes of the Kingdom:of E- 
pirus promiſed by Mahomet ;, when Scanderbeg ſhould be 
ſubdued, and a great maſs of Money, he tound means 
to'eſcape to Conſtantinople, and after him Amaſa ano 
rher of Scanderbeg's Captains, who: were ſent by Mahi 
met' with great Power to invade Epiras ; but —_ 0 
verthrown by the invinſible Prince, they received ſuch 
cold'Comfort at their return, that fearing their Lives, 
which.indeed the Twrk had a deſign to bereive them off, 
Moſes fed and humbling himſelf;at the Feet of his 
Compaſſionate Prince, he notwithſtanding his Tres 
chery received him again into his Service, who aftet- 
ward-ſerved him faithfully in his 'Wars, but Amaz 
being, overthrown in his expedition with /ſaxc Buſſa, 
with the loſs of 20000 Turks upon his return, whs by 
the Command of - Mahomert as moſt. Conjetured'por 
ſonet; after which Scanderbeg-condlbded'a Peace: with 
the/ Thus for 2a year, and was afterwad' continuet: for 
# lorifer time, during which great:War happened be- 
tween the Twks, about the ſeizing the Iſlands in the E-

League th&y with many perſwaſions drew Scanderbeg, 
notwithſtanding his League made with Mahomet was 
not expired. | 
The Princes thus Confedrated raiſing great Forces; 
when in the mean time Mahomet ſent Seremer Baſſa a- 
gainſt Scanderbeg, to keep him from joyning with the 
Venetians, whole Duke Chriſtopher Manrus was coming 
to him, - with ten Gallies appointed z with which Baſſ4 
Scanderbeg tonght, and put him to flight with 'the loſs 
of ten Thouſand! of his Men, taking the Treaſurer 
of the Army, and fix others of 'Acconnt Priſoners, 
who were: ſpeedily Ranſometl at 40000 Daccats;” and 
greater things had been done, had not the Duke of 
Venice. dyed of a Fever, upon'whoſe Death his Army 
returned home Y/ttor Capella; the next year with the 
Venetian Fleet, ſeized Athens, Aulis, Chalehis, Larſum, 
and. the Iſle of Himber: But attempting to recover P«- 
tra was overthrown. 
Hungary being deſtitute of ſuch a King as might 
defend them .againſt the -Power of the 7 wi, elected 
Matthtas Corrommns, the youngeit Son'ot Fohx [/Humniades 
their great Captain deceaſed, who not muchanteriour 
to his Father: in valour and ſucceſs in Arms, gave the 
Isfideli many'a fatal overthrow, with the Lofs of many 
oftheir Armics, and:gave great hopes to the: Chriſtians 
that he would: as indeed he'd prove a Bulwark to 
Chriſtendom. 
" Whilſt things thus. paſſed, :.44abomer defirous to 
revenge himſelf” of Scanderbog, ' fent Ballibanus with 
2 great. Army* to / invaide' his. Territorics', whom 
Scanderbeg' charging. furiouſly overthrew him, but 
Moſes and others of his Captains contrary to the 
command. of their General, in the heat of fight 
following their Enemies into! the ſtraights of the 
Mountains, - where | fallen into an Ambuſh for that 
purpoſelayed; they were taken Priſoners, and carryed 
Þ I 2 LO 
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to Conſtantinople, by thoſe they had before Vanquiſh: 
ed, wherewith Sanderbeg ſent to deſire that he might 
Ranſom them, but the crafty Tyrant knowing how 
much he was weakned by ſuch a loſs, cauſed them 
Cruelly to be. flain alive, and ſoon after ſent Jacwp 
Baſſa with a great Army, with whom the renowned 
Prince ingaging, ſlew him hand to hand, and pllt to 
the Sword a great part of his Army, upon news of 
which AMahomet mad with Anger, raiſed an Army of 
200000 men, thinking to overrun the Country, but 
in vain, for _ a long time layn Siege to Cro0:, 
and there by the fnrious Sallies of the Garriſon, and 
onſets of Sranderbeg, loſt near half his men, together 
with Ballabanas his General, he with great ſhane and 
confuſion returned to Conſtantinople. 

But as all things muſt yield to Fate, ſo our mvinci- 
ble Champion, whom no mortal hand could ſubdue, 
wearyed with the Toils of a tedious War, comi 
to Lyſſa a City of the Yenerians, fell Sick, and calling 
the Venetian Embaſſador to him, he diſcovered to 
him what a troubleſome Life he had lived, and by what 
means the War was to be maintained, recommending to 
him the care of his Wife and Children, appointing 
the Yenetians the Guardians of his Son, till ſuch time 
he came of Age, and in the mean while to ſecure for 
him the Kingdom of Epirus, admontſhing him to be 
faithful and as much as in him lay to maintain. peace 
and unity. Then calling his Wife and Son, told them 
that. he mult leave the World and exchange this Life 
for one more durable,. and willed her that after his 
death the ſhould paſs over into Apulia, and there to } | 
liveupon the inheritance given him by King Ferdinand, || 
and then after ſome devout Prayers, gave up the || | 
Ghoſt, Amo. 1466. in the 63 year of his Age and 24 || | 


ot his Reign, tothe great grief of the Chriſtian Princes, 
and joy of the Turks, whoie Armys his very name had 
frequently 
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frequently put to flight. After his death he was with 
great Solemnity buryed in the Cathedral Church at 
Lyſ«, where he reſted till about 9 years after, at 
what time the Tarks taking the City dug up his Bones, 
and happy was he that could get the ſmalleſt piece, 
which they wore about them ever after as ineſtimable 
Jewels, ſuperſtitiouſly imagining that whilſt they had 
them about u'm Scanderbeg's fortune would attend u'm, 
and that they ſhould be invincible. 

Not long after the Death of this renowned Soldier, 
the Hungarians under the leading of their young King, 
ſeized upon the Kingdom of Boſna, and ſoon rent it 
from the Txrkiſb Empire, demoliſhing the Caſtles 
and driving away the Garriſons placed there by Maho- 
met, at what time the Yenerians being abroad with a 
great fleet of Gallies, took divers Cities from the 
I wks, burnt many Villages, and carryed away 2090 
Captives into the Country of Eubea, now called 
Nigropente, which ſo inraged ahomer , that he pre- 
pared a great Army to invade that Country, and 
recover the ſpoil; in order to effeft which, he ſent 
Mahomet Baſſa with a fleet of 300 Gallies , whillt 
himſelf with a great Army Marched overland, with 
which the Yererian Admiral not daring, to ingage 1t, 
arrived ſafe, where the Turks landing took Stora Baſaſs- 
licon,and Marching to Chalcis joyned with the Emperors 
Army, who with ſmall Veſſels and other Materials, 
madea Bridge over the ſtraight or narrow Sea, which 
divides Eubea from Achaia, ſtraightly belieging it 
both by Sea and Land, and with his Cannon for 4 days 
battered the City inceſſantly, being given to under- 
ſtand by the chict Caunoneer of the City, whom he 
had bribed, which was the weakeſt part, infomuch 
that in the*end ſeveral large breackes wers made, yet 
was the City ſo minfnily detended, that the 7urks 
could not enter, aud every day were the Z:rks forced

to make a new Battery, for ſuch part of the Wall 
as was inthe Day time beaten down, which theCiti, 
Zens in the. Night repaired, and at length coming t 
underſtand the Tretchery of tneir Gunner , han 
him up as a rewar« of his Tretchery ; Mahomer, per. 
ceiving the valor of the defendants, refolved after 
his having rent the Wall with his Cannon in divers 
places, and thirty Days beſieged the City, to givea 
general allault with all his power, at what time the 
Vexctjan Admiral camein fight of the City with his 
Ficet, but would not tho his Captains urged, either 
Fight with Twkgſh Gallies, or endeavour to break the 
Bridge, the which had he done, he had ſhut up ah. 
ict, and all his forces inthe lland, where through 
-2minc and other neceſſities he might have greatly 
diltretled him. This Cowardice of the Admiral, 
tor which he and all his Family was afterwards Bz- 
niſhed by the Signory of Yenice, being perceived by 
the Turks, they gave a furious allault on all parts, 
and were ſo itoutly repulicd, that they with their 
dead filled np the Trenches and Breaches, but their 
number {till increating, and continuing, the. aflault a 
whole day and a night without intermilton, the Cl- 
L2ens at laſt being 3 parts of them Slain, and wourd- 
ed, the remaining, part retired to the Market, and 
t1zre upon the Turks entering Fought it out to 
the laſt man; ſelling their Lives at a dear rate, a- 
mongilt whom many Women diſguiſed in men's ap- 
parel Fignting couragtouſly were Slain. 

The City being thus gained at the price of 40000 
Turks Lives the Barbarous Tyrant commanded all 
rliat were found therein to be put to the Sword; 
which Paulus Ericus the Governour underſtanding, 
with his Wife, Daughter, and truſty Friends, be- 
took himſelf to the Caſtle, who capitulated that up: 
02 the ſurreader of the Cajt/c, himſelt, and his Friends 
ſhould 
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ſhould have their Lives and Liberties Granted them, 
which the Tyrant folemaly Swore to , but having 


gotten them in his- power, made at the great loſs, he 
had ſuſtained in winning the City , he cauſed the 
Governour and all but-his Daughter to be preſently 
Slain, reſerving the young Lady, as the only Mir- 
ror of Beauty, to ſatiate his luſt ; but ſhe diſdain- 
ing the Tyrants promiſes, and reviling him for his 
wicked purpoſes,rather deſiring Death then to loſe her 
Chaſtity by becoming his proſtitute, he cauſed her 
even in his preſence to be cruelly put to Death, and 
then proceeded to ſubdue the other Cities of the 
Iſland ; who terrified with the fate of Chalcis, ſur- 
rendered without being Aſlaulted: $o that all theFruit- 
ful Iſland of Eben fell into the Hands of the Turks, 
_ infinitely inriched themſelves in taking the 
Spoil;  ; 
"The Turks thus Triumphing over the Ocean Iſlands, 
the Chriſtians thought it no ways convenient tO be 
lookers on, but in time. to oppoſe them, whereupon 
the Venetians aided by Ferdinand King of Naples, Sex- 
tws the fourth Biſhop of Rome , and the Great Ma- 
ſter of- Rhodes, ſet out a powerful Navy ; under the 
command of Petrus Aﬀocenicys, a Valiant Venetian 
Gentleman, and the better to Amate him both by Sea 
and Land , drew Alymbeys Vſav Caſſanes , the great 
King of Perſia into a League with them, and fo at 
once by Sea and Land , invading the 0:roman Empire, 
took many ſtrong places, and 1.oaded the Fleet with 
the Spoil, which Fleet conliſting of 85 ſo terrified 
Mahomet, that ke durit not ingage them, nor once 
oppoſe their proceedings, but in revenge thereof turn- 
ed his whole force upon Epirus and Dalmatia ; which 
Countries having lolt their Champion , the renown- 
ed Scanderbeg, growing Weak, he mightily waſted 
with Fire and Sword, till hg had made an abſolute 
I 4 conquelt 
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conqueſt over them, and the cafier by Reaſan of 
the diſcords , that aroſe amongſt the great Com. 
manders, during the Minority of the King ; but'ere 
Mabomet had well ſetled hinlelf in thoſe ſo much de. 
fired Countries, he bad news that the Perſrans with 
a great Army invaded his Countries in Afi, which 
made him begin to conſider how to defend his own, 
rather then further to _ in Conquering what 
appertained to others, fo that increaſing his Army 
with no leſs then 320000 men, he paſſed over the He. 
leſpont, and after ſeveral Days marching, came with- 
in a League of the Perſian Army , lead by VſanCaſ- 
ſanes their King, who after ſome debate, gave the 
Turks Battle near the Mountains of Armenia, in which 
one of the great Baſſas together with 40000 Turks 
were Slain, and the reſt put to __Y which fo dif- 
couraged Mahomer, that had not. his great Captains 
uſed many Arguments to paar him to the contra- 
ry, would have retnrned without attempting any 
thing further, but being rouſed by their reproots, 
leit he ſhould be ſaſpefted of Cowardiſe, he reſolved 
to try the Fortune of another Field; in order to 
which he drew np his forces in Barralia near to the 
Straights of the Mountains, and ſo fortified his Camp 
with Waggons,and other cumberſome Carriages, that 
it ſeemed a Walled City, when in the midit of his 
Army, he placed-his great Artillery ; the which upon 
the firſt joyning of Battle, his men opening to the 
Right and the Left, played ſo furiouſly upon the Per- 
ftan Horſe-men, that they ſoon began to Diſrank, by 
Reaſon their Horſes upon hearing the unwonted 
Thundering of the Cannon, would know no Ruler 
but with Head-ſtrong fury Floundered firſt one way 
then arother, and by that means put all things in- 
to confuſjon, of which Mahermer taking the advantage, 
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commanded his men furiouſly to charge upon the E- 
nemy as flyers. Toreſiſt whoſe fury and to ſtay the 
Flight of his men Zeinal Uſan Caſſanes Eldeſt Son 
Labouring, was Slain-with a ſmall Shot, which more 
and more diſcouraged the. Perſie:s, ſo that from re- 
treating , they betook themſelves to _=_ Flight, yet 
ſo great was the loſs of Mahomet that he contented 
himſelf only with the Spoil of the Enemies Camp, 
not thinking it convenient to perſue them, for it was 
generally Rumoured, that in that Battle he loſt 40000 
men, and the Perſians 1000 only, after which Aahomer 
returning home, and Vſan Caſſanes leaving his ſecond 
Son with his Army, for the defence of Armenia, Am- 
baſſadors were ſent by the former to Treat of a 
Peace, the which to the great diſlike of the Chrii- 
— = Confederates, the Perſian concluded with the 
WIKI, 

After the Expedition into the Perſian Territories, 
Dyed the Couragious Prince Muftapha, as ſome ſay 
of a Surfeit, but others ſay that he was ſtrangled by 
the Commandment of his Father, for Raviſhing Baſ- 
ſa Achmets Wife, a Lady of Incomparable Beauty, 
and Daughter to ſaac Baſſa one of AMahomers chicf 
Favorites, 

Mahomet deſirons to revenge the wrong done by 
the Yenetians, ſent Solyman Baſſa with 80000 Soldi- 
ers to beſiege Scodra a ſtrong City ; then in the 
polleſſion of the Yererians, and an Inlet into Epirms, 
Dalmatia and Albania, who Ang 1475 ſet down be- 
fore it, and having raiſed his Batteries, gave it a fu- 
rious aſſault, but was repulſed by Antonius Laureta- 
mus the Valiant Governour with great loſs, when 
a while after the Yenetian Gallics coming, up the Ri- 
ver Bokana, on whoſe Banks the City {tandeth, and 
as the Twrks were bulie in laying a Chain acroſs, flew 
many of them , and forced the reſt to retirc to their 
Camp 
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Camp, out of which ſoon after Matthias King of 
Hungary drove them with the Terror of his approach, 
the Baſſa being glad after the loſs of - 14000 of his: 
men toraiſe his Siege. | 

Arno 1476, Mahomet growing impatient to be 
thus hindred in his progreeſs of Victory, by the 
Chriſtians confederates, ſet out a great Fleet under the 
condutt of Geduces | Achmetes; who did great harm 
to the [{lands in the Mediterranean,and hoped by Trea- 
ſon to have ſurprized the -Iſland of Creer, but was 
prevented by the Yenetians, who diſcovering the Plot 
Executed the Traitors before his arrival,yet f{ailing/in- 
to the Exxine,he Landed his men in Tawrica Cherſoneſus, 
a Friutful Country belonging to the Genoways ; in 
hopes to have ſurprized the rich City of Caffa, Sci- 
tuate near to the Shoar, byt was repulſed with a great 
Slaughter of his men, bnt being reinforced by freſh 
Troops, he lay'd Siege to' it, which by Reaſon of 
the Turkiſh Garriſons all along the ſhoars of Boſ- 
phorus, and the Helleſpont could have no relief by Sea, 
after a ſtout reſiſtance ſurrendered, and ſoon after 
all the Country to it appertaining, moſt of the 
Merchants contrary to the- promiſe of the Faithleſs 
Baſja, being plundered of their Riches. 

Mahomet thus conquering on, grew dreadful to the 
Tartar princes; Namely the Precopenſes and Deſten- 
ſes, who for fear of benig invaded Voluntarily ſub- 
mitted themſelves, and became Tributaries, having e- 
ver ſince been greatly ſerviceable to the Turks in their 
Wars, who now impatient that the Yenerians held 
ſeveral ſtrong Towns in the Heart of the Ortoman : 
Solyman Baſſa with a great Fleet entering the Gulph 
of Corinth lay'd Siege to Naupattum now called Lepan- 
zo a ſtrong City near Locris over againſt Pelopenneſus, 
but upon the arrival of Antonius Lauretanus with 

he Venetian Gallies, after he had layn 4 rams” of 
ore 
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fore it, and gave many unſuccesful aſſaults, in a great 
fury raiſed his Siege in order to his returning to 
Conſtantinople, and by the way Landing his men on 
the Ifle of Lemnos, in hopes to have ſurprized the City 
of Coccinum, but were Valiantly repulſed by ſuch Ci- 
tizens, and Merchants Strangers as were then near the 
Gate, and amongſt the reſt one Meruliz a Maiden.gf 
the City ſeeing her Father Slain, took up bis Wea- 
pon, and with it made great Slaughter of the 1yr 
that were entering the Gate, upon which bad Succeſs 
the Baſſas departed for Conſtantinople, and ſoon after 
was ſent. to beſiege Croia in Epirus, to the relief of 
which the Yenetians haſt'ned with an Army , under 
the leading of Contarenus a man of great courage z 
who at the firſt onſet overthrew the Turks with 
great Slaughter, obliging them to leave their Camp, 
but not purſuing them by Reaſon of the near ap- 
proach of Night, whilſt they were taking the Spoll, 
the Enemy rallying fell into their diſordered Ranks, 
and ſoon turned the Scale of Victory, by ſubduing 
thoſe who a little before were Conquerers, in whicl 
laſt Fight the General, and ſeveral of his great Cap- 
tains were Slain, Heightned with this Succeſs, the 
Year following Aſa-Begs with a conſiderable Army 
palled the River Sonrrum , where being incountered 
by the Garriſon Soldiers of three ſeveral Forts,under 
the leading of Hieronimus Nowel, theCount of Yeroxa ; 
he trained the Yenerians into an Ambuſh, by which 
they being few in number, and beſet on every fide 
were moſtly Slain, after which the proud Con- 
querers proceeded to ſpoil the Country, walting it 
with Fire and Sword taking . great Spolls, and driv- 
ing before them a nnmber of the miſerable Pcople in- 
to Captivity. 

The Year following Arno 1478. about Harveſt- 
time they come again, and with a great power pal- 
ing 
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fing the aforeſaid River, marched further into the 
Country, waſting all before them, and unoppoſed 
paſled over a'part of the Alps towards Germany: a 
way both difficult and dangerous, and ſo plundering 
the Hountaricrs who little dreamt of ſuch troubleſome 
Viſtants, they returned home laden with great Spoil. 
And now Mahomert remembring the diſgrace he re- 
ceived at the Siege of Scodra, of which he allowed 
oa yearly Penſion , to put him daily in mind, he 
ſent for his Soldiers from all parts of his Domini- 
ons, and under the Leading of ſeveral of his Baſſas, 
himſelf being there in perſon, likewiſe he ſet down 
before the City with an Army of 350000 men,and 
there caſting ſeveral pieces of Ordnance of Mettal 
he had for that purpoſe brought thither in Maſs, one 
of them carrying a Bullet of 1300 pound Weight; 
he after he had in vain Effayed to have the oy de- 
Iivered by fair means from the Mounts inceſlantly 
battered the Walls, and withal threw into the City 
huge Balls of Wild-Fire, and Stones of a prodigious 
Weight, which beat down and fired many Houſes, 
yet ſo far were the beſieged from being diſcouraged, 
that they daily a cach other couragiouſly to 
defend the City to the laſt man, every Night Coun- 
termuring the Breaches the Cannon made, with Earth 
Timber and Planks, which Mahomer perceiving com- 
manded his men to give a furious aſſault, and either 
by Firing the Planks, or ſcaling the Walls to enter 
the City ; the which in hopes of great rewards, pro- 
miſed them if they happened to be Succeſful in the 
attempt, thruſt themſelves into the mouth of Slaugh- 
ter, being cut off in ſych numbers by the ſtorm of Shot 
ſent from the Walls, that all the plains were cover- 
ed with their Bodies, which Mahomer perceiving and 
underſtanding, they could not accompliſh his delire 


cauſed the retreat to be ſounded, and gave order = 
the 
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the renewing the Battery, ſo that in one day the 
Engineers ſent 194. great Shot into the Breach, and 
immediately cauſed a ſecond Aſſault to be made, tho 
with as bad Succeſs, as had been the former. 

About this time the 7wrks under the leading of So- 
hman Baſſa, had taken Croia more through Famine 
then Tieir Valour ; Which City the Inhabitants nigh 
periſhed with Hunger, and not being able to expeR a- 
ny Relief, all the Country abour the City being in the 
hands of the Turks, had delivered upon promiſe of 
Life and Liberty z but the Faithleſs Baſa not having 
Regard to his Promiſe, having gos Polleſſion put the 
remaining Skeletons to the Sword, which the Scadrians 
underſtanding by ſome Chriſtians in the Turks Camp, 
were the more incouraged, reſolving manfully to dye 
rather then truſt the perfidious 1rnfidels. 

Mahomet inraged at the beſieged obſtinacy, and the 
loſs of his men in the two aſlaults, after he had with 
his Artillery beaten down a great part of the Wall, 
Commanded the moſt Couragious of his Soldiers to 
give a third Aſſault, which they did with great Fury, 
ſhouting in the mean while Showers of Arrows and 
Bullets into the City, and at length as men deſperate 
entering into the Breach came to Hand-ſtrokes with 
the .Chriſtians, and began a cruel and dreadful Fight, 
im which many were lain on either ſide: The Twrks [till 
renewing their aſlault with freſh Forces, till at length 
they ſo far prevailed, that thoſe who defended the 
Breach were at the point to retire ; at what times a 
freſh Troop brought by the Governour came happily 
to their Relief, and beat off the Aſſailants with great 
llaughter: Whereupon Mahomer again renewed his Bat- 
tery, and lodged 173 more of his great Shot in the 
Breach, and then ſending for his chief Commanders 
into his Tent-Royal, pitched upon a Mount advan- 
tagtouſly to behold what paſſed, and there by ——_— 
an 
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and Promiſes incouraged thenvto undertake a' fourth A: 
fault. In which he loſt 12000 of his beſt Men, and was 
forced at laſt to ſound a retreat, yet by the ſeveral Fights 
the Chriſtians were ſorely' weakened in all the Streets, 
lying covered with Twrkjſh Arrows, and the Breaches 
with the mingled Bodies of the Chriſtians rent moſt 
miſerably by the great Shot; they were forced to La- 
bour - both Day and Night to repair the Breaches, e- 
very one incouraging his Fellow in ſuch ſort, that 
Mahomet began to deſpair of Victory, and blaſphem- 
ing God, for ( as he impiouſly pretended ) hindering 
his Proceedings, he retired m his Melancholly Mood 
into his Tent ; where Tormenting himſelf for the 
ſpace of two days, he would not be ſpoken with by 
any, but the third Day calling a Council, it was con- 
cluded another Aſſault ſhould be, given, which was ac- 
cording done with great Fury, and much Effuſion of 
Blood on either ſide, but the beſteged and reſolving 
to ſell their Lives dear, ſo manfully withſtood them, 
that with Shame and greater Slaughter thenever they 
were forced to retire; and now all Proviſion being 
cuſt off from the beſiexed, the Tyrant reſolved to 
gain that by Famine, he could not do by Force z and 
therefore ceaſing any further: Aflault, cauſed the City 
to be ſo cloſely Blocked up, that the Chriſtians were 
forced to Eat all manner of unclean and loathſome 
Things, as Horſes, Dogs, Cats, -Rats, Mice, and the - 
like : Which miſerable ſtate of theirs made known to 
the Senate of! Venice, under 'whoſe ProteCtionthat Ci- 
ty was, and they bcing grown weary of their twenty 
years tedious War. with the Zwkiſh Tyrant, ſenc 
Benedittus Triviſanus their Emballador to Conftantinople, 
whither weary of the Siege, Afabomer was returned 
leaving one of his Baſſas with the Army;to Block up the 
Cify- as aforefaid'; who npor his Arrival being admit- 
ted to the Preſence of the Tyrant, he 10 _—_ the 
I» attcr, 
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Matter, that a Peace was concluded upon theſe Arti- 


cles : Firſt, that the Yenerians ſhould deliver him the 
City of Scodra, the Ifle of Lempoy, the ſtrong Caſtle 
of Tenarus- in. Peloponneſus, and. pay him yearly 8000 
Duccats; that they might have leave to Traffick in the 
Exxine-Seaz by the Straights of Boſphorus Helleſpontue, 
and Thraciws, and that the Citizens of Scodra, and the 
Garriſon contained therein, ſhould- upon the-Delivery 
of the ſaid City, be at their Choice free to Live in 
the City under: the Twrksſb Government; or depart 
whither they pleaſed with their Goods, &c. Theſe 
Articles concluded on Notice thereof was ſent to the 
Governour, who aſſembling-the Citizens related it to 
u'm, as he had reteived it from the Ambaſſador, who 
then together 'with the Yexer;an Admiral, Rode at 
Anchor in the Mouth of Boliane, when after ſome De- 
bate it was agreed, that they would leave; the City, 
and not expoſe themſelves to the Mercy of the Ty- 
rant at all times ; whereupon at a certain time prefix- 
ed the City, was put into the Hands of -the: Baſſa, and 
the Citizens marching out Bag and Baggage, went on 
Board :the Fenetzan Gallies, who caretully Tranſport- 
ed them into their other Territories of Jraly, and-thus 
was this City ſurrendered, Anno 1478. after a years 
Siege, before ' which 100000 Turks. had loſt their 
Lives. 


. * Mahomet having, gotten what he ſorely longed for, 


ſent Achmetes Baſſa with his Gally, to take-in the 1- 
lands of MNerirzs, Zacynthys , and Cephalenia; upon 
which he ſeized without any Reſiſtance, Lenord Prince 
of - ſame, upon the Arrival. of the Twks, hating 
with his Wife and Children 4ato /raly, where he was 
kindly received of King Ferdiand his near Kinſman, 
after that he ſent three of his Baſſas with a great Ar- 
my to invade Trarſilvania : Whereupon Stephanas, 
Bore the Vayved, fled to Marthins King of Hangary to 
IX crave 
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crave Aid, who at the ſame time lay ſick of the Gout, 
yet he ordered his two Captains, viz. Srephanus Che. 
repetns, and Pal Re to march with his Army ; 
who incountering the 7wrks near Alba Fwdia, ina grext 
and bloody Fight overthrew the Army, with the 
Slaughter of 30000 of their beſt Men, together with 
Iſa Baſſa their chief Commander, and of the Chrift;- 
«ns there fell 8000 only. 

Mahomet poſſeſſing moſt of the Iſlands in the ſedi. 
terrazian Sea, began to be very deſirous of the Famous 
Rhodes , and to further his Deſign at the ſame time, a 
Fugitive Knight of the Order, named Antonius eli. 
galus reſiding in his Court, gave him a Plat-form of 
the City ; informing him in what rom the City was 
eaſieſt to be Ailaulted, and how the Iſland might be 
beſt ſubdued : Whereupon a great Fleet was fitted out, 
and this Traytor to his Country put on Board, with 
a Command that his DireCtions ſhould be followed, 
but he by the way falling ſick of a loathſome Dilſcaſe, 
ſo infefted the Ship with his noiſome Smell, that the 
Marriners in a great rage threw him Over-Board, 
whilſt he vainly Cryed to them for Mercy, and thus 
he received the reward due to. his Traiterous In- 
tention. 

The great Maſter of Rhodes, having notice that 
AMahomet intended to invade his Territories, was like 
an experienced Captain wanting nothing that might 
conduce to a reſolute Defence, and having certain No- 
tice that 1H/iſtes Baſſa had Landed his Power, and was 
marching towards the City, he aſſembled his Cap- 
tains, and with many Chriſtian and Soldier-like = 
{waſions admoniſhed them to fight the Battle of the 
Lord Jeſus againſt his Enemies, which ſo wrought up- 
——_— that they all reſolved to Live and Dye in his 

efence. 


By_this time the Baſſa had ſet down his Camp, and 
began 
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began” to raiſe his Batteries, according to the-DireCti- 
ons of one Demerrics another Fugitive Knight, who 
in the firſt 'Skirmiſh according to the Merits: of his 
Treaſon,' having his Horſe ſlain under him, was miſe- 
rably trampled to Death ; moſt of the Ordnance now 
bent againtt the Wall, the Baſa ient our a part of his 
Army to ſeize upon an Orchard, poſſetſed and intren- 
ched by the ChrisHans, which thoſe thar poſlelled it, 
not being able to defend, againſt ſo powerful an Ene- 
my lighted it ; and retired to the City, leaving the 
Ordnance behind them : Out of this Orchard by the 
advice of one George Trapain a Chriſtian Runagado, 
the Turks battered the Tower, ſtanding about 300 pa- 
ces from the Qity with great Fury, and having made 
a Breach indeavoured to have entered, but were bea- 
ten off with great loſs; after which they framed a 
Bridge upon Boats, over a frith of the Sea, faſtening 
, || by Ropes, {o indeavouring to beliege the Tower, both 
by Sea and Land; the which was no foouer faſtened, 
e | but the Ropes were all cut 1n ſunder, by one Garvars

s | that attempting to make another Bridge, and plant 
\. | pieces of Cannon in Lighters and foiſts, the Bridge 
was broken, . and the Lighters ſunk by Anthony Dam- 

t | 9c the great. Maſters Brother, who with his Artil- 
e | lery planted for that purpoſe on the Baſtzons, beat 
t them to pieces ; but it had not been long e'r Caly Baſſa 
| the younger Arriving inthe Camp, it was noiſed that 
s | Athomer was coming with an additional Army of 
" 190000 Turks, which fo terrified the Spaniards ( for 
-- | the Garrifon was Compoſed of all Chri/c;an Nations ) 
e | fiatthey deſired to be Shipped our of the Ifland, and 
to return home ; but for tuch their Cowardize, being 
ſharply reproved by Perer Damboiſe the great Maſter, 
a moſt expert and Valiant French man, they, as aſha- 
med of what they before propoſed begged Pardon, and 
| k atterwards 
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afterwards notably defended the City during the 


Siege. 


Meſites perplexed that he could not carry the City 


by Force, though with his Artillery he had levelled 
the Walls in many places, which were as ſoon repaired, 
he reſolved by Treachery to perform what otherwiſe 
he could not Effect, and therefore made large Offers 
to ſeveral diſcontented Rhodjans to poiſon the great 
Maſter, which ſome of them undertook to bring to 
paſs, but e'r any thing was done in Relation thereto 
the wickedneſs was diſcovered, and the undertakers 
worthily Executed ; upon notice of which the Baſs 
more perplexed then betore, and yet not knowing 
without loſs of Honour how to raiſe the Siege, ſent 
ſeveral Meilengers to the great Maſter in his Name, 
to promiſe him extraordinary Matters if he would 
ſurrender to him the City, and to denounce all the 
Miſeries of War upon his Refuſal: To which the He- 
roick Old man returned Anſwer, that he would not wil- 
lingly in his ſureft Eſtate uſe the Council of his Ene- 
my, neither in his greateſt diſtreſs refuſe Cheerfully 
to yeild his Life unto Almighty God, to whom he 
did ows it, and that with far better Will, then to ſur- 
render the City upon any Conditions, bear they ne- 
ver ſo fair a ſhew of Honour or Profit. The Meſlen- 
gers perceiving this conſtant Reſolution of the great 
Maſter, by other Arguments indeavoured him at leaſt 
to become Tributary to the Emperor, paying a ſmall 
matter yearly for his Peace ; but he knowing that to 
be the ready way to be brought under the Turksſh Sla- 
very. utterly refuſed; upon which the Meſſengers re- 
turned great}y diſcontented to him that ſent 'um, who 
thereat greatly perplexed gave another general A- 
fault, battering the City for four days without In- 
termiſſion,, but not prevailing after three Months 
liege, having loſt g00o of his Men, and 15000 dan- 
geroully 
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rerouſly ſick of their Wounds, and mortal Di 
he with great ſhame raiſed his Siege; and after hav- 
ing deſtroyed all the Trees in that part of the Iſland, 
imbarked his Men for Conſtantinople, where at his re- 
turn he received but a Cold Welcom from his imperi- 
ous Maſter. 

Whilſt eſtes beſieged Rhodes, Achmeres Baſſa 
paſſed over into /raly, and beſieged Orrano a Famous 
City in Pugha; the which after the loſs of many of 
his Tavkg took it, ſpoiling all the Country round about 
it, which brought ſuch a Fear upon _Jcaly, that Sexrms 
Quart Biſhop of Rome, being only ul to the 
Chriſtian Princes, was about to fly and leave this once 
Miſtreſs of the World, as a prey to the Infidels ;, and 
douþtleſs at that time the greateſt part of /caly had

bren ſubdued, had not the Orromar Forces been Con- 


verted another way z for the Carramanjan King, aided 
by the Perſians and Sultan of Egypr ; having entered 
the Turkiſh Dominions on that tide, had in a mortal 
Battle overthrown Bajazee , Aabomet's eldeſt Son 
(then Living ) with the Slaughter of well nigh all his 
Army , to revenge which Aahomer called home his 
great Baſſa Achmetes, with all the Exropean Soldiers, 
and in Perſon paſled over into Aſi«z but upon the way 
within two days journey from Nicomeda a City of By- 
thinia he fell ſick, and there for the ſpace of three days 
np 46 Tormented with a pain in his Belly ( which 
ſuppoſed to be the Collick , though others to 
proceed _ the effeCts of Poiſon ) he Dyed, Amo 
1,81; of his Age 52 years, and his Reign 31 years. 
is Body being afterwards Magnificently buried in a 
Chappel, near unto the great Adzhomeran Temple, 
which himſelf had built at Conſtantinople; Leaving his 
Empire to Bajazer againſt whom, Bandied ( till ſuch 
time he was Poiſoned by the Biſhop of Rome, who at 
the Commandment of Zajazer durit do no other ) Ze-

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mes, or Zizimus his younger Brother, as in the Life of 
1+jazet will appear. 


CHAP. XI. 


The Life of Bajazet the ſecond of that Name, 
and ſecond, Emperor of the Turks, his mems- 
rial Exploits, Vittories, and Death. 


Abomet being dead, and Bajazer and Zemes his 

two Sons abſent ( for the Turkiſh Tyrants will 

not permit their Sons to remain at-Court when they 
are Men grown, leſt they ſhould aſpire to Empire 
before their time) the great Baſſas,and Aza of the Ja- 
124ries Conſpired together,e'r either of them could ar- 
r1vc,LO make Corcutws younger Son to Bajazer Emperor, 
which accordingly they did; of which Bajazer upon 
his approaching the City of Conſtantinople, hearing, 
horribly Exclaimed againſt the perfidious dealings of 
the Baſſas, and ſo laboured that at the Inſtance of 
Cherſeogles Vice-Roy of Greece, and the Aga, or Cap- 
tain- of the Janizaries; the young Emperor being of 
a mi!d and Conrteous Nature, overcome by their In- 
treaty, and the Reverence of his Father, reſigned un- 
£0 hin his Imperial Government, which he took up- 
&;1 hzm, with the general liking of the men of War, 
che jure!lt token of any Twkiſh Emperors Eſtabliſh- 
:3e1t ; for it they oppoſe it 'tis in vain for them to 
love for Empire; and 1n lien of this Reſignation, Ba-

for the Empire : which Expedition Acbmues was 
made General, who mecting. Zemes. by 'plain, Forec, 
drove him out of the Field: with: great flanghretrot 
his Army ; inſomuch,: that not tihnnking himlelt fafe 
in his Brothers Dominions, | he, fed. : into; Syria, and 
from thence . into Egypr,. to Caythermw;Sultan of Egypr 
and Syria, who received him with! many great Expre- 
ſhons of joy, and at his Requelt fent an Ambaſlador t0 
Bajaz#, to intreat in his behalf, that tome part of 
that ſo great an. Empire might be allotted him; bat 
the Prond Zwrk; having: gotten Polleſſion, would not 
veild to have ſo dangerons a Partner :-/Wherenpon rhe 
Ambaſſador efftefting nothing, he joyned. with the'C':- 
ramanian King, who by fuch a Conjunction hoped to 
recover his Territory. taken from bim,: by : Afalnnicr, 
Prince Zemes Father; ' againſt whole joynt Forces, but 
tew/ in-number, Bajater advanced with 200900 Hott 
and,Foot, of which the Princes having, notice, and 
indingthemſclves too weak by tar.to appoſe fo gre:t 
a Power, not finding, as they had: been put in hapics, 
ay: to-revolt fram Bjrzct ro them; they thought it

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good to retire before the ways were beſet, through 
the Srraights of the Mountain Aman, which done, 
they diſperſed their little Army, and ſoon after 2. 
mes went to Rhodes, where of the great Maſter he wy 
kindly received, with Promiſe of ProteCtion from th 
Fury of his Brother, hoping by this means, if Bajawſ 
ſhould die a natural Death, or otherwiſe miſcarry, thiff 
Prince might be ſet up Emperor, and by means ew 
remain a firm Friend to the Chriſtians. 
During theſe Tranſactions, there wanted not ſone 
in the Court of Bajazer, who Envying the Proſperity, 


" Achmetes Counſelled the Emperor to put him to Death, 


falſly inſinuating that he held private Correſpondence 
with Zemes: Whereuponat his return from the War, 
Bajazet as in kindneſs to his Baſſas made a Royal Sup. 
per, where after they had Drunk plentifully of Wine 
which by their Laws 1s forbid, yet frequently amongtt 
the Great ones uſed at their Feaſts ; he in token 
Honouring them, cauſed a Rich Garment to be cal 
over each of them, but when they came to Achmere, 
they caſt over him a black Velvet Garment, by the 
Turks called the Mantle of Death ; for whoſoever that 
Garment is caſt 'upon, none of the Baſſas dare be ko 
hardy as to intreat for his Life, which the other Baſu 
perceiving, moſt of them being before privy to the 
Matter by leave of the Emperor, after nM killed 
the Ground / whereon he ſtood: departed ; amongſt 
whom Achmetes would likewiſe have gone out, but 
was Commanded to ſtay for the Emperor, and no 


| ſooner were the Baſſas gone out, but the Miniſters of 


Death (which are certain ſtrong Men bereaved of 
Speech, whom the Turksſh Tyrants keep as Inſtru- 
ments of 'tkeir Cruelty ) Entered, and were about to 
ſtrangle the Baſſa ; when one of the Eunuches in great 
Favour with the great Emperor, ſtood up and adviſed 
him not to be too haſty in Executing fo great a0, 

0 


 Baſſa was rooted in the aſfſe{tions of the men o 
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fo beloved by his Soldiers, and beſt men of War, but 
rather to defer the Execution, till he ſaw how the 


matter would be digeſted, and in the meantime by 
Torture to make him confeſs what might render his 
Execution more reaſonable, of which Counſel Bajay 
zet approving , commanded him immediately to be 
ſtripped, and delivered into the Hands of the Tor- 
mentors. The which whilſt they were doing, his 
Son having gotten notice in what Extream danger 
his Father was in, raifed the Ja:nizaries, who u 
on notice that their belovea Captain ſtood on x 
Brink of the Grave flowed from all parts, like 2 
Torrent to the Pallace, Thundering at the Gates as 
if they would have beaten the Pallace about his 
Ears, ——_—_—_— cauling the outward Gate to be 
ſet open, he ſhewed himſelf to 'um through an Iron 
Window ; demanding the cauſe of that Tumulrt and 
Uproar, to which they anſwered, that they would 
by and by, teach him as a Drunkard or Bealt, and 
a Raſcal to uſe his great place, and calling with more 
Sobriety and Delſcretion, Loading him with man 
more ſuch like © — Expreſlions, Chand. 
in forthwith to deliver Achmetes, or elſe they would 
beat the Pallace about his Ears, which demand of 
the inſolent Fanizaries he durſt not deny, but. Com- 
manded that he ſhould be forthwith delivered to 
them, who for haſt was brought out half Naked, 
with the marks of his ſevere uſage on his Body ; 
who had no ſooner got him, but they ſtripped the 
Emperors Minions, and with their Spols. Cloathing 
him, carryed him out of the Court on, their Shoul- 
ders in great Triumph , tho the Baſſas did what he 
could to appeaſe the Tumultuary Joy they concetv- 
ed for his deliverance. 
Bajazer knowing by experience how. Creep) the 
ar, 
durſt 
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durſt trot preſently ſhew hisAnger,thoBurning with the 
defire of revenge, therefore the better to bring to paſs 
what he had*purpoſed, he took Achmeres into favour 
again, promoting him more then ever; which the 
Loyal oldman truſting too far, was as he was litting 
at Supper, by the command of Bajazer thruſt through 
with a Sword, 'and Slain after he had Conquered y 
Kingdoms, and Annexed them to' the Ottoman Em- 
pire, being the moſt expert Commander; that ever the 
Turks could Boaſt off. But Bajaxzer's Spleen'not {6 
farisfied,” he purpoſed to deſtroy the whole order of 
the Fanizaries, in» revenge of the infolency they had 
offered him, but his deſign upon their lives coming to 
their knowledge,and they ſtanding upon their Guard , 
he foundit a matter not to be compalled without great 
difficulty, tho to execute his pleaſure, he had ſent for 
the Acanzzt, accounted the belt Soldiers next the 7a- 
21zaries', thronghour all his' Dominions ; therefore he 
was forced to forego his Bloody and Tyrannical 
purpoſe,” and” the' better to: Colour the matter pre- 
tended he had ſent for thoſe Soldiers to War againſt 
Moldavia”: But the' Fanzaries not greatly ' truſting 
him, InbattJed by themſelves, refuſing to receive him 
mo 'the'mitdle of their Ranks, as was their uſual 
"manner, bat ſhaking their Weapons, bid him ſend 
is F xelyirtondrs, fot they were ready toreceive them; 
' buſt by the mediatjo0n46f the, Baſſas, at length mat- 
"£75 were accorded, and they received Bajazcr amoneſt 
*rhemAfor the Turkiſh Enifierors never marched but in 
© the middle of the Fanizaries. 
© The amult pacified,' Bajazer with his Army paſ- 
ſed over Danube , and entering Moldavia belieg- 
ed" Kele' &r? Achilleia; which after many furious af- 
 ſaults was delivered to him,” as afterward was Ac- 
 Girzen or Afprocaſtron, the Turks uſually changing the 
, Names of ſuch Citics & Towns,as fall into their =_

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. Zemes being at Rhodes, Bajazet was not 2 little trou- 


bled, leſt he ſhould prove a Thorn in his ſide,& there- 


fore uſed many Endeavours, to get him into his poſ- 
ſeſſion, but the great Maſter abhorring Breach of truſt, 
notwithſtanding the many Threats and Promiſes of 
the Tyrant, would not deliver him, nor was he 
ſonght only by his Brother , but by Charles the 
French King, Matthias King of Hungary, and Pope 
Jmnocentins the Eight of that Name Biſhop of Xome, 
all of them "thinking to advantage their Aﬀeairs, by 
havinga Prince of the Orroman Blood.in their Cuſtody; 
the King and the Emperor in their Wars, and the 
Pope of a mind more Ignoble, by. getting a yearly 
Penlion from his Brother Bajexzet, for the ſafe keep- 
ing him to the laſt; of which after - Reiterated in- 
treaties, the great Maſter delivered him, in lien of 
which be was Created Cardinal, nor was the Popes 
Expectation vain, for he yearly received of Bajazer 
409000 Ducats, yearly for the ſafe keeping him, but 


of this more hereafter. 


Ryjazet being, frequently troubled by the ſuddain 
Invalions of the Caramazian King , reſolved to ſub- 
due the remaining part of his Country, the which 
with a great Army out'of Exrope he:invaded , ſpoiling 
all before him , but the wary- Prince knowing him- 
ſelf far too Weak, to" meet ſo powerful an Enemy 
in the Field, kept himſelf with his few forcesintize 
Faltnelles of the Mountain, whereupon Bajaxzet beiieg- 
ed Tarſ# im Cilicia , and had it delivered to him, up- 
on condition that the Citizens might depart thence 
with their Goods, and not be further prejudiced, ci- 
ther in their Lives or Liberties ; bur by this time 
Abraham, Alias, Pyramet King of Caramania having, 
obtained--conſiderable forces of 'Cayrberzs Sultan of 
Esypr,' he was reſolyed to try his fortune in the Field, 
and put all to the Hazard of a Battle,: which being 
| begun 
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with great obſtinancy on either ſide, for the ſpace 
of a whole day, when the Tarks by:Reaſon of their 
Multitude pyevailed, in which Battle the King and the 
reateſt part of his Army were Slain, and afterward 
Fis Country totally ſubdued by Bajazer, who like- 
wiſe at that time took into his poſſeſſion all Aſu 
the leſs, becoming Lord of the Sea Coaſt from the 
Straights of Boſphorns to the Confines of Syria. | 
By this means the Ambitious Emperor Stretching 
the borders of his Empire, to the bounders of the 
Egyptian Sultans Territories, reſolved to have no peace 
wh him, by Reaſon he had not only aſliſted his 
Brother Zames againſt him, but likewiſe the Carra- 
marian King in the laſt Battle, ſo that raiſing a great 
Power, he ſent them under the Leading of 1ſhender- 
Baſſa, Alichael-Beg, and Faxis-Beg his two Sons to 
wait the Sultans Dominions in Syria; but paſſing the 
Great Mountain Tawrss, they were intraped by Ala- 
dules the Mountain King, who had lay'd an Ambuſh 
of his Savage people for that purpoſe, where moſt 
of the Turks were together with ichael-Beg were 
Slain, the Baſſa his other Son, and the remaining part 
taken Priſoners ; the news of which defeat being 
known to Carragoſes Baſſa, who was following with 
more forces, it ſo diſcouraged him that he would ad- 
vance no, further, yet the next Year paſling into the 
confines of Egype, he was Fought with, and over- 
thrown by the Snltans power : But theſe ill haps ſo 
little diſcouraged Bajqzer, that he more inraged then 


ever, reſolved to invade Egyps by Sea and Land, which 


the Sultan underſtanding reſolved to Tranſport- the 
Seat. of War into the Twks Dominions, and ſo with 
a great Army, he Commanded- Vsbeg to paſs into Ci- 
licia, where not far from Tarſus, he found the Turks 
incamped under{the command of Cher ſogles Vo-Sey 
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of Greece, a moſt Valiant Captain, whereupon amar- 
tal Battle begun, and many thouſands Slain, for the 
Sultans Army conſiſting moſtly af Afamalukes, ſuch 
an obſtinate —_ was ftiercly maintained between 
them, and the 7 «rkzſb Fannizaries, that Victory ſtood 
doubtful for the ſpace of 2 days, at the end of which 
the Turkiſh General having loſt 60000 of his men, in 
the Night left his Camp and fled, nor was the loſs 
in the Sultans Army much inferiour, but the Turks 
loſs ſtill proved greater; for Flying through AMadules 
Country, that King had fo beſet the. way, that moſt 
of the remaining part were Slain, and the General 
taken priſoner, nor fared Bajazer's Fleet at, Sea bet- 
ter,for Anchoring in the mouth of Orentes within fight 
of Antioch, it was dy a Tempeſt beaten to pieces, 
all which loſſes coming one upon the Neck of ano- 
ther, cauſed Bajazer to ſend his Ambaſſadors to the 
Sultan to require peace, which was accorded to, and 
all the Priſoners ſet at liberty, when ſhortly after 
the Sultan, who of a Circaſſian Slave, by the favour 
of the Mamaluke's his Fellows. become a mighty Mo- 
narch dyed. 

Peace being concluded in Aſia, the Chriſtzan Princes 
ſtirred up thereto by Pope Alexander the Sixth, that 
Firebrand cf diſcord, all Chriſtendom was ina Flame, 


at what tir1e Charles the French King ſeized vpon 


the Kingdom of Naples, taken from his Father by 
Ferdinand the firſt, whereupon the Pope and Alphon- 
ſus the exiled King of Naples, ſolicited Bayazcr to 
ſend them 6000 Harſe,and as many Foot for the reco- 
very of the ſame,layiung before him(like ſpecial Chriſti- 
_ what danger the Aahomeran Religion would 
be in, if the French prevailed; the Pope promiling him 
alſo to Poyſon Zemes his . Brother, it he would pay 
him well for ſo doing ; theſe Admonitions and largc 
overtures. fo prevailed with the nkdel, that he had 
great 
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- great ſtore'of treaſure, but as it was deſigned for evil 
purpoſes , it proſpered accordingly; for the Veſſel! 
1n the Adriatick Sea, being boarded by John Roveris, 
a Venetian, he ſeized the caſh before it came to the 
Popes fingering, yet his Holyneſs loath to break his 
Word, nevertheleſs, - contrary to his Oath made 
to the Ambaſladors, from the great Maſter of 
Rhodes, Poiſoned Zemes, by putting Poiſon amongſt 
the Sugar which he was wont to mix with his Water, 
to the. great Scandal of the Chriſtian Religion, and 
reproach of St. Peter's pretended Succeſlors : nor was 
God ſlow in revenging the diſhonor done to his name, 
for Alexander having a Baſtard Son, - 'named Ceſar 
Borgia, a Frofligate Wretch, -who after many Outrages 
and Murthers committed, being about to .Poiſon ſeve- 
ral of the Cardinals, at a Supper in the Yatrican, by a 
lucky miſtake of the waiter, in taking up the wrong 
flaggon poiſoned his Father , who notwithſtanding 
his infallibility, was not Poiſon proof, nor di 
this ungracious Son long eſcape, for fighting under 
the ſtandard of the King of Navar, he was ſlain with a 
hergubus ſhot. | 
Notwithſtanding the death of Pope Alexander, yet 
he left Chriſtendom in ſuch a blaze, that the flame of 
diſcord, was not ina long while after quenched, for 
whilſt the Emperor of Germany, and Princes of tay, 
were Bandiling againſt the French King and ſhedding 
Chriftian Blood., the Turks invaded Podolia and Raſſia, 
ſpoiling the Country and ſacking ſeveral walled 
Towns, but by reaſon of the Exceſſiveneſs of the Win- 
ter, through Hunger and Cold, moſt of the Army 
Periſhed, yet not diſmayed by the Loſs ſuſtained, he 
the next” year ſent: Cadumes Bafſa into Thyria , who 
ſpoiling the Country was incountred by. 9000 Crozrs 
and Hungarians. near the River Morava, under the 
leading of Count Bernard Francopain , where after : 
crue 
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Crueland Bloody fight, the Chriſtians were put to the 
worſt, and 7000 of them {lain, and drowned in - 
the River, the noſes of which being cut oft, 
hung upon ſtrings, were ſent to» Bajazer as a Bar- 
barous preſent. 

Charles the French King being dead, ' Lewis the 12 
Succeeded him in the Kingdom of France, who laying 
claim to the Dukedom of Alain made a league with 
the Venetians, whereupon Sfortia the Duke-n -poſle- 
fon ſent to crave aid of Bajazer, laying before him the 
danger his Empire was in daily tobe invaded, if the 
French grew ſtrong in Italy, preferring . Ambition 
and revenge, before the advancement of the Chri/t;an 
Religion; Bajazet by this means ſtirred up, reſolved to 
render the Yenetians. unſerviceable to the French, by 
keeping them buſie nearer home, whereupon he com- 
manded Scander. Baſſa his Lievetenant in /{yria, to 
break in upon the Fruitful Country of Friult, part of 
the Yenerians Territories on the borders of {raly, 
the which he did with 12000 Horſe, deſtroying all 
before him as far as Liquentia, driving before him a 
great number of Captives, the which when he came 
to the Banks of Tiliavenrum, and underſtanding that 
the French and Yenetians had driven the Duke of 44;llar 
out of his Territories, he barbarouſly cauſed to be 
put to the Sword. | 

After the Seifure of ilar, the Yenetians ſet out a 
great Fleet under the charge.of Anthony Grimani, who 
ſet upon the Zurks Fleet (far Superior ia number ) 
as it was coming, out of the Bay or Havenof Sapientia, 
in the Ifland of Sphraga, but throngh the Cowardice 
of the Admiral, in not permitting half his Fleet" to 
come up, thoſe that were ingaged retired after a 
ſharp diſpute, and the 7wrks kept their courſe to 
Nanpattum, now called. Lepanto, where they found Ba- 
jazetalready arrived with his Land Army, o that after

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2 few days Siege', the Citizens diſpairing of Succour 

Surrendred the City, wherefore the Yeneriar Admiral 

up#1 his return was Baniſhed by a decree of the Senate, 

= one of the Ab/yriaies Iflands, upon the Coaſt of Lj- 
urnia. 

Fajazere by this means having got firm footing in 
the Yenerian Territories, the year following z. - 
1500 _—_—— _ —_—_ - _ _ ys _—_ of 
150000, A ing through Peloponneſus, lay'd Siege 
ce. the ſtrong City of Xermthon, now called Modes, 
and took it by ſurprize, putting all the Inhabitants to 
the Sword, upon which ſeveral other Cities belong- 
ing to the Yererians, yielded by compoſition,but after 
the taking of many Cities on either ſide, with great 
Blood-ſhed both by Sea and Land. A peace between 
Bajazet and the Senate of Yemce was treated, and 
finally accorded upon conſideration, firſt that the 
Venerians ſhould deliver up the Iſlands of MNeritas 
and Lucadia (the which during theſe Wars they 
had taken from the Twrks ) reſerving to themſelves 
only the Iſland of Cephalenia : And that in conſideration 
thereof, Bajazer ſhould reſtore all ſuch goods as had 
been taken from the Yenertian Merchants in the late 
Wars, and that it ſhould be lawful for them ( as they 
were wonted, ſafely to trade and traffique into the 
Exxine Sea, and to Conſtantinople, and there to have 
their Conſul or Governour, as they had in former 
time, and laſtly that the Yernerian Territories ſhould 
be certainly known and ſeperated from the Twks, by 
certain Bounds or Limits. Thefe conditions were 
Solemnly concluded on, and confirmed, both by Bajazet 
and the Senate of Yenice, and fo afhrmed : Peace con- 
cluded in Amro 1503, after the Wars had continued 
between them for the ſpace of 5 years. 

Peace concluded with the Yenerians, Bajazet raiſed 4 
great Army intending to invade Fimgary, but _— 
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been often foiled by that warlike Nation, he changed 
his mind, and Marched to ſuppreſs the infurreRion in 
Albania a part of his Territory, which done as he was 
returning, 2 Derviller which is a Phantaſtical kind of 
a beggarly Twkzſh Monk, uſing no other apparel but 
two Sheep Skins, the one hanging before, andthe other 
behind, who coming up to him as if he would have 
asked an Almes, with a ſhort Cimiter, ſtrock at him, 
and beat him from his Herſe, and being about to re- 
double his blow, had certainly diſpatched him, had 
not /ſhender Baſſa come in, and with his Horſemans 
Mace, itruck the Varlet dead, who afterwards by 
the Soldiers was hewn 1n pieces z this treacherous and 
deſperate aCt ſo moved Bajaxer, that he proſcribed all 
them of that Snperſtitious order, and baniſhed them 
out of his Empire. 

Bajazxt after the inceſſant toiles of War, reſolving 
to repoſe himſelt, committed the Management of his 
ercat Afﬀairs to his 3 Baſſ's, viz. Alis, Achmtes, Kinſ- 
man to him that was ſlain, and Fachia, who having go 
the Reins of Empire in their hands for the ſpace 0 
5s years, ſuffered things to run into ſuch diſorder, 
by regarding their private profit, more then the pub- 
lick good, that a great part of the Leſſer Aſia was in 
an uproar by the means of Chaſan Chelife, and Schach 
Culi, o: Techcllis, two Perfian Impoſters, who ſet the 
MultituJs 3 madding, by ſpreading a new fangled

that thoſe that 2:12: :.7t in their Dofrine, ſhould

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never Injoy any happineſs after this Life, with a deal 
of ſuch ridiculous Cant they ſo beſotted Afymbeius 
Uſun Caſſanes the Perſian King, that he had to the firſt 
Author of this Doctrine, viz. one Haider, who was 
Maſter of theſe Diſciples , given his Daughter Mar. 
tha in Marriage ; but he dying, and his Son Facrp ſuc- 
ceeding him in the Kingdom , began to have his Bro- 
ther-in-Law in ſuſpition, by reaſon of the multitude 
that followed him, upon the account of his pretended 
SanCtity : Infomuch that he cauſed him ſecretly to. be 
murthered, and raiſed a great Perſecution againlt thoſe 
that imbraced his Doctrine ; yet this Haider left a Son 
which he had by Adartha his Wife named Hyſmael, 
who afterward became a Sophy of Perſia, as will ap- 
pear in his Wars with Selymus Bajazetr's'\Son, and Suc- 
ceſlor, but upon the Perſecution raiſed by Facup Son 
to Uſun Caſſanes, the two aforeſaid Diſciples of Haider 
ited ro Armenia, and there dwelling in Rocks began to 
tell Fortunes, and other ſtrange things which made 
the Ruſticks ſuppoſe them men more then ordinarily 
inſpired ; Inſomuch that they gathered about them in 
great numbers, inſomuch that they came out of their 
lurking Holes into walled Towns, and taught boldly. 

During the ſpreading of this DoCtrine, Hy/mael the 
Son of Haider being grown to mans Eſtate, and his Un. 
cle Facup dead, he by the Aid of ſuch as favoured his 
Fathers Doctrine, won the Kingdom of Armenia, and 
after that overthrowing Elan the Perſian King, Son 
to his Uncle Jacup in a pitched Battle, wherein the 
| faid King was ſlain, he took Poſleſſion of all his 
Grand-fathers Dominions, and from that time was 
called the «great Sophy of Perſia, being afterward 
.exceedingly beloved of his Subjects. 

This Hyſmale was no ſooner Eltabliſhed in his King- 
dom, but te Eſtabliſhed to his Power his Fathers Do- 
Otrine, which Chuan, Chelsfe, and Techellis, perceiving, 
ay4 
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and underſtanding the unlooked for ſucceſs of the: 
Maſters Son, they reſolved not to be Idle, but to try 
their Fortune likewiſe : Whereupon gathering a great 
number of their Proſelytes in Arms , they waſted a- 
gain the Countries in the leſſer Aſia, and keging incou- 
raged thereto by Hyſmale with Promiſe of great Suc- 
cours, they ſer down before the City of coniwn ; 
ſending out their Proclamations ſtrictly to injoyn all 
the People thereabout to imbrace their Doctrine, 
threatning them otherwiſe with Death, and Confiſca- 
tion. of Goods; which wrought ſuch Terror in the 
Peaſants, that they had many of them joyned with 
them 3 ſo that within a while their number was in- 
creaſed , from 10 to 50000. Whereupon Orchanes 
and Mahomites, twor of Bajazets Nephews gatherin 

what Forces they could Sallyed out of the Cit in 

them, but were put to flight with the loſs of moſt of 
their Men: Corcatus alſo one of Bajazers Sons, and 
then Governour of Thyarria, Sypilus , Magneſia, and 
Phocia, having leayyed a great Army, durſt not 
nevertheleſs to give them Battle , but waited the 
coming of Caragoſes Baſſa, who was railing great For- 
ces in Cappadocia and Pontws ;, having ſent his Com- 
mand to Achmeres one of Bajazets Sons to do the like, 
but e'r he had gathered a ſufficient Power, the pre- 
tended Prophets came upon him, put ſuch Forces as 
he had to the Rout, and forced Carageſes then Vice- 
Roy of Aſia, for his ſafety to fly iuto the City .of 
Cutaie, near unto, the Mountain Horminixe , ſituate in 
the middle of the leſſer 4/is ; which City they beſiog- 
ed, took by force, and in it the Vice-Roy his Wife and 
Children, putting moſt of the Citizens to the Sword, 
and from thence marched to beliege the great Cit 

of Pruſa; but in their way hearing that Als Baſs 
was come out of Exrope with great Power, and fol- 
lowed hard upon them, ny retreated and gy” 
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other way to avoid joyning with the Turks in the 
plain Ground, of which the Baſſa having Notice, and 
diſpairing to overtake them with his Footmen, choſe 
out 8000 of his ſwifteſt Horſe, leaving Achmetes with 


the reſt of the Army, after a tedious March he fell in 


with their Rear : Whereupon Techellis, who was cho- 
ſen General of the Rebels, put his men in Battle Array; 
when taking the moſt advantagious Ground, he ſtay- 
ed the coming of the Twrkiſh Horſe, who charged him 
in the Front with great Fury, but wanting Foot'to ſe 
conc themin ſo Hilly a Country were driven back,which 
the Baſſa perceiving drew forth 1000 Harquebuliers, 


who ſervedas Footto oppoſethe Front,whilſt the Horſe 


Charged on the right and left Wings of the Enemies 
Army, which was performed with ſuch Bravery, that 
Techells's Men gave Ground, and in the Rear broke and 
difordered their own Ranks ; when Chelife one of the 
Impoſtors fighting deſperately was ſlain, Burt Techellu 
coming with freſh ſupplies, reſtored the Battle, to 
break which Az Baſſa Charging furiouſly with freſh 
Troops of Horſe, & entering too far amongſt the $quz- 
drons of his Enemies was ſlain, which ſo diſconraged 
"his men (then at the point to have prevailed ) that 
_ they firſt fainted, and afterwards betook themſelves 
"to plain flight; ſo that in paſling the Mountains ma- 
ny, of them were ſlain, and more taken Priſoners. 
== Bajazet hearing of the Succeſs of the Rebels, ſent 
" Tonuſes Baſſa againſt them with qgo600 Horſe andiFoot, 
upon whoſe approach they retired into the'Mountains, 
. bat being driven thence they -fled into Armenia: 
Whereupon' the” Baſſa fretting thet he had not beſet 
'* the ways, cauſed all that he found to imbrace the new 
Religion, or to have born Arms againſt 'Baj4zet on 
the behalf of Techells, either to be put to Death, 
* Burnt in the Forehead with a hot Iron, or Tranſport- 
_ ed into Ewope, to Prevent any future InſurreCtion

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29d npon his return to Conſtantingple had Notice, that 
Techellis and his ſcattered Forces in their flight, li 
ing upon a Caravan of Silks and other Rich Merchan- 


dize rook the ſpoil: thereof, for which outrage com- 


ins to Tawrs, the Captains were ail by the Command 
of Hyſmael hanged. upon Gibbits, and Techelks for 
Terror to others burntalive. 

The Aſian Rebellion ſuppreſſed by the means afore- 
fid, the year following, viz. Anno150g. a dread- 
ful Earthquake happened in Conſtantinople, and the 
Countries adjacent, which laſted with very little In- 


termiſſion for the ſpace of eighteen days, or as the 
Turks affirm a Month ; in which time- it threw to the 


ground many ſtately Buildings in Conftantinople, Ha- 
drianople and other Cities of Greece, 3nd in their Ruins 
overwhelmed 1 3000 People; after which a great Mor- 
tality happened, which diſpeopled many Cities in the 
Twks Dominions 3 but both being Paſt,  Bajazet ſet 
$0000 to repair the mulchiet Con/tanrinople had tuſtained 
by the: Earthquake, which they periormed ta tour 
Months,” Beautifying the City more then ever. 
Bajaxet: had by his many Wives eight Sons, and 
ſix Daughters, who 'lived to be Men. and Women 
grown; and the $ns all Goyernours in divers Provin- 
ces of | his large Empire, whom the Tarksſh Hiſtory af- 
ter this manver reckons up, Iz. Abdullah Zelebs, A- 
lem Scach , 'T zihan Scxch,-Achmet, Adachmut, Corcnt Se- 
lim;, and -HMahomet ; yet'.as Antonius Vririns, a Genow, 


who long time lived tn-B4jazer's Court, accounts, they

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- Of all theſe Sons Mahomeres was of greateſt NOPE 
who was by his Father made Governonr of Magneſia, 

being by reaſon of his Youth, ſomewhat Frolickſone, 
he often went diſguiſed, to take a view of his Bro. 
thers Courts, how therein they behaved themſelyeg, 
&c. And at laſt came-with two others in the habit of 
Sea-faring men to the Court of. Bajazer, where not 
firſt finding Admittance to the Emperors Preſence, 
they went and bought a fair Chriſtian Captive, and 
then pretending they had a Preſent to deliver, were by 
the Warders permitted to enter, and*having deliveret 
the Preſent found means to depart ; being firſt reward 
ed with three rich Garments, but e'r they were got- 
ten on Ship-board, they were met by a Courtier that 
knew AAahometes, who allighting would have done him 
Reverence, but he forbad it, as not being willing to 
be diſcovered, yet it was not kept ſocloſe but it came 
to Bajazer's Ear, who jealous (as always Tyrants are) 
that under ſuch like Intreagues might be - hid ſome 
ſecret Conſpiracy againſt his Life, or Empire, he wrote 
to one Aſmebemides a Courtier highly in Favour with 
Mahometes to poiſon him, ſending withal a poiſonous 

Powder to effect it; which this perfidions Courtier, 
in hopes to ſucceed him in his Government performed, 
but long it was not e'r the Tyrant repenting-him'of his 
inhumaneand unnatural Command, caſt the faid Cour- 
tier in Priſon where he miſerably periſhed. 

- Bajazer having, cauſed Mahomeres to- be poiſoned, 
whom he need not to have feared : Selymws the Gover- 
nour-of Trepezond, one whom he intirely Loved, im- 
mediately Conſpired agairfſt him, and having Corrupt- 
ed molt of the great Baſſas of the Court, the better to 
ſtrengthen himſelf, married the Daughter of Aaho- 
 meres the Tartarian King, who Aiding hum with ww 
Tararian Horſe, he left his Government and paſſed o- 
ver the Euxine into Emrope, under pretence of invading 
: Fmgaty, 
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Hungary, where having notice that his Father intend- 
ed to declare Achomeres his Succeſlor ; leaving the 
Coaſt of Hungary, he marched direQtly towards Ha- 
drianople, where Bajazet lay with his Army, and in- 
canping within ſight of the SN a feigned Meſlage 
to excuſe his coming in a Hoſtile manner ; the which 
was as he ſaid, only that he might gain Acceſs to his 
Preſence, to ſhew him ſuch Reaſons as he doubted not 
but he would approve of, why Achomeres ſhould-not 
ſucceed him z but Bajazer not truſting to his fawning, 
ſent him word that if he did not immediately return 
to his Government in ſia and disband his Army, he 
would not fail to chaſtiſe him with the Scourge of War. 
But this Speech did not at all diſmay the Head-ſtrong 
Youth, nor could all the Preſents, and fair Words

wg at Amaſia, and hearing what had paſled, raiſed 
an Army of 20000. Horſe and: Foot, and by ſpeedy 
marches came to Scutari, Antiently called Chriftophory, 
{toate upon the Straights ot Boſphorus , over againſt 
Conftantinople , where incamping he ſent Meſſengers 
ta his Father, requefling him as he had frequently de. 
termined to declare him his Succeſſor, as by Seniority 
he ought, and to reſign him the Empire, all which 
Bajazet intended to do, and propoſed ſuch his Inten- 
Lons to his Captains; but they bribed by Selynw, 
oppoſed him therein, ſaying they would acknowledge 
no other Emperor. but himſelf,and as the Captains ſaid, 
{o faid the. Soldiers : Whereupon he ſent to Achv 
»etes, to inform him of the Obſtinacy of the Soldiers, 
and deſtred:him to. return to his Government of Amaſa, 
ill he. conld mold them into a better Temper by his 
Bounty.; but. he impatient of. delay, not only abuſed 
the Meſſenger., but greatly reproached his Father, 
rae with his Army and marching through the Coun- 
try. fpoiled Bythinia, and growing daily more and 
more inflamed , from being barred of his ExpeCta- 
tion, purpoſed to have ſeized upon Aſiathe leſs ; upon 
which ealling to him his two Sons, Amurath and Aladine 
young Princes of great hope, he admoniſhed them: to 
take. up Arms againſt their Grand-father, who prone 
enoughthereto of themſelves, and now incited by their 
Father, ina ſhort time, raiſed a great Army, and joyn- 
mg-with the ſtanding Forces; Achomeres had before in 
pay Over-run. a.great. part. of Afia, Achometes cauſing 
2imſelf every where to be proclaimed King. _—

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| - Theſe proceedings greatly troubled Bajazer, inſo- 


much that to prevent Blood-ſhed, he ſent to him his 
Ambaſſadors to reprove him for his Difloyalty, and 
to command him forthwith to ſet at Liberty his Ne- 
s HMahometes , and his Brother whom he had tak- 
Priſoners, for refuſing to aid him againſt their 
Grand-Father Bajazer ; but inſtead of performing 
what his Father Commanded, he cauſed the chief 
Ambaſſador to be Slain in his preſence, and ſtriftly 
enjoyned the other on Pain of their Lives, to depart 
his Camp 'ere Sun ſer, of which ſtrange and Hein- 
ous Fact, when Bajazer had knowledge, he was great- 
ly inraged, and cauſed him to be proclaimed a Tray- 
tor againſt his Perſon , and Empire , commanding 
that the Ewropean Horſe-men ſhould immediately march 
againſt him. But the Baſſas that favoured Sclymus, 
thinking it now afit time to procure his being called 
home , and entring again into Favour, inſinuated in- 
to the old Emperor, that if hedeſigned to deſtroy 
both his Rebellious Sons, he could do it by no better 
means, then by calling home Selyms, and making him 
General of the Army deſigned, to march againlt A- 
chometes, and that by ſuch means one of them was ſure 
to Periſh, and then getting the other into his power, 
he might deſtroy him at his pleaſure ; to this motion 
of the Baſſas Bajaxer hearkened, and commanded thar 
Selymus ſhould be fetched to Court, whither now Cor- 
cutus Was come to claim his Fathers promiſe, as hav- 
ing heard that contrary thereto, he meant to give the 
Empire from him ; to whom Bajazer again made ma- 
ny promiſes only willing him tos be content, whilſt

Selymus having, by the means aforeſaid Grafped the 
Empire,could not ſuppoſe himſelf ſafe whilſt hisFather 
lived, and therefore with great rewards tempted Ha- 
on a Jew, and Bajazet's chief Phylitian to make him 
away by Poyſon, who in order to his Helliſh pur- 
poſe went to Hadriangple, whither Bajazet was retir- 
ed, and there through Melancholy and infirmities in- 
cident to Age, he found him indiſpoſed; he offered him 
Phyſick, the which the old man not doubting to be 
of fatal Conſequence, when delivered by the Hand of 
his old approved Phyſitian, at the time appointed 
took,which he hadnot long done 'ere he felt a grievous 
pain in his Stomack, and plain Symptoms of his being 
Poyſoned appeared, fo that amidſt Groans and Tor- 
taring Pangs, within 24 Hours he gave up the Ghoſt, 
Anno 1512, and hisReignthe thirtieth.

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Empire he caufed him to be Slain, fo little Aſurance 
has any man in tie" favour of a Tyrant, who has 
the power of Life and Death in his Hand ; in revenge 
of which Achometes put Vſegs Baſſa ( whom, he held 
Priſoner ) to Death. 

Selymus ſtill thirſty of Blood , with all ſpeed march- 
ed to Magneſia, in hopes to have ſurprized his Bro- 
ther Corcutus 1n his Caſtle, but he having timely no- 
tice was, fled before his coming , yet he took the 
Spoil of all his Treaſure , and ſo leaving a Captain 
with a 1000 Horſeto ſecore the City, and command- 
ing Boſtanges his Son In-Law, with a Fleet to watch 
the Sea-Coait that he ſhould not eſcape, he went to 
Pruſia ſuppoling to have found him there, but on the 
contary he poorPrince was fain to hide himſelf in aCave 
by the Sea-ſide, and there for many Days feeding 
upon Crabs in hopes the Ships would have departed, 
that he might have wafted over, at length weary of 
his unwonted diet he ſent his Servant to a Shepherds 
Cottage to purchaſe natural Food, who ſuſpeCting by 
ſome words that pafled, that it was the Prince, like a 
perfidious Swain, he gave notice thereof to Coſhmos one 
ofSelymus's his Captains who was come inſearch of him, 
upon which he was apprehended, and carryed to- 
wards Pruſa; of which the Tyrant having notice 
greatly rejoyced, and immediately ſent one K'irengs 
Oz'ly a Squint-Ey'd Captain to ſtrangle him by the 
way, who accordingly performed his wicked Maſters 
pleaſure ; and now none remaining alive to obſtruct 
the progreſs of his greatneſs, but Achometes and his 
two Sons,he reſolved to goagainſt them, bur in the be- 
ginning of his Expedition, he intercepted ſome Let- 
ters ſigned by ſeveral Commanders of his Camp, 
and direfted to Achometes, deliring him to advance 
towards Selymus with all ſpeed, and that he might be 


aſſured upon his approach, a great part of the Army 
wonld 
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would revolt, or at leaſt in the Battle they would 
kill Sely»ms. Upon this diſcovery thoſe that were 
found to be concerned therein were Executed, and 
the Letters notwithſtanding ſent, upon which Acho- 
metes preſuming made ſuch haſt, that he left his Foot- 
men behind, at what time x0000 Fanizaries were 
come to Selymus ont of Europe, ſo that Battle joyning 
after a moſt Bloody conflict Ashometes was overthrown, 
and ſeeking to ſave himſelf by flight, his Horſe fel] 
with him into a deep Ditch, where he was taken by 
the purſuers, at whoſe hands he could not procure 
himſelf to be Slain, tho he earneſtly deſired it, but was 
lead Captive to his cruel Brother, who commanded 
the Squint-Ey'd Captain that had diſpatched Corcu- 
r#5 to ſtrangle him with a Bow-String, and now de- 
firing nothing more then to get :in his poſleſſion the 
two Sons of Achometes, who to his great Grief heard 
they were honourably received, the one 1n the Perfs- 
an, and the other in the Egyptian Courts, and that 
Amurath the Elder aided by Hy/mael the Great Sophy 
with ten thouſand Perſian-Horſe, was entered into 
Cappadocia, walting the Country before him, for fear 
of whom moſt of the adjacent Provinces had ſubmit- 
ted to do him homage, he reſolved after he had 
driven him back, in revenge of the aid the Sophy had 
lent him to War upon his Countries in Perſ;a,where- 
fore preparing a great Army, tho many of his great 
Commanders lay'd before him the difficulty and dan- 
ger of the undertaking, and amongſt the reſt Chen- 
demus Vice-Roy of Natolia a man of great Experience, 
and of all others in greateſt Credit and Authority with 
Selymus, who uſed many Arguments to dillwade him 
therefrom , which he atterward found to be undenia- 
ble truths, but ſome of his Flatterers perſwading him 
that Chendemus was bribed by Amurath, to divert his 


Arms another way , and bring certain Ruffains hir- 
ed 
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ed for that purpoſe to atteſt what they had faid, the 
Tyrant cauſed the faithful Baſſa to be ſlain, without 
hearing his Excuſe, and then — Avſenga, 
he came to the Confines of Armeria the Leſs, before 
whoſe Powerful Army the young Prince fled, but 
Selymus fearing leſt the Mountain Kings not be- 
ing made his friends, and yet left behind him, 
ſhould fall upon his Rear, ſent Ambaſſadors to them, 
to deſire free paſſage through their Territories, and 
to ſend him proviſion for his Money, at ſuch time as 
he ſhould be entered into Armenia the greater, to all 
which they accorded, whereupon with all his Army, 
he paſſed the Mountain Scodriſci, and after 8 days 
Marching overan other great Mountain, called A4oſchij, 
which the famous River Emphrares with his mighty 
ſtreams, and huge broden Banks, ſeparateth from 
the great Mountain Arti-Taurus, and with perpetual 
ſteep ridges, runneth into Iberia, and Cholchis.' Here 
Selymus with his Enſigns diſplayed, Marching along 
the. Banks of the River, departed not from the ſame, 
for fear in that hot Country he ſhould be diſtreſſed for 
wart of Water, and ſo held on his way direftly Eaſt- 
ward, leaving the Country of Armenia the leſs, upon 
the Left, and the Kingdom of Aladewles on the right, 
and ſo along to the Banks of Araxes, finding all the 
Country before him deſtroyed, and by reaſon the 
Mountain Kings kept not their words, in ſending him 

proviſion, his Army began to fall into great want, 

which though too late made him call to mind the 

faithful Conncil of Chendemns, yet having Marched thus 

far, he could not without great diſhonour turn back, 

and therefore paſſing Arazes about the City of Coy, 

to defend which City Vſfa Oghi the Perſian General 

approached with his whole power, contrary to the 

expectation of Selymus,whoſe Souldiers being oppreſſed 


by want, andfor the moſt part were forced to live = 
Wi 


wild fruit began to Mutinie, ſo that whilſt either Army 
lay Hovering at ſome diſtance, Hi/maecl came in Perſon 
into his Camp, and from: thence ſent a Harauld to 
Selymus, to know why he had in hoſtile manner enter- 
ed his Country, having no title thereto, -as likewiſe 
to take a view of the 7 urkiſh Army, to which demand 
Selynus replyed that his Grandfather, his Uncle, and 
himſelf had greatly Indamaged the Orhoman Empire, 
by making ſeveral Invaſions, and Aiding the Rebels in 
the Reigns of A{ahomert, Bajazet, of late in his 
Reign, yet he eſteemed them not as ſufficient canſes 
of War, but fought after his enemy, young Amurath 
his Brothers Son, who had of late ſpoiled C, 

whom if he would quietly and friendly deliver unto 
him, he' would withdraw his forces, and peaceably 
return into his own Kingdom, otherwiſe with fire 
and Sword, he would deſtroy, not only the frontiers 
of Armesia, but the hearr'of Perſia alſo, and ſo dif- 
miſſing, the Herauld, both the Armies -for that day 
lay ſtill intheir trenches, expecting the dreadful event 
of Battle, and after both Armies were Marſhalled and 
put in order, the Bloody Blaſt was ſounded, where- 
upon the Perſian Horſemen came on with great fury, 
making great Havock of the Yaunt-guard of Selymws 
his Army,; averthrowing the Alapi or common Soul- 
diers by-heaps, which are ſuch as the Twks for the 
moſt part-carry to ſtand the firſt Shock of the Ene- 
mies fury,” and to blunt their Swords, nor did the 
Turkiſh Horſe ſtand firm, but charged incither Wing 
gave ground, which Selymus ſeeing cauſed his orders 
to open, and began with his great Ordnance to play 
furiouſly,: to avoid whoſe Murthering ſhot, the Per- 
ſian Horſemen, opened likewiſe to the right and the 
left, yet the thundering of the Cannon ſo amazed the 
Horſes that many of zhem caſt their Riders, yet Hy/- 
male with great fury broke and diſordered the Tarks 


Tight 
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Tight Wing, compoſed of Aſie» Horſemen, but whilſt 
Uſta Ogliwas indeavouring todo the ſameto the left, he 
was ſlain with a harquibus ſhot, which much diſmayed 
the Soldiers under his command, yet could they not be 
forced to retire, till Sely»-ws came on with all his Power 
of Fanizaries, yet gainung little ground, whereupon he 
commanded all his great Ordnance which he had re- 
ſerved as his laſt refuge, to be furiouſly. diſcharged 
againſt the right Wing of the Perſian 'Horſe, where 
Hyſmael fought, by the violence of which ſuch a 
ſlaughter was made, as well of his own men as of the 
Enemies, mingled together, that what for the duſt, 
ſmoak, and thundering of the Artillery, having on 
both fides loſt their ſight and hearing, the Perſia 
horſe were ſo terrified that they were not to be ruled, 
wherefore the battle ſoon became broken and difor- 
dered, ſo that both Armies retired upon the Approach 
of night, leaving the Victory doubtful : The Turks 
to expreſs the terror of this day, number it amongjt 

gheir-diſmal ones, calling it the only day of Doom. 
Hyſmael- in this furious battle having received a 
wound under the left Shoulder, with a ſmall ſhot, 
by the perſwaſion of his friends withdrew-himſelf, to 
have his wound ſearch'd, which paſt doubt was the 
fafeguard of Selywws and his Army; for" the Perſians 
following their King, left the Victory almoft gotten, 
' but the Perſian finding his'wound not 'mortal, was 
- about to return, but hearing of the Death of UV/#a Op!; 
his General, a man of Great'experience, and that by 
reaſon of the' Thundering of the great Ordnance, his 
Horſemen could not rule their Horſes, he cauſed the 
retreat to be ſounded, and ſo retired in-go0d order, 
the Turks ſo much diſpairing of Yictory;'ithat they 
durſt not follow him; and ſo he paſling by the City 
of Tauris, admontſhed 'the Inhabitants fo open 
their gates to Selymrs ,- thereby - to —_— _

The Perſians out of ſight, the Turks then and not 
till then-durſt ſeize upon their Camp, where they 
found divers: rich Pavillions, wrought with Needle». 
Work, and Gold, as alſo many beauteous Ladies, who 
had accompanied their Husbands to the Wars, all 
which he preſently cauſed to be ſet at liberty; unleſs 
one of Hiſmaels Wives, whom he gave in Marriage to 
one of his Baſſas. WY) 

In this Battle fought in the Galderan- Fields near 
the City-of Coy, Anno 1514. Selymus loſt 30000 of 
his men, and amongſt them many ZBeſſas.and great 
Commaiiders, even all the flower of his Army , which 
conſiſted of 302000 Horſe and Foot, of the Perſians 
there fell-not above 8ooo: Hyſmaels Army nat conſiltin 
of above .30000, ſo thatithe: Twrks were 8 to 1; 
amongſt the ſlain, were found the Bodies of ſeveral 
Perſian Women, who Armed had accompanied their 
Husbands;to participate of their good or evil, fortune, 
at which Sely-mws admiring, cauſed them tp'be Ho- 
nourably interred, and then received the: Embaſladors 
of the ſeveral adjacent Cities, who upon condition 
their Goods, Lives and Liberties, might be-preſeryed, 
delivered up: the Keys-of their reſpeQtive. Cities, ſo 
that having taken polleſſion thereof, he calleda Coun- 
cil of! his :Reſſas and great Captains, to: conſult what 
was beſt to be. done, himſelf being. defirous $0 Wan- 
ter in Tawss, for oppoling which 2Mtapha his chief 
Baſa, was by him dilwced and thruſt from all his ho- 
nours, of: which the Fanijzaries having notice, began 
to Mutiny telling him to his face, they would not 
ſtay in that deſolate Country, where they bad ſuffered 
luch hardſhip, daily to be expoſed to the fury of the 
Enemy, who was railing great forces to come down 


againlt them, and that if he would not in time depart,

deſpiſing him, by reaſon of his bad proceedings with 
their ſavage People, lay'd all the ways, and by fre- 
quently falling upon the Rear of his Army, killed 
many of his People and took great ſpoil, though 
the Kings upon his ſending to complain thereof, ex- 
cuſed the matter, promiſing to puniſh the offenders 
- ſo ſoon-as they ſhould be known ; At length paſling 
- the many dangers he came to Amaſa, where he win- 
- tered with his broken and crazed Army, reſolving 
' to return the next ſpring with a far gms Power; 
the cauſe why H;ſmaecl being Lord of ſuch great Coun- 
tries, came with ſo ſmall a- Power, was for that he to 
win the Hearts of his the better to beeſtabliſhed 
in his new acquired Kingdom,had remitted moſt of the 
Taxesand Cuſtoms, formerly pay'dto his Prodeceſlors, 
all his forces conſiſting in the Souldiers of the Court, 
thoſe that were by right bound to ſerve him, and ſuch

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as were ſent to him by the petty Princes his Neighbours» 
when as on the other ſide Selymus had always by him 
an Ineſtimable Maſs of Money, kept in ſeven Towers 


' in Conſtantinople, his yearly tributes and revenues 
| exceeding hisexpences by a fourth part. 


Selymus not thinking himſeit ſufficiently revenged 
of the Perſians, having raiſed his Camp at Amaſa, 
Early in» the Spring, paſling the Euphrates with his 
whole Army, conlilting of 300000 Horſe and Foot, 
came before Clamaſſum a City of the Perſians, ſituate 
on the further Banks, which he ſo ſuddenly inveſted, 
and fo furiouſly aſſaulted, that the Gates being broken 
up, and the Walls in many places won, the defendants 
retired into the Market-place, and there fought a- 
gainſt the whole Power of Selymas to the laſt man; 
after the taking of this City, he took two Caltles not 
far diſtant from it, and being pricked forward with 
the delire of Glory, purpoſed to have ſubdued the 
Kingdom of Perſea, which he might the eafier have 
done, by reaſon Hyſmadl was Waring againſt the 
Battrians and Hyrcanians, a ſavage People dwelling 
nearthe Caiþ;an Sea, who had Rebelled againſt him, 
bug conſidering what damage he had received from 
Aladeules the Mountain King, and others inhabiting 
the Deſolate Countries, -at the entrance into Armenia, 
he purpoſed e're he further proceeded, to ſubdue him, 
wheretore he Marched thitherward with all his People, 
of which the poor Prince having notice, gathered all 
his ſtrength, and drawing his Horſemen, who were 
bur 15000 into a pleaſant Valley, commanded his Foot- 
men to keep the Mountains, and from thence with 
ſhot of Arrows annoy the Txrks inpaſling the ſtraights, 
upon which Sely-1 conſidering the diſadvantage of 
the place, commanded S747 BaY.: General of the 
European Horſemen, to charge him with a ſquare 
Battle afront, whilſt himſelf with the Fanizaries and 
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Aſian Horſemen, followed him in the Rear, the 
Ground by reaſon of its Scantineſs, not admitting the 
uſe of Wings, upon which a fierce fight was begun, 
and Aladeules fighting Courragiouſly at the head of 
his men, forced the 7urkzh Horſemen to give ground, 
which Selyms perceiving and that his Army was ſorely 
Annoy'd by the Archers trom the Mountains, drawing 
out 2009 Harquibuſiers out of his own Squadorn, he 
{ent them to reinforce his Horle, and at the fame time 
commanded the Janizaries to Mount the Hills, which 
they doing charged the Foot with ſuch Fury, that they 
being ſore diltreiled with the Harquibus ſhot, not being 
uled to ſuch engins ſcattered and fled, ſo that a great 
numbzer of them were killed, e're they could clamber 
up the ſteep Mountains, and the Horſe at that time 
being diſcomfited, fled by well known ways, Into the 
taltnciles of the ſteep Rocks, after whom Selymws fol- 
lowed burning all before him, but finding he could not 
overtake the King, who retiring before him, had 
fortified himſelt amongſt the Impregnible Rocks, and 
there [tored up much proviſion, in hopes to weary the 
1 urks with tedious delay. 

Selymus having perteCt notice of all that had paſled, 
by ſeveral Priſoners that he had taken, thought 1t more 
fit to prevent his falling into neceſlity in ſo barren a 
Conntry, to ule Stratagems, where torce could not 
prevail, whereupon underſtanding that there was no 
good meaning between Aladeules, and Alis Beg his 
General, (by reaſon that the King had formerly com- 
manded his Father to be ſlain,upon ſuſpicion he deligned 
to jeize his Kingdom ) he relealing the Priſoners, ſent 
them to Allis Beg with great rewards, to incite him to 
deliver Aladeales into his hands, and that in Licu thereof 
he of his bounty would give him the Kingdom, which 
ſo wronyhrt with the treacherous General, that not 
find g means to kill the King, as he had purpoſed, he 
cauſed 
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cauſed all his Army to revolt to Sina» Baf/z, whom Se- 


| lymus had ſent to purſue him ; fo that being lett alone, 


tlying through many deſolate places, at lengrh hid 
himſelf in a Cave, where beiag diſcovered/by a Coun- 
try Peaſant, he betrayed him. 1nto the Hands of thoſe 
that ſought after him, who preſenting him to Selyzes, 
he cauſed his Head to be Itricken off, and carricd all 
over Aſia the leſs in manner of Triumph, and after- 
ward ſent it to the Senate of Yemce, in token of his 
Victory. _. 

Selymus having ſubdued the Kingdom of A!-de::!es 
2s aforeſaid, and reduced it into tiie form of a Pro- 
vince, making the Traitor chief Governour thereot, 
returned to ConStantinople, having, at the ſame time 
he was Waring againſt Aladeutes by his Bzfſ.z invaded 
Hungaria ;, and now having notice from his Corretpon- 
dents in Chri$tendom, that Maximilian the Emperor, 
Uladiſlaus King of  Hungaria, S1giſmond King, of Po- 
land together with the Princes of Germany, were en- 
tering into a League againft him, it cauſed him to make 
great Preparations tor the defence of his Territorics, 
but in the end thoſe Princes ſeperated withont doing; 
any thing worthy of their meeting. $9 rhat beins, 
freed from that Fear, he left a ſtrong Guard npon the 
Fronteers of his Empire, bordering upon Aung, 
and departed to 1con;um in Order, to-profecute his War 
againſt the Perſran ; but during his 'itay at that City, 
he had certain notice that Campſor Gmrrus Sultan ol 
Ezypt, with a great Army levied in Ezypr and Frde.:, 
was coming, to Aid the Perſian King, his Contederate 
as hating Selymus tor his Cruelty towards his Father, 
Brethren and Nephews, as likewiſe being jealons ot 
his aſpiring Greatneſs, this News was Conlirmed on 
all Hands: Sely,-ws greatly feared that it he ſhould paſs 
over the River Enpyrates, tne Sultan might enter A/z.2 
and ſpoil his Dominions, \whereiore he tought it fate 
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if poſſible, to make him his Friend, in order to which 
he ſent the Cadeleſcher, or great DoCtor of the Ma- 
hemitan Law ; A man much reverenced amongſt the 
Turks, and Fachis one of his great Captains, as his 
Ambaſſadors to deſire the renewing the League, ſome. 
time made between the Sultan and his Father Bajazer ; 
Hut the Sultan moved by the pittious Complaints of the 
Princes, Aladie Son to Mahomet, and the Son of Ala- 
aeules, who as exiled Princes remained in his Court, 
and incouraged by his great Captains to reſtore them 
. to their rightful Poſſeſflions, would have no Peace un- 
leſs Selymnus would leave off to invade the Perſian, and 
reftore the Mountainous Kingdom to the young Ala- 
deules ; which upon the Report thereof ſo inraged Se. 
lymus, that he reſolved to lay aſide his intended-War 
againſt Hyſmale, and.turn all his Forces upon the Sul- 
tan, and therefore with words of incouragement, 
having animated his Soldiers, he paſſed with his Army 
over the Mountains in three places, and ſo appointing 
a great Company of the Common Soldiers and Coun- 
try people, for the opening of the ſtraight Paſſages; 
he Commanded the rough and uneven ways to be made 
{mooth and plain, ſo that in five Days all his Ordnance 
and Carriages were come into the Plains of Comagens, 
where he received News of Campſon's Army, from .A- 
[is Beg Governour of the Mountain Kingdom, which 
cauſed him to march towards him with all ſpeed. 
By this time Campſon having notice of the approach 
(whom he could not at firſt believe to have paſſed 
the hnge Mountain of Amanss) ſtood long in doubt 
what was beſt to be done,_whether to give the Ty- 
art Battle, cr to retire to Damaſco and protract 
the War, whillt freſh Forces could come to his Aſſiſt- 
.::ce: In the latter Opinion Gazelles his great Coun- 
Iellcr, and Governour of Apamia Concurred with him, 
alcoring carreſtly to confirm him in that Wc - 
ut 
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{ but Deſtiny ſo ordering it, he refuſed the good and 
' wholſome Perſwaſlions of Gazeles, and imbraced that 
| of Cayerbeizs, which was preſently to give the Turks 


Battle ; which Council he gave though he knew it to 
be DeſtruCtive, that by ſuch means he might be re- 
venged on the Sultan; who 1ome years before had 
cauſed his Brother to be poiſoned, for deſigning to de- 
prive him of his Empire. 

Battle being reſolved on, and the Turks Army com- 
ing on Campſon divided his Army into four Battles ; 
the firſt whereof he committed to Cayerbeizs the 
Traitor, the ſecond to Sybeius the Governour of Da- 
maſco, a man of {ingular Faith and Valour ; theſe two 
were appointed at once to Charge both Wings of 
the { wrk;ſþb Army, the third was lead by Gazelles, and 
the laſt by Campſon himſelf, who ſtayed with it for 
the defence of the Camp : Nor was Selym Idle, for 
he had placed the Aſa Horſemen in the right Wing, 
and the Exropean in the letr, and in the middle the 
Janizaries, and Artillery before, whom between the 
two Wings, he had placed his Pentioners all moſt ex- 
pert, and valiant Soldiers, and in this Order the 7arks 
always fight, if the Ground will admit ſo to Marſhal 
the Army. 

Both Armies being thus ſet in Order, the Charge 
was ſounded z whereupon Cayerbeizs with his S$qua- 
dron Charged the European Horſemen with great Fu- 
ry, but reſolving to betray his traſt by and by, 
Wheeling off fell upon the Su{tians and ſuch other 
Slaves as kept the Baggage, making ſome ſmall flaugh- 
ter, that as a Valiant and cunning Traitor, he might 
at the ſelf ſame time ſatisfie the Expectation of his 
Valour, and of his Treaſon ; but Sybetus the Gover- 
nour of Damaſco dealt otherwiſe, Gor entering ove 
thwart the Ranks in the right Wizz of the Tks 
Army ; he with his 47:mealckes Charged with ſuch ſu- 
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ry, that having mage great ſlaughter of the Aſian 
Joriemen, they broak in amongit them like a devour- 
107 Tempeit, tearirg down all before them, till they 
Came tO if2 infigns in the midſt of tne Wing : Net- 
ther could Muftapha the Be:lerbeg, nor Imbrabor Baſſa 
with all their Forces withitand him ; or reſtrain the 
Flizhr of their SolGiers, io that cutting, in pieces the 
right Wing, he refolutcly thruſt in between the Battle 
of tic Janizaries and the Pentioners, and there made 
ſach lamentable Slanghter that the whole Army was 
in creat fear for Sclymms, by the breaking in of Sy- 
teins, was divided trom his Footmen, 1n whom he re- 
poſed his greateit truſt, andnow the Janzaeries hardly 
chergcd by Gaxlles, who following the Fortune of Sy- 
viixs , hag fer upon the Front of the Enemies Battle, 
the ian Horſemep alſo put to the worſt, found no 
mcars how again to reſtore the diſordered Battle. 
in this Confuſion Sinan Baſſa came in with the 
Squadron of Horſe, under his Command, who had 
been but lightly Skirmiſhed with by Cayerberzs, he [tay- 
d the Fury of the /fzmalukgs ; whereby the Turks 
taking freſh Courage, ioon after wrung the Victory 
o0t0* their Hands ; tor the great Artillery being by the 
Commandment of Sclyius dicharged amongſt them, 
by the terrivle Thundering thereof, their Horſes were 
io rreu' led that they conld not well guide them, ncti- 
tier could their Riders themſelves though they were 
r7cn of undannted Courage prevaiic, being on every 
fide oppreiſed with the multitude of their Enemics 
yer in that diſaſter nothing diſmayed, ſetting them- 
{elves cloſe together, they brake through the midſt 
or toeir Enemies, with great ſlaughter of the Exropean 
Herſzmen and Pentioners, and ſo with fpccd fled to- 
wards the Camp and City of Aleppo; after whon fol- 
lowed Sian Bafſa with the ſwiftcit Horſe, ſo that the 
Nevrs of the overtiirow being, known to Campfon the 
Sultan, 
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Sultan, he indeavoured what he could to ſtay the flight 
of his Men, but the preſs being great, and the 7urks 
purſuing hard after them making great ſlaughter, e- 
very one ihitting tor himſelf in that general Calami- 
ty without Retpect to the Sultan, he was overborn 
in the Preſs, and there by reaſon of the weight of his 
Armour and great Age, not able to relieve himſelf was 
troden to Death ; who atterwards being found amongit 
the ſlain, was laid to the view of all People, that they 
might not flatter themſelves with his being alve, and 
ſo on his behalt fight more obltinarely for the future. 

This great Battle coſt Selyzins 30000 men, and the 
Egyptians few leſs, amongſt which there fell 1000 21:- 
malukes, and was fought on the ſeventcenth ot -:»ſ/, 
Anno 1516. After which Selymus received the City of 
Aleppo into his obedience, the Mamalules being depart- 
ed thence to Damaſco; after whom he likewile ſent 
Jonuſes Baſſa and followed himſelf with all the Army, 
but before his Arrival they were departed to Carr, 
and in a full Aſlembly choſe Tomombrins ( a Circaſſian 
born ) Sultan in the ſtead of Campſon Gaurns; who 
took ſpeedy Care for providing all things neceilary 
to defend his Countrics from the Power of the 7 mk, 
muſtering great Companies of ſuch, of his Slaves, as 
he thouzhr fit for the War, as likewiſe ſeveral Moors 
and Arabians, His Neighbours hicring certain Per- 
ſons for great Rewards, to Travel through the 4rr1- 
bian Deſerts into Meſopotamia, and fo to Hyſmle the 
Perſien King, with the Letters, earneſtly requeſting 
him to invade the Zurks Dominions in Aſa the lets, 
or with all ſpeea to break into Comayera, and foto in- 
clole Selymys with both Armies as he lay in the Bor- 
ders of jrdca, ana by that means greatly deltrels 
him, by reaſon he had no Fleet at Sea to relieve him 
with Proviton; and by that means might revenge 
himfelf, and preveat Jus Territories from Invalion for 
the future. M 4 Wiult 
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Whilſt theſe things was doing, Sinar Baſſa with 
conſiderable Forces paſſing through part of Arabia, 
ized upon the City of Gaza; of which Gazeles hay. 
ing notice poſted thither with 6000 Mamalukes, and a 
confiderable number of Arabian Adventurers, think- 
ing to ſurprize the Baa; but he having notice df his 
approach, went to meet him with all his Forces - So 
that both Armics incountering, the Egyptians atter a 
Bloody fight, being over-powred by numbers, and 
ſore Gauled with Harquebuſs Shot, left the fight and 
fled towards Cair ; but whilſt the Turks were depart- 
ed on this Expedition, the Citizens of Gaza had plun- 
dered their Camp, ſuppoſing them to be retired for 
Fear, and diſcomtited 2000 Turkiſh Horſes, ſent by 
Selymus to the Aid of Sinan Baſſa, who retreating were 
almoit flain by the wild Arabs, and had certainly all 
periſhed, had they rot fortunately met with Fuleb 
Governour of Achaia, ſent with another Power; yet 
the Arebians flocking about them, greatly annoyed 
them with their Shot from the Hills, not giving 
them any time to relt ; and ſuch through weakneſs, 
or for to ſeck Proviſion ſtragled from the Army, and 
were cut off ; ſo that had not Imbrabor Baſ/a met them 
out of Sy7;a, they had never paſled alive through 
thoſe Defarts, for the Arabians as men living upon 
ſpoil ſtill purſucd them, and in a diſperſed manner 
were continually hovering over their Army, yet long 
tney had not marched e'r they met with Selymus, who 
with the remainder of his Army was marching to- 
wards Gaza, when having notice from thoſe that had 
been put to flight by the Citizens thereof, what had 
betell them ; he verily believed that Sinan Baſſa and 
all his men were cither ſlain or taken Prifoners, till 
ſuch time as he was by the Syrian Scouts informed to 
the contrary, 2t which he not a little rejoyced, yet 
the Arxabians daily moleſted his Army : —_— 
that 
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that he was inforced to place his Harquebuſiers, ant 
moſt of his Artillery in the Rear, with order to 
Charge them as they ſaw occaſion ; and fo in that Or- 
der he marched till he came to Jerzſalem, which was 
then altogether ruinated and defaced, from whence 
after having viewed the holy Sepulcher,kept by a Com- 
pany of poor, yet devout Chriſtians, who payed Tri- 
bute for that priviledge to the Sultan of Egypr, and 
having made his offering, and ſome miles diſtant 
met with Sian Baſſa, who having put to Death the 
Authors of the revolt of that City, and ExaCted a 
great ſum of Money of the reſt, came forth to meet 
him, whom he bountifully rewarded, giving to the 
Captains Garments of Silk, and to the reſt rewards, 
according to their Demerits. 

After he had refreſhed his Army at Gaza, for the 
ore of four days, he leaving a Garriſon therein paſ- 
ed over the Dangerous, Deſolate, and unpeopled 
Sands; which at many times moved by the Wind, 
worked like a rough Sea, and riſing in the Air, hin- 
dred the ſight of the weary Paſlingers ; but ſuch was 
the good fortune of Selymus, that a little before he en- 
tered them, ſuch ſtore of Rain fell that it not only 
allayed the Sand, but furniſhed his Army with Water 
during his paſſage, which took up eight days, yet was 
he frequently allaulted by the Arabians. 

The Deſerts paſled as aforeſaid, the Twkih Army 
drew near unto Cazr to receive, or rather intrap which 
Tomombcins the new Sultan, near to a Village called 
Rhodania had intrenched his Camp with deep Ditches 
filled with Water, over which he had laid rotten Hur- 
dles, and upon them Earth, and lined all the Banks 
with Artillery, not doubting hut Sely-ws would march 
that way ;z but this their Device, which would cer- 
tainly have gained them a Victory had it took, was 
upon the approach of the Turk; Army diſcovered to 
Selymns, 
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Selymus, by four Epirot Mamalukes, who ſecretly En. 
vying the ſudden Advancement of Tomombeins, had in 
the Njght time withdrawn themſelves trom his Camp: 
Upon which Sely-s altered his determined Courſes, 
and marching by by-ways ſuddenly appeared with his 
Army, drawn up in Batralia in the Rear of the Egypri- 
an Camp, which put them into a great Conſteriati- 
on, but ſeeing no Remedy bat preſently to ingage, the 
Sultan put his Army in readineſs, and after the Charge 
ſounded turionſly with his great Ordnance,ſpoke his in- 
dignation, and was anſwered in the ſame Language 
from Selymus his Camp ; but after the ſecond diſcharge 
of cach particular tire, the Armies joyned Charging 
cach other with ſuch Force, that all the Ground lay co- 
vered with the ſlain, the Mamalukes inraged with mor- 
tal Hatred, bearing down all before them, when in the 
mean time the Arrabians incompaſlled the Twrks Battle, 
putting the 7 hracian, Macedonian, and Epirot Horſemen 
to the flight; the which Sian Baſſa perceiving came 
1 with his Squadron of Horſe, to ſtay the wavering 
Battle, but being overcharged by Gazclies and Biaun 
he was ſlain, and his men diſordered - So that had jiot 
Selymus himſelf advanced with his ſureſt ſtrength of 
the TJanizary, the Victory had fallen to the Sultan; 
but with them reſtoring the Battle, and the Afama- 
likes being tired with continual Fighting, at the ap- 
proach of Night Tomombeins finding his men to be wor- 
jtcd, cauſed the retreat to be ſounded, and retired to- 
wards Cair, leaving his Camp to the Turks. 

In this Battle, fought on the 24. of Fanuary 1517. 
Were ſlain many Thouſands on both fides, and the 
Turks had certainly been worſted, had it not bcen for 
the invincible Courage of the Janizaries. The Turks in 
purſuit, having taken the Diadare, a man of great Com- 
mand amongſt the Egyprians, and Bidon the valiant Cap- 
tain, whom Selyzzms unworthily cauſed to be ſlain 1n 
revenge of the Sinar Baſja. Ton;ombeius 
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Tomombeius a man of a warlike Spirit, nothing dif 
couraged at what had happened; but rather more reſo- 
lute to revenge his diſgrace, gathered his Power from 
all parts, and incamped Commodiouſly between the 
City of Cair, and the River Nils, and there conſult- 
ed, how he might by ſtratagem moſt conveniently ſet 
upon the Turks Camp ; e'r they underſtood what Pow« 
er he had, not thinking it ſafe ſo ſuddenly to try ano- 
ther Ficld : But whilſt he was thus plotting all his 
devices were diſcovered to Selymus, as they had been 
before by ſeveral Mamalukgs, who now beginning to 
have his fortune in Contempr revolted from him : In- 
ſomuch that to prevent the firing of his Camp as was 
intended. Sely-s cauſed ſtrict Watches to be kept, 
and great Fires to be made, that ſo he might diſcover 
the Enemies approaches by night z which the Sultan 
perceiving, by the advice of his great Commanders, 
retired into the City of Caire, there to expect the 
approach of the Conqueror, furniſhing it with all man- 
ner of Warlike provilion, and inciteing the Egyptians, 
who ſtood all this while Newters to take up Arms, 
in the defence of their Country, which the more weal- 
thy whillingly did, but the poorer fort, who 1n all 
Nations ever gape after change of Government, think- 
ing to advantage themſelves thereby ; yet ſuch were 
the perſwalions of the Mamalukes, that in the end moſt 
of the Citizens reſolved upon the defence of that great 
City, towards which Selymus was advancing a pace, 
wherefore 7omombeins cauſed Trenches to be drawn 
Crols the Streets, at the bottom of which were fix- 
ed {harp Stakes, and before them, iT'in being overlaid 
with rotten Hurdles, ſo to intrap the too eager Turks, 
tor why, the City had no Walls but lituate upon the 
River NVilus, was adorned with many ltately Towers, 
Piramices, Pallaces, Temples, and Monuments of the 
E TYprian 
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Egyptian Kings , ſerved rather for Pleaſure then 
ſtrength : He likewiſe cauſed the Houſes to be furniſh- 


ed with Harquebukers, and lus Pieces of Culvering, 


and other ſmall Pieces, to be every where planted Ad- 
vantagiouſly for the annoying the Enemy, and in the 
great Street drew up his greateſt ſtrength, conkſting 
of Mamalukes;, yet Selymus being now come before it, 
after his having incouraged his Soldiers to undertake 
the ſubduing of that great City, as the laſt Refuge of 
the Sultan, he furiouſly entered-the Gate called Baſue- 
la, and at one inſtant thruſt in his Horſemen at di- 
vers Caves, but kept his Fanizaries in the high Street, 
where the greateſt Power of the Mamalukes were : 
Whereupon a dreadful Fight was begun on all parts, 
mſomuch that the Channels run Blood like ſo many 
Torrents ; the Artillery and ſmall Shot ſtill thunder- 
ing from either ſide, made all ſeem Fire, and covered 


the tops of the Houſes with Clouds of ſmoke; when 


from their Windows, and Roof of their Houſes, the 
Egyptians caſt down Stones, Tiles, ſcalding Water, Sul- 
phur, Pitch, Tar, and the like, to the great annoyance 
of the Turks, who {till preſling forward many of them 
fell into th: Covert Trenches, and were there impail- 
ed on the Stakes ; and ſuch was the Clamour and Out- 
cries of the Enemy, where together with the Claſhing 
of Weapons, and dreadful Fires, that it ſeemed as if 
the deſolation of all things was come, and in this diſ- 
mal manner continued the Fight for the ſpace of two 
Days, and two Nights, without intermiſſion : Inſo- 
much that Selymns finding what obſtinate Enemies he 
had to deal with, began to deſpair of winning the 
City, and therefore was about to ſound the Retreat, 
as his fainting Soldiers moſt earneſtly deſired, at what 
time he had News that 4ſtapha Baſſas had by the 
Conduct of ſome Fugitive Mamalukes , entered the 
City on the other ſide, and had taken the Aamalukes 

| | Horles, 
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| Horſes, Which they had left there ready Sadled, there- 
| on to make their eſcapes, if matters came to the Ex- 


tremity, which not only Animated the Twks, but dif- 


| mayed the Mamalukes, who expected no ſuch Matter : 


So that the Fight were renewed on the third day, con- 
tinuing Bloody and doubtful till the Evening, at what 
time molt of the Egyptians were very deſirous to be rid 
of their infolent Lords; the Adamalxkes revolted to 
the Turks, which the Mamalukgs perceiving, and that 
by Reaſon of the great nnmber of Z7arks, that were 
ſent to ſtop the Gaps that Death had made, they 
were no longer able to reſiſt their Fury, they be- 
took themſelves to flight, moſt part of them haſting 
to the River Nils with Tomombeirs ( who in that 
Battle had all invain proved the utmoſt of his Proweſs 
and Policy ) being Tranſported over it 1n Boats fled 
to Segeſta, others of them fled into the Houſes of the 
Egyptians, and into Caves, and Vaults in the City to 
hide themſelves. A thouſand five hundred of the bet- 
ter ſort, betook them to the Temple of their pretend- 
ed Prophet, where after an obſtinate and tedious de- 
tence, being diſabled by Wearineſs, Thirſt, and 
lols of Blood ; they ſurrendered themſelves upon Di- 
ſcretion, part of whom the furious Soldiers flew in 
the Porch of the ſaid Temple, ar.d the reſt within a 
tew days afterg being ſent down the River to Alex- 
andria, were there contrary to the Promiſe of Selymus 
put to Death. | 
This great City ſubdued after the manner afore- 
ſaid, Sely-mus Commanded a part of his Army to ex- 
tinguiſh the Fire, which raged vehemently in many 
places, which done he exhibited a Proclamation, that 
all the Mamalukes, who within twelve hours would 
ſurrender themſelves ſhould have pardon of Life ; up- 
on which many came forth of their ſecret places, and 
that whoſoever of the Egyprians ſhould conceal any 
one 
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one of them longer then the time ſpecified, he threat. 
ned to impail them alive on Stakes, and having ſold 
their Wives and Children, to burn their Houſes ; 
which dreadful menace on the one fide, and hopes of 
Reward, which was alſo Promiſed on the other, cau- 
ſed many of the Egyprians contrary to their Promi- 
ſes to their old Lords, the Mamalures to deliver ſome 
of them up to the Tyranny of Sely-mws, who cauſed 
them to be put to Death ; but ſome of the Egyptians 
impeached by their malicious Neighbours, choſe rather 
to ſuffer Death, then to prove perfidious in breaking 
the ſolemn Proteltations they had made to their Lords : 
Nor did the Victorious Turks ſpare, though contrary 
to Selymus his Promiſe to ritle the Houſes of the Egyp- 
tians,Murther many of them,and defloure their Daugh- 
ters, and raviſh their Wives even 1n their Preſence, 
and to uſe all other Cruelties incident to ſo great and 
populous a City, upon the entry of an Hunger-ſtarved 
Army greedy of prey. 

At the taking of Cair Gazales, the great and Vali- 
ant Captain of the amalukes was not preſent, but 
ſent by Tomombcius to raiſe an Army in Arabia, who 
upon his return finding all loſt, and that the Sultan 
was fled he knew not where, not thinking it Conven!- 
ent to hazard a Battle againſt him, whom Fortune # 
highly favoured ; he came to Selymus upon his Faith 
before given, for the ſafety of himſelf and his Follow- 
ers, Which were three Arrabian Captains, and a num- 
ber of good Horſemen, and bcing admitted to his Pre- 
ſence boldly declared, that ſince Fortune had made 
him her Darling, and that he by her aid, rather 
Conquered the Mamalukes, then by any Force and 
that 1tince Tomombeins was fled, whoſe part as long as 
his Kingly Authority and Majeſty remained, he had 


faithfully ſerved, heand the reſt were at his Devotion; | 


if he ſo pleaſed to ſerve him with their Lites and For- 
Lunes , 
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tunes, of which offer Selymus joyfully accepted, high- 
ly Commending Gazeles beth for his Virtue and Va- 
lour, Which for the moſt part gains Credit amongſt 
the rougheſt Enemies, and not long after ſending him 
to ſuppreſs the A075 and Arabs, that made Incurlit- 
ons into the Country about Cazr 3 he ſuddenly over- 
threw them, and e'r he was expected returned with 
Victory. 

Tomombeins being in the Country of Segeſta, whilſt 
Selymies was fſetling his matters at Cazr, raiſed a conli- 
derable Army, and the rather for that he had frequent 
advice from the Carians, that if he would come ſad- 
denly upon the Turks, they would raiſe ſuch a Tumulr 
that he ſhould not only recover the City, but deſtroy 
the Army who were but few in number, and molt 
of thoſe weak through their Wounds and Sicknels, 
but e'r he could put this Delign in Practice, one Al- 
hchomar a man of great Wealth and Authority in the 
Country of Segeſta,diſcovered the delign to Selymus;who 
cauſed all ſuch Citizens as he ſuſpected to be ſhut up 
in the Caſtle, and continually guarded the Streets , 
placing along the River Boats, and Men and Artillery 
to keep the Enemy from repaſling it, and not well 
aſſured to hold what he had got, trom ſuch deſperate 
and reſolute Enemies as were the Mamalnkes ; of 
whom a great Power were again reſsrted to Toom- 
bees, he reſolved to ſend Ambaſladors to him, to ad- 
viſe him to ſubmit, and in yielding to his Clemency 
he would provide for him in ſome other part of his 
Dominions, but e'r the Ambaſſadors came to his Camp, 
they were way-laid by certain MMamalukes, who had 
vowed no Peace with the 1zrks, and without reſpect to 
thetrCharacter ſhametully murthered them,upon norice 
of which Sely-zs who was of a hot ftery Nature, was 
19 inraged that he could ſcarcely contain himſelf: And 


q thereupon Commanded a ſtrong Bridge made of Boats 


and 
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and Planks, to be laid over Nilss, reſolving to re: 
venge the affront done to his Majeſty, the which once 
finiſhed he drew the greateſt part of his Army out 
of Cair, ( leaving only ſo many as might keep the Ci- 
ty from revolting) with an intent to paſs into the 
Country of Segaſta, to waſt it with Fireand Sword ; of 
which Tomombeins having knowledge, by ſpeedy mar- 
ches came to the Bridge at what time the Aſian 
Horſemen were paſled over, and ſetting furiouſly up- 
on them e'r they kad well pnt themſelves in Order, 
making great ſlaughter of ſuch as reſiſted : Infomuch 
that many to avoid the Swords of their Enemies by 
leaping into the River were there drowned, others in 
paſling the Bridge were thruſt beſide and miſerably 
periſhed in the Water. Nor could Muſtapha Baſſa 


with all his Courage reſiſt the Fury of the Mamalukes, 


all the Tarks being filled with Fear and Conſternation, 
as well on the hither as the further Bank ; the Artillery 
was for a while rendered ufcleſs,by reaſon that if it hac 
been diſcharged , it muſt have been againſt the Turks 
onely, who in fearful Troops covered the further 
Bank, calling for Help to thoſe on the other ſide ; Se- 
lymus ſeeing, in what ſtate Aſlairs ſtood, cauſed all his 


Boats to be brought, and filling them with Fanizaries | 


palled them over, who Ranging in good order ſtay- 
ed the Fury of the /amalukes; when as Carroglis Son 
to the Tartar King, and Brother-in-Law to Sclymus, 
with his Horſemen took the Water and Swom over 
with little loſs : So that now the Battle went hard on 
all ſides, and ſtrongly did the Mamalukes preſs on to 
g2in the Head of the Bridg ; the which they had done 
by Cutting the Cables that faſtened it, they had ſet 
it afloat down the River, and deſtroyed that part of 
the Army, with whom they were ingaged, e'r they 
could have been relieved by their Fellows, which 


Muſtapha perceiving, had drawn to that place mw 
is 
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his Inſigns, and his moſt experienced Soldiers, ſo 
that the Fight was for a long time maintained Bloody 
and doubtful , but the Tzrks ſtill coming over in 
great abundance, true Valour was obliged to give 

lace to Mulrtitudes; for the A{amalukes who had done 
all that men could do, betook themfelvesto Flight ; 
after whom the Tartarian Horiemen tollowed wich 
great Slaughter , as likewiſe did Muffapha Gazcles, 
and Cayrebetus, Selymns being delirous of nothing more 
then that Tomombeins might fall into his Hands,which 
at length fell out according to his will ; for, the next 
Day he was overtaken, when making head with his 
ſlender Train, he Fought right valiantly, but ar: 
length overcome he again fled, yet fo ſtrict was Se- 
lym his command;that the great Captains [till purſued 
him, denouncing all manner of Torture to the poor 
Villagers, if they did not ſo watch the pailages of the 
greatMarſh,whereinto he was entered,that he ſhould by 
no means eſcape z whereupon on the third day hiading 
himſelf hard beſet on everylide, he willingly gave his 
followers leave to forſake him, and laying alide his 
Inſigns of Royalty lud himſelf amongſt the Flags and 
Buſhes, ſtanding up to the Neck in Water, where be- 
inz found by the Country Peaſants,he was drawn thence 
and delivered to the Bzfjz Auſtapha, who brought him 
together with ſeveral of his Captains to Cazir, where 
Selymws relolving before hand to put him to Death, 
thereby to appeaſe the Ghoſts of is [lain Amballadors 
would not admit him to his pretence, but commanded 
him to be delivercd to the Tormentors, that with ex- 
quilite torments they might mak? him reveal the Trea- 
lure of Camp/on Gorrns, fuppoled by him to have been 
hid, all which he incured with a manly courage and 
ſtern Countenance, uttering nothing unbelcemins hz; 
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Character, after wiuch he 1n tattered Garments wit 
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lis Hands bound tentind him, being fot upon a lom 
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I11-fayoured Camel, was in diviſion carryed through 
21] the Publick places of the City to be Gazed at as a 
Spectacle of Miſery, by thoſe who not a Month be. 
fere had honoured with profound Reverence, as their 
great& mighty King,now by the handofFortunethrown 
trom the top of all worldly honour, into the Abyls of 
extrcamelt Miſery , and in this manner the inſulting 
Twks having brought him to the chief Gate of the Ci- 
ry, extended their cruelty yet farther by ſtrangling 
him with a Rope, and that he might be the better ſeen 
of all that paſſed by, Hanged him upon a hook under 
thc Gate ; nordid any of the Princes of the amalukes 
who fell into the Turks Hands fare otherwiſe. 

The Terror of Selymus his many Victories now 
ſpreading wide, all the Cities of Egype ſubmitted to 
the Conquerour, no place between the River Nilus,anc 
the Borders of 1:4iaand Arabia, that wereeither Tri- 
bataries or Contederates to or with the Sultan, but 
lent their Ambaſladors with Preſents to Scly:me, pro- 
miling to continue the ſame with him,as they have done 
with the Swltazs, only the wild Arabians ſtood at de- 
nance t1ll ſuch time as with large Gifts he had won 
many of their great Captains to bring their People 0- 
ver to his obedience ; at what time Amyraſes ſubmitted 
himſelf, and delivered into his poſſeſhon the Egyprizn 
Fleet, built to oppoſe the Portugiſe Trade inthe J1d:- 
,an1 ſo Swimming in the currant of Fortunes favour, 
he extended his Dominions as far as the confines of the 
Great King of e#thiopia called Preſter-Fohn, and thus 
having reduced all to his obedience, he came down the 
River Nitzs in his Gally to Alexandria, and having 
well reviewed it, returned again to Cair, from whence 
he commanded 500 Families of the Wealthier ſort of 
the Eyyprians to be removed to Conſtantinople, for the 
Tranfportation of which Veſlels were purpoſely prec- 
parcd; as alſo a great number of Women and on

dren of the Racs of the Aamalukes, thereby to prevent 
future troubles, and then ſtaying a while to obſerve 
the overflowing of Nils, from which the Egyptians 
Prognoſticate a happy or unhappy Seaſon, as 1rt riſes 
little or much, he reſolved to depart for Syria, having; 
made Cayrebius the Traytor Governour of Cair, and 
his great Lieutenant of Egypr, which he had reduced 


into a Province , whereat FJoruſes the Great Baſſa 


greatly envying, as ſuppoſing himſelf greatly wrong- 
ed by Selymas, whom he had faithfully ſerved in all 
his Wars, in heaping upon a Traytor the honour 
which he greedily expected by opening his mind there« 
in, and refuſing to deliver the Largelles appointed for 
the Soldiers thereby to render hisCompetior odious, he 
fell ſo far intothe Emperors diſpleaſure, that notwith=- 
ſtanding all the excuſe he made in defence of himſelf, 
he cauſed him to be Strangled even in his preſence, 
thereby to deter others from daring to. preſcribe 
him what he ſhould ACt, or on whom he ſhould beſtow 
his favours,yet was the fall of this grextBaſſa worthily 
Lamented of the Souldiers, who ſpared not to tell the 
Tyrant to his Face of his many Barbarous Cruelties, 
repeating ail the Inhumane Murthers he had cauſed to 
be committed, but others again remembring how this 
Baſſa had during his being in favour with Selymus, 
cauſeleſly Stabed his Fair and Virtuous Wife arnto, 
upon a jealous, tho falſe and Groundleſs Suſpicion of 
her Inconſtancy, faid it was a Judgement of God 
upon him for that Barbarous and unnatural Crime. 
Selymus having left Egypr, and arrived in Syria, re« 
ceived Letters from Himbracor the Great Maſter of his 
Horſe, whom he had left upon the Frontiers to attend 
the motions of the Perſians, certifying him that Hiſ- 
maels great preparations were dwindled into nothing 
by reaſon that molt of his forces conliſting ofVolrntary 
Gentlemen, who ſerved ar their own charges, and they 
RN 2 vot, 
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not bound to paſs the Limits of their Country, had re- 
fuſed to invade the Turkiſh Frontiers, during the Wars 
with the Sultans of Egypt. All the following Winter 
Selymus ſtay'd to ſettle his Afﬀairs in Syria, but early 
in the Spring having notice from his Lieutenant in Ex. 
rope ; that Pope Leo the tenth had ſtirred up the Chrz. 
ſttan Princes, to invade his Territories on that ſide, 
leaving Gazeles his Lieutenant 1n Syria, he haſted with 
his Army to Conſtantinople, where he no ſooner arrj- 
ved but making great preparations,he reſolved to bend 
all his torces againſt theChriſtians;but 'ere he could per- 
form his deſignGod(who as he pleſesreitrains the pow. 


er of Tyrants,evenin their greateſt pride,to make him 


ſenſit-le that he was but a mortal Man) ſtruck him with 
2 grievous Canker inthe Reins of his Back, which de- 
riding Art admitted of no cure, but daily increaſing 
with horrible pains, he ſtill Rotting above-Ground, 
and well-nigh Poyſoning ſuch as were about him with 
the noiſome Contagion, in his way to Haarianople, in 
order tothe Solemnizing the profane Fealit called Bai- 
ram ( or as they Term it the Feaſt of their Prophet)he 
Breathed out his diſmal-Ghoſt Anno 1 520, near to the 
City Chiarlia, on the very ſpot where he had formerly 
lifted up his Impious Sword againſt his Father Baja- 
2ct, with purpote to have bereaved him of his Life and 
Empire, dying after he had Reigned eight Years and 
lived 46, filling the World with Murthers and prodi- 
g10us Slanghters, and was Buryed ina new Temple at 
Conſtantinople, Erefted for that purpoſe by his Son S0- 
l;zz7an, whoſucceeded him in the Ortoman Empire, and 
in token of his reſtleſs Nature, upon his 'Tom'> 1s In- 
graven in Greck, Turkiſh and the Sclavonian Fongues, 
this following Epitaph.

CHAP. XY. 


The Life of Solyman, the firſt of that Name, 
and fourth Emperor of the Turks, who for his 
many great exploits, or rather Lofty Carriage, 
was Sirnamed the Magnificent. 


Elymss being dead,his Death was Concealed by Fer- 
hates, the only Baſſa preſent at his Departure, tall 
lach time as Solyman came from Magneſia , leſt the 
Souldiers but eſpecially the Fanizaries ſhould have 
Spoil'd and Plundered the Merchants-Strangers re- 
liding in the great City of Conſtantinople, as is 1fnal 
with them in /aterreonuwms, as they call them, wii. !: 
are accounted from the Death of the proceeding F:n 
peror, to thetime the Succeeding Emperor is preſeiii 
ed to be proclaimed by the men of War ; but inch w.s 
the Incredulity of Soly-an, that knowing his Fathers 
cruel Nature,&Jealous apprehenſion of his intent toA[- 
pire toEmpire,for which he had often beenin —_— 
= 1s 
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his Life, could not believe what he moſt deſired, till 
he had it cerrined from all Hands, upon which with 
more then ordinary ſpeed, he haſted to Conſtantinople, 
and there being met by the Great Baſſas, and the 
Aga of the Fanizaries he was lead into the mid'ſt of 
the men of War, drawn up for that purpoſe, when as 
the Aza or chief Captain with a loud Voice ſaid, Be. 
hold your Emperor, upon which immediately follow. 
ed an Univerſal Shont, ſucceeded with the Joyful Ac. 
clamation of, Longlive the great Emperor Solyman 
( which conſent of the men of War is to the Turkiſh 
Emperors, the greateſt Aſſurance of their ſafe Eſta. 
bliſnment 1n their Empire ) and ſoin great Triumph 
they brought him into the Royal Pallace, and placed 
him in his Fathers Seat Anno 1520, at what time 
Carles the fifth was choſen Emperor of Germany, 
The Janizaries by this means diſappointed of the 
Spotl of the Goods, belonging to the Jewiſh and Chri- 
ſtian Merchants, in Lieu thereof received of the new 
Emperor great Sums of money, and had during his 
Relgn, their wages Augmented ; upon the Death of Se- 
[ynus, Gazeles whom he had made Governour of Syria. 
revolted from Solyman, and drew after him the remain- 
ing power of the Mamalukes, ſeizing upon ſeveral Ci- 
ties,but being Fought with by Ferates Baſſa ſent again!t 
him with a great power, he after a long and Bloody 
Fight was Slain, and his forces put to Flight; upon 
which all the Cities of Syria were again reduced to 
the 7 «rkiſb obedierice: And now Solyman deſirous to get 
himſelf a Name, by the Counſel of Pyrrbas-Baſja his 
Tutor reſolved to bend his forces againſt the Chri/ti- 
ans, who by Reaſon of the Diſſenſions amengſt them- 
ſelves, lay open to his Invaſion ( a fatal over-light 
which ever gave the O::aman Emperors, the oppor- 
t1mnity to inlarge their Dominions on the Borders of 
Chrittendom |) whereupcn railing a great power, and 
entering

entering Zungaria, he took Belg: de almoſt withou- 
reſiſtance, againſt which in vain Mahomer the Great » 
Amurath and Bajazet had loſt 500000 Men ; Belgrade 
ſtrongly Garrifoned he diſperſed part of his Army, 
and returned to Conſtaxtinople, making -reat prepara- 
tions for Sea againit the Spring, 25 having an Eye up- 
on the famous liland of Rhodes, of which the XKhodinrs 
not being Ignorant choſe for their great Maſter Philip- 
pus Villerius, a man of great Wiſdom and Cour:;e, 
then following the French Court ; but upon notice 
thereof took Shipping at Marceles, and arrived fate 
in the Port of tlie City Rhodes ( tho Solyman had fent 
out Cortug Ogly, a famous Pirate of the Turks, with 
ſeveral Gallies to intercept them)whereupon at his ar- 
rival he was inltalled by the Knights of the Order and 
Citizens, with great *I'riumph, and more then orcunary 
expreſlions of Joy. 

Solyman not altering his Determination, yet deſi- 
rous to know how the Akrodians ſtood affeCted, andto 
learn all that was poſlible of their number, and the 
Strength of the City, lent divers infinuating Letters 
with Supericriptions of his Thundering Titles to the 
great Maſter, of vhich this is One, viz. Solyman by 
the Grace of God, King of Kings, Lord of Loris, 
greateſt Empcror of Conjtantinople, and Trepezond; moit 
Mighty King of Perſea, Arabia, Syria, Egypt, Lord of 
Aſia and Europe, Prince of Mecha and Aleppo, Ruler 
of Jeruſalem and Maſter of the Univerſal Sea, to 
Phil:zppus Villerus Lilladamus great Maſter of KLoe5s, 
Cc. But neither theſe thumping Titles, nor his Threats 
and Promiles, could move the great Maſter to hearken 
to his Requelt, which was that he would become his 
Tributary, and to dcliver into his polleſſion the City 
and Ifland ; ſothat finding his Expectations Frultra- 
ted, ard that his Name was not ſo terrible as he ſup- 
poſed, after many Letters had paſled and repalled. tic 
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cauſed a Fleet of 200 Gallics to be furniſhed with all 
things neceſſary,forthe ſiege ofthar ſtrong city,ofwhich 
the great Maſter being Advertiſed,was not wanting on 
his part to put all things in order for making a moſt 
reloJute detence, cauſing Watch and Ward to be kept 
In every Street, and the great Artillary to be planted 
upon the Walls, and Bulwa rks, opening all the Armo- 
ries of the City, and furniſhing every man with Wea- 

pons, appointing to each his Station, there to be ready 
when occaſion required his Service, and then taking 
a General Muſter of ſuch as were fit for Service, he 
tcund about 5090 reſolute men, amongſt whom were 
fix hundred Knights of the order, each of them ca- 
pable of Commanding a vaſt Army, as likewiſe 500 
Snuidiers of Creet ; there were come thither for fear 
of the Zwrks, a number of- Villagers, who ſerved to 

S:nk Sounds to Countermine the Enemy, and to calt 
vp Kampircs, Cc, 

Thirgsthus ordered, the great Maſter calling toge- 
ther his Commanders and Soldiers, incouraged them 
1n a molt Chriſtian-like manner, to fight boldly againlt 
the Enemics of Chrilt, and rather to dye in the Ge- 
fence of their Religion, then to ſubmit themlelvesto 
the Tyranny ot the Bar! 2arons Infidels, putting them 
In mind oi the Valonr of their Anceſtors, and of the 
21G. LiCy Were tO expect from the Chriſtian Princes,C&c. 
Wiizch Sree 1G Animated the Commanders anq Soul- 
dicrs, thot they dchred nothing more then to ſhew 
Fe PLoWe 15 to the World. 

E this time the Turks Gallies were put to Sea, and 
auLur twenty being the forerunners of the Flcet for 
many lays braved the Kkoatnrs betore their own Port, 
V1.27cupon the Great Maſter called a Council to know 
Wether tiey ſhoald be Fought with or not, to pro- 
C1E wil theChancilior a man of Admirable Con- 
C10 earncitly Laboured, but the defandents being but 
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few, and therefore the ſmalleſt loſs at Sea, tho they 
ſhould gain the Victory,might be a means to Weaken 
the City, yet at length it was reſolved upon, that they 
ſhould be permitted toLand in any part ofthe lſland,ex- 
cept the Port without reſiſtance, which they accord- 
ingly did, burning up the Corn, and making great 
Spoil as they paſled, yet durit they attempt nothing 
againſt the City, but again entering their Galley ſtood 
off to Sea, to joyn with the reſt of the Fleet, which 
on the 26 of June, Anno 1322, was from the Watch. 
Tower ſtanding upon St. Stephens Hill diſcerned, and 
notice given thereof to the Great Maſter, who cauſed 
Publick Prayers to be put up to God, that as it was 
his pleaſure, that they at that tume ſhould become 
the Champions of the Chriſtian Religion, that ſo of 
his infinite Goodneſs, it would pleaſe him to ftrength- 
en them, and give them Victory over the Enemies of 
his name, Cc. 

Prayers ended every man betook him to his charge, 
when as the flect failing by in "Trumph, the Vice- 
Admiral of the 7 xrks inthe middle, having a fair Wind, 
ſtrook Sail direftly before the Mouth of the Haven, 
and cauſed his Galley to row towards the entrance of 
the Port, Guarded with two ſtrong Towers, from 


- which he received ſuch a thundering welcom, that he 


was inforced to retire, and 1ſo with the reſt of the 
llcet failing along the coalt they came toa Promontory 
called by the Inhabitants Bow, where thruſting their 
Gallies into a ſmall Haven, they landed their Artillery, 
and other necellaries fit ior the Siege, the whole Army 
conſiſting of 200000 men ; and whilſt they were pre- 
paring to intrench themſelves, the Great Maſter ſent 
Emballadors to Charles the Emperor, and the French 
King, as likewiſe to the Pope, and Princes of Traly for 
aid, but they by reaſon of the broils amongſt them- 
telves, returned the Embaſladors only with fair pro- 
mites in ſtead of pertormance, The 
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Fhe City of Khoges is Situate ypon plain ground, 
every where to be beſieged, except towards the North, 
which is defended with a good Haven, and is incom- 
palled about with a ſtrong double Wall, and deep 
Trenches, threatning the Enemy with 13 ſtately 
Towers, 5 Bulwarks, and many ſtrong Gates, and 
what was more ayallable, within the City was kept 
a ſtrict and orderly manner of warlike diſcipline, 
The defence of the whole City was thus proportioned; 
From the French Tower the which for its exceeding 
height ſeems to kils the Clouds, ſtood the Frenchmen 
with the Lillies in their Enlign, under Johannes Abinus 
2 Knight of the order, from thence to St. Georges Gate 
lay the, Germans with their Eagle Enſign, in the third 
ſtation were placed the French of Avernois with the 
Spaniards, tor that the ditches in that place were neither 
ſo deep nor broad as in others, next to them lay the 
Engliſh, commanded by the great Maſter himſelf, and 
laſtly were placed they of Narbona and the Italians, 
under the Command of Petrus Balinus, and Gregorins 
Aorgutus, Valiant Knights of the Order. 

Whilſt Aﬀaires ſtood thus, ſeveral Turk; Wome! 
flaves to the Rhoatans, had conſpired that when the 
Aſſault was given, they would ſet their Maſters houſes 


on fire, thereby to diſcourage the Souldiers, - and | 


draw them from their defences to extinguiſhing the 
name, but this treachery being timely diſcovered 
the Conſpirators were executed; by this time the 
Turks hed planted ſeveral batteries, and began to play 
upon the Engliſh Bulwark, but without doing any 
conſiderzvle damage, when on the other ſide, the 
Cannon from the Walls furiouſly playing upon the 
Turkiſh Pioneers, as they were breaking Ground, 
ſcattered their dead Bodics all over the Plain, when at 
the ſame time a ſtrong party. Sallying out, cut off a 
great number of ſych as were ſent to guard them , Gi 
rug 
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ring their running the trenches, which ſo diſcourage$ 


the reſt, that they began to Murmur and Mutiny ay 


gainſt their Commanders, ſeeming daily more and more, 
unwilling to hazard their lives againſt ſo ſtrong a City, 
and ſuch reſolute Enemies, which cauſed Pyrrhzs Baſſe 
General of the Army, to ſend Letters to Solyman then 
reliding, at Conſtantinople, to inform him : That if. 
he would have the Sicge go forward, he muſt without 
delay come in perfon, for that the Souldiers without. 
regard of ſhame were ready to riſe. in Mutiny, and te 
abandon the Siege, refuling to be commanded by their 
Captains, upon notice of which Solyman cauſed his 
Gallies to be made ready. And on the 28 of Auguft 
came himſelf tothe Camp, where reading in the Couns 
tenances of his Souldiers, the little mind they had ta 
continue the Siege, he was exceeding wroth, when 
cauſing them all to be difarmed, he commanded 1500s 
harquibuliers to incompalſs.them ( which Harquibukers 
he had brought with him) and Mounting his Pavilion 
for that purpoſe erected, he rated with many bittex 
words, calling them Slaves and Cowards, after which 
he incouraged them to. aſſume their Priſtine courage 
and hght manfully againft the City, till they had ſub- 
dued it, and thereupon pronounced pardon to all that 
had offended, and {wore them again to his obedience, 
after which the City was furiouſly. battered, with ſhot 
of incredible weight, and huge ones for many days, 
and was as manfully defended by the Rhoajans, ſo that 
in 200 ſhot there were but 10 men lain, though ſeveral 
houſes were ſhattered, with their force, of which the 
Furks having notice from one Appellz a Citizen of 
Rhodes, who was for the ſame executed as a Tray- 
tor. 

The Turks perceiving theformer Battery ineffectual, 
raiſed a huge Mount, on which they placed 4o great 
Ordnance with which they played furiouſly non the 

ower 
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Tower of St. Nicholas, which was valiantly defended 
by one Gmido a Frenchman, to whom the charge of it 
was committed , but e'r they had made many ſhot, 
moſt of their Pieces were diſmounted by the Cannon 
from the Ciry, nor durit they, when they had made 
a Breach, enter it; but uſed great Diligence to un- 
dermine the Wall, thirty two of which Mines were 
fruſtrated by Countermines; yet they ſo plycd it, that 
on the fourth of Seprember having undermined the 
Engliſh Bulwarks, they blew part of it up, and in it di- 
vers of the Defendants ; at' which Breach the Turks 
attempting, to enter, were killed in the Breach to the 
number of 2000. -Which the reſt obſerving, betook 
themſelves to their: Heels, bnt being forced thereby 
to pleaſe rhe Tyrant, they three days after renewed 
the Aſſault, but with worſe ſucceſs then before; yet 
though they did as much as in them were pollible, 
Soly ſent them a third time to enter at the ſaid Breach, 
in attempting which 7000 were ſlain, amongſt whom 
were many great Commanders, though not without 
ſome loſs to the beſieged; for in expulting them fifty 
Knights of the Order, and 100 of leſſer Note were 
flain. Theſe great Lofles made the Baſſas more wa- 
ry, reſolving not longer to aſlail the belicged with 
plain Force, but to work under ground, and by that 
means to overthrow the Walls, but therein, for the 
moſt part they were unſucceſsful, as being fruſtrated 
by the Countermines; yet by ſo weakening the Walls, 
they rendred it more liable to the Force of their Ar- 
tillery, beating down great Pteces thereof, yet ſtood 
hovering about , being afraid to enter, and yet not 
daring to retire, though they were mowed down in 
abundance by the great Shot, for fear of the Tyrants 
diſpleaſure; yet at length creeping under the Walls 
to the Spaniſh Bulwarks, they ſurprized it, whilſt 


their Soldiers were drawn oi to relieve their Fellows, 
hardly 
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hardly Charged by Achmeres Baſſa, but &'r they had 
kept it two hours it was again recovered, and all the 
Turks either put to the Sword, or thrown over into 
the Ditch , where they miſerably periſhed : And the 
Baſſa ſore Gauled by the Flankers was forced to re- 
tire, though not without great ſlaughter of his Men, 
who lay on heaps in the Ditch and Breaches, which S0- 
lynan perceiving cauſed the retreat to be ſounded; in 
this Ailault, by the Valour of the Chriſtians, 20009 
Turks fell, which ſo grieved Solyman, that in a great 
rage he Commanded Atapha Baſſa, the firſt mover 
of the War to be ſlain, as likewiſe Pyrrhbus Baſſa, tor 
daring to intreat for him ; but upon the humble Sup- 
plication of his Men of War on their behalf, he re- 
mitted the Execution of the Sentence, but would not 
for a long time receive them into Favour. He alto 
Commanded the Admiral of his Gallies to te put to 
Death, for ſuffering Proviſion to be carried by Sea in- 
to the City ; bur at the intreaty of Achmeres his Life 
was ſpared, but he not abſolutely pardoned ; for being, 
ſet upon the Stern of his Ship, he there as a Slave by 
the Commandment of Solymar received 100 Stripes, 
and ſo much was the Tyrant grieved for the re-ite- 
rated loſles ſuſtained in that Siege, that he was about 
to have raiſed his Camp and returned to Conſtantino- 
ple, the which he had done, had not Achmeres Baſſa 
perſwaded him to the contrary, by Promſing to make 
him ſpeedily a way into the City ; at which he taking 
Courage again heartned his Men to continue the Siege, 
whoſe Reſolutions had long before fainted ; upon 
which Achmeres to make good his Promile, aſlailed 
with all the Forces under his Command, the Fam- 
res of the Avergnon Station, the which although they 
were not high, were valiantly defended by the Rho- 
dians ; yet the Turks Power increaſing, they were at 
lalt taken, and a great Pent-Houſe claped to the Wall, 
[0 
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to ſecure the beſiegers from the Shot of the beſieged, | 
notwithſtanding Perſanes a notableEngineer cauſed ſuch Þ 
abundance of Wild-Fire,Pitch, Tar,Lead,hot Aſhes,and Þ 


Water to be thrown on them, that they were forced to 
retire; but ſuch was the miſerable Condition of the 
Twrksſh Soldiers, that they were forced back again by 
their Commanders, even into the mouth of Slaughter, 
or elſe by them ſlain as Cowards, or Flyers ; yet for 
all they could do, the Rhodians forced them to retire 
in great diſorder, which inraged Solyman even to Mad- 
neſs, but —_— that his Honour lay at Stake, he 
again by many per{walive Arguments prevailed with 
them, to give another Aſlault, promiling them great 
Rewards it they prevailed, and threatning thoſe with 
Death, that ſhould be remiſs in the pertormance of 
their Duty, which either, through Hopes or Fear 
Animated them to another Aſſault, but with no better 
ſucceſs then before ; for being miſerably rent by the 
murthering Shot from the Flankers and Countermu- 
rers, they were force@to retire leaving Piles of their 
Dead in the Breach and Ditch z and now being alto- 
gether heartleſs, yet extreamly vexed that they ſhould 
be foiled with a handful of Men, they reſolved for 
the futere to be the more wary, and rather to tire 
the Rhodians with continual Alarums then veriture upon 
them, when in the mean time they ſet their Pioneers 
at work, to make way through the Breach deep in 
the Ground, and for their defence turned their great 
Artillery upon it, to prevent the Khoaians Sallying, 
and with their multitude proved therein ſo ſucceſsful, 
that in a ſhort time they had gained within the City 
200 paces in breadth, and 150 in length ; yet durſt not 
Sally out to Scale the Countermurers, which the Xho- 
dians had made of the Houſes beaten down by the 7urks 
Shot, which Solyman percetiving at the inſtance of Ach- 
metes, cauſed: a parley to be offered ; offering many 
reaſozablc 
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reafonable Conditions, if the Rhodians would at length 


; ſurrender the almoſt ruined City ; but, and in Or- 


der thereto ſent Hieronymas Monelia a Genoway, who 
having procured ſafe Conduct , would not deliver his 
Meſſage but to ſome particular -men, which ſo imcenſed 
the Knights of the Order, who now had ſet down 'a 
Reſolution to dye in defence of the City ; that 'one 
Franciſcus Farnovius a French Knight of ſingular Valour, 
bent his Piece againſt him, and would not ſuffer him 
to do his Meſſage ; but the Citizens hearing there were 
Terms of Life and Liberty offered by the inſulting 
Tyrant, came tothe Houſe of the great Maſter, and 
beſeeched him to take pirty on them, their Wives attd 
Children, and that ſince he well ſaw that the City 
was not long tenable, he would in time provide for 
their ſafety, and not expoſe them to the Fury of their 
Mercileſs Enemies z whereat the great Maſter, a man 
of ſingular Piety, as well as Warlike Ardour, being, 
moved to Compaſſion ſent Antouins Grolens, and Robar- 
tus Baruſinus his Amballadors to Solymar, having firſt 
received Pledges for their ſafe return, who coming 
into the Emperors Preſence, told him that they were 
lent to know for what cauſe he had ſent to require 
Parly, who in a fuming heat as if he had been Igno- 
rant of the matter ſaid, there was no ſuch thing offer- 
ed, and thereupon Commanding them preſently to 
avoid his Camp, ſent them away with Letters to the 
great Maſter and Citizens to this Effect. 

If I had not Compaſllion of human Infirmities , 
which often times tumbleth Head-long mens Ambiti- 
ons, and haughty minds into moſt dangerous and un- 
neceſſary Miſchiefs ; truly I would not have directed 
to you theſe Letters at this time, but as you have well 
deſerved, perſecute you with Death, and moſt Miſe- 
rable Servitude, which how eaſie a thing it were for 
me to do, you your ſelves know, but having now 
ſufficiently 
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ſufficiently tryed my force, i you be wiſe make proof 
of my Clemency, you havealready fatisfyed your own 
fury, your own mad humour : "Therefore now adviſe 
your ſelves, lay your Hands upon your Hearts, and 


without delay yield your ſelves, as I command your | 
Lives, I give you your Wealth, and more then that Þ 


your choice to tarry there ſtil] or depart, retuſe not 
the Grace treely Otfered, which was of you to have been 
moſt heartily deured ; it ſhall not be always Law- 
ful ( as at this preſent ) to make choice of both, 
&c. 

Upon the return of the Ambaſſadors, the Citizens 
of all forts flocked together, to the Great Maſters 
Houſe, ſtanding near the Breach to implore him to 
accept of any Reaſonable terms, who after he had 
diſmiſſed the Multitude, calling to him the Knights of 
the Order, and chief Citizens, after the Letters read, 
he expreiled himſelf after this manner. 

You heard ( ſacred Fellows in Arms, and Valiant 
Citizens of Rhodes ) theſe imperious and ſorrowful 
Letters, whereunto how we are to anſwer , reqi- 
reth no great deliberation; we mult as reſolute men 
either yield or dye, all hopes of Victory is gone, ex- 
cept forrain aid come ſpeedily to our Succour ; where- 
fore if you will follow my Counſel, let us with Wea- 
pons in our Hands until the laſt Gaſp and ſpending 
the laſt drop of our Blood like Valiant men, defend 
our Faith and Nobility, received from our Anceſtors, 
and the honour which we have of long time'gotten, 
both at home and abroad, and let it never be ſaid that 
our hononr dyed but with our ſelves. 

This Speech was approved of by all the Knights of 
the Order, and moſt of the Soldiers, but the Citi- 
ens looking back upon their Wives, Children, aud 
Wealth, ſtood mute for a good while, but at length 
Pity working in their Breſt , they humbly wo 
LIC 
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the Great Maſter ; that he would yet have Compaſ- 
ſion on them, and accept of the Tyrants reaſonable 


Conditions, ſince Fame iufficient had been won by their 
doing all that men were capable of performing, and 


# that they would yet hazard their Lives to the utmoſt, 
' if they . perceived any hopes of Gefending the City, or 
' thatany forain aid in tume would come to their aſli- 


ſtance, but ſince neither of them were to be expeCted 
jt was but reaſonable to yield to incvitable neceſſivy.Af- 
ter theſe and many the like Arguments, and others of 
the reſolute Soldiers, and Commanders on the con- 
trary, It was concluded that the City was not capa- 
ble of being defended by fo ſmall a Power, againſt 
ſuch a numerous Army, whereupon Meſlengers were 
ſent to require a Truce for 4 Days, which was ac- 
cordingly granted, during which time the Trks pre- 
ſaming on the Trace, came in great number to View 
the Works, at which Fornovizs a French man being 
greatly offended, ina great heat without any command 
from the Great Maſter, cauſed a Fire of Artillery to 
be diſcharged amongſt the thickeſt of them z whereup- 
on they pretending a Breach of T ruce on the part of 
the Rhodians, thrult in at the Breach in great Troops, 
but after a ſharp Skirmiſh were forced to retire, in 
revenge ame? one of the Turks Fencers having ta- 
ken 3 Chriſtians, cat off their Hands, Noſes and Ears, 
and in that poſture ſent them into the City, threat- 
ning within 4 Days to ſerve the Great Maſter after the 
ſame manner ; yet Solyman diſſembling the matter, ſign- 
ed and ſwore to the Articles of Peace brought to him 
for that purpoſe by Nicholas Vergorus, and Georgius 
Sanariticus, which were to this Effed : That the Chur- 
ches ſhould remain unto the Chriſtians inviolate, that 
no Children ſhould be taken from their Parents, or 
any Chriftians be inforced to imbrace the Mahomerart 
Superſtition :That ſuch Chriſtiaas as were Contented to 
0 | remain 
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remain in the City, might ſo do at their Pleaſure, 
and that ſuch as would depart, might have Liberty 
fo to do with all their Subſtance, to be furniſhed with 
Convenient Shipping, Proviſion, and Ordnance as far 
as Creet, that the Chriſtians ſhould appoint a reaſonable 
Day for their Departure, and that in Conſideration 
thereof, the Ciry to be delivered up to ſuch as Soly. 
:an ſhould appoint to tzke Poſleſſion thereof. | 

Upon the afore-mentioned Articles, though they 
were not ail obſerved by the Turks; the City was de- 
livered up Anno 15 22. after it had indured fix Months 
Siege, and coft Solyman the Lives of 80000 of his Soldi- 
ers, having been in the Poſſeſſion of the Knights of 
the Order 214 years : Upon which the great Maſter 
being for his Gravity, Virtue, and Yalour highly Ho- 
noured, and applauded by the Conqueror imbarkel 
( together with the Knights of his Order, and ſuch c- 
thers as would accompany him ) and the Gallies for 
that purpole ready in the Port, and failed to ef, 
where he was joyfully received, and after invited to 
the Courts of moſt of the Chriſtian Princes , haviry 
with Indignation refuſed Solyman's great Offer made 
to him, provided he would have accompanicd him to 
Conſtantinople,and have ſpent the remainder of his Days 
In his Servicc. | 

And thus for want of Relief ( the Ch/iffian Princes 
at that time being at Variance amongſt themſelves ) 
the famous XKhodes was loſt, where Solyman having 
ſtayed awhile to ſettle his Affairs appointed a Go- 
vernour, and ſo breaking up his Army rcturned to 
Conſrantirople, where for the ſpace of three years he 
lived Peaceably, giving himſelf up to all manner of 
Pleaſures ; but at rhe end thereof perceiving the Dt- 
icord amongſt the Chriſtiaz Princes, managed by Pope 
Adrian the 11xth to grow hot ( a fatal over-tight that 
ever gave the Ottoman Kings and Emperors oppor- 
Lunity 
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tynity, of. extending their Dominions ) he conceived it 
beſt to fiſh, in troubled waters, and thereupon raiſing 
an Army of: 200000 Horſe and Foot ; he fell like 2 


| Tempeſt upon Hungary, ſubduing all before him till he 


came within fight of the Walls of their chief City, at 
what time Lewes the young King periwaded thereto by 
Tomorcus a Fryer, who alſured him of the Victory, and 
ſeveral other raſh Counſellors, not regarding thoſe of 
more Gravity, that diſwaded him from fo raih an Ar- 
tempt 3 with an Army of ſcarce 30000 raw Soldiers 
gave him Battle, but was overthrown with miſerable 
Slaughter of his men, and himſelf ſecking to eſcape, pa- 
ſing over a Fenny Ditch his Horſe fell backwards, 
upon which, he was loaden with his Armor, and none 
coming to his Relief, he was ſmothered in the Wa- 
ter and Mud : In this Battle fought on the «29. of 
Ottober Anno 1526. periſhed moſt of the Hungariat 
Nobility, and well near all the Common Soldiers. 
After this great great Victory obtained, Solymar: 
having molt of the ſtrong Cities delivered into his 
Polleilionz gave the Kingdom to Foannes Sepuſins 
Uayvod of 1ranſilvania, and taking with him ſuch 
things of Price as he thought convenient, leaving 
two of his Baſſas with flying Armies on the Frontiers, 
he returned to Conſtantinople, but he was no ſooner 
departed and Joh» Crowned by the Conſent of the 
remainder of the Hungarian Nobility ( who durſt do 
no other for fear of the Turks ) but Ferdinand King 
of Bohemia laid Claim to the Kingdom, and to make 
his Title more apparent, ſent his Ambaſſadors to the 
Courts of divers Chri#4au Princes, to declare from 
whom he derived his Claim ; when aided by Charles 
the Emperor his Brother, he entered Hungary with 
a great Army, and without any conſiderable Reſi- 
ſtance took the ſtrong City of Buda ; at what time ma= 
ny of the Hwngarians joyncd with him, as not in the 
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Jeaſt favouring John ;, ſo that fearing delays mi 
be dangerous, he cauſed his Army under the leading 


of his expert Caprains to paſs over the River Tibiſ- 


cxs upon a Bridge of Boats, and marched drrely to 
the Caſtle of Tocai, where King John lay with his 
Army ; where the Battle being joyned after a ſharp 
Diſpute, the Victory fell ro Ferdinand; when as King 
Fohn ſeeing all loſt and palt recovery, fled with ſeve- 
ral of his truſty Followers into Polorja; upon whoſe 
departure Ferdinand by the advice of fuch Hungarians as 
favonred his Cauſe, was Crowned King, at .Alba- Regals 
the uſual place for the Coronation of the Hungarian 
Kings : Whereupon having diſpoſed all —_ to the 
beſt advantage, and appointing Stephanus Bator his 
Vice-Roy,hereturned into Bohema. 

King, Joh# by the means aforeſaid thruſt of his King- 
dom, grew extreme impatient, and often conſulted 
with Sigiſmond King of Polonia to re-in-throne him 
in his Kingdom,offering tohear the Charge of theWar ; 
but the Pole being already in League with Ferdinand, 
would not ſeem unleſs underhand to favour Fohr, but 
wiſhed him to take counſel with Hieronymus Laſcns 
a great Politician, what was beit to be-done in h's 
Aﬀairs, the which Laſcus adviſed him to crave Aid of 
Solyman now at Leafſure to alliſt him; and urged fo 
many Reaſons for it, that he was content to ſend him 
his Ambaſſidor to Conſtantinople, who there with 
Treafure and fair Speeches, ſo allured the Bafſas of the 
Court to ſecond him in his Requeſt, that So/yman pro- 
mied again to enter Hmgaria with a puiſſant Army, 
and by the Inſinuation of this fly Conncellor, that 
when King Ferdinand ſent Ambaffadors to him, to 
make out his Title, by which he laid Claim to the 
Kmgdom, he would ſcarcely give them Audience ; and 
when he «id, inſtead of an Anſwer to their Ambaſly, 
he Herauld-like denounced againſt their King, all the 
Calamaties 
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Calamities that attend on War, and ſo commandgd 
ſpeedily to depart the City ; all which upon their Ar. 
rival at Vienna, they made known to the Kings Lieu- 
tenant, who was ſo far from believing them, that he 
looked upon them as vain and idle Tale-hearers , 
which they perceiving haſted to the King at Spires, 
who then was Labouring to get himſelf choſen King of 
the Komans, and declared to him all they had in Charge : 
Whereupon he well knowing > that the Twk de- 
ſirous of Glory, and the inlarging of his Dominions, 
| feldom broke his Word on ſuch occaſions;he put all his 
| Forces in a readineſs, earneſtly, both in Perſon and 
| by his Ambaſladours, craved Aid of the German Prit- 
, | ces for the Defence of his Kingdom of Hungary,againſt 
the common Enemy ; but his Brother Charles having 
- # his hands full of his Wars in faly, and he wantin 
| | Money to raiſe a ſufficient Army to fight ſo powerfi 
; | an Enemy, was forced to ſuffer him without Controul 
. | to enter Hwngaria, for fear of whom the Citizens of 
8 Buda moſtly tled to Srrigonium, Alba-Regalis, and Poſſo- 
t | niwmn: So that marching from Belgrade ( where King 
s | YJohn came to wait upon him, and received a Confirma- 
s | tionof the Promiſe he had made to Laſcws, of reſtori 
f him to the Kingdom of Hungary ) he came before it, 
0 and had it yeilded with little or no Reſiſtance, aslike- 
n | wiſe the ſtrong Caſtle, though contrary to the Will of 
h the Captain, yet contrary to his Promiſe, he cauſed all 
\ that were fonnd in the latter to be put to the Sword, 


» except the Captain, whom the Soldiers had caſt in 
y, | Bonds, for refuſing to joyn with them in their trea- 
"i cherous delivery of that ſtrong Piece. 

0 Buda taken mol? of the other Cities of Fungary ſur- 
he rendred ; — he reſolved to invade Aufris, a 
id part of King Ferdinands other Dominions, in Order 


Y, to which he ſent Achometes Baſfſa with the voluntary 
he # Horſemen, who running through the Heart of Fung- 
es IY2 
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ry, entring into Auſfria with Fire and Sword paſſed 
by Yienna, milceravly burning and deſtroying the Coun- 
try before them, cven as far as Lynrz, driving the 
Country People like Sheep, deflowring /:gwes, riping 
up Women alive, dathing Infants agaiult the Rocks, 
with all other imaginable Cruelties ; atter whom $S9- 
lyman followed with the groſs of his Army, conſilt- 
ing of 500000 Horſe and Foot, as many Writers 
aſhrm, who by the way having taken the Caltle of Al. 
zenbury, and in vain aſlaulted Neapolis ; he came before 
the great City of Yienna, and incamped about it in 
five places, covering the Ground with his Tents, ard 
the multitude of his People 8 miles in Circumterence. 
So that Fredrick, Count Palatine of the Rhine, and Duke 
of Bavaria General of King Ferdinand's Forces, not 
being able to get into the City with his Army ſent for 
that purpoſe, was forced to ſtay at Chremſe; yet was 
his Nephew Philip the Pal/grave, a little before the 
coming of Solyman to the great joy of the Citizens, 
entered with ſeveral Troops of valiant Horſemen, as 
likewiſe Nicholas Conht of Salma, the Lord Willian 
Regendorf Steward of the Kings. houſhold, Johannes 
Caziiancr, Nicholain Turianus, Fohannes Hardecus, Lco- 
nardus Velſius, Hettor Ramſack, with divers others, all 
men of zreat Experience and Valour, and daring Re- 
ſolution ; yet was the City but badly defended with a 
Brick Wall, without Grafts or Flankers, the Ditch al- 
together dry, and although at that time there were 
found 400 Pieces of Ordnance, yet they could find 
means to mount no more then a 100, notwithſtanding 
"the Citizens and Soldiers uſed all diligence, in raiſing 
Rampires, aid Barocading the Gates, unleſs thoſe they 
reſerved to Sally at, and by the Command of the 
Governour every man was aſſigned his Quarter, keep- 
ing {trict Watc!: upon the Walls, to prevent the E- 
nemics approach, tor that the Bulwarks were not 
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of Conſiderable ſtrength : The Count of Salma, and 
the Lord Regendorf , walking hourly from one place 
to another, to ſee all things put in a poſture of de- 
fence, the Citizens Iabourcd coutinually in itrengthen- 
ing the Fortifications, and raliing Batteries, where- 
on to plant ſuch Pieces as lay uſeleſs, for want of 
where to mount them : they made likewiſe divers 
Fire-works, and continually kept Coppers of Tar, 
Pitch, Rolin, Oyl, and ſcalding Water, in a readineſs 
to pour upon the Enemy, by that mcans to prevent 
their Scaling the W 31's, every one trom the greateſt 
to the leaſt, expreiling, a Cheeriulneſs for the defence 
of this place, the A%7 150/:5 of Auſtria, and chief Hope 
of the German Empirc, which the Tirks conceived 
ſo Conſiderable, ! 2 rhey doubted not, but 1t won, 
all Aruſtria, Stiria , ggd Corinthia , would be ſoon at 
thetr Devotion. 

The City by ta:s time ſtrengthened and provided, 
of many necctiary ior a Itrenous Defence z Mellen- 
geres were fent uo Count Fredrick to draw near with 
his Army, the more toterrifie and amaze the Enemy, 
whole numerous Camp could not long ſubfilt, it ſup- 
plies of Provition were cut off; upon the Arrival of 
the Meſlenger, the Corn highly approved of the Re- 
lolution of the befteved, and declared he would be al- 
ways at hand, and on: no Indeavours to fuccour them, 
admoniſhing the Mellenger to remember lym to his 
tellow Soldiers, and in his Name intreat them to play 
the Men, for the defence of the Chr:/ria: Religion, and 
Glory ot rhe German Netion, whoſe Ruin the Infidels 
ſought; and fo with ſeveral preſeats, he diſmiſſed the 
Meſlenger, who returning related what he had in 
Charge : Whereupon tie Lord Kegeraorf allembled 
all the chief Commanders, and principal Citizens, and 
with an undauntcd Courage, made this {hort Oratton. 

Chriſtians and fellow Soldiers, the time is now 
O 4 COMme 
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come, wherein we are to fight under the Banner of our Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt, whom theſe barbarous Nations have defied , let 
us then ſhew forth our Courage to the utmoſt, even in the 
Mouth of Slaughter ; let not Death nor Danger terrifie us , 
fince we fight ia a good Cauſe, even for our Religion, our 
Lives, our Wives, Children, and all that we hold dear, for 
what it can be but Ambition, and thirſt of Chriſtian Blood , 
that drew this Bloody Monſter wich his numerous Hot, from 
ſuch remote Countries ; Therefore I ſay, rather Jet us dye 
like Men, fighting 1t out to the laſt Drop of Blood, then yield 
our ſelves to theſe Barvarous Infidels, who know not how to 
ſhew Mercy, whoſe Leagues, Vows, and Solemn Protellations 
areall but Wind, kept no longer then they prove Advantagious 
to themſelves; I for my part, have fixed my unalterable Reſo« 
Jution to defend this Place te the lait Gaſp, reſolving not to 
ſurvive its loſs. g 

This Oration ſpoken with great Earneſtneſs, plainly Demon- 
Nrating the Zeal of a brave General, was ſeconded with loud 
ſhouts, every one promiſing to Live aud Dye with him 1n the 
defence of the City : Whereupon it was reſolved, that the next 
Morning a Sally ſhould be made upon the Enemies, to give 
them 2 Taſte of Chrsf:an Valour, and how little they valued 
cheir Lives fighting in ſo good a Cauſe ; whereupon every one 
being diſmiſſed went to his Quarters, to give neceſſary Or- 
ders, and take a View how the Turk: '1y incamped, whoſe 
multitude covered all the Hills and Plas Uefore the City, 
The Wacch being ſet, the General went :0511d che City, at- 
tended by ſeveral Officers; Carefully to ſu;vey each Quarter, 
and to ſee that none negleted his Duty ; ſo that all chirgs 
being in good Order, aboue Midnight fix Reigmen's drew up 
with 2 Reſolution to fall upon the Enemies Camp, but whilſt 
Ocders were 1n giving, in what manner they ſhould make their 
approach, a Chriftian Captive having made his c!cape from the 
Turks, came running almoſt breathleſs, and begged to be re- 
ceived into the City : Whereupon the Soldiers drew him up 
with a Pike , who being queſtioned about the ſtate of the 
Turkiſh Camp declared ,- that every nighe fince they came 
forty thouſand men were driven up ia Battalia, to Guard the 
Camp ; which was not as yet well intrenched, upon notice of 
wich the General changed his Reſolution as to the Sally. 
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During the preparation within Solymian was not 
idle, (having ſworn to carry the City by force e*re 
he departed, if he could not have it otherwiſe) but 
appointed to every man his ſtation, dividing his 
Army under 1brahim the Great Baſſa, Michael Opls 
and Becrambers, \o that all things being in a readi- 
neſs, many ſalleys were made by the Chriſtians with 
great ſlaughter of the Enemies thongh the Aſap: 
and Zamizaries from their "Trenches poured ſhowers 
of Arrows into the City, for as yet the Turks great 
Artillery were not come up the Danubirs, but were 
dayly expeCted ; of which Wolfganew Hoder a Va- 
liant Captain underſtanding by ſeveral Twrksſb Pri- 
ſoners failed out of the Bay of Poſſonium, and meet- 
ing with the Turks Galleys, ſunk thoſe in which the 
Ordinance were , taking, a great Booty, of which 
Solyman having, notice, was greatly inraged, and 
finding that his ſmall pieces did little other damage 
than Leat down the battlements, and over-jets made 
of wood in ſtead of Flankers, he cauſed the Miners 
to be ſet to the Wall, but this their chief hope 
which with wonderful labour attempted in thirteen 
places at once, was not 1o ſecretly done, but thar 
it was by Drums layed upon the Ground, Baſons fi1- 
led with Water, and deep ſounds perceived by the 
defendants, who With Countermines not only defea- 
ted many of them, but deſtroyed in them by W1ld- 
fire, and other Combuſtible matter Eight Thouſand 
Turks, when to prevent ſuch dilcovery, Solyman com- 
manded continual Alarums ſhould be given, that fo 
the Chriltians being imployed in defending the 
Walls, might not regard the Miners which fſuccee- 
ded ſo to his wiſh, that a great part of the Wall 
near the Gate that leadeth towards Carinthia was 
thrown down by the ſpringing of a Mine; at 
which the Tarks in great numbers Iindeavouring, t0 
A a enter 
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enter, were miſerably cut off with the Murthering 
ſhot bent againſt the breach for the purpoſe ; which 
no ſooner ceaſed, but they were furiouſly charged 
by the Germans; and in deſpite of all reſiſtance bea- 
ten back with incredible ſlaughter : Not long aiter, 
the Wall being blown up in two other places, they 
again attempted to enter ; but were repulſed as be- 
fore, leaving heaps of ſlain in the Breaches, and 
Ditch ; nor was their third Aſſault any more ſuc- 
ceſsful ; ſo that after three hours withſtanding the 
fury of the reſolute Defendants, they retired to the 
Camp Ten Thouſand leſs than they came. A while 
after, the Lord Regendorfe perceiving the Turks by 
parties ſcatter from their Camp, came with a Com- 
pany of German Horſe, ſet upon a Party of Five 
Thouſand Three Hundred with ſuch ſlaughter, that 
not above One Hundred and Forty of them retur- 
ned to tell the News: Nor did other Commanders of 
the beſieged leſs indamage the Enemies by frequent 
Salleys, which ſo inraged the Tyrant, that he ani- 
mated to a fourth Aſſault, promiting them great 
rewards if they prevailed, which ſo far prevailed 
with them, that they reſolved amongſt themſelves 
either to win the City, or dye in the undertaking ; 
| but when they felt the ſhot from the beſieged like 
a tempeſt fall on them, they were of a different 
opinion, ſo that leaving many Thouſands of the 
ſlain and wounded behind them, they retire to the 
Camp; which Solyman perceiving, and fretting 
that his Honour hd fo much ſuſtered by ſo great a 
loſs of his Men, and ſo many Repulſes, diſſembled 
the matter as well as he could, and that the Ger- 
mans ſhould not ſuppoſe he raiſed his ſiege, becauſe 
he deſpaired of winning it ; he cauſed ſeveral Priſc- 
1ers to be richly cloathed, and giving them ſtore 
of Money, ſent them into the City to inform the 
Com- 
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Commanders that he came not to take the City of 
Vienna, but to fight King Ferdinand, and reſtore the 
Kingdom of Hungaria to King John: therefore ſince 
he could not draw his Enemy into the Field to give 
him Battle, he would remove thence to ſeek hun, 
wheretore they ſhould do well to yield themſelves ; 
the which if they would, he promiſed not to enter 
into the City, but to receive both the Citizens and 
Souldiers into his protection, reſerving unto *um 
their Lives and Goods with perpetual freedom, 
which offer coming to the knowledge of the Princes 
and great Captains of the Chriſtians ſcornfully re- 
fuſed, whereupon the Imperious Tark perceiving his 
deſires not anſwered as he expected, having cauſed all 
the Priſoners to be murthered , in a great heat raiſed 
his liege and departed, not ſtaying till he came to 
Buda, where having reſtored the Kingdom to Johr 
In conſideration of his becoming his Tributary, he 
returned to Conſtantinople, yet plotting in his mind 
to diſturb the Chriſtians, and revenge the diſgrace 
he had received before at Vienna, the next year, 
viZy 1530, he leavyed an Army greater than the 
former, purpoling with himſelf tro over-run Auſtria, 
Carinthia, Styria, and molt part of the German Em- 
pire; to effeft wnich; he allowed three years, but 
was altogether deceived in his expeation : for 
Charles the Emperor having ended his Wars 1n Jtaly, 
was now at leiſure to attend upon the Inſolent Turk, 
who calling together his Valiant Captains, ſent them 
into Spain, Italy, Flanders, and other Countreys to 
leavy Forces, which they did in ſuch abundance to 
oppoſe the common Enemy, that upon the Muſter of 
the Army there were found Ninety Thouſand old ex- 
perienced Foot Souldiers, and Thirty Thouſand 
Horſemen well appointed, all the flower of Germa- 
ny, Italy, Bohemia, and AHungaria, as likewiſe One 
Aa 2 Hun- 
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Hundred and Forty Thouſand of leſs experience, the 
whole Army conſiſting of One Hundred and Sixty 
Thouſand Men ; the approach of which {ſo terrified 
Solyman, that after he had in vain belieged Gorza, and 
harazcd the Countrey, though with the loſs of Ten 
Toufand of his Men, he returned to Conſtantinople, car- 
rying with him into miſerable Captivity Thir- 
ty Thouſand poor Chriſtians taken in divers Coun- 
tries through vhich he paſled, and to appeaſe his 
fury, pat no leſs a number to the Sword. And now 


had the Chriſtian Army, compoſed of divers Na- 


tions, purſued the Tu/k by Land and Sea, as the Em- 
perour earneſtly deſired they might have driven him 
quite out of Ezrope ; but Emulation ariiing amongſt 
the Commanders and the Soldicrs, frequently mu- 
tining this great Army, cſtected nothing more than 
to oblige Solyman to retire, 

The Empire mindful of the damage ſuſtained by 
the Turks in Auſtria, Hungary, and other Countries 
to revenzc theſame early the ſpring tollowing, ſet 
forth a Fleet contiiting of Thirty Five great Siups, 
and Forty Eight Galleys, under the Conduct of 
Andreas Aurea, a moſt expert Captain, who failing 
to the Bay of Ambracia, thought there to have met 
with the Turks Admiral, who had under his Com- 
mand Sixty Galleys, but he having notice of his 
coming from the Yenetiars, who ſtood Newrters, 
was failed to the ſtrong Haven of Calcide ; where- 
upon Aur:ia directed his courſe to Crone, a ſtrong 
City upon the Coaſt of Peloponeſuns, and had it yiel- 
ded unto him upon condition that the Gariſon might 
depart with Þag and baggage ; where leaving 2 
Garriſon of Spaniards, he failed to Patras another 
City in the ſame TraCt; took it, and ranſacked it, 
permitting the Garriſon nevertheleleſs to march out 
:nſafety; after which, he took all the Caſtles that 
guarded 
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guarded the ſtraight of Nawpattum without any 
hindrance, which-gave Sa/u;arus General of the Mal- 
ta Galleys opportunity to waſte the Coaſt of C- 
rinth, and take great booties; which done, he re- 
turned loaden with ſpoils to A aples , and from 
thence to Gezoa the place of tis birth and reli- 
dence. 

The Turks grieving at their greet loſs, early in 
the Spring, Anno 1533, lay 'd liexe to Corore both by 
Sea and Land; of which Mendoz.a the Governour 
by Letters adviſed the Vice-Roy of Naples, craving 
ſpeedy aid, with all, aſſuring him, he would defend 
the Town to the utmoſt extremity ; upon which, 
Auria was ſent with a well-appointed Fleet ; the 
terror of whoſe coming ſo frighted the Turks, that 
they left the ſiege, having loſt many Men before it, 
and for haſte left all their heavy Carriages, which 
became a Prey to the Garriſon Soldiers, wiich ex- 
alted their courage to that degree, that they re- 
queſted Macicaus the Governour to lead them forth 
to the liege of Andruſa a Garriſon of the 7xrks not 
far diſtant from Corone, but their coming being dif- 
covered, they could not ſurprize it as they inten- 
derl, yet rantacked the Suburbs, and made great 
laughter of the Turk: Horiemen, quartering there- 
in, though with the loſs of Macicaus the Governour, 
and divers othzrs; yet not long atter they took the 
City, being abandoned by the Garriſon as not te- 
nable ; but upon their return to Corone, the Plague 
began to rage lo fearfully, that fearing if they ſtay, 
they ſhould all periſh, and fit opportunity offering, 1t 
ſelf by reaſon of the Arrival of ſeveral Galleys 
from Sicily with Corn, all the Spaniards, together 
with as many Greeks as would imbarqued with the 
Cannon, and what elſe they thought convenient 3 
leaving the Town to be again pollelled by the 
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Turks, though not without the conſent of the Em- | 


peror. Anne 1534 Aloyſis Grittus, Son to the Duke 
of Venice, and Solymans great. Favourite, being by 
him made Leiutenant of Hungary inwardly envying 
at Americus Vayuod of Tranſylvania at the inſtance 
of one Docia, cauſed him to be murthered 1n his 
Tent, which ſo incenſed the Tranſylvanians, that 
they Arming themſelves to the number of Forty 
Thouſand, under the Leading AMaylat, a Valiant 
Gentleman, and Kinſman to the Yayvod, purſued 
the Murtherer, who fled to Mega, which the [ran- 
ſlvanians beſieged, and not without great difficulty 
took, and in it Aloyſus and Docia ;, the former of 
which they beheaded, and the latter tore 1n pleces, 
taking the ſpoil of their Goods, which was very 
great ; for about Aloyſius were found as many pre- 
cious ſtones as were eſteemed worth Forty Mil- 
lions. 

Solyman thirſting after Glory, and reſolving not 
to let his Soldiers lye idle, reſolved to invade at 
once both Africk and Perſia : the charge of the firſt 
he committed to Zarbaruſa, (who of a poor Fiſher- 
Boy became a Pirate, and afterward King of Argzre, 
and then travelling to Conſtantinople, was upon the 
recommendation of Achometes the Great Baſſa, made 
one of the Baſſas of Solymans Council.) Whercup- 
on he canſed all his Galleys to be ina readineſs, ap- 
pointing the aforeſaid Barbarxſa Admiral of all his 
Sea Forces ; who had no ſooner taken upon him the 
Command, but failing out of Heleſpontrs with Eighty 
Galleys, (leaving Amurath with twelve to tranſport 
Solymans Army in to Aſia ,) he ſhaped his courſe for 
Ttaly, when paſſing the Straights between Jraly and 
Sicily , he brought ſuch a fear upon the Inhabitants 
on either ſhoar, that they fled with all their ſub- 
Itance further into the Countrey ; after which, m 
laye 
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layed ſiege to Saint Lucidizs, formerly called Tempſa» 
which he took, putting moſt of the Inhabitants to 


| the Sword, from whence with a rich booty, and 
> many Priſoners, he marched to Citrarium, which he 


took and burnt, together with Seven Galleys that 


| lay in the Port ; and ſo failing oy Maples, he ſeized 
upon Spelunca, from which he marched over Land 


to Funds, ten miles from Spelunca, on purpoſe as 
was thought to have ſeized on fula Gonzaga, a Lady 
of incomparable Beauty, whom he intended to have 
preſented to Solyman, but ſhe though half naked 
getting on Horſeback, fled to the Mountains, yet 
he took the City, .and put moſt of the Inhabitants 
to the Sword ; and fo coaſting along Italy, and ra- 
king many Cities, Towns, and Caſtles, he brought 
ſuch a fear upon Kome (once Miſtreſs of the World) 
that many conjeCtured that it he went directly thi- 
ther with his Fleet, the Romans would have forſa- 
ken the City ; but then contrary to the expectation 
of moſt, he ſhaped his Courle for Africk, reſolving 
to invade the Kingdom of Tanes, over which Reig- 
ned one Muleaſſes, having a little before ſtepped in- 
to the Throne, by treacheroufly caulting to be 
Murthered all his Brethren, except Roſcetes and Ab- 
demelech ;, the former of which having tryed his ut- 
moſt fortune for the recovery of the Kingdom, 
in right appertaining to him as Elder Brother to 
Mu'eaſſes, he for his ſafety was fled 10 Conſtantino- 
ple, which opportunity Solyman laying hold on, to 
advantage his Wars in. Afric:, kept him as a Pri- 
ſoner at large, ſo that Babaruſſa landing, and every 
where proclaiming the Name of Roſceres, whom the 
Moors and Numidians greatly favoured, hating Mx- 
leaſſes for his extraordinary Tyranny ; he had Bs- 
ferta immediately put into his poſſeſſion, the Moors 
thinking, as indeed the Turks gave it out, that 

A as Roſcetes 
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Roſcetes was in the Fleet, and that the Turks had 
made 1o great a Preparation to reſtore him to his 
Fathers Kingdom. 

Barbaruſſa having ſecured Biſertz with a ſtrong 
Garrilon, doubling the Promontorie where old Car- 
thage ſtood, came to Gullerta, a [trong Caltle itand- 
ing within the Bay of Tanis, where in token of 
Friendſhip he ſaluted it, and had the like retur- 
ned; but upon the requeiting the ſurrender there- 
of,, he was an{wered, that it ſhould be alwaies at 
his Command, who ruled the City of Twnes, fy 
tinat returning from thence, he came before the Ci- 
ty, upon which by the perſwaſion of ſuch as affe- 
&cd Roſcetes, Muleaſſes fled with a ſmall number of 
his Favourites, and for haſte left behind him moſt 
of his Treaſure, which afterwards became a prey to 
the Enemy ; Muleaſſes fled, the people joyfully re- 
ceived Barbarufſa into Tunes, and with eager Eyes, 
and longing expectations , flockt ' into the high 
{treets to have a light of their new King, but when 
they perceived him not, and heard the Soldiers 1n 
their Acclamations name none but Solyman and Bar- 
varuſſa, they began to doubt as the truth was that, 
inſtead of their new King, whom they ſo much de- 
fired, thay had received the Turkiſh Government, 
which above all things they utterly abhorred; 
which ſuſpicion once confirmed by ſeveral of Roſcer's 
Friends, whom Barbaryfſa had brought with him on 
purpoſe to delude the people, who grieved to ſee 
the ruine of their Countrey at hand, for fear of 
preſent danger did not ſpare to tell their Friends 
and Acquaintance, that in vain they expected Roſce- 
tes, who remained in Bonds at Conſtantinople z which 
wrought fo ſudden an alteration in the minds of 
he Citizens, that perceiving themſelves deceived 
at the inſtance of Abdahar the Meſuar, or chief Mar 
g£1ſtrate; 


ad 
his 
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giitrte who had before perſwaded Muleaſſes to fly,in 
hopes of bringing in Roſceres, they every where run 
to their Arms, and from all parts of the City aflai- 
led the Zurks, but for the molt part being lightly 
Armed, and in a tumultuary dj:order they were not 
able-ro ſtand the fury of the Harquebuſters , but at- 
ter a long and obſtinate Fight, w herein a great 
number were killed on both tides, they ſubmitted 
themſelves; of which Mz'/eaffes having notice, fled 
to Conſtantina, the Regal Ciry of Dorax, a Num 
dian Prince his Kin man, where he remained in fafe- 
ty till the coming ot Charles the Emperor into 
Africk, as will appear in the ſequel oft this Hiltory. 

Ties thus taken, or rather furprized by Barbe- 
ruſſa, all the other Cities thereto appertaining, 
were won with little difficulty, and annexed to the 
Turkiſh Empire, till they were avain ſandred by the 
Germans, and Mwleaſſes the Exil'd King reſtored = 
the Emperor : And in this poſture, leaving the 
fairs of Africh, 1 ſhall take a view of Solyman's pro- 
ceeding againſt the Perſtans. 

Hiſmael being dead, and Tamas his Son ſucceeding 
him, /brahim the Great Baſſa, who could do all with 
Salyman, perſwaded him that now a fit opportunity 
offered to be revenged on the Perſians, and the ra- 
ther by the revolt of Ulemus, a Noble Man of Per- 
fa, who had Eſpouſed King Tama's Sifter, who ha- 
ving Imbelled the Revenues of the Crown, for fear 
of being calied to account for ſo doing, was fled to 
Conſtantinople : But Solyman's Mother, and fair Con- 
cubine Roxolan greatly delirous of his Company, 
much oppoſed the Morion of the B2ſa, laying before 
| Solyman the danger and inconveniency of ſo tedious 
and dangerous an Expedition ; but not being able 
to prevas., they ever after became Ibrabin's. Mor- 


tal Enemies, not leaving to urge Solyman, till at 
laſt 
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laſt he gave command that he ſhould be mur- 
thered. 

Solyman reſolved upon an expedition againſt the 
Perſian, to revenge, as he pretended, the manifold 
injuries done to his Grandfather, Father, and him- 
ſelf, raiſed a great Army, part of which he ſent be- 
fore him, under the Command of Ibrahim the Great 
Baſſa, and Vlema the Fugitive Perſian, who by haſty 
Marches over the Mountains, and along the Banks 
of Emupbrates,that ſetting down before the great City 
Taurus, and the Citizens deſpairing to be relieved 
by their King, he had the City delivered 1nto his 
poſieſſion, of which King Tames having notice, ha- 
ited thither with his Army , but e're he attcmpt 
any thing for the recovery thereof, Solyman with 2 
great multitude of Soldiers had joyned the Baſſa, 
whereupon he thought it not good to give Battl? 
to ſo powerful an Enemy, bat to hover about h13 
Camp, and take all advantages, well knowing ſucn 
a World of people could not ſubliſt, without ex- 
ceeding ſtore of Proviſions and other neceſlaries; 
which device of the Per42n, Solyman well perceiving, 
left a ſtrong Garriſon in Taurzs, and marched apainſt 
him, who ſtill retired before the Turks, even to 
the Walls of Su/tania; near to which, Solyman pitCch- 
ing his Camp, lay many dayes to expect him ; du- 
ring which tim?, ſuch a horrible Tempeſt aroſe, 
that the Winds driving the Snow off from the ſteep 
Hills, buryed many Thouſands of the Turks alive, 
overthrowing molt of their Tents, and although 
it was but the middle of September, froze fo hard, 
that many were froze to Dzath, others loſt the uſe 
of their Limb3, and moſt of the Camels and Horles 


periſhed ; which bad Omen, tozether with their Ap- 


prehenſions they had of the approach of the Ene- 
my, an4 the horrible darkneſs of the Night, ſo dil- 
couraged 
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couraged the Soldiers that they would all haye fled, 


had they known which way. This Tempeſt they 
concluded to be raiſed by the Perſian Magicians to 
deſtroy them, but whether ſo, or not, it greatly 
diſcouraged Solyman, io that railing his Camp, he 
marched into Afſyria, and ſet down before Babylon 
now Bagdat; which being altogether unprovided, 
upon the flight of the Governour, tell into his hands, 
as likewiſe did moſt of the Cities, both of Afyria 
and Meſopotamia ;, and io far extended the terror of his 
Name ; that moſt of the Countreys round about, 
kent their Embaſſadors to tender their ſubjection ; 
and in Babylon he: Wintered his Army, placing Go- 
vernours in the adjacent Cities. And a Beglerbeg, 
as they proudly-term him, that ts, a Lord of Lords. 
In Babylon, and under him, divers S4nzacks, or pet- 
ty Lords, during his aboad here, he alſo cauſed his 
chief Treaſurer to be executed for  Imbelling his Re- 
yenues. 

Tamas the Perſian King having by this time rai- 
ſed a conſiderable Army , marched to T ar, at 
whoſe approach the Garriſon fled z of which Soly- 
man having notice; and being ſtrengthned with new 
ſupply out of Egypr, Syria, Tuden, and Comapena ; 
he left Babylon, reſolving to provoke the Perſian to 
Battle, or to ſack his regal City Tawris before his 
face, but Tames knowing, himſelf roo weak to give 
hum Battle, at his approachdrew out his Army, and 
fled into the Mountains of Hyrcana, deſtroying all 
before him, to prevent its falling into rhe hands of 
his Enemies ; upon whole departure, the Citizens 
opened their Gates to the 7urks, whom they were 
no wayes able to reſiſt; yet notwithſtanding, at 
the Commandwent of Sofyman, the City wis fack- 
ed, the Kings Palace, and other ſtately Buildings 
leyelled with the Ground, and a great number of 
the 
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the Citizens lead into miſerable Captivity , and 
thinking himſelf ſufficiently revenged, he reſolved 
to return with his Army into Meſopotamia ; but 
having notice rhat the Perſian was following, even 
at his heels,he divided his Forcesleaving the Baſſas of 
Cai/ and Syria with Ulemus the Fugitive Perfian, with 
Eighteen Thouſand to follow in the rere of his Army, 
to repel the aſſaults of the Fore-runners of 7 amas's 
Army; he marched with the reſt by ſpeedy Jour- 
neys to Amida, now called Caraemida: In the mean 
while Tamas coming. to Tanris with his Army, be- 
ing the flowr of Parthia, Media, Iberia, and Arme- 
nia; and beholding what deſolation the Turks had 
made in that famous City, was ſo inraged thereat, 
that he would have purſued them with all his Army 
to revenge the injury at/ the: hazard of a Battle, but 
being perſwaded they were gone too far to be over- 
taken, and the Gentlemen of which his Army chtefly 
conſiſted, ſeemed altogether unwilling to undertake 
{o tedious a march, he was content. to ſtay at Tauris, 
and ſend Delimenthes, a Noble Man of Perſia, (who 
treely offered himſelf to undertake it ) with- Fire 
Thouſand ſwift Horſe to follow them; and as he 
{aw his advantage: to cut off the Enemies rear, the 
which he ſo ſpeedily performed, that ſurprizing 
the Eighteen Thouſand under the Command of the 
two Baſſas, and Ulemzs, as they lay ſecurely near 
the Caſtle of Belrhis, that being aſliſted with the 
Garriſon Soldiers, he put them almoſt all to the 
Sword, , the Baſſas and Ulemas hardly eſcaping up: 
on their ſwift Horſe to tell the news, for which 
ſervice he was highly rewarded by Tamas. 

Thele reiterated loſſes greatly perplexed Solyman, 
ſo that calling to mind the prefages his Mother had 
made of his evil ſucceſs in that expedition of that he 
was wholly lead thereto by the Council ibn 
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he therefore conceived ſuch a diſpleaſure againſt him, 
as ended in his deſtruftion : for upon his Arrival to 
Conſtantinople, he gave tuch countenance to thoſe 
that brought complaints, againſt which before they 
durſt not do ; that at the earneſt Requeſt of Roxolara, 
whoſe Son Bajazer the Baſſa hindred from aſpiring 
to the Empire, and rather favouring Muſtapha, So- 
ly mans Son by another Woman, that he conſented 
to his being made away ; and by reaſon he had 
ſworn never to injure his perſog whilſt he lived; 
he cauſed for the ſaving of his Oath, an Eunuch 
to cut his Throat whilſt he ſlept ; which Jeſuirical 
Evaſion he learned of the Arfri, or Chief Maho- 
metan Prieſt, who being conlulted on the matter, 
zave his opinion that Men only are alive, when 
they Move, Aft, and Enjoy their perfe&t Sences : 
and that ſleep depriving them of their reaſonable 
Faculties, rendered them as dead Men. Some there 
are that report the fall of this great Man, who 
whilſt he ſtood high in his Maſters favour, in ef- 
tet ruled the Turkiſh Empire to be cauſed by his 
too much favouring the Chriitians, who having in 
his younger years been brought up in that profeſ- 
ſion, ſtil continued a Chriltian in his heart ; and 
that to ſpare the ſhedding of Chriſtian Blood as 
muchas in him lay : He turned the Emperors For- 
ces againſt the Infdels ; yet, however it happened, 
his Body with a great welght fixed to it, was caſt 
into the Sea, and all his Wealth, which was ineſtt- 
mable, except a ſmall portion alotted for the main- 
tenance of his Wife and Children, was ſeized to the 
behoof of Solyman. 

Tunes as aforeſaid being taken by Barbaruſa, and 
all the other Cities obliged to ſubmit to the Tur- 
kiſb obedience, Charles the Emperor, who was like- 
wile King of Spain, not liking fo potent a Neigh- 
bour, 
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bour leavyed great Forces , ſolicited thereto by 
Muleaſſes the Exil'd King z and1n revenge of the In. 
juries ſuſtained by Barbaruſſa, reſolved to drive him 
out of that part of Africk, when appointing Al- 
phonſus, D"valus, Vaſtimz, General of the Footmen ; 
he with Seven Hundred Sail of great and ſmall 
Ships and Galleys, ſtood with the African Coaſt, 
when dubling the Promontory of Carthage came to 
an Anchor betore a Caſtle, which by reaſon of a 
great Well beneath, is it called by the name of 
Aquaria, or the Water Caltle : ; whole unexpeCted 
arrival ſo terrified Barbaruſſa, dreaming, of nothing 
leſs that he was about to have fled with all his Turks; 

but then fearing to fall into Selymans diſpleaſure, 
which to do, he | knew was certain death 3 upon ſe- 
cond thoughts, though he reſolved to make all the 
defence he was able againſt fo power'2] an Army as 
the Emperor lead after him, and thereby get him 
the name of a valiant Soldier, though he deſpaired 
with the Forces he had to keep either the Cities cr 
Caſtles; whereupon he did what he could to in- 
courage his men with many vain-glorious-ſpeeches z 

and into the {trong Ciitle of Galerta, ſtanding upon 
the bottom of the B 'y of Carthaze upon a point of 
Land incompaſſed almoſt round with the Sea, and 
the great Lake ; he thruit his moſt reſolute Captains 
and Janizaries, himſelf remaining in 7 2:5 to expect 
{upplyes o:t of Numidza; at what time the Empe- 
ror having with his great and fmall ſhot obliged 
thoſe that guarded the ſhoar to retire: He landed 
his men, and tntrenched them every Nation by 
themlelves, during which, they had frequent skir- 
miſhes with the Namidian Horlemen, nor were they 
leſs moleſted by the Garrifon, who fallyed as often 
as they ſay. their advzantage ; when one dayes fally- 
1g, under the Comnand of Salacsan Arch-Pirate, 
thcy 
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they came up to the Mount, near the Caſtle, com- 
manded by Count Serney, a man famous both for the 
Honour of his Houſe, and great Exploits in War ; 
who not uling to be fo braved, deſcended with the 
Jtalians under his Command to drive them back by 
force ; but the Enemy being fa: ſuperiour in num- 
ber, and the Spaniards who were intrenched next. 
him, looking on, and not coming out to ſuccour him, 
hethere hghting valiantly,was llain;but the Spaniards, 
though they ſecretly rejoyced at the overthrow of 
the Count, who had ſo often eclipſed their Glory, 
fared not better; for the next day Tobacches ano- 
ther of the Tarks Captains fallying out, charged 
them in their Trenches, killing many of them, and 
taking what they found therein. 


Theſe Loſfles made the General ſharply reprove 
the Captains of their neglect of duty, in watching to 
prevent the dangerous attempts of ſo politique an 
Enemy 3 which ſo wrought with the Captains and 
Soldiers, that to regain their credit, they vowed 
to ſhun no danger, nor were they infteriour to their 
promiſe ; for G:afer, Captain of the Fanizaries fal- 
lying, out againſt the Spaniards, was himſelf lain to- 
gether with moſt of his Men whom the Chriſtians 
purſued, even to the Gate of the Cezſtle, and had 
entered with thoſe that fled, had not thoſe that 
were entered, ſhut out a great number of their Fel- 
lows to prevent it, who were all ſlain or taken 
Priſoners: after which, the Emperor cauled his 
Batteries to be mounted, whillt Auria with the 
Fleet blocked up the Caſtle to the Sea-ward, lo that 
what from the Ships and the Mcunts, the great 
Ordnance in mnnrer ot an Fartt qui ke fo terribly 
roared, that their ccntirral tlitcating mede ll 
leem as if the Farth wceuld huve rent in finder, 


fre 
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and canſed the Sea, which before was calm, to 
mount, as if it had been inraged with a Tempeſt ; 
the Air likewiſe became thick, and the Sky was 
darkred with ſmoak, ſo that aſter tea hours inceL. 
fant battery, the Vamures, and Walls ot the Caſtle 
were in many places beaten down : the Turks Ca- 
non and Canoneers lying buried together in the 
Rubbiſh, ſo that the delendants utterly deſpairing 
Jonger to hold it, fled overa wooden Bridge layed 
for that purpoſe, who being fiercely purſued by the 
Chriſtians, were moit of them ſlain; inſomuch, 
that the Surface of the Lake was well nigh covered 
with deal bodies. 


The ſtrong Caſtle thus taken, and moſt of the 
Turks Fleet of Galleys at Anchor 1n the Lake, yiel- 
ded tothe Conqueror ; upon notice of which, A 
leaſſes tlie Mooriſh King came tothe Emperors Tent, 
and humbled himſelf at his Feet, promiling to be- 
come his tributary, deliring as his Veſial to be re- 
ceived 1ato his protcction, twearing never to forget 
ſo great a Benclit, with many the like expreſſions; 
which ſo moved the Emperour, that he promiſed 
to reſtore him without any other Tribute, than 
yearly paying, a brace of Falcons, and a brace of 
Barbary Horles ; as likewiſe to maintain a Thouſand 
Chriſtian Soldiers to keep for him the Caſtle of 
Guletta, and cvcr aftcr tobe kind to all Chriſtians 
cither Inhabiting, or that fhould have occaſion to 
paſs through his Countrey , telling him further, 
that if he failed in any point, thoſe Armes that re- 
ſtored him, could ay-ain depolſe him. 


Matters thus conciuded, the Emperour marched 
azainſt Tun, where Barbariſſa, with the remain-

; Barbaruſſa not thinking himfelt ſafe at Hippona, 
© | upon the coming of Aria with the Fleet, fled to 
EB h Arpiery 
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Argier, of which the Emperor having notice, he 
placing Mwleaſſes in the Kingdom of Timneſſes, and 
furniſhing Guletta with all manner of Warlike 
Proviſion, with a Thouſand Spaniards to ſecure it, 
returned in 1 riumph to Naples, Anno 1537 ; when 
the ſame year Solyman envying at the Portugals trade 
in the Eaſt-Indies, ſent Solyman Baſla, accompanied 
with Aſas Beg, a famous Pirate, commonly called 
the Moor of Alexandria, with a Fleet to moleſt 
them, who failing through the Red-Sea, came as 
far as the River Inud«s, where with all their power 
they aſſaulted Dium a Caſtle of the Portugals, ſci- 
tuate upon the mouth of that great River; but af- 
ter many dayes ſiege, both by Sea and Land having 
tryed their utmoſt force, they were glad to retire, 
leaving behind them for haſt moſt of their great 
Ordnance : when coming to Aden, a rich City in 
Arabia Felix , they allured the King thereof on 
board their Galleys, with promiſe of fafe condudt, 
but having him in their power contrary to their 
Oaths, they hafiged him up at the Yards Arm of 
the Admirals Galley, and plundered the City ; the 
like they did to another City in the ſame Tradt cal- 
led Zibith, and returned to Conftantinople , one by 
Sea, and the other by Land ; at what time Solymar 
ſolicited thereto by 7ohn Forreſt the French Kings 
Ambaſſador, was preparing for the Invaſion of 
ſtaly, and having, for that purpoſe raiſed Two Hun- 
dred Thouſand Men, ſending before him Lutzis Baſ- 
ſa, and Barbarsſſa, with .a great Fleet, who landing 
at Otranto, and conducted by one Troilus Pigna tellus, 
a Fugitive /talian, ſeized on Caſtram, which contra- 
ry to their Faith given, they plundered ; carrying 
molt of the people Priſoners, at what time Solyman 
had by night ſent over ſeveral Troops of Light- 
Horſemen 1n great Paſendars, who running all along 
the 
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the Sea Coaſt from Tarentum to Brundufium, for the 
ſpace of Forty miles, rummaged the Countrey, car- 
rying away a great booty , and had been likely 
enough, had Solyman, as he intended, ſeconded them 
with his great power to have overrun all 7aly ; but 
providence ſo ordered it, that by the wilfulneſs of 
Alexander Contarenus a Venetian Captain, who meet- 
ing with the Admiral of Cal;polis, and he not vail- 
ing his top-ſail, nor in token of Reverence and 
Friendſhip diſcharge his great Ordnance, offended 
with his proud inſolency, fiercely aſſailed the Squa- 
dron of Galleys under his command, of which he 
ſunk two, the Admiral himſelf periſhing in one of 
them, and not long after, for the like inſolency, 
the Yenetian Admiral cauſed Funutbens , Solymans 
chief Interpreter, paſling by Corcyre to be aſlailed, 
when to ſave himſelf and his Twrks, he forceing, his 
Galleys on ſhoar near unto the Mountains , called 
Acroceraunii, he fell into a worſe danger, for being 
taken by the Mountainiers, moſt of his people were 
ſlain, and himſelf hardly releaſed for a great ſum 
of money. 

Theſe Breaches of Peace, as the Turks termed 
them, ſo much incenſed So/yman, that he recalled 
his Forces then in Pxglia, reſolving to turn his 
whole power upon the FYenet:ans, upon whoſe re- 
turn Azria falling in with Twelve Galleys laden 
with Janizaries, and choſen Horſemen of the Court 
after a ſharp conflict to them all, which proved a 
great weakning, to the Tyrants Fleet, yet he deſpe-- 
rately bent againſt the Yenerians, reſolving to take 
trom them the rich Iſland of Crcyra, but by the 
way himſelf had like to have bcen flain in his Tent 
by a Mountainier, which had bcen effected, had he 
not been diſcovered by the cracking of a bough ; 
to revenge which, ke ſent his Janizaries, and other

his approved Soldiers, who hunting the people in. 
habiting the high and rough Mountains of Chimera, 
like wild Beaſts killed many of them, and returned 
with ſuch ſpoil, as they found, after which, he with 
a great Fleet landed on the Iſle of Corcyra, now cal. 
led Corfu, (for fear of whom, the Yeretian Admiral 
withdrew with his Galleys into the Aadriatick Gulf 
there to expect the other part of his Fleet) yet ha- 
ving a long while battered the chief City, in vain 
he contenting himſelf with the ſpoil of the Villages, 
and Sixteen Thouſand Chriſtian Priſoners departed; 
and in his return landing on the Iſle of Naxos, ſum: 
moned the City, which not being furniſhed to op- 
poſe ſo powerful an Army, conſented to pay the 
Tyrant Five thouſand Duckates a year Tribute, 
ad to hold the Seigniorie of him, whereupon, with- 
out doing further harm, he departed to Conſtantins- 
ple; at whoſe return Zutzis Balla was accuſed by his 
Wite, Solymans Siſter of Sodomy, and for that ſhe ha- 
ving in private reproved him thereof, he had 
ſtruck her a box on the Ear, and confined her as a 
Priſoner to her Chamber ; which complaint ſo in- 
cenſed So/yman, who for his Sifters fake had raiſed 
him from a low Degree, to the higheſt Honour 
next himlelf, that he baniſhed him into Macedsnu, 
wherc he ſpent the remainder of his dayes In a poor 
and private life. 

Though Selyman was returned to Conſtantinople, 
yet his Wars with the Yenetians ended not, for he 
ſent ſtrict command to his Governours and Lieute- 
nants bordering upon their frontiers, to vex them 
them viith all manner Hoſtilities; who were not 
wanting to ſatisfe him <herein, nor the Yenetians 
on their part to revenge the injuries; but the fierce- 
neſs of the Txrks were ſomewhat reſtrained by a 
War undertaken by King Ferdinand againſt them, 
to 
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to revenge former injuries, who raiſing a great po- 
wer of gallant Soldiers of divers Nations, ſent them 
under the leading of Cazziarer, by whoſe Cowar- 
dize in leading them through Woods, and by-wayes, 
many of them periſhed for hunge; ; others to avoid 
that calamity, deſerted him, and 1n fine, the Gene- 
ral forſaking. his Army (tor which he was after- 
ward executed) It was overthrown near Exek, and 
all the Soldiers either ſlain, or taken Priſoners. 
The news of this great overthrow much trou- 
bled the Chriſtian Princes to repair ; which dil- 
grace the Emperor, the Yerer:iars, and the Pope ſet 
out a great Fleet of Galleys, which meeting at Corcy- 
74, the Admirals conſulted what was beſt to be 
done, when upon notice that Barbaruſſa lay with the 
Ta,kiſh Galleys in the Bay of Ambracia, they reſol- 
red to fail thither, where having a while braved 
him, the bold Turk, incited thereto by one of So!y- 
mans Eunuchs, came forth to give them battle, 
which Auria perceiving contrary to the minds of 
the Captains, ſtood away to Corcyra, in the rear of 
whom the Turks fall, took ſeveral of the ſtragling 
Galleys : This retreat, or rather flight, much eclip- 
ſed the fame of Auria, who before was atcounted a 
kcond Neptune ; but being ſtill followed by Barba- 
wa, he returned into /raly, to the great diſlike of 
the Yenetians, without effecting any thing worthy 
of memory ; which gave the proud Turk opportu 
nity to make great ſpoil on the Sea Coaſt, and on 
the Iſlands of the Sea, yet held by the Fenetians, 
and to recover Caſtranovum, a little before taken Dy 
the Chriſtians, though not without infinite flaugh- 
ter on either ſide; ir being for a long time mantully 
defended by Sarmentus a Valiant Spanijh Captain , 
who amongſt heaps of lain expired in the bed of 
Honour. | 
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Things being at this paſs, the Emperor made 7 
ce with the French King, both which Potent ates 
olicited the Yenetians by their Embaſſadors to con- 
tinue the War againſt Solyman , but they weary 
thereof, as lying moſt obnoxious to his fury, could 
not be perſwaded thereto, but laboured to procure 
2 peace, which with much difficulty they obtained, 
In conſideration whereof they yield unto him Nau- 
plium and Epidaurm, two Cities of Peloponeſms, to- 
gether with Nadium and Labrania, two Caltles of 
Dalmatia, which happened by reaſon the ſecrets of 
their Embaſſey was beforehand diſcovered to Soly- 
man by ſeveral treacherous Yenetians, bribed by 
him for that purpoſe; ſome of which being after- 
ward taken, were worthily executed at the ſame 
time; a ſecret conſideration between Fohn King of 
Hungary, and Ferdinand King, of Bohemia (including 
that upon the deceaſe of the former, the latter 
ſhould enjoy his Kingdom) was diſcovered to Soly- 
man, which grievouſly incenſed him againſt the Hus- 
garian King, whom by his Armes he had reſtored 
to his Kingdom to appeaſe, which he was content 
to marry /ſabella, Daughter to Sigiſmund, King of 
Polonia, by whom he had Iſſue a Son, who after his 
Fathers Death was crowned King of Hungary, and 
taken into S-/ymans proteCtion, by that means berea- 
ving King Ferdinand of his hope of a peaceable poſ- 
ſeſſion ; whereupon after having requeſted it by his 
Embaſladors of So/yman, and deſpairing that way to 
obtain it, he with a great Army entercd-the King- 
dom, and ſeized upon Vicegrade, Pefth, Vacia, and 
Alba Regalis: To oppoſe which ſudden Tempeſt 
e'reit had ſwept away all her Cities; the Queen 
ſent her Embaſladors to Solyman to crave Aid againſt 
King Ferdinand, whereupon he not only ſent the 
young, King her Son ſeveral Rich Preſents, but his 
[etters 
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Letters Mandatory to his Lieutenants on the Fron- 
tiers, with all their Forces to aſſiſt her, threatning 
that if by their negle& ſhe received any dammage, 
their heads ſhould make fatisfaftion ; and withal, 
cauſed Laſcus, King Ferdinands Emballador at that 
time reſiding at Conſtantinople to be impriſoned. 

This news was joyful to the Queen, whereupon 
ſhe drawing together all her Forces, joyned them 
with thoſe Mahometes, and Ustref, two of Solymans 
Baſſas had brought into the field, and immediately 
layed ſiege to Yacia which they took, and to pre- 
vent its again falling into the hands of the Bohe- 
mians, ſet it on fire; Yacia thus layed waſte, they 
removed to Peſth, to which they layed ſtraight ſiege, 
but after many unſucceſsful attempts to carry it b 
ſtorm, raiſed their Camp, and returned over Dan#- 
bizs, upon which King Ferdinand ſent a great Arm 
under the Leading of the Lord William Regendorff, 
who entring the Kingdom, layed ſiege to Buda, 
and ſent Meſlengers to ſummon the Queen to ſurren- 
der the City to his Maſter, and that in lieu there- 
of, and of the other Cities, ſhe ſhould have be- 
ſtowed on her freely the Seignory of Sepuſia, to 
which George, Biſhop of Yeradium, who altogether 
governed the Queen, anſwered that ſhe ſhould accept 
no ſuch proffer , and with many opprobrious words 
diſmiſſed the Meſſengers, whereupon Regendorff ha- 
ving mounted his Canon, furiouſly battered the Ci- 
ty, making ſeveral wide breaches, but they were 
lo notably defended, that the Germans nor Spaniards 
could not enter, which they perceiving, ſo dealt 
with one Bornemiſſa a great man in the City, that he 
promiſed to deliver them a Gate in the night to 
enter by, which accordingly he performed, but ha- 
ving agreed that none but Hungarians ſhould enter, 
the better to prevent the effufion of blood ; and Re- 
Bbq gendorff 
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gendorff contrary to that agreement, ſending in Gey- 
mans under the Leading of their Captains, to be 
more ſure of the City, the Traitor repenting of 
what he had undertaken, refuſed to lead them to 
the Market place, aad they ſtill remaining in the 
narrow ſtreets, and not knowing which way to 20, 
a ſufficient number could not enter e're the Alarum 
was taken, upon which the Citizens, and Garriſon 
Souldiers running, to their Armes, aflaulted them 
on every ſide, who being in a ſtrange place, and 
their fear augmented by the terror of the night, 
fled back faſter than they advanced. 

Spring being come, Solyman ſent a great Army un- 
der the Leading of MMahometes Balla, to the Aſſiſtance 
of the Queen ; which paſſing, the Danubius intren- 
ched within half a mile of the Bohemians, Germans, 
and Traltans, under the command of the Lord Repen- 
do;j/, and dayly with skirmiſhes perplexed him, ha- 
ving likewiſe fortified an Iſland lying in the River, 
called Ceppelia, as the General of the Chriſtians had 
done another oppolite to his Camp, between which 


paſled likewiſe many skirmiſhes, but at length the 


Turks pouring a great number of their men on 
ſhoar in the Ifland held by the Chriſtians, cauſed 
them to leave the Fortifications, and flie over the 
Bridge layed to pals, and repaſs to the Camp, but 
by the valour of the German Soldiers all was quick- 
ly regained, and the City furiouſly aſſaulted, though 
without ſucceſs, for that a great number of the be- 
jieged continually kept ſuch breaches as the- Canon 
had made, and the Beſtegers, by reaſon of the 
nearne(s of the Turks Army, durſt not go to the 
aflault in ſfach number as otherwiſe they might have 
done, yet they had lo battered the Walls, that they 
deſpaired not to win It ina ſhort time; but in the 
height of their Expectation, news came, that Soly- 
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man with a great power, was near at hand to joyn 
the Baſla already incamped , which infuſed ſuch a 
fear into the Chriſtians that the Soldiers whether 
their General would or no, reſolvedto raile the Seige 
and paſs the Danubiw. So that he was conſtrain- 
ed to accord to the reſolves, and in the dead of the 
night raiſed the Siege, but not fo ſecretly bnt the 
Turks had norice ſent them of what had happened, 
by thoſe in the City : Whereupon burſting out of 
their Camp, and the Citizens at the ſame time fal- 
lying by the light of a ſtack of ſtraw, and purſued 
them with great [laughter ; inſomuch that moſt part 
of the Army was either drowned in the haſty paſ- 
ſage, or fell by the Sword, not above a third part 
of them eſcaping to Comora. So that a great booty 
by that means fell into the hands of rhe Turks. 

Upon this defeat Peſth being deſerted of her Gar- 
riſon, was taken without reſiſtance by Caſon, the 
Turks Fleet then in the Danubiws, and moſt that 
were found therein put to the Sword. The Lord 
Regendorf as a man not delirous to outlive fo foul a 
diſhonour brought upon him by the wilfulneſs of his 
unruly Souldters, would have died fighting amongſt 
the thickeſt of his Enemy, had he not againlt his 
will by ſtrong hand been forced into a Pinace, and 
{o carryed by his Captains to Camora, within five 
days after Solyman came to Buda, and according to 
his wonted cruelty cauſed all the Prifoners to be put 
to death, and one amongſt the re!t a German Soul- 
dier being of wonderons height, he appointed to be 
ſlain by his Dwarff, whoſe head reached not palt his 
knees, which he ordered to be done in derifion of 
the German Nation. 

Solyman having pitched his Camp near Buda, ſent 
his Ambaſladors with Preſents to the Young, King, 
viz, Three beautiful Horſes, with their Eridles of 
Gold, 
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Gold, 2nd their Trapings ſet with precious ſtones, 
and three Robes of cloth of Gold, and unto every 
one of the chief Nobility a chain of Gold, and rich 
Gowns ; upon the delivery of theſe preſents, as they 
had it in charge, they requeſted that the Queen 
would cauſe the young King to be ſent ts the Camp 
to Solyman, who was greatly deſirous to fee him and 
that he was reſolved to take him and his Kingdon 
into proteCtion, until ſuch timeas he ſhould of him- 
ſelf be able to defend it againſt his potent Adverſfary, 
This requeſt of the Ambaſladors (though not with- 
out ſome ſcruple) was granted, and the young King 
being then in his ſwadling Cloths, was ſent in a rich 
Chariot, together with his Nurſe and ſeveral great 
Ladies,attended on by ſuch of the Nobility,to whom 
Solyman had fent preſents; upon whoſe Arrival the 
Tyrant took him in his arms, and looked upon him 
commandiug his ſons then preſent, viz: Selymus and 
Bajazet begotten on the fair Rowolana to kiſs him, 
in token of there love to him: from thence forward 
yet notwithſtanding theſe fair ſhews, he conlulted 
with his Baſla's whether he ſhould retain the King 
and ſeize on the Kingdom of Hungary, having before 
cauſed his Soldiers to poſleſs themſelves of one of the 
Gates of Buda, called Sabatina, it was likewiſe deba- 
ted whether all the Nobility then in his poſſeſſion 
ſhould be put to death, or carricd into bondage ; 
of all which opinions were ſome of his Baſla's, and 
others of a far more mild opinion. So that Solyman, 
when he well conſidered what had been argued, re- 
ſolved upon a method between the one and the 0- 
ther, when entering Buda on the 3oth. of Auguſt, 
anno 1541. after he had facrificed to his vain Pro- 
pket, in the Cathedral , dedicated to the Virgin 
AMary,he publiſhed a Decree (the fatal doom of that 
flouriſhing Kingdom , under which it at this day 
groans.)

rious device, daily expreſſing the hourly paſſing of 
' the tume, the motion of the» 2ts, the Change and 
Full of the Moon, the motion ©. the Superiour Orbs, 
ever moving by certain wheels or welghts curioully 
conveyed within the ſame, exa&tly keeping due time 
and motion, lively expreſſing the wonderful motion 
and converſion of the celeſtial frame, a curious and 
ſtrange peice of work deviſed and pertefted oy the 
moſt cunning Aſtronomers of Afaximilian the Empe- 
rour, whoſe noble mind never ſpared for any coſt 
to obtain things rare of ſtrange device. 

The Amballadors arriving, at S»lymans Camp, at» 
ter they had been feaſted by the Baila's with Mutton 
and Rice onely, and dclivercd their Preſents, they 

made 
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made it their requeſt that he would deliver Hungary 
to their Maſter,to whom of right it appertal ned;and 
that 1n lieu thereof he would become his tributary ; 
but were ſo far from having their deſires granted, 
that the proud Turk demanded tribute for Auſtria, 
the which being refuſed with diſdaign he ſent the 
Governour of Belgrade to ſpoil that Country , as 
likewiſe Moravia, to whom he joyned Caſor the Ad- 
miral of his Fleet ; but by reaſon of the overflow- 
ing of the Rivers and great Rains, it being now 
Autumn they were forced to return without doing 
any conſiderable dammage : after which Solyman ap- 
pointing a Hungarian of his own nams Governour of 
Bada returned to Cmſtatinople, having firſt ſet Laſ- 
cus King Ferdinand's former Ambaſſador (whom he 
held Priſoner) at Liberty, and within a while af- 
ter having cauſed Aayle Vayvod of Tranfilvania to be 
apprehended, and impriſoned contrary to his pro- 
mile, by Mahometes his great Baſla ; he to recom- 
pence the Queen of Hunzary and her fon for what he 
had taken from them, gave the young King the Pro- 
vince of Tranſfiluauta. 

Whilſt theſe things paſſed, the Emperour Charles 
at the earneſt requeſt of his Subjefts of Spain, to 
whoſe Trade the Pirates of A-rg:er had put a ſtop, 
prepared a great Fleet to invade the Kingdom, and 
take the City, at that time commanded by Aſar 
Aga, or Aſan the Eunuch, whom Barbaroſſa in his 
abſence had appointed his Lieutenant, when as the 
Emperour after conliderable dammage by ſhipwrack 
coming before the City of Argier ; ſent a Herald on 
ſhore to demand the City, and upon the refuſal of 
its delivery landed his men, who with great courage 
beating the Turks, Moors, and Numiadtans from their 
defences, leaped on ſhore, where after divers skir- 
miſhes they encamped in three Batrlez, being 1n all 
60000 
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60000 Men but long they had not conſidered which 
way to make their approaches, e're by a horrible 
Tempeſt ( ſuppoſed to be raiſed by Inchantment) 
which continued for the ſpace of two dayes, the 
greate/t part of rhe Fleet conſiſting of 280 Ships 
and Gallies was beaten, and ſuch as by ſwimming 
eſcaped the danger of tine Sca, were kill'd by the 
Numidians and Moors, who came down from the 
Mountains to enrich themiclves by the miſery of 
the Chriſtians. In this ſtorm which was accompa- 
nied with prodigious Rain, Thunder and Lighten- 
ing almoſt all the Proviſion, and great Ordnance 
were loſt : nor fared they on ſhoar much better, for 
there three parts of the Tents were torn up, and all 
things in them ſpoiled by the deluges of Water, 
ſo that Famine within three dayes ſorely vexed 
the Camp ; yet the Emperour, a man of invincible 
Courage, comforted his men in the beſt wiſe, cau- 
ſing ſuch Horſes as were on ſhoar to be killed, and 
their Fleſh diſtributed amongſt the Souldiers, which 
at than time proved excellent fare ; but finding he 
could not ſubſiſt, by the perſwalion of the Duke of 
Alva his General, he reſolved to imbark on thoſe 
few Ships and Gallies that were left, and return in- 
to Italy, whereupon to make room for the Souldiers 
he cauſed all the Horſes to be thrown overboard, 
but ſuch was his hard fortune, that he was no ſoog- 
er imbarked but another 'Tempelt terrible as the 
former, aroſe and ſcattering his Fleer, drove two 
Ships loaden with Spaniards into the Port of Argzer, 
who by reaſon of the departure of the other Gallics 
had been there (lain by the Moors and Aumidians, had 
not Aſan Aga at their earnelt requelt taken them 1ato 
mercy, and driven away the barbarous people, who 
like ravening Wolves tought eazerly to prey upon 
their Lives : Many ſhips 1a their return were like- 
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wiſe ſwallowed up of the Sea, but Heaven fo ordered 
it that at length the Emperour with the remainder 
of his ſhattered ſhips arrived at the Port of New 
Carthage in Spain, not being overcome by the Enemy 
but by the Tempeſt, his ſad diſaſter being at the 
beginning of his Expedition forctold, by a Witch 
then living in the City of Argrers. 

Frances the French King being greatly offended 
with the Emperor, for that Antonin Rinuo his Am- 
baſſador, upon his negotiation to Conſtantinople, was 
by ſome of the Emperors Captains ſlain, for that it 
being reported that he there diſcovered all the Em- 
perours intentions, and incenſed Solyman to takeup 
Arms againſt him, being the principal occaſion of 
his laſt Expedition into Hungary ; whereupon he 
having ſent Polinus in the ſtead of Rinwo, he incited 
Solyman to revenge the indignity as well offered to 
him as to himfelf, by ſending Barbarus with a ſqua- 
dron of Gallies to moleſt the coaſt of Spar, and the 
Emperours Territories in J/raly, whilſt his Maſter 
warred on his Countries in Flanders and other places. 
To undertake the like he ſolicited the Yenerians,but 
at that time both his negotiation proved ineffeAtu- 
al, for the Venetians utterly refuſed to intermeddle, 
and the Tarkat that time being but flenderly provi- 
ded with ſhipping, and thoſe was inforced to uſe on 
the Danabe for the defence of Hungary, which King 
Ferdinando in confederation with the German Princes 
invaded with a great Army, under the leading of 
Toachimns Marquels of Brandenburgh, who paſſing the 
Danubius encamped before Peſth, which they batter- 
e( for ſeveral dayes, making divers large breaches, 
but upon notice that Mauhomeres Baſſa was coming 
from elgrade, with a great Army t9 relieve the Ci- 
t, though the ftory was altogether fetgned , tie 
Cowarcly Ge:eral railed tie tiege, and returned to 
Vienna, 
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Viema where that great Army conſiſting of 50000 
Horſe and Foot was broke up, without doing any 
thing worthy of name. 

Solyman being rid of this fear began to hearken to 
the requeſt of the French Ambaſlador, and having 
Commanded R«ſtan Baſla his Son-in-law to Feaſt him, 
he gave order for the making ready his Fleet of 
Gallies, which he ſent under the command of Bar- 
baroſſa to the Aid of the French, who to wreck his 
private revenge called in the common Enemy, too 
prone of himſelf to lay Chriſtendom waſt. In their 
way when once diſpatched they took Rhegium,burnt 
it, and carried away the Garriſon, and Citizens, at 
which time Solyman with a great Army entered Hun- 
gary, to revenge himſelf upon the Authors of the 
late Hoſtilities, and had the ſtrong City and Caſtle 
of Walpo delivered to him by'the Souldiers, contra- 
ry to the will of the Governour , but he was no 
ſooner poſleſſed thereof then he gave them the due 
Reward of their Treachery, by cauſing them all 
to be put to the Sword ; and then having left there a 
ſuthcient Garriſon, he marched to Strigonium, ſend- 
ing Arwrathes Baſla with a part of the Army to take 
in Socloſia, which he having won, put moſt of the 
Inhabitants to the Sword. | 

Solyman having, layed ſiege in the mean while to 
Strigomum , in which commanded as Governours 
Liſcanns and Salamanca, two proud and covetous 
Spaniards, with a Garriſon of 1300 Souldiers, but 
ere Solyman began to batter the City, ke ſent to 
promiſe them Life, Liberty, and whatever Goods 
they were pollelſed of it they would furrender ; or 
upon refuſal to denounce ag2inft them all rhe miſe- 
ries that attend on ſtormed Cities, yet this nothing 
daunted the Souldiers, who returned tor aniwcr, 
that they repoſed their laſt hope um thctr Arms, 
aid 
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and were not to be won by gifts, nor terrified with 
threats, upon notice of which their ſtout reſoluti- 
on ke commanded his Cannon alrcady mounted to 
play from ſeveral Batteries, the which was put in 
Execution with ſuch fury, that the Walls were bea- 
ten down in ſeveral places, at which breaches the 
Turis in great number attempting to enter were bea- 
ten back three times ſucceſſively, with great loſs and 


ſlaughter, and amongſt the ſlain fell Bultaces Sanzach 


of Selymbria, a man of great account amongſt. the 
Turks, but in the end the weakneſs of the City being 
diſcovered to the enemy, by a fugitive Calabrian, 
the two aforciaid Governours conſulting for their 
ovn ſatety, intended ſecretly to leave the City, and 
carry with them all their Riches ; but their purpoſe 
being diſcovered to the Captains and Soldiers, they 
propoſed a parly, perſwading the defendants that 
the City was not to be held againſt ſo powerful ar 
Enemy ; upon which the City was yielded, and the 
Garriſon ſuch as would marched to P:fſonium, where 
the two cowardly Governours (who notwithſtanding 
the promiſe of ſafe conduct had been robbed by the 
Turks) were by Count Salme committed to ſafe cuſtc- 
dy, toanſwer for their cowardly yielding up the 
City. 

Strigonium being thus obtained on the 10th. of 
Aupuſt, Anno 15 43. and th2 Chriſtian Churches con- 
verted to the Mabomeran fuperitition, he marched to- 
wards {ba reoalss, taking in his way the Caſtle of 
Tattaantiently called Theodota, which he utterly ra- 
ſed; after which coming before Aba regalts, a City 
famous ſor the Coronation of the Hungarian kings, 
ſcituate in a Marſh, and incompatlled with a Lake : 

ic cauſed the ſaid Lake with infinite labour to be hl- 
Icd up and then after many terrible Allkults, in which 
he luit 20000 of hits men, 102k the Suburbs, preg 
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al he found therein to the ſword, and afterward 
had the City delivered into his poſleſſion, where en- 
tering, he contrary to his faith plighted, he cauſed 
the moſt wealthy Citizens to be ſlain; after which, 
leaving Ballabanus Governour thereof, and placing 
Governours 1n other places by hir1 ſubdued ; in this 
Expedition he returned to Conſtantinople. 

By this time Barbaruſſa and Polinus were arrived 
at Marſelles, where having refreſhed themſelyes, 
they departed to Province, where they laid liege to 
Nice, a City belonging to the Emperour, which at- 
tera long liege they took, but the Caſtle being de- 
fended with a ſtrong Garriſon, they in vain aſlaulted 
it, which ſo enraged Barbaruſſa, that he threatened 
to impriſon Polinxs for not performing, his promiſe 
made at CGnſtantinopleto furniſh his Army with all ne- 
ceſſaries, when as he ſaid Powder and ſhot were want- 
ing even in the Country of France,which divilion be- 
tween the French and the Turks was ended, by the 
raiſing the ſeige, upon notice that A/phonſus Vaſtus the 
Emperors General was coming out of Jraly with a 
great Army, when as the French Forces retiring, Bar- 
barufſa ſent moſt part of his Fleet to Argerr, with a 
command to return early the next ſpring to Marſeles. 

The great preparations of Barbara to aid the 
French King gave Mwleaſſes ſulpition that they were 
intended againſt him ; whereupon leaving the man- 
agement of the Afaires of his kingdom of Tires in 
the hand of his truſty Counſellors, as he tuppored, 
and the management ot his men of war, his ſon 
Amida, he went to Naples to wait upon Charles the 
Emperor, and of him to crave aid , when in the 
mean time by the peri{walion of ſuch as hated Mule- 
aſſes his ton uſurped his kingdom, who upon no- 
tice thereof returning with ſuch Forces as he could 
gather in Jraly, was overthrown, taken priſoner,

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and by his unnatural Son deprived of his ſight, deal. 
ing to him therein the ſame meaſure that he had 
dealt Yet the unnatural Son eſcaped not altoge. 
ther ſcotfree, for Tovarres Governour of Gullet for 
the Emperour, ſending for Abdamelech brother to 
Muwleaſſes, of whom I have before ſpoken, he in the 
abſence of Amida ſurprized the City and Caſtle of 
Tunis, but injoyed no more then 26 dayes e're he 
died when leaving his Son Mahometes a Child his 
Succeſlor, he was ſoon thruſt out and Amida reſto 
red, whereupon Muleaſſes fled firſt to Guletta, and 
afterward into S:cily, where at the Emperours com- 
mand he was maintained at the common charge of 
the Iſlaxders. 

The French King being by this time weary of his 
new come Gueſt, the Turks having firſt largely re- 
warded them ſent them away, who in their return 
ſpoil'd the Ifland of Elba belonging to the Duke of 
Florence, upon the Governours refuling to deliver 
the Son of S$:1an the Jew, held Priſoner there, ſince 
his deing taken at Tis, and after that committed 
m-ny outrages upon the Coaſt of /traly ; burning ma- 
ny Towns, and carrying away the people into mi- 
ſerable Captivity, but he long enjoyed not hi; 
Triumph ere himſelf was by death lead into Capti- 
vity, viz. anno 1547. In which year died Mabomer, 
Solyman's E.l\deit Son, Frances the French King, and 
Alpnonſus-Danalu;-Yaltirs the Emperours renowned 
Genera1. 

Selyman tavins now not made any perſonal Expe- 
dition tor the ſpace of three years reſolved to in- 
vade the Per/iun King,being ſolicited thereto by Erca- 
fes Imnzaling of Sirzan, and that Kings Brother, 
but after gre2t toil to little or no purpoſe for the 
ipace of 1 ycar and 9 Months, he returncd with his 
Army to G/tartcneple lure in the mean while being 
deliyercd 
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delivered to his brother Tamas the Perſean King b 
Treachery was put to death, during which Trant- 
action one Dugat a notable Pirate, having taken 
Africaa City in Tunis, formerly called Aprodiſe, he 
greatly troubled the Moors by Land and the Chriſti- 
ans by Sea, when to remove ſo troubleſome a man, 
the Knights of Malta palled over with a conliderable 
power, and after a furious aſlault poſleſled them- 
ſelves of the ſaid City, the which by reaſon it was 
not tenable without exceſſive charge they razed, 
carrying away a rich booty , and 7e00 Captives, 
whereupon the Pirate fled to Conſtantinople, craving, 
aid of Solyman, who ſent with him S:inan the Jew 
made Admiral in the ſtead of Barbareſſa, with a 
great Fleet ; who in revenge of what had happened 
to Africa, landed on the Iſland of Malta, and at- 
tempted (though in vain) the winning that ſtron 
City. Yet failing into Africk, they after grea 
ſlaughter of their men took 7ripoles in Barbary, at 
that time poſſeſſed by certain of the Malrz Knights, 
for which S:inan Balla having as it were Triumphed, 
i Drugat Governour thereof, by the Title of San- 
k returned to Conſtantinople. 

Anno 1551. Solyman , notwithſtanding the five 
years peace made with King #erdinarnd, ſent Ach- 
metes his Lieutenant in Europe, to invade ſeveral 
Towns in Hungary, who upon his Arrival took 
Temeſwar and Zolnock, which Queen 1/abel percetv- 
ing, and that the Turk contrary to his Faith plight- 
ed, daily incroach upon her Territories, whoſe 
power ſhe was not in a capacity to repel by force,ſhe 
agreed with King Ferdinaad to relign her and her 
Sons Title to the Kingdom of Hungary mn conhdera- 
tion of Caſſovia, and a yearly penlion of 100000 
Dncats. After which the king recovered molt part 
of the Kingdom from the Tris, and tor the better

keeping thereot as ſome ſay cauſed George Biſhop of 


Veradium, a great favorite of Solymans though by 
Pirth a Hungarian to be murthered, in his own 
Honſe. Upon which the Baſla of Buda drawing to- 
zether what Forces be could Belieged Agria, but 
ifter the loſs of many of his beſt Souldters he gave 
over the ſiege. 

Henry ſucceeding his Brother Francis in the King- 
dom of France, and delirous to moleſt the Emperor, 
ſent the Lord Avemont to incite Solyman, to walt 
the Coalt of Jtaly ; whereupon he ſending a great 
Fleet in the Tyrrenan and Tuſcan Seas, waſted the 
Coaſt of Calabria, Sicilia, Majorca, Sardinia, Elba, 
Corſica and Cerbe , the Frontiers of the Emperours 
Dominions, and the ſame year, viz. anno 1554. Se 
lyman incited thereto by Roxolana, once his Slave 
and Concubine, but now his imperious Wife, and 
by the Treacherous inſinuation of Kuan Baſſa, whe 
had Married Chameria her Daughter by Solyman, 
cauſed his Son M#ſtaphe the chief hope of the Othe- 
man Family, begot on a Scyrcaſſian Woman to be 
{ſtrangled in his Pavilion, without ſuffering him to 
clear himſelf of what had been fallly laid to his 
charge during, his abſence, the which barbarous cru- 
elty when Tzihanger, Roxolana's Son by Solyman, 
whom ſhe purpoſed to raiſe to the Empire after his 
deceaſe, and for that purpoſe had procured the death 
of Muſtapha, came to know he had deteſted his Fa- 
thers cruelty, with his Dagger killed himſelf, and 
fell down dead upon his Brothers dead body ; nor 
was Soly;1an in ſafety when the matter came to be 
once known, for the inraged Souldiers with their 
drawn Swords ( after they had killed a great 
number of thoſe that came thither to fetch the 
Kiches in Mwſtaphaes Tent ) came to his Pavilion 
Threat11og him with preſent Death, and after ma- 
ny 
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ny reproaches were hardly appeaſed, ſwearing at 
their departure if the Accuſers of Muſtapha were nat 
n F brought to light they would nevertheleſs kill him,

many Murthers ſuffered his Son Bajazer gotten up- 
on Roxolana, to rile up againſt him Arms under pre- 
teace of ſupplanting his Brother Selymus, all the re- 
\mainder of the aforeſaid wicked ſtock , who by 
| | Etting up a counterfeit Muſtapha (and pretending 
| lie that was killed was no other, but one much re- 
ſkembling the true Muſtapha, ſent for great rewards 
totry his Fathers fury) drew after him a World of 
people being ſecretly encouraged thereto by his mo- 
ther, who preferred him betore his Elder Brother 
whom Solyman would have his Succeſſor, and ſuch 
was her power with Solyman, that after the Plot 
was diſcovered the countertCit taken and executed, 
[he made Bajazets peace and reſtored to fayour as 
Gt much 
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much asever ; yet ſuch was the fiery nature of the 
head ſtrong youth, that knowing his Life was dat- 
ed with his Fathers, if his Brother ſucceeded him 
he again took up Arms, being generally favoured of 
the Soldiers, againſt whom Selymm was ſent with a 
great Army, between whom was fought a dreadfu] 
Battle, in which 300 Turks were ſlain, and Bajaze 
put to the worſt, who after much adverſe fortune 
flying to the Perſian King, was by the procurement 
of Solyman contrary to Faith given by the Perſian, 
he together with his four Sons was murthered. 
Anno 1558 Charles the Fifth, and warlike Empe- 
rour of Germany, ſtricken in years, and worn out 
with the toils of tedious War, reſigned the Empire 
to his Brother Ferdinand , having before put his ſon 
Philipin poſſeſſion of all Hereditary Kingdoms, and 
then retiring lead a private Life, and ſhortly atter 
changed it for Life Eternal ; after he had with 
great reverence and integrity Reigned 39 years, 
after whoſe death at the earneſt requeſt of the 
Knights of Mata, the Chriſtian Princes ſet out 2 
Fleet for the recovery of Trepols in Barbary, when 
coming to the Iſland of Zerbi belonging to the 
Turks they ſpoiled it, and after a ſmall battery to 
the Caſtle in which the Iſlanders put their cheif 
hope,but. this Expedition proved unfortunate to the 
Chriſtians : for Pal Baſla Solymans Admiral, com- 
ing upon them with a great Fleet, ſuddainly fur- 
prized many of the Ships and Gallies out of order, 
and unable to make reſiſtance, took them and put 
moſt of thoſe he found therein to the Sword, and 
ſuch as could ſtand off to Sea fled, leaving Don Al- 
varus De Sandee a valiant Gentleman of great Spirit, 
and long Experience , General of the Chriitian 
Forces on ſhoar, who together with ſuch as were 
fled from the Fleet entered the Caſtle, which w 
mo 
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moſt reſolutely defended till ſuch time as hunger and 
thirſt compell him to ſurrender, not lefs then 18000 
Chriſtians by one means or other being loſt, from 
the ſetting out of the Fleet to the time the Caſtle 
was delivered to the Turks, the which by the Baſla 
being ſtrongly Garriſoned , he with the Chriſtian 
Captives there taken returned in Triumph to Con- 
fantinople, and long was ere the Spaniſh and Jralian 
Nobility there taken could be ranſomed ; and to 
make up this unluckly year, viz. 1560. on the 25th. 
day of November, Auria thegreat Sea Captain died 
being 94. years old, to the great Rejoycing of the 
Turkiſh Pirates whoſe terror he had been for more 
then Thirty years, nor was the following year 
fortunate, for King Phil:p of Spain ſending out his 
Fleet under Mendoza bis Admiral, Five and Twen- 
ty Ships and Gallies by ſtrels of Weather were bro- 
ken on the Coaſt of S:c:ily, on one of which the Ad- 
miral periſhed, little or nothing being ſaved in that 
diſmal and unexpected Calamity. 

Anno 1562. The Emperour Ferdinand ſo laboured 
with the EleCtoral Princes, that he procured his ſon 
Maximillian then King of Bohemia, a Prince of great 
hope to be choſen K. of the Komans,who likewiſe the 
year following, on the 8th. of Seprember with all fo- 
lemnity Crowned at. Presbxrg King of Hungaria, to 
confirm which choice Se/ymar feut /brahim Balla as 
his Ambaſſador, to the Emperour, as likewiſe to 
conclude in his name an eight years peace, and the 
better to gain credit, he ſent his Letters of credence 
not uſually done by the Turkiſh Emperors, whoſe 
proud ſtile therein, I think not amiſs to inſert 
which take as followeth. -

Their audacious ſtile being read in the German 
Court, moved ſome to indignation, and others to 
ſecret laughter, yet the neceſlity requiring it, peace 
was concluded, but kept no longer then the Empe- 
rour lived; for upon his Death which happened two 
years after, viz. 1564. new troubles aroſe in Hun- 
gary, and ſeveral Towns and Caſtles were won and 
loſt on cither fide, whereupon Solymarn reſolved in 


per- 
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ſon to come into Hungary, but upon ſecond 
thoughts he changed his mind, and bent his Forces 
azainſt the Iſland of Malta lying between Africa and 
Siciliazin length twenty and in breadth twelvemules, 
exceeding fruitful and pleanfantly ſcituate were it 
not in Summer time too much ſcorched by the Sun, 
which deprives the inhabitants of their freſh water, 
before which the Turks coming with a Fleet of Two 
Hundred Ships and Gallies, after ſome loſs ſuſtain- 
ed both by the Sea and Iſlanders, Landed and layed 
fege to St. Michaels Caſtle, which they furiouſly 
battered, but it being defended by ſeveral Knights 
of the Order , they-received great loſs before it, 
whereupon they conſulted amongſt themlelyes to 
leave the ſiege of St. Michael and beſiege the Caſtle 
of St. Elmo, the which with the loſs of 18000 of 
their men they took, when in the mean while YVa- 
letta, the Great Maſter fortified St. Michael both 
City and Caſtle ſending to the Viceroy of S:cil;a for 
aid, but the Turks incouraged by the comming of 
the King of Argier, with his Ships and a great ſup- 
ply of Victuals beſieged St. M:chaels Caſtle a ſecond 
time, as alſo the City Thundering againſt it for the 
ſpace of eight days without intermiſſion, but ſuch 
was the courage of the beſieged, that they either re- 
paired the breaches, or beat back the Aſſailants who 
made ſuch ſlaughter of thoſe that attempted to enter, 
that their dead bodies filling the breaches ſerved as 
aRampire to keep out. the reſt, and thus they con- 
tinued furious to aſlault the City almoſt every day, 
till upon notice of the Viceroy of Szcily's approach 
with a great power both by Sea and Land,they raiſed 
their ſiege and departed to meet him near Mel:ta, 
where in a ſet Battle they were overthrown, and 
moſt of them ſlain with the loſs of 5000 Chriſtians 


onely, yet thoſe that eſcaped in their return landed 
on 
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07 the Ifland Ch:os and took it, it being before al. 
moſt deſerted of its inhabitants, by reaſon it lay al- 
ways obnoxious to the fury of the barbarovs Infi- 
dels. 

Solyman inraged at this defeat reſolved to re- 
venge himſelf upon the Chriſtian Princes, and 
therefore with a great Army undertook his before 
determined War againſt Hungary, folicited thereto 
by the YVayved of Tranſylvania, who hoped to be 
made King thereof ; but Maximilian being Crowned 
Emperour, he raiſed a great power being aided by 
the German Princes, and ſent them under the leading 
of ſeveral valiant Captains , but eſpecially Count 
Serenu, and Count Helffeuſtin whoſe good Fortunes 
proved ſuch, tnat within a ſhort time the Turks 
were {tripped our of moſt of their Garriſons, and a 
great number of them ſlain, for Maximilkan the Em- 
perour, long before advertiſed of Solymans purpoſe 
had raiſed as 1s faid, a gallant Army , conliſting 
of 40009 Horſe and Foot, the flower of all Chriſtian 
Nations, beſides a Fleet upon the River Danubin, 
which hindered the Turks Proviſions and other ne- 
ceſſaries from being brought by water. 

By this time So/yman coming to the River Drom, 
over which with infinite labour he cauſed a Bridge 
to be made for the paſſage of his Army, which done 
he encamped before Sigeth, of which Count Serents 
was made Governour, a valiant man, and mortal 
Enemy to the Turks attended on by a Garriſon of 
2300 reſolute Germans and Hungarians, who like 3 
brave Souldicr with a moſt Chriſtian Oration incou- 
razed his men, not to be diſmaid at the multitude 
of their Enemies, but to truſt in God, and be of 
good courage, for heby his Almighty power was ablz 
by a few to confound the Armies of the proud. Con- 
cluding that as for himſelf, as he was O_ 
2nc 
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and free born ſo he would by the Grace of God, in 
the ſame Faith and Freedom end his dayes, and that 
no proud Turk fo long as he could hold up his hand 
ſhould have power to command over him, or the 
ground whereon he ſtood, nor failed he in his re- 
ſolves, for after he had done all that man was capa- 
ble of doing, killing ſuch numbers of Turks, that 
the Plains lay ſcattered with the dead, the Walls 
being for the moſt part beaten down, and the Town 
fired about his Eares, the Turks in great number en- 
tring every where, and no relief coming to his af 
ſiſtance, he called the poor remainder of his Souldi- 
ers about him, with whom he was retired into the 
Caſtle and with an undaunted reſolution, ſpake theſe 
his laſt words. 

The bard fortune of this ſinful Kingdom, hath together 
with our own overtaken us, but let 14,noble Hearts, indure 
with Patience whatſoever ts by God to us aſſigned, you 
know what we have before promiſeds which hitherto God 
be thanked, we have accordingly performed, and now let 
uw with like reſolutions perform this laſt, the place you ſee 
s not longer to be kept, the devouring fire grows faſt upon 
us and we in number are but few ; wherefore let us 4s 
becometh valiant men break out into the utter Caſtle, and 
there dye fighting in the midſt of our Enemies to live 
afterwards with God for ever, I will be the firſt that will 
20 out follow me like men. 

Thus having faid, the Heroick Count worthy 
of Eternal fame, or a name greater then ever Ro- 
man yet could boaſt, with his Sword in his hand 
charged the thickeſt of his toes, laying them round 
him on heaps, even till the Rampart of the dead 
hemmed him in,nor durlſt theTurks with their multi- 
tade incounter him long at cloſe fight, but cowardly 
at a diſtance ſhot him through the head upon which 


he fell dead 2monglit the heaps of hisEgemies,in _—_ 
0 
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of whoſe matchleſs proweſs the Turks buryed his bo- 
dy and ſent his head as a token of his being flain to 
Count Salma his kinſman in the Emperours 'camp 
with this following Letter. 


Muhamet Baſſa to Eccius Salma, grecting. ; 

In token of inmy Love, behold here I ſend thee the head 
of a moſt reſolute and valiant Captain,thy Friend, the re- 
mainder of his body I have honeſtly buryed, as became 
ſuch a man, &C. 


That which lightened the Chriſtians ſadneſs for 
the loſs of ſo brave a Captain, and the taking of 
Sigeth, was the Death of Solyman, who far ſpent with 
years and diſtempers died at Quinque Eccleſie of the 
Bloody Flux, on the 4th. of September, anno 1566. 
when hehad lived 76 years,and reigned 46,not living 
to ſee the end of the liege ; his death was by the 
Baſla kept ſecret to prevent diſorder in the Army, 
who according to their wonted policy ſatisfied the 
inquiſitive Fanizaries by ſhewing them his dead body 
ſitting in his Horlſe-litter, giving it out that he was 
extream ill when after Sigeth having by Treaſoa 
. taken Gyula, for which the Traytor was afterward 
deſervedly put to death by Selym Solympns ſucceſſor, 
the Baſla's with the Army returned to! Conſtantinople 
where they publiſhed the death of Solyman, and pro- 
claimed Selym#s his now onely remaining Son Em- 
- perour In his ſtead.

Selymus the ſecond of that name , and 
2 Y. fifth Emperor of the Turks, His Life 
- | and Attions. 


oe being dead upon the return of the Army 
out of Hungaria towards Conſtantinople, Mabumet 
Baſſa by letters advertiſed Selymus thereof then 
reliding at Cutai a City of Galatia who glad of the 
news haſted to take polleſſion of the ſo longexpeded 
Empire, when being conducted over the ſtraights 
of Boſphorus, he —_— Boſtanoes Baſſas, and Scander 
Baſſa conveighed into the Imperial Pallace on the 23 
of September, Anno 1566,from whence he departed to 
meet his fathers Corps, not yet arrived at Conſtan- 
tinople, upon the meeting of which he cauſed the 
Inſignes to be let fall, in token of the Emperors 
death, which had been till that time kept ſecret 
from the Soldiers, to prevent diſorders, and ſo with 
it Marching in the head of the Army returned to 
Conſtantinople, being, firſt by the men of War ſaluted 
Emperor ; who upon his Arrival, to quiet the un- 
ruly Soldiers diſtributed a large ſum ot mony 
amongſt them, with a Promiſe to angment their 
wages as is uſual at the inſtallment of the Orromar 
Emperors, or elſe by reaſon of the inlolency of the 
Janizaries and other Soldiers of the Court of their 
Pallace would prove too hot to hold them. 


Selimus thus ſetled in his Empire, with Royal o- 
lemnity buried his father, in a Chgppel whicn he at- 
terward 
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terward built, together with a Colledge and Hoſpi- 
tal, erecting over him a ſtately Tomb, near unto 
which 1s at this day tobe ſeen the Magnificent Tom 
of his beloved wife Roxolana, mother to Selimus, and 
of certain of his Murthered children. By him hangs 
his Scimiter, in token that he dyed in war, an ho- 


nour not otherwiſe granted to the Mahometan Prin-y 


ces. The Revenues ariſing of the Countrey about 
Sigeth, won from the Chriſtians a little before his? 
death, were given to maintain the houſes by him 
built for devotion, which for Magnificence exceed all 
others EreCfted by the Mahometan Kings and Empe- 
rors, except thoſe of Mahomet the Great, and Ba- 
Jazet the Second. It was by many thought that So- 
liman was in good time taken out of the way, for 
that he reſolving t winter in Hungary the next 
Spring purpoſed with himſelf to have over-run Au- 
ffria, and a great part of Germany. 

Anno 1567, Solyman being dead great trouble aroſe 
notwithſtanding in Hungary, occaſioned by Fohn 
the Vayvod of Tranſilvania , who uſed his utmoſt 
endeavour to diſpoſleſs Maximilian the Emperor of 
thoſe Citics and Fortrelles he held in that Kingdom, 
but they were ſoon after appeaſed by a peace con- 
cluded between the two Emperors, Maximilian and 
Selimus. The principal points on which the peace 
depended heing theſe. That the German Emperor 
ſhould ycarly pay 30000 Ducates to Selimus, as a Tri- 
bute for Hay2ary, the Tribute to begin upon the 
concluſion of the Articles of Peace. That the Sub» 
jects of the Turks ſh>ald pay nothing to the Sub- 
jects of the Emperor, nor on the other fide the ſub- 
jects of the Empercr pay nothing to the Subje&ts of 
the avs, but to remain both of them exempted 
from payment of Tax, Duty or Contribution, and 
that cither Prince ſhould inviolably hold what hc 
Vi 4 
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was in poſſeſſion of at the concluſion of the Treaty, 
which peace was confirmed for the ſpace of 8 years ; 
inwhich was included the Yayvod of Tranſilvania, as 
the Twrks Tributary. This peace was concluded Anne 
1568, as was likwiſe the year following a peace con- 
cluded between Selymus and T aras the Perſian King 
gfter which the 7k deſirous to undertake ſome great 
exploit, that might get him a name, and out of the 
Revenues of which he might build him a Temple ex- 
ceeding any of his Predeceſlors, which thoſe ſuperſti- 
tious people hold to; be for the good of their ſouls; 
he plotted in his mind many things, butat length 
being by his miſchievous Counſellors, of whom he 
wanted not, he was urged to the conqueſt of the rich 
Iland of Cypras, lying in the Cic:lian Sea, and hath on 
the Weſt Pamphilia, on the Eaſt Sir44, on the South 
Erypt,and on the North Cilicia, now called Carama- 
ua. This Iſland at ſuch time as Selymns was intent 
on the conqueſt thereof, was in the polleſſion of the 
Venetians,with whom he had contracted a League ſince 
the death of Solyman ; but in vain are Leagues with 
Infidels any. longer then they ſerve their own turns, 
yet Mubamates the Great Baſſa laboured all he could 
to diſlwade him therefrom; znd Marcus Antonius Bar- 
barus the Venetian Ambaſlador then reſiding at Conſtar- 
tinople ſo wrought that he procured the laſcivious 
+ 7k to ſend Cubates as his Ambaſlador to the Senate 

of Venice, with a letter to certifie them upon whar 

grounds he undertook to invade their Territory 

lace the League had till that time been kept invi- 

olalle, which was done more to gain time, then for 

any hope he had that Selymrs would alter his deter- 

mination ; which Amballador not obtaining what 

Selymus deſired, which was to have the fertil Nland 
peaceably pur into lis polleſlion, but on the contra- 
ry finding the YVernerians relolyed to dUciend It with all 
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their power he returned again to his faithleſ Maſter, 
and related what he had in charge z whereupon the 
Great Flect before preparcd for the invalion of Cy. 
pras, put to Sea, Muſtapha Baſſa being General of all 
the Forces, and within a while ſtood with the ſaid 
iſland, where the greedy Turks landing, ſpoiled ma- 
ny govdly Villages , and after ſome deliberation, 
having by priſoners taken, underſtood the conſtity- 
tion of the Countrey, and of what ſtrength the 
Iſlanders were, reſolved to beliege Wicoſia, a City 
ſtanding, in the midſt of the Ifland, in a plain and 
Champain ground, being in circuit about five miles, 
incompaſled with a ſtrong wall, defended by eleven 
ftrong, Bulwarks, and three great Fortreſles, raiſed 
by the Yenerians, the Governour of which was Ni- 
calaus Dandalus, a man too weak for fo great a bur- 
then, as having bcen alwayes brought up in civil af- 
fairs; in Garilon were 8coo horie and foot, but 
molt of them raw ſoldiers, and not acquainted with 
Martial diſcipline, too few to oppoſe ſo powerful an 
Army as the Baſla drew after him, which conſiſted 
of near 150000 horſe and foot. 

On the 22 of July Anno 1569 the Baſla with his 
Army Encamped within a mile and half of the Ciry, 
covering, with their Tents the hill called Manda, and | 
with incredible labour bringing their Trenches from ' 
tar, caſt up ſeveral Forts which they raiſed fo high, 
that they overlooked the walls of the City, and 
trom their Mounts terribly battered the walls with 
ſeventy plicces of great Artillery, whoſe dreadful 
thundring made the earth to tremble, and having 
by this time run their Trenches to the brim of the 
ditch, hotly aflaulted the City in ſeveral places, 
which was as valiantly defended by the beheged, 
inlomuch that the ditches were well nigh filled on 
that ide with the bodies of the {lain, and wh 
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teaten down in the day time was with great labour 
repaired in the night. 

During theſe paſſages the Venetian: having leagued 
with the Pope, King of Spain, and ſeveral of the 
talian Princes, preparcd their fleet, conlifting in all 
of one hundred and ſeventeen fail ; but whiles they 
lingered for the Additioual Forces of the King of 
4m, the plague lo raged amongſt the Marriners 
and Souldiers, that twenty thouſand dyed e'rits fury 
was abated, and amongit them many men of account,

Captain 20c0 of them ſlain, and all the prey reco- 
vered together with the priſoners, and they again 
forced to betake themſelves to their Gallies, after 
which they weighed Anchor 2nd failed along the 
Coalt, paſſing Ly Cythera, Zazimbius and G—__ 
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land belonging to the Yenetians, doing much dam- 
mage in divers parts of them, and carryed 6000 of 
the Iſlanders into Captivity, and departing thence 
filed along the Coaſt of Epirms, which the Fenets- 
41s had ſtirred up to Rebel againſt the Turks, but 
not ſending them the promiſed Aid they were in- 
forced to ſubmit to the Mercy of their mercyleſ 
Enemies, after which they recovered all the Caſtles 
and Towns the Yererians had taken on the Sea Coaſt, 
which brought a great fear upon moſt of the Iſlands 
jet poſleſſed by the Chriſtians, eſpecially when that 
part of the Fleet which had done ſo much harm was 
augmented,by the arrival of Zaly Baſla,and within a 
while after all the Fleet met at Awlona,and on the 26 
Aug.1571. failed direftly to Grcyra, which little T- 
land ſeemed to be incompalled with their huge Fleet, 
There Partus Baſla Vice-Admiral of the Twrk, upon 
his arrival landed 800 Horſemen, and 1000 Foot, 
who ranging up and down the Iſland did great harm 
by burning and deſtroying all before them, till they 
came to the Suburbs of Corf# which they attempted 
to ſet on fire, but were beaten off by the Garriſon 
Souldiers, who ſallyed upon them with great fury 
killing a great number of them, and amongſt the 
reſt Paphus Rays a man of great account cauling the 
relt to betake themlelves to flight, who coming on 
board the Gally, weighed Anchor aud failed to the 
Bay of Corznth otherwile called Lepanto, having on 
board the Fleet 15000 Captive Chriſtians, taken in 
the Iſlands belonging, to the Yenetians. 

The outrages of the Turks made the Chriſtian 
Confederates haſten out their Fleet, which met at 
Meſſma where the Admirals and other great Com- 
manders called a Councel, to conſider what was beſt 
to be done in the manazement of the War againſt 


{o powerful an Enemy, not doubting the victory 
Dd 4 for 
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for why the Yenetian Fleet, conſiſted of 108 Gal. 
lies, 6 Galliaſſes, 2 great Ships, and many ſmal| 
Gelliots to whom were joyncd 12 Gallies of the 
Popes, Commanded by Columnius. And with Don 
Fehn General of Spain, Baſe Son to Charles the 5th. 
and Auria the Spaniſh Admiral came 81 Gallies, of 
which three appertained to the Knights of Mala. 
In this Fleet belides Mariners were reckored to be 
20000 Men, an Army not. onely moſt beautiful for 
ſhew, as conſiſting of able Men, bur for the moſt 
part compoſed of old experienced Souldiers, amongſt 


whom were a great number of the Chriſtian Nobi- | 


lity, who came to ſerve againſt the Infidels of their 
own accord, drawing aſter them a number of their 
Favorites, whom they at their own charge main- 
tained. The chief of which were Alexander Farneſi- 
4s Prince of Parma, Fraxciſcus Maria Prince of Ur- 
bin, and Paulus Jordanus Urſinus of the Honourable 
Family of the Roman U/ſu. 

All things being thus in a readineſs, the Yenet:an 
Admiral in the Countlel, called to determine what 
was to be done, vehemently preſſed the General 
and the relt of the great Commanders inſtantly to 
give the Enemy Battle, and was ſeconded by ſeveral 
others of Note, as well Spaniards as Romans, where- 
upon Commandement was given for putting the 
Fleet in order, which by the three Admirals of 
Yence, Rome, and Spain being brought into the Oce- 
an was martialed in this manner. In the right wing 
which conſiſted of 53 Gallies, was Auria the Spaniſh 
Admiral placed. In the left wing Auguſtinus Barba- 
aicus with the like number of Gallies, and in the 
middle Battle ſtood the General himſelt, with 79 
(rallies, on the right hand of the General ſtood 
Columnits, and on the left Yenerius his Aſſociates, and 


Uus with equal form the Fleet ſer forward as if they 
in- 
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inſtantly had been to joyn the Enemy. 

During this preparation of the Chriſtians the 
Turks were not iCle, but calling a Council of the 
chief Commanders held along debate, whether they 
ſhould give the Chriſtians Battle, or decline it, bur 
at length thoſe that held it dangerous to give Battle 
being over-ballanced by thoſe that were of the con- 
trary opinion, It was reſolved that the whole Fleet 
ſhould be put in order of Battle, which at the com» 
mand of Haly Baſla, General of the Land Forces, 
and Great Admiral of the 7urkiſh Gallies, coming our 
of the Bay of Corinth or Lepanto, they were put into 
order of the Battle after this manner. The middle 
Battle in number much like the Chriſtians, was con- 
ducted by Haly Baſla and Partaz, attended upon by 
Agan Maſter of the Turks Arſenal, uſtapha Zelibs 
the Treaſurer, Achmat Bay with Mahomet his youn- 
ger brother,the 1ons of Haly Achmat Aga Governor 
of Teuthrania, Aſſis Caiga Governour of Calipolis,Cara- 
coz.4 Caſſanes Son to Barbaroſſa Malamur Governour of 
Myrilene, Dely Solyman Gider Captain of Chios, Caſ- 
ſambeius Governour of the Rhodes, Provi Aga Cap- 
tain of Nauplum, Giaper Zelibi Prelident of Cala- 
bria, Dordagnan Dondomeni, with many others too te- 
dious to recite. The right wing was by the ap- 
pointment of the Baſla's commanded by Mahamet 
Bey, with 56 Gallies, to whom were joyned many 
Captains of great Experience in Sea affairs. The 
left wing was commanded by Ulxzales Viceroy of 
Argiers, an old experienced Pirate compoled of 90 
Gallies, accompanyed with Carlo, and Araby, his 
two ſons, attended on by amultitude of Pirates who 
entered into the War, in hopes to pet great ſpoil. 
In the Rearward was placed Amurath Dragut with 
30 Gallies, and divers other ſmall veſſels. 

Both Fleets being ſet in order of Battle, about 
noon 
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noon a fierce ingagement happened in the beginning of 
which God ſo ordering it,the Wind turned about to 
the great advantage of the Chriſtians, driving the 
ſmoake of the great Ordnance, and vollies of ſmall 
ſhot in the face of the Infidels, whereupon for a long 
time the fight continued with equal ſucceſs, victory 
inclining to neither fide, but after four hours ſpace 
the Turkiſh Admiral being ſlain , his Gally taken, 
2nd about 40 others ſunk and fired, victory began 
to declare her ſelf for the Chriſtians. Yet the de- 
ſperate Turks as fearing Selywus Anger if they 
ſhould return vanquiſhed fought deſperately , but 
true valour prevailing and all the chicf Comman- 
ders, except UVlazales ſlain or taken Priſoners, and 
he reſolving to reſerve himſelf to his better fortune, 
fled (after 5 hours deſperately fighting) with be- 
tween 3o and 40 Gallies into the Bay of Lepanto, 
leaving the viftory to the Chriſtians, who having 
purſned him as far as they thought convenient, re- 
turned to take the ſpoil, where it was a horriblz 
ſpettacle to behold the Sea coloured with blood, 
and covered with the bodies of the ſlain, fragments 
of broken Ships, and ſach weapons as were ſubject 
to float upon its ſurface. The number of the Turks 
loft in this great overthrow, could not be known 
by reaſon of the Multitude that were buryed in the 
Sea, but Antonius Gnarnerius writing the Hiſtory of 
this war reported 32000 to have periſhed and a- 
mongſt them theſe of Note, viz. Haly Þaſla Gene- 
ral, Mahomet Bey (otherwiſe called Chiroche or 54 
yoche) Governour of Alexandriz,Cafſanes the Son of 
Brbareſſa, together with his ſon Mdulaune Governor 
of Mitylene, Gider Gavernour of Chrios, Caſſambannes 
Governour of Rhodes, Proves Apa Captain of Nau- 
plinm, Myſtapha Zelibi the great Treaſurer, Caraco- 
x4 Viceroy of Ariers, with many others. ew

chief Priſoners taken in this Battle were Achmet 
and Mahomet ſons to Haly Balla, and Nephews to 
Selymus, who being afterwards ſent as a Preſent to 
the Pope,the Eldeſt died at Naples, and Machmer Bey 
Governour of Eubea,and of leſler note 3500,0f the E- 
nemies Gallies were taken 161,% 40 ſunk in the fight, 
and taken about 60 Galliots and other ſmall vellels. 

This notable Victory thus obtained, Don Fohn Ve- 
nerius and Columna Coming together, friendly em- 
braced cach other, and afterwards in a moſt Chriſti- 
an manner on their knees returned moſt hearty 
thanks to Almighty God for giving them ſo Great a 
Victory over the Enemies of his Name ; which pious 
example was ſeconded by allthe Captains,Mariners, 
and ſouldiers of the Fleet of the Chriſtians 1n this 
bloody fight died about ſeven thouſand five hun- 
dred ſixty ſix, the chief of which were 7obn and 
Bernardinus of the Honourable family of Cordona 11 
Spain, Horatio Caraffa and Ferantes Bisballus Virgins- 
us and Horatius Noble Romans of the Venetian Nobili- 
ty were flain; Auguſtinus, Barbadicus, Benedittus, Su- 
perantins, Vincentius , Quirinus , Fohanes Lauritanus, 
Marinus Contarenus, Catharinus, AMalepetra, Georgius, 
Andreas Barbadicus, Marcus Antonius, Laudus Francik 
cus, Bonus Hierontmus, Gntarenus, Antonius Paſchali- 
gus, and Hieron Venerius , all of the Order of the 
Senators, belides divers other Honourable Gentle 
men, well deſerving tobe inrolled in the Records of 
Fame. There were likewiſe many of notc wounded, 
and amoneſt the reſt YVenersus the Venetian Admiral by 
a ſinall ſhot that paſſed through his foot. 

"This great and welcom victory publiſhed in the 
City of Venice, cauled ſuch a General joy as the like 
was never till that time ; nor only did the Venetiwis 
alone rejoyce, bur likewiſe all Chriſtian Nations 
for in this ſizht the 7w:bs loſt ſo many ſubſtantial 
Gallcys, 
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Gallyes, able Commanders, Seamen, that to this 
day that loſs hath been a weakning to that fo mighty 
Empire, and ſuch was the Griete conceived by Sely- 
mes thereat, that he retired himſelf for certain days, 
not permitting any to ſpeak with him, and then in 
his fury palled a Decree for Maſllacring all the Chri- 
ſtians within his Dominions , which bloody and 
barbarous Edict had been put in Execution had not 
Aubamat the chief Balla by many perſwaſions aver- 
ted his wicked purpoſe ; yet that his loſs might ſeem 
the leſs, he diſſembled ir as well as he could, giving 
ſtrict orders for the ſpeedy building of new Gallies, 
to ſupply the place of thoſe that were loſt, which he 
ha d the more leaſure to do, by reaſon that after this 
ſo ſignal a vittory, the Chriſtian Fleet ſeparatcd, 
with a reiolucion to meet again the next ſpring at 
Coreyra ;, yet the Venerians not. fatisfied for the loſs of 
Cyprus ſpoiled the Turks Frontiers winning ſtrong 
holds, and amongſt the reſt, the ſtrong Town of 
Swppoto, formerly taken from them , which cauſed 
Seli-mms to Put to Sea all the Gallies he had, appoint- 
ing Vlezalesa Renegado Chriſtian, but now turned 
Turk Admiral, in the room of Haly Baſſa, ſlain i1 
the battel of Lepanto, of which the Venetian AC- 
miral having notice, ſent to Don John to come to 
his Aid, but he bearing a grudge againſt the Vener:- 
ans for hanging up. one of his Mutinous Captains, 
ſtood a long time in doubt whether he ſhould ſend 
any of his Gallies to his aſſiſtance or not ; but at 
length being by his Captains perſwaded, that his 
honour would ſuffer, if through his neglect the 
Chriſtan cauſe ſhould be prejudiced ; he ſent Lilly of 
Andradu, with twenty two Galleys tojoyn with the 
Venetian Fleet, then lying before Corcyra; nor was 
the Pope ſlow in ſending his Galleys, inſomuch that 
the whole Fleet conſiſted of 155 Galleys, 6 as 
alles 
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aſſes, and twenty ſhips of war ; nor was the Turks 
inferiour in number, lying about Malwaſia in the en- 
trance of the Bay called Sinus Argelicus, of which 
the Venetian Admiral having notice, reſolved to give 
them battle what ever happened,but the wary Pirate 
Uluzales Could not be drawnthereto,having before to 
his coſt tryed the courage of the Chriſtians lying {till 
in the bay, hoping thereby to gain ſume 2dvantage, 
without which he reſolved not to fight, but finding 
the Chriſtians every day ready to charge him as he 
lay, he for his better ſecurity tound means to fail to 
Corona, upon which the Chriſtian Fleet retired to 
Cerigo, not finding any opportunity of giving the ene- 
my battle 

Whilſt matters went thus Don Jobs ſent a Frigate 
to advertiſe the Venetian Admiral that he was arrt- 
ved at Corcyra, commanding, him to meet him at £a- 
cynthus, there to conſult about the carrying on the 
war ; but when they came thither, the General not 
regarding his word delayed to meet them, which did 
not a little trouble the Veretians ; but not ſtaying 
there they failed to Cocyra, where joyning the ſhips 
newly ſent to their Aid by ſeveral Chriſtian Princes, 
they reſolved to ſeck out the Enemy, and if poſlt- 
ble to oblige him to fight ; whereupon they looſed 
Anchor, and for the moſt part failed by night, think- 
ing by that means to oppreſs the Enemy e'r he was 
provided to defend himſelf ; but this purpoſe being, 
diſcovered by ſome of the Turks Scouts, the Chriſti- 
ans were prevented in their undertaking ; yet fo re- 
ſolute was the Venetian Admiral that he preſled the 
other Generals to enter the Bay, and give them Bat- 
tle even in the mouth of the Harbour ; but this his 
reſolution (though it had paſt doubt proved ſucceſs- 
. ful, hadit been put in execution) was oppoſed by 
the Spaniſh General, and Colummims thic Popes Admi- 
ral, 
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ral, as not ſeaſonable, but altogether dangerous, even 
tothe hazarding the Chriſtian Fleet, which as they 
alledge was the Bullwark of Chrittendom) ye: ly- 
img before Nauarinum, they reſolved to belicge the 
Caſtle of Moder both by Sca and Land, which Caſtle 
lying in mouth of the Bay, defended the Turks Fleet, 
whercupon Sailing before it, they landed ſeven thou- 
ſind of their molt reſolute Soldicrs, and at the ſame 
time appointed ſeveral of the Galleaſfſes and Gallics 
to batter It with their Great Ordnance ; the which 
more advantagiouſly to cffcft they joyncd two Gal. 
leys together, with Maſts, Ropcs, and other tack- 
ling, in the nature of a floating battery, on which 
they planted Baskets of Earth, and ſeveral Picces 
of Great Ordnance ; but being overcharged with 
too great a wcight, they became uſeleſs, by reaſon 
of the abundance of water that entred them, and 
at the ſame time having notice that a conliderabic 
number of Tzrki(h horlemen had entered by nigtt 
into the Caſtle, they thought good to give over the 
ſiege, which made the Turks ſo adventurous as to 
ſend ſeveral of their Galleys out of the Bay t6 
ſeizc upon 2a great ſhip of - the YVenetians, that was 
coming from Zacynthus with provilion for the Fleet, 
but they were foon. oblived to retire, which all of 
them did in fafety,except Maborrer, Nephew to Barba- 
r1ſſa the ſamous Pirate, who to get him a name, ſtay- 
cd on purpoſe to date the Chriſtians; but being 
Grapled by the Marquels of St. Crzx, after a fiercs 
Engagement he with almoſt all his men were flain, 
and the Galley taken in the fight of the Turks Fleet, 
they not daring to come to his affiſtance; after which 
the Chriitians beteged the ſtrong Caſtle of Navar:- 
14,anticntly called Pylus;the charge of whichwas by 
General conlcat of the great Commanders commit- 
id to dlowumntes FarieOns Prince of Purmzwhom the 
Fe: ns 
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Veetians furniſhed with Munition and Victuals for the 
better performance of that ſervice,which he no ſoon= 
er received,but landing 2C00 /talians,1000 Spaniards, 
and five hundred Germans , with twelve Pieces of 
Ordnance, did batter the Caſtles inceſſantly ; but 
not encompaſling it, as he ought, in the night time 
a Great number of Tarks having made their way 
through a pathleſs Forreſt, entered at an unſuſpeted 
Port, whilſt thoſe of the Garriſon were skirmiſhing 
with the beſtegers ; whereupon the Princes diſpairing 
to carry it by aflault, raiſed the frege. 

The Turks Fleet ſhut up in the Bay of Modon, 
and as it were beſieged by the Chriſtians,by this time 
felt great want, which canſed a Peſtilence to rage 
ſo violently amongſt the Soldiers and Marriners, that 
many of the Galleys were deſerted, and the reſt ſo 
flenderly manned, and ſo unprovided of neceſlaries, 
that had the Chriſtian Fleet rode it out a moneth 
longer before the Bay , the Enemies fleet had fell 
into their hands almoſt without fighting z but ſach 
was the perverſeneſs of the Spaniſh General, that he 
would needs return with his Fleet, notwithſtanding 
all the pregnant reaſons, and arguments the Yenettan 
Admiral uſed to perſwade him to the contrary, and 
ſo reſolutely was he therein, that he reſolved to de- 
= not only without the conſent of the Yenetians 

ut without their privity, he having in order there- 
to ſtrictly commanded all his Captains, and Ma» 
{ters of his Gallies, ſpecdily to weigh Anchor, and to 
ſtand for the Coalt of S:c:ly;of which the Venetian Ad- 
miral having, notice,and not alittle troubled thereat, 
came on board his Galley, and renewed his pertwalt- 
ons for his ſtay ; but finding all argaments vain, he 
at lealt requeſted him to ſtay fo long, 1:1] the 2 Gal- 
ties faſtened together for 1 floating Lattery might be 
ferched of, and not be lett there as a prev, 16 winch 
he 
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he hardly conſented, alledging that his victuals fell 
ſhort, and if he ſhould ſtay longer abroad his Fleet 
would be oppreſſed with famine, yet promilcd that 
if he met with the ſhips he had ſent for out of S;- 
cily loaden with provitton, he would inſtantly re- 
turn, but kept not his word, though he incountred 
them upon the Coaſt of Corcyra ;, ſo that the half 
ſtarved Turks, upon his departure by degrees got out 
of the Bay, to their no ſmall joy, moſt of them 
getting in ſafety to On#tantinople. For after the de- 
parture of the Spaniards to Meſſma, the Venetian and 
Popes Admiral departed likewiſe, the one to Rome, 
and the other to Venice, having done nothing wor- 
thy of ſo great preparations as were ſet forth by 
the Chriſtian Princes. 

About this time Amida King of Tunes being driven 
out of his Kingdom fled to Don Zohn for Aide, hum- 


bly requeſting him that he would reltore him to his | 


Kingdom , to which the crafty Spaniard ſeemingly 
hearkned, but having landed his Forces, taken pol- 
ſeſſion of Tus and other ſtrong places g he ſent 


Amida together with his wife and children into Si- | 


c:ly, there to remain as priſoners at large, during 
their lives, and placed Mabomer his brother in 1s 
ſtead, who by reaſon of his Seniority- was rightful 
Heir to the Kingdom. But withall taking of him a 
lolemn Oath, that he ſhould become and tram thence- 
forth remain a vaſlal to the Spamſh King, and al- 
wayes be ready to do whatſoever he commanded, and 
having beaten the 7iurks and wild Arabs out of the 
Countrey, he built a new Caſtle in the Middle way, 
between Culetta and Twnes, and having put a ſtrong 
- Garriſon thercin, as likewiſe into Guletray, he returns 
ed into Sicilia. 

The Yenerians finding no truſt to be repoſed in the 


Spaniards, and of themſelves too weak to deal with 
the 
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the Turks, reſolved if poſſible to conclude an honour- 
able peace with Selymus, thinking it more for their 
advantage than to be ſubjeft to the infolent humours 
of the Spaniſh General ; and thereupon after much 
debate in the Senate houſe it was relolved that Am- 
haſſadors ſhould be fent to ſound the mind of the 
Turk; who as it afterward appeared, was no leſs 
deſirous of peace then themſelves, though he a long 
time diſſembled it ; whereupon the Amballadors arri- 
ving at Conſtantinople,after much debate ſubſcribed the 
Articles of Peace ; the ſubſtance of which were 
theſe. Firſt, that the Yenetians ſhould pay unto Se- 
limss 300000 Ducatcs, 100000 to be paid down, and 
the reſt in two equal portions the two ſucceeding, 
years. Secondly, That ſuch places of the Feretians, 
J 5 were in the poſlcſlion of the 7 wrks ſhould ſtill re- 
main in the hands of the Poſleſlors, but that ſuch 
FJ lowns and Places as the Yereriaxs, during the war 
had taken from the Turks ſhould be inſtantly reſto- 
red. 

This Peace thus concluded, was proclaimed in 
Conſtantinople on the twentieth of March Anno 15745 
and at Yenice the thirtcenth of April follow- 
Ing, to the great amazement of the Confederates , 
when the better to juſtifie themſelves in what they 
had done, the Yenerian Senators ſent for the Spanij/ 
J Ambaſlador and Popes Nuncio, into the Senate 
houſe, to whom the Duke in a Grave Speech, ad- 
drelſed himſelt to this purpoſe. That anger and 
Hope two evil Counſellors. being ſet afide, he had 
concluded a Peace with the Turk, not for that 
be was delirous of the T arks friendſhip, which what 
account it was to be made of, he right well knew, but 
for the love he bare to the State, which was not on- 


ly with loſs but even with death it {elf to be main- 


tained ; how he had been ſpoiled of the Kingdom of 
E ec Cyprits, 
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Cyprus ; he further declared, that the Venetian State 
grew: weakerand weaker by continual war,and there. 
tcre beforeit'was reduced toextremity, andthey not 
being able to maintain war againſt ſo Potent an ene: 
Ys were to take a ſurer courſe for the preſervation 
of what yet of their Signory remained unto them, 
for that the ſafety of the Yenetian State ſhould ar 
all times be a ſure Fortreſs and Defence of the 
Chriſtian Commonweale, againſt 'all the furious 
attempts of the enemy, and uncertain events of 
TIMe. 

This Peace though diſliked of other Chriſtian 


Pr1uces, was advantagious to the Yenerians, for as | 


much as the war had made their Trade to ceaſe, both 
in the Adriatick and Mediterranean Seas, which upon 


the concluſion of Peace with the Trrks, returned * 
again more thenever, by reaſon few other Chriſtian : 
Merchants had the like liberty. This peace was the | 


caſier obtained of the Txrk, foras much as the Spaniard 


had reduced the Kingdom of T ans to his obedience, | 


and that the Knights of Malta had an eye upon Tripe- 

' is and other Sea port Towns holden by the Turks, 
upon the Coaſt of Barbary, that he might be the 
more at leaſure to defend what he pram and if 
poſlible to recover that which his fa 


terprize for a time, heconverted his Forces againft 
John the Vaywod of YValachia, who a little before 
having driven Bopeanus out of Moldavia, had pot- 
ſelſed himſelf of that Province, but upon his refu- 
ſins topay Selymus double the Tribute he agreed for, 
he held Lim in ſach diſtruſt, that he reſolved to take 
from him both his Principalities, and annex them to 
the Orroman Empire, to prevent which if poſlible, 
the {aid John raited a great power, calling to his al- 
{:[tance the Cofſacks a warlike people of mo—_—_— ho

ther had loſt, | 
viz. the Kingdom of Tums; yet declining that en- | 
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upon the Frontiers ſecure the kmgtom fromthe incur- 
ons of the .7 artars, and maintain themſelves for the 
moſt part by ſpoiles taken from the enemy, who now 
in great number underthe leading of Suſercenins their 

Captain, came to the aſſiſtance of the YVayvod. 
Selymus hearing what had paſled,'fent 30000 Turks, 
2nd 2000 Hungarians, to joyn ſuch Forces as were 
raiſed by the Palatine of Yalachia Tranſalpine with 
2 Command that he - ſhould take Fohn the Vayadp, 
and ſend him in bonds to Conſtantinople, and in his 
ſtead placed Perer his brother,of which thePalarine an 
utter Enemy to John was not a little glad nor delay- 
ed, but upon the Arrival of the Turks and Aungar:- 
ww, with an Army of 202000 fighting men palled 
over the River Moldavins, not doubting, but with 
his multitude ro opprefs his adverſary, but putting 
too much confidence in his ſtrength, and by reaſon 
thereof incamping diſorderly, on the Bank of the 
River, the Yayvod. and Captain of the Coſſacks ier 
upon with ſuch fury, that ere his Souldiers could re- 
cover their Horles then diſperſed in the adjacent 
Medows, .or put themſclves.in a poſture of defence, 
they overwhelmed with ſhot, and every where dil- 
ordered ſo, that flying in great confution moſt of 
them were ſlain or drowned, in attempting, to re- 
paſs the River, the Palatine and Perer his brother 
hardly eſcaping to the Caſtle of Brazi/onia in YValachia. 
In the Palatines Camp, were found 1tore of Riches, 
which the YVayvod beſtowed upon his Souldiers, and 
with Fire and Sword entered Lalachia Tranſ.lpine, 
putting all to theSword rhat came 1n his way,without 
reſpeCt either to Age or Sex till he came tothe Caſtle 
of Brazlonia, in which he underitood that the Pala- 
r:ne and his Brother were 1n this Cattle, together 
with a fair City bearing the fame name, ſtandeth 
0n the Banks of Darnbins, which at that time was 
EC 2 de-

tain thereof, commanding him to deliver into his 
hands the Palatine and his Brother, viho had canſe. 
leſly invaded his Territories, and being overthrown 
in Battle was fled unto him, the which if he refuſed 
todo, he vowed never to depart from thence till he 
had conſtrained him to yield themup ; which Meſ. 

e being ſent to the Captain by two Yalachian 
Priſoners, he returned four Meſſengers,with ten great 
ſhot, ten ſmall ſhot, and two Turkiſh Arrows, giv- 


ing them in charge totell the YVayvod, that foraſmuch | 


as he knew him to be a ſervant to his dread Sove- 
= Selymus he did reſpett him, but would in no 
wiſe 


deliver into his hands thoſe he required, but | 


foraſmuch as he underſtood that he of late had ſlain 
a great number of his Lords Servants, who by his 
commandement were bringing Peter the Palatines 
Brother into Moldavia, he therefore commanded 
him to raiſe the ſiege or he would make him and his 


Souldiers feed upon thoſe diſhes (meaning the Bul- | 
lets and Arrows) till gorged to the full they dange- 
rouſly ſurfeited and caſt. This anſwer ſo incenſed | 


John, that he cauſed the Meſſengers to be cruelly in- 


treated by cutting off their Noſes, Lips, and Ears, * 


and nailing them by their fect to a piece of Timber 
hung them vp before the City, with their heads 
downwards as a terror to the reſt,and they furioully 
battering the Walls till large breaches appeared, 


the Souldicrs entred by plain force put all to the |

blood running like a Torrent into the Danubins, | 


crimſoned ore its ſtream for many a mile. There 
the greedy Souldiers found incſtimable Wealth, 
heaped up in many peaceful years ; but perceiving 
the Cuſtle not ſo calily to be won as the City he up- 
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on notice of the approach of 15200 Turks to the re- 
ef of the former, razed the latter, and ſuddainly 
went tO meet them with his Coſſacks and 8c092 Mel- 
{vian Horſemen, and by ſpeedy Marches entred 
their diſordered Camp ere they heard he had raiſed 
the ſiege, where the inraged Souldiers fo laid 2bout 
them that ſcarcely 1000 of the Turks eſcaped,which 
were afterwards put to the Sword in Teina, which 
City the YVayvod took and utterly razed, and return- 
ing from thence overthrew another Army of the 
Turks with incredible ſlaughter, fo that hi; name 
hecame terrible to the Turks, and made Selym:es 
doubt the keeping of his Dominions in Earope, but

I the Captain of the Coſſacks doubting to be oppre(- 
Id by multitudes, and having in diſtruſt the fideli- 


ty of Czarnieviche, ſent to the YVayvod to advertiſe 
him thereof, and to delire him to provide for him- 
klfand the ſafety of his Army, vut ke as a man re- 
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ſolved to give the Turks Battle, returned for an« 
ſer that. in the firſt place he little doubted of the 
Faith of, him whom he had found moſt faithful in the 
time of his greateſt diſtreſs, and. uſed as a moſt 
truſty companion in all his Travels, and- that it was 
no time now: to ſtand in doubt or be afraid,and that 
as for himſelf, he wonldere long .come with the reſt 
of the Army, and take aview of the Enemies Camp, 
for that. he was not come-ſo far ,to fly but to fight in 
the defence of his Subjefts and Country, andſd with- 
in four dayes after he-joyned with the forerunners 
of his Army, and. incamped- near a' Lake, which 


runneth out of Darabius, and with ſeveral of his, | 


truſty followers aſcended a high Hill, the better to. 
take a veiw of the Enemies huge Camp, upon which 
plainly percciving that He was betrayed by Czamie- 
uiche, who had then uacyr his command 13020 of 
his choice Souldiers, he ſent for him, but he doubt- 
ivg his Treaſon was diſcovered, ſent him word that 
he could not now come, the Enemy being ſo nigh at 
hand, but that he ſhould without delay fee him-in 
the Field as forward as the moſt couragious againſt 
the Enemy, but hercin- he, failed his Lord; for 
Battle being joyned he cauſed his Enſigns to be [ct 
fall, and revoltcd to the Enemy, which ſo diſcoura- 
ved the reſt of the Souldiers. that after a deſperate 
and bloody fight, finding themſelves oppreſs*d with 
multitudes, and their. Countrey-men who ſhauld: 
haye aſſiſted them, fighting againſt them, they-gave 
back; which the YVayvod perceiving cauſed the re- 
treat to. be ſounded, and with 20000. Foot men,, 
and ſuch Horſemen as eſcaped the Battle, retired-in; 

3 Zood order as the danger would permit, into the 
ruin of an old Town which a little. before he: had 
r:zed, and: therein ſtrongly Fortifed himſelf round 
about, Which. next day the Turks incamped; but. 
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eiving, that it was not onely difficult but dange- 
rous to aflault him in his ſtrength, they ſent Meſlen- 
zers to him to perſwade him to yield to Mercy and, 
zot expoſe his own Life, and the lives of ſo many, 
of his Subjects to the fury of the inraged Souldiers, 
or miſeries they would be ſhortly. reduced to by Fa- 
mine, offering the Oaths of all the chief Comman- 
ders for his own ſecurity and the ſecurity of his peo- 
ple, to which propoſals he being perſwaded to hear- 
ken. he. in. cont;deration that the Cſſacks might be 
permitted to return with their Horſes and. Armes,, 
into their own Countrey ; that himſelf might be 
alive conveyed into the preſence of Selymw, there to 
make his defence,and that his Subjects might return, 


F to their. reſpective. homes, or take ſervice with the 


Iwks ;, agreed to come out of his ſtrength and: ſub-= 
wit: bimielf, to which his demands Capucins, Balla 
General. of-the Turks. Army conſented, and himſclt 
with the reſt of the great Commanders ſwore ſeyen 
times, (a uſual cuſktom amongſt the Turks for the ſo- 
lemnly obliging, themſelves) to fulfil his. requeſt, 


| Whereupon he came forth onely accompanied with 
J Oſmolins.a Polonian Captive , but after four hours 


continuance in the Turks Camp the perfidious Balla 
ending for him unexpectedly with hisScimiter ſtruck 
bim croſs the face, and afterwards wounded him 1n 
the Belly, upon which ſignal the Fan:zares preient 
took him and cut off his head, which they fixing 
upon the point of a Lance, carrying it in de- 
riton through the Camp : nor ſatisfied with barba- 
rous and baſe indignities, they at the commandment 
of the Baſla tore his body in pieces with Camels, 
and ſoon after put all the Chriſtians whom they had 
allured out of their ſtrength to the Sword who yet 
tell not unrevenged, for the Coſſacks perceiving the 
hard plight they were in, fered together, and _ 
tnclr 
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their weapons in their hands made a great ſlaughter 
of the Enemy, but being few in number except their 
Captain, and ſome other men of note they were all 
ſlain. 

After this ſhameful Murther the Turks overrun 
all Moldavia and Yalachia, recovering in a ſhort time 
the ſtrong places that were poſleſſed by the Yay; 
Garriſons, after which Selymwz intent for the reco- 
very of the Kingdom of Tunis in poſſeſſion of the 
Spaniards ſent. 300 fail of Gallies under the command 
of Sinan Pial, and Vlazales his chief Baſſa's to reduce 


it to his obedience, who after the loſs of 30co9 | 


Turks, with great difficulty took the ſtrong Caſtle 


of Guletta, and the new Caſtle built at the Com- | 
mandment of Don Joh in his late expedition againſt ; 
the Mooriſh Rebels, which ſtrong hold loſt, Tunes | 
ſurrendered without making any conſiderable reſj- ! 
ſtance, and init was taken Mahomet the late inveſted | 
King, whom the Turks ſent Priſoner to Gnſtantine- | 


ple. But Selymw long ſurvived not this vittory over 


the Spaniards, but being ſpent with Wine and We- : 
men, to whom he had given his greateſt ſtrength | 


he died on the 9th. of December, anno 1574. having 
lived 51 years, and thereof Reigned eight, he lies 
buryed at Hadrinople, leaving his Empire to Amurath 


his Eldeſt Son, who ſucceeded him by the name of 


Amurath the Third, as will appear in the ſeries of 
his Life and Reign. 
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CHAP. XVI. 


The Life, Reign, and Memorable Tranſa&i- 
ons of Amurath the Third of that Name, 
and ſixth Emperor of the Turks. 


Elymus dead, and his Death kept ſecret from the 
g Tanizaries for the ſpace of twelve dayes, at the 
end of which Amurath arriving at Conſtantinople, was 
received into the Seraglio, and took poſleſſion ofthe 
Empire, when having pacified the unruly Souldiers 
with great liberality, he cauſed according to the 
Turkiſh policy, Mxſtapha , Solyman, Abaula, Oſman 
and 7zihanger his five brethren to be ſtrangled, with 
bow ſtrings even in his ſight, the reaſon of which 
ſtrangling is becauſe they would not ſpill any of 
the Ochoman ſacred blood as they term it on the 
ground, upon the death of whom the Mother of 
Solyman overcome with grief and diſpair , ſtab- 
bed her ſelf to the Heart with a Dagger, at 
which Tragical ſight it is reported that Amwrath 
wept, as not delighted with ſuch unnatural cru- 
elty, but that the manner and nature of his Go- 
yernment fo required, for that by reaſon of the 
largeneſs of the Urtoman Empire , if many of the 
Princes of the blood lived at one and the fame time, 
they would probably with civil diflenſions rend ir 
1n pieces. 

Anno 1575 Amurath eſtabliſhed many wholſom 
Laws, altered the Coin, and bountifully reheved 
the poor, and albeit he was of a mild and peaceable 
ature, yet, that he might ſeem like to his Pn 
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ceſlors he proſecuted his Fathers Wars, and aided 
by the Tartars entered into Ruſcia part of the Ter- 
ritories of the King of Polonia, where he burnt and 
deſtroyed 200 Caſtles, belides a great number of 


Towns and Villages, putting multitudes of the poor: 


people to the Sword, and carrying as many into mi- 
ſcrable Captivity, but-the Tartar had little joy of 
their ſucceſs, for whilſt they were bulie. in| Ruſcia 
the Cfſack brake into their Kingdom, and deſtroyed 
all before them for the ſpace of 100 miles. 

That which gave the Turks encouragement to cn- 
ter- the  Territories-of Polonia, was the divifion a- 
mongſt the nobility for. Henry D' Yaloys their King, 
upon notice that his brother Charles the Ninth 
French King was dead, ſecretly departed to take 

n him-the Kinzdomof 'France, to which he was 
rightful Heire, whereupon- one party was for Ele(t- 
ing Maximilian-the Germax-Emperour, 'and:the other 
Jtrongly oppoſing then 'would have introduced the 
great. Duke of Muſcovpy. Of which Amurath having 
notice, and ſuppoſing that to which ſoever of them 
It fell he would provea troubleſome Neighbour, he 
ſenta Letter to- diſſwade the Nobility and: Coun- 
{tors of the Kingdom to chuſe-neither, but to(Elect 
t King amongſt themſelves, or elſe. Stepben Buttar 
Prince of Tranſylvania, and in ſo doing” they ſhould 
findhim their conſtant Friend, or in refuſing-to com- 
ply-with his deſire to expect all the calamities that 
attend on War. In this -Letter the proud Turk ſtt- 
led himfelf God of the Earth, Governour of the 
whole World, the Meſſtnger of God; 'and faithful 
ſervant, of the great Prophet. Yet fo it eftectually: 
wronght with chem Nobility, that notwKh- 
ftanding Marximilsan tho Emperour was by the Arcli 
Biſhop of Gneſna and ſome others, Elected King; 
yet was that their Eleftion by the-great ood _ 
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Electors diſannulled, as alſo the great' Duke of Meſs: 
covy rejected, and the Noble Princels Anze of the: 
moit Honourable 7agelionian houſe choſen Queen. of 
Polonia, upon c ondition, that ſhe ſhould! Marry Sre-- 
phen Prince of Tranſylvama, which ſhe: afterward: 
performed, as in the ſeries of this Hiſtory will:ap- 
ar. 
ju upon the. afore-mentioned: conditions! 
having drawn. his: Army. out; of: Ruſe:a, and taking: 
advantage of- the diſcord/ariling' in: the KinigdomeP 
Perſia, upon the death. of Tamas reſolvedito: bend'his- 
Forces to the Conqueſt of: that great Kingdom: 
which, (the diſſenſton-amonegſt the: Sons of the do-- 
ceaſed King about the ſucceſſion,. made him ſuppoſe) 
was cafic to be effefted; whereupon raiſing ſuch great 
Forces as held Chriſtendom inJufpence,. he yet declin> - 
ed attempting any. thing till he had:Knowledpge what 
effects the civil broyls had: wrought, which were 
that after a long, contention ,. and the | Murther- of” 
many of the Sons. and Grandchildren of:the deceaſed- 
king, Mabemet Eldeſt ſon to. Tamas, who had'be-+ 
fore rejected the Diadem, to prevent the ruin of his 
Natve Country,took\upon: him the Regency,though: 
not. without the envy of: many of the great: Sultans, / 
whoſe guilt upon: his being proclaimed .King+ had: 
cauſed them'to fly, who like thorow. paced: T raitors: 
in; their exile ſolicited: Amwrath by all means ſpeedilys: 
to invade the Kingdbm of Perſc,. laying before him. 
the facility. of conquering. that 'noble- Kingdorn, 
abounding with all manner of, riches, and that the 
Georgians and Saracens evily affefted towards the: 
new King, would not fail npon the G——_ of his 
Army to joyn with him. Theſe and the like perſwa- 
ſions fired! the Turk with hopes of £- gloriousan 
atchievement, that notwithſtanding he. was: in 
League with the Perſian, yot after long;debating tlie: 
marter 
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matter in the Divan, it was reſol ved that the War 
ſhould be undertaken and carryed on with all vigor, 
and that the firſt attempt ſhould be made upon tbe 
Countrey of Servan, the better to eftet which 
by alaruming the Enemy 1n divers places, he ſent 
to his BaſſY's Governours of - Babylon, Yan, and other 
places on the Perſian Frontiers, to moleſt the Ter- 
ritories by frequent inroads, to perform which they 
wereno ways wanting.And now Stephen the Prince of 
Tranſilvania having marryed Queen Anne, and being 
confirmed by the free choice of the Nobility King of 
Poland , he ſent his Ambaſſadors to Amurath, to 
conclude a firm and 1inviolable League, which was 
granted by the Turk very advantageous to the 
Chriſtians, that he might not be hindered in his 
Perſian War, which in Anno 1578. he undertook, 
ſending a great Army under the leading of AMuſtapha 
Baſſa-(who in the Reign of Selymws had Conquered 
Cyprms) into the Countrey of Servan, compo: d of 
theſe following Nations, viz, 12000 Meſopotamians, 
14000 Bahylonians and Aſſyrians, 2000 Syrians, 10000 
Natolians, 1000 Jews of Palaſtine, 4005 Cilicians, 
after which followed the Soldiers of Grecia, the 
Glory and Hope of the whole Camp to the number 
of 10902, as likewiſe 10000 Fanizaries, Harquibu- 
fires, to whom 4020 of the Citizens of Er Zicſhum 
were added beltdes many Voluntiers of divers Na- 
tions: inſomuch that the whole Army conſiſted of 
110020 Horſe and Foot, belides this multitude of 
men, Muſtaphz brought into Perſtz 502 pieces of 
Artillery, and 5o Waggon loads of Money to leavy 
other Soldiers, it occalion required it. 

The Baſa with the Army aforeſaid, arriving at 
Chars, after three dayes ſtaying there, during which 
time being, marvellouſly troubled by reaſon of a ſud- 
dain Tempeſt, he raiſed his Camp and departed to 
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the foot of the Mountains of Chielder , otherwiſe 
Feriardo, where he had knowledge of the Perſian So- 
phies Army Approach, which cauſed him to put his 
Army intoorder of Battle, dividing it amongſt his 
great Commanders, which were Derni Baſſa of Ca- 
raunt, and Oſman Mahomet, and Muſta Fada Baſlas; 
a5 for the Perſean Army under the leading of Tocomac 
an experienced Captain, whom for his known valour 
and Loyalty, the Sophy had made General, 1t con- 
ſiſted not of above twenty thouſand, all Horſemen, 
gathered out of Georgia, Media, and Antropatia,who 
miſinformed by their Scouts of the Tizrks number, 
boldly held on their way, reſolving to give them 
Battle, who from the Hills perceiving their intent, 
put themſelves in a poſture to receive them : where- 
upon about one in the Afternoon, a dreadful fight be- 
gan, wherein at the firſt charge were ſlain ſeven of 
the Turks Sanzacks, with a Great number of Soldiers 
without any apparent loſs to the Perſians, who fight- 
ing cloſe together ſlew the Txrks at a diſtance with 
their ſhot of Arrows, and the continual thundering of 
their Harquibuzes, of which Engins by this time 
they had learned the perfe(t uſe. But 24uſtapha, who 
with a great power of his choice ſouldicrs, having 
waited a fit opportunity, peirced the Squadrons of 
the horſe, having firſt made a lane by the reiterated 
Vollies of his Artillery, and charged with ſuch fury, 
that although the Perſians incouraging cach other 
did all that men were capable to perform, yet be- 
ing overpowered with number, were at length bro- 
ken and diſordered ; they under the ſhelter of the 
night retired, which the T#rks without much difh- 
culty permitted, they not having any cauſe to re- 
joyce at the Victory ſo gotten, their loſs was 10 
great, yet keeping the held all that night , the next 
morning in token of his good ſuccels, Myfapha ſent 
the 
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the heads'of five thouſand Perſrans, and three thoy- 
fand [live priſoners'to Amurath, and*for the greater 
terror:'of ' the enemy, cauſed the heads of three thoy- 
fand others to be'ſtricken off,and piled on heaps; the 
Turks loſt'tn this bartle near'twenty thouſand, many 
of "their chief 'ſouldiers. 

Thenext day after the battle 1anuchlars, a Prince 
of 'the Georgians ſent a meſſenger to Muſtapha, to 
acquaint him "that he was coming to'confer with 
him, which did not a little rejoyce the Turk; inſo- 
much that he cauſed all his Great Commanders with 
Trumpets, 'Enſigns diſplayed, Drums beating, and 
the diſcarge of a!l the Great Ordnance to receive 
Him, and in like manner to conduct him to his 
Pavillion (not doubting but that the revolt of this 
Prince would greatly further his affairs) which be- 
ing being done, and he entering the Bafſa's Tent, 
He there was cauſed to ſit down on his right hand, 
when after having made him preſents of ſuch chings 


.as for that purpoſe he had brought, he gave the Ball? 


To underſtand, That for .the honour and eſtimation 
he concet1ved of the Turkiſhvalour, he was ever de- 
voted to the houſe of the Ottomans, and as he had of- 
ten times deſired to venture-his life and fortune ir; 
their fervice, fo at this preſent time he moved by 
his former deſire, allured by the ſtrange fame of his 
wonderful and victorious Army, and ſtirred up by 2 
particnlar Fantaſic to learn the Turkiſh Diſcipline 
In martial aff:irs; under ſuch a General as was the 


Halla, to whom he offered all his devotion and fer- 


vice, things 25 he faid not offered to any before, ard 
In five belought him to accept of him in the name ot 
Amurath,whoic obedient vallal he had vowed himle!:. 

This Speech ended the Baſla highly commended 
Im for his prudent choice and good will towards 
the Turks; and the more to confirm him 11 the opt- 
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mion he had of the Orroman Greatneſs , he cauſed 
him to be led throughout his Camp, that ſo he might 
take a view of the Turkiſh Magnificence , where 
amongſt other things he with derteſtation beheld the 
Pile of Perſian heads, and then returning to Adnſta- 
has Tent,he was preſented with Garments of cloth 
of Gold, a Gilt Battle! Ax and Target enameled with 
divers precious ſtones, and never permitted him to 
go from his Pavillion without a train of his [lavesat- 
tending on him. 
Things being at this paſs, the Baſla was about to 


\ raiſe his Camp, to march into the very heart of Per- 


fa, when loe the face of the Heavens became black as 
Egyptian darkneſs, and upon a ſudden ſuch Prodigi- 
ous Thunders, Lightning, Rain and Hail, broke 
from the yielding Clouds, that it ſcemed to moſt 
that the diſſolution of all things was at hand, the 


wind every where renting the Turkiſh Tents in pie- 


ces, and carrying them into the Air z which 'Tem- 
peſt and the noifom ſtenchariſing from the Carkaſes 
of the dead, cauſed ſuch a Peſtilence in the Camp, 
that upon the muſter taken four dayes after forty 
thouſand Turks were wanting, yet when the wea- 
ther cleared up he removed, paſling by the ſides of 
the Great Mountain, and in his way taking in ſeveral 
Caſtles and Fortreſſes , though not without the 
loſs of many of his men ; nor were the Perſtans 
wanting to cut off his rear and the {traglers-of his 
Camp, as they found opportunity, by which means 
many thouſands of their Forragcrs and ſuch as gree- 
dy of booty left the Army, were cut ſhort, yet ha- 
ving received a great ſupply of Proviſionfrom Aleppo, 
he marched into the Country of S:r«ar, when by the 
way Aleſſandro another Prince of the Georgrans came 
to the Baſſas Pavillion&-ſubmirted himſclt;as the for- 
mer had done,bcing thereupon welcomed in the fame 
naturc, 
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nature, receiving rich preſents from the Baſſa as a 
token of his favour, as likewiſe a promiſe that upon 
his return he would paſs through his Countrey to 
pay him a viſit. 

The Turks traveling twelve dayes by long marches 
came into the confines of Sivan, but finding all the 
Country deſtroyed before them, they fell into ma- 
ny ill conveniencies, for by the means aforeſaid pale 
famine began to ſtare them in the face, which obli- 
ged them to ſearch for proviſion in all places, yet 
finding little, as they were about to return to the 
Camp they happened on ſeveral Perſian ſpies, out of 
whom they extorted that after they had paſlled cer- 
tain Marſhes where Canac diſcharged it ſelf into 
Araxu they ſhould find certain fields of Rice and 


ſtanding Corn, together with divers herds of Cattle, ! 


enough to ſuffice the whole Army for a months ſpace, 
which being made known unto the Baſla,he not great- 
ly credited the Report, and therefore would not paſs 
thither with the whole Army, but freely permittec 
ſuch as would, to go, ſo that about ten thouſand or 
the moſt hungerſtarved, with ſuch neceſlaries as they 
thought fit, went, to ſeiſe upon this booty, but had 
no ſooner paſled the River and ſome few Marſhes, but 
they fell into the Perſian Ambuſh, laid for that pur- 
poſe, who put them almoſt all to the ſword ; but 


whilſt they were taking the ſpoil Muſtapha having | 


notice by the flyers what had happened, came upon 
them with the whole Army ſo ſuddenly that he 
hemumed them, as it were in an Iſland, made by the 
meandring of Araxs and Canac, where ſetting upon 
them, after a bloody fight put them to the worlt, 
killing a great many of them, and forcing other to 
take the River, wherein many of them periſhed, 
Tocomac the General and three other great Cap- 
tains hardly eſcaping. 
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After which Muſtapha reſolved'to paſs the River 
Canac,of which the Souldiers having notice,began not 
only to murmur but to Mutiny throughout the Camp, 
alledging that he carryed them to their certain deſtru- 
tion for that being in a ſtrange Countrey, where 
all neceſſaries whereby to- fub{iſt were wanting, 
whereby they ſhould tabliſt, they muſt inevitably 
periſh, but + he urging that. it was the command of 
Amurath, and if no man but himſelf would paſſe over 
he himſelf would obey his Lords 'command; where- 
upon notwithſtanding the unwillingneſs of thret 
parts of the Army the next day-the better to-encou- 
rae his Captains and Souldiiers himſelf waded-over, 
and after him followed a great\nomber' ofhis faves, 
and the reſt of the great Commanders, but iv flow- 
ly by reaſon of the ſwiftneſs of the River, that night 
approached ere half the Army had gained the far- 
ther bank, when the ſtream ſwelling-with the force 
of the Wind and darkneſs making the Souldiers fear- 
ful, 8000 of them were driven headlong down the 
currant into the deep places, where they miſerab 
periſhed together, with a great number of Camels 
and Horſes, fo that- the Perſians Hving upon the 
Binks many miles diſtance, perceiving the number 
of dezd Turks together with their weapons float- 
ing with the ſtream, concluded the Army was over- 
thrown, nor was the fortune of thoſe'rhar paſſed 
over for a time much better, for commg into a bar- 
ren Countrey, a great number of them died 'for 
want, yet having paſled thus far a greater miſchief 
would have betallen them had they returned, and 
therefore being] every way beſet with danger they 
reſolutely marched forward, either to find relief. or 
to end their days in milery. Burt contrary to their 
expeAation, after two dayes hard marching' they 
came into a plentiful Countrey ſtored with all man- 
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Ver of Proviſions;which did not a little revive them, 
being, before evenat the point to periſb, after which 
having moſt of the Cities of Sivan yielded to him,he 
put Garriſons therein and furniſhing them with al, 
neceſaries at the importunity of his Souldiers re- 
Hlived to return home and. fo-paſling through the 
Courtrey of Prince Alefſander,. where he revitual. 
Ieq and relieved the Garriſon ot Teſts, who through 
Famine were reduced to ſuch neceflity, that no un- 
cleanthingwas: left yneaten, and ſo paſling through 
the ſtraights: of the rough Mountains, where he loſt 
2 munber of his people, he at length arrived at FE: 
x4r41 where without any muſter he diſcharged his 
Army ; thereby to hide the great loſs he had fuſtain- 
ed from the knowledge of 4nurath, and forgot not 
by Letters toi magnifie his own exploits; ſending 
withal the two Georgren Princes who had ſubmitted 
themſelves, with Letters of recommendation to 
Anmmrath. 

It wasnot long after the departure of 1uſtapha,but 
the Tartars1n confederacy with the Turks, having 
left the Fens of lars, and the unmountable ſhoars 
of the Black Sea, paſſing over the, Rocks upon Cl- 
ev, and the frozen crags of the Mountain Caucaſ, 
entered $irvan with an Army of 30090 Hork, un- 
dr the-Jeading of Abailcheras, who no leſs terrified 
[the Perſians then bad the Turks, ot after the tak- 
-ing of many Gities,. and ranging about the-Country 
-for |prey, as one day they lay diſperſed in, a Val- 
ley nearto E'res,, Emire Hamas Mirize Eldeſt Son to 
Afabomet the Perſian Sophy, came upon them yunz- 
wares with 12000 Horſemen, and ere they could put 


themſelves in a poſture of defence, ſlew 15000 of 


them and took almoſt all the reſt Priſoners, and 
2mongſt them Abailcheras Son as he pretended him- 
ſclf to the great Cham, who bring ſent Priſoner to 
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Cabin the Regal ſeat of the Perſian Sophy, fo won up- 
on the favour of the King and Queen, but ſpecially 
of the latter, who was faid to be more prodigal of 
her favours towards him then ſtood with her ho- 
nour, and at the fame time Mahomer intending to 
match him to his Daughter, thereby to procure the 

Friendſhip of the great Tartarian Cham : 1t ſo far mo- 
ved the Sx/tans or great men of the Court with en- 
yy that they flew him in the Palace, and at the fame 
time as many reported ſtrangled the Queen, whom 

they found over tamiliar with him in his Chamber, 

but whether ſo or not certain it is ſhe was never af- 

terwards ſeen. 

The Tartars Forces thus deſtroyed, the Terror 
of the young Perſian Prince was fo great, that what 
by Stratagem and plain Force, he wreſted out of the 
Turks hands moſt of the Cities they had before poſ- 
kſed. Inſomuch that (the City of Derbent of which 
Oſman Baſla was Governour with the title of Vizar 
of Sirnan excepted) the Turks were driven out' of 
all their ſtrong places, nor was it long ere the Per- 
fun Sophy prattiſed with Shahamel, Lord of the 
Mountain of Br#:, whoſe Daughter Oſman had mar- 
riedto betray him and the City into his power, for 
that he was the onely man amongſt the Georgians 
whom Oſman truſted, who won by the great pro- 
miſes of the Sophy, without any reſpect to the'Turk 
8 he was his Son-in-Law, undertook to gratifie him 
n his deſire; but he carried not the matter ſo cloſe 
but his Daughter underſtanding what that paſſed, 
and more ſtadious for the preſervation of her Hus- 
band, than/furthering her Fathers purpoſe, ſhe ſtill 
revealed all ſhe knew ; which ſo inwardly perplex- 
ed Oſman that he reſolved to prevent the Treachery 
of his Father-in-law by taking him out of the way, 
whereupon as his uſual manner was inviting hith to-a 
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ſolemn, Feaſt with a chearful countenance he com- 
manded 500 of his Soldiers to be in a readineſs, and 
that as ſoon as Sahamel was entered the Court off his 
Pallace to ſeize him, and after having cut of his 
Head to put all his followers to the Sword, which 
wes accordingly put in execution, and not fo con- 
tented, he ſent out 2oco Horlemen to ſpoil his 
Countrey,to the great aſtoniſhment of all the neigh- 
bouring, Princes, but to the exceeding -grief of the 
Sophy who found his hopes ſrultrated by the death 
of Sahanmel. | 

The year following, viz. 1578. Amurath calling 
to him his Baſla's, conſulted what was further to 
be done in relation to the Perſian War ; when after a 
long debate, it was upon mature deliberation re- 
ſolved that it was a matter of dangerous conſequence 
to ſend an Army into the heart of Perſta, where 
they ſhould. not. only; have a fierce. Enemy to deal 
withz but likewiſe many other difficulties, as hun- 
ger, overflowing, of , Rivers, palling craggy Moun- 
tains and-the like :; But that. it was therefore necel- 
ſary, that by degrees they ſhould. paſs conquering 
on from the Borders ſtill ſecuring all at their backs, 
the care of, managing which being. referred to Ms 
ſtaphay. he ſent'into all the Heredatary Countries of 
the Empire, commanding the reſpective Governours 
to lend him ſtore of Pioners, and men skilled in 
Archite,.as likewiſp,a, great .number of the moſt 
expert Souldiers,! but c{pecially thoſe that had been 
dizbanded the year before , upon notice of which 
grcat, multitudes flocked to the ſervice, who early 
12"the Spring met at Erzirum, from whence they 
warched under the command of the Bafla to Chars, 3 
Gity; on the Frontiers of Srnan,. whichin the late 
-War,bed been demoliſhed ; yet now again [Rebuilt 


and Fortified within the, ſpace of 23 dayes, notwitht } 
110 ſtanding 
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ſtanding the abundance of Snow that fell during 
their labouring therein, the which was no ſponer 
finiſhed but news ceme that the ſtrong Caſtle of 
Teſts was beſieged by the Perſians, who had reduced 
the Garriſon to ſo great a ſtraight that through Fa- 
mine, they would be obliged to yield up the place if 
they were not ſpeedily relieved. Upon which in 
great perplexity he ſent Haſſan Balla, Son to Maho- 
met Principal Vizar of the Court, and Keſaan Cap- 
tain of the Adventurers with 20200 Horſe and Foot, 
furniſhed with Proviiions and others Neceflaries for 
the relief of the Belieged, who palling the {traits 
of Tomans, were ſet upon by 8009 Perſiavs under 
the leading of Alicu!s Cham and Simon two expert 
Captains, who in thoſe intricate mazes flew many 
of them, and took conliderable ſpoil, which fo 
hightened them that within a while atter ſetting 
upon the Turks, and thinking to have the like ad- 
vantage fell into their Ambuſh, ſo that moſt of the 
Perſians fell by the Sword or were taken Priſoners, 
and amongſt the latter Alwul: Cham : wwhich gave 
Haſſan opportunity ro march without further con- 
troul to /eſtis, where through Famine he found 
halt the Garriſon loſt, yer encuraging them in the 
beſt wiſe, and ſtoring them with all manner of Pro- 
viſion and Warlike Munirion, he having at thelr re- 
queſt diiplaced Mahomer the Governour, and conſti- 
tuted Amer Baſla in his ſtead he was about to re- 
turn the ſame way he came, but upon notice that 
Simon had ſtrongly pollelled himſelf of the aforeſaid 
ſtraights, and barrocadoed them with his great Ar- 
tillery, he was wonderfully perplexed as diſpairing, 
of his ſafe return , which Alcali perceiving pro- 
miſed apon conlideration that he would releaſe him, 
to ſhew him a way both plain and ealie, through 
which he might pals wihowt any danger from the 
FL3 Per - 
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Perſians, whereupon the Baſla ſwore to perform 
what he requeſted ; but afterwards, as is very uſual 
amongſt thoſe Infidels revoked his Oath excuſing 
himſelf, by ſaying, it was not in his power to re- 
leaſe any Priſoner taken in War without the conſent 
of his General : of which perfidious dealing Sim 
having notice, who before in conſideration of the 
delivery of Aticuls had winked at their paſlage, he 
with his Light-Horſemen purſued hard after them, 
when overtaking the Rear he charged them with 
ſuch fury, that in great confuſion they fled. In 
which flight a great number were ſlain and taken 
Priſoners with a great booty, eſpecially the Trez- 
ſure of the Baſſa, and of Reſuan Captain of the Ad- 
venturers, which loſs ſo ſenſibly afflicted Muſtapha 
that upon notice thereof he broke up his Army, not 
thinking it convenient to attempt any thing further 
that year, and ſoon after he being diſcharged of his 
Generalſhip was called home, where upon his arri- 
val at Court, he was accuſed by Sian Baſla, for 
neglecting the Emperours affairs, waſting his Trea- 
ſure in unneceſſary buildings, and rather giving the 
Enemy cauſe to contemn the Qrroman Forces, then 
to fear their Proweſs. 


Theſe and many other ſuch like complaints being 
exhibited againſt him ſo incenſed Amwrath, that he 
reſolved he ſhould be ſtrangled ; in order to which 
he ſent his chief Gentleman Porter, attended on by 
fifteen others to the Baſſas Pallace, but the crafty 
old blade being forewarned of what was intended 
againſt him, cauſed himſelf for along time to be de- 
nyed, but when the meſſengers impatient of delay, 
urged that he muſt and ſhould render obedience to 
the Emperors warrant (which they then produced) 


they were admitted to his preſence, but uſtrater | 
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of their deſign,by a Gnard that incloſed the Bafla wirh 
weapons, forbidding any acces further thena circle 
made for that purpoſe ; which they perceiving, 
thought it no thne to put their deligntn'prattice, 
but rather to intreat himby fair means'to come 'to 
Court, which he refnting,' they preſented him one 
of the _—_— Letters, in which he commanded 
himthat if he would nor come'in perſon,yet-tofend his 
Chancellor and Treaſurer, to give up thetr accounts, 
and to anſwer to the acculation againtt him-and them, 
to which he conſented, upon promiſe that they ſhould 
not be prejudiced thereby, yet upon thetr arrival 
they were ſent priſoners tothe Tower called Jauicula, 
but by the Mediation of certain Great Ladiesof the 
Court, bribed with Jewels of Extraordinary'price, 
the Baſſas pezce being made, and he-coming into the 
Emperors preſence, all was blown over, and his two 
Miniſters fet at liberty, withont any further exami- 
nation. | 

During theſe paſſages the Great Vizar Baſſa Muha- 
met was ſtabb'd in the Divawo by a private Souldier, 
whom he had bereaved of his Penſion, got at the 
price of his long ſervice in the wars, for which the 
faid fouldier was put to dearh with moſt exquiſite 
Torments, in whoſe place Myſtzphn Balla laboured 
tobe choſen as his right by courle, but Anmrarbin- 
wardly diſpleaſed with his proceedings, rejeted his 
fate, and ſent the ſeal to Szvan Baſſe, whom he alſd 
made General for the Perſian war, who preparing 
a great Army marched 'ro the Frontiers, ane rhere 
e d the ſycces of Maxnt Chan the _ Am- 
baſſador then arrived at Coftanrimeple to ſhe for peace, 
but not obtaining his defire on ſach Articles as he inſt 
ſted on, both Potentates prepared for a reſolute and 
vigorous war, the one'to offend, and the other 'tode- 


fend, during which time Maſtapha Baſſa dyed ar Gor 
-z"%

ftantinople, ſuppoſed either to have been poyſoned by 
the command of Amurarh, or elſe that to prevent 
the fate of ſtrangling he had poiſoned himſelf, 
The Perſian Ambaſſador being returned to his Ma- 
ſter, and giving, him to underſtand that there was no 
peace to be had with the Turk unleſs he would peace- 
ably deliver into his poſſeſſion the Country of Siruan, 
and that himſelf being taken for a Spye in the Turk- 
iſh Court, was glad to give Amurath great hopes 
of obtaining his deſire, to prevent death or impri- 
ſonment, yet that it remainedat the pleaſure of the 
King whether he would ſtand to any thing that had 
been by him propoſed ; for which good ſervice 
of Mexut Chau the Sophy made him Great Treaſurer 
of Tawris, which at that time was Governed by 
Emir Chau his mortal enemy, who ſought by all the 


means he could to deſtroy hum ; wherefore declining | 


10:80 thither in perſon, he officiated his Office by 
his Deputy, of which Exur taking hold of as a fit 
opportunity to work his deſtruction, ſecretly indu- 
ced the Sophy to believe that he held ſecret corre{(- 
pondence with the Turks, and for that reaſon lay 
hovering on the Frontiers, placing a baſe fellow as 
his Deputy to officiate ſo great a Truſt which was 
not a little diſhonour to the Majeſty of the Perſian 


King ; whereupon the Sopby gave him power to ſeize | 


Aexut Chau and moſt of his principal ſervants, and 
by Torture to wring out of them the truth of the 
matter. 

Glad was Emir t9 have fo fair an opportunity to 
deſtroy Mexut, and thereupon without further de- 
lay ſent fifteen ſtout fellows to Caffangich Mexus 
place of abode to fetch him and his ſervants by force, 
who arriving there, and, having admittance to his 
preſence, he promiſed to go with them, and gave to 
each of them a preſent , ordering his Steward bo 

make 
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make them merry, whilſt he prepared himſelf to 
accompany them to their Lord Err, but with ſecret 
command to make them drunk, which his Steward 
ſo ſuddenly effected, that within an hours ſpace they 
fell faſt aſleep, which AJaxur perceiving, faſt bound 
them with ropes, and throwing them into a deep 
well, with all his family fled to the Tarksſb Baſſa;then 
with his Army on the Frontiers, who upon notice 
of what had happened kindly received him. 

Sivan Baſſa having ſtayed at Chars with the Turk- 
ih Army eight dayes, he by ealie marches came to 
Tefiis, having by the way loſt many of his Forragers 
cut off by the Georgian Horſemen, but arriving at the 
place aforeſaid he was recruited out of Syria and Jx- 
dea, and having diſtributed part of . his . Treaſure 
amongſt the Souldiers, and ſet all things in order, 
he with his Army departed thence ; when paſſing the 
Strait of Tomanis, he had notice from Muſtafſad 
(afterwards Governor of Aleppo) that not far diſtant 
on the right hand,were ſeveral fields of ſtanding Corn 
and Herds of Cattle grazing flenderly guarded, 
which the Paſſa induced to believe, ſent the faid 
Muſtafsad with a ſtrong power to ſeize upon that 
booty, of which his Army ſtood ſo much in need, 
but they were no ſooner within danger, but the 
Perſians and Georgians burſt out upon them in great 
numbers, putting them on every ſide to flight, 
whom they purſued fo fiercely that ſeven thouſand 


' of them were ſlain, many taken Priſoners, and 


all their Cammels and other beaſts of burthen ta- 
ken, of which Svan, having notice, in a'great rage 
diſpatched the Baſla of Caramania,with twenty thou- 
ſand horſe and foot to purſue the Perſians, after 
whom himſelf followed with the whole Army, but 
too late, for that perceiving from a high mountain 
what was intended had withdrawn themſelves, 
| yet 
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yet ſome ſtraglers fell into the Turks hands, part of 
whom they ſlew, and part they ſaved alive; yet the 
Turks holding on their way came to Triala, where 
they underſtood that the Perſian King being depart- 
ed from Taurw, was coming againſt them with 2 
great Army, reſolving to give them battle, upon 
which Stvan gave ſtrit command throughout his Ar- 
my, that every man on pain of death ſhould be in a 
readineſs to March, he reſolving to meet the King on 
his way 3 after which he deſcended into the large 
Plains of Chielder, where a former battle had been 
fought between the Turks and the Perſians, where 
not hearing of the Kings approach, after having 
miſtered his Army, he reſolved to March to Tax- 
ris to inrich himſelf with the ſpoiles of that City,but 
by the way under pretence of trying his men, he cau- 
ſed a counterfeit battle tobe fought amongſt his own 
Souldiers, as in caſe of a General muſter, which ever 
after rendred him a by-word to his Souldiers, and 
loytcring in the aforeſaid plains for the ſpace of 
eight dayes; in the mean ſpace Aider the Aga as an 

or from the Perſian King came to his Camp, 
offering in the nameof his Maſter ſuch propoſals as 
Maxut had before done at Conftantinople, which were 
that Chars and Tefl;s ſhould be _ poſſeſſed of 
the Turks, that fo a good correſpondence might be 
continued between the Subjects of both Potentates, 
for accompliſhing of this deſired peace, Sinan pro- 
miſed to deal with Amurath, provided the Perſian 
would ſend an Ambaſſador to Conſtantinople, which 
being reſolved on, the proud Baſſareturned to Chars, 
and from thence departed to Erizirum, where he 
difmiſſed his Army, having done nothing worthy the 
name of a General. 

In the year 1581 Amurath cauſed his ſon Mahomet 
to be circumciſed after the Hebrew manner ; in ho- 
nour 
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nour of which folemnity he made a feaſt which con» 
tinned with ſhews and ſports, for the ſpace of forty 
days, where all, or moſt of the Chriſtian and Maho- 
metan Princes Ambaſladors were preſent; and amongſt 
them the Ambaſſador of Perſia, whom Amwrath (after 
ſuffering many affronts to be put upon him) cauſed 
to be impriſoned with all his R-tinue, fo ſtraightty, 
that though one hundred of his ſervants dyed of the 
Plague, yet much adoe had he to get himſelf remoy- 
ed to Erzirum. This hard handling of the Ambaſ- 
fdor made the conceived hopes of Peace to vaniſh, 
inſomuch that either Potentate prepared for war, 
when as Amurath not well liking the proceedings of 
Sivan, conſtituted Mahomer Baſſa, nephew to AMuſta- 
pha Baſſa deceaſed, which choice Sivan greatly in- 
_— againſt, though all in vain; for early in the 
ſpringzhe taking charge of the Army deſigned for the 
Perſian war,departed Fowl rzir#m accompanied with 
the Baſſaof or tamages 5 with him great ſtore of 
240 and a huge maſs of mony, but ſuch was his 
ad fortune that in his way to Teffs, paſſing a River 
his Army was routed by the Perſians and Georgians, 
and moſt of his beſt Souldiers ſlain or taken priſo- 
ners, a great part of the mony and proviſion, fell 
likewiſe into the hands of the enemy ; ſo that not 
having ſufficient to relieve the Gariſon, hardly o 
preſſed by famine, he had much adoe to perſwade the 
Souldiers to continue in it, and exceedingly to 
ſtraighten his diſcomfited Army to ſupply that one 
with mony and proviſion; all which calamity being 
ſuppoſed to happen by the Siniſter Council of one 
Muſftapha a Renagate Georgian, then inthe Tarks 
Camp, who was more then ſuſpected to hold correſ- 
pondence with his Country;wherefore Mabmet with 
other his truſty Counſellers reſolved his death,where- 
upon he called a Council in his own Pavillion, pre- 
tending 
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tending letters of inſtruction from the. Emperoy, 
and ſecretly gave order that upon the coming -of 
Muſtapha, whilſt the Letters were in reading, the 
Janizaries ſhould cut off his head, but the Georgian 
having notice, choſe out fifty of his faithful follow- 
ers, and imparting to them what was intended, com- 
manded them to be near at hand and at the firit call 
to enter the Pavilion, where if they perceived any 
violence uſed towards his perſon, they ſhould not 
ſpare the General himſelf. Matters being brought 
to this paſs, and Muſtapha entred the PavHion of the 
Baſſa, the counterfeit Letters were ordered to be 
read, which done, and the Georgiar: about to de- 
part, promiſing to perform what ever the King 
ſhould command, Capagi Baſſa Mahomers Great uſher, 
came to him and plucking him by the ſleeve, would 
have forced him to have fat down, which he per- 
ceiving, and knowing his life was in danger, drew 
his ſword, and ſtruck Mahomets Lieutenant fo forci- 
bly on the head, that he clove him to the ſtomach, 
then reverſing his blow, wounded the Baſſa of Cara- 
mite, as likewiſe many others, and had killed the 
General himſelf, had not the uproar cauſed many tc 
enter the Pavillion, and amongſt others his fifty fol- 
lowers, who carryed him in fatety to his Tent. This 
action cauſed grievous complaints to be ſent to Amu- 
rath from either party, whereby he underſtanding 
the evil ſtate of his affairs in thoſe Parts, exceeding- 
ly blamed his Baſa's for puſhing on into ſuch a dan- 
gerous war, and in arage thruſt Sivan Baſſa from his 
Vizarſhip, placing Sciawe Baſſa (a Hungarian born, 
and to whom he had married his iſter) in his 
ſtead. 

The Turks affairs being at this paſs Anno 1582, 
they had ſmall mind to proceed in their war againſt 
the Perſians, nor was the Perfian King leſs deſirous iy 
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te rid of ſo troubleſome a gueſt;that he mizlit be the 
tetterat leaſure to ſuppreis the Rebellion raiſed by 
his Son Abas Mirize , who countenanced by the 
chief of the Saltans, had ſeized upon many ſtrong; 
places, and was now Fortifying himlelf in Aters, 
whither his father paſſed witha great Army by the 
way, recovering, ſuch Towns as had revolted from 
his obedience, and putting ſuch of the Traitors as he 
found therein to death; but coming before the City, 
the young Prince wrote ſuch ſubmiſſive Letters to his 
father and elder brother, then in his fathers Camp, 
that,the old man was well content, that he ſhould by 
his Ambaſſadors be admitted to purge himſelf of 
ſuch crimes as were laid to his charge, which he 
did ſo effeftually that the whole matter appear- 
ing to. be framed and contrived by Mirize Sulmos, 
who notwithſtanding had perſwaded the King to 
make that Expedition againlt his Son that he might 
advantage himſelf by teing made General of the 
Army; to put anend to further differences the ſaid 
Mzrize. Sul was by the Kings command behead- 
ed, as being indeed the Author of thoſe inteſtine 
troubles. > 
Thele things thus diſpoſed, the Sophy was now at 
kalure.to oppoſe the invading Turks , wherefore 
gathering a great Army he ſtriped them out of ma+ 
ny of their holds, which ſo enraged Amnrath that 
appointing Ferat Balla his General, whom with full 
inſtructions he diſmiſſed with a great Army, with 
which having roamed about Sirnan and Georgia all 
Summer, Anno 1583. with the loſs of many of his 
men, .and the revolt of Muſtaffa, he in September re= 
turned.to Erzirum having done nothing more, then 
ny royed the Countrey of Muſtafa, and relieved 
4 8ps 
1he following year the Po ſtan Ning reſolving top 
arive

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drive the Turks out of his Countrey, raiſed a great 
Army,and encamped in the Plains before the City of 
Taxris, of which Ferat having notice would not de- 
part from Erairum before he had ſent ro Amurath 
to have his opinion therein, who ſent him an ex- 
preſs to relieve if poſſible the Garriſon of Tefk with 
a ſmall power to oppoſe the reſt of the Army a- 
gainſt the Enemy , whereupon he reſolved to put 


im practice the pleaſure of his Lord. In orderto . 


which the better to ſecure the paſſage or ſtrait of 
Tomants, he built a Caſtle in the enterance thereof 
1700 yards in compaſs, furniſhing it with all nece{- 
faries, and then ſent a detachmentof 20000 Horſe 
and Foob, under the leading of Feſnar Baſſa for the 
releif of Tefls, but fearing that power nor ſufficient 
nt others after him, under the leading of the Baſſz 
of Caramite, of which Simon the Georgian Prince 
having notice yet deceived in their number, haſted 
over the Countrey by ſhort cuts to give them Bat- 
tle, which he was the readier to do becanſe he at 
firft diſcovered no more then 6000 Turks, the reſt 
lying behind a Hill, but Battle once joyned they 
came down upon him like a Tempeſt, and fo op- 
preſied his ſmall number not exceeding 4000, whe 
yet fought deſperately, that he and all his men had 

n flain, had not theother Turks ſent by Ferat to 
ſtrengthen Reſuan, appeared upon the Hills at. 2 di- 


ſtance, whom thoſe Turks that were fighting ſup- 


poſed to be Perſians, and by that means not dating 
to purſue the retiring Georgians for fear of being 
drawn into an Ambuſh, they eaſily fonnd means to 
eſcape, and the Baſla the like, to relieve Tefſ, and 
with the fame facility to return to the Camp which 
by this time began to be ſorely oppreſſed with Fa- 
mine, infomuch that a buſhel of Wheat was ſold for 
100 Ducates, which cauſed the Camp to riſe, wu 
march 
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march towards the Countrey of Muſtafa, formerly 
called Manucchiar the Georgian Prince who now re- 
volting from the Turks took part with the other 
Georgian Princes, but the many difficulties being ap- 
parent to the Soldiers by reaſon of the advancement 
of the Seaſon, they flatly denyed to obey his com- 
mand threatning him with great miſchief if hedid 
not ſpeedily return to Erziram,nor did they forbear 
to allault him in his Tent threatning him with pre- 
ſent death, it he continued to expoſe them to the 
miſeries of Hunger and Cold, which 1o that find- 
jag no means. to reſtrain their infolency, or to 
quiet their continual clamours, but a ſpeedy return 
to Erzsrnm, he was forced to yield to their requeſts 
where arriving after a tedious march wherein he 
loſt many of his beſt Souldiers, he broke up the 
Army. The Perſian King hovering about T auri, 
and having notice of all that had paſſed, ſent away 
a great part of his Army, and foraſmnach as Emvr 
Cham Governour of that City had negletted to op- 
poſe the Turks during their building ſeveral ſtrong 
Fortreſſes to keep the paſlages of the ſtraits, nor 
aſſiſted him. as he ought, he cauſed his Eyes to 
be put out and himſelf to be caſt into priſon (where 
ſhortly after he died of grief ) and made Alicns 
Cham who a little before had eſcaped from the 
Turks Camp Governour in his ſtead. 

About this time the League between Amurath and 
Radolphus the German Emperour, by reaſon. of ſome 
Hoſtilities committed between their Subjefts, had 
like to have ended; but upon more mature conlide- 
ration of what had palled, and reparation on the 
part of the Aggreſlors for dammages ſuſtained, 1t 
was again renewed for the ſpace of 8 years, aiter 
which Ferar Baſſa upon the complaint of the great 
Captains falling into diſgrace with Amnrath he 
Was 
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was depoſed from his truſt of General, and Oſmaz 
Baſſa Governour of S$irvan (who for his many vito- 
ries over the Tartars was become famous) appoint- 
ed General in his ſtead, and made chief Vizar ; (The 
greateſt honour that can be conferred on any per- 
ſon by the Orroman Emperors.) And now Ammrath 
caſting in his mind the ſubduing of T auris, cauſed a 
great 'Army to be raiſed, and the better to make 
the Perſian neglect the Fortifying of that City, cau- 
ſed it to be bruted that he intended to invade MNaſſ. 
van; buc whilſt theſe preparations were intended 
againſt the Perſians, the Villany of a Yenetian Cap- 
tain had gone near to turn them upon the Chriſtian, 
the manner thus. The Widow of Ramadan Baſla late 
Governour of Tr:polis in Barbary, with her Children 
and Servant being imbarqued in three Gallies, in 


order to their being tranſported to Conſtantinople, * 


failing by the mouth of the Adriatick were by con- 
trary Winds driven into the Gulf 'where , Petrus 
Emunius a Venetian Captain ,_ ' of' the order of 
the Senators, lying with certain *Gallies ſet upon 
thoſe before mentioned and boarded them, where 
he exerciſed moſt harbarous cruelty, 4s well upon 
the Women as the' Men. Fof" having lain the 
Mariners in number” 250, 'and the Son' of Ramadan, 
a Child in his Mothers 1ap, he*tetfed the Women 
firſt tobe Raviſhed, aid then having'their Brealts 
cut off to be caſt into'the Sea z nor did he exerciic 
this cruelty upon the Turks onely,*hot upon ſuch 
Chriſtians likewiſe as he found on b&ard, ning ſuch 
barbarity as was thought to prevent*the diſcovery 
of the great Riches he fownd in thoſe Gallies. Yet 
was it afterwards mide manifeſt by. one of the" Turks, 
who during the ſlaughter had- hiq&/Him#If in the 
hold, and was afterwards ſaved'by-2 Crettan, wo 
had in like manner been. formerly preferved-by the 


{aid 
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fid Turk, who coming to Conftantineple declared 
what had happened, which ſo enraged Amurath that 
he ſent to the Yenerians ſpeedily to make reparation 
or to expect their Frontiers to be invaded. To 
which the Senators anſwered, they were altogether 
lenorant of what had happened, bur if ſo as the 
Meſſengers related, upon enquiry, reparation ſhould 
he made, which being found according to the re- 
lation of the Turks, they cauſed Em to be be- 
headed, the Gally to be reſtored, and to ſupply the 
loſs of the flaves delivered them a like number of 
Turks and Moors, which for that time appeaſed the 
indignation of Amurarth. 

Amurath anno 1585. having conſtituted Haſſan 
Baſſa the Queens Eunuch Governour of Caire, after- 
wards caſting his Eyes upon Ebraim Balla, a Sclave- 
#4, about 23 years of Ape, reſolved to make him 
his Son-in-law, and to raiſe him to a condition 
worthy ſo great an honour as to marry the Daugh- 
ter of an Emperour, he made him ſoveraign Judge 
of Egypt, of which Haſſan having notice, and by 
reaſon of the ſuddain advancement of Ebraim , 
doubting his ſafety fled to Conftantinople, and fell at 
the Emperours feet, deſiring to know what crime 
he had committed to have a Maſter ſo ſuddainly ſet 
over him , but had no other anſwer then that he 
muſt to Priſon, where after he had continued along 
time ſtill expecting the fatal hour, he was at the 
earneſt interceſſion of the Empreſs, and the great 
Ladies of the Court ſet at Liberty, bur all his riches 
ſeized and converted to the Emperours uſe. 

Ebraim being ſettled in his Government of Eoypr, 
dy extorting great ſumms of money from the Epypr:- 
en; and other people ſubjett to his rule, 1n a ſhort 
time heaped up great Riches, when at the end of 
three years Amurath ſent for him to Conſtantinople, 
Gr 8 ro 
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to Celebrate the intended Marriage, charging him 
withal to pals through the Countrey of the Druſian,, 
a people inhabiting a large Countrey invironed with 
Joppa , Ceſaria, Paleſtina , 'and within the Rivers 
Orantes and fordan, ſtretching it felt even to the 
Plains of Damaſco near to the Hills that compaſs it 
about, upon the Coaſt of Mount Libanw, and are 
ſaid to be the race of thoſe Chriſtians that ſeated 
themſelves there in the time that the Princes of 
the Weſt ſent their Armies to ſubdue the Holy Lang, 
but have ſince bin perverted to the ahomeran Super. 
ftition, and at the coming of Ebraiminto thoſe parts 
with his Army, they were divided under many 
Princes of which theſe were the chief, viz. Ehbre 
Aan,of the Turks called man Ozl:,Serafadin, Mahamet 
Ebne- Manſur, Eben Frec, and Als Ebne-Carfus, by 
the Turks called A; Carfus-Ogli , under whom were 
divers Lieutenants called their MMacademi or Agents, 
all of which except Ebex Man Ozli, upon the arri- 
val of the Bafla fent him rich Preſents ; whereupon 
he entering the Countrey of the ſaid Og: waſted it 
with Fire and Sword, which made the reſt of the 
Priuces exceeding angry, end underhand to ſend aid 
to their Compere, with which incamping himfelf 
adventagiouſly, he fell upon Yezs Balla who lead z 
part of the Turks Army ard diſcomfited him, put- 
ing 500 of his Mien to the Sword, and carrying a- 
v.ay a rich booty, which fo inraged Ebraim that 
he uicd his utmc!t diligence to intrap the aforcſaid 
Princc, but findinz ro mcans to effect the ſame, he 
be2en with fair Promiles and Preſents, to corrupt 
his AZacademes, One of which together with 3co 
Druſians, he got into his power, whom In revenge 
of Vews his overt!;row he cauſed to be flead alive, 
znd all his followers tin, and again raged with 
Fiic and Sword throughout the Conuntrey , _ 
after- 
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efterward by diſſimulation and feigned Friendſhip, 
he got Eben Manſur into his power,whom he cauſed 
þ ro be faſt chained and fent to the Gallies, after which 
he took the ſpoil of his Countrey, and afterward 
with a great Booty returned to Conſtantin-ple, where 
hewas in triumph received by his Friends, amongſt 
* & whom he beſtowed Liberally the foils taken from 
the Drnſans, even to the value of -one Million- of 
Ducates, and 200000 Sultanies. But upon his de- 
parture out of the Draſians Countrey, they joyning 
. I ith the Arabian to revenge the mjuries them&lres 
> FT fiſftained, Entered the Turks Confines and cominit- 
) T ted many outrages,, burning and deſtroying all- be- 
J fore them, not in' their anger ſparing Man, Wo# 
JT manor Child, paſſing on even to the Gates of Fern- 
4 I dem, being alfiſted covertly by: the Sub-Baſſa-of 

Bthlebem, who difpleaſed with the rule of Ebraim, 
matched his opportunity to revolt to the Enemy, 
but was prevented by being ſlain, alive at the Com- 


n mandtnent of one of the Sanzabs of Jury. 
« Y Whilſt affairs ftob{ thus in Egypr and the Draſians 


4 Land, Oſman had compleated his Army at Erzirtum, 
if which: upon Muſter 'was found to conſiſt of 180000 
choice Souldiers,” with which on the 11th. of A«- 
mt t585. he marched toward Tarxris keeping on his 
way till he came into the vaſt Chalderen, memorable 
for many Bartles fought therein betwcen the Turks 
4 Y *nd Perftart, where ſttaitned for want the Soldiers 
matined againſt him, upbraiding him with many re- 
proachfal words, and threatning him with death, 
for that as they faid contrary to his promiſe he had 
drawn them into a place of danger to become a 
' I prey to the Enemy ; at which the Baſfa being much 
» Þ perplexed ſent for the Captain, and by telling them 
» © ft was the Snltans exprets Command, and that he 

tid not in the leſt doubt but to become vidtgrious, 
G05 og... - and 
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and therefore prayed them to reſt contented, and 
not Eclipſe their honour by their civil diſſenſions 
amongſt themſelves,which would rather give the En- 
emy advantage againſt them then any thing elſe, and 
that if it was given out upon the railing the Army, 
that it was intended for Naſſivan, that ſpecious pre- 
tence was as he ſaid to render the Perſian more ſecure, 
and thereby to hinder his great preparations. Theſe 
and ſuch like ſpeeches , together with a ſmall di- 
ſtribution of money calmed the Tempeſt the Mutiners 
had raiſed, and thereupon the Army riſing paſled 
on towards Cay , from thence to Marant a City 
Subjeft to the Perſians, and fo keeping their way 
came within ſight of Tauris the mark at which 
they aimed, upon which propoſing to themſelves 
a kind of ſecurity, the Van of the Army fell to ſpoil- 
ing the Countrey , and ſeizing upon what beſt 
liked them, keeping little or no order in their 
March, of which Emir Hamze King, Mahumet:Eld- 
eſt Son perceiving, with 10000 Horſemen lay in 
Ambuſh in a way where they maſt paſs, and having 
got them within: his danger, burſt out upon them 
with ſach fury that he overrun that part of the Ar- 
my, put 7000 to the Sword, and carrying away 
number of Priſoners, and ſo with great ſpoul retired 
cre the groſs of the Turks Army could come up. 
Yet Oſman upon notice of what had happened, ſent 
A1lahbomet Baſla and the Baſla of Caramie after him, 
the victorious Prince with 14 Horſe and Foot, who 
by ſpeedy Marches overtaking him had with him 3 
bloody conflict, in which 6000 Turks were ſlain, 
nor had any eſcaped had not the darkneſs of the 
night cauſed the retreat on both ſides to be ſounded. 

The next Morning the Turks Camp removed, 
and came within two Miles of T auris, where Alien 
Chan of whom [1 have before ſpoken was ag * 
who 
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who deſirous to revenge himſelf upon the perfidious 
Turks iſſued out of the City with about 6000 reſolute 
Ferſians,and Charging thoſe that were advanced beat 
them back 1nto their Trenches with great ſlaughter, 
but upon the opening the Tires of Ordnance, and 
advancing of the Janizaries, finding himſelf not 
capable of incountering ſuch a multitude he retired 
into the City, after whom the Turks in a confuſed 
manner preſſed, but in the enterance ſo ſtrongly 
reliſted, that the paſſages were filled with their dead 
carkaſſes, and all the Ditches fyvum with their 
blood, but freſh ſupplies coming on and the City 
Walls no way. built for defence, badly furniſhed 
with Defendants , and worſe with Ordnance, at 
length the Turks entered, ſpoiling with incredible 
barbarity that great City tl.e Regal ſeat of the 
Perfean Rings. Yet ſuch compaſſion wrought in the 
breaſt of Oſman the General, that he cauſed Procla- 
mation to be made, that upon pain of death none 
ſhould kill any that made not reſiſtance, and when 
the tumult was over came himſelf to take a view 
thereof, and gave Orders for its Fortification, ſend- 
Ing out partys daily to reduce the other places ad- 
acent to the Turkiſh'obedience, and ſo ſpeedy were 
they in Fortifying, that within the ſpace of 36 days 
a ſtrong Caſtle was erected. 

Five dayes after the building of the new Caſtle 
was began, even when the Taur:ſians rhought them- 
klyes ſecure, news was brought into the Turkiſh 
Camp that 8 Famtaries and divers Spaoglians were 
ken ſtrangled in a Bath, within the City of Taurs, 
whereupon the Zans Spahinz and Zanizaries ina great 
rage went to the Generals Pavilion, telling him 
that although he had with too much clemency gi- 
ven Order that none ſhould moleſt or hurt the Tax- 
iſans, and that according to his pleaſure every 
G g 3 
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man had uſed his modeſty towards them, and obedi. 
ence to him, yet the T auriſsans themſelves had moſt 
audaciouſly ſtrangled ſeveral 7anizaries and Spaog1i- 
ans, which injury and inſfolency they ſaid was not 
to be ſuffered. This outrage (whether true or on- 
ly raiſed by ſuch as deſired to fatisfic their inordi- 
rate luſts, is uncertain) ſo moved the Baſla, that 
without any further delay hecommanded the City to 
be facked, leaving it wholly te the diſcretion of 
theSouldiers, who like hell-honnds greedy of blood 
run with full cry into the City, filling every place 
with ſlaughter of the amazed Tauriſians, Matrons 
were Raviſhed, Virgins defloured, young Children 


daſhed againſt the pavement, houſes ſired, and other ' 


outrages committed that are commonly attendants 
upon ſuch General calamities ; fo that it wasa mi- 
ſery almoſt inexplicable to behold that City ſo po- 
pulous, fo rich, honoured with the Palace of the 
Perfian Kings, now ſubject to the fury of the Turks 
plunged in calamity and utter deſtruQtion. 

The outrages committed in Tauris coming to the 
knowledge of the Perſian King he was greatly of- 
fended, inſomuch that he refolved with the hazard 
of a Battle, to revenge the indignity, of whoſe ap- 
proach Oſman who then lay ſick in his Pavilion 
haveing notice, Command Sian Baſla and MMahumet 
Baſla ſhould with all the Greek Soldiers, and others, 
to the number of 74000 ſhould go out and meet the 
Enemy, who by the craft of the forerunners of his 
Army drawing the Turks within his ſtrengths, had 
with them there a mortal Battle, wherein 10000 of 
their Souldiers were ſlain, and the two Baſla's in 
great confuſion obliged to fly to the Camp, leaving 
moſt of their Inſigas, and all their baggage as 4 
prey to the Perſians ; who hightned with this ſuc- 
cels advanced within ſight of the Turks Camp ſend- 
TN. | * ing 
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jag a Herauld to the ſick General to demand of him 
Battle, of which accepting though not able to be 
there preſent, when as Battle being joyucd, «fer a 
long and doubtful fight victory inclined to the Per- 
ſans, who 1n the end ſlew 29000 of the Turks, and 
amongſt the reſt the Baſſa's of Caramite and Trepe- 
zond, the Sanzack of Brupa , with five other San- 
zacks, and among the Priſoners were taken, Amm- 
rath Baſſa of Caramania, and divers other of 
note. 

Upon news of this bad ſacceſs, the General fear- 
ing to have his Army waſted to nothing by conti- 
nual skirmiſhes in a ſtrange Countrey,having Fortiſi- 
ed Tauris, and made Giaffer Baſſa of Tripo/rs Gover- 
nour, he was about to decamp, when on a ſuddain 
the neighing of Horſes, the noiſe of Drums and 
Trumpets were heard, which putting the Army in- 
to a great conſternation, and ſoon cauſed them in 
great confuſion to run all to that fide, where they 
ſuppoſed the noiſe was, when in the mean while 
Emir the Perſian Prince on the other ſide, without 
any ſound of Trumpet, or beat of Drum, with 
28000 Souldiers entered their Camp, took 18000 
Camels laden, whom he ſent away by 6000 of his 
Souldiers, and then charging furiouſly upon ſuch as 
he found, inſomuch thar after a hard Battle fought 
20000 Turks lay ſcattered on the Plain, many of 
which were ſlain by their own Artillery, which by 
Oſmans Command being, furiouſly diſcharged at the 
Armies, the murthering ſhot made lanes before them 
without diſcerning between Friend and Foe, but 
night coming on, and the Pezſzans weary with tlaugh.- 
ter retired, and were for a while faintly purſued 
by the Turks. | 

Oſman lying, all this while ſick in his Pavilion, 
fore aflited with the Bloody Flux, and hearing 
Ge 4 whit 
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what havock the Perſians had made died, the grief 
of ſo great a loſs haſtening his end. Yet was his 
death for a long ſpace kept ſecret leaſt thereby the 
Army ſhould be diſcouraged , which now was re- 
turning under the leading of S:inarn ( or Cicala 25 
ſome called him ) Baſla, Oſman in his Will having 
delivered to him the charge of the whole Army, 
Yet the Perſian Prince with 14000 Horſe and Foot 
followed them at the heels, ſtill cutting of the 
ſtraglers, and had utterly deſtroyed them had not 
his deſign been diſcovered, which obliged him to 
retreat with the loſs of 3000 of his Men ; fo that 
by long and tedious marches, the Turks waſted Ar- 
my arriving, the Yarn after the publication of the 
Generals death were diſcharged, all but a certain 
number retained, who under the leading of Dax 
Chana Renegado Perſian, were ſent to the reliefof 
Teflis, which without any loſs they performed. 
Now the Caſtle built in Tauris much grieved the 
Perſians, to take which they uſed their utmoſt en- 
deavour, but it being ſtrong of it ſelf, and defend- 
ed by a ſtrong Garriſon their attempts proved un- 
ſucceſsful. When at the ſame time great miſchief 
aroſe in the Kingdom of Perſia, for 10000 Turcomans 
a people bordering updh the Georgians, and reſol- 
ving to revenge themſelves for the death of Emir 
Chan offered their ſervice to the Perſian Sopby, un- 
der the leading of their two Captains, Mahomet 
Chan and Calife Chan, to whom the Sophy as a 
pledge of his love and their ſafety delivered Tamas 
his young Son, whom they had no ſooner got into 
their power but they proclaimed him King of Per- 
ſia, and in all haſt marched towards Casbin the Re- 
gal City in hopes to ſurprize it, and ſeat young 7a- 
ma, on his Fathers Throne of which the Sophy and 
his eldeſt Son having notice purſued hard _ 
tnem 
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them when overtaking them at a place called Cal- 
fleza, a dayes journey on this fide Casbiz, the Prince 
ave them- Battle , and after a dangerous and 
doubtful conflict put them to flight. In which 
they being ſwiftly purſued the two rebellious Cap- 
tains were taken, and by the Kings Command had 
their heads ſtricken off, young Tamas being like- 
wiſe taken was ſent Priſoner to the Caltle of Ca- 
haca, thoſe that eſcaped the Battle fled to Solyman 
Baſla of Babylon, which put an end to the Rebek 
lion. 

Giaffer Baſſa Governour of Tauris zfter the de- 
parture of the Turkiſh Army underſtanding that 
the Perſian Prince was Levying a great Army to 
Beſtege the City, ſent an Expreſs to Simon or S:- 
cxl; Baſla to ſend him Aid, for the defence of the 
City and Caſtle, the which by reaſon of the flight 
of ſome and death of otherſome of his men, muſt 
otherwiſe fall into the hands of the Enemy : now 
notwithſtanding great preparation for that pur- 
poſe were made, they could not be put into the 
City, by reaſon of the near approach of the Per- 


ſian Army without manifeſt hazard, of —_—_— 
O 


them to the mercy of their Enemies. Yet 1t 

fell out that the Governour without any recruits 
maintained the City and Caſtle, the Perſians not 
being ſo urgent for the recovery of the ſame as was 


expected. 


Upon noticeof Oſmars death, Amurath choſe Fe- 
rat Baſſa once more his General, who departing trom 
Conſtantinople in the month of April 1586, and palled 
over into Aſia, where having compleated his Army 
at S$inas, upon notice that Tauris was in danger, he 
marched thitherward, though with great caution 


the enemy ſhould charge him at unawares, and by 
reaſon 
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reaſon of the diſſenſions ariſen amongſt the Perſean 
Captains ſent ro oppoſe him,and the Treaſon of A!;. 
cxlican, now alicnated from his Prince, and holding 
ſecret correſpondence with the Turkiſh General, he 
without any lo relieved T auris, and having cauſed a 
ſtrong Fort to be built at Church:ne, ncar unto the 
ſaid City, and two others at Cy and Carr, and left 
therein ſufficient Garriſons, and ſtore of nroviſion, 
he ſent ſucconrs to Teflis in Georgia, and fo with lit- 
tle or no loſs returned to Erzirmm. : 


By this time the Perſian Prince (who and Mahomet 
his father, now grown old, ruled the Kingdom) 
had notice of the Treaſon of Aliculi Conan, and E- 
mangnli Chan, whom he had drawn into his confede- 
racy, he prepared his Forces to march againſt them, 
whereupon the latter ſubmitted, and was received 
into favour, but howſoever it happened, whether 
with his knowledge or not, the Prince the chief glox 
ry of Perfia ſleeping in his Pavilion, was by an Eu- 
nuch run through the body, ſuppoſed to be done at 


the inſtance of Abas Miriza his younger brother, 


to advance whom to the Perſian Diadem, Alicals 
Chan, had revolted from the obedience of the So- 
phy, and plotted with the Turkiſh General to betray 
Emir Hamzes the Prince into his hands, whoſe death 
ſo unfortunately happening, cauſed great miſeries to 
befall the Perſian State. 

Chriſtendom. having thus long been Exempted 
from the fury of the Turks, who had their hands 
full of the Perſian war, now as it were, deſtiny ſo 
ordering, they having time to breath by reaſon of 
the diviſions in Per(ia,turned their reſtleſs Arms upon 
Hungaria, which itorm the Chriſtians perceiving 
to hang black over their heads, reſolved to provide 
againſt it ; and therefore to ſhow the Tyrant, =_ 
they 
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they dreaded not his utmoſt indignation, ſeized on 
the Caſtle of Coppan in Hungary, not far from the 
Lake of Ballaton over which being hard frozen, they 
paſſed undiſcovered ; to requite which, the Turks 
drawing five thouſand horſe out of ſeveral Garrie 
ſons, entered the Chriſtian Territories, and de- 
ſtroying ſeventeen Villages , retyrned laden with 
great ſpoils, and many miſerable Captives, whereof 
George Count Serine Son to the renowned Count of 
that name, ſlain at Ziget, having knowledge, raiſed 
ſuch Forces as the time would give leave, which ex- 
ceeded not two thouſand, and laying the wayes by 
which the Turks muſt paſs, encountred them ere 
they could recover any ſtrong hold, and put moſt 
of them to the ſword, recovering all the booty and 
Captives 3 amongſt thoſe that were made priſoners 
the Sanzack, of Oninque Eccleſie, fon to Haly Baſs, 
ſlain in the Battle of Lepanto; the Baſſa of Ziget, 
Sanzack of Koppan, and divers others, Sinan Beg San- 
zack of Mohaz, endeavouring to eſcape, and his 
horſe ſticking faſt, was ſhot through the head ; of 


the Turks horſes were taken, fifteen hundred, and 


of the Turks five hundred, beſides three thouſand 
ſlain. This bad beginning ſo diſcouraged Amurath, 
that in a rage he cauſed the Baſſa of Buda to be 
ſtrangled, for that he had began the hoſtilities in 
Hungary, and by that means violated the League be- 
tween him and the Emperor ; at what time a great 
fire happened at. Cn/tantinople, which conſumed feven 
Temples, twenty five great Inns, and fifteen thou- 
{and houſes, with their warehouſes and ſhops, kind- 
led as was ſuppoſed by the Janizaries a little before, 
in a tumult for want of their pay, due ſince their 
laſt Perſian Expedition ; which was the rather be- 
lieved, for that it being their duty to endeavour the 
extinguiſhing any fire that ſhould happen 1n the - 
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perial City; They not only refuſed to put their 
hands thereto themſelves but hindred ſuch as at- 
tempted it. 

Theſe things hapning in Anno 1587 and 1588, the 
year following to prevent tumults which are uſual 
where the ſouldiers are unimployed in the wars, the 
new Baſla of Buda, with Amuraths good liking, ha- 
ving drawn to him a ſtrong power, invaded the up- 
per Hungary, but being enconntered by Claudine Ruſ- 
ſel, General of the Chriſtians in thoſe parts , he 
received a great overthrow, three thouſand of his 
Turks being ſlain and drowned in the River Scago; 
upon which the General purſuing his good fortune, 
broke into the Turks Territories, and took from 
them the Caſtles of Blaveſtine, Geſtes, and ſeveral 
Forts in the upper Hungary ; upon which Sina Baſla 
of Buda was called home, and Ferat the late Ge- 


neral againſt the Perſians appointed Baſla in his 


ſtead. 

Amurath having not a little been terrified with the 
great preparations of King Phillip of Spain, in 1588, 
wherewith he invaded England, and now underſtan- 
ding that he had receiveda fearfull overthrow, with 
the loſs of thirteen thouſand of his Marriners and 
Souldiers, and moſt of his ſhips and Gallies ; 
he ſent a Letter to Queen Elizabeth to congratu- 
late her happy victory, and to intreat her not upon 
any terms to make peace with the Spaziard, in 
which Letter he ſtiles her the moſt honourable Ma- 
tron of the Chriſtian Religion, Mirror of Chaſtity, 
adorned with the brightneſs of Soveraingty, and 
power amongſt the moſt chief women of the people, 
which ſerve Jeſus, Miſtris of great Kingdoms, re- 
puted of Greateſt Majeſty and Praiſe amongſt the 
Nazarites; Elizabeth Queen of England. 


Anno 
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Amo 1590 the Tartars having broken into the 
confines of Polonia, and taken a rich booty, were 
driven out by the Cfſacks, who making of them 
great ſlaughter, recovered all, which Amwrath ta- 
king in evil part as done to his confederates, but in- 
deed ſeeking occaſion to war upon the Chriſtians, 
that had not the Queen of Englands mediation pre- 
ventedit, he had turned his Arms upon Polonia ;, yet 
impatient of Peace he called his Baſſas to conſult 
what war was molt expedient to be taken in hand, 
amongſt whom there were eight ſundry opinions, 
whereof the firſt was that the wars againſt the Per- 
ſans ſhould be renewed, the ſecond for the Invaſion 
of the Kingdoms of Feſs and Morocco, the third was 
for a war to be taken in hand againſt the King of 
Spain, The fourth for the beſieging of Malta, "The 
fifth, to war upon the Yenetians, The ſixth to invade 
ſtaly, the ſeventh, to war upon S:giſmund King of 
Poland, The eighth and laſt to invade the Territo- 
ries of Rodelphas the Emperor; all which being pa- 
tiently heard by Amurath, with the ſundry reaſons 
of the Baſlas: at length, the eighth opinion was 
confirmed,and the Tyrant reſalved once more to turn 
his Forces towards the Weſt, Whereupon he cauſed 
great preparations to be made, reſolving if poſlible 
to annex the remaining part of Hungary and Auſtria, 
to his other Territories, having by this time and for 
this purpoſe concluded a war with the Perſian King, 
wherefore he commanded his Garriſons on the Fron- 
tiers as they ſaw occaſion to moleſt the Chriſtian 
Frontiers, with fire and ſword, which they letted 
not to do, prone enough of themſelves to att any 
great wickedneſs, nor was it long e'r they ſurprized 

illitz. the Metropolis of Goeatia, and committed 
therein many outrages, and their Army ſtill increaſ- 


ing, they upon an unexpected advantage incloled 
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6000 Foot, and 500 Horſe of the Chriſtians (who 
had taken the Monntaines, Woods and Straight 
paſlages,' and ſo hardly beſet them that few of them 
eſcaped ; thoſe that were ſlain the Turks cur off 
their heads and therewith loaded ſix Waggons. 
Upon this Alarum the Chriſtians drew forth 
their Armies, and to put a ſtop to the Infidzls, who 
by reaſon of the unexpected breach of the League 
had ſeized upon many Caftles and Strong holds, in 
that ſecurity unprovided of ſuch neceſlaries as would 
have rendered them impregnable, and leaſt Amu- 
rath ſhould alledge that thoſe Hoſtilittes were com- 
mitted without his knowledge, the Emperour ſent 
to tim by his Ambaſſadors to underſtand the reaſons 
that induced him to break the Leagne, but being 
able to get no fatisfatory anſwer, he thought ir 
high time to ſtand upon his guard, and cauſed all 
his power joyned with Forces of the German 
Princes to march direCtly into Hungary, under the 
Command ' of Rypertzs Eggenber his General, who 
approaching the Enemy conſulted with his chief 
Commanders what was beſt to be done, who were 
all of opinton that to give ſpeedy Battle was moſt 
convenient, thereby to- prevent the: Enemies for 
joyning the other Forces, coming to-'their Atd, fo 
that upona ſign given the whole Army (in number 
40009) forthwith removed and wittr great ſpeed 
haſted toward the Tarks, of which they having 
notice by their Eſpials, put themſelves in Battle 
Array, and after their vain glorious manner dreamt 
of nothing, but the ſpoil of the Chriſtians, whom 
. they already concluded overthrown by reaſon of 
the diſproportion of number, they being indeed 
much 1nteriour in that nature to the Inftdels. Yet 
had the Emperours General ſo ordered his Battles, 
that placing the Gretians and Hnfjars in the Vaunt- 
guard, 
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guard, thoſe of Carolftat and the Harquibaſires of Ke- 
v4 in the Left wing. In the Right the Borderers of 
Carania all Horſemen in the main Battle, the reſt of 
the Souldiers with the Horſemen of S:/eſia, under 
the condu&t of Sigiſmund Paradiſe, the Rereward 
was incompaſſed with three Companies of the Em- 
perours Souldiers, nor were the Turk idle but 
Marſhalled their Battle in the beſt wiſe, when as 
the Charge being ſounded the Crotians and Huſſars 
in the Vaunt-gard gave the firſt onſet with ſuch fury, 
that being ſeconded by the Lord Anersburgh, they 
after a cruel Fight obliged the Turks to give 
ground, and with Hafan Baſla their General retire 
towards the River Oder, after whom the Chriſti- 
ans following furiouſly many endeavouring to fave 
themſelves by paſſing over were drowned , and 
thoſe that ſtayed in a feartul manner on the Banks 
overwhelmed by the continnial Tempeſt of ſhot, 
trom the Flankers, io that within three hours ſpace 
all the Army waz in a confuſion, every man ſeeking 
for his own fatety, inforauch that 13000 Turks pe- 
riſhed, either by the Sword, or in the Rivers Oader 
and Kwp, and amongſt the reſt Haſſan Balla, Ma- 
bomet Beg, Achmet Beg, S.:ſjer Beg, {ens Beg, Fra- 
matan Beg, Curts Beo ,, Operd Beg and Goſchwns the 
Baſſa's chief Qunſelor, together with Srtman Beg, A- 
muraths Nephew, the onely Son of his Sitter, after 
which ſignal victory obtairced, the Chriitian Army 
falling on their knees gave Thanks to God, to 
whom alone they aſcribed their miraculous preſer- 
vation. The news of which overthrow coming 0 
the knowledge of Amrath h- like a frantick man 
blaſphemed the God of Heaven , and perſwaded 
thereto by the tears aid 1intreaties of his Siſter, to 
revenge the death of her Son, ſent 2 proud and 
blaſphemous denunciation of War to the —_— 
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Rodolphm, wherein he ſtiled himſelf, The onely Mo- 
narch of the World, a great and miohty God on Earth, 
an invincible C «ſar,King of all Kings from the Eaſt uno 
the Weſt, &c. and proceeded to threaten the faid 
Emperour and his People, with all the miſeries that 
attend on War, impiouſly declaring that the Cry- 
cified God of the Chriſtians long ſince dead and 
buried, had not been able to deliver his own Coun- 
trey out of his hands, much leſs the German Empire, 
which in deſpite of him he was reſolved to take, 
knowing himſelf a ſubverter and ſworn Enemy of the 
Chriſtians, and of all that called upon the name of 
Chriſt. And thereupon the more to terrific the 
Chriſtians, he ſent a great Army under the Com- 
mand of Sinan Baſla their 1mplacable Enemy, who 
upon his Arrival layed htege to Ciſeg, which he took 
putting all he found therein to the Sword, and af- 
ter that took - ſeveral other places of leſſer note ; 
yet not without conſiderable loſs, and breach of 
Faith to the belicged, who finding themſelves oft 
too weak to defend places of little ſtrength againſt 
ſo powerful an Enemy, would ſurrender them upon 
promiſe of Life and Liberty, but falling 'into the 
hands of the barbarous Infidels ſeldom obtained 
elther. 

Theſe proceedings of the Turks did not a little 
alarum the Chriſtian Princes, who having muſtered 
18000 Men under the Command of Count FHardeck. 
Governour of Rav, he with marching from Comara 
came before Alba-Keoals , which by force of his 
Artillery he in a ſhort time made faultable ,. to the 
relief of which the Baſſa of Buda ſent - Sinan Balla, 
with 20000 Horſe and Foot, but he being encoun- 
tered by the Chriſtians was put to flight with the 
loſs of moſt of his men, whereupon as viEtors the 


Chriltians returned to the fiege, but finding the we 
on 
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ſon far advanced, anda great number of Turks that. , 
eſcaped inthe overthrow to be got into the City,the 
Count raiſed his Camp and returned again to Kab, 
but early in the Spring alliſted by freſh ſupplies the 
Emperours Captains dividing the Army, took the 
ſtrong Caſtle of Sabatzka, the City of Fleck, the 
Towns of Seereſchin, Blaneſtine, and Salleck, the . 
three latter being through tear abandoned by the 

Turks, having firlt ſet them for the moſt part on 

Fire. At the ſame time the Lord Palfie with a 

ſtrong party marching to Dregel, and Palarkg , 
found them likewiſe abandoned by the Turks, the 

which having furniſhed with ſtrong Garriſons of his 

own he took by force Ainacke, Sellecke, Weſtkee, and 

divers other places, ſo, that the Turks were in a 

manner driven out of the Lower Hangary, and new ; 
Buda, and Alba-Kegalis the onely Strong, holds, 

poſſefled by the Turks in thoſe parts began to doubt 

their ſecurity, for whilſt a party out of the latter 

coming forth to bury the dead, that lay ſcattered. 
round the Walls, and by their contagion infected 

the City, they were ſo juddainly inconntered by a 

Captain of the Hufſars, Commanding a Troop of 

Light Horſemen, that near 220 of them were {lain, 

and 50 taken Prijoners. 

Theſe proceedings coming to the Ears of Amarath, 
and he from all hands certified that the ſtrength ot. 
the Chriſtians daily increated, he began to dount his 
Empire in Ewrepe, and theretore to detend the ſame 
raiſed a puiſſant Army ar” 1594. at the head of 
which he reſolved to march in perion, a thing he 
had not done lince his raking upon him the Governe 
ment, but on the 11th. of fanny, as the Army 
was upon its march , not far from Corft.u2::zaple 
ſuch a terrible Tempeſt of Hail, Rain, Stnow,\Vind, 
Thunder and Lightning aroſe, that by 1rs impetu- 
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tuoſity It overturned the Tents , Chariots, Wag- 


g6ns, Horſe and Men, few being able to ſtand up- 


right before it. The which the Tyrant taking as 
ominous to his proceedings, in great perplexity 
retarned with his formidable Army to Conſtantinople, 
where caſting himſelf upon his bed, after much 
tumbling and toſſing, falling aſleep he dreamed that 
he beheld a man of exceeding Stature, ſtanding with 
one his feet upon the Tower of Conſtantinople, and 
the other over the ſtraight fixed on the Aſzan ſhoar, 
who ſtretching out his Arms held the Sun in one 
hand and the Moon in the other, at whom whilſt 
he was wondering the Monſter with his foot ſtruck 
the Tower, which forthwith fell down, and in its 
fall overthrew the great 1emple with the Imperial 
Palace,whoſe Thundering awaking the-Turk he much 
troubled with the ſtrangeneſs of the dream imediatly 
ſent for his Necromancers and Wizards to Interpret 
it, who to curry favour with their Prince hypocriti- 
cally anſweted, That for asmuch as he had not with 
all his Forces, as with a Tempeſt impugned the 
Chriſtians, their great Prophet Adahomer threatned 
by that dream to overtura the Tower, Temple, 
and Imperial Palace; which by a ſymbolical mean- 
ing denoted the Turkiſh Religion 2nd Empire : 
which vain and fictitious Interpretation ſo moyed 
the ſuperſtitious Tyrant, that having firſt asked 
p_ of his Inpoſtor Prophet , he ſwore from 
{tenceforth to tir all his Forces upon the Chriſti- 
tis, and not to give over War til} he had done 
his utmoſt to ſubdue them. Theſe vain thteats did not 
in the leaſt diſmay the Chriſtian Princes, yet to in- 
oage 4 (irc Friend on their lide, they cauſed publique 
prayers to be put vp if all Churches, and that 
people might perceive oh what ſlenderand impious 
grovnds the Tyrant, had reſolved the profecrt!- 
oh of the War, had the vain Dre-m and ©: value 
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Interpretation, read in the Churches of Tranſylva- 
ma and moſt of the Churches of Hungary. 

The Chriſtian Army having taken the Field, and 
2 Preſent of the Turks ſpoiles, taken ſome time be- 
fore ſent to Rodo!phrs the Emperour , the Arch- 
Duke of Auſtria beſieged 1 ovograde , which after 
kyeral aſſaults was delivered by capitulation, in 
conſideration of Life and Liberty, which ſtrong 
Town after it had been Turkiſh for the ſpace of 6e 
years, was by the Arch-Duke committed to the 
care of Lord Rebe: a Noble Hungarian, and the 
Turkiſh Governour upon his arrival at Buda was by 
the Baſla's Command impriſoned. ens 

Whilſt theſe things were in doing the Emperour 
ſent his Embaſſadors to the great Duke of Muſcovy, 
the King of Poland, and Prince of T ranſilvania, 1n 
all whoſe Courts their Negotiation proved ſucceſsful, 
nor in the mean time was the young Count Serinw 
idle, for that he with 300 Harquibuſires, and cer- 
tain Troops of Horſe, and Companies to the num- 
ber of 10020 took the Caſtles of Breſenza, Sigejta 
and Baboftcha, by the recovery of which ſtrong 
holds he opened a fafe paſſage even to Zzger, the 
Baſſa of which ſtanding at that time in no ſmall 
doubt to be beſieged. Theſe things perplexing the 
Turkiſh Tyrant, who was preparing great Forces 
for the ſecuring his Province on this ſide the Danu- | 
bw, he in the mean while ſent a Fleet into the 
Adriatick, to beliege Zegna, an Imperial City, ſci- 
tuate upon the Sea Coalt in the Bay of Quernero, 
called in antient time Flanaticxs Sinus, in order to 
the proſecution of which he ſent his Ambaſſador to 
the Yenetians to require the uſe of their Ports in 
thoſe Seas, and that his Gallies might pals and re- 
paſs without any moleſtation from the Gallies ot 
that State,but the Senate doubting the fidelity of the 
H h 2 Turk 
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Turk, and loath thereby to diſoblige the Chriſtian 
Empcrour would by no means conſent, yet uſed the 
Ambaſſador honourebly, and fent him away without 
obtaining his purpolc. | 

In the Upper part of Hungaria the Lord Tenf- 
fenbeck, Commanding as the Arch-Dukes Lieutenant, 
with an Army of 20002 Horie and Foot. beſieged 
Hatuan, a ſtrong Town of the Turks, lying about 
ſix miles from Buda, Fortified with a Triple Ditch 
and Eullwarks of exceeding ſtrength, to the relief 
of which the Baſla of Buda came with fifteen thou- 
ſand Souldiers, thinking at unawarcs to ſurprize 
the Chriſtian Camp but was fruſtrated in his project, 
for the Lord Te} cabeck, drawing off from before the 
City, paſſed through with much diſhculty the Ri- 
ver Sazijvay, when ſetting upon the Baſla's Army 
aftera hard fight he put it to the Rout, having the 
execution of the Turks for many miles,fo that about 
Ten Thouſand of them were ſlain and taken Priſo- 
ners, with a great Booty of Proviſion and Ammu- 
nition, after which the Chriitians returned to the 
ſiege, yet finding the hazards and difficulty that 
they ſhould meet with in winning 1t, by the direQi- 
ons of the Arch-Duke who with Forty Thouſand 
Men at the ſame time beſieged Srri90zaum,the Sicge of 
Hatyan was-given over, yet upon the railing thereof 
the Lord Terfjenbeck diſcomfited the Balla of Buda 1 
ſecond time, as he was again coming to the relief 
thereof, in which conflict Five Thouſand Turks 
were {lain. 

$trigonum aſter a long liege, and the burning of 
the old Town , being relieved by the coming of 
Sinan Baſſa with a great Army, the Arch-Duke 
thought it nor. yet convenie:t to let him take 
breath, but on the 28th. of Juze palled Danubir 
to expect the motion of Sivan Balla witli his huge 
Army 
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Army, compoſed of Turks and Tartars, and by fre= 
quent onicts daily weaxned his Camp, nor were the 
Kaſcians flow to revolr from the Turkiſh obedience. 
So that having raiſed a _coniuled power, to the num: 
ber of Fifteen "Thouſ:nd they took many ſtrong 
Places, and obtained two notable Vittories,, one 
over the Baſla of Temeſwar, in which himſelf and 
three of his Sanzacks, and about Nine Thouſand 
Five Hundred of his Turks were ſlain. And the 
other over another Balla that ſucceeded hin , upon 
which they ſent to the Arch- Duke to receive | -:m 
and their Countrey into the Emperours protect: 11, 
and that in conſideration thereot they would main- 
tain Ten Thouſand Men in the Ficld,. whoſe Propo:- 
fals were by the Imperial General accepted. 


About this time the Emperour the better to con- 
ſult the defence of his Provinces, called a Diet at 
Ratisbont, where in the aſſembly of the German Prin- 
ces, he declared how matters ſtood, and repeated 
the manifold injuries he had ſuſtained by the Turks, 
contrary to the League made with Amnrath, and 
that amongſt the reſt he contrary to the I aw of 
Nations had impriſoned Frederich Creckovitz, his Am- 
baſlador firſt at Carſtantineple, and cauſed the great- 
eſt part of his followers to be thruſt into the Gal- 
lies, and afterwards to have ſent him with a few 
of his attendants to Belgrade, and thereto have 
kept him in priſon till he ended his dayes. To re- 
venge which indignitics thoſe daily offered , and 
ſuch as were like to enſue from the great Army at 
hand, he deſired the Princes to conlider a moſt 
ſpeedy way, and not by delay toindanger the great- 
eſt part of Chriſtendoms falling into the hands of the 
mercyleſs Enemy. To which the Electoral Princes 
after a due conſideratiog, replycd, That they had 
Hh3 a re: 
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a regard to his Imperial Majzſty, and for the pre- 
ſervation of Hungary, and others his Hereditary 
Countries, as allo for r-yreſling the fury of the 
Turks, yet by reaſon of the late dearth, they were 
not capable of maintaining ſych Forces as might be 
expected , yet beſides their Annual Contributions 
they would for the ſpace of ſix years, grant ſuch 
further relief as they well hoped would prove fuf- 
ficient for the mayitenance of a defeniive War, 
both for the preſent and for the time to come, af- 
ter which reſolves of the Princes the Der broke 
up, and all diligence was uſed for increaſing the 
Army, and Fortifying the ſtrong Holds in Hunga- 
ria, Auſtria, Styra, and Carinthia, Countries moſt 
obnoxious to the Incurſions of the Turks. 


Sinan Baſſa all this while not ignorant of the Em- 
perors proceedings, lay with an Army of One Hun- 
dred and Fifty Thouſand Fighting men , between 
Buda and Alba Regalis , frequently ſending out 
Parties to waſt the Countries in poſſeſſion of the 
Emperour, yet with ſuch indifferent ſucceſs that he 
had no cauſe to boaſt, which made the Baſla to raiſe 
his Camp, and in ſight of the Chriſtian Army 
which ſtill attended his motions , battered Dolu 
and St. Martins with ſuch fury that within a ſhort 
time they fell into his hands, the Imperialiſts at fo 
great an odds not thinking it convenient to hazard 
a Battle to relief their belieged Friends, and after 
doing ' other miſchief in their Territories layed 
ſiege to the City of Rab ſcituate on the Southſide of 
Danubius, 'where the River dividing it ſelf makes a 
moſt fertile Iſland called Schut , about twelve Ger- 
man miles from Vienna, in which Iſland lay the 
Chriſtian Camp. ' This City was defended by a 
Garriſon of Five Thouſand Men, under the on 
gong promnts et ut program rang ore ae gn 
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mand of Count Hardeck a more valiant then at this 
time faithful Friend, for when every one ſuppoſed 
the City impregnable, and that the Turks for ma- 
ny dayes had without intermiſſion battered it with 
Sixty Pieces of Cannon, and made ſeveral unſuc- 
ceſsful aſſaults with the loſs of Fourteen Thouſand 
of their men the ſaid Count contrary to the minds 
of his Commanders and Souldiers capitulated with 
the Baſla, and in conſideration of his departing with 
all his Treaſure, delivered that ſtrong piece in his 
bands. For which upon his arrival at Y:enna, he by 
the judgement of Sixty of his Peers,had his Head and 
his right Hand ſtricken off, it being proved againſt 
him that he in leiw of the ſurrender had of the Balla 
received two bags of Ducats. 


During the ſiege of Rab the Chriſtians in the 
Iſland of Schut received a great loſs, for Ten Thou: 
ſand Turks and T artars getting over in Boats or 
ſwimming upon their Horſes, came ſo ſuddainly 
upon their Camp, that having flain Two Thouſand 
of them and pur the reſt into a great conſternati- 
on, they entered their Trenches and carryed thence 
a booty valued at Five Hundred Thouſand Ducats, 
which loſs for a while after ſore weakned the Chri- 
ſRians. Nor were the Turks onely bulie in ſpoiling 
Hungary, but Ttaly alſo, for with a great Fleet under 
the leading of Ciala Baſla Amuraths Admiral, they 
ſurprized Rheginm in Calabria, and utterly razed it, 
after which they ſpoiled all the Countrey abour it, 
as likewiſe the Sea Coaſts of /raly in many other 
places, taking &veral Ships richly laden in the ſight 
of the Garriſon of Meſſma, and carrying away 3 


great number of poor people into miſerable Capti- 
vity. 
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' Sina Bafſa having by this time received new 
fopplies and repaired Rab, putting therein a ſtrong 
Garriſon marched to Comara, before which he in. 
camped , but upon the approach of Marthias the 
Arch-Duke with a puiſſant Army of Germans, By 
hemians, and Hungarians to relieve it, he raiſed his 
ſiege not thinking it ſafe at that time to hazard a 
Battle, and by a Bridge of Boats Tranſported his 
Army over Danubinus to Dolzs, 'where he the follow- 
inz day diſmiſſed them, upon which the Arch-Duke 
without any hinderance coming, to Comara, cauſed 
the breaches to be Repaired; and then leaving it to 
the prote&tion of the Governour, viz. The Lord 
Brun, who had faithfully defended it, he departed 
to take a view of the other Cates: | 


About this time Sigiſmund Prince of Tranſulvania, 
weary of the grievous exattion and injuries they 
ſyſtained at the hands of- the Furks, reſolved 
to caſt off rh&ir ſervile yoak which being known to 
certain of the-Nobility penſioners to Amimath, they 
ſecretly advertized him of the Princes purpoſle, 
promtiing to fend him -in -Chains- to Cryſtantinaple, 
and with the Turks good liking to fet up one Bal 
chazor Bator the Princes nigh Kinſman in his ſtead, 
but the Treaſon being ditovered moſt of the T ras 
tors were taken and execnted, upon which -the' Tar- 
#ar5 to the nnmber of Forty "Fhouſand brake into 
Ti ranſilvania burning and deſtroying all before 
them ina fearful manner, which obliged the Prince 
to raiſe the whole power of His Countrey, 2nd to 
crave aid of the Raſcians and other his Neighbours 
giving freely to his Subjefts and Confederates 
what ever they could take from the Turks, who in 


their firſt interprize were ſo ſucceſsful, that they 
| fur- 
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ſurprized ſeven of the Turks Gallies laden with 
Proviſtion, Rich Merchandize, and ſtore of Trex 
ſure, and miſſed but narrowly of the etghth, which 
was the Admiral which loſs was fo great to the 
Turks , Sinan Baſh upon notice of what - had 
happened is reported to have faid that if thoſe 
Gallies had come to him in ſafety he could with 
the Treaſure have bought YViema, 'as he had done 
Raab, after which the Tranfilvanians 'hightened with 
this ſuccels marched towards 7 emeſwar, but hear- 
ing that the Tartars were about to return , they 
retired for the defence of their own Countrey 
yet by this time headed by their Prince they 
took many ſtrong Holds from the Turks, and 
ſtill following their returning Army in the rear 
cut many Thouſands of them ſhort, and by his 
example ſoon after the Yalachians and Moldavians 
roſe up in Armes againſt Amrrath and Contede- 
rated themſelves with the Tranſulvanian Prince 
who- with-one conſent fent to Kozolphar the Em 
perour to make a League with him againſt the 
common Enemy which was accordingly conclu- 
ded very Honourable to the Confederates which 
made Amwrath begin to doubt his ſafety even in 
Conſtantinople, and much more when they with 
their victorious Armies overrun his Countries on 
every ſide , for grief of which , and the diſor- 
derly tumults he found amongſt his Fanizaries 
and his other Souldiers of the Court, he fell 
Sick, when greatly afflicted with the Stone and 
Falling Sickneſs, his wonted Diſcale, as a man 
both in Soul and Body tormented, he with great 
Impatiency and Agony of mind gave up the 
Ghoſt, departing this Life on the Eighteenth 
of January , Anno Domini 1595. When I 

Ive 
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lived One and Fifty years, or as ſome ſay Two 
and Fifty years, and thereof Reigned Nineteen 
years At the time of whoſe Death 'aroſe {© 
Terrible a Tempeſt at Conſtantinople that many 
thought the world ſhould have preſently been 
diſſolved , his dead Body within a while after / 
was with all Funeral Solemnities uſed amongſt 

the Turks , buryed by the Body of Mabomet his 
Eldeſt Son, in the Adoſchie which himſelf had 
builded near unto his Palace. 
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CHAP. 2K 


The Life of Mahomet Third of that Name, 
ſeventh Emperor of the Turks. 


F pearn being dead, his death to prevent tu- 
mults was kept ſecret till ſuch time that Ma- 
homet his Eldeſt Son then living, came from Amaſia 
to Conſtantinople, where contrary to the mind of 
the 7anizaries, who generally affefted Amwrath his 
younger brother , he was ſaluted Exmperour 
when by a wile getting his Ten Brethren into his 
power, he cauſed them to be ſtrangled, nay ſo far 
extended his barbarity that at his Commandement 
ten of his Fathers Wives and Concubines, whom 
he ſuſpefted to be with Child were drowned in the 
Sea, one of which number as ſome affirm was his 
own Mother. Theſe violent proceedings made the 
great Commanders envy him, and the better to 
wreck their ſpleen ſecretly to ſtirup the 7anizaries, 
who committed for the ſpace of ſeveral days fuch 
diſorders that the like in no Interregnum had hap- 
pened, and great had the diſorder been even to 
outraging, the Emperour himſelf, had not the Paſla 
Governour of the City cauſedall the great Ordinance 
to be bent againſt them, and ſwore by the head of 
Ali to diſcharge them amongſt u'm. 


Whilſt theſe troubles happened at Conſtantinople, 
the Chriſtian Princes were not wanting to revenge 
the 1njuries they had ſuſtained by the TOR

ly the Princes or as the Turks call them FYayved of 
Tranſitvanta, Valachia, and AMeoldavia, who with 
many fortunate inroads into the Orhoman Domini- 
ons greatly inriched themlelves and Souldiers, ta- 
king and Fortitying many {trong Caltles,. and de- 
itroying an Army of Four Hundred I houſand Tar- 
rzars, with which they had often conflicts. Nor 
was Rodolphs the Emperour behind with the for- 
wardeſt, as well knowing that he had to deal with 
an implacable Enemy , who, would . have no peace 
any longer then it ſerved his own purpoſe, where- 
fore the faid Emperour, and th States of Hungary 
ſeat their Ambaſſadors to the King of Poland, who 
then had afllembled a Parliament at Cracoviz, to foli- 
cite his Aid againſt the common Enemy ; of which 
Atzhomee having norice ,, fent_ likewiſe two Chiaus 
in nature of his Amaſſagors to fruſtrate the nezoti- 
ation of the Chrijtian Ambaſſadors in the Poliſh 
Court, and to engaze that King to take up Arms on 
his behalf, bat patling through Yalachia,, they were 
contrary to the mt;:4 of the Yayood flarn by ſome of 
his followers; yet the Tyrk ſent two' others who 
fetching a greater compa throngh the Tartarian 
Domintons arrived jafe in Polonia. 


Theſe proceedings of the Chriſtians rouſed' Ma- 
hoamet, and inſpired him who was of a feirce and 
froward nature, to take revenge, in order to which 
he ſent for Sinan Baſla ont of Hungary;to confer with 
him about the management of the war, which once 
ſtated, he returned again to Belzrade, where upon 
his firſt Arrival, by what miſchance, yet ſuppoſed to 
be by the contrivance of the Janizaries, the cords of 
his Tent were cut, andit was let fall about hisears ; 
now at his coming, fo great was the dearth in al! 
the parts of Hungary, where the Turks had _ 
pol- 
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poſicſſions, that ſeveral Tartarian women following 
the Camp, killed their own chiidfren, and ate them, 
which {amine ingendered ſuch # !c;:lence, that the 
Tarks and Tartars dyed in ai» cance, infomuch 
that of eighty thouſand of thc iatter , which the 
year before came at divers times to theaſliſtance of 
the Tarks, not above cight thouſaud remained alive. 
And now the Chriſtian Army haſtened from all 
parts to the Imperial ſtandard; fo that of Germans, 
Saxons, Bohemians, Hungarians , Spaniards , Italians, 
Komans, Flemings, Franks and Sweeds, In a ſhort 
time there were found fifteen thoufand nine hundred 
horſe, and fitty thouſand foot, under the condr.&t 
of moſt reſolute Commanders, of which Aaukias 
the Arch Duke was General, and Count Aansfelr lent 
by the King of Spain with 2cco horſe, and 6000 
foot, was appointed by the Emperor his Lieute- 
nant. 

Thus all things being in a readine6, nothing want- 
ing but an enemy, on whom to exerciſe thoſe Arms, 
which long was not wanting, for ahbomer by this 
Lme had raiſed a great power, yet had. but a bad 
welcome, for at firit the Baſla of Buda, witha great 
number of Turks, attempting to doe ſome memora- 
ble exploit in Tranſtlvania, was overihrown by Ge- 
fiu Ferents, a valiant Captain , with the lots of 
moſt of his men ; when almoſt at the ſame time a 
great power of the Turks under the Icading of tieir 
General, entcring Falachia, were incountred by the 
Lord Nadaſti, commanding there for the Emperor, 
who afliſted by the YValachians and 1 ranjſylvanians, al 
In a great battle diſcomfited, with the loſs of ten 
thouſand men, and their ſttandard im! 196idercd with 
Pearls and Precious Stones, valued ar «- oc Dollars, 
which the laid Lord lent to the Trar ſyiwvanan Print, 
then at Aba 7ulra, and had it returiued kim again uz 
} LC 
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a reward of his good ſervice, which evil ſucceſ 
being perceived by the crafty Tyrant Mabomet, he 
dealt under hand by great promiſes with Aaron Yay. 
vod of Moldavia, to revolt from the Tranſylvanian 
and by any means if poſſible to depoſe him, which 
thing coming to light, and made manifeſt by ſever- 
all intercepted Letters, the ſaid Yayvod with his 
wife and children being then retired into Tranſylva- 
21a, were ſecured, and a while after by the conſent 
of the Moldavian Nobility,one Stephen Fozwan,placed 
in his ſtead, which Mabomet perceiving , and that 
his praCtiſe was brought to nought, ſent an Ambaſſa- 
dor to S:giſmund Prince of Tranſylvania, to be at peace 
with him, and ſuffer, as formerly, his Armies to 

is through his Countrey into Hungaria, and that 
1n lieu thereof, he ſhould have peaceable poſſeſſion of 
Tranſylvania, Moldavia, and Yalachia, paying no 
more then a {mall acknowledgment which ſhould not 
be exalted by the way of Tribute, but the Prince 
having too often experienced the perfidious dealings 
of the Turks, would in no wiſe accord to what was 
demanded, but reſolved upan proſecuting the war 
to the utmoſt, the which his reſolution once made 
known to the Bulgarians, they ſent meſſengers in ſe- 
cret to aſſure him that if he proceeded with any 
good ſucceſs, they would be ready to follow his for- 
rune, and by joyning hands with him, againft the 
cruel Tyrant, ſhut up all the paſſages that way 
into Valachia, Moldavia, and Hungaria. 


The greateſt part of the aid, promiſed by the 
Chriſtian Princes, for the maintenance of the war, 
being come to Yiemna, Count Mansfele called a coun- 
Cil of the chief Commanders, to conſult whether 
they ſhould lay ſiege to ſome place of Importance, 


or march to give the enemy battle, whom he _ 
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ke had Intelligence was on his way ; in which Coun- 
cil the former propoſal being reſolved on, the whole 
Army in number aforeſaid, was muſtered at Altenberg, 
after which he beſieged Dol, but at the ſame time 
had his eye upon Strsgen:um, the other being under- 
taken only to amuſe the Turks,and exhauſt the Garri- 
ſon of Srrigonum, both of men and warlike provi- 
ſion, to relieve their brethren in Dolz, which ſup- 
ply the Count permitted to enter the Town, and 
then when he was leaſt ſuſpected , ſuddenly raiſe- 
ing his ſiege ſet down before Strigonum, to the great 
amazement of the Turk, who not in the leaſt dream- 
edof any ſuch matter, yet was it not carryed fo pri- 
rately but e'r he could intrench himſelf, ſeveral Wal. 
loons Heidons, ſtraggling from the main battle, were 
ſt upon by the Turks, and put to the rout, but 
the Pioniers having run the Trenches within half 
Musket ſhot of the wall, fired ſo ſmartly upon the 
detendants, many of them were ſlain, none being 
able to appear upon the wall, yet the Chriſtians at 
at the b&ginning of the Siege, having taken a little 
land in the Danub;us, and put on ſhoar ſeveral Han- 
garian Companies, of which the Turks of Buda ha- 
ving notice, they in ſeveral Boats and Gallies, com- 
Ing down the River by night, landed three thouſand 
men, who unawares ſetting upon the Chriſtians, put 
maſt of them to the ſword, and recovered the ſaid 
Mand, but that loſs was ſoon repaired; for after 
many furious aſſaults (notwithſtanding the threats of 
the Baſſa of Buda to Impail the Serzgomans it they 
fought it not ont to the laſt man) the higher City 
was laid open to the Chriſtians, who juſt as they 
were about to enter, had notice that the Baſla of 
Buda (whom Mahomet h:d threatned with the lots 
of his head, if he ſuffered thar City which he eſteem- 
ed worth a whole Kingdom, to be loſt) was coming 
Ly 
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to relieve it with twenty thouſand Turks, reſolving 
to fight his way into it 5 whereupon divers parties 
were ſent out to $kirmiſh, and by retiring to draw 
the enemy into the danger of the Chriſtian Army, 
which projet was not unſucceſletul, for the reſo- 
lute Baſſa coming, on between the hills of St. George 
and St. Thomas ncar to the Suburbs called the Ruſcian 
City, put his Army in order of Battle, as did the 
Chriſtians,when in the mean while the Lord Paife with 
his Hangarian horiemen fetching a compals about 
the hill, on the one ſide and the Lord Swartzenbarg 
with ſuch horſe as he had under his command, on the 
other (ide, 10 incloſed the Turks rear,that they could 
not without great danger retire, when as both Ar- 
mies were orderly ranzed, the ſignal of battle was 
given, the Turks without any great harm to the 
Chriſtians diſcharged ſeventeen Pieces of Artillery, 
after which, with ſhowers of Arrows and the ſmoak 
of the Harquhnſes the Sky was darkned, and ina 
trice, not without great ſlaughter, the battle was 
brought to the {word, at what time Victory decla- 
red for the Chriſtians, the Turks being every where 
moſt miſerably beaten down, crying out for mercy, 
and flymg as they found opportunity, and 1n the end 
the Baſſa himſelf from his ſtand, perceiving his Ar- 
my in the rout, and that the day was irrecoverably 
loſt, fled for his life, and about midnight recovered 
Buda, with not above twenty of his followers, fil- 
ling that City with the laments of ſuch as had in the 
battle loſt their friend. The {lain and thoſe taken 
priſoners were fourteen thouſand, and the ſpoil of 
the Camp conſiſting of rich Pavilions, Money, Plate; 
Ammunition, fair horſes, provition, Camels, and the 
like, was valued at 3000co .Duc:tcs, part of which 
was ſent to the Emperour,part to the Arch Duke,and 


part 
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part diſtributed amongſt the Souldiers, to every one 
according to their deſerts. 

The Turkiſh Army thus overthrown, the Chriſtians 
returned again to the ftege,when as the Count ſent to 
Summon Alzs Beg the Governour to ſurrender the 
City, and that in conſideration thereof, he and all 
that were with him ſhould be ſuffered to depart, but 
the meſſengers finding the froward old man obſti- 
nate, notwithſtanding the great dearth that was 
then in the City, he returned without effefting any 
thing 3 upon which a terrible battery being placed 
againſt the lower City, it thundred againſt the walls 
and Bullwarks ſo long, that laying open a fair 
breach, the Souldiers entred with ſuch fury, that 
bearing down all before them, they upon the com- 
ing of the Marqueſs of Burgave with treſh Troops, 
they poſleſſed themſelves of it, driving the Turks 
into the Caſtle and upper City, . with great ſlaugh- 
ter, ſparing in their rage none that came in their 
way, yet the malitious Turks er their departure, to 
deprive the Chriſtians of the benefit they might 
= by the ſpoil, had by Trains laid for that pur- 
poſe, fired the building 1n ſeveral places, ſo that in- 
raged by the wind, the flame could be hardly. extin- 
guiſhed, till it had laid moſt of the goodly building 
waſte, yet was this great Victory accompanied with 
ſorrow for the death of the Count Mansfelr, why 
by drinking cold Liquors, after his great pains ta- 
ken in the late battle, fell into a feaver, which 
turning to the bloody Flix, deprived him of his life, 
to the great grief of the Chriſtian Princes, who on 
his Courage and Conduct, had repoſed next to God 
the ſucceſs of their Arms, yet the Chriſtians conti. 
nued the ſiege, nor was it long e'r the belieged loſt 
Alzs Beg their Governour, who walking upon the 
wall to give directions in places of moſt danger, had 
[ i his 
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his armMfruck off with 8 great ſhot, .of which he dy- 
ed, when in his ſtead the Janizaries in Garriſon choſe 
the Eaſla of Natolia, who upon the overthrow of 
the Baſſa of Buda, had eſcaped into the City with a 
hundred borſemen ; when upon notice of the death 
of Count Aansfelt the Arch Duke came to the Camp, 
who when he had well viewed the Army, and the 
manner of the ſiege, he aſſembled his chief Com- 
manders, to couſult wkat was beſt to be done, who 
sfter ſome debate reſolved to givea general aſſault, 
which was maintained with great reſolution, but 
the hefieged as obſtinately defending their walls ; the 
Duke cauſed the Retxzeat to be ſounded, and then 
by his Eſpials underſtanding that the Turks near By- 
da were gathering together, to relieve the beſieged, 
he commanded 8000 choſen horſe ſpeedily to march 
thither, who - ry before IS ing upon _ 
expecting nothing lefs, made 0 a great ſlaugh- 
ter, and taking a number of priſoners, and amongſt 
the reft the Sanzack of Copay, returned again tothe 
liege ; when as the beſieged finding there was no hope 
of relief, and that the famine was greivous amongſt 
them, the'Governour overcome with ſuch like difh- 
culties, and the:continual cries of the Citizens and 
Souldiers, at length conſented to parly upon reaſon- 
able conditions, fo that in fine it was agreed that 
the Garriſon and all the Citizens Turks ſhould be 
ſent with bag and baggage to Buda, and in conſide- 
ration whereof Strigonzum the Metropolis of Hunga- 
ria, which for the ipace of 52 years, had groaned 
under the oppreſſion of the Tarkiſp Tyrants, was 
delivered into the hands of the Arch Duke, 2nd the 
conditions with the Turks accordingly performed, 
twenty Ships being for that purpoſe umnployed by the 
ſpace of two dayes, after which the Duke fent 1 8 
thouſand to beſege Vicegrade otherwiſe called PE»- 
denburgy 
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denburg, a ſtrong Caſtle of the Turks, ſcituate upon 
Danubims, between Strigonium and Buda, which they 
took, and in their march brought ſuch a fear upon 
Buda, that had not the Baſfa ſhut faſt the Gates, 
moſt of the Inhabitants had fled over the Dan 
bins. 

n_ this good ſucceſs of the Imperialiſts the 
Prince of Tranſylvania was not idle, but with an Ar- 
my of his beſt Souldiers,ſerting upon thirty thouſand 
Turks (who as unbidden Gueſts were coming to 
his wedding, which he was then ſolemnizing with 
Maria Chriitina, daughter to Charles the late Arch 


"Duke of Auſtria) he gave ſuch a welcome, that few 


of them returned to tell the news, after which, pro- 
kcuting his vittory he took Lyppa, a ſtrong Town, 
with divers other Towns and Caſtles of the Turks, 
out of which they had for a long time annoyed the 
Countries round about them ; about the ſame time 
the Lords Herbenſtien , Lucowitz and Eckenbwro in- 
countered with the Bafla of Boſra, as he was return- 
Ing with ten thouſand Turks and Tartars,from the ta- 
king of Baborzks, whom after a hard fight they over- 
threw, putting moſt of them to. the ſword, the 
Baſſa himRtlf,, upon a ſwift horſe hardly eſcaping. 

Theſe ſucceſefull proceedings of the Chriſtians 
f inraged the Turk, that imputing ſeveral of the 
difgraces that had happened to the neglect of Ferat 
A he by the advice of Sinarn Baſſa, ſent for him, 
who truſting to his innocency, boldly came to an- 
fwer to what ſhould be objected againſt him, though 
warned to the contrary, but he was ſcarce arrived 
erby. the command of /4ahomer he was ſtrangled and 
his goods to the value of five hundred thouſand Du- 
cats confifcated. 

After the death of Ferat, who was fomewhat 2 


favonrer of the Chriſtians, Sinan the proud Ballaz 
4 ES +. _ 
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fon to a Fiſherman, 'and their mortal enemy, was 
ſent with a great Army into Yalachia, to reduce that 
and the other revolted Countries to the Turkiſh obe. 
dience, but being encountred by the Tranſilvanian 
Forces, his Army was overthrown with great ſlaugh- 
ter, and himſelf in his flight falling into a Lime- 
pit, hardly eſcaped with life; after which he fled to 
Canſtantinople, to plead his own cauſe, having pro- 
miſed upon his undertaking that Expedition at the 
price of his head, to reduce Valachia, Moldavia, and 
Tranſylvania, to their former obedience. 


Not long after the overthrow of Sian, the Lords 
Echenberg and Leucowitz overthrew twenty thouſand 


who under the leading of the Baſla of Boſna, inva- 


ded the country of Gor:a,and following their Victory, 
entred the Turkiſh Dominions and burat 15 Villages, 
carrying away a great booty, and ſoon after took 
Petrina, which after a cloſe fiege, and ſome furious 
aſſaults wes abandoned by the Turks. In the mean 
while Sigiſmund the Tranſylvanian' Prince, raiſed a 
greater power than before, upon notice that Sinan 
Baſla was again upon his march to invade his Coun- 
tries; at what time the Zicals or Sciculy, a people 
bordering on the North of Tranſilvania,ſent to him to 
offer him their ſervice, as weary of the Turkiſh 
thraldom ; who according to agreement , beſides 
many rich preſents , and ſtore of proviſion , ſent 
him forty thouſand men well appointed, which no 
ſooner joyned him, he had notice that Sinan had 
paſſed Danubius, by a bridg of Boats z whereupon 
he marched with all dilligence to meet him, and in 


2znother ſet battle, gave him a fatal overthrow, | 


in which there were thirty thouſand flain and ta- 
ken priſoners, beſides a rich booty ; nor did the 
River Danubi upon their haſty repaſſing the wa 

whic 
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which was near two miles over, deyonr a leſs num- 
ber, inſomuch that Sinan ſwore in a great rage, 
that the young Prince had in a ſhort time Eclipſed 
all the renown hein thecourſe of his whole life had 
ot. 
: After this overthrow of the Turks, which they 
number amongſt their great miſchances, the Caſtle 
and Iſland in the River with little loſs were recover- 
ed, and then in great Triumph laden with the Turks 
ſpoils the Prince returned to Alba 7ul:a,at what time 
by his Captains he took the ſtropg Caſtle of 7erna, 
and intercepted abopt 70 waggons richly laden,which 
they of Temeſwar fearing to be belieged were 1end- 
1ng, together with their wives and children, topla- 
ces of greater ſtrength. | 
Theſe things perplexing the proud Turk, he ſent 
his ſpecial Meſſengers to itir up the Crimeſian T ar- 
tars, (a people living for the moſt part on ſpoil) 
to invade Moldavia , Tranſylvania , and Yalachia, 
who were likewiſe incouraged thereto by the Chan- 
eellor of Polonia, he ſo far inſinuating with the 
King, that Moldavia was taken from the Tranſylva- 
nan Prince, and a new Yayvod placed therein, who 
opened (contrary to his faith given) three wayes 
for the Taxrks and Tartars to invade Tranſylvamas of 
which perfidious dealing Pope Clement the Eighth by 
his Letters to the King of Pelomia, 'grievoulily com- 
plained ; and likewiſe againſt Cardinal Z amoskze, the 
Chantcelor, and firſt mover of this miſchict, whom 
he cited to appear before him at Rome, there: to 
anſwer to what ſhould by the Ambaſlladours: of 
the Chriſtian 'Princes , be objefted againſt t:to, 
charging them both with breach of- faith, andidif- 
loyalty to- the King of Heaven, by be..aying the 
Chriſtians into the hand of the ſworn enemies of the 


Chriſtian Religion, yer both the "King and Chan- 
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celour riſed ſuch endeavours that they ſatisfied the 
Pope in the neceſlity of their writing better to him 
to that purpoſe, when at the ſame time Cham Kg. 
zikgers the Tartarian King, wrote to S:g:ſmund 
King of Polonia, to put him in mindof his promiſe 
to give his Army free paſlage, as likewiſe to deſtroy 
the Coſſacks, who as he ſaid by dailyincurſions waſt- 
ed his Frontier, and to make a perpetual League 
with him yet onely the former requeſt was ob- 
ſerved. 

The Chriſtians not pleaſed with the proceedings 
of the Polonian, to ſhew how little they eſteemed 
his Friendſhip, inraged as it were with his revolt 
burnt and deſtroyed all the Turkiſh Garriſons up- 
pon his Frontiers, whom he durſt not protet for 
fear of having his own Dominions waſted in the 
like manner, but what happened this year 1596. 
advantagtous to the Chriſtians was the death of 
Sinan Balla their ſworn Enemy, who having by his 
Friends and many rich preſents eſcaped the fury of 
the angry Sultan Mahomet who had vowed his death, 
ſoon after through grief and ſhame of his late over- 
throw died, after he had for Fifty years walted the 
Earth with Fire and Sword, Yet; the _— 

ing Mahomet with a great power pur in 
perſon to paſs into Hungary, but by reaſon of the 

lague and Famine, that raged throughout his Em- 
pire he could not accompliſh his deſign, but was 
more and more . perplexed by the revolt of :the 
Georgians, and the great Army the new King of Per- 
Ba was raiſing for the recovery of Tauwri, notwith- 
\Kanding to prevent the worſt the Tranſtlvaniar 
Prince in perſon went to the Courts of the Empe- 
rour and Pope to crave Aid, where he was with 
great kindneſs received, and promifed ſuch ſupplies 
- of Men and Mony as his occaſion ſhould _ but 
f uring, 
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during his ſtay therejtheSerrms roftup inarms againſt 
him, yet the Rebellion was: blown over by the exe 
cution of the chief Promoters of the Tumult; and 
Ten Thouſand Raſcians ina fit: time proffered him 
their ſervice; for the Tarrays were by this time on 
their way, whereupon having received ſeveral rich 
Preſents he returned home; being- every where joy- 
fully received of his People. All this time the Lord 
Palfi with the Garriſon Souldiers of Strigonium- was 
not idle, bur uſed his utmoſt dilligence to ſurprize 
the Turks Convoys and Garrrfons, nor was his ex- 
ation fruſtrated, for overrunning the Country 
as far as the Walls of Temeſwar he got many ric 
booties 5 and removed; ſuch Chriftians as were in 
danger of the Turks Garriſon nearer his own mif- 
fing but narrowly of the Baſſa of Temeſwnr with all 
his Treaſure, as he was going to Belgrade to give 
place to a new Baſſa, but however he fell into the 
hands of the Hungarian Heidons, who overthrew his 
Convoy, ſlew him, and took all: his riches laden in 
Seventy Five Waggons to the value of Two Hun- 
dred Thoufand Hungarian Ducats, which fo inraged 
the Turks that gathering Forty Thonſfand ftrong 
they beſteged: Lippa, but after the loſs of fi Thon- 
fand of their namber in many furious affanits, they 
teft their Trenches ard in great confuliorr retired 
which flight was occaſioned by! the Governour of 
Engaz his ſurprifing the Subarbs of Temeſwar, and 
ktring them on fire, which betng' feerr in the Turks 
Camp canſed amongſt them that” great conſternation, 
23 thinking the Prince of Tranſivaria with his whole 
Army was coming, on, and even at their backs. Af- 
ter whoſe flight the Hung arian Herdons paſſing the 
Dannbins took, Plenia, in revenge of whichthe Turks 
took Cliſie, oft of which they had not Fong before 


been driven ; nod fong after the Lord P4fi rook the 
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ſtrong Caſtle Sombock,, which the Turks in a rage 
upon the enterance of the Chriſtians ſet on fire, but 
thereby ſo exaſperated the Souldiers that they ſpa- 
red none they tound therein, but put them all to the 
Sword without reſpeCt either to Age or Sex. 

Theſe continual currants of Victory carryed the 
Tranſuvanian Prince. to the Siege of T ameſwar, 
which he for many dayes- furiouſly -battered , but 
upon notice that the Baſla of Natolia the forerunner 
of Mahomets Army, was come to Belgrade with Four- 
teen. thouſand Turks, and Mabemet with an Army 
of One Hundred and Fifty Thouſand was coming at- 
ter him to the Relief of the City, and he not having 
yet received the ſupplies promiled by the Chriſtian 
Princes his Confederates, thought good to raife 
his tiege and depart for Lippa, where having left 
a ſtrong Garriſon he kept on his way to Alba-Fulta, 
and aſſembled there the States of his Principality tc 
conſider the moſt expedient means for raiſing more 
Forces to repreſs ſo potent an Adveriary. 


Mahomet approaching, with his Forces which dai- 
ly increaſed, ſent to Michale the Vayvod of Yalachia 
to promiſe him great rewards if he would become 
his Tributary and reyolt from the Tranſiluanian 
Prince, but finding nothing would prevail with the 
Yayvod to break his Faith he came with his whole 
Army now increaſed to the number of Two Hun- 
dred Thouſand to Buda, yet ere he could attempt 
any thing Maximilianthe Emperours General, (made 
ſo in the ſtead of Maithias the Arch-Duke, who 
2pon the Death of Ferdinand the Emperors Uncle, 
1:24 the rich County of Tjrob beſtowed upon him 
v/11ither he was retired) had taken Yacia, Hatuan, 
1.1 ſeveral other places,but long reſted not Aahomet 
Lciore, he with kis huge Army belieged 4 76 
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which after the loſs of Tiventy Thouſand of his Men 
not by force but by furrender, for the Soldiers per- 
ceiving the new Caſtle, the place in which they on- 
ly put their truſt, undermined ; and about to be 
blown up, and that all hopes of being relieved 
were vain, they layed hands upon Paulus Niars and 
Terskze the Captain of the Garriſon Souldiers and 
Governour of the City, and caſting them in Priſon 
capitulated with the Turks to deliver the City and 
Caſtle, in conſideration that they might depart with 
bag and baggage, but the faithleſs Infidels ere they 
had paſſed through the Campcontrary to their faith 
given cut them. in pieces, after which the Baſla of 
Boſma with a ſtrong power layed fiege to Perrinay 
but upon notice that the Lords Herbenſtein and. Lex- 
cowitzZ were Coming, to relieve 1t, and in their way 
had overthrown Six Thouſand "Turks he railed his 
ſiege in great haſt leaving behind him part of his 
Carriages. But now the two puillant Armies of the 
Chriſtians and Turks coming in view ot each other 
and nothing but a {mall River parting them, drew 
frequently up in Battalia, and had ſeveral skirmiſhes 
ata diſtance, but the vain glorious Turks not think- 
ing it ſufficient to diſcharge 'their great Artillery, 
and skirmiſh in ſmall parties at the Command 
of Iahomet, Ten Thouſand of them, and Six 
Thouſand 7artars paſled the River, but were ſo hot- 
ly welcomed that few returned , which advan 
the Chriſtians following purſued the flyers, and fet 
upon the grols of the Turks Army, putting all into 
confulion and conſternation ; 1o that Mabomet fear- 
ing a total overthrow retreated to his Camp, whi- 
ther the Chriſtians as eagerly purſued, but whilſt 
they diſordered themſelves to take the ſpoil, (al- 
though the General had cauſed Proclamation to be 
made, vhat none on pain of death ſhould attempt 
It 
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It riil the vidtory was obtained.) They being afreſh 
charged and many of theny cut off by the Turks 
great Artilery,betook themſelves to-plain flight not 
to be ſtayed by the threats nor 1intreaties of their 


Commanders, ſo that the German Horſe diſordering * 


their own Foot put all into confuſion, which the 
Turks contrary to their expeCtation perceiving fol 
Iowed hard after them, making great ſlaughter, yet 
{> conſcious were they of their weakneſs, that fear- 
meg the return of the Chriſtians, that in the night 
they ſecretly raiſed their Carp and returned to 
Agria, leaving their Cannon and Baggage in the 
Trenches for the ſpace of three dayes, ſo ſlenderly 
guarded that Five Thouſand men might have taken 
the ſpoil ; Mahomer himſelf confeſſing that he fear- 
ed to have been taken Priſoner, and would not for 
the future venture his perſon in places of ſach immi- 
nent danger. 

In this Battle or rather running fight , calfed 
from the place where it happened, the Battle of K-- 
refta, Forty Thouſand Torks and Fifteen Thouſand 
Chriſtians were ſlain moſt of the latter in the raſh 
and unadviſed flight, the which had -it not contrary 
to aff reaſon happened never had' a more glorious 
victory been obtained over the Infidels. Yet Me- 
Bomet after he had furniſhed Agria with 2 Gar- 
rifon of Ten Thouſand choice Souldiers returned to 
Belgrade, and having divided his Army in two parts, 
the one he left in the Conntrey to ſecure it againſt 
the Chriſtians, and with the other departed to 
Conflantinople, but by the way being fet upon by Bar- 
belins Jancechie the Tranſilvanian Princes Lientenant, 
and the Fayvod of Valachia, who with a ſtrong po- 
. wer for that purpoſe had paſſed the Dannbins, they 
eut off ſeven Thouſand of his men: 


Farly 
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Early in the fpring as aſhamed of their difgrace 
the Chriſtian Princes recruited their ſcattered Forces 
which meeting together near to Paſſonium and Al- 
tenburg, marched to Papa, which they beſieged and 
after eight dayes battery took it, and fo again re- 
turning to Atterburg the Army muſtered; from 
whence they marched to Rab and belieged in, but 
npon the approach of the Turks Army ander #he 
Cemmand of xhimer Balla , raiſed the ſrege, as 
finding it both difficult and dangerous, and fo mar- 
ched over into the Ifland of Schr, when in their 
fight they permitted the Farks to take Dol. | 


Michael the Vayved of YValachia, having his Coun» 
trey almoſt deſtroyed by the Turks, and they pro- 
miting him great favours and bounties more then 
ever, if he would again return. to his obedience; 
he to fave his Countrey from utter deſtruction, com- 
plied with the Tyrants deſire in part, viz. to own 
him for his Soveraign, and to pay him half the 
wanted Tribute, but denied upon any terms to 
aid him againſt the Chriſtians, which the Turk for 
a while diſſembled and ſeemed well contented with 
his fubnuſſion; but afterward contrary to his Oath 
oppreſling him with great Taxes, both he and the 
Prince of Tranſilvania recommended the proteAion 
of their Countries to Rodolphus the Emperour, who 
thereupon called a Dyee to eomſult abour railing coft> 
tibutions ſufficient for the management of the 
War againſt the Turks, and fuch facce(s had is 
arms immediately thereon, through the good con- 
duct of the Lord Swartzenbarg, Rab was. farprized 
for certain Engineers coming by night to) the Gates, 
fading the Poytcullifes drawn up in expectation of 
Waggons loaden with Proviſion to come from Alba 
Reg alir,, they faſtened feyerab Petards to —_ 

ates 
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Gates which deadly Engins once fired rent 'um in 
pieces, ſo that the Army which followed at their 
heels preſling in, after a long fight killed two of 
the Turks Baſſ2's, and put the reft to the flight, 
who ſuch as could eſcaped over the Wall, and thoſe 
that could not fell by the Swords of the inraged 
Soldiers,who in the City found ſo great a booty that 
many of them were greatly inriched thereby, beſides 
One Hundred pieces of great Ordnance, and ſtore 
of all manner of Proviſions. That City though ſo 
ealily recovered,being one of the ſtrongeſt Fortreſſes 
in Chriftendom, the taking of which ſo incouraged 
the General of the Imperialiſts, that ( upon notice 
that great differences were ariſen between the 7ax:- 
zaries and the Sphas, the Turks beſt Footmen and 
Horſemen upon a point of preheminency) he reſol- 
ved to beſiege Buda the Turks chief ſtrength in Hur 
gary, and thereupon marching thither with all his 
Army, on the 16th. of Oftober, 1598. he ſat down 
before it, and for many days battered it with ſixteen 
pieces of Cannon. But in fine ſeeing no hopes of 
winning it, and having notice that a great Army of 
Turks was haſting to its relief having plundered 
the Suburbs the General drew his Ar my out of the 
Trenches and departed to Stregonimm. 


The Tranſfilvanian Prince having exchanged his 
Country with the Emperour for the Dukedoms of 
= and Ratibor, and yearly Fifty Thouſand Joa- 
chim, or the Revenues of the Biſhoprick of Urati- 
ſlavia, Territories lying in Sileſia and repenting 
him of what he had done, he came again into Tran- 
filvania in diſguiſe, and was joyfully received by his 
SubjeCts, at what time Maximilian the Emperors Ge- 
nerals was marching with the Army to take poſ- 


ſeſſion of it, which had like. to have —— 
iflen- 
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diſſenſions amongſt the Chriſtian Confederates had 
not the Prince by many ſubmiſſive Letters pacified 
the Emperors diſpleaſure. Now were the Turks 
Army arrived in Hun and had. layed ſiege to 
Veradinum,which City being at the point to be yield- 
ed, was relieved by the Lord Bajta the Emperours , 
Lieutenant,who making ſemblance to give the Turks 
Battle, and by that means drawing them out of 
their Trenches, in the mean time by an uniuſpeCtted 
way, thruſt Eight Hundred Souldiers into the City 
and fo drew off, through which ſupply the City 
was ſo long defended that the Turks weary of the 
ſiege, and by reaſon of the approach of Winter 
departed, leaving for haſt many of their Tents and 
great Ordnance as a prey to the beſieged , after 
which the Imperialiſts ſpoiled that part of the Lower 
Hung ary,which was in the poſſeflion of the Tarks even 
to the gates of Buda,which brought a great fear upon 
the Garriſon and Citizens. When at the ſame time 
Michael the Vayvod of Yalachia, having gathered 2 
ſtrong power took and ſacked Nicopolis, the rumor of 
which coming to Conſtamzneple where the Plague ther. 
raged, it greatly perplexed Hahomet and brought a 
fear upon that great City. Yet to put a ſtop to the 
Vayvods proceedings, he cauſed a great number of 
Turks under the leading of Taxt Baſla to march a- 
gainſt him, who joyning the forces of Mahomet Sater- 
£i with which he had beſieged YVeradinum; yet the 
Yayvod not in the leaſt diſmayed, marched 1co Miles 
into the Tarks Territories, and deſtroying, all before 
him obtained a great Booty. But now contrary 
to the expetation of all men the Tranfeivanian 
Prince, inſtigated thereto by the Polonian King, 
reſigned the right he had in that Principality, 
to his Cozen Andrew Batter, and thereby defraud- 


ed the Emperour of that which by way of 
| Ex- 
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Exchange was properly his, the Tranſylvanians hn- 
ving thereapon tworn him fealty, yet not to difconr- 
age his Confederates the Emperor fet light thereby, 
though the proud Cardinal, to whom it was re- 
fgned ſubmitted himſelf a Vaſfal to Mahomer, and 
thereby deprived the Chriftiaa Commonwealth of 
one of her ſureſt Bulwarks. 

Buds blocked up by the Chriftians, and there- 
by reduced to great extreamity, the Bafſa thereof 
upon notice that ſeveral waggons laden with provi- 
Fon, were on their way, iflued out with ſix hundred 
horſe to condu@ them ſafe ; but being ſet upon by 
the free Hadducks, his Guard was overthrown, his 
ſon flain, and himſelf taken priſoner ; and within: 
a while after the Lord Palfie incountering the Baſſa 
of Boſva, who was coming with ten thouſand men to 
relieve the faid City, overthrew his power, flew the 
Bafſa,and took all the waggons laden with proviſion, 
and at the fame time five thouſand Tartars being ſet 
upon by the Lord Swartzenburgs Regiment, wete all 
cut in pleces; upon notice of Hbraim Baſſa with a 
great power ſet forward from Conſtartineple, but part 
of his Forces being encountred by the Imperiahiſts 
under the command of the Lord Paſfis Lieutenant, 
were overthrown, and rich booty taken, contain» 
ing all the proviſion of the Camp, and one hundred 
thouſand Dollars which were coming up the Da- 
nabius to pay the Souldiers, which loſs greatly dif- 
contented the Baſla, and then when he had notice 
that the Imperialiſts intended again to beſiege Bu- 
da, which he by reafon of the faid loſs was not in 
a capacity to relieve , as alſo at the fame tune 
news came of a great ſlaughter of the Turks before 
the City of Agria, the which City had the Chriſti- 
ans aſſaulted in any contiderable number, rhe can- 


ſternation was ſo great, that they might cafily have 


ſur- 
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{urpriſed it, yet as it happened they took a hundred 
priſaners and five hundred horſes, the free Haducks 
alſo entring the Tarks Territories, did great huecr 
by burning their Villages and carrying away a-great 
number of Inhabitants. | 

Buda now had not eſcaped falling into the hands 
of the Chriſtians had not 1braim Baſſa received an 
unexpected ſupply, which increaſed his Army to the 
number of one hundred and thirty thouland, with 
which upon his approach the Chriſtians too weak ts 
encounter him were obliged to raiſe their ſiege, yet 


{ much was the Baſla-out of love with war, thar - 


baving relieved the City, he by the command -of 
Mahomet the Turkiſh Emperor, laboured to procure 
peace with Rodolph the German Emperor, in order 
to which ſeveral great Commanders on either fide 
met, but the Turks proud demands ſeem'd ſo un- 
reaſonable to the Chriſtian Commiſſioners , that 
they rejefted them with diſdain , and fo all hopes 
of peace vaniſhing, the Faywd of YValachia inva- 
ded Tranſylvania, now wholly devoted to Mabe- 
met, againſt whom Cardinal Barter prepared his 
Forces, being ſtrengthened over and above with 
thirty thouſand Turks and Tartars, ſent by /braim 
yet in a mortal battle he was overthrown by the 
Yayved, and the Cardinal in endeavouring to ef- 
cape was ſlain, and his head ſent to theEmperour, 
after which moſt of the Cities of Tranſylvania re- 
volted from the Turkiſh obedience. The news of 
which greatly troubled S5grſmwnd the late Prince, 
who relided in Polonia, but more Mahomer the Turk- 
iſh Emperor, imbroiled in new troubles by the re- 
volt of Chuſahin or Caſſan the great Baſla of Carra- 
mania, who had cauſed moſt of the Countries in the 
leſſer Ha, to caſt off the Turkiſh yoke, but 41«- 
hornet ſending great Forces againſt him under Mabe- 


ret 
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met Baſſa,who after ſeyeral conflicts ſpoiling the poſ- 
ſeſſions of the Rebells in Arms,he fo dealt with the 
chief of them, that by bribes and large promiſes, 
he prevailed with them to leave their ringleader, he 
was taken and brought in chains to Conſtantinople, 
where with moſt exquiſite torments, he was put to 
death. The end of which dangerous Rebellion, 
gave the Ottoman Emperor more leaſure to proſe- 
cute his wars in Hungary,to oppole whoſe Forces, the 
Chriftians were not wanting, for in an other Diet 
aſſembled, new ſupplies were granted by the EleCto- 
ral Princes for the carrying on the war, toward 
which the Biſhop of Rome contributed very largely, 
ſo that Anno 1600 the Chriſtian Army early in the 
Spring took the field (though to breed delay there- 
in the Turkiſh Baſla in the name of his maſter, had 
made many offers tending to peace) but e&'r any no- 
table aftion was performed, the renowned Lord 
Palfie, the greateſt Commander of that Age dyed 
at his Caſtle of Biberſperg, whereupon the Lord 
Swartzenburg was by the Emperor appointed Gover- 
nor of Str:gonium in his ſtead, who to the great griet 
of the Army, ſoon after ſlain with a ſhot as he was 
reducing Papa to its obedience, it having a little be- 
fore at the inſtigation of De la Meta ſeditious French 
Commander there in Garriſon revolted from the 
Emperor, and yet ſtood neuter , not permitting 
the Turks to enter, yet: was it. again reduced not- 
withſtanding the death of the Lord Swartzenbur 
and moſt of the Rebels Executed, after the ſeverel 
manner that could be invented. 

Thele things paſſing, the troubles in FHungary 
daily increaling, and the Turks were every where 
put to the worſt, and amongſt the reſt the Balla of 
Sigeth with five thouſand of his Turks, and his head 
{eat to the Emperor. 7ula was likewiſe INE 
an 
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and the Baſla thereof with two Sazzacks, and Five 
Hundred common Souldiers flain, and now the Go- 
vernment of Tranſilvania being vacant (by the death 
of Cardinal Battor and the abſence of the Prince) 
the Emperor confirmed it to the Yayvod of YValachia, 
who railing a great power w-nt againſt the Prince 
who aided by the Turks, Tartars, and Polomans, was 
coming to try a field Battle for the recovery of his 
Inheritance, and in a ſet battle overthrew him with 
great ſlaughter of his men, himſelf hardly eſcaping, 
after which he ſeized upon the Countrey of Molda- 
via, Cauling all the inhabitants to ſwear Allegiance to 
him, when the better to incourage him to invade 
the Turks Domintons the Emperour not only con- 
firmed him in that Principality alſo, but ſent him 
ſix Thouſand Men under the leading of D. Petzen, 
with a maſs of mony to pay his Souldiers appointin 

him one of his Council, and cheif Intendant for thoſe 
Countries, but he behaving himſelf roughly towards 
the Trayſilvanian Nobility, they ſent Ambaſladors to 
Baſta the Emperors Licutenant General praying, him 
to take then into the proteftion of the Emperor 
onely, and that they might obey no other Sove- 
raign Prince, whereupon Baſta after mature deli- 
beration reſolved to grant their deſires, and to pro- 
tect them from the fury of the Yayvod, whom he 
yet not able to appeaſe by fair means he reſolved 
to compel by torce of Armes to acquieſce with what 
he determined, and therefore gathering ſuch forces 
as hecould with Eighteen Thouſand well appointed 
Souldiers he awaited on the Frontiers of Tranfivania 
his coming, 2nd near to a Village called Arwi/io ad- 
ventured to give him Battle, though under his 
ſtandard he had double the number, and after 1ix 
hours deſperate fighting put him to flight, with the 
loſs of Ten Thouſand o his men, taking likewiſ 
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everal Priſoners, anda great ſpoil,yet nevertheleſs 
the Yayved bating of his proud temper by the 
mediation of Frierids they were afterwards recon- 
ciled. Yet the Yayvod jealous of the Imperialiſt 
as being alſo. withont cauſe perſwaded thereto 
by the Polonians, to prevent as was ſuggeſted to 
him his being taken Priſoner, with a few of his 
followers fled into the faſtneſs of the Mountains, 
whereupon one S:mon was placed in his ſtead by 
the haughty Chancelor of Poland , which choice 
Baſta zltogether diſliking reſolved to diſplace the 
upſtart YVayvod, but the Tranſilvanians delirous of 
freedom, and in order to recover it railing many 
rumours portending the miſchief intended againſt 
the [mperialiſts, at that time hindered his violent 
proccedings, ſo that for the future the whole mat- 
ter was referred to the Emperour. The Tranſt/vanians 
likewiſe caſting themſelves upon him , and when 
they perceived no remedy, delired that Maximilian 
the Arch-Duke might take upon him the Govern- 
ment of that Province ; but whilſt theſe 2ffairs were 
in controverſ;e, the Turks with a huge Army be- 
lieged Caniſia a ſtrong, City of Stira, to the relief of 
which came th Imperial Army conſiſting of Forty 
Thouſand Horſe and Foot, compoled of divers Na- 
tions, under the leading of Duke Atercury General 
of the Emperours Forces in Hunoary, to oppoſe 
which Ibrahim Baſla drew ont of his Trenches, 
thinking, by their multitude to oppreſs the Chriſti- 
ans, but was therein deceived, for aftcr a bloody 
and doubtful fight for the ſpace of cighr hours vi- 
tory declared her felf againſt him, yet not fo ap- 
parently but that the next day by realon of rhe 
diſcord amongſt the Chriſtian Captains, who at rhe 
Command of their General refuted to charge the 
Purgs 1 their ſtrengths the ſcale was tnrned, and 
thor 
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their Convoy of Provition upon 'its way to the 
Camp being taken by the Tarrars, they were fo 
ſtraightned that after having 1yn ſtill for the ſpace 
of three dayes, they roſe in the night but not fo 
ſecretly bur that the Turks rollowing hard after 
them cut off Three Thouſand of the rearmolt, took 
ſeveral pieces of Cannon, and a great part of their 
Baggage, and afterwards had the City of Caniſa 
yeilded to them upon condition that the Garriſon 
ſhould be fafely convoyed over the River Mer, with 
Bag and Baggage, and hightened with this ſucceſs 
they afterwards forraged the Countrey of Srzra, tor 
fear of whom the Inhabitants with ſuch of their 
ſubſtance , as they conveniently carry with them 
fled to the Mountains , whereupon the Baſla ſent 
forth a Proclamation commanding them to return, 
and fic ſuch as-wouldwillingly ſubmit themſelves to 
the Turkiſh obedience ſhould be taken into ſafe pro- 
tection, upon which Proclamation many of the half 
ſtarved pcople returned and ſubmitted themſelves, 
but the ever renowned mirrour of Vertue and Va- 
lour, the Heroick Count Serenus being the man that 
the Baſla aimed at, as well knowing whilſt he went 
free his new Conqueſts were ſlightly cemented to 
the reſt, he the better to decoy the Noble Youth in- 
to his power wrote to him as followeth.

This Letter the Count well enough knew were 
but an outward ſhew of Friendſhip, and therefore 
he thinking it not good to trult the Infidel, fo long 
as he had his Sword in his hand, would not ſo much 
as dain to return him an anſwer, whereupon he in 
a great rage returned to Belgrade vaunting that if 
Mahomet fo Commanded, he would the next year lay 
ſiege to Vienna, and lo much extol'd his exploits to 
the great Sultan, that he commanded publick Tri- 
nmphs for the ſpace of four days in Conſtantinople, 
for joy of his good ſucceſs in Srira, and- ſent the 
proud Balla a Robe of Gold, and a leaders Staff ſer 
with Pearl and prertious Stones. 

The loſs of Caniſia fore troubled the Chriſtian in- 
fomuch that . Paradiſer the Governour , who had 
ſo tamely yielded it into the hands of the Turks, 
coming to Yienma vas there impriſoned, and many 
things being proved againſt him, his Enſign Bearer, 
Lieutenant, and the Mayor of the Town, they at- 
ter many ſtrift Examinations were at the command 
of the Emperour executed. 

Notwithſtanding the death of the Baſſa of Carra- 
m.tni in manner as aforeſaid, the Rebellion was not 
altogether thereby extinguiſhed but ſecretly kept 


alive by the countenance of the Perſian Sophy, fo 
" that 
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that now it again began as if revived from its 
Embers to break out into a flame, and in a trice 
ſwept away ſeveral Towns, whereupon Afzhomer 
ſent to the Perſian to demand for the more allurance 
of the League one of his Sons as Hoſtage, which was 
ſo evilly taken that the Sophy. commanded the "Turks 
Ambaſllador to be ſlain, and although that rigorous 
ſentence was remitted, yet by the ſecond Command: 
ment of the Sophy he was baſtinadoed, and in deſpite 
of him that ſent him returned with great diſgrace, 
the which though it highly offended A4ahomer, yer 
he finding himſelf at that time not in a condition to 
revenge it, only bluſtered a little and to prevent 
the worſt, put ſtrong Garriſons into his Frontire 
1owns. 

Anno 1601, The Chriſtian Confederates brought 
a ſtrong Army into the Field, for fear of which 
the Turkiſh General propoſed many ofters of Peace, 
but creany was concluded, the faid General /braim 
Baſla died, when as the Chriſtians not to omit any 
opportunity took divers ſtrong places, and amongit 
the reſt afrer a terrible battery , and the loſs of 
Eight Thouſand men Alba Regals, one of the Cchief- 
eſt and ſtrongeſt Cities of Hungary, into which the 
furious Souldiers entering through Streets of fire 
and over heaps of the lain, put all they met tothe 
Sword, few or none except the Balla being taken 
to mercy, inriched themſelves with a'great ſpoil, 
eſpecially the Walloons, who ſpared not to rifte 
the Tombs of the Hungarizn Kings, which barbarir 
ty the Turks themſelves had abltained from. Yer 
hardly was the ſpoil taken but news came that Afan 
Baſla made General in the ſtead of 1br 41m, was com- 
ing with a great Army to relicveir, whereupon Duke 
Mercury drew out his Forces and in a mortal Bat- 
tle ſlew the Baſla, and moſt of his men, taking his 
K k 2 rich 
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rich Camp, and a great number of Priſoners, and 
amongſt the reſt Fifty of the Rebels that fled from 
Papa, who yet at the inſtance of the ſaid Duke were 
pardoned. 

The Chriſtians hightened with this ſucceſs, were 
now reſolved to attempt the recovery of Caniſia 
from before which (after they had a long time be- 
fieged it, and layed open with their furious battery 
ſeveral breaches, killing in the ſeveral aſſaults a num- 
ber of Turks)they were by the unſcaſonableneſs of the 
weather obliged to depart, to the great grief of 
the-Commanders, though joy of the Souldiers, who 
through the exceſſive Cold that then happened were 
become 'unſerviceable , many of them being frozen 
to Death in the Trenches. The Turks now great- 
ly diſmaid and almoſt driven out of Hungary, un- 
happy chance turned the Chriſtians Swords, upon 
themſelves for although Adichael the Yayvod of Ya- 
lachia was reconciled to the Emperour , yet the 
Tranſyamans deſirous to be Governed by S:giſmund 
their natural Prince, caſt Baſta the Emperours Leiu- 
tenant,.and by him appointed Governour of that 
Province, into Irons ; and immediately ſubmitted 
themſelves to Sigiſmund , and likewiſe impriſoned 
ſeveral of the Nobility, whom they ſuſpected to 
favour the Emperour, returning agaln to the Tur- 
kiſh obedience, and this by the contrivance of the 
Chancelor of Polonia. Yet at the mediation of 
Friends Baſia was ſet at Liberty 3 who thoroughly 
inraged at the diſgrace done to him, and the indig- 
nity offered thereby to the Empetour his Maſter, 
raiſed an Army and joyning, with Afichael the Vayued, 
invaded Tranſiuvania, and in a dreadful Battle over- 
threw Prince Sigiſrumd with, great {laughter of his 
men, upon which Claxdzopolis and divers other Ci- 
LICS 
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ties of Tranſylvania returned to the Emperours obe- 
dence. 


After this great* victory the Yayvod ſtill eavying 
at the ſucceſs of the Imperialifts, and ſecretly grud- 
ging againſt Baſta, by Letters held ſecret correipon- 
dency with the Balla of Temeſwar, intending in 
con{ideration oi alachia, Meldauia, and Tranſilua- 
ma, to become the Turks Triburary, and by the 
aſſiſtance ot the Balila's drive out the Imperaaliſt-, 
to prevent which it was agreed that he ſhould be 
ſeat Priſoner to Fiewna. In order to which a Wa!- 
lon Captain was fent into his Tent with ſixty 
followers, but he making reil:/tance was by the laid 
Captain flaia, which cauled 2 reat uproar amoaglit 
his Soulcliers, but when they underſtood the cauſe 
by Letters produced nnder his own hand, their an- 
ger was allayed , themiclves proteſting that had 
they known ſo much they would long before difſ- 
patched him. After the. Death of the Yayvod the 
Tranſtvanians wholly ſubmitred to themlelves to 
Baſia. Yet continued not long in that obediencs 
ere ſtirred up by ſame reſtle(s ſpirits they again 
Revolted and Proclaimed Sz9gzſmund, denying ove- 
dience to any other ; at which {uddain mutation 
of this unſtable people Baſta not a little trou- 
þled' to prevent his being again impriſoned, (as 
he had been formerly by them , withdrew him- 
ſelf with his Followers, into a ſtrong Town on 
the Frontiers, from whence he by Letters adver- 
tized the Emperour of what had happened, and 


- requeſted him to ſend him ſpeedy Aid,. whereby 


he might be able to reduce them to their for- 
mer IENCE. 
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During theſe troubles in Tranſylvania,the Turks ta- 
king the advantage did miſchief in Hungary,yet were 
often met with by the Imperialiſts, and amongſt the 
reſt the Baſla of Avria, as he was going to beliege 
Toccaie with ten thouſand Turks, who being encoun- 
tered by Ferrant Gonzaga the Emperors L.eutenant 
was overthrown, with the ſlaughter of almoſt all 
his followers; nor was Mahomet the Emperor leſs 
perplexed with the Carramanian and Natolian Rebels, 
who now getting to a great head under the leading 
of one Scrwvano, had given ſeveral overthrows to 
his Baſſas ſent againſt them, and ſpread their bor- 
ders wide, drawing into their Confederacy all Aſa 
the Leſſer, and a part of the Greater, and at the 
ſame time the 7anizaries were in an uproar in Con- 
ſtantinople, threatning the Emperor and —— 
him with Cowardiſe, and the negleCt of his affairs, 
to appeaſe whom Cicala Baſla was obliged to beſtow 
amongſt them a great ſum of money, and the Mufti 
or chief Mahometan Prieſt declaring that all theſe 
diſorders happened, for that Mahomer their Prophet 
was offended at the exceſs of wine that was drunk 
in the City ; whereupon Proclamation was made 
that upon pain of death all thoſe that had any 
wine in their houſes, the Ambaſſadors of the Chri- 
ſtzan Princes excepted, ſhould immediately bring 
it forth and ſtave it ; whereupon ſuch abundance 
was ſpilt, that boats in the high ſtreets might have 
iwamin wine of all ſorts. 

_ By this time Baſta having received Forces from 
the Emperor, had ſo ſtraitned the Tranſyluanians, 
that S:gzſmwnd ſent to offer him all the Towns that 
were in his poſleſſion, at the time of his being ex- 
pelled 7ranſ)lvania, of which offer Zachel Moyſes the 
. Princes Lieutenant, having notice, reſolved not to 
luffer any agreement upon ſuch conditions, and 
therefore. 
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therefore with the Forces under his Command com- 
poſed of Turks, Tartars, and Tranſylvanians, he ha- 
ſted to opprels Baſfa in his Camp, but finding him 
as ready as himſelf, a dreadful battle was fought 
between them, wherein Baſta with his Germans pre- 
vailed, making a great ſlaughter of the enemy; To 
excuſe which raſh ation Sigiſmund ſent ſeveral of his 
Nobility to the Imperial Camp, offering to perform 
what ever he had promiſed, and to go in perſon to 
the Emperor , which once put in practiſe all the 
Countrey returned again to the Emperors obedience, 
nor was Falachia at this time leſs troubled about 
Ele&tion of a Yayvod, that Province being divided 
into two Faftions, the one was for chooſing Raadol a 
Noble man, affefting the Emperors intereſt, and the 
other for Elefting Feremias, who had promiſed to 
hold his Province Tributary of the Turk ; where- 
upon many Battles were fought with various ſuc- 
ceſs, but in the end Redolph afliſted by the Empe- 
rors Forces overthrew his competitor , and ob- 
tained a great Viftory ; in which battle two of the 
Turkiſh Baſſas were ſlain, with all their followers, 
and ſoon after, having overthrown a great power 
of the Tartars, he recovered the Principality z nor 
was Hungary free from the Turkiſh outrages, who 
bearing themſelves upon their ſmall ſucceſs, at- 
tempted to ſurprize Alba Regalis, but were by the 
Chriſtians overthrown with great ſlaughter, and 
ſoon after two hundred of their Waggons laden 
with proviſion and Amunition, was taken by Count 
Serinus, on its way to Caniſia, and about the fame 
time took Al; Baſla Governour of Peſth priſoner, 
and with him ſeventy thouſand Hungarian Ducates, 
which Baſla for his ranſom over and above offered 
300000 Sultanies. 

| Maho- 
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 Makbomet not a little troubled with the continual 
news of his Loſſes in Hungary, and reſolving tore- 
venzehimſelf on the Chriſtians ſent Haſſan Balla, 
with an Army of one hundred gad fifty thouſand 
Tarks and Tartars, who upon their arrival; palliug 
the Dannhbius, laid ſiege to Aiva-Regalis, of which 
the Count Yſuloa was GOvernour, when railing three 
Batteries, they inceſſantly thundgered againit the 
wall and Bulwarks, and was by ' the Defendants 
anſwered in the ſame Language , and by frequent 
Sallies, cut off a number of the. eaemies, but hav- 
ing all their walls on. the Welt. ſide beaten down, 
and moſt of the Souldiers either killed or, diHabled, 
the Count himſclt wounded in the 'thigh , their 
powder being almoſt ſpent, and no-'hopes of reliet, 
they capitulared to deliver the Town upon conditi; 
on that they ſhould depart thence with all their 
Goods and be conducted in fafety to the neigh- 
bouring Garriſon, which was ſworn ;to by all the 
Furkiſh Commanders ; bat having once cntred the 
Caty, they not only ſpoil and. plynder it, but de- 
ſtroyed and put to the ſyord all the Souldiers and 
Citizens, ſparing none alive bat the Count himſelf, 
and ſome few Captains, whom they ſent in Chains 
to Copſtantinopic, infomuch that the ſtreets flowed 
with the blood of three thouſand Chriſtians, im re- 
venge of this loſs, the Lord Ruſoworm with thirty 
thouſand men laid liege to the ſtrong City: of 
Buaa, and took the baſe Town, where he got ſtore 
of. Riches, and afterwards laid hard fiege to the 
ypper City, but finding it a work of great dithcul- 
Ly, he reſolved to turn his Forces upon Pesth a 
ſtrong Garriſon lying on the other ſide the River, 
from whence the Turks with their -great Ordnance 
annoyed his Army before Buda, which place he 
without much difficulty won , and then again re- 

turned 
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turned to the ſiege of the upper City of Buda, but 
having loſt eight thouſand of his men, and having 
notice that the Tartars were at hand with a great 
Army, reſolving to relieve it,he raiſed his ſiege, ha- 
ving firſt repulſed the Vizar Baſſa before Peſth, wit h 
the loſs of half his Forces. 

Scrivans having rent the Turks Dominions in Aſca, 
by taking from them their principal Cities, fell ſick, 
of which ſickneſs he dyed, to the great griet of the 
Rebels, who nevertheleſs choice his younger bro- 
ther to lead them, who ſoon after in a great battle 
overthrew the Turkiſh Army, -that was ſent againſt 
him, under the leading of Heſau Baſlſa , and flew 
the Baſſa himſelf, rozether with-almoſt all his fol- 
lowers ; whereupon Ma/homer doubtiug his Empire 
in Aſa, was obliged to withdraw his Forces out 
of Hungary, yet incited the Tartars by frequent 1n- 
roads to buſic the Imperialiits, till he could be at 
leiſure to return his Captains with a greater power, 
who according to their wonted miſchievous natures 
committed ſundry outrage, burning and deſtroying 
all in their way, but in the end were molt of them 
cut off by the Chriſtians againſt whoſe joynt For- 
ces, they were ao wayes able to ſtand, as being ra- 
ther inured to ſpoil than fight. 

Anzo 1603 The Turks in the ſeveral Garriſons 
roaming abroad in the depth of winter, when Da- 
nubius 1t ſelf was frozeu over, committed many out- 
rages in Hungaria, but in their return, being met 
by Colonel Coblonitz, a great number of them were 
Cut in Pieces, and all the booty recovercd, 1o that 
for want of Victnals Buda was greatly diltretled, but 
ſce again the change of fortune, for the Turks Come 
ing out of Buda upon the Frozen River, braving, the 
Garriſon of Peftb, the Souldiers fallyed out upon 
them, but being overpowred were two hundre-' f 
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them ſlain, yet this loſs was ſhortly revenged by the 
Garriſon Souldiers, who ſurprizing ſeveral of the 
Turkiſh Nobility, ſporting with their wives in the 
hot Baths not far from B«da, put all the men t9 
the ſword, and ſuffered the women to eſcape na- 
ked into the City, to whoſe flight, fear added 
wings, and ſo with the ſpoil of their rich garments 
returned in Triumph,but want of Victuals increaſing, 
they were obliged to feed upon all manner of un- 
clean things, when at the ſame time their neighbours 
of Buda having received a great Convoy of Victuals, 
derided them, and ſent three or four thundering 
Peals of Cannon over the river againſt the Town, but 
their mirth was ſoon ſpoiled, for by the careleſsneſs 
of the Engenier ſeveral barrels of Povvder taking 
fire not only killed a great number of them, but 
likevviſe overthrevy four yards of their Wall, and 
thus the Winter palled over vvith many skirmiſhes, 
and the taking, of ſeveral places in Hungary oneither 
ſide ; When early in the Spring the nevv Yaywod of 
Valachia over:run the rich Countrey of S:liſtria, 
reducing the greateſt part of it to his obedience, and 
ſoon after Colloninitz gave the Turks another great 
overthrow, and took a great booty on its way to 
Caniſia, and afterwards laid ſiege to Babox, but find- 
ing it ſtrongly Garriſoned, and furniſhed for a lon 

ſiege, he withdrew from before it, yet he fancied 
many of the Turks and intercepted ſeveral Waggons 
ladea with provilion, about which time news came 
that the Fanizaries were up in Arms at Conftantino- 
ple, as likewiſe Sphai, and that they committed ſe- 
veral outrages on the Ballas, and ſpared not to 
abuſe their maſter, telling him they would (ſeeing 
he negleCted to) reform his Government, ſvvearing 


that unleG he vyould deliver into their povyer the 
Cap 
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Caps Aga, and ſuch others as they ſhould require, 
they would turn all into contuſion, which threats {0 
ſcared the Pulillanimous Tyrant that he was content- 
ed to yield to their demands, who having got thoſe 
Favorites they moſt inveighed againſt, they with all 
deſpight put them to death 3 whereupon the Tyrant 
not to be outdone in cruelty, cauſed ſeveral of the 
Baſſa's and chief men of his Court, whom he knew 
the Souldiers affeted, to be flain, which cauſed ſuch 
a hatred againſt him, that many of his «great Baſ- 
ſa's conſpired to depoſe him, and ſet up his fon 
Mahoemet in his ſtead, which they were the more ani- 
matcd to put in praCtice, for that he had at the ſame 
time made a diſhonourable peace with the Aſran Re- 
bels, giving moſt of their ring-leaders great Com- 
mands, whilſt thoſe that had faithfully ſerved him 
were rejected, of which intent of his men of wor, 
the Tyrant having, notice, cauſed his ſon, and ſo 
many as he could underftand were any wayes Con- 
cerned therein to be put to death. 

Theſe things happening in the foregoing year, the 
yeaPfollowing the Tartars in great numbers intend- 
ing to invade Hungary, were denyed patlage by the 
Polonians, whereupon they reſolved to make their 
way through Yalachia, with whom the Yayvod had 
many hard confliCts, killing at one tune three thou- 
ſand of them, but their number being great, he was 
forced at length to let them pals z who upon their 
arrival in Hungary and Sr:ra, made great ſpoil c'r 
Collonitz, could take the field, who at length joyning 
with Count Serinus, gave them a fatal overthrow, 
and recovered about five thouſand Chriſtian Cap- 
tives; yet thoſe that celcaped from the battle roving 
about did great harm, till ſuch time as they were 
met with by the Lord Nada/?i and his Haffars, who 
with a furious charge oyerict their battle, and 
brought 
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brought them to final deſtruction, when ſoon after 
Cllonitz, returning fell upon Two Thouſand Turks 
all or moſt of which he flew, and then paſling on 
beſieged the Caltle of Logua which 1n a ſhort time 
he took, but by neglect of the Soldiers injoyed not 
long, for the Palizadocs being fired ſet fire to the 
Caſtle and laid it waſt. After which he marched 
towards the Caſtle of Bowlowvenar, upon whole ap- 
proach thg Garriſon fled, but -in their flight being 
met were overthrown with great ſlaughter, and 
ſuch as were taken Priloners together withall their 
ſubſtance brought back to the Calltle, into which 
the Collonel having put Four Hundred Haaucks, 
and Two Hundred ,Hufſars , returned to Comara, 
where with a great Booty he arrived in ſafety. 

Turning a little from the troubles of Hwngary, 
a Countrey ſubject to the contiunal Inroads of the 
Turks, I ſhall return to Tranſlvanta, which by this 
tme was for the molt part reduced to the Empe- 
rours obcdience.” For Ayes uic Rebel after his 
being overthrown by Baſta, doubting his fafety in 
the Caltle of Solemuſe, delivered it to the Turks 
and fled to Temeſwar, a City in their polleſſion of 
which Bafta the Emperours Leiutenant having no- 
rice reſolved to recover the Cattle , which the 
Turks ſuppoſed impregnable by reaion of its ſcitu- 
ation, as being tounded upon a {tecep and hard 
Rock, but the Germans having by ſtrength of Arms 
drawn their Cannon to the top of a little Hill, not 
tzr diſtant from it, after a terrible battery made 
had it delivered to them, the Lurks well percelv- 
ing they were no longer able to keep it. 


This ſtrong place thus gained many of 'efs ac- 
cout that held out againſt Baſfa furrenderedy 
whereupon alembling the principul mea of 7rar- 
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filvania, he ina ſhort Oration admoniſhed them to 
be ſtedfaſt to the intereſt of the Emperour, and not 
to have any regard to the faithleſs and wavering 
Turks, &c. . To which-they replyed, That they 
were willing to obey the Emperour in all things, 
but that their people in continual Wars being wa- 
ſted, they defired him to contider how little able 
they were to kcep an Army 1n the Field, without 
which the Countrey could not be defended ; but if 
the Emperour would protect them, and ſecure them 
with a ſtanding Army, they would yearly pay to- 
wards the defraying of the charges Fiftcen Thou- 
ſand Hungarian Ducats, and furniſh them with all 
things neceſſary. It being a thing more Honourable 
and Profitable for a Prince moderately to uſe his 
Subjects, then for covetouſneſs to devour them in 
one day, and in their loſs to loſe himſelf for ever. 
This their offer was by Baſtz accepted, and the 
minds of the people by many perſwaſive arguments 
kept in their dutiful Allegiance to the Emperour. 
But whilſt peace was expected on all ſides Moyſes 
the Rebel, with a great power of 7urks and T ar- 
tars entered Tranſilvania, at ſuch time as Baſta was 
abſent dreaming of no ſuch matter, and ſeizing 
upon W:ſceborongh, ſome other places of {mall im- 
portance, his name began to ſpread wide. Inlo- 
much that Mahomer the Sultan underſtanding what 
he had done, promiſed to ſend him more Aid, and 
to make him his Leiutenant if he proſpered in his 
Wars, which puffed up the Rebel to that height 
that hearing of Baſta being with {mall Forces in the 
Town of Somoſmnar, he reſolved to march thither 
and beliege him,but that experienced Captiin know- 
ing how much it impaired the credit of a General, 
to be incloſed within Walls, upon notice of his 
approach, after he had put tliat place in a polture ol 
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defence departed thence, and after having received 
a ſupply of eight Thouſand men from the Yaywod of 
Valachia, he went to oppoſe the Torrent, but. ere 
he could prevent it the City of Claudinople fell into 
the Rebels hands, who uſed the Citizens with all 
manner of cruelties. Yet at length meeting with 
them before he was aware, fell into their danger, 
not expecting them to be above half the number, 
he found them ſo that he not exceeding Nine Thou- 
ſand, and the Rebels not leſs then Thirty Thouſand, 
when he had done all that became a valiant Souldi- 
er rctired in good order , lcaving his Baggage, 
Tents, and Artilery with the dead Bodies of One 
Thouſand of his men as prey to the Conquerours ; 
but they more greedy of the ſpoil then to purſue 
him, tell to plundering the Tents with ſuch eager- 
neſs, that he thereof advertized, and turning his 
recollected Forces {uddainly upon them, who dream- 
ed of nothing leſs entered amongſt them unarmed as 
they were, cvery one with his hands full of ſpoiles, 
made ſuch a ſlaughter that ſcarcely a third part of 
them eſcaped, fo that by their careleſsneſs within 
leſs then four hours, the vanquiſhers were vanqui- 
ſhed and amongſt the ſlain fell 4oyſes himſelf, whoſe 
head was after fixed upon a Launce and ſet up up- 
on the Walls of Carolſtadt, 

This Rebellion ſuppreſſed another Rebel aided 
by the Turks Tartars and Cofſacks to the number of 
Six Thouſand, made head about Lippa, but Three 
Thouſand Haducks being ſent out againſt him, his 
Forces were defeated and himſelf, for the ſafety of 
his own Life glad to fly, after which good ſucceſs 
One Hundred of the Rebels Inſignes, and the Horſe 
on which Meyſes fought, traped richly with Gold 
and Pretious Stones were as a grateful preſent ſent 
to the Emperour, and afterward the Army —_ 
tne 
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the Command of Baſta, being increaſed to Twenty 
Thouſand, he with Five and Twenty pleces of Can- 
non marched to beliege Temeſwar,but ere he long had 
lain before it, by his Souldiers eating of green Fruit, 
the Bloody Flux raged fon his Camp, that death 
triumphing every where over als men he was for- 
ced to depart. 


Spring being come the Chriſtian Army in ZHunga- 
ria being Five and Thirty Thouſand ſtrong took the 
Field, under the Command of the Lord #aſworm, 
who having carefully provided for the ſeveral Gar- 
riſons incamped near to Peſth at what time an Ar- 
my of One Hundred Thouſand Turks ſhewed it 
ſelf on the other ſide the Danubires, for fear of which 
ſeveral of the Garriſon Souldiers of Peſth fled over 
to Buda, and there were highly entertained by the 
Baſſa, who thought to uſe them as decoys to train 
their fellows over, but this project failed though ar 
that time their wants were great, though not long, 
for in ſpight of the Turks endeavours to hinder 
them, two Convoys of Proviſion and other ne- 
ceſlaries, the one by Water, and the other by Land 
were brought thither, at what time a Turkiſh 
Captain upon ſome diſpleaſure flying from Alb 
Regalts to Rab, informed: the Governour that if he 
would march thither he would ſhew him an eahke 
way to ſurprize the Snhburbs if not the City it ſelf, 
whereupon the Chriſtian Souldiers giving credit to 
the Infidel by his direCtion ſucceeded in raking the 
Suburb as they wiſhed, and in it a great Booty, but 
deſpairing in any further advantage returned with 
great joy to ab. 

The Rehels in Af:z being again in Arms, Maho- 
met finding himſelf not ſtrong enough to ſuppreſs 


them by Force, laboured by his Amballadors to re- 
Rd Con- 
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conciie them offering ſuch advantagious terms of 
peace as ſhould to all men ſeem reaſonable , but 
they not caring to truſt the Tyrant rejected his 
offers and would have no peace, whereupon what 
the Infidels refuſed he thought fit to offer to the 
Chriſtians, but on this ſide he demands ſo unreaſon- 
able (viz. that in conſideration of his delivering 
up Agria and Caniſis he might have TranſWvania, 
Strigoninmand Peſih) that the Emperour would not 
accord to any peace upon ſuch terms, ſo that the 
treaty broke off, upon which Hoſtilities that for 
a while ceaſed began afreſh, ſo that Colloniez, with 
Six Thouſand Imperialifts falling upon the Rear of 
the Turks Army, cut off ieven Hundred men, taking 
a great ſpoil and many Priſoners, amongſt whom 
was Saxur Beg, a man of great repute amongſt the 
Turks, who upon Examination confeſſed the dc- 
ſign Haſſan Baſſh had to befiege Strigoninm, and Peſth, 
and the number of Turks and Tartars that were dai- 
ly expected to joyn him, of which General Ruſworm 
being informed, as alſo of the ſtate of the Turks 
Army, and allo that upon ſome diſcontent the I ar- 
rars were returned into their own Countrey, to the 
great weakening cf the Baſſa's Forces, wherefore to 
prevent their putting a Convoy into Buda, he 
canſed ſeveral Forts to be built, and pcrmitring the 
Turks to pals over the Danubins by a Bridge tratn- 
ed them into an Ambulh layed in the Flags and 
Ofiers for that purpoſe, ſo that with little loſs on 
the part of the Chriſtians, 100co Turks were 
ſlain, drowned in the River, and taken Priſoners ; 
{o that a great booty conliſting of eighteen En- 
ligns, two Cornets , four Brals peices, much rich 
Armour, and many Waggons loaden with Proviſion 
tell into the hands of the Chriſtians, whereby the 
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Turks were ſo much diſcouraged that they fora long 
while attempted nothing. 

Afﬀairs ſtanding thus in Hungary, Aſia was ſtill in 
a flame, eſpecially upon the revolt of one of Maho- 
mets great Baſla's, whom he had deſpightfully de- 
poſed from being General, of which confuſion the 
Perſian King taking the advantage, layed fiege to 
Taurs a ſtrong City , taken by Amwrath from his 
Father, as is before-mentioned, the which by the 
Aid of ſeveral Chriſtians, after a terrible battery 
made againſt it he took, 10 that the Turk on every 
ſide beſet, was greatly perplexed in mind not know- 
ing which way to turn himſelf, nor fared he bet- 
ter by Sea for the Aſian Rebels, under pretence of a 
reconciliation and tranſporting themſelves into Ex- 
rope to ſerve him in Hung aria, ſeized upon many of 
his Gallies ſent to Tranſport them, as alſo the great 
Duke of Flarence's Admiral meeting with Amurar 
Ras an old Pirate and Mahomers Admiral overthrew 
his ſquadron of Gallies, taking ſome and linking 
others, ſo that few eſcaped : and his great Army in 
Hungary atter the loſs of Thirty Thouſand Men in 
divers conftlifts with the Chriſtian, atchieving no- 
thing worth- mention, except putting a Convoy of 
Victuals into Buda, returned to Belgrade under the 
covert of darkneſs, in manner of a fearful flight 
which was no ſooner perceived by the Lord Xuſ- 
worm who had often in vain urged the Baſla to fighr, 
but he ſent his Light Horſemen to purſue them 
who cutting off the Rearmoſt tor many Miles, re- 
turned with a conliderable booty , atter which he 
layed fiege to Hatvan, and had it (after ſeveral 
fierce allaults delivered into his polleflion, the Gar- 
riſon and Citizens, as it was agreed on marching out 
were conducted by certain Troops of Awfſary to 
Solvock, when having put a ſtrong Garriſon into it, 
LT and 
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and -relieved ſuch other places as he thought con- 
-pnic2t, and now the depth of Winter coming on 
h- broze vp his Army, ſending as a certain token 
of {ryeral facceſsful exploits ſixty four of the Turks 
1:{2115, to the Arch Duke Matthias, ſo that till the 
next Spring nothing of moment happened. 

No ſooner was the frozen Earth freed from the 
cold embraces of Winter , but new ſtirs began in 
Tranſilvania as likewiſe in Moldavia, where the T ar- 
tars in great number deſtroying the Countrey were 
overthrown, and almoſt all of them ſlain ; at what 
time Zellal; the chief of the Aran Rebels whom Ma- 
homet by great rewards had allured to his intereſt, 
entered the Kinydom of Boſna with a great power 
of his followers, where having trained Zeffer Baſſz 
the Governour thereof into his danger, he ſet upon 
him and ſlew moſt of his men, and ſeized upon the 
Kingdom, upon notice of which Mahomet in a grear 
rage ſent his Letters to him, commanding him 
forthwith to repair to Conſtantinople, but he not 
thinking 1t convenient to truſt the Tyrant with his 
head, he returned for anſwer that he was already 
poſſeſſed of the Kingdom promiſed him for his ſer- 
vice, and that he asa Loyal Subject would keep it 
to his behoof, with which anſwer Mahomet was 
forced to content himſelf, as fearing that if he ſhould 
20 about to expulle him by force he would revolt to 
the Chriſtian Emperour, and fo prove a more dan- 
gerous Enemy to him in Exrope then he had done in 
Aſia. Wherefore to prevent the worſt he reſolv- 
ed if he could obtain ſuch conditions as might ſaute 
with h1s greatneſs to have Peace with the Emperour, 
in order to which Commiſſioners met at Buda, and 
many Preſents were given and received on either 
lide, the Turks expreſſing great joy for the hopes 
they concetved, that at length they ſhould reſt _ 
tne 
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the toils of War but after many propoſals on either 
ſide, the demands of the Turkiſh Su/ran was fo un- 
reaſonable that nothing was concluded, fo that 
after a ſhort truce Hoſtilities began afreſh, when as 
the Turks ſeeking to waſt Yalachia were with great 
ſlaughter by the Yayvod overthrown, at what time 
the Lord Nadaſts the Valiant and Renowned Captain 
of the Chriſtians died, to the grief of all the Con- 
federate Princes there not being a man left whoſe 
Council, and Condu@t in Martial affaires equalled 
his, but this grief was ſomewhat alayed upon cer- 
tain News that Mahomert the great Snltan was like- 
wiſe departed this Life, dying about the latter end 
of Fanuary, Anno 1604. When he had lived 44 
years,and thereof Reigned 8, being altogether pukil- 
lanimous and given up to pleaſure, and lyes buried 
in a Chappel of white Marble at Conſtantinople, near 
to the Church of St. Sophia; in whoſe ſtead Ach- 
mat his Third Son was ſaluted by reaſon of the 
death of his two Elder Brethren, one of which was 
ſtrangled by the Commandment of his unnatural 
_ and the other very young died a natural 
eath. 
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CHAP. XYIIL. 


The Life of Achmart the Eighth Emperour 
of the Turks, and firſt of that Name. 


Pon the death of ” Mahomer the Third his Son 
Achmat then but fifteen years of Age, was by 
the great Baſla's and men of War ſaluted Empcror, 
having purchaſed the good will of the letter »t + v1 
Millions and a half of Aſpers ; upon which afte: 
was ſolemnly Crowned , he ſen: Ambas::1grs ro 
the King of Perſia, as he likewiſe did to uh Em 
ror , but according to the proud humour of his 
Predeceſlors his demands were ſo unreaſonable, that 
they would not be accorded to, ncither in Er ope 
nor Aſia, whereupon the Turks cre the Treaty was 
ended with the Emperour , under pretence of 
Friendſhip indeavoured to ſurprize Peſth, bur by 
the vigilancy of the Garriſon Souldiers were put by 
thefr purpoſe, which Treacherous dealing made ma- 
nifeſt the Treaty was utterly broken off, whercup- 
en great preparations were made for War on 
Either ſide, during which time the Perſian King was 
not idle, proſecuting his Wars had recovered al- 
moſt all that the Turks had taken from his Pre- 
deceſſors. Yet the Turks leſſened his victory, and 
the more to amuſe the Chriſtians ſpread a falſe re- 
port, that near unto Babylon his Army was over- 
thrown, and himſelf taken Priſoner, not forget- 
ing to magnife the Forces of their Emperour, who 
indeed for his years was very active in the affairs of 
Go- 
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Government though crucl withal towards his own 
Subjects, and farther they cave 1t out that at once 
he intended to invade with puylant Armies, both 
Hungary and Perſia ; purpoling to annex them to 
the Ottoman Empire : but theſe great words (though 
in truth the Chriſtians were more negligent in their 
preparations then the occaſion required) proved but 
AIr. 

But leaving the Turks awhile 1 ſhall ſurvey the 
miſeries of the once fertile Countrey of Tranſylva- 
may, which now through civil diſcord among(t 
themſelves, and Rebellion againſt the Emperour 
was ſo ſnoiled, that Famine coming faſt on them 
for want of the Earths due increaſe, it by long 
continuance reduced them to that extremity that the 
Peaſants and poorer fort of people, having eaten up 
for dainties all the Dogs, Cats, Mice, Rats, and 
live Horſes, fell to eating ſuch ſtarved Beaſts as 
through want they found to have periſhed in the 
Woods and Fields, and at length when nothing 
was left they fed upon human fleſh, men cating 
men , and Women their Children ; yea Thieves 
and Malefaftors hanged for their Villanics, were by 
the miſerable neople cut down and eaten, to 1eme- 
dy which the Emperour cauſed to be afſembled the 
States of the Province , wherein it was accorded 
that ali Hoſtilitics fer apart, the Gentlemen of T7.an- 
ftlvania having by their Rebsllion forfeited their 
Lives and Lands ſhould be pardoned as to Life , 
with three fourth parts of their Lauds reſerved 
unto them, aud that for ready money they might 
of the Emperour redeem the tourth part, but con- 
cerning the moveables of ſuch as were dead in the 
time of trouble, and already confiſcated to the Em- 
perour, they ſhould io remain, and that they ſhould 
pay their tenths of their Wines and Fruits to the 

L0 Em- 
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Emperour, and that no other then the Romiſh Re- 
ltgion ſhould be exerciſed in that Province, and that 
Clauſenburg and Cronſtad ſhould within three weeks 
after pay the one Twenty Thouſand Dollars, and 
the other Eight Thouſand,and thar the Gov-rnours 
of thoſe Towns ſhould put their Keys inco the 
hands of the Emperours Leiutenart.. And laſtly, 
Thar the Gentlemen who would not be accounted in 
the number of the Rebels, ſhould fer the ſafety of 
their perſons take Letters of Pardon from the ſaid 
Lieutenant. This pacification gave iome little 
hopes to the diſtreſſed Tranſylvanians, but it. laſted 
not long, for the Nobility weary of the German 
yoke ſoon revelted from the Emperours obedience, 
and again took up Arms, which plunged them into 
their former miſeries; wherein for a while I mult 
leave them and return again to the Turkiſh af- 
faires. 

The ſeveral Hoſtilities having baniſhed all hopes 
of Peace, ſeveral skirmiſhes paſſed between the 
Chriſtians and Turks, in which the latter were for 
the moſt part put to the worſt, and had keen more 
diſtreſſed had not the Imperial Souldiers mutined, 
and for want of pay ſpoiled the Countrey of 
Auſtria even within the ſight of Vienna, the Sub- 
urbs of which City they had ſacked, had not the 
Governour come againſt them with a great power, 
and forced them ro lay down their Arms, cauſing 
the Ring-leaders to be puniſhed with death and im- 
priſonment. But whilſt theſe things were doing 
Zellaly was driven out of Boſna, by Zeffer Baſla ſent 


' In order thereto by the Sultan with a great power, 


yet the better to calm his high Spirit, and to make 
the Aſian Rebels have a better opinion of the young 
Emperour, he was made Governour of T emeſwar, 
and fo became a mortal Enemy to the Chriſtians, 
his 
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his firſt undertaking being to ſurprize Lzippa, but 
therein found ſuch bad ſucceſs, that he hardly re- 
covered his own Garriſon, leaving, moſt of his men 
dead behind him, and ſoon after a terrible fire hap- 
pening in Caniſia layed it almoſt walt, firing the 
Magazine of Powder and blowing up the Cittadel, 
Towers, Houſes, and Wall, ſo that had any forces 
of the Chriſtians been near in that General conſter- 
nation, they might calily have ſurprized it, after 
which loſt the Turks ſuſtained another for Two 
Hundred of the Garriſon of Buda, going abroed 
to forrage, were by the fallying of the Garriſon 
of Peſth all cut off. 


Doring theſe ſtirs the reſtleſs Tranſylvanians hav- 
ing called to their aſliſtance divers Turks and Tar- 
tars, had ſeized upon ſeveral ſtrong places, driving 
out the Imperial Garriſons to repreſs whole inſo- 
lency Baſta ſent the Haducks, under the leading of 
Horwal their Captain, who lying in ambuſh for 
them who were but few in number, and ealily over- 
thrown , as being by Famine bereaved of thar 
ſtrength, they were moſt of them put to the Sword z 
after which the Haducks robbed the poor Villagers 
at their pleaſure, killing ſuch as refuſed to contribute 
to their greedy delires. So that all was again redu- 
ced to the ſame extremity as before, and when the 
ſaid Captain was by the Leiutenant Commanded to 
reſtrain his men from committing any more ſuch out- 
rages, he anilwered, that it was impoſlible to keep 
Souldiers 1n order amidſt extremity of Famine, for 
that the belly was an inexorable uſurer, which took 
pitty upon nothing but with great rigor exaaed 


that which it thought due for the nouriſhment of it 
ſelf. 


The 
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The Forces of the Chriſtians increaſing in Hux- 
gary, the Baſſa of Budato retard their proceeding 
made many fair ſhews of the great delires his Lord 
the Emperor had of peace, and the better to make 
it be believed,he wrote a diſlembling letter ſignifying 
as much to the Governour of Srri00:1am, but his fair 
Glozing was not of force to lull the Chriſtians into a 
ſecurity ; which hypocriſic of the Balle's ſoon after 
appeared by his ſurpriling Sw2m,a Caſtle held by the 
Chriſtians, upon the banks of the Damnubins, and 
ſetting it on fire. 

The Perſian King having joyned hands with Cara- 
cas the Chief Leader of the Rebels, a man of great 
power, in a ſet Battle overthrew C:icala Balla, with 
the loſs of almoſt all his Turks, taking the Baſlas 
ſon priſoner, by ſecret Meſſengers invited the bor- 
dering Nations to revolt from the Turkiſh obedi- 
ence, to prevent which, the ſame Baſla was with ano- 
ther huge Army ſent into thoſe parts, where in a 
fhort ſpace, he received two ſeveral overthrows, in 
which, beſides what he loſt in the firſt battle, ſeven- 
ty thouſand Turks periſhed; ſo that now the Terror 
the Perſian breathed even upon Conſtantinople it ſelf, 
having over-run the greateſt part of the Turks Do- 
minions in Aſia, at what time Achmat fe!l ſick of 
the ſmall Pox at Conſtantinople, and hardly recovered, 
when during the time of his ſicknels it was agreed 
amongſt the Baſlas that his brother 1/uſtapha the on- 
ly ſurviver of the Ottoman family if he had dyed, 
ſhould have been taken out of the Seraghio, where he 
remained no better then a priſoner, and have been 
proclaimed Emperor, nor would the Souldiers - be- 
lieve but that he was dead;till ſuch time as he recover- 
ing his ſtrength, rode for their better fatisfaftion 
through moſt of the Principal itreers of the Imperial 
City of Conſtantinople. | 

The 
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7 + Perſian ſtill prevailing, and it being rumour- 
ec. that he advanced apace at the head of one 
h\,dred thouſand fighting men, to whom Bagages 
t 'e diſcontentedBaſla had joyned himie!f, Achmar lent 
tafſan Baſſa his General to maintain the wars in 
Hungary, and Cicala Baſſa (notwithſtanding he had 
been thrice overthrown) agaiuft the Perſian and 4ſ;- 
an Rebels; but amidſt his great preparation the 
Tartarian Cham fent him word that he could not come 
to his allſtance in perſon, but that he would fend his 
ſon with a great power into Hegey (now the rea- 
ſon that this great Monarch is ſo ready at all times 
to ferve the Turk, is for that they often inter- 
change in Marriages, and that if the Orroman fami- 
ly fail, the Empire deſcends to the Tartar Cham, and 
laſtly, which indecd is the greateſt motive, by rea- 
ſon of the large Penſion that Prince living ina needy 
Country receives yearly from the Turkiſh Emperor.) 

Tooppoſe the Turks and Tartars, Rodolphws the Em- 
peror ſent Maximilian his nephew in the quality of an 
Ambaſlador to the Pope and Princes of Italy, to 
crave aid, who upon his arrival at Rome, was ho- 
nourably received, and after having finiſhed his ne- 
gotiation, ſent back with many preſents and a full al- 
lurance of a ſpeedy ſupply, the Pope for his part ha- 
ving promiſed out of bis Treaſury 150000 Crowns, 
to be paid towards the defraying the charges of the 
war,in which he was not leſs then his word; but by 
this time the Tarrars being upontheir march towards 
Hungary, (where Haſſan Baſſa was with a great power 
of Turks arrived) and denyed paſſage through Polo- 
nia, brake violently into Yalachia, miſcrably ſpoiling 
and deſtroying the Country, to abate whole fury 
the Yalachians aided by Baſtas Forces ſtill tollow- 
ing them in the rear, cut off a great number of them, 
yet at length they palled into Hungary, and there 
jJoyned the Bailas Forces, whereupon (after - 
ver 
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veral skirmiſhes, and the taking of ſome (not im- 
portant) places on both ſides) he ſet down with all 
his power before Strigomum, to prevent whoſe in- 
trenching, the Chriftians Sallyed out, killing many 
of them, and driving the reſt from their works, 
upon news of which ſiege, Baſta taking a new oath 
of the Tranſylvanians, came with all his Forces to 
endeavour its Relief, who upon his arrival confront- 
ed the enemy, and railing a huge Fort of Earth, 
not far from their Camp, from thence with ſeveral 
Pieces of Cannon greatly annoyed them, ſo that 
what with continual ſallyes of the beſieged, and the 
Skirmiſhes Baſtas Souldiers had with them after a te- 
dious ſiege, and the loſs of twenty thouſand men, 
the haughty Baſli raiſed his Camp, and departed to- 
wards Buda, Baz ſtill following them, and cutting 
off a great number of ſuch az marched in the rear, 
and took ſeveral priſonzrs of note, yet ſuch was the 
fear, that the Turks brought upon Hatvan, during. 
their beſieging Serigoniwn that the Garriſon aban- 
doned it, carrying with them all their moveables, 
and ſeveral Pieces of Cannon, though the Turks 
had attempted nothing agaiaſt ir. 

Daring theſe tronbles in Hungary, Bethlem Havor, 
chief of the Rebels in Tranſylvania aſliſted by Beck- 
heres Baſſa, with four thouſand Turks, eatered the 
Province, to have tiken poſſ:M2n thereof, in the 
abſence of Baſta, bat bzing incountered by Count 
Tambire, when he ſuſpet:d no ſuch matter, he was 
overthrown, and a thouſand of his mezn ſlain, 
himſelf and the Bafla hardly eſcaping , andq three 
dayes after the ſaid Count, lighting on ſ:veral 
Troops of Turks ſeat to the aſſiſtance of the Re- 
bels, by the Biſſ: of Temzſivzr, pat molt of them 
to the ſword, yet the Reb2llioa ceaſed not fo, for 
one Bray a diſcontented German, having drawit a 
great 
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great number of deſperate fellows to take part with 
him, and countenanced by the Grand Sigmiour, took 
the field in the upper Hazgary, againſt whom Belgic+ 
ſia a valiant Captain advanced with ſuch Forces as 
he in haſte could muſter up, but ſuch was his ill hap, 
that jOyning battle he was overthrown by the Re- 
bels, and moſt of his Souldiers ſlain, after which 
defeat of the Imperialiſts the City of Caſſonia was 
ſurrendered to the Rebels, upon notice of which 
Baſta having gathered a conſiderable Army marched 
againſt Borscay, to put a ſtop to his proceedings Cr 
he polleſled himſelf of any more of the Hungarian 
Cities, yet the people Generally favouring their 
cauſe which wore a mask of Religion and Liberty, 
the number daily increaſed, and notwithſtanding the 
diligence of Baſie, many ſtrong holds were put 
into their hands, yet after a tedious march, the re- 
nowned Lieutenant, put to flight the forerunners of 
their Army, and after many difficulties, and the loſs 
of ſeveral of his Souldiers, came to a pitched field, 
of which after a cruel and bloody fight he won, 
putting Botscay and his Rebel followers to flights 
with great ſlaughter, and by that means recovered 
many Cities and Caſtles that had caſt off the Empe- 
rors obedience, and taken part with the Rebels. 


The Turks in Perſia fared little otherwiſe then 
thoſe in Hungary, for Cicala Baſla, with all his For- 
ces were overthrown by the #erſran King, and the 
City of Babylon, now called Bagdat taken, of which 
he ſent to advertize the German Emperor, intreat- 
ing him to joyn hands with him for abating the 
Turks pride, which he was reſolutely determined to 
do, reſolving not to give over the war till he had 
ſtripped him out of all his Cities in Aſia, and there- 
fore delired the Emperor to ſend an Ambaſlador - 

confer

confer with him about a laſting peace, which was 
accordingly done; nor were they all the troubles 
the Turkiſh Empire ſuſtained , for by reaſon of 
ſome differences between the Baflas of Damaſcoand 
Aleppo, they wage mortal battle one with the other, 
wherein the latter was overthrown, and flying to 
his City, there belieged, till compelled therto by fa- 
mine, he yielded to what the Baſla of Damaſco 
demanded ; 2bont what time Sultan Achmats firſt ſon 
was born, for which there was great rejoycing at 
Conſtautinople. 

Anno 1605 The troubles in Hungary and Tranſyl- 
ana more and more increaſed, the former bein 
occaſioned by the Biſhops Un their late aſſembly 
paſling a decree that all of the reformed Religion 
ſhould be burnt, or baniſhed,' againſt which wicked 
Decree, though the Nobility of the Kingdom openly 
proteſted againſt; yet were their Churches ſeized, 
and Publick and Private worſhip forbidden, as alſo 
the reading cf the B.Hle ; to redreſs which griev- 
ances, Baſis promiſed rcdreſs, but Botscay having 
made them a ſtirrup to help him into the ſaddle 
would hearken to no peace, unleſs Tranſylvania 
might be dclivered to him, and that the Lieute- 
nant of Huxgaty might be a Hagarian born, and 
that all offices might bc beſtowed upon Hxngarians, 
and the Souldiers of other Nations withdraw ex- 
cept ſuch as were in Garriſon, and thoſe not to 
paſs their appointed limits;and laſtly, that Hungariaz 
Souldiers ſhould receive the Emperors pay, and that 
when ever an Aſſembly of the Eſtates was held at 
Presburs, the Emperor himſelf ſhould be there in 

rion. "Theſe propoſals were ſeiit to Baſfta by two 

ungarians, but without ſucceſs, whereupon all man- 
ner of Hoſtilitics were uſed, and more ſpoil made 
in 
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ina ſhort time, then the Turks had done in many 
ears. 

Theſe inteſtine troubles gave the Turks © 

nity to polleſs themſelves of the Cities of FYarie 
and Vicegrade, and committed great outrages in ma- 
ny places, and what was more to the IP 
of the Emperor, the Hadzcks his chief ſtrength ta- 
youring the Rebels, revolted trom him, which Baſta 
perceiving, and finding his Forces daily to decreale, 
procured of the Emperor a General pardon for all 
offenges paſt, as well Temporal as Eccleſiaſtical, 
promiſing upon their ſubmiſhon to reſtore them to 
their Liberties, priviledges, and Religious wor- 
ſhip as formerly exerciſed, and that no man ſhould 
be moleſted, by vertue of any Decree made by the 
Biſhops, &c. this pardon was proclaimed with the 
beat of Drum and ſound of Trumpet in ſeveral pla- 
ces upon which ſome of the Nobility, whoſe Eſtates 
ay in danger to be ſpoiled by the Souldiers, came in 
and ſubmitted themſelves, yet the Rebels Army was 
no whit leſſened, but rather increaſed , infomuch 
that the Hadacks drawing themſelves apart beſieged 
Sacinar, in which was an Imperial Garriſon, and 
after divers aſſaults took it, and marching from 
thence indeavoured to have ſurpriſed the ſtrong Cas 
{tle of Tocay, but their delign was fruſtrated by the 
ſtout reſiſtance of thoſe in Garriſon ; but that which 
had like to have proved worlt of all to Ba#a was the 
mutiny of hisown Souldiers, which he hardly ap- 
peaſed with a great ſum of mony. 

The Hadxcks {till roaming about as men greedy of 
prey, lay ſiege to Fileck, which after ſome lols they 
took, and placed a ſtrong Garriſon therein ; upon 
which Ambaſſadors were ſent to Boſcay the head of 
the Rebels, to treat with him in the Emperors name, 
about a peace, but withovt receiving any fatisf:Ction, 
they 
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they were forced to return, the Rebel declaring 
that if they came from the Eſtates of Hungary he 
would give them Audience, but if from the Empe- 
ror the Articles of peace he had propoſed, he ex- 
petted to be confirmed without delay, if the Em- 
peror expected any, and after the depirture of the 
Ambaſſadors ; he ſent forth his Letters mandatory to 
Aſſemble the Nobility at Serentium, on the ſeven» 
teenth of April to ſettle the affairs of the King- 
dom, many of which accordingly met , but con- 
cluded on nothing material, the Rebel and ſuch 
as were of his faction ſtill over-ruling them in all 
their conſultations, as well knowing the Emperors 
Forces for the moſt part had their hearts with him, 
which cauſed them frequently to mutiny and re- 
proach their Commanders, under pretence of want» 
ing their pay. The Haducks now increaſed in num- 
ber poſſeſſed themielves of Newhawſel, Cibinium, Dort.. 
feld and Schemnitze. 


Thus whilſt all Hungary, Auſtria, and Stira were 
aSit were ina flame. The Turks again beſieged ſe- 
veral Caſtles which at that time were governed by 
valiant Captains, ſo tit they prevailed not greatly 
yet the General confuſion made the Emperour deſt- 
Tous of Peace, in ord<r to which he ſent S:gsſmund 
Forgat with full inſtruftions to ' Kyrpa where the 
Eſtates of Hungary were to aſſemble, thither like- 
wiſe came ſeveral Commiſſioners from Borſcay 2nd 
the Turkiſh Balla's of Buda, Peſth, &c. when as in 
the mean time other Imperial Miniſters were ſent 
to Comara, to Treat only with the Turks, they 
having ſo required but the demands of the Turks 
and Rebels were ſo unreaſonable, that many believed 
they only ſet that treaty on foot to protract the 


preparations of the Imperialiſts, ſo that all hopes 
of 
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of an amicable concluſion vaniſhing, fierce War be- 
gan tO rage more terrible then before, all the Coun- 
treys round being covered with the imoak of flam- 
ing Villages by day, and illuminated with ſhining 
fires by mght, nor did the Rebels ſpare to ſell the 
or Chriſtians like beaſts tv the mercile(s Turk, 

y them to be carryed into perpytual ſiavery, nor 
delſted from comitting ſuch cruelties as even ama- 
zed the inſidels to ſee themſelves ' out done. To 
prevent which outrages the Imperialiſts drawing to- 
gether 1n a body , ſet upon a ſtrong -power of the 
Turks and Rebels, who thought to have ſurprized 
them in their Camp, and after a ſharp diſpute drove 
them with great ſlaughter to the Walls of Canuſia; 
and afterwards put ſtrong Garriſons into molt of the 
important Towns andCalſtles,which bad ſucceſs made 
the Rebels again bethink themſelves ofa timely.peace 
lo that Botſcay their Ringleader having received 
Letters of ſafe conduct from Matthias the Arch- 
Duke, came with his Wite and Children to YVienna, 
and there by frequent by conferring with the Imperi- 
al Commuſſtoners,matters were ſoordered that peace 
was concluded between the Emperour and his Rebel 
Subjects of Hungary according, to the Tenour of theſe 
Articles. 

\ Articles of Peace agreed upon Anno 1606. between the 
Emperor and his diſcontented Subjects of Hungary. ;* 

1, That from thenceforth it ſhould be lawful for 
every man throughout the Kingdom of Hungary, to 
have the free uſe of his Religion and believe what he 
would. 

2. That if the Hunga'5 ms ſothought good, they 
might chuſe a Palatine tor their Governor, and that 
in the mean time the Arch-Duke Matthias ſhould no 
moreuſe the Title of Governour bur Vice-Roy. 

3+ That the Crown of Hungary ſhould (till be left 
in the Emperors keeping. M m 4. That 
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4- That the Biſhops that were nobly deſtended in 
ary and had Lands of their own , ſhould be 
with admitted into the Conncil but the other 

Biſhops not to be ſo received. 

- $5. That Borſcay for himſelf and his heirs male 

ſhould ever hold 77anfiivana. 

6s. That the ſame Countrey of Tranflvania ſhould 
he ſt11] ſabjeCt to the Kingdom of Hung ary. 

7 That for his Arms he ſhould bear three Royal 
Crowns, and three open Helmets. 

8. That he ſhould no more ſtile himſelf Prince 
but Lord of part of Hungary. 

9. That they ſhonld pay the Heydncks their wages 
who had leavyed them. 

10. That the harms done on both ſides ſhould for 
ever be forgotten. 

11, That Bobemia, Moravia, Lanſniſum and Au- 
ſftria ſhould not only with their Letters and Seals 
confirm the Articles, but alſo ſwegr at Viera to 
keep the ſame, fo far as they concerned them. 

12. That the Hungarians likewiſe ſhould ſend 
ſome to Yiewna, who in their behalfs ſhould with 
their Letters, Seals and Oaths, Confirm and Ra- 
tihe theſe Articles. 

13. That the allembly of the States of Hungary 
ſhould be referred unto a more convenient time {01 
thety mecting. 

14. That theſc things being done this Agreemeni! 
ſhould be publickly confirmed and inrolled in the | 
Records of the Kingdom of Hungary. 

15. That it ſhould be lawful for the Hungarians 
by their Ambaſſadors, to invit: the Princes of thc 
Empire to the Approving and Confirming of thelc 
Articles. 

Peace thus concluded with the Hungarians, tire | 
Ireaty of Peace between the "Turkiſh Sultan pms | 
TiC | 
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the Emperour went on, and with ſach good ſuc- 
ceſs that a Peace was ſoon after concluded to the joy 
of all the Emperors Subje&ts, who weary with 
the continual tuils and miſeries of War, were now 
defirous of nothing more then ro repoſe themſelves 
in the downy armes of Peace. After which Borſcay 
called an aſſembly of the Eſtates of Hungary recom- 
mending to them the care of preſerving inviolable 
the Articles, and the ſpeedy Eleftion of a Palatine, 
and that above all things they would maintain and 
incourage the Reformed Religion, and in the next 
Aſſembly labour to have the Article for burning He- 
reticks repealed, and as much as in them lay to re- 
ſtore the loſt Trade of the ſpoiled Provinces. 

Theſe things done Berſcay tell tick, which ſickneſs 
mcrealing he greatly bewailed his late;Rebellion, 
and the blood therein ſhed, wiſhing nothing more 
then that before he died, he could beg pardon for 
the ſame of the whole Roman Empire, yet had not 
his wiſh, but of that lickne died at Cſovia, on the 
zoth. of December, 16c6. perſwading in the time 
of -his ſickneſs ſuch as had been his followers to ad- 
hereto the Emperours intcreſt, yet his Counſel was 
not ſo-well - obſerved, but that after his death (not- 
withſtanding Marthias the Arch-Duke had cauſed 
himſelf to be Crowned King of Hungary, including, 
the Principality of 7ranſilvania) there wanted not 
ſome-who aſpired to the Title of Prince, which 
canſed new diſcontents, but with relinquiſhing of 
that Title they vaniſhed. 

Achmat having made Peace with the Emperour, 
reſolved to turn his arms againſt the Perſian: King 


and Aſian Rebels, againſt whom Amro 16c7. carly 


in'the Spring he ſent. the Vizar Baſſa, who by Po- 
licy 'more then ſtrength appeaſed the latter, when 
upon notice that the 'Batſa of Aleppo had over- 

M m 2 thrown 
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thrown the Baſſa's of Tripolis and Daucaſco, and 
that at the requeſt of the Sultan he refuſed to lay 
down his arms, he marched againſt him with One 


Hundred Thirty Thouſand men, which puiſſant Ar- | 


my the Baſla of Aleppo incountered with Fourty 
Thouſand, and in three Battles remained vitor ; 
but upon notice that the Baſla's of Damaſco and Tri- 
polzs, were coming to the Aid of the Vizar Baſh 
with great Forces, and he by reaſon of the loſs he 
had ſuſtained not able to withſtand their united 
power fled, with moſt of his Friends to the Moun- 
tains. Yet at the interceſſion of the Vizar Baſla 
but more for. fear. he ſhould reyolt to the Perſian, 
he was afterwards pardoned and received into fa- 
vour : upon which the King of Perſia wrote to the 
King of Spain, intreating him to joyn Forces with 
him againſt the common Enemy, but more eſpecially 
to ſend his Ships of War into the Gulf, and the ra- 
ther to induce him ſoto do he ſent him ſeveral rich 
preſents. 


Whilſt theſe things paſled the Turkiſh Garri- 
ſons, who for the moſt part lived by ſpoiles, im- 
patient of Peace with the Chriſtians committed ſome 
outrages, and ſecretly incouraged the Heyducks 1:0 
commit more, of which Achmat having notice lent 
ſtrictly to charge the Baſla of Buda, not (upon pain 
of his head) ro infringe the Capitulation, where- 
upon Six Hundred Heyducks being abroad, and not 
aſſiſted by the Turks as they expected, were inter- 
cepted by Huminoin: an Imperial Captain and almoſt 
all of them ſlain; yet ſoon after the kind of proling 
men aſſembling to the number of Fifteen T houſand 
Jaid fiege to 7ierk, having for their incouragement 
received Three Hundred Thouſand Duccates, by the 


order of the "Turkiſh Sultan, and great —_— 
the 
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(the better to inable them to take the Town, which 
they were to deliver to the Turks) from Azria, 
upon notice whereof the An7arian Eſtates Aiſem- 


| bled at Presburg, but by reaſon of the abſence of 


the Arch-Dake, who by the Emperours appoint- 
ment was to have fat as Preſent, there was no- 
thing worthy of mention tranſacted , whereupon 
an Imperial D:e: was aſſembled at Ratisbon, where 
afrer debating many matters the Deputie; of the 
ſreral Princes fell at variance amonglt themſelves, 
which ſtill increaling notwithſtanding the indea- 
vours uſed to prevent it, the Arch-Dake then Pre- 
ident diſmiſſed the aſſembly. 

Theſe great Councils proving fruitleſs , Trou- 
bles and Diſcontent in the unſettled Provinces of 
Hungary , Auſtria, &c. aroſe, to alay which the 
Arch-Wake cam2 to Presburg and aſlembled the 
Eſtates, who out of themſelves chuſe Commiſſioners 
to appeaſe the Tumalts on foot, to hear and deter- 
mine all Grievances, who ſo .well performed their 
truſts that Peace for a while inſued. 


Aﬀairs Aan» 1693. ſtanding thus in Hu174ry, Re. 
about the b2ginniag of Spring 7erome Prince of Vala- 
chia died leaving bzhind him a Son about 13 years of 
Age whom the Empzrour admitted (as yet not be- 
ing capable to manage the affairs of Government 
under Tutors) unto the Succeſſion of the Principa- 
lity, which thing the Yalachians not bzing willing 
to endure, and bearing themſelves upon the Turks, 
went about to Elect another Prince, for which cauſe 
the Princeſs, Widow to the deceaſed Yayvod, by 
Letters certified Polloſcie her Son-in-Law of the 1n- 
tended outrage of her Subjet;, and having received 
of him a great ſumm of money, Leavied Tea Thou- 


land 2024 Saaldiers t2 ſecure her So right, who 
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in a great Battle overthrew ſuch forces of Yalachi- 
4ns, Turks and Tartars as the Nobility had raiſed to 
oppoſe the Succeſſion of the young Prince, and by 
that means preſerved the Principality to the behoof 
of her Son, bat what had like to have proved tatal to 
Chriſtendom,was the difference ariſing between the Em- 
perour and the Arch-Duke Matthias upon the latters 
laying abſolute claim to the Crown of Hungary, 
without acknowledging to hold it of the Empire, but 
when both parties had armed and matters had like 
to have come to extremity, ſeveral Princes labour- 
ed fo far therein that a Pacification was made;,and the 
Arch-Dauke having received the Inſigns of Royalty, 
from the Emperours Ambaſſadors upon acknow- 
ledging him his Soveratgn, broke up his Camp and 
returned to Vienna, where he was joyfully received. 
Yet. the Proteſtant Eſtates of Auſtria, refuſed to 
ſwear Allegiance to him, till he had confirmed the 
Article of free exerciſe in matters of Religion, 
which he for a conſiderable time refuſing to do, 
great Troubles had thereupon like to have ariſen; 
for the Proteſtant Eſtates not regarding his Regal 


Authority further then ſtood with the Articles of 


Pacification, for non performance thereof betook 
themſelves to Arms, but the Eſtates of Bohemia ard 
Moravia interpoſing, all was for a while quiet, the 
King promiſing that although for fear of diſpleaſing 


the Pope and King of Spain, he could not tolerate | 


the Reformed Religion, yet he would wink at the 
free exerciſe throughout his Dominions, and that 
as to the diſpoſal of Offices and places of Truſt, he 
would make no diſtinQion in Religion, but beſtow 
them according to the merits of his Subjects : Up- 
on which the Eſtates proceeded to the Eleftion of a 


Palatine, which honourable Dignity they beſtowed : 


on /ll;ſhaſcius,a Noble man of Hwngary,who —_— 
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diſcharged, his truſt far the ſpace of one year and 
then died to the great. grief of the Hungarians, of 
whom for his great Wiſdom and Uprightneſs -he 
was generally beloved, in whoſe Read the Nobility 
elected George Furſan, who got a good eſteem a- 
mongſt them, by his pacifymg the Troubles that 
immediately upon. the death af /yhaſcius aroſe in 
Bohemia about Religion, 

Ano 1608 on the. 19. of October, the Turkiſh Am- 
balador came to the Emperors Pallaceat. Prague, 
having by. the way vikted the new King of Hungary, 
where being received with the reſpect due to: his 
CharaCter, he delivered the preſeut tent by his Ma- 
ſter the Grand Signeoxr, which were principally q 
Rich Tent of divers Colours moſt curiouſly wrought 
with Pearls of great value, four couragious horſes 
trapped with Gold and, precious Stones, certain 
Turkiſh weapons ſet and garniſhed. with precious 
Kones, a Princely Turkiſh Robe, fuch as they 
ale at their Marriages, Glaitcring with Gold and pre- 
tioys [tones, with. divers other rarities of leſſer vas 
lue, together with which he 'delivered Achmats Let- 
ters, and withall, delired the confirmation of the. 
teace before made for twenty, years, to be again re» 
newed ; after which he was honourably'treated, and 
diſmiſſed with the Emperors Letters to. the Salrar, 
and many- rare preſents,. no whit inferiour to- thoſe 
kebrought, and, with a.train of two:hundred hore 


I conducted him to. the Turkiſh-Frontiers. 


In the year 1629, nothing worthy. of, mention 


I bappened, but. ths year following, the:King of Per- 


fa, having overthrown.the, Turks Forces, ſent to. ſtay, 


- } the current, of, his Victories, entred into, the Pro- 
J vace of Babylon, with an intent to annext It to his 
4 other Conqueſts, which ſo. alarmed, Achmet ,. that, 
4 Leavying a. great, pawen, he ſent. them-under the 


il- Leading of Naſſar Baſſa, to ſecure his Territories on 
| 
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that ſide, but ſuch was the evil fortune of the Baſſa, 
that joyning battle, he was overthrown, and twen- 
ty thouſand of his men ſlain; after which good ſuc- 
ceſs the Perſian King ſent other Ambaſſadors to 
the Roman Emperor, with many rich preſents to 
incite him to break his League with the Turks, but 
notwithſtanding the many pregnant arguments uſed 
by the Amaſlador, the Emperor could not be indu- 
ced to break his faith, but diſmiſſed him with'a re- 
turn of preſents, and many thanks to his maſter, for 
the reſpect he had towards him, and his care for the 
Chriſtian Commonwealth. 

About. the ſame time the Knights of Malta putting 
ſeveral Galleys to ſea, fought the Turks Galleys with 
various ſucceſs, ſometimes one prevailing, and ſome- 
times the other; nor did the Duke of Tuſcany leſs 
annoy them with a ſquadron of Gallies, under the 
command of Admiral 7#9hiraim, who running along 
the coaſt of Barbary took many Turkiſh Gallyes, and 
landing his men in divers places, ſpoiled the Country 
and took greate hooties ; nor fared the Moriſques or 
new Chriſtians in Spain this year to their contents, 
for the Spaniſh King upon a Capricio Baniſhed them 
out of his Dominions to the number of goo thouſand 
perſons, moſt Moores and Jews, who for profits 
fake had ſuffered themſelves to be baptized, but now 
upon the Publication of the Kings Edift, they were 
forced to wander like vagabonds over the face of the 
carth to ſeek new places to reſide in; at what time 
there happened a conteſt between Muley Xequy King | 
of Feſs, and Muley Sidan his younger brother, which | 
increaſed to that height that mortal wars aroſe,when | 
after many fields fought; the latter prevailed,and poF | 
ſeſſed himſelf of the Kingdom, which cauſed the for- | 
mer to flye into Spaiz,there to crave aid of King Phil- 
lip, who in conſideration of the Barbarians _—_ 
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deliver Alarachea ſtrong Town ſeated on the mouth 
of the River Lucus, in the Kingdom of Feſs, into 
his poſſeſſion, furniſhed him with 100 thouſand 
Duccates, therewith to leavy Souldiers in his own 
Countrey,and ſent with him likewiſe his ſhips of war, 
under the conduCt of the Marqueſs of St. G ermaines, 
manned with ten thouſand Spaniards, who coming 
before the Town, landed the King, who was receiy- 
ed by ſeveral of his friends into a ſtrong Caſtle that 
guards the mouth of the River, which he put into 
the hands of the Spaniard, but it was no ſooner known 
that he had ſo done, but the Mores from all parts 
run to their Arms, ſo that e'r they could polſleſs 
themſelves of the Town, an obſtinate fight was 
maintained for the ſpace of three hours, in which 
ſpace five hundred Spaniards ard three thouſand 
Moores were ſlain, but in the end the former pre- 
vailed, and poſſeſſed themſelves of that ſtrong place, 
which had by them been ſo often deſired, the news 
of which cauled great rejoycing in Spam. This year 
was fought a great battle between the Son of the late 
deceaſed Cham of Tartary, and his uncle, upon the 
latters uſurping the JTmperial dignity, during the 
formers remaining a hoſtage at Conſtantinople,in which 
40009 men were lain, and the Victory reſted upon 
the rightful Heir. 

Anno 1611, ſuch a Contagion happened in Cor- 
ftantinople that it ingendring a Peſtilence, which ra- 
ged ſo vehemently that thirty thouſand diedin one 
month, and amongſt the reſt,one of Achmars ſons,nor 
did the Barron of Salignac the French Kings Ambaſ- 
ſador eſcape, to ſucceed whom as ſoon as the Morta- 
lity ceaſed, the Barron of Mole was ſent, who up- 
on his arrival, after having viſited the AMxfts or 
Chief Mahometan Prieſt, ad the great Baſla's of 
the Court, himſelf and his retinue were attired in 
| Tur- 
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Turkiſh habit {no Ambaſſadors being permitted in 
the proper habit of their own Countrey to approach 
the Sultan) was conducted to have his Audience of 
the Grand Setgneour, through a litte Court paved, 
with Marble; after which, he entred the Royal 
Chamber, which was inriched on one lide with many 
Pillars of Marble, and ſquare ſtones of the ſame, 
beautified with two Fountains, on either fide the 
planchers were gilt with Gold, and the Wails In- 
ameled with flowers, and the flour covered with 
cloath of Gold and lilver, at the entery of which 
ſtood fix Capigs or Royal Porters, two of which 
took the Ambaſladoxg by either arm to lead hin to, 
the Grand Seigneor (a Ceremony pretended for ho- 
nours fake, but indecqto prevent any violence, that, 
upon ſuch near acceſs-may be offered, and: has been in 
uſe. ever lince Amwurath the firſt was ſtabbed in the 
helds of Cofſovia) and the relt carryed the preſents; 
ſo, that the Ambaſſador having kiſſed the hem 
of the imperious Turks Garment , was carry- 
eq out another way backward, becauſe it ſhould not 
be faid that the Miniſter of any Ferrein Prince turn- 
ed his back upon the Emperor, in like manner his at- 
tendants fared, being-obliged to withdraw tillthe 
Infidel was more at leiſure, for as then he ſtood 
peeping out at a window to view ſome diſports 
that were made below for his diverſion and a while 
after being admitted,he delivered his letters written 
in the Turkiſh Language, and in a pithy. Oration, 
delivered what elſe he had in charge. 


Notwithſtanding the Peace between the Imperia- 
liſts and the Turks, the latter ceaſed; not covertly: 
to ſtir up diſſenſions, by which means they procu- 
red the revolt of Gabriel Battori Vayued. of Tranſilva- 


nia, Who railing a great power, chaſed Radube, 
Prince 
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Prince of Yalachia out of his Principality,who there- 
upon fled to Conſtantine Vayvod of Meld avia, when re- 
inforced by the Moldavia, he returned again, and in 
2 great battle overthrew Gabriel, forcing him to flye 
with his ſcatered Troops to Hermſtad, where he com- 
mitted many Cruelties under pretence that the Ct 
tizens went about to deliver him into the hands of 
his mortal enemies. The diviſion ſtirred up Fort- 
gatſie the King of Hunga:y to pals into Tranfyluania, 
to reduce the revolted Cities to the Kings obedience, 
but being waylaid, he was forced to travel through 
,dcfart places, where through famine and diſcates that 
raged in his Camp, moſt of his men dyed ; fo thar 
fearing to fall into the hands of thoſe he intended 
to oppreſs, he fled into Polonia with aflender Train, 
yet ended not the trouble, for by this time the 
Turks had ſtirred up diſcontents in Moldavia, by 
ſending thither a Competitor to wreſtle with Car- 
ftantine for his Principality, but finding himſelf tog 
weak,and not aſliſted as he expected, fled ro Conſtants 
nople, there to crave aid of Achmet, but firding mas 
ny delays he travelled to the Courts of many Chrir 
ſtian Princes, and amongſt others came into England, 
and made his application to King Zames, who moved 
with his heavy complaints, and ſpecious pretencey 
of juſt claim to the Principality of Moldavia, that 
his Majeſty was pleaſed bountitully to relieve him, 
and by his Letters to recommend him to the care of 
Sir Thomas Glover, his Ambaſſador then reſiding at 
Conſtantinople, who recommended him to the Grand 
Signeur, bat ſuch were the counterplots of Conſtan- 
tine, that by bribing the great Baſla's he not only 
prevented him in his purpoſe but greatly indangered 
his being made away, which had certainly happened 
had not'Sir 7 homas ſheltered him under his prote&i- 
on, and by fortifying his houſe, daunted the —_ 
thirſty 
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thirſty F4arizaries, whom the Grand Viſier had im- 
ployed to take him thence by Force, but Sir Thomas 
being ſoon after recalled ; The Moldavian deſpairing 
to obtain the Principality he ſo much deſired, ia a 
rage renounced the Lord that bonght him, and im- 
braced the Turkiſh ſuperſtition, whereupon he was 
made B2y of Burſa in Aſia, but enjoy:d not that 
dignity long e'r Naſſuf Baſſe returning trom the Per. 
ſtan war, diſpolleſled him. 


This year the Gallye3 07 Florence, Malta and N.- 
ples, greatly endamaged the Tarkih Dominions on, 
the Sea-Coilt;, taking likewiſe ſeveral rich prizes, 
and amongit th? relt the Carravan Gally coming 
from Ezypr, to Conſtantinople, with the Tribute of 
that rich Kingdom, ſinking at the ſam2 timz five 
others, and deſcending upon the Iſle of L2n20, and 
took the Towa from which the [land takes ics name, 
putting a 11m?er of Turk; to the ſword, and taking 
a great ſpall, aud ſoon after entered the Bay of C- 
rinth {o ſecretly, that Landing they ſurprizel the 
City, ſacked it aad carryed away,b2lide3 a rich booty 
five handred ſlaves. 

Theſe things mide the Turkiſh Sura» with for 
. peace with the Perſian, that he might bz at leaſure 
ro turn his Arm; upon th2 Chriſtians, eſpzcially 
up91 the Knights of Mera, who greatly o>{trutt- 
ed his Navigation, and that which furthered his 
purpoſe was th2 arrival of the Perſi.2» AmNallidor 
at Cnſtantinp'e, whereupon to welcom him he con- 
cluded a Marriage b2tween Mehemet. Balla, ſon to 
Cicu'a, late d2cealed, and his Siſter, and another 
between Mechmet Balla his great Admiral, and' his 
Eldeſt daughter, which were cellebrated with all 
imaginable ſpl:ador, bat ſoon after the Peltilence 
bezan again to rage in that great City, whereupon 
Achmat 
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Achmat withdrew himſelf to his rural Palace at 
Durat Baſſa, where whilſt he was viewing the Moſque 
that he had cauſed to be built, a Dariveler or Turksſh 
Monk, calt at him a ſtone with ſuch force that.it over- 
threw hm ; whereupon the Traytor was ſeized, and 
ordered by Torture to be coaſtrained to confeſs 
what moved him to that outrage; but the officers of 
the Port with out further examination the next 
day executed him, which made ſome conjecture, that 
either they or ſome great men whom they favoured, 
ſet him on work. | 

During theſe Paſſages Moldavia groaned under Clan- 
deſtine Tumults,the Turks till endeavouring to de- 
poſe Conſtamine, and he with all his power on the 
contrary, labouring to ſupport his dignity, ſo that 
the Villages in all places went to Rack, the Countrey 
for the moſt part being laid waſt; to calm which 
differences the Polonian Ambaſlador came to the 
Court of Conſtantinople, expetting a ſudden Audi- 
ence, but was contrary to his expectation, after ſix 
weeks attendance clapt up in priſon, with notice 
that he could not be delivered till ſuch time as the 
two Capigx which Conſtantine carryed Captive into 
Polonia, nor was Trasſylvaniafree from fraction and 
civil diſſenſion occaſioned by one Gzexy ſet up by the 
Baſſa of Buda, to oppoſe the Palatine of Hungary, 
to whom that Province, according to the late Arti- 
cles of peace does appertain, bur the upſtart finding 
his Forces too weak too graſp the Government ſoon 
after relinquiſhed his claime. 

Achmat the more to amuſe ghe Perſtanr Ambaſſador, 
and oblige him to wonder at his greatnels, reſolved 
to ſhew himſelf in all his pomp, and thereupon ma- 
king as if he went to Darut Baſſa to take the air, 
after a dayes ſtay, returned in this manner. Before 
him a great number of mcn at Arms marched on 
horſe. 
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horſe-back, and after them ſome Troops of Foot ; 
The Cadies of Conſtantmple, or his chief Juſticers; 
Then all the Taliſmans, or thoſe of Mahomets Law 
1n great ntmber ; then the Vizar Bzflas in great 
Tptendor; after whom followed ten of the Sultans 
Houſhold, leading ten goodly horles in rich Capari- 
ſons, the laſt of which had a Bridle and Saddle 
*pondered with precious ftones, and unto the ſaddle 
"Was faſtned the Swulrzns Target, and upon: it 
were faſtened Taſflels of Pearls, hanging almoſt 
with the ground, and over theſe a horfke-cloth 
richly imbroidered with Pearl, after which follow- 
ed the reſt of the Su/rans houſhold in divers Troops, 
firſt fifty 7anizaries on 'foot, 'every one of them 
leading dogs in Leſhes, for the moſt parr Iriſh-grey- 
hounds, preſented ro him a little 'before by the 
French Ambaſſador, next to whom in order ſucceeded 
the Sultans Footmen called Pelks, who were Perſi- 
ans born, all well attired, wearing 'on their heads 
bonets 'of Silver, after the Indian faſhion, Then 
fixty Archers, in the midſt of whom came Swltar: 
Achmat attired in a rich robe of Cloath of Gold, 
imbroidered with Pearls and Diamonds, and his ſlave 
clad-in the 'fame manner, his Turbant was covered 
with a Plume of black Feathers, inriched with-grea: 
Diamonds, and a chain of the fame ſtones, *about 
the lower part of it upon his fingers he had 
Diamonds of "ſuch largenets, as they caſt admira- 
ble light; his horſe had Capariſons 1mbroidered 
with Diamonds, Pearls, and other 'precious'ſtones, 
the Ground bcing Gold, and the ſtirrups of ' beaten 
Gold ſet with Diamonds, and from his Horſes neck 
'huvg great Taſlels of Pearl, of a more than ordi- 
nary ſize; after him there followed three 'men'on 
Horſeback, the one carrying his Cloak, the other 
his arms, and the third his [mperial Turbant, and 


theſe were attended on by certain Efquires on horlie- 
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back. Then came the Muſick after the Turkiſh 
manner, conſiſting of ſixty men on Horſeback, 
which played upon Fiefs , Chardons and Trum- 
pets 3 next followed one hundred of the Sulrars Pa- 
ges bravely mounted, followed by as many Ea-+ 
nuches, fifty of which carryed each of theth a Fal- 
con upon his fiſt, having their heads inriched with 
Diamonds; after them came thirty Guards of the 
Port, and fifty Falconers and Huntsmen, richly at- 
tired, each of them carrying upon his ſaddle bow 
a Leopard covered all but the hcad with a Cloathof 
Gold attended on by an other train of Pages, very 
beautiful, choſen from amongſt the Tribute infants, 
having their Garments beſet with pretious ſtonts, 
the gs being Cloath of Gold curled, and after 
theſe followed a Troop of youths in plain attire, 
who were appointed to ſerve the pages ; The rear 
of which proceſſion was cloſed with all the great 
Officers of the Trrkiſh Empire, that were then reſident 
at Conſt antineple, and to make the Magnificence more 
compleat, as the Archers paſſed by the Sultans lodg- 
ing 100 pieces of Silk, were caſt amongſt them. 
Four days after this pompous ſhew Achmat gave Au- 
Hence to the Perſian Ambaſlador, who preſented him 


on the behalf of the King his Maſter, with 100 Bales 


of Si1k, a Peazor ſtone, as big as a mans fiſt, 9 bags of 
Turquoiſes of a foot and half long, and above a finger 
broad, ſeveral rich pieces of Tapiſtry, interwoven 
with Silk and Gold, with ſome other things of great 
price,amongſt which he delivered his maſters Letrers; 
whereupon they began to treat of peace, which ſoon 
after was accorded principally upon theſe Articles : 
Firſt, That the Perſian King ſhould pay unto the 
Turkiſh Sultan yearly by way of Tribute two 
hundred Camells Loads of Silk, Thar rhe King of 
Perſia*'s Son ſhould becalled 4afſa of ] anri, ard that 

the 
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the Czar or Soveraign Judge of that City ſhould be 
ſent from Conſtantinople. 

The Peace thus concluded to the advantage of the 
Turks anddiſhonour of the Perſians, the Ambaſſador 
with many rich preſents, was diſmiſkd, leaving all- 
moſt all his Retinue behind him dead of the plague 
nor did he long, ſurvive them, for upon his arrival 
at Taurs, his maſter underſtanding upon what diſ- 
honourable Terms he had concluded the peace, cauſed 
his head to be cut off, and ſent back the Chiars that 
was come with his Ambaſſador to ſee him {wear the 
peace, ſo that not long after all vaniſhed into no- 
thing. 

During theſe TranſaQions, Rogo!phnus the Emperor 
died, to ſucceed whom the Eleftoral Princes made 
choice of his brother Matthias King of /{ungary, who 
upon his taking upon him the Imperial ſway, tent his 
Ambaſſadors to Conſtantinop!e to intreat a confirma- 
tion of the peace made between his brother deceaſed; 
and the Sultan, and to complain of the daily out- 
rages committed in his Province of Tranſy/vania, but 
the Turk who keep no League any longer then it 
turns to their advantage, not only refuſed to re- 
dreſs the grievances in [anſylvania, but denyed the 
Emperor to have any right to that Province , al- 
though in the League it was expreſly mentioned;that 
Botscay dying with out Heirs male, the Principality 
ſhould totally remain a wember of the Koman Em- 
pire, but after all was faid that could. be faid, the 
Ambaſlador was diſmiſſed without the fatisfaCtion he 
expected. 

About the end of September, Anno 16 12, great trou- 
bles aroſe in the Kingdoms of Feſs and Morocco 0C- 
caſioned by a quarrel between the Prince Xerif- Mu- 
lez-Cidan and NXeriſ= Mutey- Achet- Ben- Abdula his nc- 


phew, when after many] battles fought between 
| them 
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them; the lattenwas overthrown, and 1n his flight 
flain, having drawn - the people into Rebellion 
againſt his uncle. under the pretence of a Propheſie 
that foretold his riſe, and the flouriſhing State of 
Barbary under his Government , which Prophecy 
himſelf not long before invented, yet many imagi- 
ned that he dealt by inchantment, and often would 
he boaſt that no Bullet could hurt him, and indeed 
many were the Victories he gained over Gdan,even 
with a handful of men in compariſon to the great 
Armies which Cidar lead againſt him, his Allegatton 
was that he was ſent from Heaven to purge the 


world of wicked men. 

Abourthis time the Eſtates of the Unired Provinces under Prince 
Maurice, ſent Corne!tus Hage their Amballador to Comlantizople with 
Commuſſion to treatof the deliverance ofthe aptive Ho/landers.that 
had bin taken by the Turkiſh Gallics, ahd torequire free Traffck in 
all the Ports of the Ottoman Empire in confideration of which to 
propoſe Pr Amity with the Sultan, 1n all which he ſucceeded 
ſo well,that the Spaniſh King was not a little grieved therear,though 
himſelf was afrerward obliged to enter into League with the Turk. 


Tranſilvania altogether diſquieted , and weakned 
by civil diſcord, the Sz/ran thought it a fit time to 
reduce that Province to his obedience, and there- 
fore raiſed a mighty Army and marched direCly thi- 
ther but whilſt he was on his way Fortifying all the 
important places in his paſſage, Coſmo d Medicts 
the great Duke of Tuſcany, ſetting out a Fleet of 
Gallies ſpoiled the Sea Coaſts in the Mediterranean, 
and took many places from the Turks and amongſt 


the reſt the ſtrong City of Agliman, with 2 Gallies 


that lay in the Port putting a number of Turks to 
the Sword by whoſe example an. 1613.the Gallies of 
Sicily ſet out and deſtroyed the Turks Gallies in 
the Levant, making terrible ſpoil on the Sea- 
Coaſt landing ſeveral times on the lilands of Chzos, 
Samos and Cyprus, taking rich ſpoils aud freeiny 
many Chriſtian Captives, to oppoſe whom Tea 
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Turkiſh Gallies came but after a terrible engagement, 
ſeven of them fell into the Chriſtians hands, and 
one was ſunk, the other two hardly eſcaping under 
the ſhelter of the night. 


Achmats Army arriving in Tranſilvania committed 
many outrages, but upon notice that Bethlem G abox 
was acknowledged Prince under the protection of 
the Sultan, and had ſent his ſubmiſſion to him, the 
Tempeſt of War grew calm, and the Turkiſh pow- 
erdreadful to the GermanEmpire returned to Conſtan- 
tinople, at what time Sig:ſmund Battor the Warlike 
Prince of Tranſilvania, who had depoſed himſelf and 
was retired to Pragze, there to lead a private Life 
died ; but the Turks upon their arrival at Gnſtan- 
tinople found the City almoſt deſolate by reaſon the 
Plague raged there ſo, that Achmat and all his fol- 
lowers retired themſelves to Darut Baſla, till the 
Contagion ceaſed, and then in great pomp entered 
the City, publiſhing an Edi& that all the Dogs 
therein ſhould be tranſported to Scutary in Aſa, 
formerly called Ch:rſopolis, but the Inhabitants of 
that place, not willing to be troubled with ſuch 
Gueſts, although provition was allowed them, hum- 
bly beſought the Emperor to diſpoſe of them elſe- 
where, ſo that they were to the number of Fifty 
Thouſand put on ſhoar in a deſolate Iſland where 
they all periſhed. The: reaſon why they were not 
killed was for that the Aufts had told Achmat it was 
not lawful, alledging that Dogs had Souls. 

To conclude this year 1613 the Perſian King up- 


on a ſuſpicion that the Armeniars were about to 
reconcile themſelves to the Pope, and yield obedi- 


ence to the See of Koxze,which ſuſpicion was ground- 
ed upon forged Letters, he cauſed Twelve Hundred 


impri- 


of them to be put to death, and kept ſtraightly | 
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impriſoned double that number which made the 
Greaſſians , Georgians, and Armenians with other 
Faſtern Chriſtians ſend their Ambaſſadors to Ach- 
nat imploring Aid to protect them irom the rage 
of the Perſians, to counterpoiſe which the Perſian 
King ſent likewiſe his Ambaſſador, but the Sultar 
would not admit him to Audience, till ſuch time 
23 he heard his Maſter had ſtayed the Perſecu- 
tion. 


Anno 1614. divers direful Prodigies were ſen in 
Hungary, Sileſia, Auſtria, and other parts of Chri- 
fendom, which greatly amazed moſt people, who 
ſuppoſed them to be the forerunners of great cala- 
mities but nothing followed except the downfal 
and death of the Naſſuf the grand Vizar, who fell 
from the top of Honour into the depth of miſery 
by offending his ſoon offended Maſter, and by the 
lultans Command was by Beſtanges Baſla ſlain in his 
own houſe, and that Head which during the time 
he ſtood high in the S#/rans favour, had Governed 
the whole Orroman Empire, {tricken off and carried 
33 a preſent to Achmar, and tu his ſtead Mechmer 
who had Marryed the Szlrans Daughter was made 
thief Vizar. 

Tranſylvania now rent from the German Empire, 
the Emperour laboured to recover it, and for that 
purpoſe ſent ſeveral truſty Councelors to deal with 
the Nobility to caſt off the Turkiſh yoke, and to 


Jreturn to their former obedience; of which the 
Turkiſh Sultan getting notice, ſent to the Emperor 
0 admoniſh him to keep inviolate the peace con- 


tuded between them, and not to meddle in the at- 
airs of Tranſylvania, though at the ſame time, by 


J's Hoſtilities in Zungary he had manifeſtly broke it, 


0 which the Emperor replyced he was on his part 
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reſclved to keep the peace inviolate though the Sul. 
tan had already broken the Articles of the League, 
put as to his tamely parting with his Province of 
Tranſylvania confirmed to him by the ſame League, 
he would reſolve nothing therein till he had conſulted 
Princes of the Empire, with which anſwer the Chians 
returning to Conſtantinople, 

The Emperor Aſlembling the Eſtates, laid before 
them the juſt Grievances of his Subjects, and the in- 
dignities offered to himſelf, with the maniſeſt 
breach of the League on the part of the Turks, in not 
only aſliſting his Rebels,but with great Companies of 
themſelves, making great ſpoil in his Hereditary 
Countries. To which the Eſtates aniwered, that 
with all their power they would maintain the Digni- 
ty of the Emperor,and defend the Empire, of which 
relolve Achmat was no ſooner advertized, but the 
better to encourage Bethlem Gabor, to invade the 
Emperors Frontiers, he ſent him a ſtrong power ua- 
der the command of Sander Baſſa, with which he 
beſieged L:ippa,and had it delivered to him, as he had 
alſo had ſeveral other places of leſs importance,which 
places were put into the poſſeſſion of the Turks, 
but to remain part of the 7ranſylvanian Principa- 
Iity. 

Affairs ſtanding thus in Tranſylvania , Moldavia, 
was at the ſame afflifted, and brought low by the 
Tyranny of Srephano their Vayvod,who the better to 
ſecure him in his Eſtate, had cauſed moſt of the No- 
bility to be cruelly and ſhamefully murthered, upon 


which the Meldavians dildaining the Tyrants rule, | 
who was wont toſzy, that he valued not his Subjects | 
love, 1o they feared him, roſe in Arms againſt him, 
chooling for their Prince Alexander ſon to Jeremy | 


their former Yayvod, who with a greet power en- 
tcringy the Countrey, had many ſtrong places put 1n- 
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I 
to his poſſeſſion, which the Tyrant underſtanding, 
and finding the hatred of his Subjetts generally 
bent againſt him, he fled, till ſtrengthened by a 
ſupply of "Turks and Tartars, he again returned, 
and gave the Prince Battle, but was therein over- 
thrown ; after which Alexander was proclaimed wit! 
the conſent of all the Nobility Yayvod of Moldavia, 
whereupon he ſent Ambaſſadors to the Grand Seigni- 
our, to inform him that he would do nothing pre- 
judicial to his Imperial Majeſty,but that what he had 
done was at the inſtance of the Nobility, to fres 
the Countrey from a Tyrant, but e'r theſe Ambaſ- 
fadors could arrive at Conſtantinople they - were im- 
priſoned, at the commandment of the Balla of Buda, 
and being afterward put into the power of Stephano, 
he cauſed their heads to be cut off and their bodies 
to be caſt into the Danube, and then having re- 
cruited his Forces, returned again into Moldavia, 
where in a ſecond battle he was overthrown, and 
moſt of lus Army lain, himſelf hardly eſcaping to 
M:ichna Prince of Yalachia ; but ſoon after Alexan- 
der, having notice that the ſaid Michna and Hebra- 
ma Turkiſh Balla were railing great Forces to allilt 
Stephan, he ſent Boyarrsk.ye his Amballador to 4fichna 
to make him his friend, or ar lcaſt to perſwade him 
todeliſt from taking part with the Tyrant, but the 
proud Balla, contrary to the will of the Yayvod Mich- 
4, cauſed the Amballador to be clapped in Irons, 
and ſent priſoner to Conſtantinople, where upon his 


J arrival, contrary to the Law of Nations he was con- 
| demned to the Gallies, to excuſe which, the Vay- 
; 4 vod ſeat an Amballador to Prince Alexander, pro- 
4 miling him that unleſs it were by the abſolute com- 
4 mand of the Grand Siegniqur, which he durlit not 


difobey, he would not aflilt his Competitor, and at 
the ſame time it being rumoured that Bethlem Gabor 
Nun3 Was 
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was likewiſe raiſing Forces to invade Moldavia, the 
Prince ſent an other Ambaſſador to him, who to 
the Ambaſſador proteſted his innocency therein, and 
that he intended no harm to Alexander his matter, 
but on the contrary greatly deſired his friendſhip, 
and for his fathers ſake would aſhſt him in what lay 
in his power, but that which cauſed a great trouble 
in Moldavia was the death of Prince Viſnouviskie, who 
was poiſoned by a Greek Prieſt in receiving the $a- 
crament, for which the impious aCftor was fryed to 
death in a wyer chair, having firſt confeſſed that he 
was induced to commit that helliſh exploite, at the 
inſtance of the Princes enemy, who upon the Prieſts 
detection were fled. 

Anno 161.. at the inceſlant intreaty of Srephano 
the Sultan ſent Skinder Baſla with a powerful Army to 
to reſtore him to the Vayvod-ſhip of Afoldavwia, 
whereupon Prince Alexander ſent to his friends as 
well in Polonia as in other parts of Chriſtendom,to 
Aid him againſt the Common Enemy, and there- 
upon received great Aid, eſpecially out of Polonia, 
under the leading of Prince Gresks, who ſhortly at- 
ter Marryed the Princeſs Alexanarina, Sifter to 
Prince Alexander , and having refreſhed the Army, 
the two Princes as joynt Commanders , marched 
azainſt the Baſſa, and in a ſet battle overthrew him 
near unto Cchona, together with the Forces of Sre- 
phano, and purſuing their Victory entered Yalachia, 
where entering Bonza without reliſtance, he was by 
the Eſtates of that Province, intreated to take up- 
on him the YVayvodſhip; for that they being weary of 
the Turkiſh thraldom, from which Afchna their 


Vayvod had abſolutely refuſed to free them, they 


reſolved for that reaſon to chuſe an other, but the 


Prince refuſed the charge , he would not deprive | 


his friend of his poſſeflion , yet conſented that 


Prince 
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Prince Cherbanne ſon to the late Yayvod ſhould take 
the charge upon him, but whilſt theſe things were in 
agitation Shindar Baſſa had gathered a great power; 
and proclaimed Michna Vayvod of Moldavia, Stephano 
by reaſon of his frequent overthrows, being now fal- 
len into diſgrace with the Sultan, and on a ſudden the 
faid Baſſa with his multitude invironed the Princes 
Camp, where he together with his mother, Prince 
Coreskiey, and his fair Princeſs Alexandrina were ta- 
ken priſoners, as were all the Camp, except five hun- 
dred Polonians, who under the leading of the Lord 
Tizcheviſh cut their way through the Army of the 
Turks, yet for a long time the Princes remained diſ- 
geuiſed amongſt the common priſoners, in hopes of 
being admitted to their ranſoms, but at length all 
except the Princeſs Alexandrina were carryed to Con- 
ſtantinople ;, but. ſhe falling into the hands of a Tarta- 
rian Captain, was carryed into Tartary, where ſhe 
was hardly dealt with, till at length ſhe was ranſom- 
ed for 3000 Chequins, having during her Captivity 
been delivered of a fair ſon. | 

The year following the Turks ſpoiled the Seacoaſt 
Towns of Jtaly, taking many rich prizes, and had 
the like repayed them by the Chriſtian Gallies in the 
Mediterranean, and greater miſchiefs had inſued had 
not Achmet the Turkiſh S«ltan died, having lived 
thirty years, and reigned fifteen, appointed by rea- 
ſon of his ſons minority, his brother Muſfapha 
whom he had a long time keptpriſoner, to ſycceed 
him in the Orroman Empire.

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CHAP. XIX. 


Muſtapha the firſt of that Name Ninth Ems 
perour of the Turks bu Life and Aftions, 


A Chmat being dead Muſtapha his Brother, (the 
/\ Þ irſt that had been ſaved alive ſince the foun- 
= *- dation of the Ortoman Empire )) ſucceeded 
him by his appointment, his Children of which Of- 
man was the Eldeſt being too weak to ſway the 
Scepter of ſo mighty an Empire. So that this 24u- 
ftapha, brought trom a ſtraight Priſon every day ex- 
petting Death, now advanced to a Throne to rulg 
the Eaſt, forgeting his former devout Life, began 
to Tyrannize over his Subjects more then his Pre- 
deceſſors ; which cauſed him to be hated of many, 
eſpecially for that he impriſoned the French Ambaſ- 
{ador and his ſervants, breaking thereby the Law of 
Nations ; upon pretence that they had been inſtru- 
mental in the eſcape of Prince Coreskze out of the 
Black Tower, who by the aſliſtance of a Greek 
Prieſt deſcended from the top thereof, on a rople 
Ladder drawn up by a bottom of Packthred brought 
in a Pie to the ſaid Prince by the Ambaſladors Se- 
cretary, though contrary to his knowledge, with 
the Prince likewiſe eſcaped one R:igaut a French Cap- 
tain, who by the aſliſtance of the ſaid Prieſt, diſgui- 
ſed in Prieſtly Veſtments for that purpoſe prepared, 
rot paſſage into /taly, netwithſtanding all the Ports 
were beſet with their purſuers. Nor was the Am- 


paſſador only impriſoned but his ſervants and _ 
e 
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ſelf evilly intreated, eſpecially the former, two of 
which were put to the torture according to the 
Turkiſh manner, which 1s to Iay them upon their 
Belly on a Table, and to beat their Buttocks, the 
Calves of their Lezs, and Soles of their Feet, with 
2 flat ſtaff, giving them ere they ceaſe 100 or 200 
blows, yet the Servants confeſſed nothing, where- 
upon they caught a Weaver being a Turk, whoſe 
Shop was near the Ambaſladors houſe: whom they 
tortured in the like manner, but heas the others had 
done could reveal nothing againſt the Ambaſſador, 
who for all that was obliged to pay 30000 Sultanies 
for his own releaſe and his Servants. Theſe and ſuch 
like inſolencies, together with the Impriſoument of 
young Oſman and his Brethren , made the Grand 
Vizar, who was then on the Confines of _ to 
haſte to Conſtantinople with his Army, at whole ap- 
proach Oſman was taken out of Priſon and Proclaim- 
ed Emperour (fo ſuddain are the changes of fortune 
in great as well as little affairs) and the proud Swltar 
Muſtapha inforced for fear of the inraged Souldiers 
to betake himſelf again to his Cell, or rather Pri- 
ſon, where for a while I ſhall leave him, and relate 
what happened during the Reign of Oſman. | 
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CHAP. 4X. 


The Life and Aftions of Oſman the Firſt 
of that Name , Tenth Emperour of the 
Turks. : 


HE Uncle after he had proudly Tyrannized 

for the ſpace of two Months, being depoſed, 

the Nephew was advanced to his Fathers 
Throne , being not full Thirteen years of Ape, 
wherefore he was wholly governed by the Vizar 
Baſla, as was alſo the whole Ortoman Empire, when 
the firſt thing of moment that happened was the 
complaint of the French King, by two Gentlemen 
ſent for that purpoſe, by whom he demanded repa- 
ration of the new Emperour for the indignity he 
had ſuſtained by the Impriſonment of his Ambeſſa- 
dor, and the evil treating of his Servants, letting 
him underſtand that he could not ſend any other 
Ambaſlador to his Court to condole the Death of 
Sultan Achmat his Father, nor congratulate his com- 
ing to the Empire till he had received fatisfaCtion 
from him becoming his dignity. and the wrongs he 
had received in his Ambaſſador. 

The Grand Vizar and A\uftsi hearing this Embal- 
fie, and conſidering what had paſled, advertiſed the 
young Emperour to ſend an Ambaſſador to the moſt 
Chriſtian King, to Confirm the League, and to te- 
ſtifie both by Words and Letters , how much he 


was diſſatisfied for his diſcontent 3 whereupon Vrs 
Chiaus 
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Chiaus was ſent with ample inſtructions, and fo great 
an acknowledgment of the wrong done to the Ba- 
ron of Mole, that the French King reſted ſatisfied, 
and calling the ſaid Ambaſſador home, he ſent the 
Earl of Sezz to ſucceed him as Ambaſlador at Gnſtau- 
tinople. 

The War continuing between the Turks and Per- 
ſftans, about this time a great Battle was fought be- 
tween them, wherein the Turks prevailing put the 
Perſians to flight with the loſt of Ten Thouſand of 
them, and thereupon the Baſla General of the Tur- 
kiſh Army, proſecuting his victory entered into the 
heart of Perſia, waſting with Fire and Sword all 
that ſtood in his way, but at length having through 
daily skirmiſhes with the Enemy, and Diſeaſes ari- 
ſing from want and evil Diet, loſt a' third part of 
his Army, he accepted of the Sophies propoſals of 
Peace, which were that he would yearly pay the 
Tribute of Silks, and at preſent relieve his Army 
with all things neceſſary. This Peace concluded by 
the Balla was allowed on by the Emperour and Ra- 
tified at Conſtantinople, whereupon Two Hundred 
Cammels laden with Silks were for many years 
after ſent to the Emperour according to Agree- 
ment. 


Anno 1618. A fearful Comet was ſeen over the 
City of Conſtantinople, in form like a Turkiſh Scimi- 
ter, placed near unto the Zenith under the Horizon, 
of a fiery colour, appearing very terrible for the 
ſpace of eight nights whick-made many conjecture it 
the forerunner of great bloodſhed. 

Ur: Chiaus returning out of France after he had 
diſpatched his affairs at that Court, came into Eng- 
land, where he was received and conducted to rhe

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Court, /and had Andienceof King 7ames his Speech 
being as fojloweth.

Alſo the maſt Mighty Emperours Tutor, and hu chief 
Vilier Baſſa, hath addreſſed to the duſt of your Noble 
Feet, this his moſt Honourable Letter, with a Thouſand 
commendations,praying everlaſtingly the Mighty God, for 
Your Majeſties long Life and Happyueſs. 

A'ſo Your Mijeſties Ambaſſador at Conſtantinople, 
your Nlave Paul Pindar bowing his forehead to the duſt 
of your Majeſties Feet, and miſt humbly kiſſing your 
Higohneſſes bleſſed Feet, hath diretled unto your Majeſty 
this his ſubmiſſive Letter. 


'Thiz. Speech ended, and the Emperours Letter 
delivered with ſuch other a3 the Chiaws brought, he 
was by the Kings command in great ſplendor con- 
| ducted 
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ducted to his Lodging, where after five or ſix days 
ſtay, he came again, to Whitehall and made his 
conjue of leave upon his departure in theſe words, 
as near as they can be Tranſlated out of the Tur- 
kiſh Language. 


Moſt happy Emperour, as I have with my own hands 
bowins my ſelf to the duſt of your Princely feet, pre- 
ſented unto your Excellent Majeſty, the moſt mighty and 
high Sultan Oſman my Lord and Maſter his Imperial 
Letter, ſo likewiſe I beſeech your 7Aajeſty, that you will 
be pleaſed in conformity thereof, to vouchſafe your Prince- 
ly anſwer by your noble Letter, and te deliver the ſame 
znto the hands of me your ſlave, and be ever partaker of 


all bleſſedneſs and happineſs. 


After he had made this Oration and received the 
Kings Letters, he was conduCted to Dover by ſeve- 
ral of the Nobility, where imbarking in one of His 
Majeſties Ships he failed to Conſtantinople. 

Arno 1619 great trouble aroſe in Bohemia upon 
the Emperours ſending an Army into that Country 
to ſuppreſs the Proteſtant Religion there flouriſh- 
ing, 1o that the Proteſtants tired with the cruelties 
of the popiſh Souldiers ſent to Bethlem G abor Prince 
of Tranſilvania, to acquaint him with the ſtate of 
their affairs, who after he had obtained leave of the 
Grand Signeour, came with an Army of Eighteen 
Thouſand men into Hungary, and took many 
Towns, ſpoiling, the Countrey as he went, nor fo 
contented but he cntered Aruſtrir, Stiria, and Carine 
thia, ſubdued all betore him without. oppoſition, 
but fearing if the Pohemians ſhould be ſubdued, the 
ſtorm would fall upon him, he woutd not maxe 2 
League with the Poberurans tell he was allured of the 
Grand Signeours alſiſtance 1n cafe niÞ 2'tairs required

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it whereupon he ſent his Ambaſſador to Cnſtantine« 
ple, who 10 dealt with the great Baſla's of the 
Court that by their advice Oſman {wore to protect 
him, and becauſe the Oath for the ſtrange word- 
ing of it will not be amiſs to be recited I ſhall here 
inſert it verbatim. 
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Sultan Oſman, 
BY the Grace of God unconquerable Turkiſh 


Emperour Swears, by the higheſt Almighties, 


and Almighty Gods Holineſs, by his Kingdom, 
by the ſubſtance of the Heavens, the Sun, the 
Moon, and the Stars, by the Earth, and all un- 
der the Earth,by the Brains and all the hairy ſcalp 
of my Mother, by my Head, and all the ſtrength 
of my Soul and Body, by the Holy and great Ma- 
homet, and by my Circumciſion, That I thee my 
Brother and Son Bethlem Gabor ſucceeding, King 
of Hungariain no manner of way in thy great and 
weighty affairs will leave, though it be to the 
overthrow of my Kingdom to be brought to no- 
thing, until there ſhall be no more left but my 
ſelf, or four or five Turks at the moſt, yet will [ 
be ſtill obliged to defend thee, and all thoſe that 
do any ways appertain unto thee, and if thou 
ſhalt have need of me, I ſhall be always ready to 
g0 with thee, and in caſe this my promiſe ſhall in 
any wiſe be fruſtrated, then let Gods Juſtice fall 
upon my Head and deſtroy me and my polterity, 
and wipe away whatſoever helongeth unto me; 
and gather it together into a Rock of ſtone or 
ſubſtance of Earth, and that the Earth may cleave 
inſunder and iwallow me Body and Soul. 


Dated at Conſtautinople the 5th, of Jan, 1619. 
The 
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The Tranſilvanian by this Oath aſſured of the 
Grand Signeours favour ſent his Ambaſſadors to 
Prague, where meeting with the Commiſſioners 
ſent thither for that purpoſe by the States of Bo- 
hemia, a perpetual League was concluded, and in 
June following the Prince aſſembled the Eſtates of 
Hungary at Newhauſell, where he propoſed to them 
the neceſſity of raiſing an Army, to defend the Pro- 
vinces, againſt the Forces of the Imperialiſts, who 
by their great preparations made it viſible that they 
would no peace till they had deſtroyed all the 
Proteſtants, to this motion the Eſtates conſented, 
when at the ſame time came their Ambaſſadors from 
the Grand Signeour, the /ernetiansand Polonians, all 
which made in the names of the reſpective princi- 
pals a League with Gabor, which ſo much pleaſed 
the Eſtates of Hungary, willing to ſhake off the 
Imperial yoke that by the advice of their Palatine, 
the Tranſilvanian was proclaimed King of Hungary, 
upon which raiſing an Army of Fifty Thouſand 
Horſe and Foot, he ſubdued almoſt ail Auſtria, Ca- 
rinthia, and Stiria, before the Emperours Forces 
could take the Field in any fit number to make head 
againſt him, at what time ſuch a fear was brought 
upon the great City of Yiena, that with the Em- 
perours conſent the Proteſtants remaining therein, 
ſent their Deputies humbly to beſeech him that he 
would ſpare the City and Countrey for theirs their 
Wives and Childrens ſakes. 

About this time a ſtrange apparition was ſeen in 
the Air over Medina Taluabi in Arabia, where Man 
bomet the Impoſtor lyes buryed, which terrified all 
the Countrey thereabouts, and was as followeth, 
about the 2orth. of Sepcember at midnight there hap- 
pened a terrible Tempeſt, accompanied with ſuch 
prodigious Thunder and Lightning , that many 
think- 
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thinking the diſſolution of all things was at hand» 
leaped out of their Beds to gaze on the Element, at 
firſt ſeeming all on Fire, and then covered with 
thick darkneſs, after which all was ſerene and calm, 
when in Arabian Charaftters theſe words appeared 
in the Firmament, viz. O why will you believe in lies, 
and ſoon after a Woman beautiful to behold, arrayed 
in white and incompaſled with rayes of Light ap- 
peared, holding in her hand a book, coming from 
the North, and oppolite againſt her were ſcen Ar- 
mies of Turks, Perfiavs, and other Mahometans, be- 
ing ſo conjeftured by their garbs ranged in Batralia, 
ready to charge her, but ſhe keeping her ſtanding 
no ſooner opened the book but they all fled, upon 
which a ſuddain murmur as of a Whirlwind troubled 
the Air, and immediately the lamps that were pla- 
ced about Mahomets Tomb went out, and in this 
manner the Prodigy appeared for ſeveral nights to- 
gether, whereupon a Oervice or Religious Turk un- 
dertaking to expound the meaning of that unuſual 
ſight, and declaring that it foreſhewed the over- 
throw of the Mahometan ſuperſtition, he was there- 
fore miſerably put to death, calling to the laſt up- 
on the Woman with the Book to ſave him, and he 
had no ſooner given up the ghoſt but a fearful 
Tempeſt inſued. . 

Anno 1620 Gaſparo the expulſed Yayvod of Mol- 
davia aſſiſted by the Polifh Cſſacks, and ſuch other 
Troops as he could raiſe invaded 1olaawvia, in 
which the Sultan had placed another Yayved, and tn 
revenge of a defign the Turks had to ſtrangle him 
during his YVayvod|/:;p, made great ſpoil putting all 
the Turks he found to the Sword, and reducing 
great part of that Province te his obedience, which 
cauſed the Sultan to raiſe a great power, drawing 
all his choice Forcez out of both the Aſtu's to tite 
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number of Two hundred thouſand and cauſed a great 
Fleet of Gallies to put to Sea, which: ſpoiled the 
Coaſt of Sicilia and Landing Five Thouſand Turks 
in the Kingdom of Naples, furprized the ſtrong 
Town of Manfredonia, carry 1500 Chriſtians into 
miſerable Captivity, and then joyning with the 
Pirates of Argier they made a deſcent upon the 
Ifland of Zaniſa near Majorca, polleſſed by the Spa- 
»ards, which Ifland they. took making great ſpoil, 
putting to the Sword and carrying into Captivity 
all the Inhabitants. 

The Turks thus ſucceſsful at Sea made them the 
leſs doubt their ſucceſs by Land, therefore having 
found an occaſion of quarrel with the Poloncan King, 
for that the Cofſacks in revenge of the injury they 
ſuſtained by the Tartars, had manned out many 
ſmall veſſels and ſpoiled the Turks Sea-Coaſt 
Towns upon the Boſphorws, giving an overthrow to 
their Gallies, and brought away great ſpoiles) O/- 
man in perſon at the head of 300000 men, paſling 
through Moldavia which he again reduced to the 
obedience of the new Yayvod, he entered Podalia 


. Anno Dom. 1621. where he found the great Chan- 


celour of Poland, and the Prince Son to the Polo- 
nian King ſtrongly intreached with an Army of 
50000 reſolute Souldters, and becauſe he could not 
draw them out of their ſtrengths he with his mul- 
titude incloſed their Camp. So that by the fre- 
quent attacks and fallies that were made, a great 
number were ſlain on both 1ides, but eſpecially of 
the Turks ; during which the Tartarian Prince then 
aſſiſting Oſman with 30000 light Horſemen march- 
ed into the heart of Poland burning and deſtroying 
all before him in a molt terrible manner, and upon 
his return to the Camp belides other ſpoils brought 
with him 25000 Priſoners of the poor Countrey 
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people which his ravenous crue had ſcraped toge- 
ther , but after two months beſieging the Poliſh 
Camp, want growing great in the Sultans Army, 
and by reaſon of the advancement of the Seaſon 
ſach terrible Rains fell, that Tents, Horſes, Men, 
and Carriages were frequently carryed away by the 
impetuoſity of the Torrents thereby occalioned. 
The Turks deſirous to depart ſent to the» Chan- 
celor to treat of Peace, which at the earneſt 
inſtance of Radu!e Prince of Yalachia was hearke- 
ned to, and ſoon after accorded the principal 
points being theſe. 

Firſt, That the Emperour ſhould raiſe his Ar- 
my, and retire from the Confines of Poland , and 
that the Tartars the occaſion of this War, ſhould 
ſend an Emirze ( that is one of their Princes) to 
reſide as a pledge to ſecure them from 1nſuing in- 
curfions. The Chancelor in the Name of his Ma- 
iter promiſing to fend another Pledge to relide 
in the Court of Tartary, with condition to pay 
yearly Forty Thouſand Florins as a donative from 
the King of Poland, promiſing moreover for the 
better maintainance of the Peace to maintain a Re- 
ſident in the Ortoman Court, and by every ſuch 
Ambaſſador to ſend a rich Preſent, and as the Grand 
Signours Ambaſſador that was to relide in the 
Court of Poland, ſhould undertake to ſecure the 
incurſions of the Tartars, fo the Poliſh Ambaſſador 
ſhould undertake the ſame for the Cofſacks, and that 
the Merchants of Poland ſhould have free Trade 
with the Subjects of the Grand Signeour making 
their uſual Preſents, and this Peace not to be bind- 
ing till ſuch time as the Achians ſhould arrive in the 
Poliſh Court -with the overtures, and in the mean 
time a Parliament to be aſſembled for the Ratifica- 


tion of theſe Articles. 
Affairs 
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Afﬀairs being brought to this paſs Oſman raiſed his 
Camp, and returned to Adrinople, having loſt in this 
Expedition eighty thouſand of his men, and of the 
Poles by reailon of the unſealonableneſs of the wea- 
ther, and their often skirmiſhes, no leſs then twenty 
thouſand periſhed. Now upon notice of the Turks 
approach, at the requeſt of the Polonian King, the 
Emperor of Germany, had ſent to his aſſiſtance eight 
thouſand high Dwrch Souldiers , upon notice of 
which Oſman in a great rage proclaimed :war againſt 
the Emperor, charging him with the maniizſt breach 
of the I. eague between them, though himſelf had 
been the fir{t aggreſſor, by a.ling the Tranſulvanian, 
but the King of Poland underſtanding, that what 
had happened was upon his account, (and that Oſmar 
kept his Army on foot about Adrineple, intending to 


invade the Emperors Countrey carly in the ſpring, 


for that purpoſe having cauſed twenty thouſand 
Tartars to itay upon the frontiers) he called the 
Turkiſh Chia before him, and declared that unlels 
the Grand Seigneour his maſter changed his. purpoſe, 
ke could not conclude with him any peace, for as 
much as he was bound to afliſt the Emperor his con- 
federate, if his Countries were invaded; -which re- 
ſolve of the Kings being made known to Oſman by 
his Chiarzs, he called a Council of his Baſſa's where- 
in it was concluded that he ſhould leave Adrinople, 
and inſtantly ſet forward for Conſtantinople, which 
was accordingly put in execution, and the Tarters 
on the Frontiers diſmiſled, ſo that the war intend- 
ed againſt the Emperor being laid aſide, news came 
that the Emir of Syria was riſen in Rebellion, and 
had poſſeſſed himſelf of the City and Caſtle of Tripo- 
lis; whereupon 60 thouſand Chequins weredelivered 
out of the Treaſury, to repair the Grand Seigniors 
Pavilions and Carriages , himſelf with a power- 
O oO 2 full 
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full Army intending to make an Expedition againſt 
the Rebel, though contrary to the advice offnoſt 
of his Baſſa's, and the Mufti, who alledged that 
it was altogether needleſs, for his Majeſty to ex- 
poſe himſelf to the 11] conveniencies of ſuch a war, 
as by the meaneſt of his Baſſa's might be cxpiated,, 
it being certain, that the Emir would not ſtand his 
Forces, but upon their approach fly into ſome part 
of Chriſtendom, and theretore if he ſet out his flect 
of Gallies, he would either by Sea or Land fall into 
his hands, nor was it fſaſc to leave Greece to the 
attempts of the Chriſtians, who in his abſence might 
ſpoil it at their pleaſure, theſe and ſuch like rea- 
ſons cauſed him to decline going in perſon, yet he 
ſent forth his Fleet and Army after the beſt manner 
ſending for Aid to Argireand Tr, to awe the Spa: 
iards Iikewii*, who had ſixty Galleys and fix Galli- 
ons at Meſſina, prepared as was then conjectured to 
revenge the taking of Marfredo, and the ſpoil the 
Turks had made upon the Coaſts of Jraly the year 
betore, another Fleet of leſſer conſequence he ordet- 
cd to keep the black ſea, there to hinder the Coj- 
j:c>&s from ſpoiling his Sea-Towns ; after which, 
contrary to the Advice of his Council, he marryed 
the Grandchild ofa Sultan a wife to Pertan Baſſa, on!y 
for her beauty, being indeed the Paragon of her 
lex, wich wedding was performed without any ſ0- 
lemnity, and truly this marriage was greatly diſli- 
ked, for that his Anceſtors for many years paſt, had 
not marrycd at all in reſpect of kindred, nor taken 
any women to their Concubines of the Turkiſh race, 
in reſpeCt of kindred, and that which rendred this 
young, Prince morecontemptible, was his walking up 
and down the City in diſguiſe, with a Page or two 
at the moſt, and prying into Taverns, and other 
places like a petty Officer. 

Things 
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Things being at this paſs, news came from the 
Baſſa of Buda, that Bethlehem G abor had concluded a 
cace with the Roman Emperor, which greatly dif- 
pleaſed the Swltan and his Council, eſpecially tor ther 
the peace between himſelf and the Polack, was not 
yet ratified, but the Poliſh Ambaſiador daily expeCct- 
ed, in order thereto, when in the midit of his per- 
turbations, Sir Thomas Row Ambaſlador from his Ma- 
jeſty of Great Brztrain, arrived at the Port, and had 
his Audience, delivering his Majeſties Letter, where- 
in he demanded redreſs of the injuries his ſubjefts had 
ſuſtained by the Pirates of Algire and Tunes, then in 
ſubjection to the Sultan, as likewiſe the delivery of 
ſeveral of the Po!r/h Nobility, and one Scotch Gen- 
tleman, which had been taken priſoners in the late 
expedition into Po/and, and amongſt them the Prince 
Greskie, who had formerly made his eſcape, out of 
the black Tower, with ſeveral other things that 
might create a good underſtanding and a continuati- 
on of the League between them, ſome of which 
were granted, and the other denyed, as the Grand 
Vizier (to whom the management of that affair was 
committed) thought fit, little to the ſarisfaCtion of 
his Majeſties Ambaſſador, but ſoon after the Grand 
Siegneor ſent his Letter to his Majeſty, containing 
a fatisfaftory reply to all that was demanded, ex- 
cept the releaſe of the Poliſh priſoners. 


Anno 162.2, The Grand Seigneur, not hearing of 
the Duke Sbaraskze, choſen Extraordinary Ambaſſa- 
dor for the King of Poland,to conſummare the Peace, 
he gave it out that he would go to Mecha, and 
from thence to Medina in Arabia to viſit Mahomets 
Tomb, contrary to the Conncil of Viſiers, who 
knew not the deſign, and even to the hazzard' of a 


| General Revyolt,for they were jealous that under co- 
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iour of that Voyage he had ſome other project, and 

that the Pe!i Duke arriving in his abſence, would 
not iollow him at a venture, nor treat with his de- 

puties left at the Port. So that thereby all hopes 
of Peace would vaniſh, which did nota littie troy- 
ble the Turks, whoſe Trade was greatly impaired 
by the roving Ofzcks, which the Emperor under- 
ſtanding, and reſolving not to delay his journey, 
(or indeed h13 deltgn t9 cut ©: the whole order of 
the Jenizaric3, for the infoleacies frequently offered 
him, by thoſe Maſtertn' 2aves) he ſent to haſten Sba- 
r4si2, upon whole arri/al a peace was concluded, 
though much to the prejudice of his Tecritorics in 
Hungaria, and now that obſtacle being removed, 
he {ent his Carriages over into Aſia, with all his 
Treaſure, not ſparing the Plate and Ornaments of 
his Pallace, which made the Janizaries miſtruſt ſome 
deiign more then ordinary, whereupon they reſolved 
to ſtop his proceedings, and therefore the day be- 
fore he intended todepart, they with great clamour 
run to the Seraglio, though unarmed, and demand- 
ed Delavir the YVizier Baſſe, Hoja the Emperors con- 
felſor, the Caſiariano Governour of the women, the 
Deflardar or Treaſurer,the Cadelescher or Chief Judg, 
with ſome other prime officers, whom they ſaid had 
Counſelled their Emperor to undertake this dange- 
rous Voyage, for which they reſolved to puniſh 
them with death, charging the Emperor ſtriftly that 
he ſnould neither go to Mecca, nor paſs over into 
Aſia. 

To calm this Tempeſt the Emperor came forth in 
perſon,and uſed many arguments to perſwade them to 
their, duty and Allegiance, promiting he ſhould lay 
alide his purpoſe, but now nothing, would ſerve theſe 
miſcreants, but they muſt have the aforeſaid Officers 
lelivered to them, To which the Emperor wo 

that 
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that his honour wouid greatly ufier if he ſhould 
rmit his friends to be torn from him, but if they 
had offended in ought, and 1t was proved azainlt 
them, in the Divano,whether they ſhould be brought 
to anſwer any accuſation that ſhould be objected 
2gainſt them, they ſhould be paniſhed by Law, but 
this did not pacifie them, for they clamoured yer 
louder, ſaying they knew them guilty, and that 
ſhould be ſufficient; whereupon they run to the 
houſe of the Hoja, and not finding him there, plun- 
dered it, and from thence paſling to the Grand Vizi- 
ers houſe, they thought to have done the like there, 
but finding it fortifyed, they ſet Guards in ſeveral 
parts of the City all vight, and th2 next morning 
came before the Pallace with their Armsz making 
their demands as before ; wherevnon the {eſa Ca- 
deleschar and Tefterdar fled, and were not for a time 
found, as likewie did the Grand Vizier, with the 
conſent of the Emperor, who promiſed himlelt to 
weather this ſtorm, though in the end he proved too 
weak, yet was the Vizier brought back by a Her- 
mit, a reputed Saint, after he was got into Aſia, 
who truſting to his innocence, reſolved to face the 
Tempelt, bur the rude multitude without reſped to 
his Reverend Age, and great Merits, having got- 
ten him into their powerg cut him to pleces 1n 1 the 
ſight of the Emperor, which he perceiving, would, 
though too late, have fled over into Aſia, for now all 
means were cut oft, for the Janizaries had ſtopped 
the Port, and in a great rage demanded Maſtaphs 
the Emperors uncle, "who was kept a priſoner in The 
Seraglio, and the firſt day of the Tumult by the 
Emperors command , put into a ſecret vault, with 
two Negro women, where atter much ſearch, and the 
racking of ſeveral ſervants to make them diſcover 
him, he was found and born in Triumph through 
Oo4 Lbs 
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the ſtreets, to the old Seraglio, having not yet been 
able to lay hands on Oſman, by reaſon he kept him- 
{elf within his ſtrengths, but hearing they intended 
to proclaim his uncle Emperor, he at the perſwaſion 
of the Mafti, putting himſelf in mourning, went 
witha few of his followers, and amongſt them the 
Agaof the Janizaries, tothe old Seraglto, and pre- 
ſented himſelf to the inraged Souldiers with tears, 
beſceching them to return to their former obedience, 
and Loyalty, offering to make them any ſatisfaction, 
repenting him of his error, and finally invoked 
them by the merits of his Father and all his Ance- 
ſtors, to have ſomepitty upon him their true maſter, 
. This ſubmiſſion a little calmed their fierce natures, {0 
that they began to relent, and had again acknow- 
ledged their Lord, had not the Aga, ſuppoling to 
Cyfry favour with the Emperor, ſhatply reproved 
tem of ingratitude and diſloyalty, which again 
raiſed the not extinguiſhed fire, into ſuch a flame, 
that 1t was no more to be ſubdued ; but firſt having 
ſlain the Aga, and Huzein Baſſa, with ſeveral of 
the Emperors followers of leſſer note, they ſeized 
on his perſon, and carryed him before MMuſtapha, de- 
manding ſentence againſt him, when as the forſaken 
Prince, pleading for his life (and the new Emperor, 
not knowing how to condemn,only nodding in token 
that they might do what they pleaſed) They after a 
conſult amongſt themſelves, determined only to 
1mpriſon him whereupon they ſet him on horſe-back, 
an inſolent Spaby changing Turbants with him, and 
carrycd him to the ſeven Towers, denying by the 
way a draught of water, and then returning placed 
Muſtapha in the Throne proclaiming him Emperor, 
and went to Sack the Houſes of thoſe they had 
murthered. 

Muſtapha having once again mounted the Throne 
anc 
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and of a miſerable Captive made the fecond time 
Emperor, was perſweded by D arat Baſſa, a villaine 
raited to that dignity by the new Emperor, that if 
Oſman lived he would lit uneaſic in his throne;and that 
the Janizaries cooling on the matter, would again 
advance him the rightful Heir of the Ottoman Empire, 
whereupon it was concluded he ſhonld be made 
away, the Charge of which was committed to this 
wicked Counſellor, who knowing his dignity would 
expire with yſtaphas , ſtrangled young Oſman in 
priſon, after he had reigned three years and ſome 
odd dayes, not exceeding lixtcen years of Age, and 
ſo an end was put to the deſign he had to ſubdue the 
German Empire, and afterwards all Ezrope, with ſuch 
ſucceſs he flattered himfelf, little remembring Wat 
when man propoſes, God diſpoſes. 

One thing is worthy of note, a little before this 
Tumult happened, Oſman dreamed that he rid a 
Camel, and being mounted he could not force him 
to go by fair means nor {tripes, and that then de- 
iccnding in a rage to revenge it with his ſword, the 
body of the beaſt vaniſhed, leaving in his hand on- 
ly the head and bridle, at which dream being ex- 
ccedingly troubled,he the next day ſends for one of his 
Wrzards to interpret it, but he refuſed, perſwading 
him to apply himſelf to the Mufry, which he did, 
and had this Interpretation, viz. That the Camel 
lignifed his Empire, his Riding his abule in Govern- 
ment, his deſcenſion or alighting, his depoſing, the 
vaniſhing of the body of the Beaſt, the revolt of his 
SubjeCts,the head and bridle remaining in his hand on- 
ly a bare Tirle, and that he ſhould ſhortly dye. and 
loſe his Empire, the empty name only of Emperor 
accompanying him to his grave. And thus much for 
Oſman Tenth Emperor of the Turks. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. SXL 


Maſtapha Remthrouzed, with an Account 
of his proceedings till bis ſecond Depoſins, 


IM 9 having as has been related, cauſed his 
nephew young Oſman to be ſtrangled in pri- 
ſon, he made ſeveral new Baſlas,diſplacing ſuch as had 
been made by his Predeceſlor, leaft getting power 
they ſhould revenge the death of Oſzzar, nor were 
there ſome wanting, that both debred andattempted 
it, cipecially Mechmert Baſla GOvernour of Erzirum, 
in Aſa. 

During the conſternation of the Aſran Turks, at 
the death of their Emperor, putting them in fear 
the Empire would be diſſolved, the Perſian.King was 
not idle, but with a powerful Army recovered moſt 
places taken from him, by the Turkiſh Sultans, and 
the like might have been effeted by the Chriſtians, 
had they not been at diſcord amongſt themſelves, ſo 
that, that much dreaded Empire, would have been 
reduced into a ſmall circumference, which many atf- 
terwards though too late repented. 

The new Sultan altogether governed by his Impe- 
. Tious Officer not yet ſuppoling himſelf faſt in the 
Throne, conſented to the making away the bre- 
thren of Oſman, and children to Achmat the late 
Emperor, in order to Execute which bloody pur- 
poſe, the Capi- Aga or Major Domo of the Scraglio, 
went to their Lodgings, with a purpoſe to —_—_ 
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them, but the children crying out, ſeveral of the 
Pages run to teir reſcue, and falling upen the meſ- 
ſengers of deatn, flew the Capi- Aga, and evilly in- 
treated the others that attended him , and there- 
upon ſent word to the Janizaries and Spahkiis, who 
approved of their proceedings, commanding the 
body of the Aga tobe hanged up in the Hippodrome, 
2354 terrour to thoſe that ſhould attempt the like for 
the future, and in a rage went to the Pallace de- 
manding Juſtice on them that had Councilled fo 
wicked a purpoſe, but the new Emperor, who dif- 
fered not much from an ideot, ſolemnly proteſted 
he was altogether ignorant of the matter, and if 
ſuch command were procured, it was gotten by 
ſubreption, which Proteltation was eaſily believed, 
yet Darut Baſla,and the Emperors mother were vehe- 
menly ſuſpefted,when toappcaſe the angry ſouldiers, 
the Baſla was diſplaced from the Vizierſhip, Hazen 
Baſſa placed in his ſtead, and the Emperors mother 
hid in the Pallace till the Tempeſt was over, which 
could be no otherwiſe allayed then by a ſhowr of 
Gold Chequins. 

After which,the new Vizier proteſting either to re- 
form the affairs of the Empire, or fall a Sacrifice, did 
a little reſtore the face of Juſtice, by making exam- 
ples of ſome, and terrifying others with threats, 
inſfomuch that he was looked upon as a man fit for 
thoſe boiſterous times, nor was that his only aim, 
but he reſolved when once ſettled in his place, to 
remove AMuſtapha, and place Morat brother to Of: 
man in the Imperial feat, not thinking himſelf ſafe, 
under a man that was altogether governed by an 
imperious woman, deſirous of Rule, and was no 
further capable of the paſſions of love and hate 
then they were infuſed into him. 

During theſe troubles of the Ortoman Empire, the 
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Duke Sbaraske lay upon the Frontiers, and would 
not advance to ratifie the peace between the-King his 
maſter and the new Sultan, till ſach time as Sir Tho- 
mas Rowe his Majeſty of Great Br:ittains Ambaſlador, 
then reſident at the Port had given him his faith for 
his ſecurity, which done, the Duke advanced, and 
upon his arrival at the Port, was magnificently 
entertained by the new Vizier, yet e'r any thing 
was ablolutely concluded, a marter happened which 
had like to have turned all into nothing, ; for on 
the 17 of Jw2e 1622 Prince Coreskie, who had been 
taken in the late war between Oſman and Sigiſmund 
King of Poland, was itrangled in priſon at Conſtan- 
tznople, which pat all into murmur and deep conſj- 
deration, to what 1ntent it was done, when fo great 
a ranſom might have been had for his releaſe, but 
moſt bclieved it was done out of a Politick end, for 
that the Prince being a mortal enemy to the Turks, 
if he ſhould have been ſer at liberty, his reſtleſs 
nature would not have ſuffered the peace to have 
continued long inviolable, yet the urgent affairs of 
Poland fo requiring,the Peace was concluded in nine- 
teen Articles, much to the advantage of - the Pclo- 
nian King, the Turks greatly fearing at that jun- 
ture, the Chriſtians uniting againſt them, might 
diſmember their Empire. . 

The new V1zicr by this time having won the af- 
fetions of the Souldiers, reſolved upon his former 
purpoſe of Depoling AMu«ſtapba, and ſetting up 44o- 
rat Brother to Oſman, then a child, and the better 
to forward his purpoſe, he cauſed the Aga of the 
Janizaries, and ſeveral Officers of the Court to be 
ſeized, as contrivers of the death of Coreskie, whom 
himſelf had commanded to be ſtrangled,which raiſed 
another Tumult ; for the Janizaries running furi- 
ouſly to the Court, demanded their Captain, whom 
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the Baſſa had ordered to be put to death, and had 
done great miſchief had he not been delivered, nor 
were they ſo contented, but peremptorily demand- 
ed the head of the Vilier, folemuly proteſting to 
ſacrifice him for the affront done to their order ; up- 
on which eſcaping through the Emperors Garden, 
he took boat and palled over into 4, whereupon 
they ſacked his houſe, and found therein great ſtore 
of Treaſure, they likewiſe demanced tie heads of 
ſeveral others, but in the end all was huſhed,yet they 
proceeded to the Election of a new Viter, making 
choice of one Muſtapha, a man of a foft nature and 
eaſily ruled, who ſcarcely durſt do Juſtice for tear of 
oflſending any man, which procceding, of the inſo- 
lent Janizaries nevertheleſs, cauſed the wiſer ſort of 
men to retire from office and imployment, and to the 
inſufficient daily change and ruine ; for the Emperor 
durſt not move but by the direCtions of the Souldi- 
ers Whoſe creature he was, ſo many inſolencies were 
frequently committed, and all Afia greatly endan- 
gered to be loſt, for at Bagdat antiently Babylon, 
the Captain of the Janizaries killed the Baſla, burnt 
the Mufti, and gave his daughter in Marriage to 
one Aſſan Beg, pretender toan Antient Inheritance 
of a bordering Province, to cantonize that part 
nor Aſia only Itocod in ſuſpence what to do, but the 
Dominions of the Turkiſh Sultan in Africk, greatly 
wavered, as doubting whom to obcy. 

On the 22 of Azg#ft, an Extraordinary Ambaſſa- 
dor from Bethlehem Gabor Prince of Tranſylvania ar- 
rived at the Port, who amongſt other in{trudtions 
had order to excule his maſter, and to declare rhe 
reaſons, why he had made peace with the Emperor, 
without the knowledpe of the Sr/rmm, which were, 
that the war had continued three yecrs in the King. 
dom of Hungary and had lo waſted tl.c Country, that 
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It was impoſlible for him to ſtay longer in the field 
unleſs he would have expoſed his Army to thoſe 
wants,that would have reduced him to have accepted 
of an inglorious peace, or to have ſuffered a great 
part. of his Souldiers to periſh for want, and thar 
if he had ſtood out upon the peace concluded be- 
tween the Sultan and the Poloman, the whole ſtreſs 
of War would have reſted on him and there- 
fore he deſired to be excuſed, adding that he meant 
not long to conſerve the peace, therefore deſired 
that he and the Baſſa of Buda might have it in 
joynt Commilſlion to raiſe ſuch Forces as they 
thought convenient to invade the Empire , when 
opportunity offered , but this requeſt not agree- 
ing with the intereſt of the Sultan 1t was re- 
jected. 


About this time the 7anizaries in a tumultuary 
way came to the Court and demanded all the 
Offices of gain, and to be Stewards of the Reve- 
nues of the Churches which are great as likewiſe 
to take the Farms of Cuſtoms wherein they com- 
mitted many outrages , the Viſiers not daring to 
deny them any thing they demanded. They drunk 
Wine in the ſtreets without prohibition contrary 
to their Law, and exafted money of the Chriſti- 
ans to purchaſe it, and if denyed took it by force, 
and murthered without being puniſhed, and when 
at any time complaint was made the Magiſtrates 
anſwered they durſt not meddle with them, that 
had murthered their King, and the Baſla's them- 
ſelves delired the complainants patience, telling 
them that they would bear a part ;vith the general 
ſufferance. 

About the ſame time the Zanizarics in the Gallies 
which rid before S-vrnua commanded by Hall _ 
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aſlaulted againſt his will the houſes of the Chriſti- 
an Conſals, inſomuch that the Engliſh Conſul with 
all thoſe of that Nation, were forced to run naked 
from their Lodgings, and fave their lives by ſwim- 
ming to the Admirals Gally, upon which the maſter- 
leſs Turks ranſacked the lower part of the houſe 
there, making ſpoil to the value of Two Thou- 
fand Dollars. The French ſuſtained more loſs, and 
the Venetians at leaſt ten Thouſand Dollars, the 
Conſul having likewiſe one of his men cut in pieces, 
nor could the Admiral cither by threats or intrea- 
ties reſtrain theſe outrages, but was forced for the 
prevention of further naichiet to put to Sea. 


In Afia there were three Rebellions, one at Ba- 
bylon , another at Arzirum upon the borders of 
Perſia, and a third at Meſopotamia , which threat- 
ned the ruine of all 4/ia ; yet to prevent the worſt 
kveral new officers were made, and an Army rat- 
kd in Grecia, in order to paſs the Helleſpont, but in 
the end nothing was done more then allembling to 
little purpoſe , all the Turkiſh Forces on Europe 
lide, which ſo impoveriſhed the Treaſury that the 
like had not formerly been known, nor were any 
Exattions and Extortions omitted to raiſe mony 
tor defraying the necellary charges. 

About this time came to the Court of Poland, an 
Ambaſlador from the great Duke of /uſcovy to in- 
treat a peace, which was hardly granted by reaſon 
ſeveral Letters of the ſaid Ambaſladors being in- 
tercepted , plainly demonſtrated that at his firſt 
ktting out his deligns were otherwiſe, upon notice 
that a Peace was conciuded with the Sultan, he 
feigning himſelf ſick upon the Frontiers, had fent 
for new inſtructions. 
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Darut Baſla who had married Sultan Muſtagha's 
Siſter falling into the diſpleaſure of the Viſier, he 
ſo dealt with the Spah:, that coming to the Court 
they demanded his Head for the murthering the 
late Emperour, and having gotten him into their 
hands were about to behead him, but whilſt he 
was upon his knees, every woman expecting the 
fatal blow, the Fanizaries at the inſtance of the 
Sultans Mother reſcued him and carryed him to 
their Colledge, promiſing him their protection, 
for which he beſtowed amongſt them Forty Thou- 
{and Chequins. - But that availed not, for ſoon aft- 
ter he was taken thence and carrycd to the pri- 
{on where he had murthered young Oſman and there 
ſtrangled, now the better to pleaſe the Folonians 
and obſtruct the cauſe of War tor the future, the 
Ambaſſador was not only diſpatched with ſeveral 
Noblemen of Poland, who had fince the late War 
remained Priſoners, but it was likewiſe concluded 
that Jehan Beob, the Tartarian Prince, Author of 
the War ſhould be depoſed, and Michmert Geheray 
his Coſen, and firſt of the Blond, late Priſoner at. 
the Rhodes, ſhould fucceed him in that large King- 
dom. 


Aſia was ſtill in doubt to he loſt for that Abaſſa 
Baſſa Governour of Arziram, with an Army of 
one hundred thouſand Horſe and Foot had fiezed 
npon moſt of the Provinces, though without doing 
any harm to the inhabitants, but whereſoever he 
found any of the F4nizartes he ſacrificed them to the 
Ghoſt of the dead Emperour, he as he faid being by 
Sod appointed the revenger of his Dcath, and for 
that cauie he had taken up arms declaring that he 
would come to the Port and demand Juſtice upon the 
Murtherers, and that if he was found a 1 raytor - 
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guilty » he would lay down his head willingly 3 
but if thoK he accuſed were found guilty, he would 
ſe execution done, nor did the Nobility of Conftan- 
tinople much diſapprove of his march, rather eſteem- 
ing hima friend then an Enemy, who came to deli- 
ver them from the - Tyranny of . the 7anizaries, 
whoſe inſolencies were inſufferable. Yet to prevent 
the worſt.it was reſolved that 4uſtapha ſhould be 
depoſed, the 7anizaries not gainſaying it, for that 
they well knew they alone ſhould be expoſed to the 
fury of the Baſla, at the rooting out of whoſe order 
he chiefly aimed, though he had likewiſe other de- 
ſignes which were to wreſt the Grand Viſierſhip 
from him that held it, and make himſelf Governour 
of the young Prince Brother to Oſman, whom he 
intended to advance to the Empire ; yet rather for 
ſhew then otherwiſe the Souldiers were ordered to 
paſs the Helleſpont in great numbers, but the FJan- 
zaries would not ſtir & two reaſons, firſt for that 
the time of receiving their pay was at hand, and 
ſecondly fearing alone to be expoſed to the fury of 
the Aſtan Army, greatly doubting that if it came to 
a Battle their Fellows would revolt, and by that 
means eaſily bring them to deſtruction, 
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CHAP. XXII. 


The Life aid Reign of Morat or Amurath 
the 4th. the 1 1th. Emperour of the Turks, 


N.this diſtraftion of the. Ortomar Empire, the 

better to calm the tempeſt ere it turned all into 
corifafion by Shipwracking the State, the Grand 
Viſier going with the Fanizaries and Spaks to the 
Ser ag1iv, demanded to fpeak with Muftapha,and that 
he would anſwer them a few queſtions, which he be- 
mg.no ways able todo, and refnſing to appear they 
entered the Palzce, and took thence orart or Amn- 
za Brother to Ofman, and Sohn to Achmat then 
about. r4 years: of | Age; and carrying him throogh 
the ſtreets m. trunmph , cauſed him every. where 
to be” prockaimed. Emperour to the great content 
of the.@rft ant;nopolitans,, who by this mutation hope 
for peaceful times, and therface of Juſtice reſtored 
which for many months had abandoned the City, 
every man doing in a manner what he pleaſed. 

Thed ay after this innovation the young Emperor 
made his publique entry, from whoſe lively coun- 
renance and apparent aCtivity, every one promiſed 
oreat things during his Reign; but at that time 
{uch had been the policy of the covetous Souldiers 
whom Maſtapha had continually ſupplyed with the 
Imperial Treaſure, to ſupport his bad Title to the 
Turkiſh Diadem, that Money was wanting to ſup- 
ply neceſſary occaſions. Inſomuch that the 7aniza- 
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ed upon with an Augmentation of their pay at the 
Coronation of every Emperour, and that money 
which was found was for the moſt part adulterated, 
infomuch that the Viſter ſent to the Ambaſſadors of 
the Chriſtian Princes reſiding there to borrow 
Thirty Thouſand Dollars, and narrow ſearch was 
made after the Treaſure that had been conveyed a- 
way by the Baſſa's that bore ſway during the diſtra- 
fion in which ſearch Eight Hundred Thouſand Dol- 
lars were found. that had been imbezled by the Vilier 
Darut. 

During theſe Tranſations Abaſſa Baſla had poſ- 
&Ned himfelf of all moſt all 4a, whereupon it was 
thought neceſſary by fair means to perſwade him to 
lay down his Arms,and the rather to1nduce him ſo to 
do, the Emperour ſent unto the Capigs Baſla with a 
Veſt, Sword and Letters of Credence giving him 


thanks for the love he had ſhewed to his Brother and 


his Blogod,but now the revenge belonged to himſelf of 
which he would take care, and therefore delired 
him if he were a true ſubjeft as he profeſſed himſelf 
to be to return to his Government of Arzirum, af- 
ter having diſſolved his Army, and there to reſt till 
fyrther occaſion required his ſervice. Upon this order 
from the Emperor he excuſed hanſelt, that the far 
advancement of the ſeaſon would not permit him to 
retire, but promiſed to live in peace until the ſpring 
and then to return in obedience to his Government. 
Nor was this all for the Baſſa or Emir of Sidon was 
up in Arms, and with an Army of Thirty Thouſand 
men had ſized the ſtrong City and Caftle of Da- 
cw, and was ſuppoſed to hold confederacy with 
the Chriſtian Princes being himſelf no favourer of 
the Mahomerarn ſuperſtition , and beſides he was a 
Prince by deſcent and claimed a right to thoſe 
Countriesas the anticnt inheritance of his Mredecel(- 
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ſors nor was the Emperor in a condition to repreſs 
him by force;thercfore intreaties were uſed as to the 
former with many large promiſes, nor was the Tran- 
filvanian Prince quiet thoogh in a different nature, 
for contrary to his Leaguc with the Emperor in a 
hoſtile manner he cntered Hungary, and poſſeſſed 
himſelf of ſeveral Towns : To oppoſe whom the 
[mperialiſts raiſed a conſiderable Army and incamp- 
ed in the way he was to paſs, yet was his coming fo 
ſuddain that he cut off ſeven hundred ſtraglers of the 
Imperialiſts, and had furprized the Camp had not 
the alarum been given by ſome that fled, yet with 
his whole Army he ſo preſſed them, that they were 
forced to betake themſelves to a ſmall Town Gho- 
ding upon the River of Moran, where they Fortified 
under a Caſtle that defended it;but in the end oppreſ- 
ſed with cold and hunger they ſent to the Prince to 
make truce which with the conſent of Sultan Morat 
was 2ccorded on theſe conſiderations. Firſt, That 
the Emperour ſhould diſclaim all right to Hungary, 
and ſhould leave the people free under the Govern- 
ment of the Prince of Tranſilvania. Secondly , 
That the Prince and all the Provinces that had ſent 
their Ambaſſadors to the Port, and had made league 
with him, and had taken the Imperial protection 
ſhould be reſtored to their antient Liberty and 
Eſtates. Thirdly, That the Emperor ſhould pay 
an annual Tribute of forty thouſand Dollars, pre- 
tended to be granted in the dayes of Solyman for Au- 
ftria, and that the Prince, and the Baſſa of Buda, 
ſhould have full power, if they found it convenient 
at #ny time to conclude a Peace on the part of the 
Ottoman Emperor, and that all Cities, Towns, and 
Caſtles ſhould remain in the hands of thoſe that 
Poſleſſed them, a free intercourſe of Trade being 
allowed 
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allowed between the Subjefts of the one and the 


other Empire. 


This done the Prince of Tranſs/vania made ſhew 
as if he would redeem all the poor Captives taken 
by the Turks at his own charge, with ſome ſmall 
alliſtance from the Imperialiſts, upon whom he lay- 
ed the fault, that it was not done, for as much as 
they failing to ſend their Commiſſioners to treat 
about the matter, the Turks in the night time de- 
camped, and carried away with them contrary to 
his pleaſure twenty thouſand Chriſtians into miſera- 
ble Captivity. He likewiſe warned the Turks to 
keep in order and not to ſtraggle in their retreat, 
nor to commit any inſolency or ſpoil, for that the 
Country was all in Armes, and already inraged, 
but they not following his Council two thouſand 
Hungarian Horſe fell upon their Rear, and cut off 
ſix hundred of them ; whereupon they turned head 
and deſtroyed many Villages, killing and taking Pri- 
ſoners all that came to hand, and among{t the reſt 
one of the Hungarian Lords. 

By this time the Perſ#ar deſirous to ditmember the 
Ottoman Empire, with a powerful Army entred the 
Turkiſh Dominions in the Province of Babylon, 
and greatly Alarumed that City, whereupon a war 
was proclaimed againſt him at the Port, and all 
Souldiers in the Emperors pay commanded to repair 
to the rendezvous upon pain of Confiſcation, and 
their wives and children being fold for ſlaves, it was 
likewiſe propounded that a reconciliation ſhould. be 
made between the Emperor and Abaſſa Baſla at any 
rate, leaſt he ſhould joyne with the Perſeax, and that 
being ſo gained he might be imployed as General of 
Turkiſh Army, but the Janizaries would not hear of 
the advancement of their mortal enemy, but rather 
deſired wo be led againſt him and fight it our to the 
P P 3 uty 
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utmoſt, but the Spah: were of another mind, as ra- 
ther inclinable to the Baſla, yet the Janizaries diſ- 
placed their. Aga, for diſlwading them therefrom, 
and ſet up in his ſtead a page of the Court. 

Thus whilſt it was unreſolved how to proceed, the 
Perſian King, omitted no opportunity, but Conquer- 
ed the Province and City of Babylon, put to flight 
Hafis Baſla, General of that defenſive war, and took 
priſoner Chur Haſſen Baſla a renowned old Souldier, 
and cutting in pleces all that oppoſed him, found 
means to ſeize upon Moſul (antiently called Ninivie) 
and Laska, on the Perſian Sea, and dividing his Ar- 
my , ſent part towards Yan and Diarbeck, and the 
other towards Mecha, incompaſling by that means 
all that part of the Turks Dominions. 


About this time his Majeſty of Great Brittain, by 
his Ambaſlador reſiding at Conſtantinople, complain- 
ed of the injuries his Subjefts Trading in thoſe 
Seas, had ſuſtained by the Pirates of Argier and 
Tunis, who in two years ſpace, had taken about 
one hundred Engliſh Veſſels, moſt of them richly la- 
den, wherefore the Ambaſſador demanded that they 
might be puniſhed for violating the League, and be 
forced to reſtore ſuch Veſſels with their lading, as 
were found not to be imbezled, or that they might 
' be left to his Majeſty to puniſh without any offence 
to the Grand Seigneour, but many of the Baſlas 
being intereſted in thoſe Piracies, nothing more 
could be procured then a Letter to the Baſſas of 
thoſe two Cities , to ſend their Commiſſioners to 
to the Port, to anſwer to what was objected againſt 
them, and at length to promiſe not any more to 
moleſt the Engliſh, in order to the confirmation 'of 
which, ſeveral Articles were drawn, -and delivered 
to Sir Thomas Rowe, then reliding at the Port, hrs 
the 
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the Grand Seigneours Letter of command to. the 
Dage Baſſa and Divan of Argier and Tas to for- 
bear allaulting or 1a the leaſt in juring anyEveliſh hips 
or the Subjefts of the King of England, in what 
part, of the Ottoman Empire ſoever they refided, in- 
ſomuch that the fear of puniſhment, did for .the 
ſpace of five years deter thoſe Pirates from mo- 
leſting the Exghſb, either by Sea or Land, aud the 
better to ingratiate themſelves, they delivered fix 
hundred Engliſh Marriners (which they had taken 
at divers times)without Ranſom, but upon the Expi- 
piration of the years aforeſaid they again robbed 
and ſpoiled the Merchants ſhips Trading in thoſe 
parts, but were frequently met withall by the: Eng- 
{ih men of war that were ſent into thoſe Seas to 
ſecure the Trafhck. 

Anno 162.4, on the 24. of March Al: Balla the great 
Vifier, by whoſe means Morat was advanced tothe 
Crown, was ſent for into the Serag/io, where: heing 
queſtioned by the young Emperor about .the affairs 
of the Perſian Invaſion, and not anſwering to the 
fatisfaCtion of thoſe preſent, he was then and there 
at the commandment of the -Emperour beheaded, 
and his body caſt out into the ſtreet [ (which .cauled 
much murmuring amongſt his friends )) and one 
Creques Mechemet advanced to the Dignity of Grand 
Viſiter, but he was not ſettled in his place before 
news came that the Roman ;Emperour had entered 
Hungary with an Army of (Fifty Thouſand Horſe 
and Foot, reſolving to recover the Towns a little 
before take by Bethlem G abor Prince of Trauſiluanias 
and-that the .Cofſack with four hundred Boats:were 
abroad in the Black Sea, and had taken _ many vel- 
ſels laden ,with Provilion,; as likewiſe made ,great 
ſpoil upon.the Coaſt. To, prevent. which. the,Baſlas 
of Buda, Temeſwar , Boſna, Caniſa, and Agria, e- 
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ceived Orders to joyn with the Tranſfilvaniay, and 
ſeveral Gallies diſpatched into the black Sea, nor 
were the preparations againſt the Perſians ſlackned, 
who ſtill marched on conquering, for by this time 
Abaſſa Baſſa upon the receipt of the Grand Signeours 
pardon had ſubmitted himſelf, and with the forces 
under his command marched towards the frontires, 
to joyn with Hafis Achmet Baſſa who made head on 
that fide, by which the ſuſpicion of the Zanizarres 
being removed they to the number of Thirty Thou- 
ſand were muſtered for the Wars, and Forty thou- 
ſand Spab:, their rendezvous being appointed about 
Bruſſia, and at the ſame time Biram Baſta was dif- 


patched General of the frontires of Poland and Bug- , 


aania with Four thouſand Souldiers, and Orders to 
command all the Begs and Sanzacks, to raiſe ſuch 
forces as they could and joyn him to prevent the 
incurſions of the Gfſacks, and more Gallies ſent into 
the black Sea, to tranſport Fear Gheray Han Prince 
of Tartary the year before depoſed by Mechmet, 
and to re-eſtabliſh him in his Kingdom, but Aech- 
met having notice of his arrival, raiſed an Army of 
Sixty thouſand Horſe, and drove him from the Land 
with the ſlaughter of many Turks, which ſo inraged 
the Grand Signeour that as he ſaid, his honour be- 
ing engaged he reſolved to re-inthrone him, for 
Aechmet was ſuſpetted of holding carreſpondence 
with the Perſian, to whoſe proceeding the Turks 
and Arabians had by this time put a ſtop, but fail- 
ed therein, for the Captain Baſla with a great Ar- 
my Landing the ſecond time was routed, two Ballas 
and about Five thouſand Turks ſlain, as many taken 
Priſoners, and Twenty pieces of Cannon, with 
much rich Furniture left to the Tartars, who by that 
means found that they were able to deal with the 


Things 
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Things falling out thus in Tartary, the Ceſſacks 
taking the advantage of the Turkiſh Fleets abſence, 
with Eighty Boats or ſmall Barks entered the 
ſtraights of Boſphoris, where lying before Conſtantino- 
ple , they brought a general fear upon that grear 
City, and after having plundered and razed ſeveral 
Towns upon the Sea Ccaſt, they returned in Tri- 
umph unoppoſed , which good ſucceſs imboldened 
them with a greater number of Veſlels to adventure 
aſecond time, when as before they returned with a 
great booty, the Turks not being able to prevent 
it. About the ſame time the Pirates of Tan and Argiers 
revolted from the Grand Signeours obedience, and 
robbed many of his Ports in the Mediterranean;taking 
ſuch Ships as they found therein, and ſetting fire to a 
great number of Storehouſes,ſo that the loſs theChri- 
ſtian Merchants ſuſtained by them in one Expedition 
amounted to 4 Millions of Ducates, nor did they lets 
harm by Land to ſuch as bordered on their Country, 
neither regarding Friends or Foes any longer then 
ſtood with their convenicrcy and profit, being in- 
deed Enemies to all men ; which inteſtine troubles 
obliged Morat to conclude a Peace with Hechmer, the 
Tartar Prince difſembling the intentions he had ro 
depoſe him, laying all the fault of what had happen- 
ed upon the Captain Baſla, whoſe head had like to 
have gone off to have rendered his Maſters ſtory 
plauſible, ſuch danger are thoſe in that live under 
a Tyrant, whoſe will is his Law, not welghing 
Juſtice nor good deſerts further then may ſerve his 
purpoſe. Yet blood was not wanting for Auzein 
Baſſa who ſometime before fled, being taken ard 
brought 'to Cnſftantinopie, where (after in hopes to 
fave his Life, he had confelled his Treaſure) he was 
ſtrangled. Abaſſa Balla notwithitanding the ſpeci- 
ous ſhews he made to march againſt the Perſtans, 
linger'd 
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linger'd greatly,which gave the Janizariesa ſuſpicthn 
that he had contrived the matter only to draw them 
into his danger, and then to deſtroy them as he had 
formerly purpoſed, which opinion of theirs had 
turned all again into confuſion, had he not at that 
inſtance reconciled himſelf to the Grand Y:ſrer, and 
proteſted that he would not hurt the Janizaries, 
but uſe his Arms in defence of the Empire. So that 
by ſwearing three times on the Alcoran, that no 
violence ſhould be done on either ſide, all animoſities 
vaniſhed, the Government of Arzirum being con- 
firmed to him, and he allowed a competent number 
of Souldiers to guard the frontires , as likewiſe 
places of truſt beſtowed upon moſt of his chief Of- 
ficers, but upon the Fanizaries putting many of his 
Friends to the Sword who had yielded themſelves 
to the Grand Viſier, he in a rage fell into their 
quarter, making ſhaughter of three or four thouſand 
of them, though not without the loſs of as many of 
his own men, but finding that the Viſier had drawn 
up his Army in Battalia, he ſonnded the retreat and 
marched to his Government, and the Viſier kept on 
his way towards Dzarbecher to ſeek the Perſian, when 
in the mean time the Perſian General treated with 
Abaſſa to deliver up the City of Arzirum, to the 
King his Maſter promiſing in lieu thereof great re- 
wards, but he knowing upon ſuch terms he could 
at any time make his peace who ever was Conque- 
ror, ſeemingly hearkened to that motion ; ſo that 
gaining credit eight thouſand Perſians was ſent to 
take poſſeſſion thereof, who he no ſooner got with- 
in his danger, but he ſet upon them, put one thou- 
{and to the Sword, and took moſt of the remainder 
Priſoners, which cauſed the Turk to have a better 


Opinion of him then formerly , infomuch thar. 


they 
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they nominated him for Grand Viſier the enſuing 
year. 


Anno 1625. a new Rebellion broke out in Afa, 
headed by an ordinary Spahi, who drew down ten. 
thouſand men before the City of Smirza, the which 
after ſome reſiſtance he entered, and 'pretending to 
reform abuſes cut off the heads of 'two Cadees,.:pu- 
niſhed divers others, place and diſplaced the Ma- 
iſtrates as he pleaſed, and then departed without 

fering any ſpoil to be made, pretending the Grand 
Signeours order for what he had done, and ain- 
deed the Court connived at his proceedings, for 
awing corrupt Officers, he reſtored the face of Ju- 
ſtice in thoſe parts, but not long after, he with 
a greater power marched toward Braſſ:a in Natolia, 
uſing the Name of Morat to colour his purpoſe, pre- 
tending, to work a Reformation in the State, butin 
the ending of great preparations were making to op- 
poſe him, he disbanded his Army and retired himn- 
ſelf. And now the mortality raged at Conftantinople 
in ſuch ſort, that 'Fifty thouſand died in a ſhort 
ſpace, ſo that the City was left almoſt deſolate; 
which known to the Coſſacks, they came again in 
their Boats, and failing through the Boſphorus made 
great. ſpoil on Ewrope ſide, attempting, to burn'the 
Arſenal, to prevent which all the Gallies and imall 
Veſſels in the Port were manned out, ſo that be- 
tween them there happened a fierce ingagement 3 
but the Coſſacks Boats being ſmall'though imany!in 
number, thirty of them by the ſhot 'of the Gallies 
were funk and overturned, inſomach -that 'five'hun- 
dred Gfſacks were drownetl and: taken Prifoners, 
and double the number of Turks:ſlain, tor the Boats 
being in all three hundred, and each Boat'manned 
with thirty -or forty Muſquetiers , they _— 
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their Bullets ſo thick upon the Decks of the Gallies, 
that ſcarce a Turk peeped out but he was cut off ; 
twice they boarded the Admirals Gally, and had 
taken it had not the Sea of a ſuddain gone high, 
and the Wind ſtood againſt them. 

Upon the approach of great Viſier towards the 
Province of Babylon, the King of Perſia ſent to de- 
fire a Treaty of Peace, which was only to protratt 
time, It in the end coming to nothing, yet the 
Princes of Georgia ſent their Amballadors, as wil- 
ling to be freed from the Perſian yoke, which Am- 
baſladors were kindly entertained by the Vilier, 


| their demands granted, and the Biſhop of Calcedon 


their Countrey man ſent back with them to ſee the 
Peace Ratihed ; upon which they raiſed a great Ar- 
my, and invaded the Territories of Perſia, to op- 
poſe whom the King ſent part of his Army nder 
the leading of his great Leiutenant, who joyning 
Battle was overthrown, with the loſs of ſever 
thouſand of his men , which greatly incouraged 
the Viſer, fo that he reſolved the next year to be- 
ſiege Babylon, in which was a Garriſon of eight. 
thouſand Perſians, beſides the Citizens who were 


five times the number, yet early in the Spring. 


Arno 1626. having refreſhed his Army, he pitch- 
ed his Camp before that great City , but as they 
were making their approaches Twenty Thouſand 
Perſian Horſe , who attended the motion of the 
Turks, fell into the Viſiers quarter doing great ex- 
cution, and by that means troubled the whole Ar- 
my, but in fine the Perſians were obliged to retire, 
yet not before they had ſlain about Six Thouſand 
Turks,upon which a muſter was taken of the Army, 
which was found-much leſs then was expected for 
that a number of the Spahi and Zanizaries that were 

| in- 
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ioroled, had forborn to undertake that dangerous, 
and ſo often fatal Expedition, and ſeven Princes of 
the Arabs Tributaries to the Grand Signeour hay- 
ing raiſed their power, refuſed to advance any 
further then the Borders of their Principalities, al- 
ledging that they durſt not diipicaſe. the poſſeſſors 
of Babylon, but were ready to obey 4t the City fell 
into the hands of the Turks, which weakneſs known 
to the Perſian King he drew thither the ſtrength of 
his whole Kingdom, and running Trenches round 
about the Turks Camp, beſieged it in ſuch manner 
that all Proviſions and Succors was cut off, and in- 
ſtead of hoping to win the City, they were ſolici- 
tous of nothing more then how to retreat. This 
danger of the Army was made known to the Emperor 
and Divano at Gnſtantinople, but nothing was done 
till it was too late, for through want and diſeaſes 
the Army was ſo waſted, that they were no wayes 
able to make head againſt their Enemies ; beſides a 
great number of them were ſlain in the frequent 
allies the beſieged made out of the City, and the 
Perſians Incurſions, who ſeldom failed to beat up 
one quarter or other of the Camp, and hearing of 
no ſupplies durſt advance, or were in a probabllit 

to relieve the half ſtarved Souldiers, who had left 
no unclean thing uneaten, it was reſolved that un- 
der the favour of the night the Camp ſhould riſe 
and force a way through the Perſian Squadron, rather 
chooſing to die like men then pine with hunger ; 
Whereupon they brake their great Artilery, and 
caſt into the Exphrares all ſuch things as they could 
not convey away, to prevent their falling intothe 
hands of the Enemy, and then with as little noiſe 
as poſſible, broke through one quarter of the Per(s- 
an Camp, yet not ſo ſuddainly but that the Perſrans 
taking the Alarum, overtook them ere they reached 
Ninwe 
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N3nive, and had the execution of the Army for the 
ſpace of ten dayes, in which time ſeventy thouſand 
Turks and Tartars fell by the Sword, when to caſt 
the odium upon the Baſla's, and to ſave his credit 
at. the Port the Viſier cauſed three of their heads to 
be ſtricken oft This great blow cauſed the revolt 
of many Cities, upon the Frontires of Perſia, and 
indangered the revolt of all 4fia. The Turks not 
having received the like blow, ſince the overthrow 
of Bajazet the firſt by T amerlane the great, which 
cauſed a general heavyneſs throughout the City of 
Conſtantinople , few therein but loſt one Friend or 
other in this unfortunate War, of which the Em- 
perour of Germanies Ambaſſador taking, advantage 
preſled for a ſpecdy concluſion of Peace, and labour- 
cd to croſs the. purpoſe of the Tranſylvarnian Prince, 
but in, the interim the Imperial and Tranſylvanian At- 
mies being abroad, en the 16th. of October near t9 
the River Gran a mortal Battle was faught between 
them, wherein the latter was put to the rout, and 
in paſſing confuſedly the River over two Bridges 
layed for that purpoſe, Six thouſand were ſlain 
drowned and taken Priſoners, yet Winter coming 
on the Prigce retired with his 'Troops, and with- 
out. the conſent of the Turks made a Fruce with the 
Imperialiſts for three months, ſending to the Port 
to excuſe himſelf for fo doing, by ſhewing the nc- 
ceſlity that induced him lo to do. But ere a Peace 
could be concluded as was intended Count Mansfe!r 
and Duke Erneſtxs, who were the greateſt inciters 
thereto died, ſo that nothing for a time was done 
therein, but it was left in the power of the Prince; 
and Baſla of Buda to War upon the Emperour,. as 
they found it convenient or moſt advantagious, 1lnſo- 
much that they raiſed great forces intending to 
make A»ſtria the ſat of War, but upon further ne- 
gotiation 
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otiation that deſign was layed aſide, all Parties 
bh more deſirous of Peace then War, and fo 
matters were left doubtful. 


About this time an Ambaſſador from the King of 
Perſia, with overtures of Peace arrived at Aleppo, 
but could get no Audience of the Viſier, who re- 
mained there with his broken Army till an other 
ambaſſador with preſents arrived at Conſtantinople, 
where he made ſuch overtures that they were ap- 
proved by many, but the non-delivery of Babylon a 
little before taken by the Perſians, put a ſtop to 
the negotiation, the Turks not being willing upon 
any other Terms to hearken to Peace, for that 
their Army in Aſia was by this time recruited and 
againentered into Perſia, to avert which the Perſians 
belieged Achithkg a ſtrong City near Arzirum, being, 
incouraged thereto by Abaſſa Balſa, to whom the 
Vicier ſent to draw out his forces, and in conjun&tion 
with the Georgians, to joyn with ſuch forces as he 
ſhould ſend him which were three thouſand 7amza- 
nes under the leading of twelve Captains, with 
whom he ſent Provition and other neceſſaries, but 
for the hatred the Baſla had to that order he com- 
manded them to be ſet upon in the night, andalk 
moſt all cut in pieces, thoſe that remained and were 
taken Priſoners he ſent to the Perſia» King, and 
then with fuch forces as he had Fortified himſelf in 
Arzirum. The news of this diſgrace coming to 
the ear of the Viſier, he drew down with all his 
forces toward the Rebel, reſolving - to puniſh 
= if he could by any means get him into his 

ands. 


Now the treaty between the Imperial Manitters, 
thoſe of the Grand Signeonrs and 7ranſylvauian 
Princes 
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Princes growing ripe, a Peace was concluded though 
ſeverally, for the Prince having underſtood that the 
King of Denmark, who was coming to his aid had 
been overthrown by Walſtain the Emperours Gene- 
ral, and that the Baſla of Buda bought with Ger- 
man Gold, had croſled all his purpoſes at Conſtantine 
pie, and diſcovered his inmoſt Councils, he grew 
jealous of his own ſtate, and therefore thought it 
beſt to make Peace whilſt he was in a capacity to 
obtain honourable condition, which Treaty . com- 
priſed in ten Articles were Ratifed at Presburg. The 
chief points of which were, That either ſide ſhould 
ceaſe from Hoſtilities, and forbear directly or indi- 
rectly to aſſiſt each others Rebells, and that all the 
City and Towns taken in the late War, ſhould be 
redelivered. Nor were the Turks ſlow in finiſhing 
their Treaty, as being no ways able to maintain a 
Army in Exrope by reaſon of their troubles in Aſia, 
ſo that much to the ſame purpoſe as the former con- 
tained in eleven Articles, the Peace was concluded 
at the Port, to the great joy of all parties eſpeci- 
ally of the Turks, who were now at leaſure to re- 
— their Towns, and quell the Rebellions in 
Aſia. 


Anno 1627. Halil Baſla the great Viſier and Ge- 
neral of the Turkiſh Army, in having for ſome- 
time beſieged Abaſ/a Balla in Arziram, and finding 
his attempts to win the Ciry vain, by reaſon of the 
many inconveniencies in his Camp, he was forced 
to riſe, which the Rebel perceiving fallied out and 
with all his forces followed hard after for ſeven 
dayes, cutting off all his Rear, and took his Trea- 


ſure, Canncn and Baggage, which ſo diſcouraged 


the Souldiers, that they mutined againſt their 
Gencral and ſought ro ſtone him, and long was it 
crc 
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ere they could be appeaſed, whereupon he wrote to 
the Grand Signeour informing him that there was 
no hopes of obedience unleſs the reverence of his 
perſon did revive it, yet he reſted at Tocar and for 
the better quieting ditorders disbanded a part of his 
Army,whoalmoſt naked to the great diſgrace of the 
Vilier came to Conſtantinople, which gave Abafſa Balla 
opportunity to hold correſpondence with the Poles, 
Tartars, and Cofſacks, whereupon Huſfſcruph Ba\li a 
Viter of the Bench, and late Aga of the 7anizaries, 
was choſen conduQor of the Militia, ard palled over 
into Aſia with ſuch forces as could be inltantly rai- 
ſed, and many great Ordinance caſt for the ſervice, 
Gallies were likewiſe fitted out, and all preparations 
made as far as the Treature would extend, and It 
was further concluded that Hferuph ſhould march 
directly to Dzarbecher to oppole the Perſian, and 
there remain as Baſla of the Province, aud that on 
his way to prevent charge, the Seal ſhould be ſent 
him and he conſtitnted great Vilier in the room of 
Halil Balla, whoſe credit thercin was had in re- 
gard for that he was not ſeut for home as in diſ- 
grace, but in the head of the Army deliveredup his 
charge and lo retired to rhe Port, there to continue 
one of the Council Viliers. 


Anno 1628, about the 5th. of April F.fſeruph was 
declared Grand Vilier, and rook upon him the charge 
of the Army with orders to march directly toward 
Babylon, for of Abaſſa Balla they had had enough tl.e 
year before. Yet he wrote to the Grand Signeour, 
terming himlelt his flave, promiling hun that he 
would hold the Proviuce of Arzirum for him, but ir 
he ſought to expeli him by force he would pur it in- 
to the hands of the Perfrzn, but it he mighr pollets 
It he would detend it againft him, and itill hold him 
Q q as 
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as the capital Enemy of the Turkiſh Empire, nor 
ſhould his forces be wanting to alliſt the new Gene- 
ral in his Expedition for the recovery of Babylon, 
and this was accepted as a plenary ſubmiſſion. 

Whilft the Grand Signeour w4s thus bulied to ſet- 
tle affairs of Aſia, and to reduce Abaſſa Baſla to obe- 
dience, the Tartar ian was cpenly declared a Rebel 
and Enemy to the Turkiſh Empire, and his Brother 
Schachin Geheray ſent out of Perſta, to raiſe troubles 
on that ſide, having exatted a Tribute of the 
Princes of Bugdania and Vaiachia, he was over- 
thrown by Count Emire a Tartar Captain, who 
undertook to reduce him to the obedience of the 
Grand Signeour, whereupon it was ſuddaiily reſol- 
ved that it ſhould be once again attempted to reſtore 
Ghian Geray to that Kingdom, and to expell 
AMechmet Han, in order to which the Captain 
Baſſa once more prepared the Fleet of Gallies , {0 
that for a year the Mediterranean was like to be in- 
cumbred, and the Turkiſh Empire ingaged in 16 
many troubles, that every thing ſeemed to work 
towards Its ſubverſion. but great bodies have ſtrong 
LuCtations and die rut with one fit, and ſuch was 
the blindneſs and miſery of the times that whilſt 
the Chriſtian Princes contended in ambitious and 
envious rather then juſt quarrels, none of them had 
leaſure to puſh down that Enemy who ſtood totter- 
ring on the brink of ruine, nor to vindicate the 
Chriſtian honour, nor the Holy Land oppreſled and 
poſſeſſed by a Tyrant, that only ſubſiſted by their 
diſſentions. | | 

About this time great differences aroſe between 
the Greek and Romiſh Churches, about ſuperiority 
and forms of Worſhip, which was ſtrongly main- 
tained by either party, inſomuch that for a long 
time (to the ſcandal of the Chriſtian Religion) the 
Con- 
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controverſie was debated before the Turkiſh Com- 
miſſioners at Conſtantinople , who being Enemies to 
both alike, nay, even to the very name of Chrilt, 
moving no otherwayes then they were bribed, 
laughing to ſee the ſimplicity of the Chriſtians, to 
make them Arbitratory of that which they nothing - 
more deſired then to deſtroy, but in the end after 
infinite Treaſure ſpent, the Pope proved the richer, 
and therefore prevailed to have ſuch of his Clergy 
as had been diſpoſleſſed of their Colleges, Monaſte- 
ries, and the like in the Turkiſh Empire reltored, 
eſpecially the Jeſuits who had been thruſt out of St. 
Bennets Church and Monaſtery in Galatia, concern- 
1nz the reſtitution of whom the Grand Signeour, 
at the inſtance of the Freach Ambaſſador ſent his 
Letters mandatory to Afſan Baſla Captain of the 
Sea, and to the Cadee o! Galatia. 

About this time Sir Thomas Row, Ambaſllador at 
the Port for His Majeſty of Great Brittasn, procu- 
red leave to depart, by whom the Grand Signcour 
ſent this following Letter. 


The Grand Signeours Letter to his Majeſty of 
Great Brittain.

Be it known unto your Majeſty at the ſioht of this Let- 
ter, That your Ambaſſador Sir Thomas Rowe, reſpett- 
ed and beloved among ſt the Chriſtians, to whom we wiſh 4 
happy end, being heretofore ſent to reſide as your Ambaſſa- 
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dor at our happy Port, to be watchful over all offices of 


00d correſpondence between us, and that all requiſite terms

nary diligence and induſtry, for the high honour and great 
ſame of your Majeſty His Soveraign, and now your /U a- 
Jeſty having ſent in his place one of the chief of your moſt 
eſteemed Sir Peter Wyche, ro reſide at our Imperial 
Port, and that the ſaid Sir Thomas Rowe hath taken 
reſolution to return to your Majeſty, with our 7mperial 
conſent we ſend him unto you, with theſe our Imperial 
Letters, hoping in the moſt High God, that when as he is 
moſt ſafely arrived with you, out of your abundant and 
innate clemency, and your ſingular and ſincere goodneſs, in 
reſpect of his good and faithful ſervice, that you will ſee 
him honoured and rewarded, and to ſee that the great 
off ettion and love which we nouriſh towards your Ma- 
zeſty, may be daily increaſed we deſire you readily im- 
ploy your benign care in the keeping and obſerving our 
[mperial Capitulation with every Article therein contain- 
ed, as we on our part will likewiſe do in all things that 
are meet to be done, concerning their perfect obſervation, 
whereof you ſhall fizd a good and clear Teſtimony by our 


future eff etts. 


Given at Conſtantinople, Anno 1628. 


With this Letter and ſeveral preſents, Sir Thomas 
Rowe imbarqued on the Sampſon Frigat, in order to 
fail for England, but coming before Malta, and be- 
ing there becalmed, four Gallies came out of the Ha- 
ven and ſet upon the Engliſh Veſſel, but after ſeven 
hours hot diſpute were forced to retire with the 
loſs of thirty fix Knights of the Order, and two 

| | __hun- 
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hundred ſixty four common Souldiers and Rowers, 
when in the Sampſon only one Jew a Paſſenger was 
killed, and about ſix men wounded,,yet the Ship 
was grievonſly rent with Culverin ſhot, and had 
been loſt had the Sea heen outragious. | 

Sir Peter Wyche His Majeſty of great Brittains 
new Ambaſſador at Conſtantinople, had not long con- 
tinued there betore tome diſturbance happened, oc- 
caſoned by one WilliamBundock, an Engliſh Captains 
taking a Ship belonging to the Port, as ſhe was fail- 
ing to Meſſma, which cauſed the owners to demand 
with much clamour reparation, infomuch that the 
Chimacham or Chief Ofthcer of the Port, cauſed an 
Imbargo to be layed upon two Engliſh Veſlels then 
riding at Anchor in the Haven of Conſtantinople, nor 
could the Ambaſſador procure their releaſe with- 
out a promiſe of reparation for the dammages ſu- 
ſtained, and that the ACtor ſhould be puniſhed, nor 
would the inſolent Souldiers though no way 1inte- 
reſſed therein till five hundred Dollars were beſtow- 
ed amongſt them. 


Anno 1629. The Grand Signeour after much de- 
bate in counſel, made Proviton to renew the War 
in Perſia, as the only delign of Honour and Conſe- 
quence, for though the Turkiſh Empire 1ngaged in 
many troubles required a judicious and more then 
common providence to ſupport it, beſet with dan- 
gers on every lide, and bearing more apparent 
ſigns of its declination then ever. Yer the difgrace 
of Halil Baſſas retiring from Babylox, and from be- 
fore Arzirum, and the lo of the Treaſure and Mu- 
nition, ſo inſpired H«ſſeruph the new General with 
revenge, thar he defired nothing more then to blot 
out thoſe ſtains that Eclipled the Turkiſh Diadem, 
whereupon having recruited his Army, he came be- 
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fore Babylon, but after ſome bravadoes retired to 
Aleppo, without performing any thing worthy men- 
tion, and there to fſatishe his mutinous Souldiers, 
exacted mony of all the Merchants ſtrangers and 
native inhabitants, incouraging every baſe fellow 
to accuſe Rich perſons of one crime or other, and 
then himſelf ſitting as Judge would lay great fines 
on them, which they muſt pay or be impriſoned, up- 
on the the like pretence he impriſoned the Engliſh 
Conſul reſiding there, and hanged his Br«ggerman 
or Interpreter, which infolencies made known to 
His Majeſties Ambaſſador at Conſtantinople, he com- 
plained to the Grand Signeour but had no redreſs. 
Yet within a while after his 11] conduct being made 
known he was diſplaced, and Haffis Achmat Balla 
made great Viſier in his ſtead, though not without 
much difficulry, could he be induced to render his 
charge, for having by large Bribes won the Soul- 
diers, he fortified himſelf in Moſul or Ninive biding 
defiance to his Maſter, yet at length he was reduced 
to obedience, but would not truſt himſelf in the 
City of Conſtantinople, but at a diſtance plotted-in- 
novation, and therein proceeded ſo far that he cau- 
ſed the Tanizaries and Spahi to mutiny, and force 
the Grand Signeour to deliver into their hands the 
new Vitter, whom they inſtantly tore in pieces, and 
not ſo contented they made a further demand of the 
Alufti and Teftarder put into their power, but at 
the earneſt intreaty of Iorat they were appealed, 
though not before he promiſed to made Huſſernph 
a ſecond time Viſier, and that Regeb Baſla ſhould of- 
ficiate till his arrival. 

The ſtorm allayed the Grand Signeour began to 
conlider that Hufſeruph had raiſed it by the Influence 
he had upon the Souldiers, and therefore leaſt he 
jhould attempt any thing further, ſecret order was 
given 
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iven to the Baſla of Buda in whoſe Government he 
reſided to ſend his head to Court, which was done 
accordingly, but not ſo privately but that the Soldi- 
ers getting notice thereof, ſuddenly made up their 
many headed monſter, and in a great rage came to 
the Seraglio demanding the heads of thoſe that had 
been any way councelling or conſenting to the death 
of Huſſeruph, otherwiſe they threatned all with ruin, 
but having no anſwer ſuitable to their minds they 
ran to the houſe of Regeb, demanding of him who it 
was that had councelled ſo great a wickedneſs. 
Whereupon to fave his Lite (which was then in no 
{mall danger) he proteſted he knew not, and that 
himſelf was innocent of the matter, yet they for- 
ced him with them to the Palace , and made him 
their Orator to demand what they delired , upon 
which the Aga Mufti and Teftardar with a private 
Servant of the Srand Signeours fled, but the latter 
being the next day taken and ſent back , he was 
delivercd up as a ſacrifice to the infolent Souldiers, 
who after their uſual manner in ſuch like caſes tore 
him in pieces. Yet they were not ſocontented, but 
upon a rumour that the Grand Signeour had put 
his three Brethren to death, they broke into the 
Palace and could hardly be quieted , although the 
young Princes were produced, and that ſeveral ot- 
ficers ſwore upon the Alcoran, that they ſee the grand 
Signeour lay his hand upon the book and ſwore they 
ſhould have their demands ſatisfied. 

In theſe Tumults the goods of Merchants ſtrangers 
went to wrack, and divers aflronts and indignities 
were offered the ſeveral Ambaſladors reliding at the 
Port, nor was this al], for about the ſame time 
Eleas Baiſſa Rebelled againſt the Grand Signeour, 
and fiezed upon the City of Amaſia about a League 
from Smir#4, infelting all the Countrey with divers 
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outrages, his Souldiers living altogether upon ſpoil, 
infomuch that the Merchants and Confſuls at Smirns 
were forced to remove with their goods to Scio, but 
an Army being ſent againſt him, he was in a pitch- 
cd Batrte diſcomſitcd and had moſt of his followers 
flain; himfetf hardly eſcaping, and now the Grand 
Signeour ſuppoſing Regeb Balla ( though indeed he 
was not) the Anthor of the late tumults, ſent for 
him into the Serazl:o and there cauſed him to be 
ſtrangled. 

About this timea fight for the ſpace of fonr hours 
was maintained by two Engliſh Merchantmen, a- 
eainſt thirty of the Turks Gallies, till at laſt the 
Engliſh finding themſelves too weak for ſuch odds 
fired their Veſſels and caſt themſelves over board, 
where many of them periſhed, and thoſe that were 
taken up put to the Oarcs; in this fight a thouſand 
Turks were ſlain, and amongſt them ſeveral Begs 
and men of note, of this apparent injury done by 
the Turks, His Majeſty of Great Britain by his Let- 
ter complaired to the Grand Signeour , requiring 
that thoſe thar were taken Czptives might be reſto- 
red to their Liberty, that ſo a right underſtanding 
might continue, but the Turks alledging_ that the 
Voya ape of the two Ships were unlawful, by reaſon 
they Traded in the Levant for Corn, the Ambaſla- 
dor could little prevail, and had much ado to ſave 
Lhc lives of the Captives. Yet in the end to hinder 
the diſloluticn of the Turkiſh Trade, and to pleaſe 

the Grand Signeour , a Decree paſſed in the Star 

Chamber prohibiting the Corn Trade in the Levant, 
upon which ſeveral of the Captives were ſet at 
Liberty. 

Three dayes after this a&tion, a Fire happened in 
Conſtantinople which conſumed Seventy 'Thoyſand 
Houlcs. Se 
'The 
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The Perſian War yet continuing, that King with 
z great Army beſieged Yar, a ſtrong Gity upen the 
Confines of Diarbecher, the news whereof arriving, 
1t the Port,great preparations were Made to Prevent 
that important place frem falling into the hands 
of the Perſtans, it being Decreed that all the Beghs 
of Aſia, ſhould repair thither with ſuch forces as 
they could leavy, and endeavour its releit, ard to 
joyn them the Grand Vilier paſſed over with all Ez- 
rpean Souldiers, but ere any thing could be done 
theCity was taken, whereupon the Vitier marched 
towards Aleppo, exacting great ſvms of money, and 
the better to furniſh himſelf, ſent the Gadee a flave 
to Cyprus, and liezed upon all his Trealure. 

Soon after the Turks under pretence of the Chri- 
ſtians riling, ſiezed all their Arms, making 1t death 
to thoſe in whoſe houſes any were found after a 
time prefixed, nor content with this they hangeda 
Venetian Merchant only for his Money, ard Impri- 
ſoned all the Chriſtian Merchants in Conſtantineple, 
ſetting a ranſom of two thouſand Dollars upon cach, 
and that if the money was not payed in tour dayes 
they ſhould be executed. The four Ambaſladors 
of England, France, Holland, and Venice were like- 
wiſe convented before the Baſlas in the Arſenal, and 
charged for building a Houſe and Chappel without 
leave from the Grand Signeour, to have done it in 
contempt of his Imperial Majeſty, awd much ado 
they had to eſcape being impriſoned, but in the end 
upon the Chappels being demoliſhed, ard all the 
Armes they had in their Houles delivered to an of- 
ficer appointed to receive them, the Grard Signe- 
our was pacified, though indeed this was uſed only as 
a trick to extort mony trom them. 

'This being the preſent ſtate of things in the Im- 
perial Port, the Engliſh Ambctfeder in ile behalf 
OL 
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of his King and Nation, made known the juſt re- 
ſentments of his Maſter, for the affront offered in 
the perſon of him his Ambaſſador, as likewiſe did 
the reſt exclaiming of injuſtice, inſomuch that the 
Captain Baſla told them that indeed the proceedings 
were t00 rigid, and that for the future care ſhould 
be taken to prevent the like, as for their Armes ta- 
ken away he ſaid they had been ſeen by the Grand 
Signeour, and therefore could not be- reſtored, 
but that they had liberty to buy more, and the 
money exatted of the Merchants could not at 
that time te reſtored by reaſon of the urgent occa- 
ſion of the ſtate, and therefore intreated them to 
be pacified, but the French Ambaſſador was fo far 
fallen into the Grand Signeours diſpleaſure that his 
Death was determined, the execution whereof was 
with much danger to the diſſwaders deferred, and 
upon ſecond thoughts changed into an Imprifor- 
ment, the cauieof which was for that he had fiezed 
upon fixty thouſand Dollars ſent by the Town of 
Marſeilles, to pay his Predeceſlors Debts contract- 
ed in Conſtantinople , which money he converted to 
his own uſe, thereby defrauding the Creditor and 
obliging them to clamour for Turkiſh Juſtice,which 
in it ſelf is cruelty 3n1 cppieltſion. 

Theſe inteltine troubles gave the Perſeans Liberty 
to make themſelves Maſters of many ſtrong places, 
which greatly alaruuicd the Ortoman Empire, inlo- 
much that great preparations were every where 
made, the Grand Signeour in perſon intending to 
take the Field. But ere the Army could be raiſed 
and all things gotten in a readineſs, the Perſtass 
vere far advanced, and taken many places of impor- 
tance, and amongſt the reſt Reivan a ſtrong place, 
Garriſoned by the Turks, taken from the gn 
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the year before, putting all they found therein to the 
Sword and Ranſom. 

The report of theſe loſſes arriving,cre the Grand 
Sgneour had put himlelf in a readineſs to accompa- 
ny his Army, he layed afide his purpoſe of going in 
perſon, and full of diſcontents remained at home to 
confult his own fafety, which was now threatned 
with ſuch a ſtorm, that to ſhun it was not imagi- 
xed a poſlibility in humane Providence, for the Soul- 
diers that were abroad began to expreſs their dif- 
contents, refuling to receive their pay or to be com- 
manded by the Grand Vilier, for the Turks War 
with the Perſtans unwiilingly, there being no other 
cauſe for their invading each other then the emulati- 
on of greatneſs, which has ſucceſſively fired the 
Lords of thoſe two mighty Empires. Belides the 
Turks ſeldom meet in Perſia with any plentiful 
poils, ſo that they are neither incited by their own 
treeneſs, nor allured by the hopes of any large re- 
ward. But on the contrary to the Wars of Hun- 
gary and Poland, they haſt as to ſome delightful 
ſpectacle, induced thereto by a ſuperſtitious zeal, 
as making religion a ground for their attempts, and 
an aſſurance of large ſpoiles, where the Countries 
abound in all manner of Plenty. 

This danger of the Souldiers mutiny abroad 
reached not preſently the ears of the Grand Signe- 
our to terrifie him with the apprehenſions of a dou- 
ble ſtorm, for he had enough to do with the Jan- 
zaries, who now began to ſuſpect another delign 
on foot for the extirpation of their order which 
made them caſt off all obedience, and ſet the great 
City of Conſtantinople in an uproar, which obliged 
the Citizens every where to provide for their fſafe- 
ties, for the unruly Souldicrs having gotten the 
knack of making and unmaking Emperors at their 
plca-* 
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pleaſure, were grown to that height of inſolency 
that they ſuppoſed the center of Government t5 
reſt in themſelves, and each individual man of them 
thought himſelf ſuperior to any Officer in the Em- 
pire, infomuch that they accounted the Grand Sig- 
neour but as their Steward intruſted by them with 
the Government, and that his Life and fafety 
wholly depended on their pleaſure, which he well 
perceiving knew no better means to render them 
traCtable, then by diſtributing large ſums of money 
amongſt them, which nevertheleſs at this time much 
availed not, for being bent on miſchief they plunde- 
red the houſes of ſeveral Merchants and rich Burghers 
killing and wounding ſuch as reliſted them,andin a fu- 
ry ran to the Palace demanding ſuch Favourites as 
they named which being denyed, they preſently 
fell into a conſultation about depoling their Empe- 
rour. Nay, fo far procceded that many periwad- 
cd to take away his Life as they had done his Bro- 
ther Oſmans, but ſo divided were they 1n their 
Councils, that they could come to no reſult at that 
time, but ſoon after aſlembling it was propoſed, 
that if the Grand Sjgneour would make amends by 
ſome acknowledgment of his ill intents toward 
them, and confirm their Order and Priviledges, his 
Government (he being one that was not inſenſible 
of their power) might prove advantagious to them, 
but that if his diſpolition reſted yet undiſcovered, It 
might render the courſe of their Lives obnoxious to 
incertainties, for the Grand Signeour in the begin- 
ning of his Reign, not exceeding fifteen years of 
age exprelled a natural inclination toaCtion, which 
wits his years increaſed, and this had ſettled ſome 
good opinion of him in the unruly Sonldiers, whoſe 
delire 15 War that by plunder they may 1nrich 
themielves. "Though of late many of the Jar! _ 
CON- 
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(contrary to their firſt inſtitution, and the long con- 
tinued courſe that formerEmperors had obliged them 
to) had married Wives 1ettled themſelves to Mer- 
chandize and were become both rich and effeminate. 

[1 theſe and the like miſchievous conſultations 
many dayes were walted, nor could the fanizaries 
wanting their uſual Confederates the Spahi, who 
were then under the leading of the Grand Vikter at 
Arzirum efteft their purpoſe as they were wont 
which made them more cautious in their proceed- 
ings and to keep together in one ſtrong and intire 
body as fearing to be deſtroyed by a general Maſla- 
cre if they ſeparated, ſuch a rumour ( whether 
ſpread by themſelves to countenance them in their 
unlawful purpoſes or really intended) being ſpread 
about the City, and that in the room of them a new 
Militia ſhould be eſtabliſhed , leſs chargeable ard 
more tractable, after the ſame method as Del/auire 
Baſſa had formerly purpoſed, and that many were 
for that purpoſe inrolled on the Frontires,eſpectally 
Exropean Horſemen that were continually in aftion 
to prevent the incurſions of the COfſacks and free 
Heyducks, who living moltly upon ſpoil greatly en- 
dammaged the Turks, but in the end a right under- 
ſtanding being created between the Emperour and 
the Famzaries by the mediation of the great Offi- 
cers of the Court a Reconciliation was made, though 
not without a wonderful maſs of money diſtribut- 
ed amongſt the Jatter, who frequently mutiny for 
no other purpole then by ſuch means to inrich 
themſelves, well knowing thar the Grand Signeour 
has no other way to appeale them, then by diſtri- 
buting large ſumms of mony amongſt them ; nor 
were the Soldiers abroad fatisfied till they had facri- 
ficed to their revenge the chief Treaſurer of the 
Army, the two Aga's of the Spahi”'s and the Chiazs 
Baſla 
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2aſſa of the 7anizaries, nor till a new Viſier was 
ſent to diſcharge the Old one, and tolead them to 
the Perſian War. 


During theſe troubles an Ambaſſador from the 
King of Perſia arrived at Conſtantinople, with many 
Rich preſents, which cauſed him to have the ſpeedi- 
cr Audience, and promiſe of an honourable Peace, 
bur whilſt the Treaty held, the Gfſacks driven out 
of Po/2nd by King Uſadiſlars, had ljezed upon Aſac a 
ſtrong City of the Grand Signeours, ſcituate upon 
the mouth of the River Tanars, upon the declining 
of a Hill, which they pillaged and afterward For- 
tified, keeping poſleſiion thereof for the ſpace of 
four years, 2t what time the Turk again recovered 
it, as alſo great troubles aroſe in Tartary, upon the 
Tartar Hans putting to death the Baila Mu/r:i, and 
Cad: of Ciffa, for reproving him of Cowardiſe, for 
thereunon the Grand Signeour ſecretly maintained 
Cautimers and his faCtion againſt him, who with 
Fire and Sword waſted his Countrey, and at length 
paſſing the Nzeſter liezed on the Countrey of Bua- 
ztach near to Beliegrode and Kilea bordering on the 
Countrey of Moldavia, on which he likewiſe 1n- 
croached drawing a World of People after him, 
which raiſed a jealouſie in Vladiſians the Polonian 
King, who doubting they would prove troubleſom 
neighbours, reſolved to expell them by force of 
Armes, but whilſt he delayed the Tartar Han exe- 
cuted his purpoſe, for ſetting upon Carntimers with 
a great Army overthrew him, and followed the ex- 
ecution over the large Plains of Dobruc, fo that 
diſp-iring to appear any more formidable in the 
Ficld he fled to Conſtantinople, where the Grand Stg- 
neour contrary to his Faith given, to curry favour 
with Tartar Hain cauſed him to be ſtrangled, _ 
tener 
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ther with his Son, when not long after a Nephew 
of this Cautimers killed Tartar Han as he was Hunt- 
ng, and by a miſguding path ſeparated from his 
followers, for which Treachery he was applauded at 
Cnſtantinop.e, as a man of admirable courage, and 
upon news of Hans death cauled Pecher Gherey his 
lrother to be Proclaimed King of T artary. 
Notwithſtanding the fair Promiſes of Aorat, the 
Prrfran Amballador was diſmiſled without any agree- 
ment of Articles in relation to a Peace, and order 
given to proſecute that War with all imaginable 
rigor, intending to go himſelf in perſon and knock 
at the Gates of Babylon, whereupon he hung out 
the Horſe taile, a certain ſign of his or the Grand 
Vikers taking the Field, and increaſed the number 
of his Zanizaries, revoking a Decree he had made to 
the contrary, commanding his Baſſas upon the Chri- 
ſttanFrontiers to give no occaſion of complaint in his 
ſence that might oblige him to retire ere he had 
xcompliſhed his purpoſe, and ſo with an Army of 
five hundred thouſand Horſe and Foot, whereot 
three hundred thouſand were fighting men, he en- 
tered Perſia about the end of May 1638. having 
joyned the Grand Vitier with ſuch forces as he had 
at Iconium ;, and in his way overthrew a Shegh wao 
had drawn a great number of people into Rebellion 
under pretence of Religion, out of the Mountains of 
Anatolia, but the Impoſtor eſcaping Morat to pre- 
vent his further attempts, cauſed to be proclaimed 
that if he was not put into his hands he would de- 
ſtroy all the Countrey with Fire and Sword , for 
fear of which he was diſcovered by thoſe that he 
truſted with the knowledge of his aboad, and by 
the Grand Signeours command flead alive, and with 
his skin off carryed to the wheel, and there broken 
without expreſſing the leaſt ſence of pain. ls 
De 
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This Ict. removed Morat paſſed on, to oppoſe 
whoſe paſlage the Perſian King took the Field with 
one hundred twenty thouſand Horſe,and put 30 thay- 
iand men into Babylon, with what was neceſlary for 
their ſubſiſtence, bur at the ſame time his Countrey 
on the other lide being invaded by the great /4ogul of 
India, who in favour of rat had raiſed a power- 
ful Army, he did not think 1t convenient to give 
the Turks Battle but permitted them to pals the 
Euphrates over a Bridge, though not withour great 
loſs, for the Bridge giving way under fo great a 
weight, many Men, Horſes, and Camels periſhed 
in the Water, bur it being repaired the remainder of 
the Army attained the further Bank, and in a ſhort 
time came to Moſul, antiently called Nimwve, where 
all the petty Princes whoſe Countries were near 
came to the Camp and tendered their Homage to th? 
Grand Signeour, bringing many rich preſents and 
promiling to become his Tributaries. 

The Army rifing from before Moſul, Morat mar- 
ched directly to Babylon, (otherwiſe Bagdat account- 
ed the ancienteſt City in the. World, reported to 
be built by Nimrod on the Bank of the River Eu- 
phrates) which - he ſtraitly beſieged , ordering Þ1s 
Batteries in three places to be raiſed, and cach Bat- 
talion to be appointed his quarter, himſelf being 
attired like a private Souldier to be the leſs expoled 
to danger, proteſting he would never change his 
Cloathes unleſs he might do it within the Walls of 
Babylon, and with words and gifts ſo incouraged 
the Officers and Souldiers that within three dayes 
the Trenches were opened, himſelf giving Fire to 
the firſt Cannon , and after that with fifry great 
pieces he thundered againſt the Walls inceſlantly, 
being anſwered in the ſame Language by the Deten- 
dants, who were eighty thouſand fighting _ 
our 
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four or 5 thouſand of which frequently fallyed as they 
ſaw advantage making great tlaughter.of the Turks 
for the Perſian had put :nto this important place 
his Sou lcliers of greateit courage, thinking by that 
means to prevent its failing into the Grand Signeors 
hands , either by their valour or protracting the 
time till he couid be better at leaſure to relieve it, 
but notwithſtanding the continual skirmiſhes, the 
Turks numerous Army advanced the Trenches to 
the brink of the Ditches, railing ſeveral redoubts to 
ſecure themielves, and hinder the belieged from fal- 
lying,and ſo efteftually they wrought,hat within one 
months ſpace they filled up the firſt and ſecond 
Ditches with Woolfacks , Fagots, and the like ; 
and then in great numbers aſlaulted the breaches 
the Cannon had made, but were ſtrenuouſly re- 
pulſed by the Perſians, who ſhowred on them all 
manner of warlike inſtruments of death. The 
great Vilier ſignalizing himtfelf above all by his un- 
daunted courage, commanding with his hand and 
voice was lain by a Muſquet ſhot. This hight with- 
in the brezch continued ior the ſpace of five days, 
where both parties fighting like mei 1n deſpair, 
the dead bodies lay in heaps, and blood flowed like 
a Torrent. But at length the number of Turks 
prevailing they under the leading of rſtapna Balla, 
on the 22th. of December, Anno Dom. 1638. ente- 
red the City, and let up the Royal ſtandard, againſt 
whom notwithſtanding four and twenty thouſand 
Perſians made head, but quarter being offered them 
they readily accepted it , throwing down their 
Armes and {ubmitting upon the publick Faith of the 


' Grand Signeour ior Lacir 'diety, who contrary to 


his promile canſec rhem when diſarmed moſt barba- 
roully to be Mailacred, not ſparing either Man, 
Woman or Child. 
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The taking of Babylon cauſed great rejoycing at 
Conſtantinople, a twenty dayes Feaſt being thereupon 
proclaimed, and many Ceremonies uſed according 
to the Turkiſh manner, and the Grand Signeour 
having left a Garriſon of thirty thouſand Men in 
his new conquered City returned to the Port, hav- 
ing in this Expedition loſt by the Sword, Famine, 
and Peſtilence one hundred thouſand of his beſt 
men, and himſelf very much afflifted with fick- 
neſs. 

Soon after his return and triumphant enterance, 
an Ambaſſador arrived from Perſia with propoſals 
of Peace, who being admitted to Audience, and the 
matter afterwards referred to the Chimacam a Peace 
was concluded, the chief Article being that Reven 
ſhould remain to the Sophy , .and Babyon to the 
Grand Signeour. þ 

During the Perſian War the Yenetians having 
ſuſtained great dammage by the Pyrates of Alger and 
Tunt, ſet forth a Fleet of Gallies and deſtroyed 
many of thoſe Rovers and amongſt the reſt ſeven 
in the Grand Signeours Port of Yalona, which he 
highly reſented, but 1n the end was by ſeveral rich 
Preſents pactfied, and the Peace renewed : and ſoon 
after an Envoy extraordinary from the Emperor of 
Germany arrived at the Port, to congratulate the 
Grand Signeours ſucceſs in his late Perſian War, but 
not bringing ſuch Preſents as were expected, he was 
not received with the honour due to his Character ; 
ard there happening a diſpute between the Engliſh 
\mtaſlador and this Envoy about precedency, the 
!+rxz granted 1t the former, being made to under- 

« the difference Chriſtian Princes make between 
mballador and an Envoy. And now Morat 

'Bg con whom to turn his Arms, atlength con- 

i to invade Germany, and in order —_— 
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called him the new Grand Vilier Muſtapha, whom 
he had lefr with a part of the Army in Perſ#a, 
but death fruſtrated his project, tor drinking - ex- 
ceſſively with ſeveral of his Favourites and por 
Companions he fell into a Fevour, whereupon his 
Phyſitians being called were fearful ro adminiſter 
remedies, leaſt proving unſucceſsful their lives 
ſhould be indangered, yet at length they con- 
cluded to let him blood which haſtened his end, 
he dying the 8th. of February, Anno Dom 1640. 
of his Reign the ſeventeen, and of his Age thir- 
ty one , having ruled in the height of all exceſs 
and irregular diſorders his yputhful years-inabled 
him to ſupport heving murthered Orchan and 
Bajazet, two of his Brethren and leaving him- 
felf no Ifſhe, fo that Ibrahim Son of Achmat, and 
his younger Brother, preſerved by ſtrange Provi- 
dence from his fary ſucceeded him in the Em 
pire. 
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CHAP. SXIII. 


Tre Life and Reign of Sultan Ib:ahim, the 
Twefth Emperour of the Thrks. 


Orat being dead- as 15 before recited, 1b: ahim 
the onely Maze ſurviver of the Ortoman Race, 
was taken from the Priſon in which his Brother had 
conficed him and proclaimed Emperor, though orat 
in his Lite time had by his will bequeathed his Empire 
to the Tartar. This new Emperor being of a oft 
nature ſuffered himſelf to be wholly governed by hi; 
Mother, and ſuch Miniſters as were about him, 
himſelf being altogether weak in his underſtanding. 
So that the War intended againſt the Germans was 
by the Council of the great Vilier reverted on the 
Cfſacks, yet for ſome reaſon for a while ſuſpended, 
the great Viſier in the mean while ſtudying to take 
ſuch out of the way that might Eclipſe his grandure, 
and amongſt the reſt he cauſed the Captain Baſla, 
the decealed Emperors Chief Favorite to be behead- 
ed in Seliſtra, whither he had ſent him Governour 
for that purpoſe. 

Thenews of Sultan Ibrahims advancement to the 
Throne, being known to the Chriſtian Princes, 
few of them deferred to ſend Ambaſladors to con- 
Fratulate him on that occalion, cach making him 
larye Preſents as the manner 1s, tor as'tis often ſaid 
in this Hiſtory none may kave Audience of the Tur- 
Kiſh Emperour th=t comes empty handed. 

The 
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The Grand Signeour about this time greatly 24- 
diting himiclt to the uie of Women, fell 1:to ai©l 
Apopiexy which put mauy 1n donbt of his ro 
ver, and railed the greater conration by Tealoil | 
|... no Children, and that it was glvciu our », | 
Women with whom he had to Go, that he wes 10: 
capable of generation , therefore tlic Councellors 
conſulted amongſt themlelves, that 1n ca'e he died 
without Iſſue rhe Son of a Siſter or Neece ſhould 
aſcend the Throne, and tiiat in no wile the Suc- 
ceſſion ſhould devolve to the Tartar, whoic right ic 
is upon the failure of the Ottoman Male-line, bat he 
ſoon after recovering of his indiſpolition put them 
in ſome hopes, though that joy was damped by the 
advice that came to Court of the ruine of icveral 
Important Citics on the Frontires of Perſia by a 
terrible Earthquake. Yet the Grand Signeour to 
ſhow the World that he intended ſomething, gave 
Order to the Grand Vitier to beliege Aſuc, poiletſed 
by the Cſſacks in the Reign of Aorat, as is aloreſaid 
which he did both by Sea and Land, and not with- 
out great lols of his beſt men, reduced it to the 
Turkilh obedience, no Dom. 1641. at what time 
it was abandoned by the Garriion of Coſſacks, who 
deſpairing to hold it long d-parted with all their 
ſubſtance. 

About the beginning of the following year the 
doubt of the Grand Signeours improcreation vaniſh- 
ed for one of his S«/ranefſes brought forth a Son, 
who was named 1ahomer, which repleniſhed theTur- 
kiſh Empire with joy, which Prince now ſways the 
Ottoman Scepter, during the Triumphs for the birth 
of the young Prince, the Perſear King by his Am- 
baſlador renewed his League with the Sultan, which 
was performed upon an additional Article, that the 
Sophy would demoliſh rhe Fortreſs of Forrrina,which 
«21.1 lie 
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he had built contrary to Articles on the Frontires, 
not far from the Caſpian Sea, which that it might 


aſſuredly be performed a Capugibathee was diſpatch- * 


ed to ſee it effefted, after which a conſiderable ho- 


dy of Turks gathering together in Hangary, endea-- 


voured to ſurprize Aab a ſtrong Garriſon on the 
frontires in this manner, viz. one hundred men be- 
ing truſſed upin Carts, and covered with Hay and 
Straw in the habit of Peaſants, who getting ente- 
rance, were to leap out and fſurprize the Centinels 
that guarded the Gare, at what time four thouſand 
Turks for that purpoſe layed in Ambuſh were to en- 
ter and poſſeſs themſelves of the place, but this 
Treachery ſucceeded not, the Ambuſcado being dif- 
covered by an Ofhcer of the Garrifon that was 
abroad, he mede it known to the Guards, who not- 
withitanding permitted the Carts to enter and then 
drew up the Bridge and unloaded the Carts, which 
rendred it apparent the intended Treachery in time 
of Peace, of which the Emperour ſent and Ambaſlla- 
dor to Conſtantinople, but the Turks being aſhamed of 
what had happened, eſpecially of their evil ſucceſs 
would not admit the Ambaſſador to his Audience 
unleſs the Emperor would firſt agree to pay a yearly 
charge of one hundred thouſand Rix-Dollars to the 
Port, not by way of Tribute but of Preſent,in which 
unre#fonable demand they took more confidence for 
that they well perceived the Emperour was intan- 
gled in his Wars with Sweden, the Chriſtians dif 
ſenhon being ever advantagious to the Turks. To 
theſe diſhonorable demands the Emperour would in 
no wile condeſcend, ſuppoſing it leſs perilous to 
venture a War in Hungary then to comply with 
propolitions ſo derogatory to the Majeſty of his 
Ceſarean greatneſs. 


Ibrahim 
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lbrahim additing himſelf to the Company of 
Women then in which he ſeemed in nothing more 
to delight, ſpent more Treaſure in the ſoft Wars 
of Venus, than his Predeceſſor had done in his Per- 
ſian Expedition, and fo laboured he therein that 
Anno Dom. 1643. he had two other Sons born, 
which abſolntely took away the reproach of his fri- 
gidity and impotency, proving afterward the moſt 
Laſcivious and devoted Smlran that ever aſpired to 
the Mahometan paradiſe, where the Company Ot 
fair Women is the chiefeſt felicity promiſed. Yet 
that he might not be forgot abroad, he ſent out his 
Fleet of Gallies, under the command of his Cap- 
tain Baſſa, who after much Treaſure ſpent with- 
out effefting any thing, except ſtrangling the Baſſa 
of Cyprus for his ſtore of Wealth he returned. 


About this time a great Plague raging at Alexan- 
aria, about ſix thouſand ſlaves found means to eſtap?: 
and carry with them ſeveral Veſſels that rode at 
Anchor in the road, in which they conveyed them- 
ſelves to Candia and Malta, and / fone thence many 
of them found means to depart to their reſpe&tive 
Countries, of which the Grand Signeour having 
notice,ſent to the Signory Of Venice to command their 
redelivery, which not being performed afterwards 
occaſioned the loſs of Candfa, as ſhall in the Reign 
of Mahomet the fourth be diſtourſed of more at 
large. 

Now the year 1544. beginning Rogotskie Prince of 
Tranſylvania, who ſucceeded Gabor in that Principa- 
lity being of a turbulent nature, he ſo wrought with 
the diſcontented Hungarians and Auſtrians that he 
cauſed them to Rebel, ro whom he joyning his Force, 
drew after him ficty thouſand Horſe and Foot, with 
which h2 took Seln:c%, belieged Fs!eb and Cafſorra, 
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for ſuppreſſing of whom the Emperor cauſed 
his Troops to advance, who in divers $kirmiſhes 
worlited the Rebels, and overthrew tix thouſand 
Turks, who were coming to the aſliſtance ol Rogor- 
5kz, but at length both parties tired with the tolles 
of War, on the 14th. of Auguſt in the following year 
2 Peace was concluded, and ſoon after the Grand 
Signeors Mother ruling all in effect cauſed the Grand 
Viſier to be put to death, thereby to render her 
Authority more dreadful to the reſt, and cauſed her 
Son to appoint Mahomer Baila of Damaſcus Grand 
Viſier in his ſtead, who was altogether at her devo- 
tion as being firſt promoted to the Baſſa-ſhip of Da- 
maſcus, ar her inſtant ſute to her Son Morat Prede- 
ceſlor to this Emperor. 

Whilſt theſe matters were in agitation the T ar- 
tars forgetful of Ltivir late Peace, made an incur- 
fion with thirty thouſand men into K#ſſa, againſt 
whom Komſpols; having made hcad with twenty 
thouſand Horle and Foot defcated them , killing 
twelve thouſand, and taking three thouſand Pri- 
ſoners purſuing the remainder to the Borders of 
Valachia, in like manner W:ſnowick a noble Polander 
happily encountering another party of Tartars, as 
they were returning from the ſpoil of a part of 
Meſcovia, killed ten thouſand of them, and recove- 
red a great booty, ſending the reſt naked into their 
own Countrey. The Polonians thus prevailing the 
Grand Signeour to curry favour with the Polonian 
King, depoſed the Tartar Har from his ſoveraignty, 
which cauſed various diſcourſes, but upon the, birth 
of the Grand Signeours fourth Son that wonder 
ceaſed, nor was that all which changed the ſcene of 


admiration, for about this time ſix Gallies of the 


Turks paſſing from Conſtantinople to Alexandria were 
taken by the Knights of Malta, which greatly bo 
cenle 
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cenſed the Grand Signeour againſt the FYenetians 
who had it in charge according to the League con- 
cluded between that Signory and the Port, to guard 
thoſe Seas, infomuch that under pretence of deſtroy- 
ing the Iſland of Malta, this and former grievances 
induced the Grand Signeour to make - great prepa- 
cation for the Invalion of Candia formerly called 
Crete , yet the Venetian Balio or Ambaſſador was 
careſſed at ſucha rate as he fuſpe&ted no ſuch Trea- 
chery, but the ſtate growing jealous upon notice 
of the great Naval preparation, provided cautiouſly 
for the iafety of their liland. 

During theſe preparations the Grand Signeor fol- 
lowed his Laſcivious courſes keeping his female Court 
in ſuch ſplendor,that his greatelt Treaſure was ſpent 
therein, nor was all the Silks of /raly tufficient to 
ſuffice his Women, but upon the falle rumour that 
the delign was againſt the Malteſtans, they were not 
idle but in the beſt manner Fortified their Chiet places 
of ſtrength,yet in the end the ſtorm fell not there but 
upon Caxdia, for the Fleet of a hundred Gallies, 
and fifty great Ships with three hundred Saicks, moſt 
of the latter bcing preſſed for the tranſportation 
of Souldicrs being arrived at Scio after refreſhment 
of the Army conliſting of ſeven thouſand 7arnizaries, 
fourteen thouſand Spahres, tifry thouſand T imariots, 
three thouſand Pioners, belides Cooks, Bakers aud 
other neceſlary followers ſct fail tor NVapols Ds Ro- 
magnia, and having ſtayed there ſome time weighed 
Anchor and touching at divers Iflands, ſome belong- 
ing to the Yererians, and others not, they at length 
came to Caxdia (having taken a Yenetian Vellel laden 
with Ammunition, and bound for Retimo by the 
way) where no longer being able ro hide their in- 
tentions they unmasked themſelves, by publiſh- 
ing the War both there and at Conſtantinople, 

the 
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the latter of which was attended with the im- 
priſonment of the Balis or Venetian Ambaſlador, 
and giving order through all the Archipelago for 
the enflaving and deſtroying all the ſubjects of that 
Republick, and here the Turk practiſed his uſual 
beginning of War with more then ordinary canti- 
on, for though with other Princes whoſe Territo- 
ries border on him by Land, he uſually endeavours 
to ſtrike at the ſame time when he gives the faluta- 
tion of Peace. Yet here being to contend at Sea 
where he was conicious his forces were inferiour 
to thoſe of Yenice, he praftiſed by a different me- 
thod, making many vows and proteſtations that no 
ſuch thing was intended till he had ſafely Landed 
his Forces, yet were not the Yenetians ſo eaſie of 
belief, but that they likewiſe Armed thirty Gallies, 
ſeve:1tz22n Engliſh and Dutch Ships, two Galliaſſes, 
and ſeveral other Veſſels of force, raiſing a great 
power by Land to tranſport into that important 
land, imploring the afſiſtance of divers Chriſtian 
Princes, who were not backward to their aid, ſend- 
ing their Fleet to Sex under the Command of An- 
tomo Capello, Franciſco Molino being made Proveditor 
General, whoſe good condutt in affairs cauſed him 
to be made Proveditor General, and afterwards 
Duke of Yemce, and an expreſs ſent to Andree Cor- 


naro Inquiiitor in Candia, to Arm out twenty Gallies- 


from the Arſenal of Canea, and to promote this de- 
fizn the better, two Engliſh, and one Dutch Ship 
then in the Port of Mallomeceo were hired to carry 
Timber, fittedand already ſquared for the complea- 
ting the ſaid number of Gallies, and Franciſco Eriz.zo 
was appointed General of all the Naval Forces, 
bat he heing ſtricken in years, whilſt he intended to 
crown the remainder of his dayes with glory was 
taken off by death, leaving ſufficiently graced m 
the 
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the memory of his paſt aCtions ; yet the Fleet was no 
ways obſtructed, but with a proſperous gale failed 
to ' 'orfa, and from thence to Cendia, where the 
Turks were arrived before them and had landed 
without oppoſition , occaltioned by the difference 
(that antient Remra) amongſt the Chriſtian Princes 
Confederates, with the Yenerians about bearing the 
flag, which was vigoroully contended for by the Ge- 
nways and Florentines, nor could it be reconciled 
though the Pope earneſtly laboured therein , ad- 
viing them for the deciding rhe controverlie at a 
time when the urgency admitted of no delay to wave 
Ceremonies, yet ere they could come to the aſli- 
ſtance of the Yenerians , the Turks had ſpoiled a 
great part of the Iſland, and after dryers skirmiſhes 
with much blood and ſlaughter took Carea, the ic- 
cond City of importance, and after that Rerimo, in 
defence of which Andrea Cornaro loft his Lite by a 
Muſquet ſhot. 


Anno 1646. The opportunity was fair for de- 
ſtroying the Turks Fleet as it carcleſly rod at An- 
chor near the Iſle of Theodoro oppolite to Canea, 
where had the advantage been improved it might 
ealily have been burnt,but ſuch was the contention a- 
mongſt the Chriſtian Commanders, that nothing 
was attempted worthy of mention, whereupon /fo- 
lino General of the Yenetian Land Forces was revo- 
ked by the Senate, and diſmiſſed of his high charge, 
Capello being appointed to ſucceed him, who being 
ſtrengthned with an additional ſfapply of Gallies, 
Galliatſes and Ships of Wer he waſted the Ifland, 
whilſt 4oroſins with two and twenty Ships faced 
the Towers of the Dorduneliis in the Helleſpont, and 
braved the Ortoman power incountering luch Gal- 


liesas inadead calm were lent out 2gainft him,which 
after 
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after a ſharp diſpute he obliged to retire, and the: 
failed to joyn his Admiral perſwading him to give 
the Turks Battle, but whillt he delayed ev 1...4- 
cd an additional ſtrength of forty Uiouiaiud men 
on the l{land, and kept their Gallies © clott viith- 
in the Harbour that they could nor be 1ndaminaged 
without great diladvantage t9 the Chriſt ans, nor 
did the Fire-Ships too late preparcd to burn them 
lucceed, by reaſon they took Fire too foon; yet the 
{acceeding year Moroſias having notice that thie 
Turks were Landed at Sc, and that they carciclly 
romed up and down, came thither with 4!v0r> 5111ps 
of War took ſeveral of their Gallies, and in them 
many priſoners of note, but ſoon afterward bei: le- 
rated trom his Squadron in a ſtorm, he was !-t up- 
on by fifteen Gallies of Rhodes and boarded, wherc 
fighting valiantly he was flain by a Muſquet Buller, 
yer his Ship upon the coming in of two Gclliefles was 
reſcued. T he funcral folemniry of this renowned 
Captain was celebrated with all pomp at Fe- 
nice. 

Not by Sea only but at Land the Turks invaded 
the Venetian Territories, for pouring a multitude 
of men into Dalmatia, vet were not greatly ſuccels- 
tul for Leonardo Foſcolo the Venetian General, on 
that ſide overthrew their Forces in divers Con- 
flicts. 

In one of which he took the Santzack Licca, and 
ſlew his Son, recovered Saccovar , Poliſſano , Iſlan, 
and Novogrode, the latter of which by order of the 
Senate he demoliſhed, and purſuing his good ſuccels 
took all the Cities and Towns the Turks held on 
that fide, utterly driving them out of Dalmatza, 


but this joy was palliated by the unwelcome news of - 


the Fleets being wrecked in the Archipelago, and a 
great number of Ships and Gallies broken to pieces, 
| which 
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which ſo raiſed the drooping courage of the Turks 
that they advanced to the Walls of Candia, and 
ſraitly beſieged it but were ſo valiantly repulſed by 
the Chriſtians that had put themſelves into it 
that after the loſs of thirty thouland men they 
were obliged !5 retire as not being capable of pgain- 
ing it, though Foſcolo about this time proved ſuc- 
cet5ful in taking Cl:/a, a ſtrong Fort ſcituate in the 
confines of Dalmatia , and overthrew Feckels Balla 
kiling and taking Priſoners the greateſt part of his 
Army, which cauſed Morlaches to revolt, and ſeveral 
of the principal inhabitants of Scatary to treat with 
the Venetian General about putting that City into 
his hands, to take poſleſſion of which ſeven thouſand 
men were ſ:nt who ſeized ſome ſeveral ſmall places, 
but ere they coul.l arcive at Scatar:, their deſign 
was diſcovered and they ob!izcd for the preſervation 
of their lives, to betake themſelves to the Moun- 
tains for as many as were taken the Turks impaled 
them alive. 

The Grard Viſier inraged for the lo of Cl:;ſadil- 
patched Dervis Baſla into part of Boſna with a po- 
werful Army to aſſault Spel/arro,azainſt whom the /e- 
netian General marched together with Serich Capt.of 
Morlaches,but by reaſon ot the Chriſtians diſorderly 
march, in gathering the ſpoil of the Countrey, the 
Turks ſet vjon a part of the Army and put it to the 
rout, thoi:gh Serich and other Dalmat:an Captains 
did all that men could perform. In this conflict 400 
Chriſtians were ſlain and as many taken Priloners, 
amonegſt the latter of which was the Captain of Mor- 
laches whom the Turks flayed alive, and afterwards 
impailed,yet though they ſubdued his body they could 
not conquer his invincible mind, he bearing the tame 
Conſtancy and Reſolution in his torments as he had 
Gone ig Battle. 

I! 
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During theſe tranſaftions Ibrahim indulged him. 
ſelf in all manner of pleaſares leaving the manage- 
ment of all his affairs to his Baſſa, himflf being 
wholly direfted by a wench, who in the nature of 
a Baud or procurer went from bath to bath to take 
2 view of the Ladies, and thoſe ſhe perceived fair- 
eſt, ſhe inquired out the places of their abode and re- 
commended them to her-Lord, who upon hearing 
her praiſe their beauty would inſtantly be enamour- 
ed of them, and fend to fetch them either by fair 
means or force to his Bed. This. courſe taken for a 
while without controul, ſhe at length filled his ears 
with the commendation of a Sultanels, Widow to 
his brother Morart deceaſed, but this Woman could 
by no intreaty be won to his Luſt, nor obliged with 
preſents to comply alledging ſhe had vowed perpe- 
tual Widowhood, and that her former Lord to 
her was living in concelt, which denyal the more 
inraged Ibrahim now grown impatient of delay, 
wherefore he intended to ſnatch that by force that 
1ntreaty could not gain, wherefore watching her 
one day as ſhe came out of the Bath, he fiezed her 
in his armes, which ſhe perceiving reſolved upon the 
defence of her Chaſtity, and therefore drew her 
Dagger (a weapon which the Sulraneſs and Chief 
Lady wear at their ſides) and offered to wound him 
in her own defence, which obſerving let go his hold, 
at what time the buſtle cauſing a loud clamour his 
Mother came from her apartment, whounderſtand- 
ing what had happened began to reprove her ſon 
of his laſcivious behaviour, during which the Sulta- 
neſs found means to eſcape, which ſo incenſed Ibra- 
him that he confined his Mother to the old Seraglo, 
interdicting her his preſence till with ſubmiſſton and 
many intreattes ſhe had obtained pardon. 


After 
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After the loſs of this S#/raneſs his procurer called 
by him Shecher Para, caſting her eyes upon the 
Daughter of the 4A1ufri a young Lady of excellent 
beauty,{/o warmed the heart of /brahim with the rela- 
tion of her rare perfeftions,that he reſolved to have 
her at any rate, and therefore at hrſt relolved to 
ſend for her by force, but conlidering the power of 
the Mufti, he upon ſecond thoughts itvppoied it not 
conventent to incenſe him by juch a raſh aCtion, bur 
rather to ſend for him and to treat with him abour 
taking his daughter to be one of his Swltara's, which 
he did, ard reaſoned with him :<bcut tnat aftair, 
but the old man who intirely loved his Caughter and 
well conſidering the wardering loves of Ibrahim, 
and that he having already ſons ker otft-ipring would 
be either poiſoned, ſtrangled or become fad reciuſes 
after his death, inwardly reſolved not to conſent tv 
his requeſt, yer diſſembled the matter in exculirg to 
great an honour to one that was unworthy ot it, 
but withal concluded to deal with his Daughter in 
the beſt manner to the Sx/rars advartage, but by 
their Law could oblige her therein no turther then 
her free conſent allowed. 

Pleaſed with this anſwer Ibrahim diſmiſſed the 
Mufts with ſeveral rich preſents, thinking his wiſhes 
ſhould now be fatisfied , but rke old man having 
hardened his Daughter rot to accept this cfler re- 
turned with the unexpetted news next morniry, that 
notwithſtanding his periwaſion ard paterral com- 
mands, his Daughter proved averie contrary to his 
expectation, but the realon he kr.ew nct how ro con- 
kCture, ſince Women are commonly irregular and 
unreaſonable in their atteQions, 1brabim 1n this man- 
ker diſappointed of what he nicft detired, diimilied 
the Mufti with neglect ard dildaipry 2s one who hat! 
deceived his truſt lcon atter baviitcd him the Court

and his preſence, growing unſatisfied at all his ad- 
miniſtrations of Juſtice, and reſolved another courſe 
for obtaining the young Lady, the management of 
which he committed to her who had recommended 
her. to him , who alfaulted her with promiſes of 
greatneſs, rich gifts, and many fair words, but 
finding the Virgin to be deaf to her Sirens ſong, ſhe 
at laſt taking pitty of ſuch innocence and vertue at 
her requeſt and for a great reward, promiſed fo to 
deal with the Sultan that he ſhould put her out of 
his thoughts which ſhe attempted bur in vain, for 
Ibrahim who by this time had viewed her rare per- 
feftions was ſo inamoured of her, that ſleeping or 
waking he fancyed her Idea before him, whereupon 
finding fair means ineffectual he reſolved to uſe thoſe 
he had often done, wheretore he commanded the 
Grand Vilier, that next time ſhe came to the bath 
he ſet a Guard upon her, and by force bring her tov 
his Bed, which was accordingly done, and /brahim 
for ſome dayes enjoyed her, but ſullenneſs, tears and 
reluctancy much abated the pleaſure he expected 
for ſhe would by no means be comforted, wherefore 
with ſcorn and contempt he returned her to her 
father, who at firlt difſembled the injury and d1l- 
grace, bur in the end making his reſentments known 
to Mahomer Baſſa a Principal member of the Divan, 
one of great Wiſdom and practiſe in the conduct of 
affairs, as alſo to the Aoa of the, Fanizaries, both 
Enemies to the Grand Vitier. It was concluded 
the Queen Mother ſhould be drawn into the Conſpl- 
racy,but how to do it againſt her Son they Knew not 
well, therefore reſolved fir{t the deſtruction of the 
Grand Vitier by laying to his Ctiarge the contrivance 
of the Ripe, as well as the forceable fe1zinz Ol rhe 
Virgin, though tacy aimzd at depoling the Grand 
SLENCcour. 

The 
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The Plot thus layed the ufrs begged an Audi- 
ence of the Queen as if he would intreat her to be- 
come an humble Intercetlor for him to her Son, and 
being admitted to her prefence, after ſome confte- 
rence he plainly perceived her inveterate - hafred 
aguin{t Ibrabim which made inm break his mind more 
boldiy to her and 1n the end to propoſe the Impriton- 
ment of the Grand $1yneor yet palliated his diſcourſe 
with thisallay, thi he ſhould not be ablolureiy lay- 
ed alide but only corrected a while, ard thereby put 
in remerabrance of his former tate, that io fur the 
future he might be 1n{tructed what moderation and 
Juſtice meant, and fo inlinuated that the Queen in 
hopes of Governiny, all conſented to what he pro- 
poled, whereupon ſtrengthening their party they 
{o wrought thar they cauſed rhe Zanizaries to mu- 
tiny, and went at the head of them to the Grand 
Signeour, as ſeemingly forced ro do by the rude Sol- 
diers, and being admitted they boldly demanded 
that the Grand Vilier ſhould be deprived of his of- 
fice, and that (as it had been beforc agreed amongſt 
the Conſpirators)Mahomer Baila ſhould tucceed him i In 
his office, which the Grand Signeour at firſt refuſed, 
but being perſwaded by his Mother that it was at that 
time neceſlary ſo to do tor appcaſing the Tumultuary 
Souldiers he conſented. Achmer the depoicd Vitlter 
trembling at the conſequences hereot, reſolved to 
commit himlelt to the protection of his mercilels 
Enemy the Mrfr:, and thereiore haſtened to his 
houſe to attend his return, hovinyg to find him his 
protector, but the Mfr: returning with the 474 ot 
the Fanizaries, and finding the depoſed Viter 10 his 
houſe, the latter by the atlvice ot the former delt- 
vered him up to the !vry ot the Sonldiers who ha- 
ving ſtrangled him trhreiv his dead body before the 
gate of the new Moſch.

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The next day the 7anizaries ariſing in like tumult 
as before, demanded of the Mfr; whether according 
to their Law 1brahim as a Fool, Tyrant , and one 
unfit to wield the Ortoman Scepter, ought not to be 
depoſed. To which the Mufi: gave anſwer in the 
affirmative, and cauſed Ibrahim to be ſummoned the 
next day to appear in the Divano to adminiſter Juſtice 
to his SubjeCts, and Souldicrs who expected it from 
him. But the Sultan ſuppoſing he had ſufficiently 
{iatisfied the Souldiers by putting the Grand Vilier 
out of office, laughed at the ſummons the Mufti had 
made him which being ſeconded by a Ferfas (which 
is apoint of Law reſolved by the Mfrs, who is the 
mouth and Oracle of the Law, viz. that the Grand 
Signeour called to account 1s obliged to appear be- 
fore the Juſtice.) The Sultan in high diſdatgn tore 
the paper, threatning the head of the Mufts, but it 
was now too late he having ſurely fortified himſelf 
with the power and ſtrength of his rebellious com- 
panions. This Ferfa was immediately ſeconded by 
a {immons of a higher nature which declared that 
wholoever diſobeyed the Law of God was not a true 
Muſſuiman or believer, aud though the Perſon of 
the Emperour himſelf, yet being become by his aCti- 
ons a Rafir or Infidel was ipſo fatto fallen from his 
Throne, and no further capable of Authority or 
Government. This Fetrfa being ſeen by Ibrahim he 
likewiſe tore it, commanding, the Grand Vikier in- 
ſtantiy to put the Mafts to death as guilty of 
Treaſon againſt his Emperour, but having by this 
time loſt his Authority , his commands were not 
obeyed, nor Þis perſon reverenced, for the 7aniza- 
71cs being aſſembled about five in the afternoon came 
with their uſual tumults to the gates of the Seraglio, 
at whoſe appreach Jbrahim loſing all conrage fled to 
his Mother for protection, begging ler — 
who 
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who being a bold and ſubtle Woman uſed all her 
Rhetorick and Eloquence to perſwade the Souldiers 
not to offer any violence to the perſon of their 
Lord, promiſing that he ſhould relinquiſh the Go- 
vernment, and retire himſelf with a guard into the 
Lodging out of which he was advanced to the Em- 
pire. Jbrahim comforted a little that his Life was 
jpared willingly ſubmitted himſelf a Priſoner, when 
in the mean tme the Souldiers taking forth his Eld- 
eſt Son Sulran Mahomet placed him on the Throne, 
every where proclaiming him Emperour with loud 
Acclamations of which /brahim having notice grew 
impatient, and often with ſad laments beat his head 
againſt the Wall, till at length to put a ſtop to his 
fury four Mutes were ſent to ſtrangle him, who on 
the 17th. of Auguſt, Anno Dom. 1648. performed 
that barbarous exploit, ſo that according to the ſay- 
ing of King Charles the firſt of Bleſſed Memory. There 
s but little diſtance between the Priſons and Graves of 
Princes. 

Sultan Ibrabim being thus made away Anno Dom. 
1648. in the 8th. year of his Reign, and 39 of his 
Age, the Government was committed into the hands 
of the Grand Vilier, and the Queen Mother called 
by the Turks Rioſem, and of 12 Baſla's, who wets/ \ 
tomanage all affaires with ſupream power during the 
Minority of Sultaz Mahomet , whoſe Reign I ſhall 
purſue in the following chapter.

CHAP. XXI.L. | 


The Reizn of Mehmet or Mahoinet the 
fourth of that Name, and Thirteenth Ems- 
peror of the Turks, who now Retgneth. 


Brabim depoſed and murthered as in the forego- 
ing Chapter 1s related, Mehmer or rather Aſahomet 
his Eldeſt Son of the Age of feven years ſupplyed the 
empty Throne, during whoſe minortty which was 
to continue ten years longer, His: Grand Mother, 
the Grand Viter and twelve Baſſi's took into their 
hands the Reins of Goyernment , and' after many 
debates reſolved to continue the: War with the 
Venetians which Tbrahim deſigned to conclude the 
treaty of Pezce in order thereto being far advanced 
and the Ambailador of that Signiory, then at the 
Port impatiently expe&ting an end of his negotia- 
tion, bat whilſt theſe affairs were in hand theunru- 
ly Spab;'s not having received the Largeſs uſuaily 
beſtowed amongſt themat the Inſtallment of a new 
Emperour, making it their pretence the better to 
colour their diicontents, that they were reſolved 
to reveive the arath of the murdered Emperour 
. whoſc tall the Janizaries had occationed, infſomuch 
that a great diilerence arole between thoſe two or- 
ders, the former being the beſt Horſemen, and the 
Litter the beſt Foormen, and although many labour- 
ed ro appeaſe that Terapeit which threatned the 
diſnculcring the Empire. Yet many skirmiſhcs 
hajpercd between the contrary FaCtions in the 
ſtreets 
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ircets of Conſtantinop'e, in which fome hundreds 
were lain, but the Spahies being for the molt part 
worited at length avandoned the < City. 

Theſe animoſities and diviiions amongft the Tur- 
kith Souldiers, gave the FPeretrans opportnnity to 
provide for their defence, as expecting nothing leC; 
then a War, for that their Amball: dor had been 
clapped np in Priion for demanding, Audience, = 
chains pyt upon him, but at the tntreaty of th 
other Chriſtian Ambailadors there reliding he was 
ſet at Liberty. Yer to affront him the Grand Vt- 
fier cauſed 11s Duzerm an or Interpreter to be execu- 
ted, and his body chrow:1 onr at the Caftie Windovy, 
which barbarous act is frequent amongſt the Turks, 
eit3er to put a diſgrace upon the Amb-tſador, or to 
terrifie thoſe Interpreters that they ſhall not dare 
to ſpeak any thing after an Amballador though up- 
on his Audience, thac ſhould be ungrateful to the 
Grand Sivncour, which canſes them many times to 
mince their words and wot render a true 1nterpre- 
(ATION, 

Theſe matters widening differences between the 
Venetians and the I urks, great preparations were 
made on either 1ide, the former with all diligence 
reinforcing Canda, and the latrer to hinder it; fo 
that many skirmiſhes happened by Land and Sen, 
tll ar length the Balſa Governour notwithſtanding 
the Venetian Fleet blocked up the Dardaneles, hav- 
ing received a recruit of 15co men laid tiege to the 
ſtrong City Cxndia, and battered ir with many pieces 
of Ordinance, till at length having taken a ſmall 
Fort that flanked it, he lodged his men therein juſt 
256 Gallies of Malta arrived wirh 600 Voluntiers,and 
60 Knights of the Order, who beat our the Tarks 
with great flaughrer, yet they retook It again and 
planted the Orzommm colours ”—_ the higheſt Ball- 
Sf - Wark 
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wark which fo inraged the Chriſtians tht 1lying 
with all their force they drove the 't ur«s from tie 
Walls with great ſlaughter, regained the piece, and 
cauſed the Baſla with ſhame and loſs to ruile the iege. 

The Wars growing hot in Candia, the diicon- 

tents between the Spahi and 7anizaries that was be- 
fore ſuppoſed to be appeaſed grew hot again, and 
much {laughter happened between thoſe inveterate 
factions, when to pacife the latter the great Vitier 
was depoſed and executed. Yet that little availed 
nor was that all for ſeveral of the Baſa': denyed 
to return the Tribute of their Provinces, alledging 
they would reſerve it till the Grand Signeour was of 
age,and then be to him accountable both for principal 
and intereſt, nor were the Wars in Boſua, Da/matia, 
Foſcolo, and other places on the Yenetian Frontires 
neglected, but continued with doubtful ſucce6,anc. 
great ſlanghter, yet part of the Orroman Forces on 
that ſide were diverted by the @fſſacks, who at the 
inſtigation of the Tartar Han covered the Black Sea, 
with their Boats and committed many outrages in- 
ſomuch that Conſtantinople trembled at their ap- 
proach as fearing a ſack by the hands of thoſe reſo- 
lute people, but in the end having gotten a rich 
booty they returned to their ſtation. 

- The Yenertians finding the Turks reſolute bent to 
make themſelves abſolute Lords of Cardia in which 
[ſland they had got ſtrong footing laboured as ecar- 
neſtly to expell them, ſo that huge Fleets on either 
{ſide were prepared that of the Turks conſiſting of 
1100 Ships, Gallies, Galleaſſes, Saiques, Brigantines, 
and leſſer Veſſels furniſhed with Bombes, Mortar- 
pieces, and Fireworks, producing ſtrange effeCts,and 
19 that order ſet forward from the Port of Conſtan- 
zinople, with a ſtrict command to give Battle of 
which Atocenizo the Venetian Admiral having notice 
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with the ſame willingneſs hore up with them, fo that 

there began a bloody, and for a long time doubtful 

Fight, but the Venetzans being better appointed than 

the Tarks, broke and diſordered their hnge Armado, 

ſinking and taking ſeveral Galleys, and putting the 

reſt to flight , killing in one of them flying, the 

Baſſa of Anatolia, who was ſent to ſuccede Chuſadin 

Baſſa, who had been made Grand Vilier in the Ge- 

neral Ship of Candia, yet the Turks having pur in- 

to the Iſlands, and conceiving it a ſhame for {5 
great a Fleet to fly from one much inferiour in num- 
ber, relolved to hazard another Battley and therefore 
coming out of the ſeveral Harbours, and ranging 1n 
the form oof a Creſcent, the Captain BaYa fired rwo 
Guns a Stern, in token he was ready to Invage, which 
Mocenigo perceiving, bore up with him, and began 
a ſecond fight mute dreadful than the former, play- 
ing with his Canon fo turiouſly, that he broke offFher 
Poop, and killed 1co of her Men, ſinking two Gal- 
leys by her ſide, and greatly diſabling ſeveral others ; 
nor were the Tarks idle, but uſed their utmoſt endea- 
your to blot out the diſgrace they had ſuſtained by 
their late flight, bur it availed not ; for by the Tha::- 
dering ſhort and Fire-works, the Vener: a2: plyed them 
with, they were every where put to the worſt ; to 
that flying in all parts, the Venerian General follow - 
ing the advantage, rook 39 Galleys, 23 Ships, 3 Gal- 
liaſſes,and 300 Soldiers, 40 Gallies, Ships, and ather 
Veſſels were burnt, or ſank ; 2nd in them, and by the 
great and ſmall ſhot, 90-0 Twrks periſhed in both In- 
gagements, the reſt hardly eſcaping, to Naxos, 

This great loſs made the Tri our of heart with 
marine Afﬀairs, and fo far diſcouraged them, that c- 
ver (ince they have layd aſide building Veſſels of Force 
as uſele(s, ſay that God hath given the Sea to Chri- 
{tians, and the Land to Turks, 

Sſ4 About 
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About this time came news to Conſtantinon'e that 
the people of Grand Cario and Damaſcus taiug, the 
advantage of the intcitine broylecs, had reoelicd, and 
ſnaken oft the Turkiſh yoke 1;, and allemuling to the 
nuraber of forty thouſand, had ſeized upon feveral 
trons, places, many oi the Orteman Governours in 
Lhole parts, conniving at their proceedings, which 
greaily perplexed the Balſias of the Divan, and ob- 
I1ged thein to vic their utmoſt Council to contrive a 
Way to extinguiſh this Combuſtion , during which, 
the Czzaices had reit,aid Fortified their City 1n ſuch a 
nanncr, that it became afterwards the wonder of the 
World, of which the Grand Vizier having notice, 
and tuming that his neglect had turned fo much to 
the advantage of the Chrittians, he reſolved to try it 
he could gain it by fair means, andin order thereto 
lent a Letter written in Letters of Gold to the Yerc- 
:447 Senate, requiring, them to deliver Cardzia up to 
the behoof of the Grand Seignior, which was the 
only obſtacle rhat hindered the conclulion of Peace, 
dciring that an Ambaiſidor might be ſent to treat 
aHout 1t ; but the Yenetzans remembring that the 
Turks never made any peace, but when necellity 
drove them to it,nor kept it longer than they tounc 
it advantazious , and withal called to mind how 
cvilly they had intreated their Amballador, gene- 
rouſly refuſed to hearken to any Peace upon thole 
terms commanding their Admiral with his Fleet to 
block up the Dardanellis, which he ſo ſtrictly ob- 
ſerved, that for want of ſuccour the Turks in the 
iſl-nd of Candia were greatly diſtreiled, and began 
Oo mutiny, being hardly with' great rewards re- 
cained indue obedience, upon which, the Divan lent 
ſtrict orders with many Menaces upon refuſal to ghe 
Captain Baſla then in the Bay of Khodes to force yhis 
way through the YVenetian Fleet, and put men and 
Pro- 
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Proviion on ſhoar at Candia, thereby to ceaſe the 
loud complaints of the Souldiers, yet could not be 
induced thereto, but having plundered certain {lands 
he returned to Conſtantinople with the Gallies, in 
hopes with hisill gotten booty to appeaie the Divan, 
bat contrery wiſe he was ictzea on ard the goods 
ſcald up with the Grand Sieniours Signet, wich 
none may on pain of death unlooſe without com- 
maid, yct ſuch was the preſumption of his Sons thar 
they broke it open, and putting the richelt of the 
ſpoil; into a Galley, fled to diltant Lands, thereby 
expoſing their fathers life to the fury of hisenemics, 
who having diſpatched him conltituted the Bafſa of 
Buda Captain Gencral in his ſtead, uling all dilt- 
Feaceto ris out a new Navy, which once done, the 
new Captain dclirous to perform lome cxploit that 
might render him worthy ot his place, taking, his 
advantage, broke through the Yenetian Flcet, bug 
therein ſuſtained ſuch dammage that he had little 
cauſe to boalt, for the LVerer:ans following, him even 
to the harbours mouth, plycd him fo with thunder- 
ing ſhort, that ſeventeen of his Gallies were ſunk 
and taken, and four thouſand of his men kilied, yet 
he put twelve thoutand men on ſhoar, and what 
provilion he could ſpare, recciving oraer to return 
when he had repaired his dammage, though at the 
hazard of battle, the which hc did, thouzh with 
more loſs then went, for that the Fenctrans having 
notice of what was intended, Itood continually on 
their guard, neverthelets he io cxtolled his own ex- 
ploits and demeaned the Courage of the 'Lurkiſh 
Baſſa, then General of the Forces in Can4:a, that he 
wrought the deſtruction of the latter, for none bC- 
Ing preſent to plead his Caule, an Ofhcer was inſtant- 
ly ſent to fetch his head, whoſe place the foul de- 
tratter afterwards injoyed, as likewile that of Great 
Vizicrs 
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Vifier, which he ſoon after reſigned to the Baſſa of 
Aleppo, a ſtirring active man, who after he had pla- 
ced and diſplaced fuch Officers of the Court as he 
thought convenient, ſent to all the Maritim Ports, 
Commanding thoſe that were appointed to over-ſec 
them, with Expedition to haſten thence ſuch Ships 
and Gallies as were fit for Service, determining to. 
ſet forth a Fleet greater then what had for many 
Years before been ſeen in the Levant, which was ac- 
cordingly done, but fared no better then thoſe that 
had been formerly Equiped ; For Muſtapha the New 
Captain Bafa joyning Battle with the YVenerians was 

-rown, and moſt of his chief Gallies and Ships 
;: warſorent by the Cannon, that for the future 
they were rendered unſerviceable, and many fell into 
the hands of the Yenerzans, the terror of whoſe 
Prowels was ſuch, thatthoſe Turks that could, aban- 
doned their Ship. and fled to the ſhoar, leaving their 
Ships tothe Chriſtians, in which conflidt the Yere- 
t12ns loſt only one Veilel, which over-powered by a 
number of the Turks Gallics, was fired by her own 
men. 

Theſe unfortunate Loſſes much diſcouraged the 
Turkiſh Merchants, and Inhabitants of Conftantino- 
ple, whoſe Trade was not only obſtrufted by reaſon 
of the Seas being ſhunt np, but they were likewiſe 
oppreſſed with heavy Taxes for the maintenance of 
the War, which made them fo deſirous of Peace, 
that mntining in great Number, they ran to the 
Gatcs of the Pallace, Exclaiming againſt the Mini- 
ſters of State for protraCting the War, and hinder- 
ing the procurement of a Peace, nor would be ap- 
peaſed till the Grand Vizier was made a Sacrifice to 
their Revenge , the Muphts hardly eſcaping with 
Life. 

For 
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For the better quieting theſe Tumults, the Baſſas 
of the Divan were obliged to center into a further 
treaty with the Yenetians, offering tor Ten Millions 
to withdraw their Forces out of the Iſland of Candza, 
and grant them an intire peace, but this unreaſona- 
ble demand was not accepted, the Senate knowing 
that the City of Candia was ſo well Fortified that 
the Turks deſpaired of winning it, and thereupon 
that they might ſeem the leſs to regard the Orroman 
power, they revoaked their Ambaſſador Seignior 
Capello, but he through Melancholy and diſcontent 
occalioned ''y his hard uſage at the Port, ſoon after 
dyed, leaving his Commiſlion with his Secretary, 
but that Expiring, nothing more was done at that 
time, in relation to peace, which czuſed another In- 
ſurre&tion in the City, which had like to have turn- 
ed all into ruine and delolation, for the Spahr's and 
Fanizaries joyning together, and pretending to re- 
form abuſes of State, (lepoled the Urand Vizier, dit- 
charged the Principal Ofhccrs of the Court, and 
obliged the 4/uphr: to fly tor his Lite ro 7eruſalem, 
nor {carcely did the Qucen-Morker remain ſecure 
in the old Seraglio, and to ſo great a height their 
Rebellion proceeded, that they propoſed the depo- 
ſing the Grand Seignior, and having thus caſt off all 
duty and reſpect to their Prince, they centered the 
Pallace in a tumultuous manner, where forcing the 
Guards, they broke up the Treaſury, and conveyed 
thence 'I'wo Millions of Sultanics. 


Nor in this General combuſtion which continued 
many days, did the Shops and Ware-houſes of the 
Merchants eſcape pillaging, none daring oppoſe the 
fury of the Licentious Souldicry, who had advanc- 
eda baſe fellow of their Fattion to the Grand Vizi- 
cr-ſhip,, though afterward the ſtorm alayed, he was 
(c- 
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decently layed aixic, and one Kzperice a Crave Tur 
placed 12 his ſtead, who cauſed fevera! of the Muti- 
niers to be Apprehended , and publignely Execu- 
ted. 

Notwithſtanding theſe troubles , the Turks de- 
{i{ted not to carry on the War againſt the Yenetian, 
{o reſolutely .were they bent to have Candza ;, In their 
poileiſion therefore Equiping another Great Fleet, 
They pur to Sea 1n order to relieve their men 1n the 
lfland, but being again fought with by 4ocerrigo the 
Venetian Admiral, all the Fleet was either taken, 
{yok or {tranded, upon which the Yenerians landed 
on the liland of Tenedos, and in four dayes became 
Maſters of it, as alſo they did of Stalimene antiently 
called Lemnos, which loſies fo incenled the Grand 
Setznor (by this time grown to underitanding, that 
he relolved to carry the War into Dalmatia part ol 
the Yeretians Seignory, but upon ſecond thoughts 
relolved the recovery of the lilands, and in order 
thereto put another Flcet to Sea, who after a great 
dammage ſuſtained by the FYenetian ſhot, thrult their 
men on ſhoar in great numbers, and by that means 
theevil Fortificd llands lo lately taken by the Vene- 
tians, were by the Turks recovered, in attempting, 
the relief of which, Aocenrioo the Venetian Admiral 
had his Ship blown up by his powder, accidentally 
taking fire, by which Accident himiclt, together 
with all that were on board periſhed. 

Theſe important places regained, the treaty of 
peace was offered to be renewed, and ſome over- 
tures were made by the Venetians, but now the 
Turks would hearken to nothing unleſs Candia might 
be intirely put into their hands, with the Fortref; 
of Clifſia in Dalmatia, and payment mude of three 
Millions of Gold, for the Dammages ſuſtained by 
the War, which unreaſonable propotals,- 16 perjudt- 
cla! 
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ark £ cial to the honour of their Setgnoury, the Senators 
itl- F Generoully rejefted, r2ther reſolving to maintain 
Cl- F the War, and defend themſelves more vigorouſly 
then ever, which intention known, the Grand Selg- 
Uv- nionr gave ſecond orders for his Army to ſpoll Dal- 
4, | matig, but in their March the Grand Vizier who 
ell F headed them, Having cauſed the Bafla of Aleppos b ro- 


ot, F ther, who had a command in the Army to be put to 

he death for coming later to the Randetvous than was 

he appointed, which ſo inr aged the Bafſa, that raiſing

over the Great Vizier with a prtliarnt Arniy, COmpo-

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ſed of the Flower of the Orroman Chavalarie in Eu- 
rope, who joyning with the Baſla, was in a great and 
mortal battle overthrown: and with his broken For- 
ces obliged to retire, which made the Grand Seigni- 
our with ſuch Forces as he could raiſe, paſs the Boſ- 
phorus, and joyning with the V1ziers rallied Souldiers 
Compoſed an Army of Thirty Thouſand Horſe, and 
Seventy Thouſand Foot, with which he Marched 
againſt the Baſſa, whoſe heart at the approach of fo 
great a power began to fail him, and make him more 
plyable to hearken to Terms of Agreement, which 
he propoſing to his Council of War, and they ap- 
proving his Reſolution, a place was Aſſigned for 
Treaty, and Mortaza Balla made the Grand Seigni- 
ours Plenipotentiary, the Grand Seigniour promi- 
ſing to ſtand to what ever he ſhould ACt, as indecd 
he did, for the Baſla under pretence of a Treaty, 
being unadviſed, drawn from his Army, was toge- 
ther with Seventeen of his Attendants ſtrangled by 
the ſaid Mortaza, and ſuch as he had layed in am- 
buſh for that purpoſe, upon notice of which his Ar- 
my that then conſiſted of Eighty Thouſand Horle 
= Foot diſperſec, every Man ſhifting for him- 
Felt. 

For this Exploit Mortaza was greatly anplauded 
by the Grand Seigniour and Grand Vizier, und had 
a conſiderable command conferred on him 1n the 
War, againſt Rooorski the T ranſilvanian Prince, whole 
Ccuntry about this time the Tartars had entered, at 
the inſtance of the Sultan with a great power, yet 
was not the 4/ia Rebellion thus extinguiſhed, for a 
Nephew of the dead Baſſas railing great Forces In 
the Territories of Aleppo, advanced with a Reſolu- 
tion torevenge his Uncles death, to whom joyned 
the two ſons of Chuſaein Bafſa, whom the Great Vi- 
Zicr had cauſed to be put to death, as allo the my of 

ww 
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7orgne, and many others, which rendred this Ar- 
my as formidable as the precedent, gave new fub- 
ject of fear at Conſtantirop.e, but the great Vitier 1o 
managed the matter by :owing diſſcniion among the 
chiefs, and beſtowing large fums of Money on the 
Soldiers that the Army dayly diminiſhed, till at 
length 1t came to nothing ; leaving many of the 
Commanders to the mercy of the Viter, who never 
ſpared any wan that was guilty of a crime, or ſuſpe- 
(ted to be ſo. 

Aſia being again reduced to Obedience, the Grand 
Seignior had leiſure to think of his Wars with the 
Venetians, and therefore gave ſtrict command for part 
of his Army to march into Dalmatia, and the other 
part to be imbarqued for Cardia; he reſolving to be- 
ſiege the Metropolitan City of that Name; nor 
were the Yenetians ſlack for having received a rein- 
forcement of Four Thouſand French Foot, and di- 
vers other Aids ſent them by the Chriſtian Princes, 
their Confederates ; They took the Forts of Calamo, 
Calegro, and Epicarno, hardly diſtreſſing the Balla of 
Canea In the principal City of his Province ; inſo- 
much that he was obliged to write to Conſtantinople 
for ſpeedy ſuccour, leſt that City ſhould be lot ; 
for the Yenetians dayly battered it, and preſfled it 
hard with continual Aſſaults ; but a ſupply of Three 
Thouſand freſh menbeing by Night thrutt into it,the 
Venetians raiſed the ſiege, and marched to New Car:- 
dia, (built near to Old Canara) in hopes to beat the 
Turks out of it, but prevailed not according to their 
expectation.

\-\. Count. Zohn Serint, a Prince, who had a fair Sove- 
ralgi Inheritance 1n thole parts,& was under the Em- 
perour made Governour, of Croatia, who raili nga po- 
wer laid liege to the ſtrong, City of Canzia, wiich at 
that time was almoſt deſtroyed by an accidental Fire 
but upon notice thereof, the Emperour not only de- 
nyed to afliſt him in his enterprize, but ſent an ex- 
prels Command to him to raiſe his hege; at which 
in a rage hecaſt his Scimiter on the Ground, and for 
3 while ſtood mute, yet not thinking 1t convenient 
to difobey his Soveraigns Commands , though he 
might ecalily have taken the City , he raiſed his 
lege. 

'The 049; rpg Dlocked up as 1t were on every 
ide by the Tarks, about this time implored a ſecond 
time the Emperors Aſſiitance, retolvin;; to ſhake oft 
the Turkiſh yoak ; and in order thereunto, Lhey Da- 
niſhed Acatizes Barkl, ay, who unce the Death of Ra- 
gotshs had governed in chict, greatly tavouring the 
Tzrks, and In his Itcad « onſt ituted one K emencs, lome- 
times General of Kaoors:;'s Army ; which plainly 
manifeſting their hatred ro the Tw ks the Ger- 
man or Ceſarean Empcror relolvei! to allilt them; 
they-conſentiny, to admit Garrions 0! Germ Soul- 
dicrs into divers of their Cities, uling, chem with all 
reſpect, and plentifully providiuo them with all con- 
venient nccefſaries. 

Yet the Germs made '[] fh2w of Laki'ig thc 
Field to alliit or protect. to {7.49 yiv.enmans ;, but on 
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the contrary wrote tothe Baſſa of Buda, to certifie 
him that the peace ſhould be kept inviolable ; yer 
the Turk not contented, entered Hungary, and layed 
waſte a great part of it that was ſubject to the Em: 
peror z whereupon Count Seriz built a Fortreſs in 
the Turks Dominions, near Caniſia, ere the Turks 
Were aware, at which the Grand Vilier was fo inra- 
ged, thar he ſent an expreſs to ſtrangle the Vaffa 
of Buda, for permitting it ; fo that the Leag gue be- 
ing apparently broken, or infringed on either ſide 
the German Army, under the Command of Connt 
Montecuculi, and joyned with the Tranſyluanians un- 
der the Leading of Kemeniw, their General ; which 
ConjunCction rendered them ſo formidable to rhe 
Ottoman Empire, that Al: Bafſa durſt not oppole their 
progreſs, till he had divided the Tranſyivarians a- 
mongſt themlelves, by advancing one Apaft to the 
principality, who being well beloved, cauſed by fun- 
dry means the Army of Kemenw for the molt part to 
revolt; of which the crafty Baſfia taking the advan- 
tage, ſet upon him, and ina bloody Battle over- 
threw his people with great ſlaughter, obliging him 
for his ſafety tolly into Hungary, from whence re- 
turning after he had recruited his broken Army, once 
more to try the fortune of a Field ; he was in a ſc- 
cond Battle put to the rout; and as he retired bca- 
ten from off his Horſe by one of his own Souldiers; 
where none rclieving him, he was trodden to Death 
under the Horſes Feet, -and left the greateſt part of 
his people a ſacrifice to the inrazed PRs

couraged, inſomuch that joyning with a Body of 
Turks, they Lefieped Clandiopolis, of which David Re- 
tani,a right Valiant Souldicr Wag Governour, having 
under his Command a Garriſon of German Horie and 
Foot ; yetthe Turks ard 7 ranfylvamais battercd it 
tor 
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for a while, but upon the arrival of General Schen- 
Jan, who in ſpight of them pur a reintorcement into 
the Town, and made zrear llaughter of their out- 
guards. 

About this time the Plague raged in Coz, ſiantinople, 
in the C2mp at iuch a rate, thac Fifty Ihoufand 
perſons of 211 Ages and Sexes ayed, which leaving 
the City @imolt uciolare, the Grand S1gntor retired 
to Adrineple, a1:d there made his iolemn entrance z 
which place {0 delighted him, that he had lince tor 
the molt Pal. religed there, VWnere Kupet ce the, Old 
Viter ſo dealr with him, that he procured a pro- 
miſe that hi: 501: Armer whom he had made Chinca- 
cam ©1 Co.jtantinople, ſhould be afliiting ro him in his 
Vitter-ſhip, aruairer his Death ſucceed him in that 
place of truſt, tt: which though contrary to the 
Ottoman Cuſtom, who hold it dangerous to, that any 
Office ſhould go by Inheritance ; accordingly came to 
pais, to the great grief of the Court Ballas, whoare 
ever emulous af that place, G&c. For old Auperlc 
(after he ha«l been five years Viſier , and in that 
time had canied Thirty Thouſand Perſons to fall by 
the hands oi dive: . Executioners, being the bloodi- 
elt that ever officii:ed that place) dying, his Son 
Anmet had the Grand S1gniors Patent, and the Scal 
of the Empire deiivercd to lim, taking upon him the 
Office cf Great Viticr at the Ape of Thirty two 
years, a thing not uſual, and not to be behindhand 
with his t ather, cltablifhed himlelf upon rhe de- 
ſtrution oi ſich as he ſuſpected to envy at kis ad- 
vancement ; amongſt whom, the Balla of Afrgneſte 
fell a Sacriice; he likewjle procured the ranith- 
menr of Soy many Bafla Of Dan: aſe f, ana hat oat 
the Muphti, and indeed cauicd to be made away, OT 
diſplaced all that he ſulpected averie to his in- 
terelt,

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Daring, the tranſation of theſe miſcalled ſtath 
policies: the Fenetians had rendered themſelves for- 
midable at Sea, by taking and det! [ero) "Inc 2 many of 
the Turks Galleys, fer ci: aping them in the Archi- 
pelago, which greatly diicouraged the "Turks in Ca 
nea, and put them out of all gen ot procuring an 
entire polleſlion of the Iſland of Cardea. 

Anno Dom. 1662, About the beginning of this 
year the Government of Arg:ers ſent Deputies with 
preients to the Ottoman Court, to exhibit a com- 
plaint againſt the Ergliſh; for that the Earl of 
Sandwich, with a Squadron of his Majeſties Frigates, 
had ceſtroyed ſeveral of their Ships, and beaten 
down, or diſmantled their Caſtles; but the cauſe 
being rightly ſtated by the Earl of W inchelſea, they 
wereſo tar trom prejudicing the Engliſh by their 
complaint, that they were tain to ſneak away for 
the preicrvation of their own heads. The Plague 
bei now avated at Conſtantinople, the Grand Signi- 
or returned thither, and ave himſelf wholly to 
huntinz, which above all other excrciſes he adm1- 
red, having in the Chaſe of Wild Beaſts many times 
I wenty Thouſand Men: attending him, who fore- 
Lyed the Woods and Forreſts to procure his Game 
but whilſt he thus gave himſelf up to Recreation, 
the Viler was 2s ſtudious to remove all thoſe that 
might Ecliple his Gre atneſs, or any ways indanger 
him; ſo i/.at in delpight to the Queen-Mother, 
whom he knew was uo favourer of his proceedings, 
he _— ed the 'Ictrarder, or Chief Treaſurer,and 
baniſhed hun the C ty : Which fo far incenſed her, 
- _ 91107 with Riuzhir Aga, chief Eunuch of 

the Women, procurcc the removal of his Chief Fa- 
voirite or Counlellor ; by whoſe advice he was on- 
!y ſhpportcd in the niaravement of his Aﬀairs, and 

reatly liveighced avainit the Vilier, exhibiting ma- 
ny 
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ny complaints againſt him to the Grand Signior, 
and preſied them to that point, that the Grand 
Siznior began to have him in ſuſpicion, and to make 
him more narrowly, which he perceiving , and 
knowing from what Fountain ir ſprung, cndcavour- 
red to reconcile himſelf ro the Queen-Mother, but 
in vain z for her Spirit would not permit her to 
make any Accommodation ; wherefore lie feartng 
one day to fall by her mcans, was about to retign ht 
Vilierſhip ; bur upon ſecond thoughts, concluded 1t 
fater to face the Tempeſt, come wliat would come, 
and fall with Honour, rather than tamely expoſe 
himſelt to the mercy of his Enemics z wheretore 
he began anew to practice the Death of 1luch as ſtood 
in oppolition to his greatneſs ; and eſpecially of 
Mortata, baſla of Babylon, whom he obliged to re- 
linquiſh his traſt. but could not get him within his 
power : for having married ore of the Daughters 
of the Prince 6{ Gordeau, he retired to his Coun- 
trey in the Mountain of 4mm, where he had a 
ſtrong City afſhzned him, and there kept out of 
the Vikers rcach, refuling all the tetzned profters 
of kindnels which were made to decoy him into dan- 
fer; but ſuch was the reitlets indeavour of the 
Grand Viher, that he delilted not, til he was put 
into his hands, who imincdiately cauſed his Head to 
be ſtricken off, and (cnt to Cnſtantinople, which was 
looked upon by many as a jult Judgment of God, 
tor his treacherouſly murthering the Balla of .-lepps, 
contrary to the Faith piven tor his ſecurity. 

Theſe things happening, the Turks atter breath 
taken, purpoled to turn their Arms upon the Ger- 
mans, but atter many Conſultations the matter was 
deferred to a fitter opportunity, by reaſon the Af- 
fairs of Tranſylvania were not to the mind of the 
(rand Signior, though the progrels of his Arm 
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had put all that Principality into a fear of utter 
ſubverſion, having ſeized molt of the ſtrong, places; 
nor durſt Apafs: Prince 0: ly in name, Interpoſc his 
Authority, or fo much as intercede for the preſer- 
vation of his bleeding Countrey z yet the German 
Commanders ſeeing all on the point of ruine, reſol- 
ved to lay hold of the opportunity, and izcure ſuch 
places as were moſt commodious to the Emire, 
when puſhed forward by the renowned Captain, 
Count Yer:m, they ſeized On Claud 70po 15, Semoſwar, 
Sechilhi, _ Clewar, alias Coleſwar , an- rrlem, with 


ſome other Towns and Fortreſles of letler note. 
The outrages committed by the Turks in this Pro- 

vince were io grcat, that the oppret 1:4 Nobility 

were oblized to fend that ir humble Petitions to a. 


vers Chr ian Princes, to take pity of their ſuffer- 
ings, and deliver them out of the hands of their 
barbarons Enemies, and to the miniſter of the Chri- 
ſtian Princes, reliding at the Port to intercede with 
the like Tmpplication, to intercede for them to th? 
Grand SISnior, or Grand Vilier, but all proved 1in- 
eicAual, for the Turks had reſolved a total ſubjc- 
&tion of that Principality, and to reduce 1t under 
the obedience of a Baſla. 

Afﬀairs ſtanding, thus in Tranſylvania, the War 
with the Yenzt;ans went on ſlowly ; for the YVenerians 


being Maſters at Sea, intercepted all ſuch Veſſels 


and Ammunition as were ſent to any of the Iflands ; 
and amongit the reſt, the Fleet bound for Alexanaria 
in Foypt, conſiſting of Sixty Sail, moſt of which were 
taken, ſunk, and burnt : a number of Slaves re- 
ſcued, and prize made of a rich booty : Soon after 
which, Signior Capello, through grief and hardſhip 
indured in his Impriſonment , dyed; whoſe Body 
imbalmed was with mach difficulty ſent to Venice, by 
the Earl of Winchelſea, His Majeſtic of Great Brit- 


tarns 
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tains Embaſlador , and there honourably Interreſt 
with his Anceltors. 

The Great Vilier being informed that the Chriſti- 
ans had rebuilt feveral Churches, conſumed by the 
Fires that had happened in Conſtantinople, and G a'a- 
tit, by fome malitious Phariices, cauſed them to be 
demoliſhe 4, and that the Authors of thoſe Buildings 
ſhould be impriſoned : : for as much as the Afahome- 
tan Law tolcrates the rebuilding of no Chriſiian 
Churches, nor EreCting new ones where none ſtood 
before ; but allows thoſe to ſtand, that were found 
ſtanding, when the /Mahometains took poſſeſſion of 
the City, Town, or Village wicrein they are ſci- 
tuate 3 and ſo far proceeded he therein, that pro- 
carinz the Labourers of the Maimarbaſhed, or Ma- 
ſter-Builder, to accuſe him of incouraging the buiId- 
ing of thoſe Churches ; which done, he cauſed his 
Head tv bs ſtricken oft, and his Wealth to be ſeized, 
whic.: a.cording to report, amounted to Two Th y- 
ſang  urfes or Money, every Purſe containing Five 
Hundred Dollars. 

Abour this time, The Stcur Dela Haye, the French 
Embaſſador having, received divers affronts at the 
Port, was impriſoi ed, which had likeutterly to have 
diſſolved the Communication between the two Na- 
tions; butat the intreaty of rhc Merchants of Mar- 
ſeles and Lions, whoſe interelt would greatly have 
luffered, it by that means their Trading into rhe 
Grand Signiors Dominions had been obſtructed, 
the French King, was prevailed with to ſend another 
Embaſſador with Letters to the Grand Signior, and 
Grand Vilier, to require in ſome manner a repara- 
tion of the diſhonour he ſuſtained in the perſon of 
his Emballador, greatly diſſembling his reſcntments, 
but in the end was obliged to relt fatisfied with a 
Complement or two, inltead of other reparation, 

T4 4 and 
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and himſelf to raake his own Ambaſlador amends 
the better to blind the Eyes of the Chriſtian Vi- 
niſters reſiding, atthe Port, and falve up the wounds 
his honour received by the dilgracc. 

The Emperor of Germany reſolving on a War 
with the Turks after . great preparation was vb- 
ſtructed, and obliged to come to a diſhonourable 
treaty by reaſon of an accident that happened at 
Rome occalioning a wide breach between the Pope 
and the French King to the indangering of Chriſten- 
dom, which was thus, the French Ambaſſadors Coach 
paſſing the ſtreets of Kozze, was aflaulted by the 
Corſe Natives of the Iſland of Corſica, which are re- 
tained as the Popes guard, the page killed in the 
boot, and tne Ambaſſadors Lady wounded, but up- 
on what inlitigation remains doubtful, yet the King, 
took it {o heinoully that he reſolved to War upon 
the Popes Territorics in /ra/y, which diſcord did no: 
a little rejoyce the Turks, who imputed it the me- 
rit. of thcir Prayers 23 indecd they do all other dt- 
viſions amongſt the Chriſtians. 

The Treaty of Peace by rcafon of the diviſions 
alorclud having continued between the two Em- 
Pires, witliout coming, to any reſult, about the bc- 
ginning of the year 1663.great forces were levyed on 
cithcr tide, and all hopes of peace vaniſhed , inſo- 
much that the'Turks ſquaring out the platform of the 
War on their part, reſolved to recover the places 
they ſometimes held in 7ngary, but more eſpeci- 
ally Kab and Komora, and thereupon with a great 
Army palſied the Darube over a Bridg, of Boats, up- 
on whom the Governour of Newheuſel fallied with 
cight thouſand men, though contrary to the advice 
of his Council, with which in the night he entered 
thetr Camp and made a great ſlaughter, but the 
groſs of the Army having, palled the River, and ta- 
ken 
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ken the alarum, Creilent-wiſe cloſing the horns at 
the back of the Chriſtians made of them a milerable 
laughter, who notwithſtanding {old their lives at 
a dear rate, falling upon heaps of the Enemy till at 
Jaſt tired with ſlaughter, thoſe that remained alive 
yielded themſelves Priſoners, and were notwith- 
ſtanding contrary to the Law of Arms by the Vili- 
ers command barbarouſly murthered. In this diſa- 
ſter the Governour hardly cl{caped, and in his re- 
turn was but coldly received, tor that he by his 
raſhnels had expoſed the lives of ſo many brave 
Soldiers , to the cruel Swords of their barbarous 
Encmies, but this cruclty was ſoon after revenged 
upon the "Turks in like manner by Count Seri. 

This fatal Ilols ſounded harſh in the Emperours 
ears, and obliged Forcatz Governour of Newheuſel 
to ſend to onticucult Governour of Rab, to advile 
him of his evil ſucceſs, and that if a re-inforcement 
was not ſpeedily ſent the place mult of neceſlity 
fall into the hands of the Enemy, whereupon one 
thouſand ſeleA, Souldiers were drawn out of Rab 
and ſent thither, but ſcarcely were they centered be- 
fore the Turk {ct down bcfore it, and ſummoned 
the Governour to ſurrender, but upon his refuling 
on the 14th. of Azgft they prepared tor a General 
ſtorm. In order to which about break of day 
Faggots and Rubbiſh were brought to hll up the 
ditch, and ſcaling Ladders to aſcend the Walls, but 
although they were many in number, and the aflaulr 
made with all imaginable vigor, yet they were re- 
ceived by the defendants with that courage and 
gallantry, that the I renches were filled with their 
Carkaſles, and at length obliged to retreat with the 
loſs of fix thouſand ot their men.

I1ttle OO during which Newhenxſe! upon their 
Mazazine of Powder accidentally taking Fire ſur- 
rendred, Src Articles honourable to the be lieged, 
The Turks heightened with their ſucceſs Jaye 
eve to Lrvents, which aftzr many threats and fair 
promites was put into their potiſefiien by tne Inhabt- 
rants,which fo overjoycd the Turks that feaſted they 
for ſeveral dayes, and then marched to Sch:7ta the 
Magazine of the Emperonrs Arms, and Artillery, 
which they aſſaulted, but with great lois were bea- 
ren off, and forced to raiſe their liege, yet paſling 
on they took Nowiorode, a ſtrong Caſtle ſcituate up- 
on a Rock, and Garriſoned with ſix hundred Soul- 
diers, provided with all neceſſarics that might 
have incouraped them to a rcſolnte defence, and 
not upon ſuch caſie terms have Jurrendercd a place 
of ſuch ſtrength. : 
- Win 
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Winter approaching the Grard Viſier with part 
of his Army marched bzck to Belgrade there to 
quarter till the Spring, ordering a tlving Army of 
thirty thouſand Turks and Zartars under the icad- 
ing of the Baſla of Temeſwar to pals into Stiraand 
Crotia, the Countries of Count Seri, who was a- 
bout that time returned out of Hungary, and there 
to fill all places with defolation of which the hero- 
ick Count having, notice reſolved they ſhould not 
want a welcome and therefore railing ſuch Forces 
which were not above ſix hundred, and with this 
handful betook himſelf to the banks of the River 
Auer, to give a ſtop if poſlible to the paſſage of the 
Enemy placing Centinels in all places where theR.t- 
ver was fordable, yet two thouſand T urks, paſled 
undiicerned upon whom he ſet with fach undaunted 
courage that he ſoon put them to flight, who 1n 
jeeking to repals the River and miſling the place 
they palled at and preſſed by the Count they threw 
themlelves headlong into the depths and there moſt- 
ly periſhed, which the Turks on the further bank 
perceiving were ſo amazed at the ſtupendious val- 
our of Serzn;,;that their courave failing them they de- 
ſiſted from any further attempt upon his Countries. 
Yet the Count not fatisfied railed againſt the Spring, 
viz. 1664. a conſiderable power and marched into 
the Turks Territories, deſtroying, ail before him 
taking many important places, and burning a bridge 
made over the Fenns fix or ſeven miles in length, 
which colt the Turks fix hundred thouland Dollars 
In bullding, and fix years labour, he likewle took 
Quinque Eccleſie, and fogving, the courſe of his 
victory taking in many ſmall Towns and Caltles 
in his way, he came before S:geth a Fortrels of the 
Turks, conſiſting of the new and old Town joyn- 
ed by a bridge croſs a famous marſh , and tell _= 
The 
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the hands of the Tus in the Reign of Solyman the 
Magnificent, Ann) I56 5. hz then beſtegins It with 


2n Army of ix hundred thouſand Men, in deiencs of 


which Nichalas Serin: great grand father to tt is 
Count, immortalized his fameand memory witi the 
loſs of his Life. This place the Count reſolved to 
take aid tfacrifice ſuch barbarous Turks as wonld 
not bY a tim: 1 ſurrendet ſubmit to his mercy, t 
the Gholt of his Anceſtors, but when he had a long 
time battered it, and it at a point to yield, news 
was brought that a great number of Turks and 
Fartars were on their way to releive 1t, whererpon 
calling a Council of Wer it was therein co: laded 
that 1t was not ſafe to hazard a Battle, and tiiereby 
indanger what was alrcady acquired, but rather give 
place to neceſſity and return with ſuch ſpolles as 
they had which indeed were very great. 

Wilt this renowned Champion in the Chriſtian 
cauſe ſo bravely behaved himſelf on the one l1idez 
the affaires in Traxfilvania ſucceeded not fo well for 
the Garriſon of Clovinopolis wanting pay mutined and 
delivercd up that important place to Apafi, which 
rouzed the Germans out of their Lethargy, and 
made them begin to beſtir themſelves, and the grand 
Stgncour mad - the loſs he had ſuſtained by the 
Arm of Serini, ſent ſhar ply to reprove the Yiſter of 

nezlizence charging under ſevere penalties to be 
more vigilant for the future, but in ſpite of all hc 
could do, the Count on whoſe plumes fledged victo- 
ry fat perching, having a while taken breath pluck- 
ed other plumzs from the Turkiſh Empire ; when to 
exaſperate him the Viſter ſent ſeveral Troops to 
take his new Fort of Sermſwazr, yet not ſo covertly 
but that hz had notice thereof, and immediately 
diſpatched a meſſenger to his brother Peter Seranz, 
(whom he had left to guard the frontires himlelt 
at 
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at that time proſecuting his good ſucceſs in Hunga- 
7y).to be in a readineſs to receive them which 
young Prince no leſs couragious then his brother, 
ſetting upon the Turks as they were palling the 
ſtraits of Atorlac he killed two thouſand of them, 
took fittcen hundred Pritoners and pur the relt to a 
diſorderly flighr. 

UFon news of this ſucceſs the Count reſolved to 
beliege Canrſta, and in order thereunto went dit- 
yuiſed, onely accompanyed with fourtcen of his of- 
ficers to take a view of its ſtrength aud ſ{cituztion 
but was not. lo private therein,but that the Turks had 
ſecret 1ntelligence of his purpoſe, and layed an Am- 
buth of five hundred Horle ſome diſtance without 
the Walls to Intrap him, but providence fo order- 
cd it, that by the ſwiftneſs of his Horſe he broke 
through them, when at the noiſe 30o oft his Crotiar 
Horſe coming up he faced about and valiantly at the 
head of his Troop; charged the Enemy and made of 
them ſuch Naughter that few of them eſcaped death, 
or bondage. Amongſt the flain one was found 
compleatly armed, with a {!:ik twiſted Cord of dt- 
vers colours about his walt, who by the Captives 
was reported tohave taken a folemn Oath to bring 
the Count bound in that Cord, ard to have layed 
him at the Vihers teet, but in this as in moſt hu- 
main affairs it was ob;-rved that when man propn- 
{eth God diſpolerh-. 

After this ſucceſs the Count made known his in- 
tention of Wor againit tle Tmks, detring, his ap- 
probation who by the :dvice of the Diet at Katwben 
approved of his proceedings,and ent him tupphes ot 
Men and Money, to per! It i his caterprizes,v here- 
upon he fat down betore (wnifia, ard battercd it tu- 
riouſly,but for want of the tupply promiſed he at 
the approach of the 1 urkith Art my Wch vas ery 
numerous raiſed the 1c. [| ie 
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The Diet was not idle in ſtudying and contriving 
the preicrvation of the Empire, but finding them- 
ſelves too weak, adviſed the Emperor to tend his 
Ambaſſadors to his Majeſty of Great Brutain, His 
Majeſty of Poland, and the Princes of Italy, to con- 
tribute towards the defence of Chriſtendom, who all 
freely, either with Men or Money, ingaping in the 
common cauſe an Army of Four Thouſand Thirty 
Seven Horſe and Sixteen Thouſand Nine Hundred 
Ninety One Foot was Imbodied, and were promiſed 
ſucceſs the rather by reaſon of the Rebellion in Epypr, 
where ſeveral of the Begs had taken up Armes, and 
driven out the Ballas, yet the difference amongſt the 
Chriſtian Commanders retarded their ſucceſs, and 
eſpecially ſome affronts put upon the renowned Count 
Serim, Which not being taken notice of by the Em- 
peror, he ſunpoied he connived at them, and there- 
fore retired from the Army, which put a great ſtop 
to their proceedings, upon which the Turks incou- 
raged belieged many places, but with {mall ſucceſs, 
for in theend Huſaein Baſſa, General ot the Turks 
Army being incountered by Count Soiſe chief Com- 
mander of the Imperia/s, he was overthrown with 
great ſlaughter of his men, when flying to Strigont- 
*%m he was denyed cnterance, and obliged to March 
to Newhuſe!, where he was received, the Garriſon 
there being thin, and the tempeſt of War at thar 
time threatning that place. 

Soiſe animated by this ſucceſs belicged Barcan a 
ſtrong Garriſon of the Turks, on the other ſide Da- 
nubins near to Strigonimm, the which aſter a terrible 
allault he took, aid after having plundered it, fet 1t 
on Firc, and ſo marched back to Komora, the News 
of which made the Turks pals the River Rab with 
part of their Army, for Provideiice ſo ordered 1t, 
that in the night time abundance of Rain tell, 7 
the 
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the River ſwelling kept the other part from paſting, 
ſo that being divided, that part which had paſled be- 
ing ict upon by the Chriſt:ans was routed with great 
Mughter , molt of them periſhing by the Sword or 
the Water, the flain of yore on both ſides being 
theſe, on the Turks //ſnale Baſſa of Baud.z, the Gene- 
ral of the Spahies, the Azaof the 7arizaries, the 
ounzeſt Son of the Tarter [7an, Three other Baſ- 
fas, Al: Beos General of Boſna, Thirty Capuoibaſhes, 
Thirty Five of the Viſicrs Pages, and Three Hun- 
dred of his Gnard, Fifty Jam:zaries, Three Thou- 
ſand Spahes, Fitreen Hundred Boſnachs, Eight Hun- 
dred Albamans. Six Hundred Crottans and Hungars- 
ans ſubjeft to the Turks, Two Rundred and Fifty 
Valachians 0nd Moldavians, Six Hundred T artars, 
Fiitcen 1d Anatolians, 41d Four Thouſand o- 
ther 4; ill Sevevtcen Fhonſar! OF the 
Chriſtian were flat about T' ..and, the 
chict of wiich were the C' + of Naſſau, Charles 
Count Bracondorf, Co i ulchire Gencr2l of the 
Artillery, and Coll- _. Pleiter with his Letutenant 
Collonel, and Sc int Afaor. 

This grea! ; throw canſed the Turikih Forces 
to Mutinye, .eclaring the War tobe underr2ken up* 
on an un'ult quarrel, a'lledging eat ic Total E- 
clipſe of the Moon had betore pre: ace] their evil 
ſucceſs, nor could the Vilier appcafe them, or ſecure 
his own Lifc without a pry to le his utmolt in- 
tereſt for an accommodotion of Perce between the 
Empires, yet kept. ot his wor , but immediately 
ent his Coriman.!. to the Princes of Moldavia and 
Valachia, who inc retired to retore to the War, 
whereupon ! thougi, very apwilltngly they returned, 
after which the Y'ur <5 Turk Corn os i, the 1mpcre. ils 
not ſo much as vouciiaiin & LO TCUCYE It which iO 
afflicted the Noble Mind of the Count Serint, That 
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growing Melancholly , to divert himſelf he Sfren 
uſed Hunting, when one day Chaling a Bore, whom 
he wounded in ſeveral places, the furious Beaſt turn- 
ed upon him, and with his Tusk ſtruck him on the 
Knee, which made him fall to the ground, when be- 
fore he could recover himſelf with a ſecond ſtroke, 
he was mortally wounded 1n the head, and foon after 
dyed in the Armes of one of his Pages; This was 
the end of this valiant Captain, whom his Enemies 
could never ſubdue, to the great grief of all worthy 
Chriſtians, and the joy of the "Turks, whoſe Mor- 
tal Enemy he was, a man in dangers moſt couragious, 
In War valiant, and Patient 1n labour, in Peace cour- 
teous, and moderate in his pleaſure, and in fine he 
was accompliſhed with all thole vertues that renders 
a ian compleat. 

After the death of this Count, the Peace between 
the Emnircs was concluded, when as the Grand Selg- 
niour being at leaſure, plotted the deſtruction of his 
Broti:rs, but at the periwaſion of the Muphrz altered 
his Reſolution. 

Abour This time the Grand Viſier indeavoured to 
clepoſe the T artar Han, and place his Son in his ſtead, 
but the young Tartar though barbarous would not 
conſent. thereto, but ſent his Farher ſecret notice 
what was intended againſt him, which fo inraged 
the 7 artar, that he uſed his utmoſt indeavour at the 
Ottoman Court fo overthrow the Vilier, and promote 
another to that Office, in order to which he dealt 
with the Balli of Buda, promiling him his utmoſt 
Interelt at tlic Port to make him yreat Viher, by 


which, thouzh contrary to his wiſh, he deſtroyed 
him for the Vitier, having notice of what had pal- 
{:d, 00011 2d a privatc « Committion from the Grand 
Se 2110} W, by which he Summoncd tne Baſla to ap- 


pear b=tore lms when immediately without any pro- 
cels 
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cels, proof or accuſation, cauſed his Head to be 
ſtricken off. 
| Amo Dom. 1665. The Genoeſe ſent the Marqueſs 

Durazzo as their Envoy Extraagdinary to the Orro- 
man Court, where by gifts and other means, he fo 
effettuaily wrote with the Grand Vilier, that a peace 
inſued between the Grand Seigniour and that Repub- 
lick, che which was the rather accorded to that the 
War againſt Candia might be the better carryed on; 
on which the Turks ſeemed abſolutely bent in order 
to the Equiping of Gallic, and other things neceſſa- 
ry, the Grand Seigniour came from Adrinople to Con- 
ftamineple, but before his arrival great part of the 
Seraglio was burnt to the ground, fired by ſome of 
the women, to prevent the diſcovery of their ſteal- 
ing divers Jewels that garniſhed the Royal Cradle, 
and upon his arrival he deſired of the Earl of Win- 
chelſea Fifteen Sail of Engliſh Men of War, with the 
conſent of His Majeſty of Great Brittain, but the 
Earl excuſed it, ſaying, that though his Majeſty of 
England did always entertain a good affeCtion and 
zealous diſpoſition towards the affairs of the Orroman 
Port, yet at preſent the Wars with Holland, and ill 
underſtanding with France, made his occaſions for 
his own Shipping more urgent then uſual, and the 
time moſt u1iſealonable to preſs his Majeſty in that 
particular, whereupon the Grand V1hler gave order 
for the building Sixty Gallies againſt the Spring, at 
what time a great Fleet was in a readyneſs, ſeveral 
Ensliſh, French and Dutch Merchant Men, who were 
at that time found in the prots of Aleppo, Smyrna, 
and Alexandri:, being, preſſed tor the ſervice. 

Theſe proceedings greatly alarumed the Yenertans, 
inſomuch that they delay2d nothing that was requi- 
lite for the defence of their important City of Can- 
ara, the which who ever holds, commands rhe _ 
U v #) 
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of the Iſland, whereupon the Marqueſs Ghiron Frax. 
ciſeo Villa a brave Souldier, was entertained as Gene. 
ral of Foot, anda Sallary of twelve thouſand Crown; 
per Annumalowed him, with a large Commiſſion not 
to be ſubjet to any command, but that of the Cap. 
tain Generals, who with a great train arriving at 
Venice made an Oration to the people, whercin he 
incouraged them to the utmoſt to hght againſt the 
encmics of their Cougtry and Relizion with weary- 
neſs, and chearfully to provide all neceffaries for 6 
honourable a War, whereupon tlicy fitted their Fleet 
with all things neceſlary, and ſtrengthened their 
Forts both with Horic and Foot drawn out of their 
Garriions on tlie Terra Firma, being aſliſted with 
Men and Money from other Princes and States; The 
Pope gave them permiſſions to levy four thoufard 
men out of his Countries, the Emperor likew1le not- 
withſtanding the peace furniſhed them with conlide- 
rable Forces, to which were additions mzde from 
other parts of Germany, and indecd from many of 
the Chriſtian Princes, who were pricved to ſee an 
Infidel incroach yet farther into Eurepe, but above 
all the French King contributed largely, though at 
the ſame time he ſent Mounſier d' YVently his Amballe- 
dor to tne Port, who 2s the former received many 
aftronts during ks reſidence there ; The Captain of 
the Ship that brought him thither likewiſe was or- 
dered by tue Grand Seignior to be Executed, for too 
rudely preſſing into his preſence, which Sentence 
had been pur in Execution had not. the Boſtangs Balla 
tIntercecded for him, yet he nevertheleſs was impri- 
loned ard put in chains, nor could the Amballador 
without a great Sum procure his Liberty, nor at his 
Audiences had of the Grand Sciyinior and Grand Vi- 
licr was he received witli ſuch reſpect as became his 
Claracter, yet bc made the beſt on it, boaſting + 
Tic 
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the other Chriſtians, Miniſters of the ample ſatisfa- 
fion he had received both tor his own affronts, and 
the affronts put upon his Predeceſfors. 

Whilſt theſe things paſled, the Marqueſs 4' /:Ula 
paſſed into Dalmatia to take a view of the Forts and 
ſtrong places on that 1ide, as tearing whilſt the Turks 
cave out for Candia, they might ſuddenly turn their 
Forces upon that Frontier Territory of the Yeneti- 
ans, but having given ſuch neceſſary orders as he 
thought requiſite, and being certified from Count 
Liſle the Emperors Amballador at Conftantimeple, that 
the Grand Vilier early in the Spring would with a 
puiſſant Army land on the Ifland he ſet over, with 
ſuch Forces as he had, to joyn thoſe already there. 

About the beginning of the Year 1666. great 
troubles had like to have riſen 1n the Orromarn Em- 
pire, occalioned by one Sabaraz Sent a Jew, born at 
Smyrna, who impiouſly pretending himſelf to be the 
Meſſia drew after him a multitude of that unhappy 
nation,declaring that he came to reſtore them to their 
temporal Kingdom,and to gather the ſcattered trives 
filling their heads with prophelies, dreams and falſe 
deluſions, that they every where .credited him, and 
laying aſide all bulineſs, prepared for their march to 
Zeruſalem, once more to polleſs the Land of Promile, 
and raiſe a Glorious Monarchy above what ever their 
Anceſtors could pretend too, aud to that purpolc 
made themſelves Garments according, to the Leviti- 
cal Ordinance, ſeveral ot them athrming that they 
had ſeen El;as, and that he h:d expretly commanded 
It, writing tocach other many Blaſphemous Letters 
in commendation of their !mpoſtor, whom they itile 
King of Kings, and i.ord ot all Lords, attributins 
to him many other vain Titles, nor was it long e'r 
he became Hydra headed, tor other deſpicable Jews 
finding the cheat take 1o etfeftually rook up the de- 
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ceiving Trade which cauſed the Turkiſh Mini. 
ſters to nip them, e're they grew too popular, by 
confining”tne Ring-Leaders to divers Priſons; and 
amonegſt other things, the Jews being aſhamed that 
fo many Miſſtas ſhould at once appear, procurcd the 
Impriſonment of ſome of them, themſelves, by ac- 
culing them of Adultery, and other heinous Crimes, 
as for Sabati, he finding his fraud too apparent, re 
nounced the Judaiſm, and turned Mahometan, and 
drew many of his Nation to follow his Example, he- 
inz for that purpoſe ſet at Liberty, and allowed a 
penſion for his Maintenance in the Turks Seraglio. 
About this time the Embaſladors of either Em- 
pire exchanged, that 15, the Turks Embaſſador re- 
turned from Yienna to Conſtantinople, and the Ger- 
man Embaſiador from Conſtantinople, to Vienna; du- 
Ting which, the skirmiſhes between the Venerians ard 
the Turks rrew hot, Hoſtilities being on both ſides 
maintained with great fury, both by Land and Sea, 
though with various ſucceis; ſometimes one ſide 
prevailing, and ſometimes another; till at laſt it 
was relplved by the Marquels D* Villa, and the Ad- 
miral of the Gallies, that by reaſon of the great In- 
undations occalioned by the incefſant rains, that the 
ofenfive War ſhould be laid aſide, and the Forces 
tor better iccurity, incamp near the Walls of Car- 
dia, 35 bing the Metropolis of the Ifland, whilſt 
the Gallies divided into two Squadrons ſcowred the 
Seas, and hindred any new ſuccours from Landing ; 
but e're they were incamped, Two Thouſand Turks 
fallying from their Trenches, ſet upon the out- 
Guards, beating them from their Polt, and purſu- 
Ing even to the enterance of the Camp, but being 
reintorced, the Turk were obliged indiforder to rc- 
tire; yet the Turks not contented, made another 
ettcmpt, but with no better ſucceſs than the for- 
mer 
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nr; though the Loſs was conſiderable on either 
ide; yet. the Turks Camp was greatly annoyed by 
the ſhot, from which played furiouſly upon their 
Trenches; but the Marqueſs D' Fila having notice of 
the approach of greater Forces, thought it wiſdom 
toremove his Camp to a place of more advantage, 
till new aids came to his alliſtance ; the which after 
fling up the Trenches, and blowing up the Forts 
that they might not profit, the Enemy was per- 
formed. 

During this Action, the Great Vuter, with a nu- 
merous Army Imbarqued on the Gallies at Conſt a- 
imple, and after touching at 7 hebes, arrived at Can- 
dia, though by the way, Twelve of his Galleys fell 
into the hands of the Yenerians, moſtly laden with 
Proviſion and Ammunition, taken near the Gulf of 
Volo by the Cavalier, Grimani, Captain of the Gal- 
lies ; the Viſher upon his arrival went to take a 
view of the City of Candia, that Bulwark then of 
Chriſtendom, and finding the raking of it wonld 
require much time and labour, he returned to Canea, 
to conſult the meaſures uſed in carrying on the liege ; 
when in the mean time the Princes of Chriſtendom 
being at diſcord amongſt themſelves, were not ſo 
ready in ſending the promiſed ſuccours as was ex- 
pected, only the Pope and Great Duke of Tuſcany 
kept their promiſe, and ſome few private men ont 
of their proper Treaſury, ſent a ſupply of Money 
and Proviſon, inſomuch, that the junCtire did no 
ways promiſe ſucceſs to the Yenetians. 

Anno 1567. The Tartars inthe depth of Winter 
entering Poland, layed a great part of it deſolate, 
carrying away One Hundred Thouſand Chrillians 
into miſerable Bondage, which made the Polontan 
King exhibit a grievous complaint to the Grand Sty 
nor ; but with all delirous to renew the League =

tween them: In order to which, he ſent his Embaſſi. 
dor with many rich Preſents to the Port, but he be. 
ing too peremptorie in his demands upon hts Audi- 
dience, and receiving no anſwer agreeable to his 
expectation , uttered ſuch Speeches as cauſed the 
Grand Signlor to confine him to his own Houſe, and 
a Guard to be ſet upon him, which ſo increaſed his 
fury, that growing high, it caſted him into a Fe- 
vour, of which he dyed ; when as his Sccretary took 
upon him the character of an Embaſſador, expeCting 
a reply to what had been propoled, and within a 
while after, had an Audience of the Chimacam, but 
in the end could obtain no other anſwer, then that 
no compenſation or pretence ſhould ever after be 
demanded for the damage iuſtained by the Tartar: 
in Poland, nor that the Polanders ſhould make War 
upon the Cfſacks now revolted from the Obedience 
of that Crowa ; but that they ſhould immediately 
make War upon the Muſcovite, and permit the Tur- 
k;ſb Merchants to Trade in their Countrey ; with 
this anſwer the Secretary was obliged: to depart, 
though 1t proved nothing grateful to the Poles, who 
<1d not vouchſafe to return thanks for this uneſteem- 
cd favour, yet by reaſon of the differences amongſt 
themſelves, warred not on Tartary, though ſome of 
the bordering people with any Authentick Commil- 
f10n, j9yning with a conſiderable party of Maſcovi- 
vans, cntered Tartary, and runwing with Fire and 
Sword even to the Walls of Cifa their chief City, 
burnt Three Hundred Villages, and brought away a 

zreat Hooty of Priſoners, Cattle, and the like. 
About this time the Baſſa of Baſora revolted from 
the Grand Signior, and with diſplayed Infigns, 
marched with an Army of Forty Thouſand Horic, 
and to the great terror of thoſe Countreys, which 
he pretended were of right, his Legal —_— 
Oo 
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ifcended to him by his Anceſtors ; but the Baſlas 
of Erzirum, Aleppo, and Damaſcus going agalunlt him, 
'outed his Forces, and for the - preſervation of his 
Life, obliged him to fly to the King of Perſia. 

The Venetian Galleys coaſting the land of Candia, 
to hinder what ia them lay the Latlding of -Forces on 
that Ifland, encountered with Twenty Ships of the 
Turks, laden with Men and Provition ; moſt of which 
they burnt, ſunk, or took, and a while after had 
one of the Turkiſh Galleys brought ro chem by the 
Slaves, who had by ſtratagem taken ir from their 
Maſters, but theſe proceedings ſeemed ſmall ro what 
afterwards happened ; for þy this time the Viker 
having layed his liege to one of the ſtrongeſt City 
inthe World, fortified by the moſt induſtrious of 
men, as far as Humane poſlibility could render it 
inpregnable, diſmal things inſuecl. 

The Town was fortificd with ſeven great Baſtions, 
vs. the Sabionera, Vetturi, Jeſus, Martinengo, Betlem, 
Panigra, and St. Azdrea, all incompalled with a 
large and dezp Ditch, of which were the Keve!sn of 
Spritto, the Reveun of Panigra flanked to the right, 
with the Half-Moon of Aecenigo, next thereunto, 
was the Revelin of Betlem bordering on the work 
of St. Maries, Which to the left had the Kevelin of 
St. Nicholas, and this joyned to the Fortification of 
de Palma, next whereunto was the Revelin of Priu's, 
with the redoubt- of- Crepa Crore, aud over all was 
the Royal Fort of St. Demetrio, which Commanded 
the work of Molino, and Sabionera, even to the very 
Yea, 

Before this formidable place, the Viſier pitched 
his Tents, raiſed his Battery, and provided all things 
neceſſary to approach the work, running his Tren- 
ches with great celzriry to the border of the out- 
works, but there met with ſuch blaſts of eErnear 
Uu4 Fires 
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Fires from the Mines and Farnellos, that they hin- 
dred the Tarks Traverſes , and greatly diſincovra- 
ged them, conſidering that if the Ground was unſe- 
core at that diſtance, what Abyſſes and Chaſmas 
muſt there be prepared to make them Graves under 
the Walls or enterance of the City, when not to let 
them breathe, the Chriſtians ſallyed twice on them, 
making great ſlaughter of ſuch as were far advan- 
ced in the works; when retiring in confulion, the 
Collonel of .St. Demetrio fell upon them , cutting 
Two Thouſand of them in pieces, e're they could 
recover their main, ſtrength ; about which time , 
Captain General Moroſint arrived in the Haven with 
his Salleys, and put One Thouſand freſh men into 
the City, which ſo exaſperated the Turks, that they 
reſolutely advanced to hinder it, but being within 
danger by the ſpringing of Mines, ſome hundreds 
of them were ſent to cut capers in the Air; yet the 
Turks forced by their Commanders like Moles, con- 
tinued there working under ground, where many of 
them dug their own Graves, never more appearing 
*bove ground ; for being countermined, they were 
overwhelmed with the blaſts of Powder and dread- 
ful Wild-Fires prepared by Caſtellan (the moſt expert 
Enginere in the World) for that purpoſe, yet 
the Turks with their ſtink pots, which fla- 
ming, they threw into the works, ſo infefted the 
Air with noiſom vapours, that long, it was e're it 
could! e purged with the burning of Faniper-wood, 
and Aquanite. 

During theſe dayly rancounters, arrived the Auxi- 
jarie Galleys from the Pope, and Malteſians com- 
manded by Prior Bich:, and Bali Del Bene, as like- 
wiſe the Galleys of Naples and Sicily, Commanded 
by Giarettino Doria, and the Duke of Ferandina, but 
{uch was the Cowardiſe of theſe Commanders _ 

| they 
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they imputed to, the ſtraitneſs of their Commiſſi- 
on, that they durſt not come on ſhoar, nor at the 
inſtance of the Marqueſs D' Yilla, ſend him ſo much 
25 a man, except {uch renowned French Voluntiers 
33 would enter the City, not being under their 
Command, amongſt whom was the Cavalier D 
Harcourt, of the Houſe of Lorrain, whodid lingular 
kervice by his Valour and Conduct ; nor did theſe 
Galleys ought at Sea, but after ſome time, coaſting 
the Iſland, ingloriouſly returned home to theirs, and 
their Maſters Infamy. 

Theſe things happening , the Signior Gzavarina 
ſurrendred his charge of Captain of the Galleys to 
Signeor Paſquelino, and by the order of the Senate, 
went again to Conſtantinople, and from thence paſled o- 
ver to treat with the Great Vilier about a truce, but 
nothing would be conſented to, unleſs Candia was 
delivered, whereupon he generouſly {corned to treat 
further, though the Viſier deſired it, and appointed 
a place for that purpoſe, which 1o inraged hun, that 
he commanded the Mines abour Panizrato be ſprung, 
and a furious Allault to be given, but it proved un- 
ſucceſsful by the great ſlaughter of the Turks, whoſe 
bodys filled up the ruines of the Mine. 

At the end of July arrived Six Hundred Foot, un- 
der the Leading of Orranio Alba, a Noble Venetian 
bringing with him likewiſe Twenty Thouſand 
Ducats, who entring the City, was joyfully recet- 
ved, during which ſpaces, the Fights between the 
Miners under Ground, were as bloody as thole in 
the openField, fo that the Men ſeemed to make war 
in the Grave ; nor were the Turks flow in placing 
their Mines to advantage, eſpecially one, which ta- 


N=. Fire, blew up part of the Half-Moon, leaving 
h 


ereby a paſſage Twelve Foot wide, at which the 
Turks prelling to enter, were miſerably overwhel- 
med 
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med by the forms of ſhot that flew like Hail from 
the Flanxers, whereupon the better to make their 
approaches, the Turks filled ſacks of Earth, and 
planted them near the Walls, which the Chriſtians 
with long Iron hooks drew away, and left them 
open to the fury of Muſquitiers, who were the more 
incouraged by a another ſupply ct Five Hundred Yere- 
trans , ander the Command of Signcour D' Riva, 
when on the Fiſtcenth of September, the Chriltians 
tallyed, and after a hot skirmiſh, trained the Turk 
into the danger of a Mine, which being ſprung, ſent 
Three Hundred of them into the Air, yet they con- 
tinued the _ . very bloody and doubtful, till at 
length the Chriſtans retired under the Baſtion of 
Betlem, and ttic 2 art with the ſhot irom thence 
were bcaien oft. 

On. the Eighteenth they made another falley, 
and trained the Turks into the danger of another 
Mine, though not without ſome loſs of their own ; 
their Captain being wounded, and Ten or Twelve 
of them ſlain, yet they again fallyed, and ſprun 
leveral Mines to the deſtroying of Six Thouſand 
Turks, whilſt the Eoginere framed an Engine to 
rid the Ditch of the Earth that the Mines had 
thrown into it, but the Turks undermining where 
it ſtood, blew it into the Air, yet the Labourers 
with Baskets and Sacks ſupplyed 1ts place; and on 
the Twentieth of Ottober, a Mine of Forty Barrels 
of Powder was fired by the Chriſtians to deſtroy the 
Encmies redoubts, fut on the contrary, 1t burſt 
through an old Gallery with ſuch force, as made the 
City tremble, as il an Earthquake had happened, and 
with the confuled {moak ſtifled about Sixty Men. 

About this time, the Grand Signior ſent an Ex- 
preſs to the Vilier, to ſend himan exact account how 


the licze was carryed on, and what hopes there was 
ol 
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of winning the piece, ſending him a Sword, and a 
veſt of Sables as a token of his favour; to merit 
which, and that the Grand Signiors Inquiſitor might 
be a SpeCtator of the difficulty in winning the place, 
he commanded a General aſſault the next day ſhould 
be made upon Panizra, which was carryed on with 
ſuch deſperatenels, that the Turks entered the 
Ditches, but were ſoon diſlodged by the Springing 
Mines, which made them ſpraul by Hundreds in the 
Air, and overthrew many of the Enemics redoubts, 
yet the Vilier not ſatisfied with threats and proml- 
ſes, obliged them to renew the Aſſault, which they 
did with ſuch cagerrefs, in hopes of great rewards, 
that notwithſtanding the undaunted courage of the 
Defendants, Panigra had been taken, had not the 
General given order for the blowing it up, which 
was done with ſuch a Thunder-crack irom the breath 
of Seventy Barrels of Powder under a huge pile of 
ſtones, that the Turks Camp trembled, and in it 
periſhed Three Thouſand Turks, amongſt whom 
were Three Baſſas, and many other of note. This 
for the preſent aſtoniſhed the Turks, and gave a.ſtop 
to the further proceedings of this Aſſault. This 
proof gave evident Conviction to the Grand Signi- 
ors Inquiſitor of the ſtrength of the place, and dit- 
ficulty of the work ; and having been an Eye-Wit- 
neſs of what had paſled, returned with diſmal ſto- 
ries of a cruel War, reporting (perhaps) and it was 
rclated in moſt parts of Chriſtendom, that this was 
the place where blood was ſpilt day and night, where 
Gallant Men had forgot to ſleep, living in perpe- 
tual labours, innurd to intolerable ſufferings, and 
hourly dangers, there being none ſecure in Church, 
Houſe, or Street ; for Granadocs ſpouted fire, Can- 
nons thundred out their Iron Globes, Arrows and 
Stones fell like Hail, ſo that there were none in that 
place, 
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place but who quartered on the brink of the 
Grave. 

Winter coming on Hoſtilities ceaſed not though 
their heat was ſomewhat abated, and to the won- 
der of all men the Viſier could not be perſwaded to 
forſake his Trenches, but proving when necellary 
he could to ſecure his Souldiers from the raging 
cold and prodigeous Rains he immediately dilpatch- 
ed Letters to the Grand Signeour and Dzvano, tg 
ſend him new ſupplies for that his Army wes fo 
waſted that of one hundred and fifty thouſand with 
which he at firſt incamped not a third part of them 
remained adding that he -was reſolved to take the 
City or dye under its Walls, which reſolution was 
highly approved by the Grand Signeour , and a 
ſpeedy dilipatch of Men, Proviſion, and Ammunitt- 
on was made when to the Viſier ſuppoſing to ren- 
der the Officers of the City more negligent of their 
truſts ſent to propoſe certain Articles of Peace and 
a flag of Truce, but his deſign being perceived he 
drew in his hornes, about which time arrived the 
new Proveditor Bernardo Navi (the other having 
been killed with a Muſquet ſhot on the Fort of Pa- 
nizara) bringing with him five hundred Souldiers, 
and Matteo Matthers Serjeant General with recruits 
from the Pope, as likewiſe three hundred Meddals, 
to beſtow upon ſuch Worthies as ſhould beſt de- 
{ſerve them. : 


Anno Dom. 1668. in the month of arch a ſharp 
1ngagement happened between fixteen Yenetian, and 
twelve Turkiſh Gallics, the latter not expecting, 
ſach a number in thoſe, tho indeed they had been 
ſent to ſarprize yet entering into a ſharp diſpute 
lix of the Turks Gallicz were ſunk or taken, and the 


reſt much ſhattered eſcaped under the ſhelter of = 
" Night 
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right, having Icſt moſt of their Souldiers and Com- 
mznders, ard iccn aiter the Captain General of the 
Veretians, lighting accidentally of 1ix other Turkiſh 
Gallics took ard tunk them all fave one that run her 
{e]t on ſhoar, 

Spriny being new ccrre the Turks began to creep 
cut cf their 'Irenches, having raited a Fort on the 
{ce of the Lazarerro, which ſo offended the Port 
that there was no harbour or z«cceſs for Veſſels, and 
the like they had ercCtcd on the other ſide near un- 
to the Fort of St. Andrea, which greatly offended 
Tramata another harbour on the lett hand, and in 
the night pſling undiſcovered of the Centinels they 
fixed a ſtrong Cable to the Palliſ; do of St. Andrea, 
ard ſtrained it ſo hard with an Engine erefted for 
that purpoſe, that they tore away ſeveral of the 
main becams,heightned with which ſucceſs they con- 
tinued to advai.ce their Lines on that ſide, to pre- 
vent which the General commanded two hundred 
under the leading of Major: Mera, to fally out up- 
on them, which they effeted with ſuch expedition 
and ſecrelie, that they ſlew a great number of them 
and put the reſt that were running the Line to 
flight, overthrowing their redoubts and filling up 
Lines for which good ſervice the General beſtowed 
amongſt them fifty Zechins, and commanded the 
Platform to be finiſhed from whence with his Can- 
non he greatly annoyed the Enemy , and having 
deſtroyed ſeveral Redoubts by ſpringing of Mines, 
ſallyed about cight hundred ſtrong, and made great 
ſlaughter of the Turks driving them out of their 
Trenches. Howſoever the Turks with admirable 
patience crept forward under the ſhelter of their 

2aſtion, runuing their Traveries croſs the Lines till 
Maupaſſau an Engineer by {pringirg ſeveral Mines 
put a ſtop to their | roceedirgs. Put now what 
Was 
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was the greateſt loſs to this famous City the Duke 
of Savoy (whoſe ſubject the Marqueſs D* Villa was, 
recalled him home, his urgent aiairs ſo requiring, 
notwithſtanding many overtures were made for his 
continuance, but in obedience to his Prince he im- 
barked and left his charge to the Marqueſs St. Arn- 
drca Montbrun a Noble man of France, with whom 
the Yenetian Ambaſſador at Paris by order of the 
Republick, had prevailed to take upon him the de- 
fence end protection of that deplorable reduced now 
almoſt to its ultimate criſis. 

The new General eſtabliſhed in his place of truſt 
took a diligent ſurvey of the Forts and Walls of the 
City, giving ſuch neceſſary orders as he conceived 
moſt convenient, nor was his diligence without 
reaſon for the Turks dayly preſſed nearer to the 
Walls of the City, railing many redoubts with ſuch 
expedition, that - they could not be deſtroyed ſo 
falt as they were raiſed, though the Miners ceaſed 
not to uſe their utmoſt diligence, and from them 
playing with their Cannon many brave men ,were 
killed on the Walls, and amongſt the reſt Provide- 
tor General Nan:, and Franciſco Bataglia, Brother 
to the Duke of Candia were flain with Muſquet: 
ſhots. 

The long, continuance of this ſiege drew thither 
many Worthies, and amongſt others Monſter {4 
Fuillade Duke of Roanez,, The Count of St. Pauls. 
The Duke De Carderouſſe. The Count D' Villa 
Maur, and the Duke De Chateau Tiery, who came 
accompanied with fix hundred Men moſt of them 
Gentlemen of note, to try their valour in the field 
of Mars, who like fo many inraged Lyons by their 
frequent ſallies killed a great number of the Turks, 
beating them through their Trenches, and territy- 
ing them at that rate that they ſcarcely durlt _—_ 
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their approach, but theſe men came not to ſtay but 
only to ſee the Wars and fo depart, which after 
good ſervice done, fuch as eſcaped did ; when in 
their places ſeveral valiant Souldiers ſent by the 
Dukes of Lunenburgh and Brunſwick arrived under 
ther leading of ſeveral valiant Chiefs, of which 
Count Waldeck was prigciple, who in a fally ventu- 
ring into the Enemies Trenches too far, received 
ſeveral wounds of which he loon after dicd. 
Between St. Andrew and the Rave/in of Spirito, 
where the Turks had planted a Battery of three 
pieces of Cannon, and raiſed ſeveral Doubts, a Mine 
of one hundred ſacks of Powder was iprung, which 
not only overthrew the Battery and Redoubts, but 
vaſt quantities of Stones and Timber it carrycd into 
the Air, deſtroyed a great number of Turks in their 
Trenches, and thereupon the Chriſtians fallying 
put them into a great confution, dilmounting and 
ſpiking up their Cannon, but by the loſs of the 
Duke of Candia who was flain by a Muſquet ſhot, 
much of the joy for this ſucces was abated , yer 
three thouſand Turks were lain, and amongſt them 
the Balla of Canea, and Major General of the 7a- 
MLAVIES. 

This ſlaughter for a while greatly dilcouraged the 
Turks, but in the end recoveriny breath, they made 
a ſtrong aſſault upon one of the Forts of St. Andrea, 
and gained it,preſling on to the Baſtion of Sabzonera 
to the Weſt with a force of ten thouſand men hav- 
ving the advantage of three batteries, cach contilt- 
ing of ten pieces of Ordinance, and the n2xt night 
gave a general aſlault with all their Forces to the 
Þaſtions of Panigra, Sabionera, 2nd St. Andrea, to- 
gether with the great Fort of Sr. Demers, but 
the beſieged were armed with a.! caution and vis 
lence againſt ſurprize, and with ti;at conditt and 
Valurr 
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valour that they gave the Enemy three gallant re- 
pulſes with much ſlaughter 2nd confuſion, but yet 
this ſucceſs was diminiſhed by the loſs of the Count 
de Maur an experienced Venetian Captain, who af- 
ter proofs of an invincible couraye loſt his Life in 
defence of the Chriſtian cauſe, but not long after 
the Marqueſs Grnaro and the Barron Spar arriving 
with a recruit of three thouſand men, as if they in- 
tended to requite the Turks laſt aſſault, made ſo 
reſolute and ſucceſsful a fally, that they killed about 
two thouſand Turks, amongſt whom were divers 
Commanders of note. 


About this time whilſt the Grand Signeour was 
at Lariſſa, news came of the near approach of the 
Exccllentiſlimo Abuiſſe de Molino Ambaſlador from 
the Venetian Republique with Propolitions of 
Peace, but the haughty Turks before they would 
admit him to a nearer approach then a days jour- 
ney, would firſt be reſolved whether or no he 
brought with him the Keys of Candia, to which it 
was replyed by the Interpreter, that he was not ca- 
pable of giving them fatisfaCtion in that particular 
being but a menial Servant, to whom the ſecrets of 
State and relolutions of great men were not com- 
mitted, his office being only to render faithfully 
the words and ſenſe of his Maſter, and not to en- 
ter into the private thoughts, and Cabinet of their 
Councils. To which the Chimacam proudly and 
barbarouſly replyed, That he ſhould go tell his Ma- 
ſter that unleſs he brought the Keys of Candia his 
head ſhould pay for it, and that he preſumed not in 
perſon to approach nearer unto the Court. So the 
Ambaſſador remained at a diſtance till he received 
orders to pals over into Candia, there to treat with 
the Vilier, who weary of the tedious ſiege willingly 
gave 
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gave him Audience hoping that he came to treat 
about a ſurrender of the City, which in any: caſe 
he deſired as fearing notwithſtanding his brayadoes 
he ſhould be forced to raiſe his ſiege without ſuc- 
ceſs, but he only offered Suda and a conſiderable 
ſumme of money, which not redounding to the glory 
of the Vilier, by reaſon that might have been had ere 
the War began, he would come to no agreement, 
for the Ambaſlador iniiſted that Candia being main- 
tained by the Armes ot Forreign Princes it could 
not without their conſent be ſurrendered, but that 
all the reſt of the Iſland ſhould be the reward of 
their blood and labour, and although the Viſier af- 
terwards propoſed in lien thereof, the Yenerians 
ſhould have free Licence to rebuild Paleo Caſtro, yet 
the final anſwer of the Ambaſſador was, that Candia 
was Capable of no conditions but what were 1mpoſed 
on 1t by force of Armes. 

About this time the French King, by reaſon of the 
many indignities put on him in the perſon of his Em- - 
baſſador, recalled him without daigning to ſend ano- 
ther to negotiate his affairs at the Port, which great- 
ly amuſed the Turks, as judging he intended to re- 
venge the affronts received at Conſtantinople upon the 
Ottoman Forces before Candia, as indeed in ſome mea- 
ſure he did, and might have been the preſerver of 
that important. Bulwark of Chri/tenaom to this day, 
had not the Caprice of ſuch as commanded his For- 
ces ſent there obſtructed it ; About this time like- 
wiſe the Earl of '''3nche!ſea Ambaſlador for his Mz- 
kſty of Great Britrain, having had his Audience of 
the Gr-nd Seignior at Satomca returned into Eng- 
land, and was ſucceeded by Sir Dane! Harvy. 

Anno 1669, The Turks finding a great cheat 
through their Empire by light and falle Moneys 1n- 
troduced by the French, Ditch and Fralians (for in 
Ax Turky 
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Turky the Money of all Nations is currant to a cer- 
tain value) they complained to. the Caates or chief 
Judges, who with the conſent of the Grand Seignior, 
called it into the Mint, allowing no-more for it than 
it was in true value, to the infinite loſs both of Turks 
and Strangers, and foon after the Grar:d Seignior 
being greatly fearful that the people growing weary 
of his. Government, might place one of his 7: 
thers in the Throne, to ſecure any danger th. 1 41, 
ſent an Officer to the Queen-Mother, under whoſe 
Tuition they were, to demand their heads, and 
bring them to him at Larsfa, but ſhe upon fight of 
his mandate abhorring the Fact, ſecretly gave notice 
thereof to the Fanizaries, to whom ſhe had fworn 
the protection of the Young Princes, which unex- 
pected News blew up ſuch a flame as had like to 
have turned all into confulion, and wrote worſe er- 
fets than any the Grand Seignior had before cauſc- 
teſly imagined, but in the end, with large prom:- 
ſes and larger Donations, the Tempeſt was alay- 
ed. 

Spring approaching, the Turkiſh Army which for 
the moſt part had layn immured all Winter, twixt 
the Walls of earth, crept forthas Worms out of the 
ground, and again began to run their Trenches to- 
wards the Walls of Candia, before which Mountains 
and confuſed heaps of rubbiſh and Mold lay, which 
had been thrown up by the Mines and Frencellos, 
which to looſned the nerves and pores of the Earth, 
that all about it ſeemed hollow, inſomuch that light 
appeared often out of one Mine into another, which 
gavecither ſide frequent opertunities of ſtealing pou- 
dcr out of cach others Mines, the Turks like Moles 
working {till underground, fo that the ſtrongeſt Ci- 
ty in the World was rather reduced to extremity 
by ſuch as knew ro uſe of any thing, but of the 
Spadc 
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Spade and Mattock, rather than by force of Armes, 
for many were of opinion that all the Forces of the 
Ottoman Empire could not otherwiſe have taken it, 
by this m:cans being to near advanced that their Gra- 
nadoes could ealily be flung into the City, they did 
great miſchief, wounding aid killing many of the 
Prime Commanders, and beating down houſes in 
abundance, ,when amonegſt the reſt a Cainon ſhor fell 
intoa Magazine of Fireworks, and ſtriking upon a 
Granado ſhell that v as hlled with powder fired, that 
firing about a hundred more, containing thirty bar- 
rels of powder, which beat down moſt of the adja- 
cent houſes, and did great hurt to the Gariſon, and 
on the 28th. of May the Turks iPrung 5 Mines in the 
mouth of the breach they had made on the Fort of 
St. Andrea, and preiled hard to carry it, now weak 
and almoſt turned into a heap of rubbiſh, which 
cauſed the Captain General the Marqueſs of A1:- 
bern, and all the chief Officers to take up their quar- 
ters on that lide. 

The City of Candia thus in danger, the Princes of 
Chriſteadom were not flow in relieving it, but above 
the reſt Pope Cement the gth. Exprelled his zeal tor 
the defence of this place, not only {ending fuccours 
himſelt, but inciting and ſtirring up others to do the 
like, and moſtly the preſent French King, who was 
beſt able to tend a ſtrong power, who was not want- 
ing to comply tor the deience of the Chriſtian cauſe, 
who in order thereto ratied leven or eight thouſand 
foot under the command oi the Duke of Beaufort, 
near Kinſman ro the King, the Duze of WVavarlles, 
the Mareſca's, Lamivert and Colevert, with many 0- 
thers of note, who were dclirous to tignalize their 
vallour in the Ficld of Fame, wno imbarquing on 
the Ships for that purpoie prepared at Toulon, ar- 
rived before the City of Candiz on ths 19th. of 7u- 
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ly, where fourteen Yenetian carnals laden with horſe 
atterded their coming, on which they were mount- 
ed, and now began the hopes of the beliezed to riſe 
high, and the Turks although within the City ina 
manner to deſpair, nor were the French flow in en- 
tering the City, for the night of the ſame day they 
arrived, the Duke of Navaulles with the Regiment 
of old Souldiers Mounted the guard on the Fort of 
St. Andrea, the place of greateſt danger, ard the 
next day a council of War was called, wherein it 
was concluded that the Town was not Tenable, or 
to be long maintained without ſome extraordinary 
Enterprize attempted on the Enemy, and by ſome 
furious ſally performed with reſolution and ſtrata- 
gems of War, in order unto which it was reſolved, 
that the 27th. ſhould be the day for ſally both with 
Horſe and Foot, and the Fleet not. to loſe their parc 
in thi52Ction, but ſhould play their great Guns on 
that ſide next St. Andrea, making as it were a Wing 
to the Army. 

'The Sally agreed on, the Army was drawn up 1n 
four Battalions, the firſt called the Admirals, com- 
manded by the Sicurs Martel Vander aud Granter , 
the ſecond was the Vice-Admirals, commanded by 
the Creurs de. la-Morhe and Planta, the third was tae 
Rear-Admirais, under the command of the Cheva- 
liers Bovillion Gabaret and Dailly, the fourth was 
the Battalicn of the Srteur d' Almeras, commanded 
under him ©y the 51ers Panetire de la-Rogne, Fontier 
Bitault, and the Chevalier de Nemond:; On the Left 
hand of theic, were the Guards of the Duke of Bean- 
fort himfeli, thengh thereto perfſwaded by all the 
Nobility, net refrairing to make one in the Enter- 
prize, who after he "ad given order for the Fleet to 
accoalt the ſhozr on rhe lide of St. Andrea, as near 
as conſiſted with their ſecurity, and from thence with 
their 
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their great Guns to play upon their Enemies Camp, 
he reſolved to fight at the head of the Forlorn hope, 
conliſting of Four Hundred Men, preceded by Fitty 
Granadeers, flanked with Three Troops of Horlie, 
Commanded by Count Damrrre, and the Regiment 
of Guards, with Four Troops of Horſe for their 
Wing, flanked with Three Regiments of Foot : The 
reſerve conlitted of the Regiments of Harcourt, Cont, 
Lignieres, Roſan, Mont-Peſat, and Vendoſme, tlanked 
with Four Troops of Horſe under the Command of 
Count Chosſeul, which placed themſclves on a riling- 
ground, to hinder all communications between the 
Viter, whoſe Camp was before St. Andrea, and 
the 7auizaries Aga, who was Incamped before Sabto- 
era : between the firſt and ſecond Line were placed 
Fifty of the Kings Muſquetiers to be aſliſtant on oc- 
calion, and the other Troops of Horſe were to take 
the left hand along the Trenches, leading to the 
Sabiovera, The Regiment of Aſontpeyroux was ap- 
pointec! to mount the Guard of St. Demetrius, to ic- 
cond the retreat it occaiion required it ; 1a like 
manner Five Hundred Pionecrs were ordered to le- 
vel the Treaches of the Enemy on the quarter ot 
St. Andrea, whillt the Body of the Turks Army 
was imployed in repulling the violence of the Sally. 

All things being in a readineis, the French alout 
Two hours before day, in the ſecreteſt manuer ima- 
ginable, fallied at St. Georges Gate, the Signal to tall 
on, being the ipringing of the Royal Mine , which 
through the Dampnels of the Powder, or the ti- 
merouſneſs of the Enginierc, took nar effect ; the 


_ General impatient of delay, not ſtaying for the on- 


ſet of the forlorn-hope, which lay within half MuC- 
quet ſhot of the Enemy, aſſaulted rwo redoubts, 
took them, and put all he found in them to the 
dward ; with the like courage the other Regiments 
S233 ente- 
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entered the Line, and after much blood, and ſlaugh- 
ter, made themſelves Maſters of the Trenches, it9r- 


ming a Fort, on which was a Battery, directcd againſt 
St. Demetr:o, poſleſſed themſelves of it, and i-iked up 


all the Cannon found therein, at what time day ap- | 


pearing , diſcovered the bloody Scene, which cau- 
fed the Turks to haſten from the Hills near New 
Canaia 1n great number to reg2in their Trenches, 
whereupon the Duke D' Navailles perceiving his 
forlorn hardly beſet, came in with Two Troops of 
Horle, and two Regiments of Foot z who with 
great {laughter beat the Turks out of their Tren- 
ches, following the Execution even to the heart of 


their Camp, but whilſt fortune ſeemed thus to fa- : 


vour the Chriſtians, an unhappy accident fell out, 
waich quite turned the ſcale of Victory ; for a Maze- 
zine of Powder,containing, One Hundred Thirty Four 
Kintals being won from the Turks, and poſſeſſed by 
the Chriſtians accidentally, or as ſome ſuppoſe, by 
lighted Matches purpoſely dropped into it ; upon 
its ſurrender, blew up with ſuch a terrible noiſe, 
that it not only deſtroyed moſt of the Battalian of 
Guards, but terrified the reſt of the Army, by mak- 
19g the Earth, as with a violent Earthquake, trem- 
ble under them, that they verily believing a great 
number of Mines were ſpringing under them ; open- 
ed in great confuſion to the right and left, and in 
the end, notwithſtanding theendeavours of the Com- 
manders to reſtrain them, the Souldiers betook 
themſelves to open and ſhameful Flight, nor could 
they be perſwaded to rallie, or onee more face the 
Enemy, but in great diſorder, re-entered the City. 

The- Duke of Beaxfort is faid to have laboured 
much in reſiſting the ſhameful flight of his Men, and 
ventering his Perſon into danger, from whence he 
r:foived never ingloriouſly to retreat, was _ 
| y 
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by Numbers, and fighting couragiouſly amongſt the 
thickeſt of his Enemies, expired on the heaps ; bnt 
by reaſon his Body , though much ſought after, 
could not be found 5 many conjectured him to have 
periſhed by the fatal blow of Powder, which fo 
frizhred and diſordered the Chriſtian Army, nor 
hac! the French Fleet much better ſucceſs; for being 
driven from ſhoar by a ſtrong Wind, they little or 
nething indamaged the Turks, but received conlide- 
rable d-mmage for a great Ship of Sixty Brafts Gnns 
blew up, in which Two Hundred Ninety Two pe- 
riſhed, and her ſhot paſſing through the Admiral, 
killed {ſeveral on board, and indamaged other Ships, 
by the fall of her Timber and Splinters. 

The Loſs the Turks ſuſtained 1s uncertain, but 
however , according to their own report , Eight 
Thouſand are faid to fall in the Trenches, Forts, 
and Redoubts; the loſs amongit the French con- 
liſted moſtly in their Nobility and Officers of nore, 
2 fare incident to that Nation, the chief of which 
were the Duke of Beauforr, Count Roſan, the Mar- 
queſs D' Fabert, the Chevalier /ilereceaux, and the 
Chevalier D* Quzelas, with about Twenty others, 
all Commanders, and a Thoumand common Souldi- 
ers, many ot note were likewiſe wounded, the Pri- 
ſoners taken, exceeded not Seven or Eight, the 
chief of which were the Sieur D* Bois, Dauphin Son 
to a Marſhal of France, of that Name, 'and the Sieur 
D' Chateau Neuf the firſt tor his youth and beauty, 
and the ſecond for his courage, being atterwards 


greatly eſteemed by the Turks, and both entertain- 


ed by the Vilier with more generoſity than ordi- 
nary. 

Theſe proceedings ſo amazed and diſcouraged the 
French, that the Duke D' Navailles, now their Com- 
mander in chief, could not be perſwaded to Ray any 
X X 4 longer 
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longer in defence of the City, but pretending the 
Kings expreſs command for his return at atime pre- 
fixed, and that time being almoſt come, noLtwith- 
ſtanding the earneſt intreaty of the Captain Gene- 
ral ; he withdrew the greateſt part of is Forces, 
and although he met further orders that injoy1;c4 
his ſtay, yet imbarquing, he returned to Frazce, 
where for his Cowardiſe he was forbid approaching 
the preſence of the King, orentering the perlues of 
the Court for a conliderable time. 

The French thus departed, the Turks took cou- 
rage, and attacqued the quarter of Sabonera , 
and St. Anarea, where putting the out-Guards to 
flight, they advanced to the Pal:ſado of the new re- 
trenchment, but Vollies of Cannon, and ſhowers of 
Muſquet-ſhot, with quarries of ſtones thrown from 
the Engines pouring on them, gave a check to their 
proceeding» z but the Cundzots perceiving, they op- 
poſed the multitudes of the Enemie in vain, with 
one voice Implored the Captain General to ſurren- 
der the City that was not Tenable, and not to ex- 
poſe themggto the fury of a Mercileſs Enemy, of 
whom the Marqueſs D* Montbourn taking, pity, and 
finding himſelf too weak to oppoſe ſuch powerful 
Forces as the Turks, by reaſon of new ſupplys had 
in their Camp, they as it were already having pot- 
ſeſled the main ſtrengths of the City, he aſſembled 
a Councel of all the Chief Officers both in the City, 
and thoſe that belonged to the Fleet, who after a 
ſerious conſideration, concluded that the City could 
not by force nor policy be much longer held by rea- 
ſon of the ſmall number of the Defendants, and 
the incroachment of whoſe number was ten to one ; 
wliergupon the General was of opinion, that ha- 
ving imbarqued all the unneceſſary people, and thoſe 
that were wounded, they ſhould by firing of Minca 
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lay the City waſte, and fo leave the Enemy a bloody 
and inglorious Victory, which Noble Reſolution 
was ſeconded by ſeveral other Chiefs, but in the 
end it was agreed that a treaty ſhould be had with 
th: Turks about its ſurrender, the which after ſome 
debates was concluded on theſe Articles. 

Firſt, that for obtaining a goad and laſting peace, 
it is agreed that the City or Candia with all its Can- 
non which were planted there before the time of the 
War, be conligned into the hands of the Vier. 

Secondly, That the quiet polleſſion be given to 
the Republique of Suda Carabuſa, Spina 1 onga, and 
the Territories thereunto belonging, together with 
the Fortreſs of Cal:ſſa ard Dalmatia. 

Thirdly, That the Yenerians may carry away all 
the C:nnon which have been brought into the 
Town, lice the beginning of the War. 

Fourthly , That for Imbarquing the Souldiers, 
Pioneers, and Inhabitants of all Qualitics and Con- 
ditions, with their Arms, Provitions, and Baggage 
Twelve days ſhall be allowed. . 

Fifthly, That what ſhall remain unſhipped, at 
the end of Twelve days, the Vitter ſhall with his 
own Boats aſſiſt the Lading thereof. 

Sixthly, That during this time of Truce, no Per- 
ſon whatſoever ſhall tranſgreſs his Limits, and he 
that doth, ſhall be treated as an Enemy. 

Seventhly, That ſo ſoon as thoſe Articles ſhall 
be ſubſcribed under the White Flag, all As of Ho- 
ſtility ſhall ceaſe under the one ſide, and the 0- 
ther. 

Eighthly , That for ſecurity of performance of 
theſe Articles, Three Hoſtages be mutually given 
on the one lide, and the other. 

Ninthly, That for better aſſurance, that the Ve- 
netians will uſe all their indeavours to imbarque their 
Men ; 
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Men ; The Turks may imploy two Officers for Eve- 
Witneſles of the ſame. 


Tenthly, That for Effefting hereof all Ships, 


Galleys, and other Vellels may freely approach unto 
the ſhoar, and enter the Port, either day or night, 

Eleventhly, That the Veret:an Fleet may remain 
at Strandia, Or at any other Ifland in the Archinelaze, 
until ſuch times as they are diſpatched, ur t4at things 
are duly prepared for their departure. 

Tweltfthly, That all Commiſſions vive + by the 
one ſide or the other be revo:d, ann tu whoſo- 
ever within the ſpace of Forty day- .uall coinmitany 
Hoſtility againit the Tenour of rt'2ic Articles, ſhall 
be puniſhed with capital puniſhment. 

Thirteenthly, That ſo toon as an Embaſlidor 
from Venice ſhall arrive at the Port, all Slaves and 
Priſoners taken under the Vererian Colours ſhall be 
freed and releaſed. 

Fourteenthly, That what Depredations -ſhall be 
made at Sea or Land after rneſe Articles, ſhall be fub- 
{cribed, arfd before the publication thereof, ſhall be 
faithfully made good and reſtored. 

Fifteenthly, That a General pardon be given to 
the ſubjefts on both ſides, who have acted contrary 
to their Faith and Allegiance durin&this War. 

Sixtecnthly, that in virtue of theſe capitulations, 
the former Articles be confirthed, which were made 
in the year 1571, and that no Tribute or Preſent 
be demanded by the Port, unleſs ſfach as has for- 
merly been paycd for, ſuch Ililands as the Vernetiars 
hold in the Archipelago. 

Seventeenthly, That two Copies of them be 
made, one in the Turkiſh Language ſubſcribed by the 
Viſier, Scaled with the Grand Signtours Signet, and 
another in the /talian Language, under-wrote by 
the Captain General, and Sealed with the Scal of the 
Republique of Venice. Theſc 
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Theſe Articles being ſigned, the Hoſtages were 
given on both ſides, thoſe for the Veretians were 
Fauſtizo da Riva, Lieutenant General, Gwvanns, Com- 
miſſary, and ZLacaria AMacentgo, who had been Duke 
of C1/:4. Thoſe on the part of the Grand SIgniour 
were thee, viz. Belir Aſan, Balla, Mahomet ira of 
the Jamizaries, and Gurgi, Bei, Tefterder, or Trea- 
ſurer. 

During this ſiege Three Thouſand Eight Hundred 
Ninety Five Chriſtians were killed and wounded, 
and of the Turks a Hundred and Eighteen Thouſand,

The Batterics which the Turks raiſed againſt the 
Sabionera, and St. Andrea conliſted of Fifty Nine 
pleces of whole Cannon, carrying moſt of them 
Bullets of a Hundred and Twenty Pound weight. 

The Storms which the Turks made upon the C1- 
ty, were Sixty Five. 

The Sallys made by the Venerzans Ninety Six. 

The Mines a'd Forneli ſprang by the Venetians 
Eleven Hundred Seventy Three. 

The Combates under ground Forty Five. 

The Mines ſprung by the Turks Four Hundred 
Seventy I wo. 

In this ſiege the Venerzans ſpent Fifty Thouſand 
Three Hundred and Seventeen Barrels of Powder, 
and Bombies of all ſorts, from Fifty, to Five Hun- 
dred weight, Forty Eight Thouſand One Hundred 
and Nineteen. 

Granadoes of Braſs and Iron One Hundred "Thou- 
ſand, Nine Hundred Sixty Eight, Granadoes of 
Glaſs Four Thouſand Eight Hundred Seventy Four

Thirteen Millions twelve thouſand five hundred 
weight. 

What quantities the Turks might conſume of 
Ammunition is uncertain, b»t it ws obſervable that 
the Braſs taken up in rhe itreets, hich came from 
their Granadoes and Bombes filledu a Warchouſe im- 
ployed for that purpoſe, a1d was afterward ſoid 
for a hundred thouſand Crowns. 

Upon theſe Articles Ca:dia was ſurrendred the 
news of which coming coo the ears of the Grand 
Signiour he could not for 2 wh:le bcliev? it, ull he 
had a further confirmation. Yet the City upon its 
delivery was ſo ruine4, that it ſeemed rather a 
heap of confuſion, then a place to dwell in, no 
did any more then five able perſons, and ſome tha 
were 10 aged and decrepit as were not fit to travel, 
ſtay in it, ſo that the Tucks zained this :;xceen 
Acres of ground, for no more was that famous Ci- 
ty in compaſs, with ineſtimable expence of blood 
and Treaſure ; yet the glery and tame which at- 
tended 1t being the conſummation ot fhve and twen- 
ty years, of which this laſt liege laſted two years, 
nine months, and ſeven and twenty dayes, was of 
greater value to the Turks, then any other conſide- 
ration, and may with time prove a place of ad- 
vantage to the further increaſe of their Weſtern Em- 
pire, unleſs the Almighty give a ſtop to the pro- 
greſs of their Arms. 

The News of Candia's ſurrender being publiſhed 
greatly rejoyced the Turk, who groaned under'the 
Taxations levyed for the maintenance of that War, 
as likewiſe ridded the Grand Signcour of a great 
part of his care, infomuch that he gave himſelf on- 
ly to Hunting and dalliance with his Sultana, who 
had born him the firſt Son, of whom he became {0 
inamaured that, he flighted all his other Women, 
Ccon-

contrary to the cuſtcm of other Sulrans. Yet hav- 
irg notice that Sir Vane! Harvy, His Majeſty of 
Great Britams Ambaſſador expected his Audience, 
e cauied him to be introguced, acknowledging the 
"cyce and reipect tor his Majeity, and the 
- tad of the Engliſh Nation, ordering the 
(50111:141.035 tC be renewed, commarding, the Che- 
; 01 cvy crc ſhould breek cr enfringe them 
:tai be ſhould cur him off without further argy- 
mer.t. But as to the :cwewirg the Capitulations 
the Chrmacam 'allin;, at the Grard Signeours feet, 
inplored, That that parucular might be deferred 
u1 ill the arrival of the great Vitter, whoſe proper 
pewer ard 2c! it wes to make W:r ard Peace, and 
there cre for him to meddle abuur capitulations, 
was to01r\;dethe Viſters Authority, which he durſt 
rot do without putting his Lite in danger,. or at 
leaſt rerdering, his perſon c>yvoxicus to his Irrecon- 
cilcable diipleaſure ; with which the Grand Signeour 
being ſatished,ordered that that particular ſhould be 
re{errcd to the Grard Vilier, the rer.cwing of which 
was reſerved for the care ard cordrCt of Sir John 
Finch, who ſicceeded in the [mbally aiter the death 
of Sir Daniel Harvy, 

Anno 16700.. the Grurd Viſier keving diſpoſed the 
affairs of Candia, imbark<d ior Scio, where having 
ſtayed ſome dayes revellirg in ail exceſs and drun- 
kenneſs he ſell into a {1 ſeit, which put ſuch an en- 
mity between Wire ard him that by fſcme other 
motives exaſperated, he interdiQtcd the drinking of 
it upon ſevere perelties throughout th.c Oreman Em- 
pire. . The Turks general'y being given 10 take 
Opium, which ſort of drou.ic intoxication they icr 
the moſt part hold beyond the charms of Wine, but 
this prohibition continued rot long. 

T he Vilier paſſing trcm co failed to Fea fo, arg 
TCM 
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from thence to Adrinople, where he was received 
in a manner of Triumph by the Grand Sigueour, 
who expreſſed the more then ordinary fatisfaCtion 
he conceived not only in the conduCt of his affaires, 
but that he was ſafely returned from a tedious and 
bloody War. 

About the beginning of the following year theYe- 
netian Ambaſſador _ at the Port, to ſettle and 
confirm the Treaty, *s to the eſtabliſhing the Fron- 
tiers in Dalmatia, Albania, and other parts of the 
Venetian Territories, in which there aroſe ſach diſ- 
pcs between the borderers oneither ſide, that ſome 
Skirmiſhes happened after the Articles of Candia were 
ſabſcribed ; The Ambaſlador being introduced with 
all due ceremonies, complained of ſeveral outrages 
done to the Subjects of the Yenetians, whereupon 
commiſſioners on either part were appointed to meet 
bei. vcen Climao and Cliſſa, to adjuſt matters as they 
faw convenient, but fuch was the fury of the people 
that without regard to the honour of the Grand Sig- 
neu or the Sern2te, they ſerzed upon ſeveral places 
which they alledged to be their peculiar Patrimo- 
nies, ſwearing that po peace niade to the advantage 
of their Superiours ſhould exclude them their right, 
but in the end the Turks who were the chief Ag- 
greſſors were put 5 flight by .a power of Yenetians 
{ent for that purpoſe, and Vſuph Bey their Comman- 
der and chief perſwader i the infringement of the 
Peace was llain, after whicn the Commilſſions were 
granted and made more ample then formerly, for 
determining the right of the Signory and Empire 
on the coniines of Dalmatia, and other Countries 
adjoyning, ard on the 27th. of Fuly, conferring in 
a Tent it up for that purpoſe, after much debate 
many beundards were affixed, but that which was 
met ir:ifted on , was Yerpegly a fmall Fortreſs on 
the 
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the top of a Hill once belonging to the Fenetians, 
which at the beginning of the War they abandoned, 
as coſting more to maintain or defend, then the 
value or conſideration of it, which the Turks poſ- 
ſeſſing averred it to be theirs by the Law of Arms, 
arguing ſtrongly, that any other Nation might 
have ſeized on 1t to the prejudice both of the YVeners- 
ans, and the Subjects of the Grand Signeour. Theſe 
debates had like to have created new Holtiliries, 
but Mamut Balla dying in the middle of the Treaty, 
and Chuſaien Baſla commiſſioned in his ſtezd, who 
was of a milder and more flexible temper, di/Fc}ries 
that obſtrufted a concluſion were removed, and vi. 
the 2.41. of October, 1671. in o0len van held in 
the Camgne of Salwns 5!] things were concluded, 
and Coppies of the * cement ſubſcribed and inter- 
changeably given, And in this manner the difference 
about the confines were concluded, and the long War 
between 111 Venetians and the Turks ended. 

About this time a Turkiſh Envoy ſent to the 
French Court returned, bringing with him an Am- 
baſlador from the King called Afonſieur de Nointel, 
who with three Men of War and a Fireſhip failing 
through the Helleſport, and coaſting along the Pro- 
pont#s refuling to ſalute the Serag!:o unleſs he was firſt 
faluted, a nicety not required by any Ambaſſ.:dor 
before him, which not being granted lay off at Sea, 
as being refuſed by the Officers of the City as Am- 
baſſador, but in the end the Viſier prudently con- 
ſidering that for a meer punCtitio it was not covent- 
ent nor ſafe to exaſperate the French Nation, nor 
thereon to ground a War, whereupon he gave or- 
der he ſhould be received with the uſual Ceremony, 
and conducted to his Audience, nor was the 1{0- 
lency of the French Souldiers and Sailors who com- 
mitted many onrages on the Coaſt raken notice ch, 
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or if they were it was ſo that they were diſſembled, 
and although whilſt the Ships lay before the City 
a hundred ſlaves from on board the Turks Gallies, 
and out of the City eſcaped by getting on board 
and amongſt them Morſtexr de Beau-jeua Knight of 
WA Malta, yet that was likewiſe difſembled , and not 
thought a ſufficient ground for War with a Nation 
whoſe valour the Turks by fatal experience had 
tryed, but in the end the French, became more mo- 
derate, and new initruCtions being brought the Am- 
baſſador by a man of War, he paſled to Adrmople 
where the Grand Sizneour was gone, and having 
his ſecond Audience granted, his firſt being had of 
the Viſter, he deſired that the League fo long con- 
tinued detv/2en his Maſter and the Ortoman Princes 
might continue, and that the capitulztion might be 
renewed only with the Alteration of the cuſtoms, 
impoſe. upon his Maſters Subjects from five to three 
in the huudicd according to that priviledge which 
the Englith al other Chriſtian Merchants, whoſe 
league and Friendſhip was ſubſcquent to theirs, but 
after many delays the Vifer would not accord, but 
referred him to his return from the Wars of Po- 
land, on which he was intent, which diſappoint- 
ment greatly perplexed the Ambaſſador. 

The Grand Signeour having before miſſed his de- 
ſign in making away his Brethren for fear of the 
Janizaries, now in their abſence moſt of them being 
buſed in the Wars, renewed his reſolution and un- 
der pretence of Frizndſhip poiſoned Orcham the 
Eldeſt with a bowl of Wine, though ſome affirm 
he was ſtrangled with a Bow ſtring, and that ere 
he fell he killed one of the Executioners, but how- 
{oever it happened he was made away, whoſe death 
once known greatly inccnſed the people againlt the 
Grand 
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Grand Signior,and prevented the like effefts on the 0” 
ther Brother. All other matters now layed aſideabout 
the beginning of - the year 1672. preparations wer® 
made for the Poliſh War though with ſuch deliberati- 
on as expreſſed an unwillingneſs thereto on the part of 
the Or romans, who having experienced the force of 
that warlike- Nation moved thereto with caution. Yet 
their motives were not inconſiderable, but ſuch as 
thereon a War might be grounded not only for the 
continual Piracy'of the Cofſacks on the Black Sea, 
and their aſſiſting the bordering Princes in their op- 
poling the Turkiſh Arms, and the little regard the 
Poliſh Ambaſſador had of the Port treating there 
with equal grandure, and aſluming a Liberty above 
the Miniſters of other Chriſtian Princes, and now 
they lay more open to be aſlaulted by reaſon of 
the diviſions amongſt themſelves , whereby an op- 
portunity offered to the Grand Signeour to oblige the 
Polonians to a complyance of his demands, yet whilſt 
preparatians were making on all hands an Ambaſ- 
{fador was ſent to the Viſer, he advancing with his 
Army towards the frontires named W:ſozskz,a Noble 
man of Poland preſuming upon his Power and Autho- 
rity argued after ſuch a lofty manner, and in terms 
ſo contrary to the methods of an Ambaſlador, that 
the Viſier much incenſed diſpatched a Chiaws into Po- 
land with Letters, deliring that this Ambaſlador 
might be recalled as being a perſon unable to man- 
nage matters of the leaſt concernment, inſinuating 
that if they ſupplyed his place with another he ſhould 
be received with due reſpect, and a plain way laid o- 
nor conclude his Negotiations tothe ſatisfaCtion of 

oth parties. Upon notice of which the Ambaſ- 
ſador was ſo ſenlibly touched that he 1n_a rage 
ſent Letters to the aſſembly of the Poliſh Nobility to 
certifie them thathe was not only debarred of rhe al- 


lowance nſual to Ambaſſadors but alſo wasimpriſoned, 
Yy both 
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both of which (though untrue, for the former - he 
Tefuſed as too little for one of his CharaCter, and 
the latter being onely his confinement to. the City 
of Conſtantinople, by reaſon of ſome outrages his ſer- 
vants committed. at. his houſe at Pera) being be- 
lieved kindled ſuch a flame that the Poles impriſon- 
ed the Turkiſh Chram, and ordered that all the Coun- 
trey ſhould be put in Arms rendering the Viſier no 
other anſwer then that when their Ambaſſador was 
ſet at Liberty and had Licenſe to depart, the like 
ſhould be done to theirs. Of theſe proceedings the 
Grand Signeour having notice was highly offended 
immediately ordering that W:ſosks ſhould depart, 
2nd at theſame time commanded his whole Militia 
to riſe and follow him to the Wars, ſending a Sword 
and Veſt to the Tartar Han with orders tounite his 
Forces with the Cofſacks that had revolted from the 
Poles, and ſpeedily to invade Polonia, which accord- 
ingly he did and incountering near Batowa with a 
Body of Poliſh Horſe, under the command of Luzeck: 
Governour of Podol:a he overthrew them,which was 
the firſt bad Omen of the ill ſucceſs of this unhappy 
War. 

The Grand Signeour having raiſed an Army of 
one hundred fifty thouſand men marched towards 
Poland already 1ick and languiſhing with its own in- 
teſtine diſtempers, and unable to contend with a 
body united within it ſelf. The firſt enterprize he 
made was upon impregnable Fortreſs of the Cammieck. 
which had ſo often baffled the Orroman Force, but 
now being weakly manned unprovided of all neceſ- 
ſaries, and deſpairing of Relief, after fourteen days 
fiege ſurrendered, the Garriſon in it ſubmitting to 
the will of the Conqueror, which opened a paſſage 
through all Podol:ia and Yolhinia to the very Walls 
of Leopolis, which they paſſed over rather like Tra- 
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vellers then Enemies, not one man in armes appear- 
ing to oppole them delighting and ſporting them- 
ſelves in thoſe the moſt fruitful and delicious Coun- 
tries of Exrope, permitted 1ſo to do by the animoſi- 
ties and inteſtine broiles amongſt the Nobility, who 
being divided into faftions, reguarding more their 
private quarrels then the ſafety of their Countrey, 
now ready to be devoured by the Infidels, and in- 
deed it has been always ſeen that the diviſions of 
the Chriſtians have layed the foundation of the 
Turkiſh greatneſs, which they impute to the merit 
of their prayers. Yet ſuch was the command of 
the Grand Signeour, that no Souldier ſpoiled or out- 
raged any perſon, which ſo far won upon the af- 
fteftions of the Polonians that they in all places where 
he paſſed ſubmitted, and = themſelves under his 
protection, which ſo awakened the Nobility, thar 
a Council being called it was reſolved that to buy 
their Peace, and be ſhur of theſe new come 
vvelts. 

That the King of Poland ſhould quit all claim to 
the Ukrain, Pedoli, and Rnſſe land, 

That Leopolis and the Countrey thereabouts 
ſhould pay a Tribute of ſeventy thouſand Dollars 
a year, and all other Capitulations formerly made 
to ſtand in full force and vertue. 

Theſe Articles being ſigned the Grand Signcour 
committed the Government of FYeravia, and Podolia 
to Doroſencko General of the Cofſavks, and the defence 
of Cominieck, to Chuſaein Balla, with a Garriſon of 
twelve thouſand Janizaries , and ſo returned to 
Conſtantinople diſmilling the greateſt part of his Ar- 
my, poor and almoſt naked by reaſon of their be- 
ing reſtrained from plundering. 

About this time the Tyipelees mutined againſt O/- 
man Paſſa their Governour, for refuſing r0*'divide 
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amongſt them ſuch booties as were taken by Pyracy 
who thereupon with his Friends and ſlaves betook 
himſelf to the ſtrong Caſtle, but in the end was 
ſtrangled by his own {laves, and the gates opened to 
the Mutiniers who committed all manner of diſfor- 
ders, and reſolved to takeupon them the ſame form 
of Government with that of Argire , and to be Go- 
verncd by a Dey, but at length to prevent the ef- 
fects of the Grand Signeours juſt diſpleaſure, it was 
reſolved to ſend their Deputies with great preſents to 
the Port there to excuſe the matter, and to crave 
2 new Baſla, aggravating the 1niquities of the old, 
2] which with ſome difficulty was obtained, and fair 
'ther was made between them and their Lord 
ugh the Baſſa's of Tripoly, have ever ſince been 
: ther in name then power, thoſe unruly Pirates do- 
ing what they lift, to the great hinderance of Trade. 
and blemiſh to the Ortoman Empire, who living by 
Theſt and Rapine keep peace with none longer then 
ſtand; winh their advantage. 


In Auguſt died the worthy Sir Danel Harvy His 
Majeſty of great Britains Ambaſſador at the Port, 
and ſoon after in his room ſucceeded Sir John 
Finch. 

TheT.caqcue the Poles made with the Turk was not 
long obſerved, for after they had recolleCfted them- 
{cives being aſhamed of ſuch inglorious conditions, 
dealt with the Cfſacks to revolt from Doroſensko,who 
Iad inzazed them 1n the Grand Signeours intereſt, 
which put all again into hazard and confuſion, ſo 
that the Grand Signeour was obliged to give over his 
paltimes, and betake himſelf ro Armes, nor was the 
unexpected news of the loſs of the Alexandian Fleet, 
taken by the Gallies of ata and Coriſaries of Legorn 
Icis p{welcome nee. 
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The Poles incouraged by the motion of the Coſjacks 
notwithſtanding the Articles, refuſed to pay the 
Tribute agreed on, which by their Amballador 
they certihed the Grand Signeours Miniſters, deli- 
ring to have it waved, but the Turk ſurprized rthere- 
at more earneſtly demanded it, though at fir!t many 
fair words were uſed but they not prevatlling the 
Grand Signeour gave order for all his Forccs to be 
in a readineſs, hanging out the Tough or Horks tal, 
and ordering his Tents to be pitched 1n the Field, 
& themore to frighten them ſent a Letter filled with 
dreadful menaces agreeable to the Turkiſh ſtile,which 
threatened them with confulion,Sword, Famine, Fire, 
deſtruftion and a thouſand other direful puniſhments. 
Yet was not ſo forward, for though his Army was 
imbodied yet that Summer they only paſſed the Da- 
mbims, and the enſuing Winter quartered about 
Sil:ſtria, that they may terrifie the Poles the more 
with their approach,and for thediverting the French 

Kings Arms from being ſerviceable to the Poles, his 
Ambaſſador received fatisfaCtion in what he demand- 
ed as to the Jefſening the cuſtoms and allowance of 
Jeſuits and Religious Houſes in Zuruſalem , Galatia 
and other parts of rhe Turkiſh Dominions, and that 
inall reſpects the ſubjects of his moſt Chriſtian Mz,cit y 
ſhould be every where well intreated, throughout the 
Ottoman Empire,after which the Ambaſſador obtaine.] 
a licenſe to travel and take a view of the Countrey, 
when in the mean while the Poliſh Army to the num- 
ber of 20000 horſe ard foot were advancing from 
the Walls of Leopolis under the command of General 
Sobzeskty and Zircha made General of the Cofſ1c''s in 
the room of Dortisenskn,Joy ning with a parry of Auſto 
vites and Calmich Tartars, made incuriions into the 
parts about Ofzc, the news of which ſo amazed tie 
Grand SIgniour that he put olff his intended march 10 
x -P13 K et + 
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Kemenxitiz, , and again endeavoured to oblige the 
Poles by fair means to an obſervation of the Arti- 
cles, and fatisfie the contents therein concluded , 
but finding them averſe, he reſolved if poſlible to 
compel them thereto by the power of the (word. 

TheGrand Seigniors forwardneſs was not ſo great, 
but that the Poles were as earneſt as he, and little 
regarding his Menaces reſolved to be the firſt Agreſ- 
ſors; For General Sobieckie having increaſed his Ar- 
my to the number of Fifry Thouſand, boldly paſ- 
ſed the Nieſter, to whom ſoon after revolted the 
Prince, or Vayvod of Moldavia with certain Troops 
of Horſe and Foot, for that the Baſla Chuſacin had 
reproached him, and at the head of his Troops 
ſtruck him with his Battle Axe, and the Prince of 
Valachia was forced into the Pol;ſh Camp by his Soul- 
diers, but he ſoon after made his eſcape, and was by 
the Grand Seignior received into favour. 

The Armies now approaching, and the Poles ha- 
ving had exact Intelligence of what had paſſed in the 
Turks Camp; The Battle was begun at what time 
the Prince of Moldavia inſpired with revenge charg- 
ed furiozſly upon Chuſeain Baſſa and wounded him, 
requiting thereby the wound he had received of him. 
The heat of the fight continued for the ſpace of fif- 
teen hours, in which none behaved himſelf more va- 
liantly then did Solyman Baſſa the Beglerbeg of Boſna, 
yet having that day ſix horſes killed under him, and 
finding himſelf overpowred, fled the Field, as did 
Chuſaein Baſla, the Baſſa of Sinas and Chidd-Orla, 
but he in flight was ſlain, and theother three Baſla's 
wounded ; The Generals of the Green and Yellow 
Sangiacks of the Spahies were taken Priſoners, and 
two other Principal Commanders of that Order kil- 
led. The Zagergeebaſſa who commanded Eighteen 
Chambers of the 7anizaries was likewiſe taken Pri- 
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ſoner together with the Standard of that Order, 
and of them Eight Thouſand Five Hundred ſlain, all 
the Troops and Attendants of the Bafſa's, with four 
Sanzacks were ſlain, ſo that together were computed 
to be ſlain on the part of the Turks in that Battle 
Twenty Five Thouſand Two Hundred Men ; The 
booty taken was very conſiderable, for beſides the 
ordinary baggage they took Two Thouſand Purſes 
of Money, newly brought for the payment of the 
Souldiers, and Twenty Five Thouſand Waggons of 
Proviſion and Ammunition. 

This victory thus happily obtained, the ſtrong 
Fortreſs of Chortn was ſurrender'd to the Poles, and 
many other places of leſs importance, for the loſs 
of which, and the overthrow of his Army, the 
Grand Seignior was ſo highly diſpleaſed with Chuſa- 
ein Baſla, that he cauſed him to be impriſoned, de- 
prived him of all his Eſtate and Honours, and cauſed 
him to be layed in chains, denying him the ule of 
Phyſitians, or any others, unleſs ſuch attendants as 
brought him neceffaries, and thus was this proud 
Baſla, who but a while before Lordgd it over Princes, 
plunged into the depth of miſery. 

The joy of this great viCtory that had ſoclevated 
the Poles, was ſoon damped upon the death of their 
King, who departing at a junCture, when the Ene- 
my who by this time had recruited, was at hand with 
a powerful Army, and the Nation not well fertled 
cauſed divers fears in the people, yet the Army not 
to be idle divided into divers parties, and in the depth 
of Winter, a time wherein they well knew the Turks 
would not travel, entered Moldavia, blocked up 
Reminitz, and brought away great booties, ſpoiling 
all in their way, till ſuch time as the Spring coming 
on, the Turks with multitudes came againſt them, 
and obliged them to retire, at whiat time the-Tar- 
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tars committed divers outrages upon their Frontiers, 
carrying away much People and Cattle, burning aud 
deſtroying all before them, the which thonzh it in- 
cenſed the Tartar Har, yet feigning himſelf lick up- 
on ſome diſpleaſure received, he refuicd to take the 
field in perſon, though the Grand Seignior had com- 
manded it, yet that that might not obſtruct the 
progreſs of the Ottoman Armes, the-Great Vier ſent 
him his own Phyſitian, an /ralian of great experience, 
who found him overwhelmed with deep Melancholly, 
but with Cordials and Medicaments ſoon raiſed him 
to his former vivacity. 

Keminitz all this while blocked up, was by the ap- 
proach of the Turkiſh Army relieved, which the Vi- 
lier perceiving, cauſed his Troops to March to Chu- 
0zim a ſtrong Fortreſs taken by the Chriſtians upon 
the defeat of Chuſaein Balla, which was retaken ,and 
the Garriſon contrary to Articles put to the Sword, 
nor durſt the Muſcovites who were far advanced op- 
poſe his Forces, but retired before them, leaving 
Aſac diſmantled and plundered, which the Turks re- 
built and fortified. 

About this time Mahomet Baſla being made at the 
inſtance of his Favourites Captain of a Squadron of 
Gallies, plundered and haraſſed moſt of the Iſlands 
in the Archipelago, which raiſed ſuch hatred againſt 
him, and the loud complaints of the people being ar- 
rived at Conſtantinople before him, he at his return 
had his head ſtricken off, and all his ill gotten gains 
confiſcated 3 So that like an Indian Cormorant , 
which being made tame, and taught to fiſh for the 
benefit of his Maſter, he was prevented from ſwal- 
lowing the prey. 

Hungary being torn with civil diſſentions, the 
Male-contents deſirous to throw off the German yoke 
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Cejgniors Protection, ard to beccme his Tributariess 
which mace the Turks haſten to ſettle their affairs, 
that they might be the better at Jeaſure to take the 
advantage of thoſe inteſtine troubles, tor the redu- 
cing the reſt of that ſpacious kingdem to the Orro- 
man obedience, ard the better to 1ccure his new con- 
queſts, he removed a part of the C:ſ/acks with all 
their ſubſtance to the banks of the Black Sea, there 
alligning them Lands, ard as for the - rmenians and 
7ews that dwelt in Remini:tz, he tranſplanted them 
to Philepols, Adrinopleand Conſtantinople, giving the 
youngeſt and luſticſt of either Sex as a prey to his 
Souldicrs, who ſold them for ſlaves throughout the 
Turkiſh Empire, and then returning with his Army 
to Adrinople, there to watch all advantages, he loon 
after disbandoned part of his 4ſiaz horic as charga- 
ble and troubleſom, but whilſt theſe projects in State 
were broaching, great differences aroſe between the 
Latin and Greek Church about the poſſeſſion of the 
Holy Sepulchre at 7eruſalem, which had been ſo pol- 
ſeſſed by thoſe of the Roman Catholick Religion for 
many years, but now at the inſtance of Panajot: the 
Viliers Interpreter a zealous Greek, the latter were 
preferred, and after a long controverſic and much 
Money ſpent, the Greek obliged the Romaniſts dwel- 
ling in thoſe parts to pay them tribute for ſuch pla- 
ces relating, to Religion they there held, every Fry- 
cr paying a dram of Silver yearly to the Patriarch ; 
So that now the Komaniſts have polleſſion neither of 
the Chappel of Bethlehem, nor of the Sepulchre ; 
The former of which had of a long time held, and 
the Jlatteras earneſtly contended for. 

The Grand Seignior not unmindful of the affairs 
of Hungary, gave order to the Ballas on the Fron- 
tires, ſecretly to incourage the Divilion till ſuch time 
as he ſhould be ar leaſure to imploy his Armes on that 
lide 
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ſide, hoping that an accommodation with Poland 
would inſue, but found not the Poles ſo forward 
therein as heexpected, for the Wars ſtill continued 
though not with ſuch violence as before, which gave 
the Grand Seigntor leave to Solemnize the Marriage 
of his Daughter with Ral-ogl;, (which in the Turk- 
iſh Language ſignifies the Son of a ſlave) who was 
his great Favourite and Baſla of Magneſpa, as alſo to 
Circumciſe his Son, the former being 17 years of 
Age, and thelatter 12, toſolemnize which, the Fe- 
{tivals were appointed on the 16th. of May, Anno 
1675. when 1n the Morning the Grand Seignior with 
the young Prince his Son went to their Tents, which 
were pitched in a Plain before the City exceeding 
rich, round which all the great men of the Court 
had their Pavilions placed, amongſt which was raiſed 
a ſtately Throne covered with a Canopy of Cloath 
of Gold, placed beneath the umbrage of two Elmes, 
which ſhining with many Lamps in the night made 
a glorious ſhew, and in this Seat of State the Swltar 
placed himſelf in the Morning, being accompanyed 
thither by all the Baſſa's then reſiding at Conſtantino- 
ple, andby the repreſentatives of thoſe that were ab- 
ſent, who according to their degrees kiſſed his Robe, 
and in ſilken Purſes deliver a note of what Preſents 
they had brought, which were put into the hands 
of the Treaſurer to ſee them duly received, oppoſite 
to the Tents were ſeveral Poles fixed, on which by 
night many Lamps were hung, giving a glorious 
Light, by which were exerciſed ſeveral tricks of ac- 
tivity, as Wreſtling, Dauncing, Singing and Come- 
dies, Fireworks there were in abundance, but not 
effeCtually made ; The Night being paſled, 1n the 
Mornng the ſeveral Trades paſſed before the Tents 
one after another, every one making their Prelents, 
and bearing Pageants, Muſick all the while — 
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after whom came a Cavilcade of all the chief Offi- 
cers, and amongſt them the young Prince flaming 
with Diamonds, Rubies, and other precious Stones, 
and before them paſſed Twenty Four ſmall Nachils 
or Pageants, and two large, one higher than any 
Ship-Maſt, ſupported by a Hundred Slaves, and 
were afterward ſet betore the Seraglio. On the 
27th. being Mahomet their Impoſtor Prophets birth- 
day, the Grand S1gnior went publickly to the Meoſeb 
of Sultar: Selim, with no other Attendance than 
thoſe of his own Court, his Pages richly clad in 
Cloath of Gold, carryed each a Feather ſtudded with 
Jewels of great value ; after the Grand Signior rode 
the young Prince, who that night was circumciſed : 
During this Feſtival, a great number of people had 
their Proviſion at the expence of the Grand Signior, 
and about Two Thouſand being at that time cir- 
cumciſed, every one of them had a Quilt given him 
with a Penſion of three Aſpers a day for Lite. 
The Solemnity of the Circumciſion ended, the 
Feſtival for the Marriage of Rul-Ogl; with the young 
Princeſs, which Ceremony in forme and manner ac- 
cording to the Turkiſh faſhion was thus, The Kuz- 
lier Aga or Black Eunuch of the Women was Bride- 
groom or Compere to the Princeſs, and the Lord 
Treaſurer to Rul-Ogl:, both which in the Name of 
the Bridegroom and Bride went before the Kedeleſ- 
cher or Chief Judge, who wrote the Articles of 
Marriage, and paſled them into an Act, which done, 
the Preſents were ſent, and firſt thoſe from the Bride- 
groom to the Bride, which were a great number of 
Beaſts and Birds made in Sugar, Thirty Mules laden 
with two Cheſts of Sweet-Meats a piece, and about 
each of their necks a Sattin Veſt for the Muliter ; 
after them went ſeveral men, carrying Pots of Sher- 
bet, or Water and Sugar boiled, which the _ 
or 
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for the moſt part drink ; next, a Hundred men car- 
rying Veſts of Silk, Sattin, Velvit, and Cloath of 
Gold, then five Horſes laden with rich Furniture, 
followed by men, bearing Cloath of Gold Veſts, 
with ſable Loops richer than the former, for the 
Loops and Buttons were imbroidered with rich Pearl, 
and on the top of cach were a Rubie Diamond, or 
Saphier: Theſe likewiſe carryed Shoos, Boots, and 
Pattens for the Bagneo, all covered with Pearl, as 
likewiſe two dreſling Boxes with Chryſtal Glaſles, 
and a Cap in form of a Crown, a little Cabinet im- 
broidered all over with Pearl, Eight Girdles let 
with Emraulds, Rubies, and Diamonds, a large D1a- 
mond Ring, a pair of Pendants of two great Em- 
raulds, with many other things of value. 

Theſe Preſents ſent by the Bride-groom, the Grand 
Signiour, as his Daughters Dowry, according, to 
the cuſtom of the Eaſtern Countreys, uſhered with 
a Caval-Cade of all the Grandees ſent to the Bride- 
grooms-houſe, two Gardens made of Sugar, Forty 
little Nachils, Eighty Six Mules laden with rich 
Furniture for a Houſe, Ten Men with drellings, as 
Boots, Shoes, &c. Imbroidered with Pearl and pre- 
tious Stones, after them were carryed the Jewels ſet 
on Girdles, Bracelets, and the like ; then came 
Twelve Coaches laden with Slaves, and Thirty 
Six Black Eunuchs, theſe were ſucceeded by a Caval- 
cade, in which was the Bride riding in a Coach co- 
vered with Plates of Silver, and drawn by 11x Hor- 
ſes, the lides adorned with Golden ſtreams ; before 
which, went the chief Eunuch of the Women, after 
followed four Coaches with ſix Horſes a picce, each 
carrying two Eunuchs; ſome diſtance from them, 
came the Brides Mother in a Coach covered with 
Plates of Silver, attended by Ten other Coaches 


the night followiny, the Bride was conducted to the 
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Nuptial Chamber, in Ceremony only as not being 
yet ripe for conſummation of Marriage, though in 
Ergand of late, the Virgins think themſelves wron- 
ged to ſtay to her Age unmarried. 

The Ceremony thus performed, great was the re- 
joycing demonſtrated by Fire-works , Shews, and 
ſounding of Mulical Inſtruments ; After which, the 
Grand Signiour on ſome private conſiderations, 
though to the wonder of the whole Court, remo- 
ved the great Treaſurer tothe Baſla-ſhip- of Grand 
Cazro, and appointed rhe Efendi, or Judge-Advocate 
of the 7anizaries to {ucceed him in the Office of 
Treaſurer; and now the publick Treaſury by the 
late Wars, and coſtly Ceremonies being almoſt emp- 
tied, divers ways were uſed to recrute 1t with Mo- 
ney, ſome was procured by the Sale of great pla- 
ces, from which thoſe that would not largely con- 
tribute, were thruſt, and ſome again extorted from 
the poorer ſort, whilſt to ſave charges the Seder- 
tary Millitia was abridged in their penſions, and ſome 
utterly caſt off, ſo thet in a while, a great maſs of 
Money was heaped together, and Forces ſent to the 
Frontires of Poland. 

About this time the Republique of Genoa's reſident 
at Conſtantinople, for want of that due Income that 
was expected to accrue by Trade, contraCting large 
Debts, and haviug ſeveral debts contracted by his 
Predeceſſors deceaſcd, contratted likewiſe with the 
Turks of Conſtantinople, a great Man of War that 
brought him thither, upon the Republique refuſing 
to pay, was ſeized, and layed up in the Arſenal, 
nor could a releaſe be procured, till Thirty Three 
Thouſand Dollars, part of the contrafted Debt was 
payed and ſecured, which fo diſcouraged the Gerno- 
ways, that it has ever ſince damped their Trade in 


the Orroman Dominions, and now the Grand Signe- 
Our 
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our moved by chief Cuſtomer reſident at Smyrna, caſt- 
ing his Eye upon that Scale of Trade, brought him 
in great Revenues by way of Cuſtom ; the better tv 
beautifie it, and reſtore its antient Luſtre, built a 
Baſaſteen or Exchange, as likewiſe a Cuſtom-Houſe 
EreCted on Piles in the Sea, ſending his abſolute De- 
cree, that all Merchants Ships ſhould there unlade, 
and make due enteries, which greatly perplexed the 
Mexchants, who before were wont to land their 
Goods on their own Keys, but in vain was their com- 
plaints, for the Grand Signiour would not admit of 
any reverſal, but by his Ralya declared that rather 
than he would be diſobeyed in his own Dominions, 
he would blow up the Port and Town, upon which 
anſwer the Merchants deſpairing of ſucceſs, were 
content to unlade their Ships at the Cuſtom-Houlſe, 
or there to make a trucEntery of the Goods In their 
Boats; for the Cuſtomer being ſenſible that there 
was not water enough for the Ships to ride at the 
Key, was content to diſpenſe with divers matters 
that the Innovation might fit more-caſie on the 
Merchants. 

Things being at this paſs, the Grand Signior after 
{ixteen years abſence from Conſtantinople, which had 
rendered that City almoſt diſpeopled, returned thi- 
ther to the great Joy of the Conftantinopolitans, and 
frequently took his pleaſure on the River in his 
Barge, or on the Boſphorws in his Galley, ſtrictly 
commanding that no Chriſtian Miniſter ſhould be 
luffered to dwell upon the Banks of the latter, a pro- 
hibition never before made by any of his Predecel- 
{ors, when ſoon after his arrival, the Captain Balla 
dyed, and Zayd Ahmet Baſla Ogl: ſucceeded him, and 
loon after Ibrahim, Bafſla General of the Forees 011 
the Borders of Poland dyed, nor was the great Vi- 
licr far from the Brink of the Grave, by ey 
11s 
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' his immoderate drinking of Wine and Strong-Wa- 
ters, which made him incident to the Drophie and 
Jaundice. 

The new Baſla of Cairo by this time having en- 
tered on his Office, uſed great diligence to ſettle the 
Revenues of that Kingdom, hoping thereby to pleaſe 
the Grand Signior, of whole favour ſince his remo- 
val from Treaſurer, he ſtood doubtful, but fo ſe- 
vere he was in his ExaCtion, that the Egyprians not 
accuſtomed to be ſo uſed, complained of his ri- 
gour to the Begs or great Lords of Egypt, who 
though they receive the Turkiſh Baſlas, pay Tri- 
bute, and own them their chief Governours, yet are 
They in themſelves Abſolute Lords in their reſpe- 
ive Provinces; for that Kingdom is rather an 
Ariſtocracy, than a Monarchy. Theſe great Men 
much diſpleaſed at the proceeding of the Baſſa, 
which tended to Tyranny and Oppreſlion, took up 
Arms, and drew after them a great multitude , 
with which they aſlaulted the Baſla's palace, enter- 
edit, and dragging him thence, caſt him into Pri- 
ſon, which news flying with all haſte to the Orroman 
Court, filled all with fear and confuſion, upon ap- 
prehenſion that Egypt was revolted ; buta while af- 
ter the truth of the matter being rightly underſtood, 
the Grand Signior with all ſpeed ſent a new Baſla 
with gentle Letters to pacifie the Begs, and reltore 
things to their former tranquility, promiſing that 
reſtitution ſhould be made for all injuries ſuſtained, 
which meſlage of Grace and Favour made all former 
diſcontents vaniſh, and reſtored a right underſtand- 
ing, inſomuch, that the impriſoned Balla was ſer at 
Liberty, and ſhipped to Candia,where the Grand Sig- 
niour had appointed him Governour ; the people 
without any further diſturbance returning to their 
obedience: 
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About this time happened the unfortunate fall of 


Cheſme Aga, a man of great repute amongſt the 
Turks, which was after this manner, a woinan cal- 
led Sultana Sporthe, with which Sultan Ibrahim had 
had to do with her in her youth ; being now turned 
Baud, bought many beautiful Female Slaves, which 
ſhe brought up to Singing, Dancing, and many other 
Exerciſes, and then for money, yielded them up to 
the Luſt of the Great Men of the Court ; one a- 
mongſt which for her Wit and Beauty being 
greatly famed, the Grand Signtor ſent for her, but 
the Sultana fearing to looſe her, by whom ſhe got 
dayly gain, and doubting the Grand Signiour would 
Put her into his Seraglio, admoniſhed her to a ſullen 
coyneſs, as likewiſe to declare that ſhe was a free- 
woman, which by the Turkiſh Law ought not to 
be defiled, nor carnally know any man, unleſs ſhe 
be married ; which part ſhe played ſo well, tht 
the Grand Signior ſent her back with diſdain and 
reproach to her Miſtreſs, who was not a little glad 
of her eſcape ; but ſo it happened, that the aforeſaid 
Aga ſoon after caſting his Eyes on her, and deligh- 
ted with her quaint Diſcourſe, fell inamour'd with 
her, and treated of Marriage, which the Wench 
highly approved, but her Miſtreſs would in no wiſe 
conſent to it, declaring that ſhe was her Bond-wo- 
man, and not at her own diſpoſal, which for a time 
put a ſtop to the proceedings z tut ſoon after the 
Lover contrived away to bring their defigns to pals, 
tor the Aga haviag taken her private Lodgings, ſhe 
wider the ſhelter of the night made her eſcape, bur 
upon her being miſled, her Beldame charged him 
with conveying away, and concealing her ſtave, 
which he for a while denyed ; but ſhe ſetting many 
ſpics over him, at length found them together, and 


charyingan Officer with them, cauſed them to be _ 
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ryed before the Great Viſier, who ſent to the Grand 
Signior to know his pleaſure therein, of which the 
Aga having ſome miſtruſt, told the Viſier that he 
expected no orher ſentence then that of Death from 
the Grand Signtor, only he deſired that his beloved 
Miſtreſs might be ſpared, for he was ſure he ſhould 
live in' her 3 nor were his fears in vain, for ſoon af- 
ter came a fatal Decree for his Execution , and 
ſent the Woman to the Seraglio This cruelty of 
the Sultans as moſt conjettur'd, proceeded from the 
diſdain, he conceived that the- Wench ſhould refuſe 
his proffered kindneſs, and imbrace the love of | his 
Slave, for ſuch the Sultans account the greateſt men 
in the Empire. 

The Grand Signior having ſpent moſt part of the 
Winter at Conſtantinople, early in the Spring retur- 
ned to Adrineple, though the better to comfort the 
Conſtantinopolitans, who by reaſon of the ſenſible de- 
cay of Trade that muſt thereon inſue, mourned his 
abſence ; -he preſumed about Autumn to return a- 
gain, and for his reception cauſed a new Seraglio 
,to be founded, and fo ſetting forward, accompani- 
ed with a great train of Nobility, and amongſt the 
reſt, the great Viſier, he marched towards Gnſtanti- 
nople, but 'by the way the Vilier dyed, having de- 
ſtroyed himſelf by intemperate drinking Wine and 
Hot Spirits, his Body accompanied with a flender 
Train, was brought back to Conſtantinople, and there 
buryed in' the! Sepulchre of Old Ruper/ce his Fa- 
ther. 

The Great Viſier dead, the Seal was given to 
Kara Muſtapha, Balla, who for many years had ex- 
erciſed the. Ofhce of Chimacam, or Deputy to the 
Great Vilier, being a Man of courteous behaviour, 
wiſe and affable, not given to Covetouſneſs nor 
Cruelty, but. as ſoon as he was promoted, he ſeat to 
6 the 
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the deceaſed Viliers Servants to condole -the Death 
of their Maſter, promiſing them to take them into 
his care end protection ; moſt of which he after- 
wards promoted to Honourable places, to ſuch ad- 


vantage, that by their dependency on him, they {e- | 


cured both him and themſelves from the malice of 
ſuch as envyed the advancement : Long he had not 
been ſetled in his place, e're he cut off the Chief 
Pay-Maſters head for bringing falſe Money into the 
Exchequer, and had given another the ſame mea- 
ſure, had not his Life been redeemed at Forty Pur- 
ſes of Money, or Twenty Thouſand Dollars, though 
thereby his place was not regained, nor was dili- 
gence leſs in looking after the corruption of Mini- 
ſters of State, diſplacing and depolrng all ſuch as he 


found remiſs in their duty, or that for.lucre or gains- : 


ſake oppreſſed any of the Grand Signiours Subjects, 
or ſuch ſtrangers as traded in any part of his Domi- 
NIONs. 

But by the Example of this man it may be ſeen 
how Power and Greatnels can alter the diſpoſition 
of Men, and make them ſwell with Pride almoſt 
to burſting, for finding the Reins on his neck, with- 
out reſtraint, he took upon him the Power and 
Office of the Sultan, it being more difficult to gain 
acceſs to him, than to the Su/ran himſelf, and in 
imitation of their Maſter, the ſub-Officers grew 
proud and infolent; inſomuch , that the face of 
things, contrary to moſt mens expectations were 
changed ; and this haughty behaviour was ſhewed 
eſpecially towards forraign Miniſters; whoſe Inter- 
preters were not admitted as formerly to private 
Audiences or Conferences about their Afﬀairs, but 
only at the publick Divan where their Arzes or Me- 
morials were to be preferred, which was always al- 
lowed to the Subjects of the Grand Signiour, _ 
thole 
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thoſe of Tributary Nations, when they Petition 
for Juſtice z which Judgment was not only caſt up- 
on Interpreters, but on the perſons of the repre- 
ſentatives themſelves; an inſtance of which was ſeen 
in the Frezch Embaſlador, who at tie time appoin- 
ted coming to receive his Audience , was rudely 
crouded and joſtled by a company of unmanner- 
ly Chiauſes, who regarded the repreſentative of fo 
great a King at no other rate than they did one 
of the Grooms, or Laquies of the Sultan. Be- 
ing come to the Seat of Audience, he perceived the 
Stool ſet for him, was ſet beneath the Soffra, and 
that of the Viliers upon it ; whereupon he comman- 
ded one of his Servants to place it equal with that 
of the Great Viiiers, which he had no ſooner done, 
but it was brought down again by one of the Vi- 
ſiers Pages, whereupon the Embaſlador ſeizing the 
Stool, carryed it up and fat upon it. The report 
whereof coming to the Vilier, who was 1n his reti- 
ring Chamber, he ſent word that he would not 
come into the Chamber of Audience till the Stool 
was ſet in the place appointed, whereunto the Em- 
baſſador replyed that he might diſpoſe of his Chair 
as he pleaſed, but not of his Perion, when in the 
interim Chians Baſhe came in bauling Calder, Calder, 
which is take it away, take it away ; at which un- 
expected noiſe the Embaſſador ſtanding up to ſe 
what the mattcr was, had the ſtool taken trom un- 
der him ; whereupon he 1n a great rage flung out 
of the Audience Chamber, cauling the Preſents which 
he brought to be again returned with him, and io 
mounting his Horſe, departed to his Lodging. 

Soon after it was by tome of the Officers 1otima- 
ted to Sir John Finch, His Majeſty of Great Britains 
Embaſſador, that he might it he pleaſed, receive 
Audience of the Vifier ; but upon notice what had 

. al 7 hap-

happened to the French Embaſſadoryhe excuſed his go- 
ing,on pretence of an indiſpoſition of body: But how- 
everVenctian, Dutch and Genoan Reſidents were content 
(the better to curry favour with the Yi/ter) to be ad- 
mitted to Audience on thoſe terms which the Viſier 
would vouchſate to allow them; for though during 
the time, he was Chimacarm, as is aforeſaid ; he was 
meek and humble , yet being placed in the higheſt 
dignity next the Sultan, the unexpected Exaltation 
made him ſo far forget himſelf, that his pride knew 
no bounds. 

Theſe things happening, and no hopes of acco- 
modation with Poles, who by this time had Elefted 
Sobiesks for their King, great preparations were made 
for the carrying oh that War. The Tartar, Han, 
in order thereto receiving expreſs command to take 
the Field, whichearly in the Spring he did; a 1d enter- 
ing Lithuania, committed many outrages, but being 
incountered by Sixteen Thouſand Poles, and Coſſacks 
his Army was put to the rout, and in great confuſion 
obliged to repals the Neiſter, leaving behind him all 
the Booty, which conliſted moſtly cf People and 
Cattle, during which, the Bafla of XKemenitz, with 
agreat Body of Horſe made an Inroad even to the 
Walls of Leopolis, which cauſed the King to ſend his 
Qucen and Children to Cracow, reſolving to give 
the /urks Battle, and in order to ſtrengthning his 
Forces, ſummoned all the Po/zſh Nobility to repair to 
his Standard, putting himſelf and ſuch Troops as 
he had between the City and the Encmy, the better 
tc alierate the fears of the peopic, who npon the 
approach cf the 7#ks, who burnt vp all before them, 
had tiled, and left the City deiolate , had not the 
Gzies Leen cloſed upon them. 

1re Turks percelving tne great preparations that 
were mating azainſt them, thought fit with ſuch 
booty 
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booty as they had gotten to retire into Uckrania, but 
in their retreat were charged by the King with ſuch 
bravery, that Seven "Thouland of them were killed, 
and a great number of Captives reicued to their 
unſpeakable joy. 

They finding the Turks were reivlutely bent to 
carry on theWar, and that tiie Kingdom was greatly 
weakned by the Provinces they had already rent 
from it, the better to ſtrengthen himlelt by Alliance, 
by the Advice of the Senate, ſent his Embailidor to 
the Court of the Czar of Moſcovy, to folicite Aid 
againſt the common Enemy, who upon his arrival 
was received with great cxpreſſion of Joy, and due 
Ceremony being dayly heightened with fair promi- 
ſes to expect great matters, but 1n the end, nothing 
worth mention came on it, yet it ſo wrought upon 
the Turks, that for the better preſervation or what 
they had already required the Vitier began to be 11- 
tent on peace, but his propolitions were ſo unrea- 
ſonable, that the Peles generouſly refuſed them, and 
early in the Spring prepare to take the Field with 
a puifſant Army, yet could not ſo ſoon draw them 
together, but that the T..rt2rs living on the Frontires, 
joyning with ſome, revolted Cifſacks, committed &t- 
vers out-rages, burning about Two Hundred Villages, 
carrying, away a great number of Chriittar.* into mi- 
ferable captivity, whilſt Podelia grvancd under the 
oppreſſion of the Turks, who now turne.] rheir 
clemency into rigour , killing aud Carrying away 
great numbers of thele diſtreſſed people, burning 
their Houſes, and rovming them of the ſmall 
matter they had left in ſach a manner that that 
fruitful Countrey was layd a!moſt deſolate ; ro op 
pole which Torrent, the King drew out his Force: 
and by fair promiſes aad larve gifts procured Thre 
I houſand Coſlacks to joyn him when paſſing ri" 
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Weiſter, and falling upon the Straglers as they at 
pleaſure were ravaging the Countrey, expeCting no 
ſuch matter, and killed Five Thouſand , amongſt 
whom tell One Baſſa and Two Sanzracks ;, but upon 
notice the 7artars in great number was entered the 
heart of Poland, leaving ſome of his Troops under 
the Command of Witmn;witzhi, his Licutenant Gene- 
rat, he poſted to oppoſe them, but upon notice they 
were Forty Thouiand lead by Expert Tark:ſh Com- 
manderz; hedrew near to Leopo/zs to encourage that 
City, which otherwiſe tcrrified at the approach of 
{o great an Army might have been deſerted, when 
finding the Tartars made divers halts, having put a 
Garriton into theCity,and given ſuch neceſſary orders 
as he thought convenient, he marched towards them, 
and having notice by his Scouts that they approzch- 
ed, he commanded his Army to extend large in Front, 
and the Wings of Horle to lie off, that they might 
ſeem more In numder than they were ; he reſolutely 
deſcended from a {mall Hill into the Plain, and after 
having thrice proclaimed the Name of Jeſus at the 
Head of his Troop, fell like an unexpeCfted Tempeſt 
upon the Infidels, inſomuch that the Front of their 
Army was overthrown, before the Rear could come 
up to thetr aſſiſtance ; which putting theminto a great 
confulion, when perceiving the reſerves advance to 
charge them in the flank, and ſuppoling the whole 
power of the Kingdom at hand, by reaſon of great 
ſhout from the Hills made by the Ruſtick, ſet there 
for that purpoſe; they firſt gave back, and in the 
end betook themlelves to plain flight, caſting away 
many of their Arms and Baggage to make the ſwit- 
ter retreat, upon whom the Po/onian Horſemen fol- 
lowed nard, making great flaughter of them for 
the ſpace of Twelve Miles; but night coming on, 
to prevent the puriuzrs fron falling into any —_— 
that 
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that might for that purpoſe be layed, the King 
cauſed the retreat to be ſounded, and returning to 
the City Victorious, he was received with all ex- 
preſſions of joy, and the next day commanded a 
publick Thankſgtving for the Victory ſo miracu- 
louſly obtaine\]. 

In this Battle Ninety Thouſand Tarrars, T xrks, 
Meldavians and YValachians were lain, Seven Hundred 
taken Priſoners, and a great booty recovered ; of 
the Poles fell only Seven Hundred, their whole 
Force not exceeding Six Thoufand. The rec{ons 
were gathered from ſome of the Priſoners why the 
Tertars, cc. were lo ſuddenly diſcouraged, were 
two, firſt for that about ten in the Morning of the 
fame day making a Halt, abundance of Snow and 
Hai! {-'! non their Army, and round about them 
none was 1c2n to fall, which they took as a bad 
Omen. Secondly, that when they perceived the 
large Front of the Poſh Army whichextended near 
a Mile ; they verily believed it to be the forc-rnn- 
ner of the Forces of! the whole Kingdom, which they 
had heard were in Arms, and therefore having ſo 
far advanced into the Countrey, and left many Ene- 
mies at their backs, they feared to be incloſed, 
which occa ioned their haſty and diſorderly re- 
treat. 

Thee reiterated Lofles, and the delire the Grand 
Signtor had to poſleſs himſelf of the reſt of Hun- 
gary , whole divilions gave him a proſpect of re- 
ducing, it to his Obedience, made him more wil- 
lingly hearken to the propoſals of the Poliſh Em- 
baſſador, ſo that in the end, upon much the ſame 
Articles as thoſe that had before been broke, rhe 
Tribute accepted, a peace was concluded, in which 
the Moſcovite would fain have been included, bur he 
failing to h=}p his Neighbour Prince in his greateſt 
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Extremity, was thought unworthy both by the 
Poles and Turks ; infomuch, that ſoon after diviſions 
ariling amongſt the Bowyers, and great Men of that 
Dukedom, the T artars taking the opportunity there- 
of, over-run a great part of the Countrey, carrying 
away all that came to hand; but another party ſoon 
after attempting the like, were fought with, and 
moſt of them cut off, or drowned in repaſling the 
Boryſthenes. 
About this time the differences between the Viſier 
and the French Embaſſador greatly encreaſed, not- 
withſtarding the mediation of divers Chriſtian Mi- 
niſters then reſiding, at the Port. The one Inliſting 
ro take his place during his Audience on the Saf- 
fora, and the other as obſtinately retuling to permit 
It, in{omuch that the Embaſlador grew greatly 
di:contented that the Honour of his Maſter ſhould 
be ſo much impaired, yet in hopes of a better treat- 
ment, he ozce more reſolved to attend his Audi- 
encc, being introduced, the Chair was brought and 
ſet at the Foot of the Saffora, the which while he 
was with his own hands about to remove, the Vi- 
ſters Servants hindred him, whereforc in a rage he 
took up the Cuſhion and flung it over his head, 
which happened to fall upon the Great Viier, who 
orievouſly reſenting the Aﬀront, cauſed him head 
and Shoulders to be thruſt out of the Audience- 
Chamber, whereupon the rude Officers (withour re- 
ſpect to his CharaCter, or the Law of Nations , 
which renders the Perſon of an Embaſſador Sacred 
and Inviolable) ſo roughly handled him, that he kept 
his Chamber for ſeveral days. 

Theſe are the moſt remarkable occurrences that 


have happencd ſince the beginning of this Emperors; 


Reign over the Eaſtern Empire, till 1680, the rela- 


tion of which I have partly received from a 
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of undoubted Credit and Reputation, and partly 
allerted of my own knowledg, many of the Tranl- 
ations of this Emperors Reign happening during 
my abode in thoſe Countries But to preceed. 

Anno 1680. the Grand Se1gnior arriving at Adri- 
nople about the middle of December, ard being reco- 
yered of an Ague that had ſometime zMitted him, 
he commanded his Vilier Baſſa to draw his Forces to- 
gether from all parts of his Empire, cauling the 
horſes tail to be hung out, which is a certain ſign that 
the Grand Seignior or Grand Vihter intends to take 
the Field, and in order to defray the charges, great 
ſums of Money were every where exacted, the Grand 
Vilier labouring more earneſtly thercin that he might 
again recover the Grand Seigniors favour , from 
which he was fallen, with theſe Forces he intended 
to invade Myſcovy carly in the Spring, and to proſe- 
cute that War till le had compelled the Czar to fub- 
mit to ſuch terms of peace as he himſelf ſhould pro- 
poſe, and at the ſ:me time diſpatchea Achians to the 
Emperor of Germany, to treat on the behalf of the 
Hungarian Male-contents, whom he declared he muſt 
take into his protection, 1t their propoſals for l1i- 
berty of Conſcience was by the Imperial Diet then 
ſitting at Rarwbor rejected, and ſoon after him fol- 
lowed the Biſhop of Sebeſ{ini, the Count LU? Petro- 
zi, and two or three others of leſs note Deputed by 
the Hungarians, to treat about the ſame matter, but 
their demands ſeeming unreaionable, they were di{- 
miſſed without the ſatist:Ction they expected. 

About this time Muley Hamer Nephew to 1u'ey 
Iſmale King of Aloroccoand Fey, aſſiſted by a number 
of Renegado Turks and 4oors, multered his Army 
near Saz, and advanced to z21ve his Uncle battle, but 
near Morocco many of his followers deterting him, 
and his horſemen in which his chict ſtrength contilt- 
ccl, 
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ed, being overthrown near to Alarach he fled to T#- 
z#s, and was there received into protection by the 
Governour, from whence he ſent divers of his Fa- 
vourites and followers to Conſtantinople to pray the 
Grand Sclgniors aid againſt his Uncle, who as he al- 
ledged unjuſtly detained thoſe Kingdoms, but he be- 
ing a Prince of no Fortune, and leſs power, he no- 
thing prevailed therein, yet his Rebellion proved ad- 
vantagious to the Garriſon of Tangier, the Moors 
being thereby diverted,whilſt the Eng/ih rebuilt ma- 
ny of their Forts ruined a few months before, and 
were dilincumbered of thoſe troubleſome neighbours, 
who had ſolong beleagured them, nay more in the 
end, It occalioned a firm and laſting peace. 

The French Merchants Trading in the Levant, ha- 
ving ſuſtained great dammage by the Pirates of Tr:- 
poly, and amongſt other Veſſels the Santa Sophia, la- 
den at Alicant witli Salt and Spaniſh Wool on her way 
to Yenice, a great brigantine bound for Meſſma, and 
a Petach of Ragw, Cc. to revenge that injury, and 
reduce thoſe Twbi/s Pirates to obcdience, ſeveral 
Ships and Gallies were fitted out at Marſelles, under 
the command of the Barron of Qneſne, who com- 
ing before the Port of 771p:ly ſent his Boat on ſhoar, 
and in 1t ſeveral Officers, in the Name of the moſt 
Chriſtian King, to demand Reſtitution for the dam- 
mapes ſuſtained by the French Merchants, but receiv- 
ing no other anſwer then that. of the Cannon from 
the Caſtles that guard the Port, he cauſed the boat 
to be haled back, and with many broad ſides fired 
upon the Town, but by reaſon of the diſtance did 
no conſiderable dammage, but whilſt he was cruzing, 
he had notice that ſeven Tripolean Men of War rid 
at Anchor in the Port of Scio, or Chios, an Ifland 
belonging to the Grand Signior, whereupon he ſtood 
away from the Coaſt of Barbary, and failed thither 
upon 
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upon whoſe approach the Turks flipped their An- 
chors, and ſnugged cloſe under the Caſtle, where 
notwithſtanding they were miſerably torn by the 
ſhot from the French Gallies, which their Admiral 
perceiving put out a Flag of Truce, and offered to 
deliver without ranſom all the French ſlaves that 
were on board, with two prizes he had lately taken, 
but the Barron would not hearken to theſe offers, 
well knowing they could not eſcape him, yet not 
thinking it ſafe to venture too near the ſhoar, he 
blocked them up; and ſent to Tr:poly to let the Go- 
vernour underſtand what danger their Ships were 
in, and that nothing could deliver them out of his 
hands, but fſatisfaftion for the wrongs ſuſtained, 
and adelivery of all the French Captives ranſom free, 
and immediately to conclude a peace, bur receiving 
no ſatisfaftory anſwer , he reſolutely entered the 
Port with his Gallies, and after having beaten down 
a great part of the Caſtle, and demoliſhed many 
ſtately Edifices, he ſunk two of the Ships, took one, 
and fired the reſt, in which Action he loſt but Thir- 
ty of his Men, but of the Turks there periſhed Eight 
Hundred. 

This News made known to the Grand Vihlter, he 
inſtantly ſent for the French Ambaſſador reſiding at 
Conſtantinople, and after having rated him, and ſc- 
verely threatned him with death, unleſs reparation 
was ſpeedily made for the dammage ſuſtained in the 
Grand Seigniors Port, he cauſed him to be confined, 
impriſoning likewiſe many of his ſervants, nar could 
he obtain his Releaſe till he had purchaſed his peace 
at the price of Three Hundred Purſes of Money, 
each Purſe being accounted Five Hundred Dollars, 
yet the loſs of theſe Ships wrought ſuch elects, that 
the Tripoles ſoon after concluded a peace with the 
French. 

Mat- 
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Matters being at this paſs, and the troubles in- 
creaſing in Hungary, Count Teckely {till oppoſing 
himſelf againſt the Emperors Intereſt, and uſcing-his 
utmoſt endeavours at the Port to have himſelf pro- 
claimed Prince of Tranſylvania, the Emperor thought 
good to ſend an Ambaſſador to the Grand Seignior 
ro put him in mind of the league between the two 
Empires, deliring that it might be kept inviolable, 
not any ways infringed by his giving countenance 
to his Rebels in Hungary, whareh Ambaſſador upon 
his arrival had his Audience of the Grand Viſier, and 
a promiſe made him, that a ſtrict command ſhould 
be ſent to all his Beglerbegs and Sanzacks on the fron- 
tiers, not upon pain of loſing their heads to aid or 
countenance the Male-contents, and being afterwards 
with the Grand Vihſier, he aſſured him that the Grand 
Seignlors reſolution ſhould be maintained, that there- 
by the peace and friendſhip Eſtabliſhed between 
the two Empires might continue, yet theſe ſpecious 
pretences were to no other end intended then to 
protract time, to make their own terms with the 
Rebels, for 1oon after without the leaſt provocati- 
on the Tables were turned, and not only aſſiſted 
them with all manner of Warlike proviſion, but 
with Men and Money, in conlideration of ſeveral 
Towns to be put into their hands when taken; They 
likewiſe made great preparations at Belgrade and 
Buaa under pretence of depoſing Abafti Prince of 
Tranſylvania, and cauſing divers 7anizaries to be atti- 
red like Hungarians, and to ſerve Count Teckelyas his 
guard. 

The Turkiſh Pyrates * of Argiers having broke 
the peace ſometime ſince made with his Maje- 
ſty of Great Britain, and taken ſeveral Engliſh 
Veſſels (and amongſt others, theſe by name, vz. the 
Anne of London, the John of Exeter, the __ 3 
01= 
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Colcheſter, the Poſt-horſe of Londen, the Roſemary 
of Tarmouth, the William of London, the amity of 
Plymouth, the Foriune of London, the Unity of Barn- 
ſtable, and the Mary Land Merchant, which laſt foughs 
two Algerine Men of War almoſt one whole day 
but at laſt taking fire, ſhe, together with moſt of 
her men periſhed) To curb their inſolency, the Vice- 
Admiral Herbert with the Squadron of his Majeſties 
Frigates under his command was appointed to cruze 
in thoſe ſtraights, who with ſuch ſucceſs hap- 
pened on thoſe roving thieves, that within the ſpace 
of two years he took and deſtroyed forty of their 
Ships, recovering a great number of Chriſtian Cap- 
tives, and brought thoſe Pyrates ſo low, that not 
only they, but thoſe of Tripole and Saffy were obli- 
ged to truckie, and receive ſuch terms of peace as 
the Victor would allow ; Amongſt the many ingage- 
ments that happened, during the ſpace aforeſaid, this 
Is remarkable, on the 8th. of April 1681. Captain 
Booth in the Adventure Frigate, cruzing to the Lew- 
ard got ſight of a great Turks Man of War, with a 
prize, which ſhe towed at her Stern, the which 
upon a more full diſcovery, proved to be the Golden 
Horſe of Argiers, mounted with upwards of Forty 
Guns, and Five Hundred and Eight Men, command- 
ed by one Morat Raiza a Dutch Renegado ,. with 
which about Ten in the Morning, near Cape de Gal, 
he began a ſharp fight, which continued till about 
Three in the Afternoon, when the Algerine having 
her Main Maſt ſhot by the Board, and her Captzins 
Thigh broken with a Musket Bullet, the Tzrks were 
about to yield, but ſeeing a freſh Ship with 7urksſb 
Colours (which afterwards proved tg be his Maje- 
ſties Frigate, the none-ſuch Captaiii Wheeler Com- 
mander) they took new courage, and continued the 
hght with extraordinary Reſolution till night, at 
v 2at 
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what time the A/gerine had One Hundred and Twen- 
ty of her men wounded, and near as many killed, 
all her Maſts ſhot by the Board, and five or ſix foo 
deep of water in the Hold, Captain Booth having 
likewiſcall his rigging cut in pieces, and every thing 
out of order, and apprehentive of ingaging in that 
condition with the ſaid freſh Ship, which he ſuppo- 
ſed to be an Enemy, commanded the Calabaſh Fire- 
ſhip (then attending him leaſt the prize ſhould eſ- 
cape) to burn which of them ſhe could moſt con- 
veniently grapple , which had been put in Execu- 
tion, had not the Fireſhips Boat been in the night 
time accidentally ſtaved, next Morning by break of 
day Captain Wheeler came up, and being within half 
culvering ſhot, put out the Engliſh Colours, and 
bearing directly upon the Algerzne, ſiezed her with- 
out firinga Gun ; By this aCtion thirty ſeven Engliſh 
Captives were redeemed, and of Dutch and Spamards 
OneHundred and Thirteen. 

The Muſcovite by this time beginning to dread the 
Tempeſt of War that was ready to fall upon him, 
and not able of himſelf to reliſt ſuch a power as the 
Grand Seignior had raiſed by reaſon of inteſtine 
troubles, and deſpairing to be aided by the Polonians, 
whom he had ſome years before deſerted tn their 
greateſt neceſſity, he thought it the ſafeſt to con- 
clude a peace, which by Preſents, and many 1intrea- 
ties he procured to be ratified for the ſpace of twen- 
ty years; It being the rather conſented to by the 
Grand Seignior, that he might be at leifure to turn 
his Armes upon Hoary, in which ſo many of his 
Predeceſlors have been foiled. 

Leopold the Emperor finding by experience that 
he had given too much credit to the Faithleſs 7 urks, 
and it was but too apparent that they aided his Re- 


bels; He thought it convenient to call a: Diet at 
Oden 
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Odenbarg, there to indeavour a Reconciliation, and 
put an end to the inteltine troubles, which the Hun- 
garian Nobility likewiie urged, and requeſted him 
to be preſent in the like Royal Robes as the Kings 
of Hungary were wont to apparel] themſelves in, but 
he not conſenting thereto, after ſome debate, and 
many particulars offered, the Aſſembly broke up 
without concluding any thing, whereupon Count 
Teckely liczed on ſeveral Garrifons on the Banks of 
the Waga, and ſent to the Baſla of Buda to haſten 
the Forces he had in a readineſs, for that he would 
have no peace with the Emperor unleſs his own pro- 
poſals were granted, upon receipt of which Letter, 
Seventeen Thouſand Turks paſled the Danubins, and 
made great ſpoil, burning and deſtroying all the Vil- 
lages for the ſpace of Fourteen Miles, till Teckely 
moved with the cryes of the poor Country people, 
who fled like Sheep before them, he ſent an expreſs 
to the Baſla that commanded them, to reſtrain them 
from ſpoiling the Countries. 

The news of theſe proceedings greatly troubled 
the Emperor, then inteſted with the French who in- 
camped upon the Rhine, and had ſeized upon Straſ- 
burg a free City of the Empire, yet like a prudent 
Prince he uſed many perſwalions to reduce the Re- 
bels to their former ob<dicnce, publiſhing his decla- 
Tation, whercin he promiſed them all convenient li- 
berty for the exerciſe of their Religion, and that 
they ſhould have a Palatine, a native of Hungary of- 
fering likewiſea general pardon for all that had paf- 
ſed, but this availed not, tor 7 eckely aiming at the 
principality of Tranſi/vania (which ke mult utterly 
deſpair of obtaining if he dilpleaſed the Grand Setg- 
nior) rejected all rhete reaſonable conceſſions, al- 
ledging that he would not truſt co promiſes which 
were not likely to indure longer than he had power 
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to right his Countrymen, upon which the Emperor 
cauſed a detachment of Seven Thouland Horle and 
Foot to be drawn out of his Army, then incamped 
alongthe Rhine, to have an eye upon the motions of 
the French, to theſe Seven Thouſand he added three 
new raiſed Regiments, and ſent them to joyn with 
Count Caprara his Lieutenant General in Hungary, 
which reinforcement made the Rebels keep in a bo- 
dy, who before had divided themſelves in ſeveral 
parties, and took in many ſmall Towns, poſleſſing 
themſelves of two Silver Mines, and one of the 
ſtrongeſt Berg Towns daily expecting Six Thouſand 
Tartars, who were on their way, under the leading 
of Hames Emir Han their Captain. 

About this time the Grand Seignior fearing the 
power of the Muſcovite ſhould refund on part of his 
Dominions, uſed great diligence by his Agents to 
procure a Reconciliation, the which was the eaſier 
hearkened to by reaſon of the differences arifing be- 
tween the grandees, threatened an inteſtine War, 
whercupon in ay 1631. a Truce was concluded for 
the ſpace of Twenty years, though contrary to the 
Opinion of the Pol9nians, who by a conjunttion with 
the numerous Forces of that Dukedom , were in 
hopes to gain more caſie conditions at the Port then 
in the Articles between them and the Grand Seigni- 
or were included, ino:cder to which that King had 
aſſembled a Diet at Warſaw, which after Sixteen 
weeks conſultation, by reaſon of the perverſeneſs 
of a deputy of Lythuazii4, broke up without reſolv- 
ing on any one point referred to their conſideration. 

About the beginning ot the year 1682. The Em- 
' peror diſpatched a Miniſter ro Count Teckheley, who 
was fortitfying divers places againſt him, to treat of 
an accommodation as himſelf had required, but he 
having received an Allirance from the Port of the 
| Grand 
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Grand Signiours proteCtion declared that he had not 
full power to treat of himſelf, but muſt be obligee! 
to take the advice of the Bafla of Ofa in that af- 
fair, ar4 move according to the direCtions he ſhould 
receive from the Port, having wholly thrown him- 
ſelf upon the Grand Signiors, and therefore refer- 
red ail to the ſocceſs »t Count Capraras Negotiati- 
on at Conſtantmople. 

Vice Admiral Herbert having obliged the Alperine 
Pirates to a complyance, the treaty of peace was 
about the latter end of Apr! brought by Captain 
Almyer for his Majefties Approbation and Ratihcati- 
on, both which being had, the Treaty both Honou- 
rable and advantagious to the Engliſh Nation was 
returned, the ſucceſs againſt thele Rovers having 
been ſuch as has given reputation to his Majeſties 
Arms in thoſe parts, and will paſt doubt give them 
cauſe to value his Majeſties Friendſhip for the 
fature. 

The ſeaſon for Action advancing, the Emperor 
cauſed Six Regiments of Foot, and two of Horſe 
to march for Hungary, to inable Count Caprara to 
oppoſe the Turks that had imbodied themſelves 
near Offen, as likewiſe about Sonluck, between great 
Waradin, and the River 7 heis, which parties upon 
their uniting were further inforced by the Troops 
of Count Teckeley, and Abaftie Prince of Tranſylua- 
ma, and for the better aſſurance of the former, the 
Grand Signiour cauſed to be placed about him One 
Thouſand Fanizaries as a Guard to his perlon, 
which many did at that time believe it was to no 
other end then to ſecure him in the intereſt of the 
Port. Theſe Forces of Turks, Hungarians, and 7rar- 
ſylovanians meeting, it was in the Baſſa's Tent: con- 
cluded that ſince the German Forces were not conli- 
derable on that ſide, they ſhould divide into two Bo- 
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dies, and at ſeparate, one to be commanded by 
the Count, and the other by the Baſla ot 3 aravin, 
upoa wich the former immediatcly Fetliepeu Char

moved his Battcry to a ſmall Hill which commaen- 
ded it, and from thence playing furiouſly, tie beat 
down a great number of Houtes, ard layed open a 
great breach in the Wall, which obliged the belieged 
after many Sallics, and a reſolute defence to capi- 
tulate for their Lives and Liberties which were 
granted, and leave given for as many as would, to 
take ſervice under his Enfigns, but whilſt the Soul- 
dicrs haſtily entered, whether of purpole , or by 
Chance, a Minc ncar the breach took Fire, and blew 
up ſeveral of the Techeleyans, which fo inraged themP 
that they fell upon the Garriſon , and put many of 
them to the Sword c're their fury could be ſtayed ; 
the Citizens to redeem themiclves from heing plun- 
dred, paycd Filty Thouſand Crowns, and two days 
after Eſpiers furrendred to the Count. 

During this Action, the Balla belieged Zathmar, 
which after divers attempts they car ryed by force, 
putting many to the Sword, and carrying away a 
conſiderable number of all Sex and Azes into miſe- 
rable captivity. 

Count T eckeley upon this ſucceſs, ſent Summons 
from his Camp ncar Lewentz, to ſummon the Hunga- 
rian Nobility to appear in Arms, but by the Indu- 
1try of the: /aperial Miniſters, he failed for the moſt 
part in his expectation, tew obeying his Orders, yet 
inany of the inferiour rank came to increaſe the 
number of his Forces ; upon notice of which Count 
Caprara, 
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Caprara, and Count Straſoldo joyned their Forces, and 
marched to oppoſe the Torrent e're it ſwelled too 
high. The Emperor ſent likewiſe an Expreſs to the 
Palatine of Hungary to raiſe the Ban ard Areirban of 
that Kingdom, and to march with all ſpeed againſt 
the i zrks who had paſled the Waag, and cauſed the 
Governour of Chaſcaw to be impriſoned, as being ac- 
culed of rot having defended that Civy to Extremi- 
ty, and now the Armies -being within view of each 
other, there was great expectations that the Iſſue 
would have been a foughten Field, but it proved 
otherv iſe; for after ſome light skirmiſhes had paſt, 
the Imperial:iſts finding themſelves too weak, quit- 
ted their Camp at Arſol, and retired toward St. 
Crotx, which fo diſcourazed the Garriſon in Lewentz, 
that they abandoned it, and retired to places of 
greater ſtrength, ſo that it became a prey to the 
Enemy. 

All this while the Turks having beſieged Yulecke, 
after divers Aſaults and great ſlaughter of their 
Men, had it delivered into their hands on the Six- 
teenth ot September, the Garriſon making articles of 
ſurrender without the conſent of the Governour, 
who upon his refuſing to lign the capitulation, was 
made a Priſoner of War, and the Turks unwilling 
to put this Fortreſs into the hands of the Hungari- 
ans, as by Articles was agreed; and on the other 
de the Hungarians being loath that the Turks 
ſhould poſſeſs fo ſtrong a place in the heart of the 
Kingdom it for ſometime occaſioned great conteſt, 
but in the end both parties concluded to demoliſh it, 
which was accordingly done. 

During theſe Tranſattions, his Imperial Majeſties 
Embaſlador at the Port was flattered with a pro- 
miſe of renewing the League between the two Em- 
Pires, and conducted to his Audience with the uſual 
Aaa2 Cere- 
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Ceremonies, which was only to protract time till 
the Turks had poſſeſſed themſelves of ſuch ſtrong 
places as might render them formidable, and give 
them hopes of annexing all Hungary to the Orto- 
2an Empire ; but the German Princes perceiving 
their drift, ſent ſeveral of their own Troops to 
reinforce the Imperial Army under the Command of 
Count Caprara, with whom the Count Seroſo/do re- 
fuſing to joyn, in order to give the Turks Battle 
near Lewentz,, fell into the Emperors high diſplea- 
ſure being ſent for to Yiewa, and for a while 1s ſu- 
ſpended, but upon his ſubmiſſion was again reſto- 
red to favour. 

Winter approaching, Count Teckely ſent Four 
Huffars to Count Caprara, to procure of him a paſ- 
port for tle ſafe paſſage of ſuch Deputies as he in- 
tended to ſend to the Emperor to treat of a Truce 
which Huſlars were by the Counts expreſs Command 
Impriſoned till ſuch time his Imperial Majefties plca- 
ſure was known therein; but in the end they were 
releaſed, and the Deputies permitted to paſs un- 
controuled, when after niany debates a Truce was 
concluded for two Moneths, whereupon Count 
Teokley by rcaſon of the Difference between bim, 
and the Prince of Tranſylvania retired with the 
Ercateſt part'of his Troop to a ſtrong place, which 
together with ſome others in dowrie with the Prin- 
ceſs Ragotskz, whom this year he had married. The 
Turks for the moſt part Wintered in Temeſwar, Bu- 
da, and New Hauſel, and the Imperialiſts on the Fron- 
wires of Auſtria, and fo cnded the Campaign for this 
year. 

Anno 1683. Early in the Spring, the Imperialiſts 
and 7urks taking the Field, and ſeveral skirmiſhes 
happening between parties, with various ſucceſs. 
the Count Walaſtain, his Imperial Majcſtices _ 
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ſter reſiding in the Polonian Court, dealt ſo effeftual- 
ly with that King, that he reſolving no longer to 
fit ſtill, and {fe the Infidels and Rebels infult over 
his Neighbouring Countries, on the {econd of April, 
purſuant to a treaty on foot ſigned an alliance with 
the Emperor, by which he obliges himſelf to take 
the Field with between Thirty and Forty Thouſand 
Horſe and Foot, to att offenſively againlt the Turks, 
and defenſively againit all other enemies to the Ger- 
man Empire, in confideration of which, the Empe- 
ror binds himſelf to have an Army of Sixty Thou- 
ſand Men 1n readyneſs upon all occations, immedi- 
ately to pay Twelve Hundred Thouſand Florins, and 
that himſelf, and the Queen Dowager of Poland dif- 
claim all Prerenſions to the Crown of Poland, and 
that neither Potentatc enter into a treaty with the 
Tarks tending to Peace, but with a joynt approba- 
tion ; And that both Armies act ſeparate, unleſs Cra- 
cow or Viema be beſieged, and then with United 
Forces to fall upon the Enemy, into which Alliance 
it 1s expected the Czar of Auſcovy will ſhortly enter 
to revenge the outrages done him by the Turks and 
Tartars, who fince the late Diviſions have made di- 
vers ircurſions into his Countries. This Alliance 
made known to the Grand Setgniour greatly perplex- 
ed him, inſomuch that he ſent orders to all the Baſ- 
la's, Begs or Sanzacks of Enrope, to raiſe what For- 
ces they could to attend him in the Field, himſelf 
refolving inſtantly to march to Belgrade, whither 
the Great Viſiter with an Army of 60000 Horle and 
Foot marched before to joyn with the Tartars, un- 
der the leading of Tartar Han or Cham, and then to 
cover ſuch places as Count Teckely (who now ſeems 
jealous of the Turks) ſhall befiege. 

The better to take meatures for the carrying on 
the War, his Imperial Majeſty on the $th, of April 
Aaay} called 
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called a Council of War at /enna, where it was cons» 
cluded that the Duke of Lorrain ſhould be G eneraliſ- 
ſimu of all the Forces on that ſide, and the meaſures 
concluded on were theie, that the Imperial Army the 
third of May ſhould muſter near #reſ>4rg, to the 
number of 4000 men ; That General Sehrz ſhall 
with 7000 men, joyn with 60co Pol:[: Horie alrea- 
dy on their march, under the command of the Prince 
Lubomershi, and that the Hungarian troops in con- 
junctioa with thoſe, making a body of 25000 men 
aCt in the upper Hwngary, and another body of 6005 
Incamp near Leopalſtadt on the Waas, and in caſe 
they find the Turks have a delign upon that place, 
to put themſelves into it, and beſides theſe 10 or 
12000 men to be poſted on the confines of Adorauia 
and Sileſia, to ſecure thoſe Countries againſt the in- 
curſion of the Enemy. 

This being the ſtate of the Imperial Army delign- 
ed againſt the Turks, and Hungarian Rebels Count 
Teckley the better to ſecure himſelf and reinforce his 
Army ſent out ſummons to the Nobility once more 
to bein Armes and as occaſion ſerved to oppoſe the 
Imperaliſts, but moſt of them ſeemed unwilling to 
comply therein as abhorring to bear Armes againſt 
their Lawful Soveraign. 

Whiiſt matters were thus carryed on that ſide the 
King of Sweeden has obliged himſelf to aſſiſt the Em- 
perour with ſeven thouſand Horſe and Foot, four 
thouſand of which he intends to raiſe in Germany, and 
the reſt in his own Countries, nor will the EleCtcr of 
Bavaria Who is inall likelihood ſhortly to marry the 
Emperors Daughter, be wanting to fend his Forces 
againſt the common Enemy. 

The King of Poland the better to compleat the 
Quota, he intends to ſummon the Arrearban of that 
Kingdom, all the Nobility ſhewing a ready compli- 
ance 
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ance to attend in the Wars, his Army to the number 
of thirty thouiand maſtering near Leopo! he advan- 
ced againſt the Lurks, who made divers incurſions 
into his Territories on the Vhrarn, a party of whom 
advancing too far he cur off killing three hundred 
and taking a like number ot Priſoners, and follow- 
ing the ſucceſs of his Arms, he is preparing to be- 
fiege Cammeck, a ſtrong Fortreſs taken from the Poles 
by the Turks ſome years before, and ſent an Expreſs 
to Count Teck/ey to inform him of the Alliance made 
with the Emperor, and to let him know that unleſs 
he does immediately make Peace with his Imperial 
Majeſty, he ſhall be obliged ro treat him as an 
Enemy, 

Theſe Menaces cauſed Techley to draw up his 
Troops with great diligence, and ſend immediately 
to the Viiier of Buda for ſuch Forces as by the Grand 
Signeours appointment were to joyn him, that he 
might the better be able to defend himſelf rill the 


groſs of the Ottoman Army (reported to conhilt of 


one hundred and fifry thouſand men) could arrive, 
and immediately diſpatched his Secretary to the Em- 
perors Cougt to crave a truce, but the propoſals 
were ſo inſignificant that he nothing prevatled 

For the Emperor in perſon having been at the Ran- 
* dezvous near Presburg in Hungaria, was fo well fa- 
tisfied with the order of his men that he altogether 
contemned the Forces of the Enemy. Yet to ap- 
pear like himſelf he canſed a general Pardon a third 
time to be publiſhed indemnifying all Hungarians and 
Germans, that have been aCtually in Armes againſt 
him, and any ways concerned in the Hungarian Re- 
bellion both in Perſon and Eſtate, in conſideration 
of their ſpeedy ſubmiſſion and obedience for the fu- 
ture, upon which many layed down their Arms and 
made an ingenuous acknowledment of their diſobedi- 
Aaadaxq ence 
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©rce to the Palatine whom the Emperour impowred 
to, receive their ſubmillions. 

About this time a Crotian having put himſelf into 
the ſervice of the Turks at Z:geth, a ftrong Garri- 
{on on that Frontiers, and ini!nuated himſelf into 
their confidence he put what he had before deſigned 
in practice, which was to ſet their Magazine on Fire, 
and having ſucceeded therein made his eſcape dur- 
ing, the general conſternation thereby occaſioned. 
This Magazine ſtored with all manner of Provitions 
2s well as warlike Furniture, was computed ſuffici- 
ent for the maintenance and furniſhing thirty thou- 
iand men for the ſpace of two years, which the 
Turks defirous to = flocked about it to extin- 

uiſh the. flame but to their fatal coſt, for the pow- 
= conſiſting of two thouſand Barrels taking fire, 
deſtroyed five hundred of them, and beat down moſt 
of the bouſes in the City, renting in ſunder the walls 
in divers places, the blow being heard 6 leagues di- 
ſtant from that place. 

The Duke of Lorraza having been to take a view 
of Rab and Comorra, on the 6th of May returned to 
the Army, at what time it was greatly augmented 
by voluntary ſupplies, who not able to ſee their 
bleeding Country over run by barbarous infidels , 
whilſt they ſtood unconcerned for its defence, joyn- 
ed with their Lawful Sovereign to oppole the com- 
ing tempeſt of deſtruftive foes, willingly joyned in 
the defence of the Chriſtian cauſe, which a few raſh 
men, undcr pretence of Conſcience, though indeed 
out of an ambitious deſire of Sovereignty, have ex- 
poſed them to all the calamities that attend on miſe- 
rabie War. 

The Grand Viſter arriving with part of the Orra- 
man Forces at Belgrade, the place appointed for the 
General Rendezyous, the Grand Sejgnior on the 200d. 
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of Aprilſet forth from Adrinople, attended by a nu- 
merous train of his great Officers, and 80000 Fans- 
zaries, Spahies, Timariots, Aſaphies, and others inu- 
red to the Turkiſh Wars, ard by ſpeedy marches 
came to the place appointed, though by reaſon of 
the exceſſive rains and noytom vapours thereby occa- 
ſioned,- 6000 of his men periſhed by the way, nor 
fared that part of the Army the great Vitier lead 
much better, for paſling the Dravas many of the 
Souldiers were drowned, and much of the taggage 
loſt. 

The Polonian King deſirous to bring Count Teckely 
over to the Emperours intereſt, lent an Agent to 
treat with him about a Reconciliation, to hearken 
to which at firſt he ſeemed inclinable, but upon pre{- 
ſing the matter more home, 1t appeared he did it 
only to gain time, till he could joyn with the Tar- 
tars, Which the Viſier of Buda had aſſigned to aCt in 
conjunction with him in the upper Hungary, but part 
of the imperial Troops not to give him that oppor- 
tunity, under the command of Major General Sehntz, 
have poſted themſelves between him and the Nzeſter, 
which the Tartars who march in two bodies mult 
paſs before they can enter that part of Aangary , 
who a little before their taking, that poſt had de- 
teated a party of Turks belonging to the Garriſon 
of Newheuſel, killing 7000, and taking 200 Prifon- 
ers 3, The Poli Troops of Voluntiers on the Banks 
of Danubins, meeting with 5000 Tartars, the fore- 
runners of the Army overthrew them, killing 1000 
of them, and forcing the reſt to take the River, in 
paſſing which moſt of them periſhed, which ſucceſs 
{o heightned the Poles, that purſuing their cood tor- 
tune they paſled the River, at a place fordable they 
fellin with a Turkiſh Convoy of 600 Mules, laden 
with Proviſion and Ammuuition, going to the Camp 
art 
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at Belgrade, which they took and converted to their 
own ute, killing and putting to flizht ſuch as had the 
charge of them, upon notice of which the Poloni.z 
Kirg, to appear more formidable to the Turks, Tar. 
rars and Hunoarian Rebels, commanded 2 new Regi- 

ments to be raiſed, one at the charge of his Queen, 
and the other at the charge of Prince Alexander his 
Eldeſt Son, himſelf allotting out of his Patrimonial 
Eſtare 1099590 Crowns to be dittributed among{t his 
Army, aud to raiſe 800 Huſſars expert at handling 
Lannces. 

On the 11th. of Afay the Imperial Army aſter ha- 
ving Randizvouzed at Preſours, palling trom Kerſey 
marched towards, and incamped between that For- 
tres and Comorra to obſerve the motions of the Twrhs, 
who were imbodyed near Vewharſel to the number of 
15000, daily expecting a detachment of the Viiiers 
Army upon its march to joyn with them, the Vitier 
at the ſame time being incamped at vreick; Weiff en- 
burg, expetting the arrival of the Grand Seignior, 
who was ſome days marching behind. 

During theſe proceedings Teckely ſuddenly collect- 
ing his Troops, layed ftiege to the ſtrong Caltle of 
Donowitz, in which was the Barron Toannel with a 
Garriſon of 250 Imperialiſts and Hungariaxs, yet af- 
ter a furious battery with 8 pieces of Cannon, he 
made himſelt maſter of that important place, making 
the Governour and the Germans found therein Pri- 
foners of War, when to prevent his further proceed- 
ings on that ſlide, the Pallatine of Hungaria received 
orders tojoyn Major General Schutz, who had palled 
the Waas to meet the Prince of Lubomerski, whoad- 
vanced with the 6000 Polonian Horſe before menti- 
oned, whereupon the Viſier of Buda ſummoned Count 
Teckely to joyn the Turkiſh Troops under his com- 
mand, which he refuſed to do, making ſeyeral pre- 
LCnces

tences to excuſe it of which the King of Poland ta- 
king, notice ſent a Letter to the Count to adviie him 
to quit the engagement he has with the Turks, 
(wiich in concluſion will turn to his ruin) and make 
his peace wikh the Emperour, whilit his free grace 
is oftered him ; thc which had ſech an effeftnal ope- 
ration that many were of opinion he would have 
cloſed with the Imperial oftered Grace, but after 
ſome debate and new incouragement from the 
Grand Signtor, hereſolved to perſiſt in his rebellious 
purpole of oppoling the Emperours intereſt, where- 
upon the Duke of Lorrain who has abſolute power 
to act as he ſees convenient for the advantage of 
the Empire, ſent orders to the Palatine to draw down 
his Troops and intrench himſelt on the banks of the 
Waag, to ſecure the pales where the River is Ford- 
able, as likewiſe to the Vice-Roy of Croria to raiſe 
new 'Forces for the increaſe of thoſe already under 
his command, and to keep diligent watch upon the 
Frontires of that Province to prevent any incurſions. 
About this time Zathmer was regained, and young 
Count Serin (true Heir to the valourot his immor- 
tal Anceſtors) appointed Governour thereof which 
has put the Turks out of all hopes of recovering it. 

'The Duke of Lorra:n having notice that the Turks 
were imbodying themſelves near Gran, raiſed his 
Camp on the 24th. of May and marched towards 
them,reſolving to give them Battle before the Grand 
Vilier(who together with the Age of the 7anizarees, 
was on his march) could arrive in thoſe parts, ha- 
ving for that purpoſe ſtored his Army with all ne- 
ceſlary Proviſion and Ammunition ſent up the Danu- 
bius 1n boats from YVienmna, but during, theſe prepara- 
tions the Turks had fo ſtrongly lodged themlelves 
upon the Counterſcarp to the number of 2 5000,that 
he thoughbt it not convenient to attack them in their 
ſtrength, 
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ſtrength, but having made a detachment of 1 3 men 
commanding them to paſs the Danubius, and inveſt 
DMewhauſel a ſtrong place about 2 Leagues from Ko- 
mora, whilſt the reſt of the Army followed in good 
order, with a train- of 8o pieces of Artillery, moſt 
of which carry bullets of between 30 and 40 pounds 
weight , which made Count Teckeley draw off to- 
wards Tokay, ſtill declining to joyn the Turks un- 
der the command of the Viſier of Buda, infomuch 
that the Baſſa of Offer fearing to be expoſed tothe 
Fury of the Imperialiſts ſent a Meſſenger to the Duke 
of Lorrainto propoſe a Ceſlation of Arms for 14 days, 
which the Duke would in no wiſe hearken to, as 
well knowing 1t was but to protratt the time till a 
greater power arrived in Hungary, and when it was 
urged that the Grand Signeour intended to obſerve 
the Peace with the Emperor, till the prefixed was 
expired, but the Duke replyed that the Turks by 
their unjuſt Hoſtilities and manifeſt outrages had 
broken it long ſince, ſo that now they muſt expect 
no other favour then the Sword would allow them, 
whereupon he diſpatched orders to Count Caprara 
to batter Newhauſel reſolving/ to carry it by ſtorm, 
-If it ſhould fail to be delivered by capitulation hav- 
' Ing already overthrown a party belonging to that 
Garriſon, who were returning from ravaging the 
Country laden with great booties, upon which ſuc- 
ceſs 2 parties were ſent out to burn the Bridges of 
Gran, and Eſſeznieh which they ſucceſsfully attempted 
burning the former, and volſeſſing themſelves of the 
latter, guarded by 70o Turks, moſt of which were 
killed or taken priſoners. 

The Count Caprara His Imperial Majeſties Ambaſ- 
 fadorat the Portis by order of the Grand Signeour 
looked narrowly after, not differing much from a 
confinement, leaſt during theſe Hoſtilitics he _ 

With- 
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withdraw himſelf, nor could the interceſſion of the 
Lord Shandois His Majeſty of Great Britains Ambaſ- 
fador reſiding at the Port on his behalf remove the 
ſuſpition conceived, &c. Thus far having related im- 
partially the ſucceſs of the Chriſtian Armes againſt 
the Turks, I ſhall leave them ingaged in a bloody 
and doubtful War,ana conclude fo much of this years 
Campaigne as to the q4rh.of 7zme, 1683. has occurred 
with an exact account of all the Imperial Forces. The 
Liſt whereot rake as tolioweth, viz. Ihe Emperor 
has in pay 27 Regiments of Foot, making together 
55700 men, whereof 25 296-follow the Duke of Lor- 
141n, 4692 are appointed to ſecure the upper Hunga- 
79, 2040 poſted at Zabluncka on the frontiers of Hun- 
] gary,2040 at Leopolſtadt on the Waag,3640 In Auftriay 
2040 at Vienna, 13912 in the Empire, 2400 in Bohe- 
mia, 17 Regiments of Horſe making together 13600 
men,7 Regiments of Dragoons containing 5600 men, 
& 4 Regiments of Croats making 3200,whereof15 200 
are at the Camp,800 in the Llpper Hrngary,q00 at 7a- 
bluncka,2.400 at Leopolſtadt, 800 in Aptris and 2890 
in the Empire. So that the general Liſt of Horſe and 
Foot ſtands thus, viz. at the Camp 396964,in the Em- 
pire,16712 in the upper Hungary,7 532 making in all 
78540 men not accounting the Hungarian Troops 
under the command of the Palatine,nor thole in Crete 
commanded by the Vice-Roy, nor the 6000 Poloniar 
Horſe brought into the Emperonrs ſervice, by the 
Prince of Labornirsks, which in conjunction will ren- 
der the Emperors total Forces no leſs then 100000 
hghting men. The Turks Army together with the 
artars and Hungarians under the command of Count 
Teckley, being accounted no leſs then 250000.

A Deſcription of the Power, Policy, Forces, 
Revenues, Religion, and Greatneſs of the 
Ottoman Empire ; and by what Means 
it ſubſiſts and mamtams its Grandeur, &c. 


| 8 in the ſuccintt Series of this Hiſtory related 
. 4 the Original of the Ortoman Empire, and its 
Growth from time to time, till it arrived to the vaſt 
Extent it at this Day is found; I ſhall now proceed to 
give the Reader a View of the Grandeur of it, and by 
what means it is ſupported, in the Deſcription of the 
Grand Seignior's Port or Palace, Government, Officers, 
Riches, Forces, Religion, and the like. 

The Turks originally a People of Scythia, ſuppoſed 
to have ſprung from the Ten Tribes carried into Cap- 
tivity, as is in the former Part of this Hiſtory related, 
began their Second Empire in Aſia under Othoman, a- 
bout 1320; and ſpreading wide, entred Exrope, ſeizing 
at length upon the pleaſant City of Conſtantinople, ex- 
pelling the Greek Emperonr, and _—_ it the Imperial 
Seat of the Orhoman Sultans, now dignified by the Title 
of Grand Seigniors : A Deſcription of which City, and 
of the Seragiro, or Imperial Port or Palace, take as fol- 
loweth. 

» Conſtantiniple, built by Conſtantine the Great, is accor- 
ding to the Opinion of many, fixteeen Miles in circuit, 
called by the Turks, Srambul or Stombolda ;, the Sea bea- 


ring upon it on the North and South ſides, and on the 
Eaſt 
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Eaſt it is divided from 454 by a large Channel, which 


runneth from the one Sea to the other, being ſeven 
Miles in length, called the Srrazghrs of Boſphorrsy. The 
City is built upon the declining of a Hill ; for Buildings 
comparable to any in the World : But above all, beau- 
tified with ſeven Moſgres ſtanding upon ſeven little Hills, 
founded by ſeven of the Orroman Emperors ; of which, 
that of Sultan Selyman is moit famous * And the Sera- 
oli, now made the Grand Sergmiur's Palace, which is 
three Miles in cucuit, frandeth on the North fide, ha- 
ving on the one {ide of it the Sea, and on the other the 
Haven ; the other two Parts being encompaſſed with 
the Building of the City. This Palace, Port, or Sera- 
elio, which you pleaſe, (for ai) theſe Names it bears) 
has within it many Gardens, Orchards, Meadows, 
Woods, pleaſant Groves, Fountains, and all things elſe 
that can render it delightful. The Entrance is through a 
Gat« of Iron into a large Court, where on the left hand 
ſtands a Building like a Turkeſh Moſque, which is uſed 
as a Store-houſe for Arms and Proviſion ; on the Right, 
arc ſeveral fair Gardens palazadocd in, from which they 
paſs to another Court, with a Gate like unto the for- 
mer z upon which hang many 1 arpgets, Scymitars, and 
other Weapons of War, many Portcrs attending ; 
through which they paſs into another large Court, plan- 
ted with Cyprus-Trees; where many Deer are kept : 
which Court is ſurrounded with a Cloylter, which 1s 
in lengch 680 Foot, and in breadth 5oo ; paved with 
Marble, leaded over, and ſupported by 140 Pillars of 
White and Gray Marble curiouſly wrought, ſtanding 
upon Baſis of Copper, with Capitals of the like Met- 
tal. On the North ſide ſtands the Divo, or Council- 
Houſe, where the Grand Vizier, and ſuch others as are 
by the Grand Seignior appointed his Councellors, four 
times a Week, or oftncr if Occaſion require it, fit to 
conſult the Important Aſtairs of the Empire ; to hear 

; and

and determine all Matters of Controverſie, and give Au- 
dicnce to Ambaſſadors, and other Forreign Miniſters. 

In this Seraglio the Grand Seignior has many Cham- 
bers hung with Cloth of Gold, gilded Skins, and Ta- 
peſtries made of Silk and Gold ; wherein are lively 
repreſented the Wars of the Ottoman Emperours. His 
Lodging - Chamber is garniſhed with divers Precious 
Stones of great value; and conſtantly attending him 
ſix young Men, who do Service in his Chamber, and 
watch his Perſon all Night, two and two by turns, with 
lighted Torches ; the one ſitting at the Head, and the 
other at the Feet of his Bed : And when he attires him- 
ſelf, they put into his Pockets a thouſand Aſpars, and 
twenty Ducats of Gold ; the which, if he does not di- 
ſtribute that Day, at Night is their Fee ; for he ſel- 
dom or never puts on one Suit of Apparel twice z and 
whenſoever he goes to Hunting, or any the like Ex- 
erciſe, (beſides the Money in his Pockets) his Caſnadar 
Baſſa, or Chief Treaſurer, follows him with great ſtore 
of Money to give away : Of theſe ſix Young Men, who 
are changed at Pleaſure, their Offices are diftin& ; for 
the firſt carries his Shoes, the ſecond his Bow and Ar- 
rows, the Third his Veſt, the fourth a Veſſel with Wa- 
ter, the fifth his Seat, and the ſixth, called Oda Baſſas 
is Head of the Chamber. 

He hath daily a great number of Perſons reſident in 
his Palace, imployed in their ſeveral Charges z the chicf 
of which are theſe : 

Firſt, The Capi Aga, by whom the Grand Sergnior 
ſpeaks to ſuch as have any Important Buſineſs ; for no 
Ambaſſador can be admitted to his Preſence, but at his 
firſt Arrival, when he delivers his Letters of Credit and 
Preſents : Burt if afterward any matter ariſes, he muſt 
addreſs himſelf to the Caps Aga, that is the Grand Yixs,, 
er, or hls Subſtitute, 


Secondly 
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Secondly, The Caſnadar Baſſa, or Chief Treaſurer 
6f the Houſhold. 

Thiraly, The Chilergi Baſſa, or Chief Cup-Bearer. 

Fourthly, The Szragls Agafi, Steward or Maſter of 
the Houſhold. | 

Fifthly, The Chiller Ag aſi, or Seraider Baſſa, Over- 
ſcer of the Serag/io of Concubines; who is always an 
Emnuch. 

Sixthly and laſtly, The Beſtengi Baſſa, or Chief Gar- 
diner ; who is Captain of the 7amoolans, and ſteers the 
Grand Seignior's Barg®. When ever he goes by Water, 
he hath a Protogero or Licutenant, and many Gardiners, 
to attend him, which are called Boſtanot ; who are fre- 
= liſted in the number of fanizaries, when fitted 
thereto by hard Labour, cc. 

Theſe Six Officers have no Anthority out of the Se- 
raglio;, yet the greateſt Baſſa's fear them, for that they 
being always near the Emperour, frequently incenſe 
him againſt them to their Deſtruction. 

Near unto the Grand Seignior's Perſon, are common- 
ly fix Mutes, Men born both Deaf and Dumb, with 
whom he makes himſelf Paſtime. There are found 
likewiſe about thirty four more of the ſame Tribe, which 
he keeps as Executioners of his Wrath ; for upon the 
leaſt Command, they will ſtrangle the greateſt Bafſa of 
the Court, or otherwiſe make him away, it being their 
frequent Pradtice, 

Within the Seragl:o are kept to the number of five 
hundred, ſuch Youths as are taken up for Tribute-Chil- 
dren in Grecia, and other Parts of the Empire; all 
Sons of Chriſtians, who taken young from their Parents, 
are inſtrufted and brought up in divers Arts ; and taught 
more eſpecially to manage all ſorts of Weapons, and 
to be perfe&t in the Mahometan Superſtition ; few of 
them being above cight Years of Ag at their firſt En- 
trance, Of theſe, ſome they make 7anizaries; others 
Bbb are

are prefcrred to Offices of Truſt, and come to great 
Preferment : But none of them may, on Pain of Death, 
ſir out of the Seraglio, till the Swltan thinks them of a 
fit Age, and ſufficiently qualihed for his Service. He 
has in like manner eighty Mutaferache, or Launce-Bea- 
rers, who carry his Launce ; and are ſubject tothe Com- 
mand of none but himſelf. 

He hath in continual pay a thouſand Eunuches, whom 
the Tarks call Hundurniz many of which are imployed 
to attend his V ns and Concubines in the Seragl o. 
They are not only deprived of their Genitors, but in 
their Youth they have their whole Privities ſmoothed off 
by their Bellies: And in their Turbants they bear a 
Silver Quill or Crue, through which they evacuate their 
Urine. This Inhuman Barbarity was firſt commanded 
by Solyman the Magnificent, who grew jealous of them 
upon his obſerving a Gelding back a Mare ; gathering 
from thence, that his Eunuches though they had loſttheir 
Genitor, might yet dalliance with his Females. 

The Seraglio of Women is within the Palace, in 
which are conſtantly five hundred Virgins, the choiceſt 
Beauties that can be procurcd, being all Daughters to 
Chriſtians, taken from their Parents when they are a- 
bout cight Ycars of Age or under; none above arc ad- 
mitted, leſt they ſhould be debauched ere they enter. 
Theſe are brought up to curious Works: And when 
at any time the G7azd Seigmior is deſirons to haveany 
of them brought ty his Bed, he the Day before gives 
notice to the Captain of the Eunuches z who commands 
thoſe under him to put them in order, and array them 
in their beſt Attire, Which done the Grand Seignior, 
attended by the ſaid Captain, walking between them 
as they ſtand demurely in rowes on either Hand 3 and 
where he likes, drops his Handkerchicf, of which he 
has many kanging at his Girdlez which the Eunuches 
that follow, obſerving, gut her (or as many as his _ 
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ſure is to fignifie by ſuch Tokens) into a Coach, and 
carry them to his Lodgings ; where they are gorgeouſ- 
ly attired, and uſed as he has occaſion for them: Af- 
ter which they return, not to the Seraglio of the Virgins, 
but have other Lodgings appointed them. And when 
by rcaion of the tailure of Tribute- Virgins, the Sers- 
9-10 grows empty, they purchaſe the Faireſt they can 
tird in the Market of Conſtantmople, whither they are 
brought to be ſold as Slaves. 

Another Seraglio there 1s, in which the Crand Sezgni- 
or keeps his Sultang's or Sultaneſſes, and their Children 
as I1'zewiſ?, ſich other Concubines, of whom for his de- 
light he hath choſen from among the Virgins. He never 
marries $ but when any one 1s brought to his Bed ſide, 
he gives her a Golden Head-tire, and ten thouſand Aſ- 
pers; cauſing her to live apart, daily increaſing her Main- 
tenance. TI he firſt that bears him a Child, is called 
the Sultana or Sultaneſs, and is accounted Miſtreſs of 
the reſt of his Women ; and by him, for the molt part, 
beſt beloved. The reſt that hath been brought to his 
Bed, and with whom he hath dallianced, are returned 
back to their ſeveral Apartments, there to expe the 
Iſſue ; and if they prove not with Child, then are they 
given in Marriage to his Slaves ; whom for their ſakes 
he advances to great Dignity, for the moſt part. 

He hath three hundred Sollacchi, who march conti- 
nually about his Perſon, and make (as it were) his 
Guard, being under the Command of the .4g4 of the 
Tanizaries; all of them attired in Linnen-Garments 
hanging down beneath their Knees; and over them 
quilted Waſt-Coats, with halt sl-eves of Taffety, Da- 
mask, or Sattin ; and on tnceir Heads Caps and Feathers, 
carrying Bows and Arrows. I here are anorner fort 
of Foot-men, called P-ich:, wonderful ſwift of Foot , 
whom he imploys in the nature of Lacquies, or Foot - 
Pofts; being attired in emp of Gold, with a Girdle 
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of the ſame tyed faſt about them; upon their Heads 
wear Caps like Butter-pots ; with a Silver Pike ſtan- 
ding out before, in the nature of a Horn. 

The Porters of the Court, that give Attendance there, 
are four thouſand ; and are attired like the 7aniz - © , 
having over them three Capigs Baſſa's. 

The Grand Seignior's Power is ſo abſolute, and his 
Government ſo tyrannical, that his Subjetts term them- 
ſelves his Slaves; none of them being ſure of his Life 
or Goods beyond his Pleaſure ; for without any Try- 
al or Proceſs, he puts to Death whom it pleaſeth him, 
unleſs reſtrained by the Souldiers, who often reſcue 
their Minions out of his Hands, and oblige him to par- 
don them. 

Their Sutes are few, and thoſe very ſhort, they rare- 
ly being permitted the Favour of Advocates to procra- 
ſtinate Matters frem coming to a ſpeedy Reſult ; tho? 
commonly he who can bribe moſt, fares the beſt : For 
the Turks are of all Nations the moſt Avaricious, doing 
ro Man a Kindneſs anleſs they are fee'd ; though they 
have the leaſt Certainty of any People, to keep what 
they have gotten, all (as is aforeſaid) being at the Diſ- 
poſal of the Prince. They puniſh Crimes with great 
Severity, and ſo ſpeedily, that it is obſerved that ſel- 
dom any Theft or Murther is committed by any pri- 
vate Turh ; but what Outrages do happen in the City, 
or elſewhere, are committed commonly by the Grec:- 
ans, and thoſe that are not of the Progeny of the 
Titrks. 

The Grand Seionior's Chief Councellor is the Great 
Vizier z; who wears his Signet, and 1s ſtiled his Lreu- 
tenant ; every Divano-day giving him an exact Account 
what is ſaid and done : Nor dare he diſſemble in ought ; 
for that the Grand Serignior has a Window, from whence 
he can ſce and hear, and yct not be ſeen himſelf ; which 
Window looks into the Divano, When this Y:zrer 15 
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ſent abroad, which never happens unleſs to be General 
of an Army, or upon ſome ſuch like important Occa- 
ſion 3 at what time he appoints his Lieutenant to offici- 
atc in his Abſence, who is called the Chimachanm. 

Next unto the Be2ſſa's, (of which there are ma- 
ny diſperſed throughout the Empire, to manage the Af- 
fairs thereof) are the Beglerbegs, or Lords of Lords : 
They are Men of great Authority, and have the Com- 
mand of great Kingdoms and Armies; under whoſe O- 
bedience are divers Sanzacks, which are {cnt as Gover« 
nors into Provinces, during the Princes Pleaſure ; being 
Men of great Experience ;, for the moſt part, comman- 
ding over the Spahi and Timariots, the Twks chict Horf- 
men, whom they continually exerciſe to render them 
the more expert. The Chief of theſe Beglerbegs, is 
the B-olerbes of Romania or Grecia, under whoſe Com- 
mand are twenty one Sanzacks next to him is the Zeg- 
lerbeg of Buda, who hath under his Command thirteen 
C.izAmks: TI he Beglerbeg of Temeſwar has winder his 
Command cight Sanzacks : The Beglerbeg of Boſna hath 
under his Command nine Sanzacks : The Beg/erbeoſhip 
of Gffe or Capha,” who relideth in / anrica Cherſoneſus, 
and commandeth over the Sanzacks neat wito the great 
River T ana#, and the Fenns of Meotis, which was at 
firſt but a Sanzackſhip, and depended upon th* Leoler- 
beg ſhip of G'recia; and is indeed rather a Begic:begſhip 
in Name, than in Power. Theſe Beolerbegs, or Lords 


of Lords, great Governours of the Twkijb Empire in * 


Europe, belides the Sanzacks, have under their Com- 
mand 257000 Timariots or Horſe-men, who are bound 
for certain Lands alotted them by the Grand Scignior, 
out of his Conqueſts, to ſerve in the Wars upoa all Oc- 
calions. 

The Beglerbegs, or Great Commanders of the Turk's 
Empire in Aſia, are thirty innumber ; under whom are 
a proportionable number of Sanzacks, and not leſs than 
Bbb 3 409000 
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400000 Timariots, The Beglerbcos commanding the 
Turk's Empire in Africa, are four; and have under 
them fourteen Sanzacks, and (ixty two thouſand Tima- 
riots. Beſides theſe Timarior-Horſemen, there are the 
Spahrt, whoare for the moſt part Eurgpeans, being ſuch 
as were brought up in their lufancy, or taken Captive; 
As likewiſe, Spachoglanians,Silittarians, and Olof agians, 
who have likewiſe Lands, or Anuval Penſions aſſigned 
them; for which they are bound to ſerve in the Wars : 
for no Man in the Ortoman Empire can have any Lands, 
or Yearly Revenues that way, but muſt be ready, or 
ſend others in his ſtead ; it beins held, that the whole 
Empire in Fee fimplc, is the Grand Seigniors ; No Man 
bcing permitted to buy or injoy any Lands longer, than 
it plcaſes his Prince: Nor can any one claim a Pro- 
pricty to a Foot, unleſs bythe Donation of the Grand 
Seignior, or his Aſſhgnment ; and that laſt, at longeſt, 
but during the Natural Lite of him, to whom it 1s ſo 
given or aſſigned. Theſe Horſemen march under a 
white Banner, being armed with ſtrong Coats, Bows, 
ard Arrows, Culcverings, Scymitars, and Battle Ax- 
ES. 

Another ſort of Horſemen there are, called Carip:ces, 
not exceeding eight hundred ; who ſtill ride near the 
Grand Scignior, as his Life-puard, in the middle of 
the Battalion of the Fanizaries ; and are the beſt Horſe- 
men accounted of all othcrs, being (for the moſt part) 
Sons of the Great Commanders. 

As for his Foot Forces, the chief Strength conſiſts of 
Zanizaries, Who are Children taken from their Chri- 
ſtian Parents, and inured in their Youth to all manner 
of Hardſhip, taught all the Uſe of Arms, and trained 
up in all Warlike Diſcipline, till they are adjudged 
fit to bt inrolled for the War. Theſe are taken up 
in Exrope, no Children born either in Afta or Africa 
being acmitted into their Seminary. Theſe Men al- 
| way's 
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ways incloſe the Perſon of the Grand Seignior at what 
time he marches with his Army; and are the laſt that 
fight, unleſs urgent Neceſſity require it. They wear 
white Caps, carry Harquibufſes, and ſharp Scymitars z 
who ſince their ficit Inſtitution have been the chief Sup- 
porters of the Txrk;/ Empire, but of late they are 
much degenerated from their former Diſcipline, giving 
themſelves up whoily to Eaſe and Pleaſure; yet keep 
themſelves in good order, for the mot part. There 
remains twenty four thouſand of them in Cſtaztinople, 
and a far greater number in divers Places of the Empire. 
They are commanded by their Aga, or Captain, to 
whom nothing is ſo fatal as their Love for him; for 
then the Grand Seignior has him in miſtruſt, and well 
is it if he be not made away. They flecp together in 
great Halls, their Beds being placed on either fide ; 
and all thoſe of a Squadron feed at one Table; the 
Younger ever ſerve the Elder : And if any one of them 
be abſent from his Lodging in the Night, unleſs upon 
publick occaſion, then is hz the next day ſeverely cud- 
__ and nevertheleſs obliged to k.ſ; the Hand that 
cat him. Their Imploys are different in time of Peace ; 
for ſome wait upon Ambafladors, others upon Mer- 
chants and Conſuls, others again upon ſuch as travel 
through the Turkiſh Empire. They likewiſe arreſt Ma- 
lefators, and ſee good Order kept, being feared of all 
Men; inſomuch that if they buy any ning; they will 
have it at their own Price, the Vender not daring to re- 
fuſe it. They have great Power in their Princes Ele- 
&tion 3 no Emperour thinking himſelf ſafe in his Throne, 
till they approve of him: So that to gain their good 
Opinion, every new Emperour at his entring upon the 
Government, diftributes large Sums of Money amongſt 
them, and increaſes their Stipends. 
Though the chicf eng of the Turkiſh Foot For- 
ces reſts in the Faxizaries; yet are there another ſort 
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of Foor-Men, called Acources ; which is a Forlorn Hope, 

-Theſe reccive no Pay, but have free liberty to plun- 
der fo that they dcliver the fifth Part to the Grand 
Seigniour. Another kind there arc, calied Aſap:;z who 
are but of ſma!! Account, and rucher uſcd as Pioneers, 
than to encounter the Enemy ; yetare they often thruſt 
into the Front of the Battle, with their Vodics to blunt 
the Encmics Swords, or to ſcale the Walls of Towns; 
that by being ſlaughter'd, their Dead Bodies may fill 
up the Ditches, and fo give the 7anizari.s opportuni- 
ty on their Dead Carkaſſes to mount the Bullwarts, 

The Grand Seignior keeps in continual Pay fix thou- 
ſand Gunners, whom the 7wrks call Topegi, and for 
the Guard of the Powder and Shot, upon the March of 
the Army, twelve thouſand Men are kept in pay, cal- 
led Jebegt. 

The Grand Scipnior hath likewiſe certain Officers at- 
tending on him, to the number of three thouſand, whom 
they call Chiazs ; which act in the Nature of Serjeants at 
Arms. Theſe Men are well eſteemed, and are often 
employed in Embaſhes to Forreign Princes : They al- 
ſo carry Letters or Commendations from the Grand 
Seignior,' or his Chicf Vizicr; and are impower*d to 
apprehend Malefattors : But never go to the Wars, un- 
leſs the Grand Scipgnior be there in Perſon. They are 
commanded by a Chiaus Baſſa, who is of ſuch Credit 
with all Men,that when he is ſent by the Grand Seignior 
to any Baſſa, Sanzack, or Caddi, to have any Man's 
Head cut off, though he have no Warrant in writing, 
yet his Authority is not diſputed. 


Thus have I ſet down the Land Forces of the Turksſb 
Empire ; in number ſo great, that in ſhew they ſhould 
breed Confuſion, and ruin themſelves ; yet ſuch is the 
Order and Diſcipline, that in that point they give place 
to none, They hve ( for the moſt part) on a little ark 
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baked in the Aſhes, with Rice and Powder of Fleſh 
dried in the Sun. Wine is forbidden them by their 
Law, though ?tis often drunk by them in private, e- 
ſpecially the Great Commanders. No Women are 
ſcen ii: their Arnii's, In their March they obſerve a 
wonderful Silence ; and all the Soldiers are governed by 
the Beck of the Hand, or Shew of the Countenance. 
Quarrels and Thefts are ſeverely puniſhed. When they 
March they dare not enter any Corn-field or Vineyard. 
The Valiant are afſyrcd of Prefcrment, and the Cow- 
ard of Puniſhment. 

As for the Grand Seignior*s Naval Forces, they are 
great ; he having of late, for Gain-ſake, allured many 
Chriſtian Carpenters and Shipwrights to his Arſenal, 
and hath a great number of Men trained up in Marine 
Aﬀairs, by being continually imploycd aboard his Gal- 
lies at Rhodes, Cyprus, and Mitylene and Alexandria. 
He has alſo at his Beck the Pirates of T nts, Tripoley, 
Sally, Argire, and other Places ; from amongſt whom 
— chooſes his prime Commanders in Marine Af- 
airs. 

To maintain theſe great Forces, it is requiſite a won- 
derful Maſs of Money ſhould be imployed, which is the 
Sinews of War, and without which ſo great an Empire 
could not be kept iframe, though many are of opini- 
on, that the Grand Seignior's Annual Revenues exceed 
not eight Millions ; meaning thereby, that which is 
colle&ted of his Subje&ts, and upon the account of Cu- 
toms : For which they give theſe Reaſons : Firſt, That 
the Turks have no care but of Arms ; the which do ra- 
ther ruin, than enrich a Country. Secondly, They con- 
fume ſo many Men in their Enterprizes, that they ſcarce 
leave a ſulhicieut number to manure the Land ; infomuch 
that the Subjects deſpairing to injoy their Wealth, and 
neceſſary Commodities, which they might get by their 
Labour and Induſtry, employ not themſelves to work 
nor 
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nor traffick, more than by neceſſity they are conſtrain- 
cd: For they argue, 'tis to no purpoſe to labour for 
another, their Lives and Eſtates being daily expoſed 
to the Mercy of their Prince : And for this Reaſon, many 
ſpacious Countries in the Turkiſh Empire lie waſte ; 
which negle& frequently cauſes a Dearth. A Third 
Reaſon that is given, why the Grand Seignior's Reve- 
nues arc no greater, 1s, for that when he Conquers a- 
ny Country, he aſſigns the Lands therein to his T:ma- 
rz0ts, Who ſerve in the Wars, and are no otherwiſe li- 
able to accommodate their Prince. 

But although his ordinary Revenues amount to no 
great Sum, in conſideration of the large Circuit of his 
Empire; yet his extraordinary Profits accruing by 
Confiſcations, Preſents, (for no Stranger may approach 
his Preſence empty handed )and Mony raiſed upon Places 
and Offices of Truſt, amount to a far greater Sum than 
what has been mentioned. Nor are the Sums ſmal}, 
which he draws from the Princes their Tributaries, 
that are not abſolutcly under his Juriſdiction ; as Afol- 
davia, Vallachia, and Tranſylvania, with many more. 
So that in all, moderate Writers affirm, Thar his Cof- 
fers are yearly ſupplied with twenty Millions: The 
Management of which 1s Icft to the Defterdar:, or chick 
Treaſurer, who has many Sub-officers under him. 

Thus much having bcen ſpoken of the Forces, Re- 
venues, and great Officers; I ſhall now proceed to 
give the Reader a View of their Religion, if it may 
without offence be ſo termed ; which they call the Law 
of their great Prophet. 

As for their Religion, it began in the time of Hera- 
clixs the Emperor ; at what time the Hereſie of Arius 
and Neſtorins ſpread it ſelf: to whoſe Infamons Pro- 
ſelytes Mahomet the Impoſtor, born in Arabia, joyh- 
ed bimſclf; impiouſly _ the Divinity of Chriſt, 
and proclaiming himſelf a Prophet ſent from God, draw- 

ing 
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ing a Mulritude after him : Infomuch that ſuch as would 
not reccive his impious Terents by fair means, he 
compelled by force : And the better to ingratiate him- 
ſelf with the lewd and licentious ſort of People, he to- 
lerated all manner of Luſt, and Worldly Delights. By 
the Law this Impoſtor left, and that now has overſpread 
two Parts of the World, a Diſtin&ion is made between 
clean and unclean Meats, to content the ZFews, who are 
the greateſt Merchants in the Ortoman Empire. They 
alſo maintain Circumciſion, but not at the Expiration of 
Eight Days, according to the Few: Cuſtom ; but ar 
the End of Eight Years, when the Infant is able to 
make a Confeſſion of his Belief ; and lifting up his Fin- 
ger to ſpeak theſe words in the Arabick Tongue, viz. 
There # but One God, and Mahomet us his Prophet , one 
God, and equal Prophets, The Circumcition ended, 
they feaſt three Days. As for the Female Children, 
they at cight Years old ſpeak the ſame words; but are 
not capable of Circumciſion. If any Chriſtian turn A- 
poſtate, and deny his Redeemer, which (to the loſs of 
their Souls) too many do, only to avoid 1 axations and 
Tribute, they are led through the Town or City, 
where they dwell in great Triumph, many People pre- 
ſenting them with Gifts, as they pals, to encourage 
them to perſevere in what they have undertaken. And 
for the Men, at what Ape ſoever they are, they muſt 
be Circumciſed. 

The Law of Mahbomet is contained in his Alchorany 
wherein he confeſſeth One God, and honoureth Feſus 
Chriſt as a great Prophet : But impiouſly denies him 
to be the Son of God. 

The Turks by their Law are forbid to worſhip Ima- 
pes, or to have any placed in their Adoſques : The whole 
Series of the Alcoran being ful! of Fables and Fictions, 
much like to thoſe the Poets feigned of the Eltzium- 
Shades; indulging Men in all Senſuality during this 


Life, 
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Life, and promiſing them a Paradiſe, where they ſhall 
enjoy the like more perfedily after Death, 

Their Sabbath is kept on our Fryday. They keep 
Lent thirty Days; during which ſpace they eat nothing 
in the day-time, but take their Repalt after Suq-ſet, 
abſtaining from Wine and Women. This Lent is 
called by them Ramaden. 

They likewiſe obſerve an Eaſter, called Bayran ; 
which continues for the ſpace of the three Days, though 
not always prefixed by reaſon they begin it in the New 
of the Moon. 

They have no Bells in their Moſques; neither do 
they ſuffer the Chriſtians to have any that live amoug!t 
them. When they enter the ſaid Moſques, they leave 
their Shooes at the Door, and take them again when 
they return, Where ſoever they fit or ſtand in. heir 
Religious Houſes, they have Tapeſtry or Mats under 
them, as not thinking their Feet holy enough to ſtand 
in that Place, during the Reading their Law ; and if 
they look back, or ſcratch their Head till the Orizon is 
ended, they think they have loſt the Benefit they were 
at that time to receive by their coming thither. They 
are not much addidted to Learning; yet of late they 
have brought up their Children to uſe the Arabick 
Tongue, in which their Law is written. 

By this Law they have leave to marry as many Wives 
as they can maintain; and . when once any of them 
proves with Child, her Husband may not carnally 
know her till ſhe is delivered. They have certain Mar- 
riages contratted during Pleaſure, which they call 
Kebin, moſtly pradtiſed by Strangers ; who may, for 
a certain Sum of Money, have the Uſe of a Woman 
during his Pleaſure: Yet when he turns her off, if 
ſhe have any Children, he is bound to keep them. A 
Turk having had to do with a Chriſtiaz Woman , 


both of them upon Convittion are to ſuffer Death, 1 
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lefs ſhe add fin to fin, by renouncing her Faith. The 


like is to be obſerved between a Chriſtian, and a T ur- 
kiſb VVoman ; though either Offence, by bribing the 
Cadd,”s or Judges, may be omitted. 

: hey allow of Divorce incaſe of Barrenneſs or In- 
continency. 

The chicf Interpreter of theſe Laws, is the X-fuphber, 
or Arcy-/"riejt, who is choſen by the Grand Seignior ; 
and 1s greatly reverenced amongſt the Tarks, being 
Head of thcir Church, and Decider of all Controverſies 
ariiing in matter of their Superſtitious Religion. His 
E, muyen{y is (ich, that all the Baſſa's are ſubject to his 
Du-CGtion. He abaſeth himſelf not ſo much as to fit in 
the Divano; only paſſing through it, when he is ſent 
for by the Grand Scignior z who at his approach riſeth 
from his Seat, (an Honour not allowed to any other) 
and then they fit together, and familiarly diſcourſe of 
their Afairs. 

The next to him are the Cads/eſquires, or Taliſmen : 
Two Dodtors of the Law, whoſe place itis to Examine 
the Cadd:'s or Judges, who are diſperſed throughout 
the Provinces of the Empire, and are always attendant 
upon the Grand Seignior : The one of them having 
Juriſdition over all the European Cadd:'s, and the other 
on thoſe reſiding in Aſia; there being few Cities, or 
great Towns, in which one of the Cadd:'s have not 
their Reſidence there, to hear and determine Matters 
of Controverſic ariſing between Man and Man. The 
Cadileſquires are likewiſe Soveraign Judges within their 
own Juriſdiction, in all Cauſes belonging to their Reli- 
gion, as it were Patriarks. They are of great Au- 
thority, and have places in the Divano, and in Coun- 
- with the Baſſa's, conſult the weighty Aﬀeairs of the 

mpire. 

There is a third Degree of Church-Men, not belong- 
ing to their Law, called 24ulli; wh ch they n_ 
their 
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their Biſhops, and are direacd in their Aﬀairs by the 
AMuphti. Their Office is to place and diſplace Church. 
Men as they ſee it convenient. 

Another ſort there are, called the Naderiſs, who 
att in the nature of Suffragans, and have under them 
ſeveral young Doctors of the Law, who are their Diſci- 
ples, called /Vaipt ; who are, in the Abſence of the Cad- 
Ars, conſtitured to hear and redreſs Grievances. 

After thcſe are the Hags, who are employcd to write 
their Books, they in no wiſe allowing them to be Prin- 
ted; and inferior unto theſe are the Caſs, who read un- 
to them what they write, &c. 

Theſe are their ſeveral Degrees of Lawyers, and 
Church-Men ; for the Turks are governed by a kind 
of Ecclefftical Law, according to their Alchoran, 
Many Colledges they have, which they call Meareſ- 
ſe's, ſituate not only in Conſtantinople, but in divers 0- 
ther Cities. 


And thus, Reader, have I related the Succint Series 
of This Hiſtory, as near as can be gathered from Au- 
thors of undoubted Credit, and my own Knowledge : 
And now nothing more remains, but to make known 
the Vaſtneſs of the Ortoman Empire z which is, for the 
molt part, the Subje& of The Hiſtory. 


Know then, that ſince the Reign of Ottoman, firſt 
Founder of the Turkiſh Empire, it has proudly built it 
ſelf upon the Four Monarchics of the V Vorld, viz. tie 
Aſſyrian, Grecian, Perſian, and Roman Empires ; for 
they enjoy Babylon, and all Chaldea, with the King- 
dom of Media, a great part of Perſia, all Greece, with 
the Kingdom of Egypr, and the greateſt Part of Ara- 
bia; the Iflands of Cyprus, Rhodes, Mitylene, Negro- 


port, Chio or Scio, Candia, and many others: The 
Empire 
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Empire of Trepezond, the Kingdoms of Clchs, now 
called Mingrelia, Tunts, and Argeirs, Dalmatia, IllYriay 
and Triballenia; the Countries of Tranſylvania, Wal= 
lachia, Moldavia, and Bulgaria: A- great part. of 
Hingary, 2nd many other Countries, which hold 
the Empire, and pay Tribute to the Grand Seigaiorz 
who in Emnrope hath all the Sea-Coaſt from the Conftines 
of Epidanrus, the utmoſt Boundard of his Empire in 
Europe. Weſtward, unto the Mouth of the River Ta» 
1ats, now called Don ; with all that licth between the 
City of Pda, and Conſtantinople: and Southward, 
all the Sca-Coaſt from YVelex or Beizs, the Boundard 
of the Kingdom of Fez, unto the Arabian Gulph, 
or Red-Sea ; and ſo proportionably every way: The 
Greatneſs of which may be better conje&ured by 
the Greatneſs of ſome part thereof; for the Meere 
of Metis, which is all at the Grand Scignior's Com- 
mand, is in Compaſs one thouſand Miles; and the 
Exxine, or Black Sea, in Circuit two thouſand ſeven 
hundred Miles: The Mediterranean-Coaſt, which is 
ſubje& unto him, is in Compaſs upward of eight thou- 
ſand Miles. But to ſpeak of his whole Territory to- 
gether, he paſſeth in his own Dominion from Tau- 
ris to Buda three thouſand two hrmdred Miles; and 
the like Diſtance from Derbent to Adena: From 
Balſera, upon the Perſian - Gulph, to Tremiſena in 
2G is accounted little leſs than about four thou» 
ſand. 

Yet that this great Empire will not long conſiſt, 
but like thoſe that have preceded it, be again brought 
to nothing, the Turks themſelves have divers Prophe- 
fies : Nor is Sacred Writ lilent in this Matter ; ma» 
ny of the Prophets plainly foretelling irs Riſe and 
Fall ; which will undoubtedly be manifefted, when 
God (in whoſe deep Counſels the Great Revolutions 


of 
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of Empires and Kingdoms are from Eternity ſhut up) 
ſhall in his Infinite Wiſdom ſee fit time, to the un- 
ſpeakable Comfort of the poor afflited Chriſtians, that * 
groan under the Oppreſſion and Tyranny of thoſe 
proud Infidels, Enemies to the Name of our Lord 
— Saviour feſus Chriſt, God bleſſed for ever-more, 
men. 
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Ew-Hauſel Beſieged by 13000 Imperial Horſe 
and Foot, they run their Trenches within 
a hundred yards of the Wall, and with the 

Cannon on the Battery raiſed on the Falt part 

continually for the ſpace of two dayes, Thundered 

againſt it, inſomuch that divers houſes were beat- 
en down, and agreat number of the Enemy llain, 
yet encouraged by a Party of Turks who had polt- 

ed themſelves upon an Eminence near Gran , 
watching their opportunity to annoy the Chri- 
ſtians, they made divers brisk allies ſo that 
often coming to handy blows ; the diſputes grey 
hot, many on either tide being lain, bur atr--r 
ſeveral unſucceſsful attempts ro t:ke the place by 
Storm, and notice had that the Grand Viter was 
on his way from Belgrade with 1ixty or ſeventy 
thouſand Horſe and Foot, relolving though at 
the hazard of a Battle to raiſe the Stege. lhe 
Duke drew off the Beſiegers having for that pur- 
poſe received an expreſs Command from the Em- 

A perour 
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perour and Council of War, aſſembled to debate 
the imporiant atfaires of the Empire, and uniting 
them to 11s other Forces kept cloſe in his Camp 
betore Comora, immediately upon whoſe depar- 
tire the Turks in the Town fred all their Can- 
r01110r joy of their deliverance, being a little be- 
fore in great diſtreſ for Proviſion and other neceſ- 
faries, having, over and above loſt five hundred 
of their moſt reſolute Souldiers. 

During the Siege of New-Haxſel the Palatine of 
Hungary with a thouſand Foot, and five hundret 
Horſe, marching, to Scarce a Fortreſs of the Turks, 
19 ſuddainly Belicged it, that the Garriſon being 
altogether unprovided , after a ſhort Battery 
ſounded a parly, and upon condition that they 
might march out with Bag and Baggage, offered 
to ſurrender the place ; but that not being grant- 
ed, they to fave their lives were contented to be- 
come Priſoners of War, in all bcing but lixty 
eight perſons, of which eight had been killed with 
the ſhot of the Culverines, upon which the Pala- 
tine having put a Garriſon of Hungarian Soldiers 
into It, and ſufficiently ſtored it with Provilion, 
returned to have an eye upon Teckeley, who was 
moving towards the Frontires of S:leſia, daily ex- 
petting a re-inſorcement from the Baſla of Buda, 
aid to joyn fome Tartarian Troops who were on 
their March. 

Theſe things paſſing the King of Poland uſed all 
d1/tgence to draw lis Forces Logether near Cracow, 
PiVIng great encouragement to his Souldicrs, and 
juch of the nobility as fent any Forces to his altt- 
Jtance; nor was t he Grand Vitter flow in his Marciy 
as lcping thereby to draw the imperialiſts to a 
Fattic betore that conjunction, and fo ſwift was 
ie ig palling Rivers by Bridging chem over with 
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Boats, Floats, Cask, and plaſhing of Trecs, that 
beyond expectation, he arrived at Srat-Weſſe;beres 
not above ſix Leagues from Commora, betore the 
Imperialiſts had notice of his paſſing the Graz; 
and there encamping received the complements of 
divers traiterous Hingarian Lords, who encour:ged 
him to undertake the fiege of FYierma, and ſeize 
upon the Hereditary Countreys of the Emperonr. 
The ſudden advancement of the Tris cauicd the 
Emperour to ſend an Expreſs to Connt Chaky 
Commander in chief of the Garriſons npon the 
Banks of the River Neyrray, to demoliſh ſuch as 
he ſuppoſed not renable, which was accordingly 
done . And now the two potent Armivs approach- 
ing, great was the cxpeCtation of a battle, but 
the Zarks expetting a ſupply ot twenty thouſand 
Tartars, who were on their march through Moldg- 
via, protratted the time, as likewiſe did the Im- 
perialiſts, expeCting ſomething trom the Tranſuva- 
man Prince, who (ſecretly envying T eckeles ad- 
vancement, who had by this time proclaimed him- 
ſelf Prince of Hungary, Coyning money in his own 
name, and uſing the antient Inligns of Royalty) 
had underhand promiled to put himlelf under the 
Emperours protection, and take the field with 
eighteen or twenty thouſand men. But on the 
ſecond of 7u'y 1683, the Duke receiving notice that 
a body of Turks and Tartars having paſſed the Waag 
at Seg:ithn, and uledall manner of hoſtilities, burn- 
ing and plundering, killing and taking priſoners 
all that tell into their hands, with a thouſand other 
outrages and iniGiencies, he drew oi a party to 
oppole their adtvancins inrther nic the Conntrey 
and oblige them to repaſs the ©) 7, rhe which he 
eftected, but they retieins 28 1 they intended to 
lay l1efe erther to L. eopeiyt tor ina, to Prevent 
,  - ti:at 
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that purpoſe the Imperial horſe poſted near Alter- 
berg and the foot in the Iſle of Scurz, to aſſiſt up- 
on the firſt offered occaſion, but it being ſoon per- 
ceived that the Turks intention was no other then 
to get between the horſe and foot, and ſo render 
them unſerviccable to each other. 

The Duke ſent-away the Baggage under a con- 
voy of ſix hundred horle towards Altemberg, to 
ſeize upon which the Turks advanced with a par- 
ty of three thouſand horſe, ſo that a ſharp diſpute 
happened till the 7urks by the courage of the Im- 

erialiſts were obliged to a diſorderly retreat, but 
bein g reinforced by cight hundred freſh horſe, they 
rallyed, whereupon the Duke of Lorrain and di- 
vers great Commanders, with all convenient 
ſpeed advanced, and the Forces on either {ide en- 
creaſing the fight grew hot, the Imperialiſts be- 
having themſelves very reſolutely, but eſpecially 
the Duke of Lorraine who with his Regiment of 
Guards charged through the thickeſt of the ene- 
mies ſquadron, but the Turks power ſtill increaſing, 
and the Imperialiſts not being ſo ſuddenly able to 
paſs the River as the ACtion required, after two 
hours reſolute fighting, thoſe that convoyed the 
Baggage were moſt of them cut in pieces, and to 
the value of forty thouſand Guilders fell to the 
cnemy, and in the whole aCtion twelve hundred 
Imperialiſts and ſeventeen hundred 7rks were lain, 
amongſt the former the Prince of Savoy, General 
Kabatta, the Count d' Lamberg and Prince of Arem- 
bers ; after which the Imperial horſe having made 
£004 their retreat, .palled the River and joyned 
{11-1} foot, who could not though they were 
jix.ctators of the Action come up, which gave the 
{ arks this confiaerable zdvantage, and ſo exalted 
their jpirits, tliat upon receiving a new ſupply of 
-- Elght 
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etght thouſand foot, they beſieged Raab, but re- 
ceived ſuch welcome from the mouthes of the mur- 
thering Cannon, that they were glad to draw off, 
when having burnt ſome few Villages, with what 
plunder they had got, they marched to the Grand 
Viſiers Camp; upon which reinforcement, he tru(- 
ſed up his Tents and marched directly towards /;- 
enna the Imperial chief City, ſcituate in Auſtria, 
on the banks of the River Danubius, burning and 
_ all his way, infomuch that the Imperial 
Army being found too weak'to encounter him, the 
Duke retired with it under the walls of that City, 
to expect the Forces of the Confederate Princes, 
whilſt Count Staremberg Governour thereof, who 
had been abroad with a party to obſerve the moti- 
on of the enemy, was obliged to fight his way 
through the Vaunt-Corriers of the Turks Army, 
to get into the City, through which likewiſe the 
Duke of Lorraine paſſed, when he had given ſuch 
neceſlary orders as were convenient for maintain- 
ing a ſtrenuous liege, leaving, therein eighteen or 
twenty thouſand fouldiers under the command of 
the aforeſaid Count , who ſallyins our fired the 
Suburbs, diſtodging and killing a great number of 
Tarks, that he found there plundering the houſes, 
and npon his return calling rogether the Chief Ci- 
tizens, he admoniſhed them to behave' themſelves 
like men againſt the enemies of their Countrey, 
and Religion, from whom notwithſtanding the 
ſpecious pretences they might make, they ſhould 
receive little mercy .at_ the hands of the Infidels 
if they became victors; he likewiſe with ſpeech 
and large promiles of reward, animated his Cap. 
tains and 1ſouldiers, whom he found reiolved to 
live and dye with himin the defence of that City, 
A 3 Which 
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wich 1s the glory of the Empire, proteſting ra 
ther to ſiffer the worſt extremity then hearken to 
eny furrcnccr. 


Thc Duke of Lorraine having paſled through the 
ay with his Army, incamped himſelf ſtrongly 
ar Kremps, rcloiving there to expect the King of 
Fu, 12d, aud the Troops of: the Conſederate Prin- 
ces, which were 09 their march, and as opportu- 
nit y offercd both ro Encourage and ſuccour the be- 
licgzd, whom by this time the Viſtier had with his 
Army contiiſting of one hundred thouſand men 
Viocked ip, being the flower of the Ottoman Em- 
DIIC, Tang his Trenches with great celerity, 
thovgh to hinder it, the Cannons from the walls 
tceſlantiy played : and the beſieged frequently 
fallyc J, killing and repulſing the Infidels, follow- 
ng the execation even to their Camp, yet the 
number of their Pioniers increaſing,they under the 
ſhelter of the uizhr, and favour of their Cannon, 
In two dayes lodged themſelves, running, their 
Works to a great depth, Icaving the earth arch- 
wiic, thinking 1o to reach the walls and. blow 
them up, by ſpringing their Mines, but ſuch dilt- 
gence was uled by the German Enginiers, that a 
great number of the Infidels we: © buryed in their 
works,& ſevcral poyſoued by the itench of dead bo- 
die; they met with in their Subter: racan Progreſs, 
which had been buryed in thi I3!t plague, which 
the Vilicr perceiving commaizded eight thouſand 
Janizarzes to lodge tneinielves 'in the ruines, and 
Immediately from ſix batteries contaiiing thirty 
who! c Cannon, he cauſed the City to be battered 
a whole day without intermiſſion,and having there- 
by: made a breach near the CarSiithia (Gare, com: 
manded his men to cater, who 1n a deiperate man- 
ner 
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ner came on, but were ſo warmly received by thc 
beſieged, that, after three thouſand were ſlain upon 
the place, they were obliged to retire, which ſo 
enraged the Vi'cr :liat he commanded them to 
make a ſecond Auitack, which was done but with 


altogether as bad ſucces as the former. 


The City of Fienna thus ſtraitned, the Biſhop 
of Achſlade the Imperial Miniſter, repreſented 
the danyer it was in, to the Diet tor thar purpole 
aſlembled at Ratisbone, recommending it cſpecially 
to the care of the EleCtoral Princes, requiring 
them in the name of the Emperor to find out (uch 
effectual and ſpeedy ways to raiſe men and money 
for its relief, that it might not fall into the hands 
of the Infidels, and thereby open a way for them 
to conquer all the Citics of Auſtria. This matter 
being debated, it was reſolved that a fund of mo- 
ney ſhould be ſpeedily raiſed, and all other necel(- 
ſarics provided, for the ſubſiſtence and relief of 
the belieged, and to ſtay the further progreſisof the 
Turkiſh Arms. Upon notice of which the Eletor 
of Bavaria drew his forces into the ficld, and 
ordered them to the number of ten or eleven thou- 
ſand, immediately to march and joyn the Duke of 
of Loraine, whom they found cncamped near 
Rremwps. 

Whilſt theſe things were doing, the Rebels un- 
der the command of Count Teckely made great 
ſpoil upon the borders of Croatia and Szlefta: be- 
fieging and taking Budekim by ltorm, ravaging and 
deſtroying all the pleaſant places about it, which 
put the adjacent Garilons into ſuch conſternation, 
that ſeveral whether throuyh tear or treachery 15 
uncertain, put themſelves uader his protections 
whereby he was puffed up to that extravagance

that he ſent Summons to divers of the Nobility 
to attend him in Arms as their Prince, under the 
Penalties of Confiſcation, Impriſonment and death, 
which ſo afrighted divers, that they came in, but 
many there were whoſe Loyalty could not be ſha- 
ken which ſo enraged the Rehel that he deſtroyed 
their Country dwellings, and ſerzed on whatſo- 
ever of theirs he could find. 


By this time the Turks had far advanced their 
Trenches, and began to throw their Bombs into 
the City, whereupon the Citizens covered many 
of their houſes near the wall with earth, and witi: 
the ſhot of the Cannons from the Tower, over- 
threw the mortars, fallying out at the ſame time, 
and making a terrible ſlaughter of the enemy, who 
vere advancing to the wall with a'deſign to enter 
rhe new breach, recovering from them a Baſtion 
of which they had polleſied themſclves,and cutting 
in pieces all they found therein. 

This bad ſucceſs making it apparent that the 
City was not ſa calic to be taken as the Vitier had 
{uppoſed, he commanded Arrows to be ſhot over 
the walls, with Letters faſtened to them, contain- 
ing his admonitian to the beſieged, ſpeedily to 
ſurrender and receive liberty in their perſons, a 
freeexemption of their goods, and ſuch treatment 
as they ſhould defire, but it they refuſed, and held 
out obſtinately, till the City ſhould be taken by 
ſtorm, or reduced by famine, no miſchief ſhould 
be left unpracCtiſed that wit or horror could in- 
vent, but this device not at all prevailed, but r2- 
ther induced the beſieged to contemn the belicg- 
ers, whoſe wceaknels thereby they the better un- 
derſtood, as obſerving from former aC(ts of the 
like nature, they never capitulate underhand, till 

X they 
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they _—_— of obtaining their ends, or grow 
weary of the ſiege. All this while the Duke of 
Lorane lay cloſe in his Camp within ſight of the 
City, the better to incourage the beſieged, daily 
increaſing his number, and as earneſtly expeCting 
the Polonian King, who had ſerit the Prince Lubo- 


. mirshie before him with 11x thouſand. horſe, and 


daily Curriers paſſed between him and the Empe- 
ror, who with the Court was retired to Paſhaw, 
there to expeCt the great event, on which the eyes 
of all Nations were fixed. 


The increaſe of the Chriſtian Camp did not a 
little trouble the Vilier, who well knew that if he 
could not make himſelf maſter of the City before 
the King of Poland arrived, he mult be obliged to 


_ give battle, or raiſe his ſiege, and that if he miſ- 


carried in the former, it would greatly redound to 
his diſgrace, if not hazzard his life, by rendring 
him obnoxious to the Grand Signiours diſpleaſure, 
whom he had aſſured of taking the City ; where- 
upon to haſten the enterprize he ſpared not his 
men, but thruſt them on even into the mouth of 
ſlaughter, ſwearing by Mahomer that in whomſo- 
ever he found the leaſt mark of cowardiſe, or neg- 
left of duty he ſhould be put to death, and there- 
upon he commanded the Cannon trom all the Bat- 
teries to play without cealing, but ſuch was the 
care and skill of the Chriſtian Engineers, that they 
with their great ſhot diſmounted divers of them, 
overthrowing their battery, and burying ſuch as 
were there poſted in their ruins, yet having, made 
two breiches in the wall, one near the red "Tower, 
and the other not far from the Imperial Pallace, he 
commanded five thouſand 7Jamzaries, and ten thous: 
ſand other fouldiers to enter the Breach, but 
Count 
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Count Staremberg having drawn his chief ſtrength 
on that {ide to oppoſe the Torrent, although as 
men deſperate they came on, yet the beſieged fal- 
lying out and coming to hand ſtrokes, by plain 
force drove them back, killing about three thou- 
ſand, and recovering the Raveling, and Coun- 
tericarp, of which they had ſtrongly poſlefled 
themſelves, yet in this fally five hundred of the 
Imperialiſts fell, and rww hundred wounded. 


This hot diſpnte over, and the Turks beaten out 
of divers of their Trenches, they lay ſtill tor two 
days, not attempting any thing, when on the 
third the Viiier lent to the Count Staremberg for a 
Ceſfation, or a fivedays 1ruce to bury the dead, 
whole noiſome ſmells greatly aiflicted his Camp 
with ſickneſs, but the Count returned for an an- 
{ſwer, toathe had no necd of a Iruce, nor would 
he accord to any, upon which under the ſhelter 
of the night, the Turks in great numbers approach- 
ed the wa!ils,vut being diſcovered by lights thrown 
out for that purpoſe, the ſhot from the Flankers 
and Batticincnts, yauled them ſo deſperately, that 
they were obliged to retura two thouſand leſs 
than they came 2n, when upon thetr retreat three 
thoutand of thc \mpcerialifts fallyed, and did great 
CXecutionz whe inpon the Vilicr ſtorming, and 
fiiding the greaine's of the loſs he had at divers 
times tuſtained , tn his unfacceſsful attempts; 
repaired his Batterics, and plaatcd as near as he 
Could hi; Mortars to the wall, with which he 
tic divers Granadocs and Bombics into the 
Lown, fctting ſome houſes on fire, and killing, 
many of the inhabitants, the which he continued 
all the 21 and 22 of 7#'y, but by the extraordi- 
wary diligence of the belieged z who {till counter- 
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mured the breaches, repaired what was ſhattered 
and carth behind to keep the Bullworks from rent - 
ing, and the wall from ſhaking by the force of the 
furious ſhot, the Turks at that vaſt expence of 
powder and ſhot were little advantaged. 


The Duke of Loraine having received another 
lupply of five thouland men, part of the Troops 
of the Circlc, and certain notice from the King 
of Poland, that he was advancing with all dili- 
gence, he the better to encourage the beſieged, 
lent a Fiſherman to aſſure them of ſpeedy ſuccour, 
commanding him to give him notice of his ſafe 
arrival, by ſetting up a blew flag upon the bat- 
tlements of the "Lower, and that the beſieged if 
they were in danger ſhould tet up a red flag, and 
that rather then rhe City ſhould fall into the 
hands of the Infdels, he would without the King - 
of Poland endeavour to raiſe the liege, though at 
the hazard of a Battle, nor was it long c'r he 
ſafely arrived, by ſwimming over the Danubins, 
and gave the firſt ſignal, but ſo far were the be- 
lieged from giving the ſecond, that they encour- 
aged thereto by their renowned Governour the 
Count 4”*- Staremberg , ſallyed early in the morn- 
ing, and finding the Turks advancing their Mines, 
fell upon them with. ſuch fury, that they over- 
whelmed the Miners, and beat the Zanizaries, who 
were appoinced to guard them, inſomuch that the 
noiſe aroſe ſo great that the Grand Vizier not well 
allured, ſuppoſed the Chriſtian Army had at that 
time attempted the relicf of the City, and for 
his own fafery cauſed him to draw up his Army in 
Battalia. 

Things being at this paſs, the Duke of Loraine 
in his Cawp where he lay had notice that a Con- 
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yoy of proviſion and Ammunition was on Its way 
to the Turkiſh Camp , and arrived within three 
Leagues thereof > whereupon he commanded out a 
party to intercept it, who accordingly performed 
his delire, killing and taking priſoners, and put- 
ting to flight thoſe Turks who guarded it, nor was 
the booty leſs worth then forty thouſand Dollars. 


On the 24 of 7aly the beſieged made a vigorous 
fally with five thouſand horſe and foot, and charg- 
ing the Turks in their Trenches with much brave- 
ry. and reſolution, drove them thence, thereby re- 
covering, though not without conſiderable ſlaugh- 
ter on cither part, divers redoubts of which they 
had poſſeſſed themſelves,firing the bavins and planks 
with which they attempted to fill up the Ditch, 
in order toa ſtorm, which the next morning was 
intended, but ſeven thouſand Turks being ſent to 
reinforce thoſe that were routed, they with freſh 
fury returned upon the Imperialiſts, to ſuccour 
whom two thouſand iſſued' ont of the Town, at 
what time the fight was renewed, and for a long 
time continucd bloody and donbrful, and moſt of 
the works the Chriſtians had poſſeſſed themſelves 
of were recovered, the Tarks ſtill preſſing on to 
enter th2 Town with the beſieged, but being 
within danger, the Imperial Engeniers ſprung a 
mine, and thereby deſtroying about two hnndred 
of the forwardeſt, put .a' ſtop to the courage of 
the reſt, and gave frefh vigor to the beſieged, in- 
ſomuch that again charging tle enemy with the 
former courage and' bravery, they overthrew 
them far 'and near, infhmuch that five thonſind 
were computed to fall during the ation,” which 
carnaze ſo infefted the 'Twrkiſb Camp, that the 
{oldicrs dycd in great numbers, which obliged the 
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Viſier to remove three or four miles further with 
the groſs of his Army, leaving onely a compe- 
tent number to guard his former Camp, and cover 
the ſiege. 

The Eleftor of Bavaria according to his pro- 
miſe, having railed an Army ot thirteen or tour- 
teen thouſand men, for the ferviceot the Empire, 
after having muſtered them in the preſence of the 
Emperor, cauſed them to niarch directly towards 
Kremps, to joyn the Imperial Forces, reſolving in 
perſon to follow them with all convenient ſpecd, 
when in the mean while General Dunwalt, having 
notice that ſeven or elght thouſand of the enemy 
were fallen into the upper Auſtria, he ſtrengthen- 
ing himſelf with what Forces he could, warch- 
ed with all diligence to oppole their progreſs, in 
which they made fuch devaſtation thar the like had 
not been formerly known, and ſuch was his good 
{ucceſs, that coming upon them at unawares, he 
put them to the rout, killing a great many of 
them, and reſcuing two thouſand Captive Chriſti- 
ans, whom they had taken in their progreſs, as 
alſo recovered a great booty. 

Upon notice of theſe and the like ſucceſſes the 
Imperial Confederates haſtned their quotacs to joyn 
the Army, and for that purpoie a Conierence was 
| held at Hasford on the 27 of j« yberwcen rhe de- 
puties of the Eleftor of Þrandenburg, rhe Bilhop ol 
Bamberg and Wittenberg, the Princes of Hor ſpurch, 
Bereith, &c. wherein it wi relcived tL,zr the 
Troops of Francona, detigned tor the 2liliance vi 
the Emperor ſhould ter torward on the iecond ©! 
Anouſt, and that the Biſhop and Chapter of Wzr:: 
berg ſhould for this ſervice furviſh our two Rey; 
ments of foot, and that four Compames ot th« 
Guards of the Elector ct  5rardenbary, over and 
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above his Quota, as likewiſe a Regiment of new 
raiſed horſe ſhould be imployed againſt the Turks 
under the command of the Velt Marſhal Dor.. 
fling. 

Freſh Troops daily arriving at the Imperial 
Camp, and the betieged receiving new aflurance 
of being ſuddenly relieved, would by no means 
admit of any Treaty with the Twrks, but gene- 
rouſly {corned their pretended advantagious pro- 
poſals, which not a little inraged them, fo that on 
the 30 of July they renewed their Battery with 
great fury againſt the Red Tower and Scotenburg 
Gate , continually thundring. againſt them for 
twenty four hours, when having made two ſmall 
Breaches they came on with great reſolution, 
but were by the fallyers as ſtrongly oppoſed,whilſt 
the Cannon from the Tower, Battlements and 
Flankers, made ſuch deſtruftion amongſt them, 
that they retired i2 great diſorder, but whilſt the 
Impertliſts hotly purſued, their own Cannoniers 
not diſcerning them from the enemy, by reaſon of 
4 great miſt that fell about that time, divers of 
them were killed by the great ſhot,and ſcarcely was 
the miſtake reCtityed e'r the 7arks, being ſeconded 
with iix Regiments of Fanizaries and Spahies re- 
turned upon them, ſo that the fight on all ſides 
was Continued with great fury; each being delt- 
TCU5 of honour and viftory, but at length the 
{hs not being able to endure the Force of the 
Chriſtians retired , yet being commanded to a 
third allault, and receiving freſh tupplics from the 
Comp, they again returncd, ſtrongly poſleſling 
the works out of which they had bcen before beat- 
en, bur Count Sterembers accompanyed with dt- 
vers Commanders and one thouſand foot ſoldicrs 
(em1ng ypon them, lo incoura;ed his weary men, 
WilO 
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who had been in the heat of the aCtion, with lit- 
tle intermiſſion for the ſpace of ten hours, that a 
greater ſlaughter then ever was made, and in fine 
the 7arks put to flight. 

During theſe thrce aſſaults not leſs then cight 
thouſand of the Beſiegers were ſlain, nor tewer 
ten three thouſand of the beſieged. So that the 
Viſter fearing the noiſomneſs of the Carnage might 
oblige his men to forſake their Trenches, again 
aclired a Ceſlation to bury his dead, but it would 
not be granted, but rather the ſlaughter Increa- 
ed by another fally the beſieged made, whilſt 
their Cannon on the wall being skillfully mounted, 
overthrew the Tarks Cannon, and ruined their 
new Battery againſt the Scotenbarg Gate. 


This great City; in the ſiege of which the Turks 
have been alwayes unfortunate , had not above 
ſixteen hundred Gariſon ſoldiers in it the morning 
of the day wherein it was belieged, and but light- 
ly ſtored with proviſion ; but ſo providence order- 
ed it that in the ſight of the 7 arkiſp Army, two 
great Veſicls laden with proviſion coming, up the 
River Danubins, got into the Port fafely, and the 
Garriſon augmented by ſixteen thouland horſe anc 
foot , left there by the Duke of Loraine as he 
marched through the City in his retreat, nor were 
the Burgers and Religious Orders leſs diligent in 
the defence thereof then the ſonldiers, being by 
the women animated thereto, but more eipect- 
ally by the unwearied example of their Gover- 
nour, who ſparcd no pains nor labour, being ever 
ſeen in places of greateſt danger, lacrificing, his 
reſt and ſafety tothe Publick good of Chriſten- 
dom, and preſervation of his Country, of which 
that great City is the ouly Bulwark; and lince 
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money was moſtly wanting, he borrowed it of 
the Monaſteries and Religious foundations, pro- 
miſing to refund it with great intereſt if the City 
ſcaped falling into the hands of the Infidels, or if 
it did, ſo be it, his Life and Liberty remained to 
him they ſhould loſe nothing. 

By this time the King of Poland having muſter- 
ed his Army under the walls of Cracovia, and fur- 
niſhed himſelf with all things neceſſary, divided 
it into two parts, and by haſty Marches advan- 
ced to joyn the Imperial Camp, now ſwelled big 
by the daily arrival of freſh Troops, and longing 
to be in attion, which the Grand Vizier well no- 
ting, uſed all diligence in running his Trenches 
chiefly truſting to his Mines, many of which be- 
ing ſucceſlefully ſprung, ruined a great part of the 
outworks, but ſuch was the indefatigable endea- 
vours of the beſieged that they made them for the 
moſt part good e*r the Turks could enter, and 
frequently by digging deep ſounds, laying pibbles 
upon drums, and ſetting baſons of water near 
the walls, diſcovered their Mines, which they 
countermining fruſtrated, deſtroying the Minersin 
them for the moſt part, or taking thence the pow- 
der. 

Teckely imagining that the Duke of Loraine 
durſt not adventure out of his Camp for fear of 
being attacked by the Ortoman Forces, he with 
twenty five thouſand Turks and Hunoars advan- 
ced towards Presburg with a delign to beliege it; 
of which the Duke having notice, drew out a 
{trong power, and came upon him ſo ſuddenly, 
rhat in great diſorder he retired, but the Imperia- 
liſts falling in with his rear, cut off ſix or ſeven 
hundred of his men, taking a like number priſo- 
2er3, together with a thouſand Waggons _ 
with 
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with Ammunition Tents and Provilion, as likewiſe 
burnt a great number of Boats and Casks, brought 
to paſs a branch of the River Danube, ſending af- 
ter him the Prince Lubomirskie with the Poleſh 
Horſe under his command, to prevent his falling 
into Moravia, who ſtill cut off his rear, ſo that 
from the beginning 'to the end of the action 
fifteen hundrer! of the Rebels and Tarks were 
ſlain and taker priſoners, with the remainder of 
which Army Teckely paſled the Waag, where the 
Turks, ſeparating from him returned to the Gart- 
ſons, out of which they were drawn, yet the 
Duke ſtayed upon the banks of the River Merck, 
two miles from Presburg, till he had certain notice 
thereof, when increaſing the Gariſon of that Ciry 
he returned to his Camp near Kremps, -where upon 
his-arrival he had certain notice that'the King of 
Poland was within ten dayes March of Fiemaz 
when to allure the belieged thereof, he ſent a 
perſon into the City, who ſafely arrived thre, 
and thereby gave them great incouragement, 1in- 
ſomuch that fallying about twilight, they me 2 
terrible ſflanghter of the 7anizaries, that were 
lodged in the Connterſcarp, taking divers of them 
Priſoners, who being ſtritly examined , confe{- 
ſed the Turkiſh Camp was exceedingly weakened 
through 1ickneſs and want of proviſion, but eipc- 
ctally tince the Convoy that was on it's way tht- 
ther fell into the hands of the Imperialiſts. 


Durirg theſe TransaCtions a body of Turisard 
Tartars tell into Croarza, burning and deltroying 
all be/ore them, leaving no manner of cruelty un- 
practiſed; ro oppoſe which Torrent, the Vice- 
Roy gathered the fFrength of the Country and 
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coming upon them at_unawares, put them to flight, 
following the execution -for ten or twelve miles ; 
Nor was the ſacceſs of Count Leſbly leſs againſt an- 
other party of the Infidels, who greatly infeſted 
the Frontiers of the fruitful Countrey of Moravia, 
from whom, after he had put them to flight, he 
took 78 Waggons laden with the ſpoils of thoſe 
Countreys, and became the deliverer of divers 
Chriſtians, whom the Infidels were leading faſt 
manacled into miſerable Bondage. 


The Duke of Lorazne fearing by this time that 
the beſieged were in ſome ſtrait for that he had 
received frequent advice that the Twrks preſſed the 
liege with great refolution,he to be the better ſatis- 
fied ſent another perſon into the City, who in the 
habit of a Hungarian Ruſtick ſafely paſled the Lea- 
guers, and under the ſhelter of the night ſmam 
over the Danube, giving upon his arrival the ſig- 
nal agreed on, and the ſame night returned with 
advice that the beſieged were not as yet in any 
wanteither of men or proviſion, though the Turks 
almoſt without intermiſſion kept them in aCtion, 
but that which anoyed them moſt, was the bloody 
flux, of which thirty or forty died ina day. 


The Turks having advice of the daily increaſeof 
the Imperial Forces now encamped at Enzesdorf, 
nearer then before to the City of Yenna, to the 
great incouragement of the beſieged, the more 
eagerly preſſed the ſiege, the Viſiter no way 
Iparing his men, but rather asa man deſperately 
relolved rather to loſe the whole Army than go 
without that City, whoſe Keycs he had promiled 
to lay at his Maſters feet. He on the twelfth of 
| Anguſt 
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Auguſt cauſed the Cannon from all the Batteries 
to fire upon the Scottenburg Gate and Red Tower, 
commanding at the ſame time ſixteen thouſand Gre- 
cians, Hungarians, and people of other Nations 
ſubje&t to the Ottoman Scepter, to make the Attack, 
and enter the Breach by plain force, promiſing a 
1000 Sultanas to him that ſhould plant the firſt en- 
ſign upon the Wall, which ſo animated them that 
like men altogether careleſs of their lives, they 
threw themſelves into the Ditch, where many of 
them were impaled upon ſtakes, and although a 
ſtorm of ſmall ſhot, and the loud mouths of eighty 
pieces of Cannon, plyed them with fearſul ſaugh- 
ter, yet they preſſed on and lodged themſelves in 
the ditch, but upon the beſiegeds fallying and 
ſpringing a Mine, they were driven thence, and 
although great ſcarcity raged in the Turki/b Camp, 
inſfomuch that horlſc-fleſh was accounted dainty 
fare, and an Ammunition loaf of bread fold at five 
Dollars, yet the proud Baſla ſent again to ſummon 
the Governour to ſurrender, but the Meſſenger 
not being admitted to enter the City,or parley with 
ſuch as kept the outworks. 

That evening a Letter from the Governour to 
the Duke of Loraine which the 7urks had inter- 
cepted, was ſhot into the City, and another paper 
in it ſigned by the Yiſſer , admoniſhing, the G0- 
vernour timely to provide for his own and the pec- 
ples ſafety, 2nd not by obſtirately reſiſting Irri- 
tate the Grand Siznior, but this {{ little availed 
that in ſtead of a firrender carly in the Morning 
the beſieged fallyed, and entring that part of the 
Countericarp, of which the 7: ks had polleſled 
themſelves, drove them back, and ſecondingit by 
Irringing a Mine, which intercepted their Re- 

ds ' rents 
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: treat moſt of them were cut in pieces, yet in this 
ation divers of the beſieged fell. 

The better to incourage the beſieged a party of 
Imperial torſe ſent by the Duke of Lorazre, paſſing 
a branch of the Vanube, landing upon a ſmall 
Ifl:nd, fell upon three hundred T w-ks, put molt of 
them to the ſword, and with inconliderable loſs 
on their own part, returned with two hurdred 
Camels laden with proviſion, and other neccfſaries 
which good ſucceſs was ſeconded with certalu In- 
telligence of the King, of Polands advancing with 
all ſpeed, and that for haſte he with his horſe was 
four dayes march before his foot, as fearing the 1ll 
conſequences that mizht happen by the lealt de- 
lay. 

The Turks finding the time grow ſhort in which 
they muſt of neceſſity win the City or fight a Bat- 
tle, they preſſed the ltiege with more capgerneſs, 
eſpecially upon their receiving a ſupply of men aud 
proviſion ; So*that on the fourteen, fifteen, and 
lixteenth of Ag:5t they advanced their works in 
the Ditch, and lodged themſclves upon the point 
of the Ravclin, trem whence they had been before 
beaten, gave two fierce aſſaults, in which they 
were repulicd, with great loſson cither ſide, and 
on the ſeventeen day, being about to make ano- 
ther attack, the Governour and Count 4d' Souches 
fallyed, and having beaten them back,ruined their 
works in the Ditch, making a terrihle ſlaughter 
of fuch of the Inhdels as they found too far ad- 
-r-ed, and then returning into the City with the 
Un kiſh Enli £nsS, theenfſuing day they made an- 
uther ſally wherein they — the enemy from the 
P-Int of the Rayclin, which they had again poſ- 
Ielled, killing about three thonkand of them, In 
which 
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which ACtion Count Sraremberg was wounded in the 
head with a ſtone raiſed by a Cannon bullet that 
fell three yards ſhort of him, and the Count ade 
Souches received a hurt in his leg by an arrow from 
one of the Trenches, yet like men devoting their 
lives to the ſervice of rheir Countrey, they preſ- 
ſed on couragiouſly, animating the ſoldiers to pur- 
ſue the flying enemy, which they did, making 
great ſlaughter, and recovering almoſt all the 
works they had poſleſled, till ſuch time as eight 
thouſand 7anizaries advarcing, the Turks thereby 
encouraged, returned furicully , infomuch that 
the belieged not being able to {tand che charge, un- 
der the favour of 'the Cannon, retreated into. the 
Town, where during the ſally the breaches had 
been made good, yet in this a&ion they lolt two 
thouſand men, and amongſt them divers officers of 
noty,.yet as men not diſmayed, finding ſtill the 
Turks incroach, they on the 22 fallyed again, and 
finding the enemy had made great lodgments in 
the Ditch, beat them thence, and ruined the: : 

works, and the better to hiftler their approaches 
made ſeveral retrenchments within the B-ſtion, 
which the Turks perceiving, threw that day a 
great many Bombics into the Town, which killed 
twenty men, and fired tix or ſeven honics, playing 
very {uriouſly from tour Batteries, and by this 
time having polleſſed themlelvez of divers ſmall 

Iſlands in the River Dambe, as it were blocked up 
the City by water, yet the Governour relolving 

to hold out. the licge to the laſt extremity, rather 
then to deliver the City, or come to any capitu- 
lation, he on the twenty ſixth made another re- 

ſolute ſally, in which, coming to handy blows with 

the enemy, and the fight continuing hot for the 
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ſpace of eight hours ; the loſs was great on both 
ſides, yet in the end the Tarks were beaten out, of 
all their works, and three great Mines of theirs 
being diſcovered, the powder was taken out, but 
ſo much Chriſtian blood was ſhed in the action, 
that the Garriſon was greatly weakned, and great 
was the want of Officers, for ſince the beginning 
of the ſiege were ſlain one Colonel, five Lieute- 
nant Collonels, thirty Captains, and thirty eight 
Lientenants, beſides divers that dyed of the bloody 
flux, and were at that time ſick, inſomuch that it 
was reſolved not ſo frequently to Sally, but uſe 
all endeavours to diſcover the enemies Mines, and 
Subterranean Traverſes, and thereby defeat. them, 
and that it was convenient to give the Duke of 
Loraine notice of the ſtrait the City was in, 
whereupon the Count 4? Seearenberg wrote a Let- 
ter, wherein he gave his Highneſs to underſtand 
asfolloweth.

| Caſt my ſelf at your Highneſs 
feer, bumbly to thank your High- 

neſs for the good Opinion you 
were pleaſed to.expreſs towards me 
in your laſt Letter : T our Highneſs 
"5 I am perfetly devoted to you, 
and that 1 defare nothing more paſ- 
fronately, than by my Humble Ser- 
vice #0 render my ſelf worthy there- 
of. - Since my laſt, the Enemy have 
ſprung ſox Mines in the Ravelin, 
which after having repulſed them, 
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we preſently repaired, and full We 
keep our Retrenchment. { ve Ene- 
my have hitherto gained no more 
than a Lodgment on the point of 
the Ravelin: We ſearch above and 
under ground, and have Counter- 
mined three of the Enemies Mines, 
and ſprung two Mines, which had 
good Effett, and would have had 
better , were our Miners braver , 
and more expert ; but being people 
that we are fain to get together any 
way, it is impoſſible to make them 
re-enter the Vine, if they hear the 
Enemy at work.

wards that of the - Court ; 
which our men under the frucr of 
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we have in the Ditch, and though 
the Paliſadoes were in ſome places 
beaten down by the laſt Vine, yet 
our men maintained the Posf math 
their Swords in their bands, un- 
til ſuch time they were made 200d 
again, and we do ſtill keep it. 'I be 
Enemy have made two other deſcents

DiStemper : We bave no more 
Granadoes, which were our beſt de- 
fence ; our Cannon are partly ſpoil- 
ed by the Enemies Battery, and 
partly burit ere they had endured 
fifty ſhot, by reaſon af the ill Tem- 
perament of the Mettal ; and the 
Enemy finding they cannot with 
ſmall numbers lodge themſekves in 
the Ditch, make great Lodgments 
on the "Counterlcarp, and keep 4 
great number of men there, t0 
Extraordinary Efforts. For the 
ret at #s certain the Enemy have 
loſt, and: do dayly loſe 'a great many 
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Fanizaries, and that they have a 

reat multitude wounded , and no 
leſs number ſick of the Bloody Flux, 
which rages amongſt them. They 
have ſeveral Camps far enough frous 
each other, and may be eaſly beaten 
if they Slay for Tour Highneſs , 
which I do not believe they will do : 
They are not at preſent 60000 
fighting men, and one Camp may be 
beaten before it can be aſſisted by the 
other. We expeft your Highneſs with 
the greateſt impatience, but I not ſo 
much to be delivered of this Siege, 
as to bave the Honour to aſſure

A 7 this Initant my Miners In- 


formed me , that they bear 
the Enemy working beneath them, 
under the Baſtion of the Court. 
they muſt have paſſed the Ditch un- 
der ground, and there is no more 
time to be loſt. | 
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This advice greatly alarmed the Imperial 
Camp, not ſo much tor fear as with a deſire im- 
mediately to march, and adventure the relief of 
the City, at the hazard of .a Battle. whereupon 
the Duke afjiembled the Great Commanders in 
his own Tent, laying before them the Danger the 
City was in, and at the ſame time informed them 
that he was reſolved to attempt its relief, though at 
the hazard of a Battle, which reſolve was liked 
by moſt, though 1lome there were, who alledged 
that ſeeing the King of Poland was near at hand, 
it was not ſafe to attempt any thing till both 
Armies were joyned, and that it was better to 
hazard the City, than the Army, upon which the 
ſalety of the Empire depended. Notwithſtand- 
ing the Army had exprels orders to March, and 
had ſet forward the next day, had not advice in 
the mcan while arrived in the Camp from the 
Count 4* Staremberg, informing his Highneſs that 
he had diſcovered and deteated the great Mine un- 
der the Court Baſtion, and diſlodged the Tirks 
in the Counterſcarp , by ſucceſsfully ſpringing 
two Mines, which had inabled him to hold out 
much longer then he ſuppoſed, therefore he car- 
neſtly beſought his Higneſs not to hazard any 
thing raſhly. 

This advice altered the former reſolves, elpe- 
cially upon notice of the near approach of the 
Po/onian Horſe, yet the Scouts giving information 
that a great body of 7 zrks and Hungarians, were 
on their way to joyn with the Beticgers, under 
the leading ofghe Baſ/a of Buda; Prince Lubo- 
mirskie, with the horſe under his comr a1.d, and 
three Regiments of Imperial Dragoones, advan- 
ced to meet rhem, upon whom CCMINE UNCX= 
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pectedly, after a hot diſpute he put them to flight, 
with the ſlaughter of four or five thouſand of 
them, taking many priſoners, and a great Con- 
voy of Proviſion and Ammunition, ſuch as eſca- 
ped flying to Gran, New-hauſſel, and other adja- 
cent Garriſons. 

The Prince was no ſooner returned with theſe 
ſpoiles to the Camp, but an Officer arrived from 
the King of Poland, aſſuring the Duke of Loraine, 
that the King was with thirty Regiments of 
Horſe within twelve or fourteen hours of the 
Imperial Camp, whereupon his Higneſs diipatch- 
ed the Margrave of Baden, to complement him 
upon his arrival, and immediately drew up his 
Army in Battalia, to receive him at the head 
thereof, refolving with all convenient ſpeed to 
give the Turks a Camilado, and withal ſent an 
expreſs to the Emperour lying at Paſhaw, to let 
him underſtand the Polonian Kings Aproach, and 
his reſolves to fight the Orroman Army with the 
firſt advantage offered, as alſo in what danger the 
City of YVzenna had been, and was in, giving at 
the ſame time ſtrait command to every officer 
throughout the Army to be in readineſs to Marc 
upon ſix hours notice. | 


The Imperial Camp being put into good or- 
der, and a reſolution taken to fight the Infidels, 
the King of Poland on the 29 of Auguſt arrived 
with all his Chivalry, and was immediately follow- 
ed by the remaining Troops of horſe, his foot 
being, at the ſame time advanced Þ within 8 @& 
German Miles of the Imperial Camp; when upon 
his arrival, having been by the Margrave con- 
cratulated, firſt in the name af his imperial Ma- 
jeit y 
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jeſty, and then in the name of the Duke and all the 
great Commanders of the Army ; he encamped 
about a mile on the left of the Imperialiſts, and 
the next day a Tent Royal was pitched between 
both Armies, where the King, the Duke of 
Loraine, the Electors of Bavaria, Saxony, and di- 
vers other Princes met, and after paſling the uſu- 
al complements, fell to debate about the neceſli- 


.ty of their attempting to raiſe the ſiege, and that 


no time was to be loſt in that affair, tor that the 
Garriſon Souldicrs from twenty thouſand were by 
divers diſtempers and the fire of the enemy, re- 
duced to five or ſix thouſand, nor were they flow 
in coming to a reſolve upon the Method to be ob- 
ſerved therein. 

During theſe tranſaftions the Turks inceſſantly 
Battered the City of Yiemma, labouring earneſtly 
in their works, as being greatly deſirous to take 
it by ſtorm, and more eſpecially to fave the 
Grand Viſiers oath, who had ſworn by the head 
of Mahomet, to take it or dye under the walls, 
though afterward it appeared he had not ſtrength 
enough to acquire the former, nor courage lut- 
ficient to keep his word in the latter, for ſuch 
was the courage of the beſieged , that fallying 
they beat the enemy once more out of all their 
works, but by the former fallies and ſickneſs as 
before mentioned , they were exceedingly weak» 
ned, infomuch that they deſpaired much longer to 
maintain the City, againſt the aſlaults of ſuch {6 
numerous and reſtleſs enemics, ſo that on the 
fourth of September Count Staremberg at the ear- 
neſt intreaty of the Brre hers, cauſed it to be {igni- 
fied from St. Srepmens Tower, by ſetting up a pur- 
ple flag, the ſgnal appointed that the City w:5 in 
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diſtreſs, which being perceived by the Imperial 
Scouts, they acquainted the King and Duke, who 
thereupon drew up in Batalia, and ſent out four 
hundred horſe, to obſerve whether the enemy had 
poſſeſſed the Forreſt, and immediately ſet forward 
with the whole Army, altogether full of courage 
and brave reſolution, defiring nothing more than 
to be in ation with the Infidels, when in the mean 
time, the City being preſſed by two ſucceſſive a(- 
faults, and a Mine ſprung on the point of the 
Baton, the Beſieged on the eight, made another 
ſign from the Tower of the great danger they 
were in, and ſent out two Enginiers to inform 
the Duke of Loraine thereof by word of mouth, 
the better to haſten relief before the enemy had 
finiſhed the new Batteries within Muſquet ſhot of 
the Scottenburg Gate, but one of them was taken 
by the Turks Scouts, and the other ſuppoſed to be 
drowned in paſſing the Danube. 

But the General having received ſufficient no- 
tice (and dreading oi what evil conſequence the 
leaſt delay might prove} in good order paſled the 
Forreſt of YViewma, which the Turks to their great 
diſadvantage had nc wijere Fortified. But com- 
ing to the hill of C-:e-tberg on the 11th. of Ofto- 
ber found it ſtrongly poſſefied ; whereupon a ſqua- 
* dron of horſe, and eight Regiments of toot aſcen- 
ded to Attack the enemy, and remove them from 
their poſt, who charged up with ſuch bravery, 
thit after a hot diſpute, the Turks gave ground, 
and retired in great confuſion to a ſtrong re- 
trerchment, made at the bottom of the hill to- 
wards their Camp, where being reinforced, they 
mad<s a ſtand, and again diſputed it, but being 
cut oit in great numbers by the ſhot of the Im+ 
perial 
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perial Cannon, from the hill, on which by this 
time they were planted, and charged on the one 
hand by the Polonian horſe, and on the other by 
the Bavarian foot, they after an hours diſpute were 
driven thence, leavingan open held to the lmperial 
Army, which under the Duke of Loraine, :dvaiiced 
in good order to charge the Baſla of Szeliſtra, who 
as the forlorn, with ten or twelve thouland men, 
advanced, though in ſome diſorder, by reaſon his 
Ranks were broken by the ſhot from the Hill, 
which played furiouſly, till the Dukes ſquadron of 
horſe under the leading of the Margrave of B:- 
den, cauſed the Balla, after a ſharp diſpute to re- 
tire to the main Body, when the Duke of Loraine 
with fifteen thouſand horſe, taking the advantage, 
fell into the left wing, with ſuch fury, that the 
Turks in ſpite of the reliſtance they made began to 
fall into diforder, when as the King of Feolund 
charging on the Right, where the Viter fought 
in perſon, great was the {laughter, till in the end, 
the Turks as men diſcouraged ard diſmayed, began 
to ſhrink together, which the Margrave of #2 
perceiving, drew oft to relieve the belteged, and 
by fix in the evening poſted himſelf beiore the 
Scotch gatc, yet did not the Tarbs in the Trenches 
deliſt from aſſaulting the City, bur like men de: pe- 
rately reſolved to lole their lives, or wi jt, but 
the ſcale of victory, by this time turzing appa- 
rently on the Chriſtias fide they being {> onded 
by ſix thouſand freſh horſe m:de yreat flanvhter, 
t hough the Baſſas laboured to encourage their men, 
and ceſtrain their flight in vain, for by tais time 
the King of Poland with his own Troops, and tuch 
Imperial Auxiliaries as ſeconded him, having bro- 
ken and quite diſordered the lett wing, pierced 
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even to the flank of the right, which the Viſiter 
perceiving, and finding his Forces two weak 
longer to maintain the field, fled with the for- 
moſt , whilſt the Confederate Princes followed, 
making great ſlaughter, having the execution of 
the enemy even till night came on, at what time 
they prudently weighing that the 7wrks,as their cu- 
ſtom 15, might Rally, returned to charge the 
Turkiſh Camp, in which were left almoſt all the 
7anizaries, but the King of Poland breaking in 
with great. fury, aiter a hot encounter poſleſſed 
himfelr of it, putting ſuch as he found there to 
the ſword, whilſt the like ſucceſs had the Mar- 
grave of Baden, who perceiving the Turks Army 
11 rout, centred the Trenches and Works, of 
which (aſſiſted by the beſieged, who at the ſame 
time iallyed) he ſoon became Maſter, cutting in 
pieces the Turks, that were left to continue the 
jege, and poſlefſed himſelf of all the Cannon, 
Mortars, Powder, and Granado ſhells, cntering 
the ſame evening the almolt ruined City, which 
was by ſixty dayes cloſe ftiege brought to ſuch di- 
{treſs that the moſt couragious doubted to defend 
it againſt another aflault, which the enemy was 
about to mike, had they not been prevented ; for 
init at the time 1t was dclivered, no more then 
four thouſand five hundred fighting men were 
found, and all the works ſo ruined, that 1t was 
left in a manner open to the approaches of the 
enemy; the Cannon ſpoiled, the powder ſpent; 
and the ſtorc of Provition brought to its ultimate 
Criits. 

This ſogrcat and memorable victory, obtained 
over the daring Inſidels on the eleventh of Ottober, 
aud the City Yiema intirely leit at liberty 3 all 
that 
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that night the Chriſtian Army ſtood in Battalia 
in the enemies Camp, to prevent any ſurprize, and 
the next morning the King of Po/ana, to whom 
the greateſt ſhare of plunder fell, found beſides 
the Tent-Movcables and horſe of Cera, Xuſtapha, 
the Prime V:i'ier, the vaive of a Million of Crowns, 
the greatell part thereof being in realy money, 
nor did any fouldier want ro furvif ih himſelf with 
ſomething ; chere were iikewtie found So pieces of 
Cannon, belidves thoſe on the Batteries, three 
thouſand Quintals of Powder, and Provilion fſut- 
ficient for the {ubiiſtance of the Txrki> Army for 
three moneths, and immediately thereupon the 
Poliſh horſe were ſent out to purſue the flying er.c- 
my, who upon their return brought into the 
Camp many priſoners, ſome Camels laden with 
Tents and Provition, and two great pieces 0: 
Cannon, the one drawn by lixty; the other by 
eighty yoak of Oxen, having likewiſe cut off a 
conſiderable number of ſuch as Marched in the 
Rear, and purſued them almeſt as far as - !ba- 
Regalis ;, {o that in this Battle the 7wurzs loſt ten 
or eleven thouſand of their beſt men, and by the 
bloody flux and fire of the belieged thrice the rum- 
ber. 

The City of Yienna thus freed, with the lots of 
not above three hundred Chriltta 11S » ON the 
twelfth of Oftober his Imperial Majeſty, who hed 


reſided at Paſſaw, to give neceſlary Crore, in all 
grear and weighty affair: , CaHnC-IO G.vo:553 A ew » 
burg, whither the Count Sec. overs, 0th Fe CCL 


Officers of the Garriſon v wei.t tO 127 their duty, 
and were received with vereat rcipect, wiien on 
the fourteenth the Emperor came up tlie D.nube 
in his Barge, and arriving, at the Purt Royal, was 
received at his landing by the Electors of Zavaria 
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and Saxony (attended by their Guards) By the 
Count 4d" Starembers moſt of the great Com- 
manders, Magiſtrates, &c. the Garriſon Souldi- 
ers being poſted on the Baſtion as they were 
during the Siege, the Burghers in Arms, and all 
the Cannon round the Town thrice diſcharged, 
where his Imperial Majeſty paſſing on took a view 
of the Baſtion and other works, ruined during 
the Siepe, and the ſeveral Retrenchments the 
befieged had made within the Town, and fo 
went to St. Stephens Church, where Te Deum 
was ſung, after which he went to the Arch Dukes 
Pallace (his own being ſo much indamaged by the 
enemies Cannon, that it was not capable of re- 
ceiving him) where he gave Publick Audience, 
and in the eveniny, the Duke of Lorarne arrived, 
and was by the Emperor received in a moſt ob- 
liging manner, and had a long Conference with 
him relating to the preſent war, at what time 
the King of Po/and ſent his under Chancelor in 
his name to congratulate his Arrival, and pre- 
ſented him with the Orroman Imperial Standard, 
richly Imbroidered and ſet with precious Stones, 
toa zreat valne, the which together with two 
horie-tailes the uſual ſignals of war amongſt 
the Tarks, he found in the Viſiers Tent; as like- 
wiſe the original Copy of a Letter ſigned by 
divers Hunoarian Lords , wherein they congra- 
tulate the Viker upon the ſucceſleful progreſle 
of his Arms, and encouraged him to undertake 
the Sicpe of Yiemma, and withal the Vice-Chan- 
celor had it in charge to invite his Imperial Ma 
jelty into his maſters Camp. | 


The day following, the Emperor left the City 
and 
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and went to viſit the Army, which was encamped 
about 2 miles from thence,the two wings reaching 
towards Ebersdorf and Laxemborongh, when com- 
ing fhrſt to the Bavarian Troops,the EleQor at the 
head of them,. ſaluted him with his fyord, 2nd 
having performed his complements, accompanied 
him to the Poliſh Camp,where the King had drawn 
up his Army in Battalia, at the head of which, 
attended by the Great Marſhal , and divers Se- 
nators of Poland, he advanced to meet the Empe- 
ror, each approached the other on horſeback, ex- 
preſſing all poſſible demonſtration of Reciprocal 
love and friendſhip, and after a ſhort interview, 
the Emperor took a view of the Pol:ſh Army, and 
then returned to Yiena , whereupon the King 
of Poland decamped , and marched to Wiſctha, 
and was followed by the Imperial Troops unter 
the Leading of the Duke of Loraine, accompa- 
nied with the Eleftors of Bavaria, Saxony, &c. 
reſolving to ſtrip the Twk out of his Gerriſons 
in Hunoary, and now the Emperor, as a l:gnal of 
his love and reſpeCtt to Count Starembers, made 
him great maſter d* Camp, and the Magytrates 
of Vienna attributing their preſervation next 
Heaven, to his couraze and conduct, in recom- 
pence of fo great ſervice, made him a preſent of 
two thouland Ducates, and by a Publick at 
under- their ſeal, freed his houſe for ever of a! 
Taxations or other duties, to the payment of 
Which it beforc was Iyable. 


The Grand Vilier by this time, having, conli- 
dered and well weighed the greatnefie of ht: lots, 
and the exceflive cxpence his maſter had been 
at, in Levying and maintaining, ſo valt an Army, 
C 3 Lhe 
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the condutt of which himſelf had undertaken» 
promiſing at his ſetting out no leſs then the ſub- 
verſion of Auſtria, Croatia, Sileſtu and Moravia 
and now defeated without acquiring any thing 
memorzable, he greatly fearing his head muſt pay 
the price of his preſumption; the better to caſt 
the blame upon another, and thereby frame a 
plauſible excuſe, he in a great rage ſent to ſtran- 
gle the Baſſa of Buda, which was performed in 
his Tent, the Vilter laying; to his charge, that he 
hal baſely and Cowardly ſuffered the overthrow 
ot thoſe Forces he was condu'ting to the Camp, 
and had not afterwards taken timely care to re- 
cruit his Forces, nor ſend provition and other 
necefaries to the Camp. This Baſſa thus made 
away, one Hamet Chellif was made Baſla in his 
ſtex!, but long enjoyed not his honour, for at 
the fight at Barkan he with divers other Baſlas, 
was {lain, as in the ſequel of this Hiſtory will ap- 
xcar. 

The Viher having notice that the Chriſtian Ar- 
my had entred Hungary, with a reſolution to 
{ec down before ſome important place, and that 
the Generals had eye upon Gran and New- Haſſe, 
he tollected his ſcattered Forces, to the number 
of twenty ſive thouſand, encamping near the walls 
of Stoel-Weiſſenburg, but not thinking himſelf ſafe 
there, retired before the Chriſtian Army, which 
march2q with all dilizence to find him out, but 
the King and Duke having notice that the 
lower Hungary was intirely ruined, and left de- 
folate , they repalled the Danube near Comora, 
with a reſolution to polleſſe themſelves of Barkan, 
a Garifon of the Tarks covering the Bridg of 
ran ad Peſt over againſt Buda, the better to 
ſecure 
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ſecure their winter Quarters in the upper Fung: y, 
which the Vilier miſtruſting had poſted there a bo- 
dy of ten or twelve thouſand Faiizaries and Spa- 
hies or Timaris, whilſt himſelf marched to Atba- 
Regalis, to be at hand to joyn them in caſe they 
ſhould be attacked, and cauſed another ſmall body 
drawn out of the Garrifons, to poſe the banks 
of the River Gr4%, to hinder the Chriſtians paſ- 
ſing over. But this letted not the progreſs of 
their Arms, for the King of Polard by ſwift 
marches advancing a German mile and a half be- 
fore the Imperial Army; coming 1 1car Zarkan, the 
Turks came out in {mill parties, to skirmiſh with 
whom, and to attack the Garriſon , the King 
cauſed his Dragoons to alight , who after fore 
diſpute cauſed the enemy to retire, but thetr re- 
treat proved only a dglign to draw the Poles in- 
to their Ambuſh, tor whillt the King furioully 
purſued, 1ix thouſand Z7anitaries paſſing undiico- 
vered behind a hill, charged the Kings Battie i> 
ſtrongly in the Flank, that t piercing the Array, 
they put it into ſome dilorder, the horle nor- 
withſtanding the King was preient, breaking 
rank and giving ground , yet wheeling oft he 
ſoon brought them to recover their order, end 
continued the fight bloody and doubtiul, win 
being ſeconded by foot , the Turks were flain in 
great numbers, and avout to fly , had they not 
been reinforced by two thouſand horſe, brou oht 
on by the Baſla of Buda, who in the firſt charge 
was himſelf _flain, yet they obtinately maintat! 

ed the fight, which making the King doubt that 
. the Vilier with a greater power was at hand, as 
having no certain intelligence of his march, he lent 
an expreſs to the Duke of Loraine to Ict him 
know 
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know he was engaged, and to deſire him to ad- 
vance with all convenient ſpeed, which he did, 
but not with ſach celerity as was expected, by 
reaſon he had a long defile to paſs, but upon the 
firſt approach of his T roops the Poles retired, to 
avoid the confulion tl.ey were falling into, but 
being reinforced by fix Regiments of Imperial 
Drazoons, they again returned In good order, 
and every where put the Twrks to the rout, foi- 
lowing the execution to the Bridge of Barkar, 
over which a few made their eſcape , but the 
3ridge once broken, 2nd all hope of flight cut 
off, they reiolutely threw themiclves into the 
RIVer, and their pcriſhed, ſo that of the whole 
body a very ſmall number cicaped the ſword and 
drowning, unleſs eizht hundred that were taken 
FE »ner*, amoneſt whom was the Baſſa of Si- 
/efrir, and the Baſſes of Buda and Aleppo , fell 
amongſt the flain, which were not computed leſs 
then ten thoutand, upon which defeat the Garri- 
- lon ſurrendred upon diicretion , in which was 
found a rich booty, containing part of the ſpoils 
of Auſtria, Croatia and Moravia; In this Battle 
{yirht on the 9 of Oftober thirtcen hundred 
Poles, and one hundred Imperiaiiſts fell, the 
King himſelf was much indanzcred by the enc- 
mics ſhot, and Prince Alexander his ſon had his 
horſe ſhot under him; none of note being killed 
On the part of the Chriſtians but Ktirotshs a Po- 
[:(b Palatine. 

This fecond overthrow greatly diſcouraged 
the Viler , who was advancing to joyne this 
body, bit upon the news of the defeat, he in 
great perplexity retired to Belgrade, there to ex- 
pect new ſupplyes, whilſt the King ard Duke 
a:ter 
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after thanks for this unexpected Vidtory return- 
d to Almighty God, kept on their way to Gran, 
beating the ſtragling partyes appointed to let 
their paſiage, and on the 18 of Oftober coming 
near the City ſent out a commanded party to 
burn the Suburbs, the which after a hot diſpute 
which ſuch T urks as fallyed to prevent it, in part 
they performed , and thereupon prepared form- 
ally to beſiege that important Garriſon, which 
no doubt will fall into their hands. 

And now Tehkely finding the Ottoman ſword too 
feeble to maintain his uſurped Title, and ſupport 
him in his Rebellion, ſent his deputies to the 
King of Poland, earneſtly to implore his mediati- 
on with the Emperor to pardon his paſt offences, 
and accept of his future obedience, but that king 
not finding him real ig his intentions , refuſed 
to meddle in that affair. 

And thus much Reader have I thought fit for 
your fatisfaftion impartially to recount, and con- 
clude with my hearty prayers to Almighty God, 
that as the Chriſtian Arms have been of late ſucceſs- 
ful, ſo may they continue till the haughty Infidels 
by ſad experience know, that the crucified God, 
whom they impiouſly contemn , blaſpheme and 
revile, 1s not only able to deliver his people from 
their mercileſs crucltics, but in his juſt diſplea- 
ſure to break in pieces their aſpiring Monarchy 
with a Rod of Iron. 
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
